SECT. VIII. 

Vrom the Accejfion of Al Kayem Beamr?llah to the 
Khalifat^ to the AQcefiou of MMokt<uU,Meamri'tiab. 



ABU Jaafar Abd'allah Ebn Al Kader was created AlKaym 
klialif, under the title or furname of Al Kayem ^tamr%H» 
Beamri' llah, on Monday, the 12th of Dhu*lhajja, in /*;J4i 
the year of the Hejra 422, being the day on which his fa- ^ 
ther died. At his acceflfion, Abu Calijar Ebn SoltanoM- 
dawla, who had meditated the redu£tion of Baghdad, 
penetrated into Irak ; but was defeated by JaialoMdawla 
£bn Bahao'ddawla, whom the new khalif afterwards con- 
finne4 in the poft of emir al omra, and forced to flv with 
tlietitmoft precipitation to Ahwaz. When Al Kayem put 
en Jalalo'ddawla the imperial robe, he give him the title 
of Shahenfhah or Shaliinfhaw, and ordered his name to be 
mentioned in the public prayers. About the fi^me time, 
Moj>. Vox- III. fi ' • • tlic 
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the Greeks took Ai Roha or Edefla, which then belonged 
lo Abu Nafr Ahmed Ebn Meru an, called Nafro'ddawla 
Ebn Mcrwan by AIni'l-Faraj ; and foltan Mas'ud Ebn 
M.iliinud Ebn Sabckickui, die fovcreign of the Perfian 
Irak, extingulihed a rebellion in the city of Esiahan. 
Thofe who had been the mod a£live in the revolt he 
puniQied^ left a ftrong eanifoii in the place^ and then ad- 
Tauiced at the head of a Dody of tioops towards the fron** 
tiers. of Khorafani intending, a«he aflerted^ only to pay 
fohin Mohammed, his brother, a friendly vifit. Moham- 
med, having received advice of Mas'ud's march, refufed 
to make him any propofals for an accommodation,, as fome 
of his courtiers would ha\ e j^crfuaded him to do, and de» 
tached Yufef Ebn Sabektekin, his uncle, to obferve Ma- 
6*vid*s motions. In the mean time, that prince purfued his 
march with great celerity, advanced to Tangarabat, where 
Mohammed was then keeping the faft of Ramadan, and 
formed the Hege of that place. Yufcf Ebn Sabektekin, 
who had been ient by foltan Mohammed to r< -onnoitrc 
the enemy, and emir All, anotlier of his geiierals, both 
went over to Mas*ud, and even at laft found means^ to de- 
liver up Mohammed into his hands. However, they re- 
ceived the reward due to their perfidy and treafon j the 
former of tliem was thrown into a dungeon, loaded with 
irons, and the latter hanged, by Mas*nd*s order. Mo- 
harnmcJ liad his eyes put out, and was coniUiclcd us a 
piifuiier to Gazna, which Mas'ud gained witliout oppofi- 
tion, and obliged the inhabitants of that capital to take ttie 
oath of allegiance to him. -Having now aflumed the fove- 
reignty of au his father's extenfive dominions, he conferred 
upon Abtt Salem Al Haiftadaili the government of the 
Perfian- Irak, and conftituted AHb'ddawla Abu JaafarEbn 
Cacawiph, who had founded a kind of principality at 
Hamadan, in the year of the Hejra 414, the commandant 
of Esfahan. Ahmed £hn Al Hafen he advanced to the 
pofl of wazir, and commanded Abu Salem Al Hamadani 
and AIao*ddawla Abu Jaafar Ebn Cacawiyah to 3(^1: in con- 
cert on all occafions. The laft of thefe was of the houfe 
of Buiya, and nearly related to Majdo'ddawla, of whom 
we have fpoken already. He had been deprived of his ter- 
ritories by Mahmud Gazni, but v i'^ rt;flored to them by 
foltan Mas'ud. The latter of thofc princes, if we believe 
Abu'I-Paraj, reduced to his obedience the province of Ker- 
man, before the clofe of the prefcat year * |^

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In the 423d year of the Hejra, AH Takm, according l^princi* 
to Mirkhond, rebelled againft foltan Mas'ud, and reduced /^JJ^T 
the cities of Bokhara and Saip jrkand. Mas'ud, receiving v ^3^- 
ad\ncc of this rebellion, feat a powcrl'ul irniy, under the . , 

command of Altun Tafh, the governor of Khowarazm, to 
' attack the rebelsj before they became too formidable to 
his fttbje^s. Altun Taih, in purfuance of his orders, ad^ ' 
vanc?d Mrith all poffible expedition to Samarkand, where 
All Taktn, at the head of his troops, waited for him. The 
two armies had lio fooner faced each other, than a general 
adion enftted. As Altun Tafh was drawn into an ambuf- 
cade, his men gave way in the beginning of the engage- 
m^t \ but he prefently rallied them, led them on again 
to the charge, and at lad entirely defeated the rebels. 
Howeyer, as he was mortally wounded in the a£^ion, he 
granted AH Takm fuch terms as he thought it his intereft 
to accept, and died, to the great regret of foltan Mas'ud, 
the next day. After his death, that prince conferred upon - 
his fon, Harun Ebn Altun Taih, the government of 
Khowarazm, and confequently th^e command of all the ' 
forces in that great province. - ' 

In the following year, being the 424th of the Hejra, AlMti* 
Ahmed Ebn Al Haian, furnamed Al Meimendi, foltan nundiMa* 
Mas'ud's wazir, who had been deprived by his father 
Mahmud of tlie higli dignity ot preiiding over his coun- ^»^** 
cils, departed this life. The perfou who fucceeded him 
is named by Mirkhond Abu -Nair Ahmed^ and Ahmed Ebn 
Abd'alfamed by M« DUerbelot. He had been, if we be* 
lieve the former of thofe writers^ wazir .4x> Altun Tafli ia 
Khowarazm, where he at this time relided. It feems to 
appear from the author of the Lebtarilch and Khondemir, 
who have been followed by M. lyHerbelot, that Altun 
Taih, the governor of Khowarafm, was not killed, what- 
ever may have been advanced to the .contrary by Mirk* ' 
hond, before the prefent year. That great commander, 
according to thofe hiflorians, having made an in^ption 
into the country beyond the Jihun, was ilain by an arrow, 
that pierced one of his eyes, when he was upon the point • 
of engaging the enemy ; upon which both armies retired, 
without coming to a battle. Altnn Tafh, continue they, 
died, the next day, of the wound he had received, and 
his fon Harun took upon him the government of the pro- 
vince of Khowarazm, - ' ' .

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TMSf^^i . In the fame year, the Seljtiks, or Seljukian Turks, Who 
had already ricnder^ themfelves formidable in Pcrfia, paflT* 
^ the A^tti or JUiun, and took up ftcir quarters in 
' Alhovimnu aeaf £he cities of Neia, or tath&r Nefef» and 
Abiwerd. Here they fettled, arid Ui a ih6rt.time began 
to make incarfioiis into^ and pillage the neighbouring pro-» 
vfaices. Several of the cities in India, reduced by foitad 
Mahmud, rebelled againft Mas'&l, as did alio Al Ray 
and o ther pdaces in tl\e Peril an liak, 
fX# ' Next year> 1?eing the 425th of the Hejra, a bloody war 
mMfM broke .out between Nuio'ddawla Ddbais add his brother 
he -Abu Kawim Thibet, which was howcnrer foonfoUowpd 
y/arlis/ ^ pcace. Al Bafasiri, Thabct^s ally^ havii^ received 
advice of the conclufion of this treaty^ returned to Baeh^ 
dad. Thcfc three commanders were emirs of the Arabs^ 
dilHnguiihed by the denomination of Bani Afad aiid Bani 
JChafajah*. 

Um*uJ In the 42'6th year of theHejra, foltan Mas'ud, having pro- 
carnrs his pofcd not onlv to recover, but even to extend, his father's 
arn^^ :ntg cCQiqaeils in India, carried his arms into that country, 
where they were attended with the afual fuccefs. Thii 
' • progeQ was'i hbweycr, carried into execution at this junc- 
ture^ contrary to the fentiments of the wifeft part of his 
asiniilersi who advifed him to drive the Seljuks otlt of his 
dominions before he undertook thfe Indian expedition : 
hut he rejecting this fahitary advice, Mohammed and 
Dawd, the granrifoiLs of Seljuk, known afterwards by the 
names of 'J^oprol Bck and jaafer Bek, began to make in- 
roads t!iroi:;;h Kiiorifan, and, before Mas'iul returned out 
' of India, in the vc-\r 42^, had eonquered a great part of 
that province, together with the Periian Irak, and driven 
both Alao'ddawla Abu Jaafar Ebn Cacawiyah and A\m 
Salem Al Hnmadani from their governments. A letter 
was received, this year, from loltan Mas'ud in India j 
wherein he gave an account uf his having killed fifty thou- 
fand infidels, taken feventy Lhoufand prifoners, and ac- 
quired a booty amounting to above a million of dinars. 
ITAi iron/' In the eoiirfe of this year, the Sicilian Moflcms, aeeord- 
^^vi^im Jngr to Ai Kadi Shahabo'ddin Ebn Abildam Al Hamawi, 
Sutfyditf aiflTatisfied with Ahmed Ebn Yufef A! Akhali 

jtar 446. Tayedo'ddawla*s adminiftration, fent a depuianon to the 
khalif of E^ypt, to complain of lus op])?ellive and tyranni- 
cal conducl. '1 Irat pniicc, continues tliis author, excited ■ 
hy their juR complaint s, ieiu--an anny into SiciiV,tQ oblige 
tlie emir to rcdrcis all their grievartcca, and guvcrrf them ' 
for tlie futuxc in a aiorc e^uit<iblc maimer. Al AUiulij hc^ 
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Isefieged by the kiialiP$ forces in die csrftle of AlPialst 
at PalerAo, forfome time Mended huo^^ v>^'<iRO^^ 
ihg brayerj^^ bnt 'being at laft'MIIed, thdTe ^roc^inri^gilH 
cd themfelycs tp have fexccutcd their miftei's orders. 'Ilic 
$iciHan)5» however, who enabled them to caity tHeir poih^ 
foon aftdr attacked the Africans/ put above. cij^ht hundred 
to the fword, and forced the reft to abandon the ifland 
wkh the ^tmoft precipitatioh. They then proceeded to 
the eleti:ion of a hew cinii', and unanin^ioufly chofc Al 
Hafan SamfamoMdawla, the brother of the lait emir, to 
prefide over the Moflem conquefts in Sicily *, during who^ 
government thofe territories were fo haraffed by civil diC- 
rfnfions, that a way was paved in a fliort time to the re- 
•du(Slion of the wliole i/land hy the Franks. Thefe particu- 
lars we learn from Abu Mohammed Ahd'alaziz Ebh She- 
dad Tamim Al Sanhaji, author of the Akhbar Kairwan, or 
Hiftory of Kairwan ; though, if Abu'lfeda, who cites him, 
TOajr be de|)ended upon, he feems to have placed the events 
hiere mj^niioned ifi l^c following year. It appears from 
fome of Oiriftian wptfer.s, jtliat tlie empMr HdS^ai^ 
Faphlagoh fent an amba^flaNior to d)is emir, to make propo- 
fiik ftft an acqommp4(Ltion, and diat a treaty of p eace was 
con^ded be,tween Uiefe princes to their nitttttal'fatiflk 
la£lion ;\w'^ch^. as the ennr in all points conforiBed liiih- 
felf to .^e wiH of the emperor, fo exafperated the Siplian 
Moflems, efpecially the lower clafs of people, that they 
refolved to depofe hi|n# His brother Abu Caab, talking 
adrantage of die fermcmt accafioned by this drfpofition, 
endeavoured tp fcize upop the office ot emir : put being 
defeated in a gencrjd a£lion, to which Samfamo'ddawfi 
had forced him, he applied to the khalif of Egvpt for 
affiftance; which having obtained, he reduced his brother 
.to fuch difficulties, that he found hiinfelf obliged to quit 
the ifland, and fly to Conftantinoplc, in order to implore 
the prote6lion of the emperor. "^Fhat prince, who imaginr 
cd he had now a fine profpe<ft of recovering Sicily, treated 
him with the highefl marks of diftin£^ion, and promifcd to 
Support him in all his pretenfions, againft both his Atricau 
pnd Sicilian enemies, to the utmoft of his power ^ 
The 427th year of the Hejra produced feveral memorably 
events/ Tjy^ Seljuks continjicd, their progrpfs in the.

'th?itJ^ The cmpferor Michael not being expeditious, enough in 
487. ^^PP\ying Al Hafan Samfamo'ddawla with a body of troops 
tp reinftate hiaa in the government of the Moflem part of 
Sicily, Leo Opus, the prefedk of Italy> with a view of 
driving the infidels out of that ifland, attended him with all- 
the forces he could in a fliort time a/lemble; and, being 
joined by AI Halan's adherents, overthrew Abu Ci?-b 
"Vith very great flaughtcr. This obHgcd tl.at emir lo lly 
into Egypt, and foiicit iuccours of the F;'tcniite khalif ; 
who, being apprehenfive dial tlie civii diireiifinns in Sicily 
might prove fatal to the Moil cm interell, by his iiitcrpofi- 
tion, cffe£led a reconciliation between the two contending 
brothers. This obliged Leo to abandon ihe ifland, and 
icLirc to the continent ot ii.ily. The emperor aftcri^'ards 
, fe.nt a Jargc licet, under the conducl of Stephen, his ad* 
miraly with a ftrong body of land forces on board, com- 
manded hy George Maniaces^ fio the coaft of Italy> in order 
to invade Sicily. Mania€es»..who had raifed his repu- 
tation by the viaories he had gained over the Infidels in 
the neighbourhood . of the Euphra^es^ and was one of the 

Eeateft^ captains of the age» being joined by Ducianus» 
!o's fucceflbry refolved, not\\'ith(landing what had lately 
happened^ &o make a defcent in that iHand. Havings 
therefore, been reinforced by the Lombard and Norman 
troops, then in the fervice of the princes of Campaniaj and 
a fele^ body under the command of Michael the patridan, 
fumamed Sphrondylus, he fet fail for Sicily, and arrived 
in that ifland, about this period. At firfl he met with an 
uninttrriiptf d coiirfe of fuccef'^, took Melhna and Syracufe, 
■ ^ chiefly by the bra\ cry of the Norman troops, and gave the 
Infidels a moft Cgnal defeat, in which they loft lo many 
men, that the water of the Remata, near the banks of 
which river the battle was fought, was ftained with the 
blood of the 11 ain : but the Normans and Lombards, who 
were the flower of the Chriftian forces, having been after- 
wards difguftctl by i^Ianjjces, things took an unc xpe^lcd 
turn. However, this \i£tory put no Id's tliuii diirteen 
places of Urcngth into the conqueror's hands, and would 
nave been followed by the fuirender of all the other towns^ 
had not the divlfions in the Chriftian army hindered the 
produdion of fo falutary an efie^« This year, in the 
month of Shaabin, died at Al Kahirah, Al Thiher, the 
beb or lord of Syria and %ypt» aiid the fourth of the Fa« 
temite khalifS| aft^r he had reigned fifteen , years and 
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feme mobths. He was fucceeded by Abu Tamim Ma'bad* 

his fon, who aflumed the title or furname of Al MoC- 
tanfcr Bi*llah, and fat on the Fatemite throne about fixty 
years. He wns born nt Al Kahirah, the 24th of Dhu'l- 
hajja, in the year of the Hejra42o, uiui confequcntly was 
not fcven years old, at tlie time of his father's death. He 
has been reprefented as a prince who had a talle for poetry, 
y^ho governed his fuHjrrls w'nh iiriLuir,mon prudence and 
moderation, and whu wa5 enabled by his fagacity and ad- 
drcfs to crufli many confpirades that had been formed 
againft him ^. 

In the following year, being the 428th of the Hejra, 7heku/ 
feUan MafM returned from> hia Indian expedition to trMjae- 
Gaqsna^ bvt found lh« Seljuks grown fo powerful by the ^ 
icqui0tion.of Khoniian and the Perfian Ii^ that he had*'^^ 
reafon to repent his not having ad<^ted the advice given 
kim by hia mxnifters befene he undertook that expedition* 
He was therefore obliged to raife a con£deraUe army in 
order to march againll the Turks, who were now become 
formidaUe.- About tlie fame time the Norman and Lom- 
bard troops in Sieily having been refufed their ihare of the 
fpoil, which fell into the hands of the Chriilians, after 
the late victory gained ovef the infidels near the banks oi 
theRemata, by Maniaces, the imperial general, they de- 
p\ited Aldolnus, a Lombard ofTicer, to carry their com- 
plaints to that general ■, but no regard being paid to thefe 
reraonllrances, tliey dcfucd leave to retire, which being 
pranted, (hey returned to the continent of Italy, feized 
^-ipon iSielfi, or Amalfi, and feveral of the neighbouring 
towns. Not content witli dicfe, they ravaged the country 
in a dreadful manner, of which outrages Maniaces having 
received advice, he crofTed the ftr eights of Reggio with a 
fcleft body of his forces, to cliaftifc the deferters, as he 
ealled thefe injured troops, and make them pay ^earfor 
Jheir temerity andprefumption ^ but, contrary tolua ex* 
pe^atioD, he fufiered a defeat, whidi .obliged him to 
leave them in pofieffion of all the tenitorv they had con* 

3ueiedi '^and make the bed of his way to Sicily to prevent 
le IftfoifleBiS) who had received a reinforcement from 
Africa^ ftoBBL over-running that whole iflaad. We muft

t^ejear ^^^^ Sina, and by the Ohrilliang ^mipdy Aviceima* 
tAt Hejra, Thiscelebr ifcd phyfician and philofopher m ^h bora in thft 
4ail ■ city of Bokhara, or rather the village' of Affhana, at a 
ImaM 'difta nee from that ^la€e» in w year of the Hejni 
,/^3T'l'^ ^hmi^ kh father, according to ios own retadaai, 
Wbr a native of Balkh. By (ihe time he waa ten years oU 
Ite had karned the Koran by heart, made a great progreis 
jn the belles lettrcs, and ftudied Euclid and Ptolemy\s Al- 
fnageft. After he had completed his tenth year, his fa- 
ther fent hfm to a gardener to learn arithmetic, according 
to the Indian method of computing ; the Indian figures, 
or arithinctical cl^:ira6ters, herinnintr at this "time to be in 
life amor7^dl th^^ 7\r;ib^. \ \c \v;is attcrw.;rds infl:ri!<^ed in 
the rudiments of logic at Bokhara, by Abu Abrl'nibh Al 
N; beli, whom hi^ father took into his hoilfe for that pur- 
pofe. He then applied himfelf to the ftudy of phyfic, and 
loon Gained to a furprifing fkill in that fcience j infomuch 
fl\at he'had read many pfhyfical writers, and performed a 
great number of ctii'^s When he was but fixtern years of 
agCi The next year and a half he fpent entirely in read- 
ing.- When any abftru^Ai: and intricate point, that puzzled 
him, occurred, he went dire£ily to the mofque, and never 
ceafed offering up his prayers to God till the fubje61: was 
(Cleated up to liim. He both read and wrote much in the 
night-time, with a lamp before him, and when his ipirits 
•be^^ to^flag, he drank a glafs of wine, which greatly re- 
vived him. Many problems that lidd diftraOed him in bis 
Avakine hours, were fohed to him in his dreams. When 
he had in a manner finifhed his ftudies in phyfic, logic, 
Natural philofophy, and mathematics, he proceeded to 
-metaphyfics^nd theology. In the former of which fci- 
cnces he perufed, with great attention, one of the beft 
authors then extant ; but found hirti abfdlutely imintelli- 
gible, before fome light was. thrown upon him by an ex- 
cellent piece €^ the famous Abii Nafr Al F&rabi> whofe - 
Hmritings he greatly :adfl&ind* In flmrtj dita -piedfey of 
. kaming had made hunfelf maftcr of every bihrneh of itfe- 
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£ul lifcetature, every noble fcience, cuUuatctl in thftt 3g»f» 
vhea he enteared upon hw nineteenth year. His father 
then dying, he drtivielled into jQrj^n ^ndDaheftan j in the 
laMcr of mkh provioees he h^id a fevcjre fit of ficknefs. 
Alknp iiif recDiocty lie returned to Jorjin, ^nd compofed» 
ascofdin^ to Absu Obeidali Al J4zjani, the fk(t bogk of 
fab Jkl-Saiij^, his abridgment .of the Almi^eil^ and other 
Muct.iield -in great efteem. FiRom theoee be weut to' 
KafibMrln, aDdjftsTvtrds to Hdn»d&n» where Codhaim^ 
liriya, or Corl^uiavrtya, the fahcbiwjpiruice of ..ijyit city» 
wmcecl Jam to the dig;r)ity of wmr ; bmt the foldtery 
faesog ^aid^inni) at Uift pkitudemi Us paUiee^ dragged 
Jam to prifab, >»»d endemtiredjto pieyail upon 
dmdai iio lott iltiin to destb. He wm» faoMrevar, stow 
midfi reiiiftatMl,jit nhe oftce of ;vir««ir» though he dtc)|ii«d 
c^ficepting of -duit poft» jviten it wa5 o0md to iu^i faf 
Sluunfo'jddavla's ion. He %hea ibut Mmfelf up in ^be 
houfe of Abu Galeb, at) apolliecaiy» where he afinifted 
the fyflem of metnphy(io9iand 'iiatunuphiJorophy contained 
in tbe Kitab Al Shefa, except the two. books treating of 
vegetables and .aatmals. He afterwards wrote privately 
to Aiao'ddawia, and de fired lie might be permitted toliv* 
withdiiin \ but being difcovcred, he was condud^ed as » 
pnCbner to -die caiUe of Berdaw^n» under d guanL Here 
be remainedy'in ja 4late of 'ConfineineDt> about four monthsi 
a£cer the eacpiration-ef ivhidi term he was brought back to 
Hamadan ; from whence he found means to efcnpe toET* 
fidian in the ikabit of a fufi. Here he met with a recep> 
lion from Alao'ddawla worthy of his fuperior merit, and 
put die lail hapd'to feveral of his learned works. He had 
naturally an excellent conflitution, but impaired it by 
wine and vcncry, to which he was extremely addi^lcd. 
Hivingta moft acute fit of the colic, in order to acce- 
lerate the zmxz rf the diforder, he had eight clyfters inr 
jn^trd jiito liis bowels in one day, which occafioned an ex- 
uicerationof the ijucitines, from whenccproceeded an ex- 
coriation thai \va ; followed by an epilepfy. This diforder 
fo weakened him, tfiat for fome time he could not rife, 
though at hft, by the application of medicines, whieh he 
ordered for hirafelf, he was able to walk. However, he 
was never afterwards thoroui;liJy well. Not long after this 
attack he accompanied Aiao'ddawla to Hamtidan, but was 
feizcd upon the road' with the fame diftemper, and con- 
tinued very ill till he arrived at that city. There he lan- 
l^uifhed fcveral days, during which he took no phyfic, 

binding hisiircijigth not ffi&cient to Aiuggie with dbe dif- 
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dfe, and then expired. Both Ebn Sina and Al Farabi, 
his maftcr, have been accufed by Al Ghazali of impiety, 
3S they paid a higher regard to the fentiments of the phi- 
lofophers than to the principles and decifions of the Kuran. 
Neverthclefs, if ^^ e believe Ebn Shohiiah, many of the. 
Moflcn^. do6lors m lintained that Ebn Sina was fenfible of 
hi.<; error, ami rt turned to a right \na^ of thinking a little 
bciore his death. I he author of the Nighiariftan relates, 
that foltan Mahmud Gazni having been informed that. - 
the court of Mamun, king of Khowarazm^ was adonied 
with a number of learned men, who had diftinguifhed^ 
diemfehes by their knowlege SA the fciexioes, aii::4<Hiffft* 
whom waft vkfn Sina, had the curiofity to defire to fee 
them. He therefore diipatched -feveral couriers to Ma* 
mih]| to beg that he would give them- leave , to come tor 
liss refidence in Khorafan. Moft of tfaefe dolors, hf. 
Mamun's permifrion,««!folved to Mrait upon foltan Mah«i 
Ivf^ ; but £bn Sina conftantly refufed - to accompany' • 
them. However, being obliged to leave the court of KIkm 
wuraxm ; inftead of taking the road to Khorafan, he ipa^de 
1 t&e'beit of his M'ay to Jorjan^ a circumftancc whidi fb 
exj^perated foltan Mahmild, that he feflt portraits into all 
parts in order to difcover him, and have him put under 
arreft, but without eifie^ *, for he efcaped to Jorjan, where 
he performed many wonderful cureb. He •had not been 
long there l)efore Kabns, king of the conntiy, having 
heard of his fame, ordered him to attend a n^hew of 
his, who was aiflidled with a malady which none of the 
Court phyficians could comprehend. £bh*8ina had no 
Iboner felt his pulfe and examined his urine, than he judg- 
ed his difordcr to proceed from love^ and to be the effe& 
4£ a violent pafiion for fome lady which he had concealed 
{rbm the king his uncle. In order to be fatished in this 
point, he defired to fee the keeper of the palace, and beg* 

fed, that whilft he was ftudying the pulfe of his patient, 
e would name all the rooms and apartments of that fine 
houfe. The keeper rcidily complied wirli tliis rcqucfl^ and 
amoTH^ft otlu rs named one partiru^nr apartment, the men- 
tion of which occafioned an extraordinary emotion in the 
young prince. This being perceived by Ebn Sina, he afl^ed 
the names of the perfons who lodged in it; and when one 
of them, who was a la Iv, came to be repeated, obferved 
the pulfe he was feeling to beat fo violently, that he en- 
tertained not the lead doubt, but the love of that amiable 
obje£t had reduced his patient to the extremity in which 
he found him* tie then publicly declared, that dicre was 
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DO Other cure for him than the poffefTion of the perfon he 
fo tenderly loved. Kabus having been iriftirnicd of this 
difcovery, had the Curiofity to fee his neph« w's phyfician; 
and as he had one of the portraits difperlcd by Mahmud 
over all the neighbourin;^ provinces, he prefently knew 
him to be the celebrated Kbn Sina. He then greatly ca- 
reflcci liini, and made him many valuable prefents, with- 
out obliging him to return to foltan Mahmud's court. 
The fame writer ha^ likewife told us, that the learned- 
men of the city of Siinaz, in the province of Fars, hav- 
ing read Ebn Sina's logical and metaphyhcal work, inti- 
tuled Kitab AJ Maiiihaki, vi^iththc utmoll attention, drew 
up a lilt of the objeciions they had to offer to the dochine 
therein maintained, and fent it by Abu'l Kafem Ai Kcr- 
mani to Esfahan, where Ebn Shia then refided. Al Ker- 
mani having fpentthebcft part of the night in converfa- 
tion with Ebn*Slxia, upon his arrival at Esfahan, retired ; 
and Ebn Sini, inftcad of going to bed, went into his fludy, 
and fet about an. anlwer to thofe obje^^ions with fo much, 
application^ tdat he finiifaed it, and put it into tl^ handa 
cl Al Kermani, very early the next mbrning, who imme- 
diately polled awav with it to Shiraz. . The do£i(»r8 were 
fo charmed with this anfwer, ^nd fo furprifed at Ebn Stna's 
wonderful diligence and unparalleled quicknefs of parts, 
that thdr former high idea of his merit was thereby gread)^ 
heightened. This anfwer is hot to be foiind in die com- 
pilatioaof Ebn Sonars works printed at Kome \ nor istho 
treadi^ of logic in that coUeuion any thing, more than an ' 
abridgment of a larger work which he had compofcd. He 
is faid to have written his own life, though this haa been 
performed in a much more ample and copious manner by 
Abu Obeidah Al Juzjani, whom we have already had oc- 
c ifion to cite. He obferves, that Ebn Sina was firft phy- 
fician, and afterwards wazir to Majo'ddawla, a foltan of 
the houfe of Buiya*, but that he . was difpofTefTed of his 
office on account of his attachment to wine, and women. 
He was very unfortunate, according to this author, in the 
latter part of his life, having been frequently obliged to 
change the place of :his abode for the fafety of his perfon. 
He laboured under a complication of diftempers, which 
induced a certain poet, who made his epitaph, to fay, that 
neither his books of wifdom or philofophy could teach 
him morality, nor his treatifes in phyfic the art of prcferv- 
ing his own health. The prinripal of Ebn Si na*s works 
was his Al Knnun, which has bf'. n abridged atul explained 
by Sa'id Ebn Hebatallah, by liasii, and by another Ajab au- 
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tllor. Wl tutor, or inilruclor, in tlie art of pfiyfic was 
Abu Sahl, a Chnftian, famous for a tieatife or fyftem he 
publifhed, intituled, Miyah Kitab, that is, A Hundred 
Awks , He .was esctremdy well verfed in logic as weU as 
f^yfic^ and e?ery other «raneh of ancient titerature. fie 
WHS hiM .in the lH|heft teziezaiion amongil the people of 
\ Khorafan* and .died when tie was about fortr years of age. 
To what ims becn Ondy in relation to £bn Sinii we i&XL\ 
only add,; that he had ^fo a tafte for poetoy^ and wrote i 
poem during his confimement in the cadle 'of Berdawin \ 
adifilcK of which, as well as fomc (hort memoirs <^ his 
life^ faid to be penned hj himfetfy has been preferved by^ 
Abu'l-Fara j ««. 

TJ^ Sc^iih ' In the 429th year of the Hejra, folt;"m Mas'ud riiarched' 
ffiUf^ 'iMs at the hen d of n powerful army againlfc the Seljuks, who 
^nd^aja- j^jj^i pofTcried themfclves of fo confiderable a part of his 
domini'^nc. IVlikayycl, INlikhayycl, or Mikael, Ebn Scl- 
julc> the prince or leader of thcfe Turks, (^vin^ a little 
before this period, they put themfelves undt r the com- 
rTi:?Tid of his fon Ahn Taleb Mohammed, furnanied To- 
grol iieg or Togrul Brk, the Tan^rolipa'x or rather Tnn- 
grolipex of the (ircek writers. This prince receivmg 
advite of Mas'iid*s approach, led his troops againft the 
foltan, in order to give him battle; wliom he attacked 
with fo much bravery^ that he entirely defeated him, and 
piirfued him toTfls.* He then Jaid fiege to that place and 
lodk It. Tus being tlie firff city that fell into dte hands 
ki thc^Scljuks, Togrol J5ek aflembled alKhis forces, and forti- 
fied tKe place. He afterwards advanced [to l^bur's about 
Iwehre parafangs from Tus, a place, according to Ham- 
Mhd^''of great antiquity, and one of the principal cities 
of 'Khpraf In i which, as no enemy appeared to oppofe 
him, he eafily reduced. This blow obliged foltan Mas'ud, 
who has Ae pnenemon of Abu Sa'id given him by Al Ma- 
kin, to retire to Gazna, and abandon the moft confider- 
able part of IChorafan to the Seljukian Turks ; who there- 
upon proclaimed^ Toiprol Bck fovereign of the trail he had 
conquered, at Nifahur. 
Thrfix* ' After Tocrrol r)ek*s authority had been recognized at 
unJ their ^\{-\hur^ he lent his hrnthrr, Jaafar Bek, to fubdue the 
ton^MtJls i ^j^.y j^^jj (iiftridts of tkriit or Heri, the Aria of the ancients,

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fiUi^ted in' a faldbrions part of Khorafan, to tlie fduth-wefi 
BalklH which purpolQs being fpoo efie^led, Togrol Bck 
phiced OEte of hi$ utidea over the new conqueils, in order 
to govern thcqn. In the mean time^ he Itimfelf advanced 
\vith another body of troops to Mcru, which he made hjm- 
feif mailer of, and there eftabiiihed his royal feat. This 
(lep was followed by fome regulations, which fdpprcfl'cd 
till the diforders that liad lor a lonjj time rei;^ncd in Klior- 
afRTi. We fliould remark. That Togroi Beg is called Rue* 
no'ddin or Rocno'ddin Abu Talcb Toj^toI Bek Moham- 
med Ebn Mikayyel Ebn Scljuk by Abu I I'arnj. The di- 
ilrid^s or prcfetturts of Ti^J '^'fj as wc arc intormci by 
Ahulfeda, were the towns of Kai ukJi, or Crokh, Maiiu, 
Kharjerd, and Bulbekb, widi tiicii JcpciiJcncits ; all wluch 
vere reduced to the obctiicnce of Togrol or Bek, by 
his brother, Jaafar Bek, in the courie of this campaign 
. In the fame yeaf, (oltin Mas'ud £1^ Mahaiiid £l>ii Sft* trnd^vtr^ 
bekcekin aflembled all his forces to drive the SeK&ks oat of 
ius dominions j but the two brothers, Togrol Bek and 
Jaafar Bek, having alio eolle£^ed their troops, after an 
exceeding Uoody fettle, sained fo complete a ^dtorj^ that 
Miis*ijd found he had no farther employn^ent in Khoraf&n* 
Jaafar Bek is called Jakar Bek Dawd by A\ Maktui and 
that Takar is only a corruption of Jaafar. 

About this time, the Sicilian Moflems, having been re- IVhat Ita*- 
inforced by a body of frefli troops from Africa, toojt the P^"^'^ 
field with an army of a hundred thoufand men. Maniaces, 
the imperial general, not intimidated by their great num- 
bers, drew up his forces in order of battle, and made the 
neccdary dilpolitions for an enfTfugemenv. Omar, an Airi- 
can emir, who conunanilcd the Moiiems, had ordered 
calTops to be thrown upon the fpot between tiie two 
camps, in order to annoy the enemy's huifc : but Mani- 
aces, bv covering the horfcs hoofs wiili iron plates, rcn- 
deretl his deiign abortive. The Chriititin and Molicm ar- 
mies had not i jnj; been in fight of each other before a ge- 
neral action enfucd, in which the latter, n^i vvithllanding 
their vaft fuperiority in point of numbers, were vanquilhed 
with incifedtble flaughter \ the field of batde^ and all the 
ground near the fcene of a£liony being (Irewed with their 
4eftd U^es. In fliort, this vidory feemed to Maniaces fo 
im|K«tant> that he looked upoki himfelf as.mafter of Sicijy,- 
9miL now lb flire of deftioymg sfll the Moflems in

iOand, dist lie moft earneftly defired Steplieii, the unperi* 
•1 admiral, not to fufier an^ of them to efcape in, that 
ihtps. But foon after, to his unfpeakable grief, he recdv* 
ed certain ^vice, that Omar, the African |eneral, was 
fafe on board one of his own (hips, and the Mollem fleet 
Rationed in ajilacewheren one of the Chriftianvefiels could 
annoy them. Maniaces, on this occafion, expoftulated 
M^ith Stephen in very fevere terms; which that admiral 
highly refented, dnd accufed Maniaces to the emperor, to 
whom lie was nearly related, of a dellgn to arrogate to 
liimfelf the fovereignty of the whole id and he was at that 
time endcilvoaring to wreft out of the hands of the infi- 
(Icis. This accufation produced the defircd effecl ; the 
emperor ordered Maniaces to be deprived of his com- 
mand, put under arreft, and fcnt to Conllantmople as a 
criminal. Stephen himlelf was appointed to fuccced him, 
tliough he was neither remarkable for his bravery nor con- 
duct. After him fucceeded Baiilius, an eunuch, entirely 
void of military fkill, but indolent, cowardly, proud, and 
. covetous, to the laft degree. At length Michael, the go* 
yemor of Apulia, was lent to a£^ at the head of the in^ 
penal forces in Sicily aniinft the infidels \ nnder whofe in* 
atifpicious condu£^, all Maniaces's conquefts were loft, ex* 
cept Mei&na, which bravely defended ttfelf againft the 
combined army of the Sicilian Chriftians, the Sicilian Mo« 
ilems, and the Africans ^ 
Wai'ud U Next year, being the 430th of the Hejra, foltan Mas'ud, 
difeateA yft\\idy after his late defeat, hadrctire(i to Gazna, marched 
^ic{^ to Jorjan with a body of troops. On his route, he was 
^ ' informed that a robber, who had committed many outrages 
in that neighbourhood, had taken poft in a caftle at a fmall 
diflance from him, with a hundred men. Mas*ud, find- 
ing the fortrefs capable of fuftaining a fiege, promifed them 
a v^^t^f^T!, and the feciire pofTffnon of all their properries 
aiui ctfects, if they wouid lurrcnder. To this propoiai the 
gang and their leader readily liflened ; bnt iVla&'ud, hav- 
ing gotten them into his hands, ordered them all to be 
hanged, allcdging that no faith was to be kept wiili iuch 
enormous and abandoned ma1efa6t:ors. He had not pro- 
ceeded much fartlier before iie was met by deputies from 
♦ feveral towns, fent to complain of the tyranny of Nur Ta» 
kin, the governor of Balkh. Mas^Qd, being irritated at 
his oppremve and iniquitous adminiftration, moved to- 
wards nim, tbougb in a hard froft \ hvXf when advanced

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about half ^way^ tiimed back agaioH Dawd Seljuk, or la* 
ther Dawd Al Seliukij aTurkifh cx»minander» then on his 
waf to Balkh,. witn confiderable forces to aifiil Nur Takia. 
Of whidi drcumftance the latter of theie generals being 
apprifed, he led all the troops he could afiembie againS 
the ibltiiiy attacked his rear, and took moil of his bag« 
^age. But» noCwtthftaadtng.this cheeky Maf'ud continit*- 
ed his march till he came up with Dawd Al Seljuki^ whoa 
he charged with jpr^t vij^our» tTi(nigh very indiiferent fuc- 
ce&p foTf being repulkd, he tied to Gaztia ; where he 
put to death many of tlie Turks who ferved under him, 
oecaufe they had mtibehaved iii the'baule. He afterwards 
levied another army> and gave the command of it to Maw- 
dud his fon; whom he ordered to advance on the Ink of 
fialkhy not only to chaftife Nur Takin, but Jikewife to de- 
fend that frontier, which feemed to be threatened witli a 
vifit from the Turks. ^ T;^wdad w as attended by Abu Nafr 
Ahmed, Mas'utl's M azjr, in tins (Expedition. The foltan 
havln<j formed a ph-ii of oper.itioiKs for Mawdiid, and fcttJcd 
every thing to hi.s tntiie iatisfat^Hon at Ga:^na, relealed 
Mohammed his brother, whom he had deprived of light, 
out of prifon, and took him, as well as his vv hole family, 
with him into India, where he propofed to extend the con- 
qucfls that had been formerly made. But, the follow- 
ing winter, he found himlclf obliged to quit that vaft re- 
gion, anil turn off towards the city of Balkh, in order to 
defend himfelf againll tlie Seljuks, who grew flronger 
every day in the ncighhourliood of thiit place. Being ar- 
rived upon the banks of tlie Siiul, called Pang Ab by tlic 
Pcrfians, or the Indus, he paiicd that river, with his fa- 
vourites, and left his cijuipage and treafures, together with 
Mohammed, his brother, uiulcr the dire6\i<)n uf Mu l a- 
kin, or, a. 111 is denomiiKiiuLl by M. D'llcrbclot, Yuijf 
Ebn Pus i akin, one of his generals, on the other ficie. 
JMls Takin, confidering tliis a8 a favourable opportunity 
of aggrandizing himfelf, feizcd upon thofe treafures, and 
jlivi<lcd the better part of them amongfl; the troops attached 
to hia intereft. llie revolters, having comofutted this in« 
folence, proclaimed Mohammed for their folclti; upon 
which, Mas'M fled, to avoid failing into their hands. But 
he was fo cloiely purfued, that he found it impofiible to 
dcape* Being, therefore, made a prifoner, he was con* 
ducted to Mohammed \ who, at his own requefl, confined 
him, together with the principal officers that could not be 
fiei^ed upon to defert him^ in the fbrtrefs of Kobra Ke- 
W* Xhithcr he was fent under a ftrong guard, and iup- 
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pH^ MM wilh what tiecefTarles h6 wamed. 'HUSrdthet, 
iMwevCTy when tins unfortunate pfincc took his leave of 
liim, and ddired.fome money, could not be induced to 
givfc him more than five hundred dirhemsi though tl^ 
perfon who brought from Mohammed ifhat ttiflki; Autf* 
commiferating his unhappy condition^ made him a prd- 
fent, according to Mirkhond, of one thoiifiind five hundred 
^ dinars ^. 

Tht Seljuk The commencement of the Seljukian dyiiafty is placed 
ajnaji/ by Al Malcni at tliis period. He makes Togrol Bek to 
fgmmtncts p^.,^^ been the llrft foltan of this dynafty *, though his pfr:Hid- 
'a!co*^% f;ith< r, Scljuk Ebn Dakak, was the founder of tliib Inuife. 
to Al Ma- Dakak, iSeljuk*s father, according to this author, being a 
^» perlbn of great wifdtJiu and valour, was eonfiilted by the 

king of the i urks on all emergent occafious, and accom- 
panied witli him in the wars he waged againlt tlic i'urkilh 
tribes that were independent on him. He was the fir ft of 
his family who embraced Mohammedifm. Seljuk being of 
age whoi his father died, the king affigned him the *conl^ 
mand of all his forces } but aftet.waird6, apprehending ^ 
hiinfelf to be in dtoger from his craiffy difpefitioii} he 
foTved to kill him. This defign being fufpea^d by Seljfik» 
he fled to Harun Sahabo'ddawla, or rather> aecording tb 
die text of Al Makln, Shahab«>'ddawla) kittg of Al JaMffj 
and folicitcd afliibince to conquer the country of the iiifiw 
del Turks. Harun, in compliance with his requeit, far«* 
V niibed him with a numerous army, to e^al^lc him to exe» 

cute his defign. But, coming to a general a^ion wifli 
thofe infidels, he was flain when he was a hundred and 
feven years old. Ebn Sliolnrah relates, that Seljuk was 
chief of one of the principal families of Turkeftan that, 
being followed by a ;j;reat number of friends aiui rcl atiop.s, 
the king of the Turkb grew jealous of him, and obliged 
him to depart his dominions; that he fettled, and embraced 
lilamifm at ]oud, one of the dependencies of tlie city 
bf Bokhara, in Mawara'inahr ; and that from thence he 
continually made aKurlionii upon the infidel iuiks, dur- 
ing the whole courfe of his life. Khondemir informs us, 
that Seljuk wa^ the jfon of Deklk, chief officer of Bigu, 
prince of thofe Turkilh tribes which inhabited the plaina 
of Khozir or KipchSk, to- the north of the Cafpmn fea| 
4hat Dekak was ib repowndd anongil his'tx>untrymen fot 
Ins extmrdiuary wildom idid vaioAr, fhat they gave Hift

to educate Seljuk in a proper manner, furnamearfaim Ba^ 
fafhi, that is Chiefs or Ceftmrn^ and heaped favours upon 
him ; that Seljuk, being Mtcrwards apprifed of Bigu's in- 
tention to puniOi him for his infolence in prefumingto en- 
ter the fecret apartment of the palace, in order to f^e Bi- 
gu's women and children, retired from court, pafled the 
Sihun with all his adherents, moved towards Samarkimd, 
and routed in feveral engagements Belil Khan, governor 
of tliat city, who attempted to oppofc him ; and that the 
advantages gained by lum on tliis occaHon, particularly 
one he obtained by means of an ambufcade, laid the foun- 
dation <^ his future greatnef9> and enaUed him to prefent 

.himfelfbefore fioihSra, where lie was very well reoeired* 
Of hisflnSf JMikajyel or Mikael made the principal ftf 
gure, and relided» tot fome time, in Mawara'lnahr, where * 
great numbers of Turks* reforted to him, and eleded him 
their general, according to Al Makin. When ibltan 
Mahmud £bn Sabektekin croiTed the Jihun, with an ar- 
my» to aflid Warar Khan, king of Mawara'lnahr, Mikael 
went. to falute that conqueror; who, admiring his cour<* 
age, and the fubmiiTion his family paid him, intreated him 
to remain about his perfon, and at his return to accept of 
the government of Khorafan, in order to defend it a gain ft 
all foreign invaders. On Mikael's decJining tlie loltan'a 
offer, Mahmvid, enraged, fent him in chains to prifon, 
and after his return to liis dominions, ftill kept him con- 
fined. Notwitliftanding which feverity, his troops and 
family followed the foltan, and, by his appointment, fet- 
tled ill the plains of Khorafan. However, IM^hmud after- 
wards repented of this faite Itcp, and was afraid it would 
prove fatal to his family. Nor did he, as it (honld feem^ 
conceal his apprehenfions from his fons$ as Mas'^d, one 
of them> attadted Mikael Ebn Seljuk, defeated him» and 
took a cbnfiderable number of priibners. The Selji^s 
neverthelefs twice overthrew foltan Mas'&I» about this

The Moflem affairs in Sicily were now in the utmoft Tht prinei* 
eonfufion i ibme fa^ious perfon or other throwing oS their t^^ 

nnces in

neighbouring places. Ali Ehn Kema fei^ upon Caftio 
*Giovaimi or Enna, Gergenti or Agrigentum, and other 
towns not ver^ remote Drom them. Ebn Al Thaman 
claimed Catana and Syracufe, to which he annexed feveral 
difti i(^s, that formed a pretty cx>nfidcrable (late. The Si- 
cilian Chriftians, being difpleafed with the Greek gover- 
nor's admiDiftratlon, took up arm*:, joined the Moflem$, 
who, notwithftancling the fk'fcat lately mentioned, found 
means to receive a reinforcement from Africa, and enabled 
them to recover all the conquefts of Maniaces, except 
Meflina, or Meflana, which was defended by Catacalus 
Combuftus, pofted therein with a body of Armenian 
troops. The Moflems, notwithiUiiiding tlie inteftine war 
wliich had fo lately raged amongft them, being grown 
fuperior to the Chriftians, befieged this city ; which they 
puihed on with great vigour, during the fpace of foiir 
months^ but without tSk€t : for the Armeniansi and the 
other troops in garrifon, deftroyed abundance of their 
men, and at laft forced them to abandon the fiege* Hie 
immediate caufe of this retreat was a vigorous^ fally made 
by Catacalus, with five hundred foot and three hundred 
horfe ; in which that brave commander penetrated to the 
Moflem camp, furprifed the befiegers, then celebrating 
one of their feftivals, killed Abu'l Afar, their general, and 
put a great number to the fword. This aftion fo dif- 
neartened them, that they betook themfelves to a fhame- 
fill fli|2;ht j upon which their tents, treafurc, baggage, pro- 
yifions, and military ftores, fell into the hands of the be- 
fieged, who immediately took poliellion of their camp. 
After this unexpc<^lc(l event, either by the civil di/Tenfrons 
that reigned aniongll them, with regard to the election of 
a new emir, or the ambition of many of their fcditious 
leaders, all of whom afpirei.l at the fiipremc dignity, the 
Sicilian Moflems were fplit into a variety of facHons ; fe- 
veral of thofe leaders afluming to themfelves the fovereignty 
of the moft powerful and opulent cities. TheGreeks* 
therefore, at uiis jun£hire> had they purfued their viclory, 
might eaiily have driven dhe Mofleihs out of Sicily. - But 
Michael Paphlagon, or the Paphlagoirian^ dying the my 
fame year in which Abu^l ^far was killed, and being fuc* 
ceeded by Michael Cala^hates, in whofe fhort reign the 
Conftantinopolitan court was prevented from undertaking 
any expeditioui by the univerfal difalFe^tion which then 

prevailed^ 
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prevailed, and terminated in the depofition of thstt prince-; 
the Moflems not only retook Mcllind, but foon after re- 
duced the whole iilmd to the obedience of either the Fd- 
temite khaUf, or the Siediaa emir. However, before many 
years were ekipfcd, tlie Normans, under ihe eunduct of the 
famous Roger Guiieard, ilyled by the European hiftorians ' 
Roger I. king, or rather count, of Sicily, finally expelled 
them to the inexprelBble regret of the whole Mohamme- 
daa world 

In the 431ft year of the Hejra, ScMa liSas'ud^ having Mas*ud 
laifed a confiderable army, marched againft Togrol Bek, pi^f^ Tognt 
and put him to flight killing a great number of his men, ^''^ 
and taking fomeof them prilonef8» with their arms. This ^'^ 
particular we learn from Al Makin i fo thatj if his autho* 
lity in the point before us is to be 'depended upon^ not-« 
•withftandtkig what may feem to be intimated to the coih' 
trarv by Mirkhond^ M^^Od could not. have been depbfed 
in the preceding year ^. 

Next year, being the 432d of the Hejra, Togrol Bek re* StVjuU 
turned tu Nifabur, from whence he had beendriven^ and ^Sf*^'.. 
Soltan Mas'ud fled at his approach to Gazna j upon 
which) the Seljuks poflefled themfelves of the whole pro* 
vince of Khoraian. Togrol Bek, having now no enemy to 
oppoCby feems to have treated the inhabitants of that pro« 
Vince in a cruel manner^ as an incredible number of peo- 
ple were flain on this occafion, according to Al Makin K 

About the fame time, Abu Sentakin, an eunuch of tlie Maru.lh 
city of Balkh, engaged feme of the fervants of the court depofed, 
to fecure by violence foltan Mas'ud, and replace his ^i^'^* 
brother Mohammed upon the throne. After this rcvolu- * 
tinn, Mohammed ordered Mas'ud to be broup;ht before 
him, and upon that prince's appearinjr in his prefence, 
faid, " Chufe what place you pleale lor your refidence, 
that 1 may fend you and your famiiy thither." Having, 
therefore, preferred tlie caitle of Kobra, he was conducled 
to that foi trefs, together with his v/ife and children, 'i'his 
ftep was no fooner taken than Ahmed, Moliammcd's ion, 
dcilred his father to lend him the royal or imperial fignet, 
in order to feal up ionie tre:irurc3 that he had amafied 5 
but having obtained it, he fcnt fome couriers v, ith it to the 
caftle of Kobra, where Mas'ud was coniiuec!. Upon 
their arrival, they immcJi-^teiy produced the lignct, and

to M-is*ud; when, being admitted into his apartmentj inr 
obedience to Ahmed's command, thev alTaiTmared that un- 
fortunate prince. This barbarity rcacliing the cars of 
Mawdud, Mas'ud's fon, who was then in Khorafan, he im- 
mediately marched widi a powerful army to Gazna, de- 
feated in a great battle his unck Mohammed^ and took 
btm prifoner, together with Ahmedy his fon^ and Aba 
Sentakin» the eunuch of Ba]kh> who had been the princfi^ 
pal peifon concerned in the depofition of his father. Hav* 
ing now got Mohammed and his whole family into hiS' 
hands^ as well as . the murderers of Mas'ud, he commanded 
them all to be executed, and without any farther oppofi* 
•tion afcended his father's throne. Mas'ua has been repre« 
•fented as a brave and generous prince, perfe^lv fldlled in 
the military art, and one who governed his fiM|e£):s with< 
great prudence and moderation, by Mirkhond and Al Ma^ 
kin, the latter of which authors ftyles him king of Kho» 
safan, India, and Mawara'lnahr ; and fays he was fuc- 
ceeded by Mohammed, his brother. He likewife writes, 
that Mawdud, the fon of Sa*id, Mas'ud's, nephew, having 
'been informed of his uncle's violent death, led an anny ^ 
againfl Mohammed, the new king, overthrew him, and 
-mounted the throne; as alfo that mt murderer of Mas* ud, 
as well as the above mentioned occurrences immediately 
confequential to that event, is to be ranked amongft the 
tranfa£Vions of the following year 
What hap' The 433d year of the Hi ji a proved extremely fortnnafe 
pened in to TogTol Bek, foltan of the Seijiiks ; who, before the ciofe 
'7^^J^» of it, made himfelf mailer of Jorjan and Tabreftan, and 
liS^ritf' penetrated Into tlie Perfian Irak. According to tlie

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Al€t)po« which jthen obeyed the orders of Abu Camel Nafr 
Shablo'ddawhi, Saleb fiin Mardas*s Ton, he vanquifhed 
that prince with very great* flaoghter, in the month of 
Shaaiian; and the jtxx of the Hejra 429. This battle, 
which was fought near the banks of the Afius^ between 
Hamah or Hamath, Cafartabi and Shaizar, decided the 
£ite of Syria \ the vidbory gained on this occafion bdag (b . 
Gompl^te^ that not only tM city of Aleppo, but thewhdc 
proTince of Syria iikewife fubmitted to the Fatemite kha« 
Uf. Abu Camel Nafr ShabloMdawla himfelf was kilted 
in the^£lion, after he had prefided over the people of 
Alqipo eight years and feveral months. If we can be- 
lieve Al Makin, MoezzoMdawIa Ebn Saleb Ebn Manias, 
who had before been cxpeJled Aleppo by ShabloMdawla, 
his brother, in the year of the Hejra 421, repoflefled him* 
ieif of thft capitaL Mokled £bn Shablo'ddawla, his 
phew, he appointed to command in the caftie, and then 
lerired towards the Euphrates, in order to implore the 
aflTiftance of the Arab tribes fettled in the neighbourhood 
of that river againll Anuflitekxn. But before he returned, 
that general had feized upon Aleppo ; which he entered 
triumphantly, in the month of Ramadan. This Anufh- 
tekin, or rather i\iiiilh Takin, denominated Bufekin Al 
Dariri by Al Makin, was originally a Turk, brought as a 
mamluk, or Have, by fome merchants into Syria; where 
he was purchafed by Darir, aDeyiamire, a perfon of great 
power in that country, who gave hini to the khalif of 
Egypt. That prince, finding him a man of great courage 
and uncommon capacity, placed him in an honourable 
llation, and at lafl railed him to the dignity of coriiniander 
in chief of all his forces. lie ruled the inhabitants of the 
city and diftri6l of Aleppo, if not thofe of all the other 
parts of Syria, as Abu'lfeda feems to intimate, to the time 
of his dc.Ltii, that is, to the 25th day ot the lurraer Jorna- 
da, in tlio prefent year. He acquired much wealth, and 
great reputation, by his vnftory over Shablo'ddawla's troops. 
He was no fooner dead, than the people of Aleppo called 
MoezzoMdawIa Ebn Saleb Ebn Mardas to the throne. 
He was at Al Ramla when the citizens acknowleged him 
for their faheb or prince. But he polled away with all 
poflible celerity to Aleppo, as foon as he had received tnt 
felligence of that happy and aufpicious event

Tbe ISftofy of the Arabs. 

In the fame year Abu'l Kafem departed this life at Se- 
ville, in Andaluila. He was firfl al kadi, or judge, and af- 
terwards prefidcd feveral years over the people of that city, 
in quality of cpiir. About ilic \ \mc that this ufurper took 
upon hiinicit the government oi Seville, Yiilnvr.r Ebn JMo- 
hamiiicd aliumcd the fovercignty oi C(]rdub;i, and was, 
after his death, fucceeded by Mohammed, las lou °. 

In the 434th year of the Hejra, Ibrahim Neal Al Sel- 
juki made an irruption into the rerfian Irak, and poiTefTed 
himfelf of Hamad^. . He was followed by Togrol Bek, 
who took Al Rsnr m that provmce* After this conquell, 
the latter of thofe generals, apon a partition <^ the Selji&- 
kian territories, had for his fhare all the prorinces he and 
his brother had fttbdued, except Khoraflln ; which, by the 
mutual confent of both parties, was afligned Jaafar Bek* 
Mirkhond writes, that both P^a and India, after Ma- 
s'ild's death, were agitated by frefii commotions ; and that 
Mayudud, Mawdud's brother, proje£^ed an invafion of his 
dominions, but died upon his march. In ihe mean time, 
INIawdud, by that prince's death, became poflefled both of 
the Indian conqucus and the kingdom of Maw ira'lnahr, 

The following year being the 435th of the Hejra, a 
body of one thoufand fix hundred and fifty Gaz horfe, 
under the conduct of Kukias, Abu Ali Ebn Al Dahkan, 
Al Haji Ifrac], and Abu Manfur, advanced into the difi:rid>s 
of Amcd and Mayyaferakin, then pofTefled by Al Emir 
Abu Nafr Ebn Merwan. From thence they moved to 
Nalibin ; which they, for fome time, befieged. But that 
city not being difpofed to furrendcr, after they had cut 
down all the trees in the neighbourhood, they marched to 
Al Mawfel. K?.rv3.s Fbn Al Mcktader, the faheb or 
prince of the place, not findinc" himfelf in a condition to 
nppolc them, boup;ht a peace of them with a funi of 
inoney. Notwithltanding wliich, having deflroyed the 
dther cities of Diyar Beer and Al Jazira, they returned 
to Al Mawfel, took and pillanrcd it, put fome of the in- 
habitants to the fword, and made otlicrs prifoners. The 
Arabs, being apprized of what had happened, aflembled 
on all fides, befieged, and at laft forced them to 
abandon the city. They afterwards defeated them in fe- 
veral engagen^.ents, killed a great number, and obliged 
the reft to liy to Mayy afar akin j from whence, with 
•jU the fpoil thev could carry off, tliev retired into 
Adhcrbijan, The Gaz employed in tliis irrupuou fceia 



•EodcnCtTokttn, Hiftt Arab, cap, xlvii- p. 37, 
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to have been a detachment lent by Togrol Bek, who had 
fixed his refidence at Hamadan, out of the Pcrfian Irak, 
to ravage the Arab territories above mentioned \ but we 
are not told what became of them, after their arrival in ' 
Adiicrbijan, wl^ither they were driven by the khalif of 
Baghdad's troops out of Mcfopotamia f. 

In the fair.c year, Jalnlo'ddawla Ebn BahaoMdawla, of Jaldkd- 
the houle oi Duiya, died at liagUdad. He had renuuicd ^^twiS^^jjfa 
in the poft of emir al omra, according to Mirkhond, fe- 
▼enteen years, and was fucceeded by Abu Caltjar, Abu 
Calanjar, or Abtt'l Ganjar, Ebn SoUlnoMdawh, Ids ne« 
phew* But Al Aztz Abu ManfuT, his fon, was mentioned 
m the mof<{ucs as his fueceflbr, after his deceafe, if we 
Can depend upon Al Makin. Soon after Al Kayem*s ele* 
Vation to the khalifat, the foldiers mutinied at Ba^hdad^ 
and plundered the palace of JalaloMdawla's wazir. They 
alio lent for Abu Calijar, and nominated him emir al 
omra, or, in the ftyle of Mirkhond, proclaimed him king 
of Baghdad. Abu Calijar, being advifed not to concern 
himfelf in the broils which difturbed the rcpofc of that 
city, declined acceptinj^ the offer they had made him ; 
upon which the Turkilh troops, who were then mutineers, 
fubmitted to Jalalo'ddawla, and the public tranquility was 
re-c(tablifhed. But they foon committed fix-ni violences, 
and even ict fire to the capital in feveial places. In the i 
4-7 th year of the Ilcjra, they openly revolted againll 
Jalalu\lciau la, and attempted to expel him the city ; an in- 
tention which tliey would have ene£led, had he not op* 
pofed them with wifdom and refolution. Next year, they 
mutinied again ; and committed many diforders: but their 
general being killed, and a peace concluded between Abu 
Caliiar and Jalalo'ddawla, they foon returned to a fenfe 
of th eir duty. The 430th year of the Moflem aera was 
rendered memorable at Baghdad by a fnow that fell there^ 
and in ilie adjacent territory, three fpans deep ; which was 
followed by a very fevere froft, the Dijiat or Tigris hav- 
ing been frozen over, for the fp^ce of twelve days. The 
4.31ft year of the fame 3era proved not fo favourable to 
the turbulent and reftlefs Turkifh foldiery \ for they v/ere ; 
brought more under fubje6lion by Jalalo'ddawla before 
the clofe of the ^[ear. When that cmirai omra died, AJ . , 
Aziz Abu Manfur, his fon, happened to be at W; fet, ' 
where there was then a pretty coniiderable tumult. His ^ 
friendsLimmediatcly dilpatdied a courier, and preilbd l^n^.

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to haften Immediately to Baghdad, In order to occupy the 
poft which was become vacant by his iathei^s death. But 
being detained at Wafet bj^ the commotions^ which were 
not yet appeafed, Abu Calij^ was fent for, and took the 
government upon him \ the prefent exigency of affairs not 
permitting the people of Baghdad to continue any longer 
without a perfon at the helm 
Other 9€' After the fudden death of Mayudud, foltan Mawduif^ 
eurrencesof authority was recognized both in the Indian conquefts and 
I ttjear. Mawara'lnahr ; notwithftanding which^ the 8cljukian 
Turks, fettled in the latter of thofe countries and-Khora- 
fan, refufed to acknowlege him for their prince. He, 
therefore, marched againft them with a powerful army \ 
but was defeated by Alp Arflan, the fon of Jaafar Bek. 
On the (nhcr fide, great numbers of Turks, who broke out 
of Turkcllau into the territorieb of Gaomafer and Kanda- 
har, to plunder, were routed by Mawdud's garrifons. About 
the fame time, the Indian rajahs, who hud been vaflals to 
Mawdud, revolted agamit lum, uiuled their forces, and 
with the combined army laid fiege to Labor, or liahawar, 
a royal city in the province of Penjab. But this confe- 
deracy, how formidable ibever it misht at firil appear, 
was foon diflblvcd \ the members of which it was formed, 
almoft immediately after the commencement of the mili- 
tary operations, being at variance amongit themfelves. 
They even at laft came to an open rupture, fome declaring 
for and others aga': .n Mawdud, though the former party 
I finally prevailed : for, joining a body of troops fent by 

that prince ,to the relief of the place, they attacked their 
opponents with fuch bravery tnat they obliged them to 
fubmit to the foltan, and lay down their arms. 
Ahu^l In the courfe of this year died AhnH Faraj Abd'allah

The 438tfa of the Hcjra has not been rendered re- Irak. 
markable hj any memorable events^ recorded by the ^.j^^^^^ 
MoAem hiftorians. As the Gaznevids and the Seljuks, ^ 
who were now contending for dominion, paid little or no 
regard - in civil affairs to the khalif of Baghdad *, fo Al 
Kayed, the fon of Hnmmad, who had founded the king- 
dom of the Hamjnadites in the province of Bnjnvaf!, or 
Bujiyah, reigned this very year, independently on the 
khalif of Egypt, in Africa. 

The 439th year of the Hejra, produced a peace between '^^ich'uf 
Abu Calijar Ebn Soltano'ddawla, the emir al omra, and ^*^^**f 
Togrol Bek. In order to ftrcngthen the alliance entered 
into by thefe two princes, Abu'l Cnlijar, or Abu'l Ganjar, 
asTeixcira calls him, married his fon to Dawd Al Seljuki's 
daughter. This Dawd, or David, was brother to 1 ogrol 
Bek, and' the new married lady of courfe his niece. 

Next year, being the 440th of the Hejra, Abu'Calijar, andt^tU 
the emir al' otnra, departed this life. JEle was the fon of >^«'44^ 
Soltino'ddawla, iil the houfe of Biiiya, and had reigned 
in Irak between four and five years. died, according 
to Abul Faraj, at Baghdad \ but, if we believe Mirkhond^ 
in the jprovince of Kcrman : the latter of thefe authors 
alfo informs us, that he left behind him five fons, Abui 
Manfur Fulad Sotun, Kofru Flriiz, Abu Thaher, Ahu 
Sa'id, and Kay Khofru. Khofru Firuz, the fecond of thefe 
being at Shiraz, in the province of Fars, at the time of 
his fathe^r'p dcmife, fuccecded him, and aflumed the title 
or furname of Al Mnlec Al Rahim, or the Merciful Krvg, 
FromShiraz he repaired direclly to B.'.ghdad, pofTelTed him- 
felf of that capital, and took up his refidence in the imperial 
palace. Soon after, Al Kayem, the khalif of Baghdad, 
adorned him with the collar and bracelets, and vefled him 
with the fupreme authority. Nc vtrrliclefs, Abu Manfur 
FCdad Sotun, the eldefl of Abu Calijar fons, made the 
proper difpofltions for driving him out of all the territories 
he had feized, and took the neld with drconfiderable force. 
The emir al omra, or king of Baghdad, likewife aflembled 
* % body of tioops i the command of which he gav e to hili 

•brother 
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brodier Abu Sa'id, and ojfdexed him to march agauolb 
Fulad Sori^ with all poflible expedition. He alfb fol&wedr 
•him with another body of troops, joined him, and, after, 
this juii£^ion» came 14) with F^^lid Sotun at Eilakhr, i 
city of FSrs* But beine deferted by the greateft part o£ 
his army, which confifted chiefly of Turks, he retired to 
Ahwaz 'in Khuzeilan, and hoia thence to Wafet; where 
the war continued with various fuccefs till the year of the 
Hejra 447. We muft not forget to remark;, that Al Malec 
Al Rahim's brothers, Abu Thaher and Abu Sa'td, not- 
withflanding the late defertion of his troops, piefeveied. 
in their fidelity to him 
WhU hap- In the following year, being the 441ft of the Hejra, fol- 
penecU in tan Mawdud Gazni, ftyled Saheb Ai Hind» 'Or L9rd of 
ihe yiot Jndtay by Ai Makin, being refolved to recover Khorafan^ 
if poflible, out of the hands of the Seljuks, began his march 
againft them with a powerful army ; but was carried ofF 
by a violent fit of the colic, before he could come up with 
them. With regard to his fucceflbr, the eaftern writers 
fecm not to be fo pcrfcclly well agreed. His fon, named 
IMns'ud, or Mas'ud II. an infant, after his d^ath, accord- 
ing to Khondemir, mounted the throne whereas Abd'al- 
raliiid Ebn Mahmud, his uncle, fucceeded him, if we fol- 
, low Ahu'l Farq and Al Makin : but if Mirkhond may be 
Y credited, All Hbn Mas'ud, his brother, as foon as his death 
came to be known, was faluted foltan by the military. 
However, thele fccrning inconfiilencies may perhaps, by 
a little attention to Khondemir's account of this matter, be 
tolerably well reconciled. That autlior relates, that the 
Turks, who ruled at the Gaznevid court with abioiuu" 
power, rciiifinc; to be comuuinded bv n clrJd, placed Ali 
Ebn i\h:s'L":ii, M:i\\ u:j*s broilicr, upon tlic tiiroiic i a:id 
that lu was, iii a ihurt time, depoicd by Abd'alraftiid Ebn 
^laliiiiud, or rather Mohammed, Mawdud's uncle, who 
found means to make his efcape out of prifoh, where he 
had been confined a great part of his days. And, in con* 
formity to this relation, we are told by Mirkhond, that 
Ahd'alrafhid, having been releafed from confinement, was 
proclaimed foltan, or king, upon Mawdud's death, by that 
prince's waztr; and that AH Ebn Mas'ud, finding things 
m a defperate ^tuation, abandoned the. government* and 
laid afide all thougl.ts of afierting his right to the crown. 
Al BiUTasiri, or Malec Al Bafasin,. called Fifia£riusby Ce*

Mirkhon^, apud Tcixeir, ubi fupr^i.- 
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drenus, a Turk, -who had formerly been one of BahaoM-* 
dawla's Haves, advanced with a body of troops to Al An- 
bar, a city of Irak, in the ttri itory of Baghdad, and pof- 
fefled himfeif of that place^ before the clofe of the prelent 
year •. 

In the 442d year of the Hejra, Togrol Bek, foltan of Th mofi 
the Seljuks, reduced to his obedience the city of Esfahan, memerM ' 
together with the diftri£l appertaining to it, accordinc; to ^S^^T'"???? 
Abu'l Faraj. The fame year died Karwas, or Kar\\ afh, ^ 

tiie hlJicb, or lord^ of A I Mawfel ; who has becJi rcnre- 
fented a^ a prince of great bravery, and puwcr, by Al 
Makin. 

• The 443d year of the Hejra, and the following, were 
barren of important eraits 1 \mi in the 445th of the Hejra, The prinH^ 
Abd'alraihid, the Gazilevid fbltin, was depofed and mur- occur. 
deied by Togrol, one of his principal officers, who had ^^j^'^^ 
Veen' brought up at the court of foltan- Mawdud. Ttds-^^^^ 
Togrol was fo great a favourite, that Abd'alraihid had not 
only cotiferred upon him the government of the province 
ofScjiftIn, but permitted him likewife to a£l as a fove- 
rdgn. Togrol. made a tery improper return to his mailer 
and benefisi&or'for fo fingular ^ favour : he even puihed 
his ingratitude fo far as to form a defign to dethrone him* 
In order to carry this into execution, he attacked Abd'al- 
raihid in his capital ; who, being furprifcd by fuchan un- 
expe£led attack, retired into the call^le with all his family. 
Here Togrol, after he had made himfeif mafter of the city, 
befieged him, foon carried the citadel by alTauIt, and maf- 
facred both the fohan and all who were related tn him, ex- 
cept Ferokhzid and Anca, the fon and daughter of Mas'ud: 
the former of thefe found means to make his efcape, and 
the latter Togrol took to wife. He alfo feizcd upon the 
crown, and aifunled the title of foltan : but his perfidy 
and ingratitude rendered him fo odious to his new fiibjefts, 
that they branddd him with the appellation of Kafcrjinmet, 
tliat is, the UnfraU'ful. Tins Hif'^.^ofition of the people, 
and the news ot the ftrancrc rc\ n!ii| TO*i t?^::t had happeiied, 
having hcen communicated t o Kliarkinr, tlvj governor of 
the Indian provinces dependent on tlie crown of Ga^na, 
he wrote in very flrong terms to the grandees of that city, 
and particularly to the princefs Anca, exhortinjy them to 
attack the tyrant ; which letters had fuch an eflccl, that 
the ufurper was icon after aflaflinated in his palace, and

^dof ihe In ti^e 446th year of the Hejra^ Togrol Bek made an 
irruption with a body of troops into Adherbijan, and pof- 
fefled himfclf of that province. At the fame time, Al 
Kayed, the king of the Hammadites, in the African pto* 
vince of Bajayah, or Bujiyah, died, after he had reijE^ned 
about twenty-feven years, and was fucceeded by Al Moh- 
fen, his fon, a very rafh and abandoned prince. Al Moh- 
fen, by his infatuated conduct, dlfcovering himfelf to be 
totally unfit to hold the reins of government, and treat- 
ing; his uncle with uncommon cruelty, Bclkin Ebn Mo- 
hcimmcd, one of his relations, rebelled againft him, routed 
his toices, llcw him, and was proclaimed king in his room, 
after he had fat about eight months upon the throne. The 
troubles occafioned by Bafaftri's defe£lion at this time, 
greatly diflurbed the repofe of the city of Baghd&d ^ 
JH tiftm The 447 th year of the Hejra, whicn commenced April* 
mro'ttista- 2d, 1055, proved very favourable to the Seljuks, under 
^^hdid - ilie condua of Tc^oJ Bek. The diilraaions, oceafioned 
^ * by the infolence of the Turkiih militta, ftill continuin^.at, 
Baghdad, that place was, at this time, rendered little 
better than a fcene of riot and confufion* Abu'l Hareth 
J^oflan Al Modhafier, a Turk, commonly called Al BafsU 
firi, having had a quarrel with Rais Al RufTa, Al Kayem 
BeamriMlah's wazir, found himfelf obliged to quit the city 
of Baghdad, and to put himfelf under the proteftion of A! 
Moftnrfcr, the khalif of Egypt. That prince fupply!n<y 
him bodi With money and troops, he foon became very 
formidable in the Arabian Irak, pofl'efled himfelf of that 
province, and ravaged it even to the verj- gates of Bagh- 
dad. Finding no enemy to oppofe him, he now looked 
' upon himfelf as emir al omra, and ordered his own name 

to be mentioned in all the mofqucs wiiliin his jurifdiftion. 
Nor did he leave any iliing more to Al Malec Al Rah/m, 
who, after the example of his predecefibrs, had deprived 
the khalif of all power and authority^ than the naked title 
of king of Baehdad* Indeed, the khalif himfelf was in^ 
formed, that mis rebel intended to advance at the head

Upon which, he immediately viote to Togiel 
Bek> then in the ditoiA of Al Ray, who, according to 
feme of the eaftern wzitefs, had lately made himfelf mafter 
of Khorailbi, Jotjan, the city and territory of Balkh» and 
the whole extenfive province of Khowarazm, us well as the 
rcrfian Irak, and intreated him to come to his ai&ftance. 
Al Bafaf iri, of whom we are now (peaking, was originally 
. Bahao'ddawla's (laTe,but at lafl: rofe to be one of theprin- 
cipal commanders of the foltansof the houfe of Buiya. He 
grew a terror, by the rediKHiion of Irak, to the Arab 

• emirs, and all the other neighbouring princes. The con- 
, quell of that province probably occafioncd his being ilylcd 

the ruler of Babylon by Cedreims. When the khalif wrote 
to Togroi Bek, this tyrant, or ukirper, was at Wafet. 
iSoon afrer, fomc of his foldiers deferted, and returned to 
Baglidad j where tliey iirll plundered his palace, and then 
laid it in afhes. 

As foon as the khalif's letter reached him, Togroi Bek. •wht ^r- 
aflemUed all his forces, made the proper difpoOtions for a fvoutkm^ 
, mardi^ and arrived at Baghdad, in the month ofRamaddn. ^ 
He brought with him a numerous army of Turks, and ^^^^ 
eighteen elqihants* .VThen he entered Baghdad^ Al BafiU 
(m wxa at Al Rahaba, upon the Euphrates, from whence 
he wrote to Al Modanfer Bi'llah, the khalif of Egypt, and 
begged he would take him under his prote6&n. He alfo 

• ordered prayers to be put up in his name» at Al Rahaba^ 
as a token of his attachment to him. Upon his arrival at 
Baghdid, Togroi Bek inimediately waited upon the kha- 
lif, and paid him all the honours due to his high dignity. 
However, the Turks having foon after committed feveral 
outrages there, the people rofe upon them, and pelted 
them with ftones ; an infuk which fo. incenfed Togroi 
Bek, that he commanded his troops to pillage the city^ 
Tlie tumult, excited agaiuil the Turks, being afterwards 
appeafed, the foltan of the Seljuks went to the khalif, and 
told him, that if Al Malec Al R:i> i;n, the gcncr^lillimo 
of his armies, ^rui nuL been concerned hi ihe late iciktion, 
he nilglit fafely come to him upon wliich, Al Malec 
Al Ra^iim appearing, he feized upon his perfon^ fent 

'him .to prifon, and ordered himfelf to be prayed for 
in the public pulpits inftead of him. Thus ended the dy« 
nafty of the Buiyans, which had continued one hundred 
and twenty*feven years | and that of the Seljuks began in 
the fame city, where Togroi Bek cook up his refulcucef 
in the imperial cafile. Togroi Bek confined Al Malec Al 

Rahim» 
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Raliim, according to Khondemtr^ in a caftle -df JnUk, 
. where" he ended his days* and made his public entry into 
Baghdad, the 25th of' Ramadan, of the prefent year. It 
may not be improper to remark, that Togrol Bek, a little 
before his expedition to Ba ghdad, at the inftigation of Aba 
Manfur Fuiad Sotun, Ai Malec Al Rahim's eldeft brother, 
reduced the city of Shiraz, and the greateft part of the 
* province of Fars \ of which circumftance the latter of thofe 
princes having been informed, he alTembled all his forces, 
expelled the foltan of the Seljuks from his new conqueft, 
and then returned to Wafet. Mirkhond writes, that Al 
Kayem did his utmoil to fcreen Al Malec Al Rahlm, who 
Ead taken refuge in his palace, from the fury of Togrol 
* Bek ; but without efFedt. He alfo relates, that the Sel- ^ 
juks deftroycd the city ot Ij.ighdad with fire and fword ; 
aiul that they fparcd neither ihe living nor the dead. The 
tombs of the latter, if this author may be credited, were 
all opened } a fufpicion being entertained, that fomething 
valuable might probably be ducovered in them 
7^1/ frxn* Next year, being die 448th of the Hejra, AbiLManlKfart 
€ipal^' having vanquiihed and killed in batde his brother Abu 
currencet gj^Fjj^ fccurcd to himfeJf the throne of Fars. I His wazir, 
•jUiejtar j^^^ fenred his father in, the fame caqpacity, upon 
* fome fufpicion he foon after put to death; and advanced 
to the honourable poll thereby become vacant, Fazel Ebn 
Al Ha&n, called likewife, by Mirkhond, Huya. Fazel 
vas no fooner fettled in his employment than he im- 
prifoncd his mafter in a caftle, and aflumed the title of 
king. Malec Maverd, a Seljuk commander, then in the 
province of Kermnn, being informed of this ufurpation, 
. inarched againit Huya ; who fled to Aip Arfian, another 
Seljuk captain, at his approach. He afterwards, if we 
believe this writer, farmed Alp Arllan's lands; and, 
growing very rich by that contract, rebelled againft him. 
However, he was loon t^ken, with Nezam Al Mole, or 
Al Molk, his fon, and confined in the fortrefs of Eflakhr, 
where both of them lueu. About this time, M Kayem 
Beamri'llah, the khalif of Baghdad, married Khadijah, the . 
fiiler of Togrol Bek, who gave her a dower of a hundred 
thoufand din^ Togrol Bek, having flayed thirteen - 
months and thirteen days at Baghdad, moved from thence 
towards Al Mawfel ; carrying with him battering rams, 
and other engines of war. • Al BafSf iri, -who had a little

(Egypt. A] Kayem dignified Togrol Bek with the title of 
Rucno'ddin or Rocno'ddin, that is^ the FiUar of the 
Faith J or the Religion ' 

In the following year, being the 449th of the Hejra, AI /^'//^z fiafh- 
Kayem Beamri'Uah, khalif of Baghdad, honoured Tog- P'^'^^^^e 
rol Bek with the imperial vcft, and crowned him icing of ^^ ^''^'"-^ 
'Baghdad, lie likewifc adorned him with the collar and 
bracelets, appointed him ruler over liis court, and ordered 
money to be coined in his name. Nor durit any enemy 
prefume to appear againft him, either in the Perfian and 
Arabian Iralc, or JCliorafan. In the courfe of the lame 
*year, Tiiamal or Bamal MoezzoMdawla furretulercd the 
citadel of Aleppo to Makiiiu'ddawla Ai iiaian Kbn Aii '.ion 
Molhcm ; who took pofleffion of it, in the moiuh of 
'Dhu'lkaada, for the kludif of Egypt. After the furrender 
^ or rather cefiion of Aleppo, Moezzo'ddawk went to 
'^efr, and Atiyah, his brother, repaired to Al Ramla, 
Maklio'ddawkt made his public entry into Aleppo, as the 
emir, pte{e£^, or governor of -that city, on the ayth of 
Dhu'lkaada, of the prefent year ^. 

' In the 450th of the Hejra, Al Kayem \\ a^ depofed, Tltgehtif 
-and Al Moftanfer Bi'llah, the khalif of Egypt, pro- ocmrrences 
claimed at Baghdad, in "his room. Togrol Bek having ^f J^'J*^^ 
marched to Al Mawfel, and from thence to Natibin, v/ith 
a defijG^n to fubdue thofe places, was attended by his bro- 
ther Ibrahim Ni:il or Neal Al Scljuki in this expedition. 
Some time iifter Tojrrol Bek had be^un his march, Al Ba- 
fafiri, by his emiilarics, excited Jhriihini to revolt; giv- 
ing him hopes of a kiiv^dom, and proiniliiig I'.i'^ ailillnnce. 
Ibrahim, therefore, haviiig prevailed upou the Tuldiers to 
take an oath of (idclity to him, advanced at the head of a 
great army to Al Ray, aim rebelled apainil; Ins brother. 
He afterwards, according to one of the ealleru writer;-, fol- 
lowed by M.D'Herbelot, took Hamadan 5 upon vvhicli, Tog- 
tol Bek moved towards that city with a powerful army, ia 
- order to drive him from thence. This motion gave Al 
Baiafirij continues that author, an opportunity of making

:per(btt. The laft particular, however, fcems not fo coof- 
. umant to what has been delivered by Al Makin \ who 
lates, that Al Kayem made his efcape to the esdfteni part 
of the city. Al Bafafiri, if this author may be credited, 
entered Baghdad, on Sunday, the 8th of Dhu'lkaada, with 
the Egyptian ftandards, exhibitinp^ the following words in- 
fcribed upon them, ** Al Imam Ai Moilanfer Bi'UahEmir 
A\ Mumeiun Abu Tamim Ma*bad," The Imam Jbu 7^2- 
mim Mahad Al Mojlanjcr B'i'llahy the Commander or Em* 
peror of the Faithful', and on Friday, the 13th of the fame 
month, prayers were put up in the cathedral church, or 
great moiquc, in his name. liicn, ort'^cring a bruise to 
be thrown over the Tigris, he paikd tliat river with his 
forces, and took poft iti the eaftern part of the city, called 
A\ Rufafiiy where he caufed the fame ceremony to be per- 
formed* After this, he conunanded £bn Al Moilema, At . 
Kayem's waztr, to be fettered, and carried on a camel 
through the flreets of Baghdad, dreHcd in a woollen 
gown, with a high red bonnet, and a leathern collar about 
his neck 5 a man lafhing him all the way behind. Then, 
.being fewed up in a frefli buU'shide, with the horns placed 
over his head, he was hung up on hooks, and beaten with- 
out ceafing till he died. In the mean time, the khalif 
arrived at the camp, where a tent was pitched for him, on 
the eaft fide of tlic city. Upon his retreat, the mob plun- 
dered the imperial palace of thincj<^ to ati incllimable value. 
On Friday, the fourth of Dhu'iliajja, there was no divine 
fervicc in tiie khalif's mofque j but in all tlie orhers, prayers 
were made, that day, in the name of Al Moftanfcr Bi'llah, 
the li heb or lord of Egypt. The klialif of Baghdad, A\ 
Kay era Beaniri'ilah, was afterwards conveyed to liaduha, 
and left in chains with Mahras, tlie governor of the 
town. Some of the Perfian writers afcribe this confine- 
ment of the khalif to Al Bafafiri \ who, according to them» 
' had fecured his perfon before. They alfo remark, that 
he was detained in cuftody not at Hadltha, but at Bagh- 
. dad. Neither of whieh particulars^ though they have both 
been copied by M. D'Herbelot, can be evinced from Al 
• Makin r. 

Al Kayem Next year, being the 451(1 of the Hejra, Togrol Bek 
is re :rf?j> marelied againfl: Ibrahim Neal Ai Seljuki, his brother, de* 
in liii feated him, took him prifoner, and ordered him to be

In the ^ 
mean time, Al Bafafn i, who ftill maintained himfelf in 
Baghdad, fent for the kadi of kadis, or the fnpreme ' 
judge^ Abu Abd'allah Ebn Al Dama'ani, with the preachers 
audi princes of the houfe of liafhem, required from them 
a recognition of the authority of Al Moitanfcr, the khalif 
of Egypt, and obliged them to take the oath of allegiance 
fo t&t prince* Neverthelefs, Togrol Bek, after the de^ 
iicat of Ibrahim^ idvanced to Ba^hd^d; which Al Bal^a/- 
im^ who had been apprized of his maichy abandoned at 
hb approach. "When he drew near that capital, he was 
met by Mahras, the ^eb or lord of Hamtha, on the 
t ith of Dhulkaada, who brought Al Kayem Beamri'llsdi» 
Ae khalif of Baghdad^ with him« That prince had al^^. 
ready received^ as prefehts, from Toml Bek^ feveral 
things of great value^'befides many rich garmentSf and 
fro thottfand dinars % as alfo fixty-nve fuits of cloaths for 
his wife. As foon as Togrol Bek entered the city, his 
troops plundered it, cfpccially that part called Al Carkh* 
They likewife colle^led a vaft number of tents, chariots, * 
and other moveables ^ all which they fent to the khalif, 
with Abd'almalec Al Kanderi, his wazir^ and Abu Beer 
Al Aftad. The khalif then went into a tent, that had been 
prepared for him, where he continued two days. On the 
2^th of Dhu'lkaada, he made his public entry into Bagh-> 
dad, from whence he had been abfent a whole year, ac^ 
companied by Togrol Bek, who held the bridle of his 
mule till he had paffed through the ftone gate. It muft 
here be remarked, that Togrol Bek, who deduced his 
origin from a province of the Upper Turkeftan, denomi- 
nated by fome authors Dcflit or Dcflit Kapii'l', wns a zeal- 
ous Soniiite, had an utter averfion to tlie l-atemite khalifs, 
whom he looked u]^on as heretics, and the highelt regard 
for thofc of the houfe of Al Abbas. No wonder then that, 
in confequence of this difpofition, he fhould aboliih the 
fpiritual authority of the former, and eftablifli that of the 
latter, wherever his arms prevailed \ and tliat he fliould 
treat Al Kayem, the khalif of Baghdad, on this occafion, 
with fuch uncommon marks of reverence and diftinclion *. 

Before Togrol Bek's arrival at Baghdad, Al Bafabiri AlBafiiftti 
thought fit to retire to Walet j where liaving colie£^ed a 
large quantity of corn, he put it on board fome vcilUs

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then in the river : but receiving advice of the new 
revolution at Baghdad, he advanced to Al Nomnnla, a 
place at no great diftance from that city. The foitan knt 
againft him part of his army, under the command of He- 
• mar Makin, and other generals •, following himfelf, with 
the reft of his forces, towai iU the end of Dhu'ikaada. A 
battle hereupon enfued, which was fought between Wafet 
and Cufa, and ended in the defeat of Al Bafafiri. That 
ufurper was either killed in the a<9:ion, as we find afferted 
by A! Makin, or by fome of Togroi lick's foldicrs, in the 
urfuit, as Khondemir writes, not far from Cufa. His 
ead being brought to Tcgrol Bek, he ordered it to be 
cui 1 ied on a pike through tlie llreets of Baghdad 
TAtprhtim In the courfe of the following year, being the 45 2d of . 
pslmitu tjie Hejra, Mahmiid Aizo^ddawla Ebn Nafr Ebn Saleh 
v^J*» Ebn Mafdas poflcflcd himfelf of Alqjpo 5 the junior part 
of the citizenfi rebelling againft the, khalif of Egypt, and 
drivmg MaktnoMdawla, his governor, into the eaitie* 
They delivered up the town to Mahrndd* Azzo'ddawla^ 
in tne beginning of the Latter Jomida ; who thereupon 

• laid fiege to the citadel. In the mean time, Al Moftan£er 
Bi'Uah, receiving advice of what had happened, fent Aim 
Alt Al Hafan NaferoMdawla, of the houfe of Hamdany' 
with a powerful army, to the relief of the place. Mok* 
m^d, being informed of his approach, led his forces againft 
him, engaged him not far from Kinnifrin, and entirely 
defeated him. Nafero'ddawla himfelf was taken»prifoner 
in the a6lion ; but being rcleafed by Mahmud, he repaired 
dire^ly to Mefr. Of which particular Makino'ddawla bo« 
ing apprized, he put bor': tlic city and caflle of Aleppo 
Into the hands of Atiyah AfutK 'ddawla Ebn Saleh j who 
entered the town the loth of Shaaban. Next day, how* 
ever, he was obliged to abandon it ; and, on the I2th| 
Mahmud Azzo'ddawla took pofleffion both of the towa 
and the citadel. About the fame time, N^ro*ddawla Do- 
bais Ebn Mozid made his fubmiiTion to Togroi Bek, and 
was honourably received by liim. This year, the foitan 
returned from Wafet to Baghdad, after he had appeafed 
fome commotions in the former of thofe places ; and, up- 

. on his return, had prefents made him by the khalif, from

• nj^pointed Abd'almafec Al Canderi, his wa^ir, to prefide 
over t]\e city oi* Bn^rr 'ad, v l^iht he pacified fome troubles

• tatnous 
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Mnons }iait of the Perfian leak. At thi$ period, Al Kay«m 
dteiaucd his gnuiokfeft Abd'aUah ftioce£or to the khafilatiof 
'S/snfjtti&df and furnamed him Al Moktldi ^ . . 

In the 453d year of the Hejra, Moezo^ddawla Al ''^^ 
Mardafi made himfeif matter of Aleppo, which had^'*'^*^^* 
been a ihort time occupied by Mahmud Azzo*ddawla. 
The town he took iit the Former Rabi, and the citadel 
foon after furrcndered to him. About the fame time, 
Jaafar Bek, Togrol's brother, died in Khorafan, and left 
for his fucceflbr Alp Arflan, his fon, called Alb Arflan by 
the Arab writers. This year, To^cA Bek demanded Al 
Kayem's daughter in marriage ; but was xefufed her by 
the khalif. This refofal occafioned many mefiagcs and 
^eatenings, on the part of the foltan. 

Next year, being the 454th of the Hejra, Al fCayem Hill ^-^^ 'noji 
perfifting in his refufal to give Seida, or Seidat, his daugh- 
ter, in marriage toTperol Bek, as thinking this too great titHstfth§ 
an honour for a Turk, Amid Al Mole, Togrol's wazir, ^^^^^^ 
advifed his m after to retrench by degrees the khalif 's reve- 
nue?. The lG]t:\n hereupon forbad Al Kayem's officers to 
touch rlic public money. This prohibition reduced tlic klialif 
to fuch dilirer'^, lhat he fufFered himfeif to be perfuadcd to 
let Togrol take the princefs, though much aj^riinft Ids Mdll, 
according to Al Makin. The foltan, hmdns:;; tluis carried 
his point, revoked the order he had given for fei zing the 
klialif's treafures, and, bein«T^ highly pleafed with that 
prince's compliance, fent him very ricli prefcnt*?. The 
fame year, on the 25th of Dhu'lkaada, Moezzo'ddawla Al 
MarJali, the fahch or lord of AI'.ppo, departed this life, 
and was buried in the citadel. With regard to Moezzo'd- 
dawla's difpofition, he is reported to have been a jull, mef-« 
ciful, and generous prince. A fervant having once by ac- 
cident beat out one of his fori'-tcc; !, he faid " This hap- 
pened by the providence and pov/cr of God," f?nd v/ouid 
not punifh him for it ; an incident wliich has hcen pro- 
duced as an infhnice of h.i^ funcr'or tajv Jncfs and clemen- 
cy by Al Makin. Aficr his death, ALiy,.h iVbu Da'.v:,La 
Afado'duawia Lbii Salch Ebn Mard:''S, \iU brother, Vvho 
retired to Al Ramla, in Palcftine, when Thamal or Ba- 
mal, repaired to Meir, mounted the throne ; but was foon 
«dxiv^ from thence by Mahmud Azzo'ddawla Ebn Nafr, 
who, after his late expulfion from Aleppo, retired to Har-» 
ran. Atiyah, finding nimfelf not able to make head againd:

This ye^r, likewiiey died Belkin £bll 
Mohammed, king of the Hammadites, in the African 
provmce of Bajayah, or Bujiyah ; having been cut oflF by 
the treachery of Al Nafr Ebn Alnas Ebn Hammad, who 
fucceeded huxkp after he had fwayed the iiceptre about feven 
years 

TogrolBek s In the following year, being the 455th of the Hejra, 
marriage, Seida, tlie khalifs daughter, was conduced by Amid Al 
Mole, Togrol Bek's wazir, to Tauris, where that prince 
then was, attende d by a confiderable retinue. Togrol re- 
ceived the princelti with ercat demonftrations of joy, and 
beftoweJ gifts on all the kliaiiPs- fervants that accompani- 
ed her. boon after her arrival at Tauris, the marriage 
between her and the foltan was concluded, and the con- 
trad figned. Togrol from thence repairol to Al Ray, 
. his royal feat» then the capital of the Perfian Irfik, where 
die nuptials and confammation of the marriage were to be 
poformed* At this time» fohabi Ibrahim, the ion of Ma*- 
s'ttdll. according to Ebn Shohnah, reigned atGazna; 
though his en4>irey as he had been almoft entirely difp<^- 
.fcfled by the Seljuks of Khorafan and Mawara'lnahr, was 
icarce tne ihadow o£ what it had formerly been 
««l^tw£l* Togrol Bek having made the proper difpofitions for re* 
ceiving Seida at Al Ray, with the utmod fplendor and 
magnificence, and finding the heats at that time excef- 
(ive, he retired to RuHbar, a moft delicious place, where 
he liad a very beautiful palace. Here he propofcd to take . 
fame refrefhment in that hot and fultry leafon ; but was 
attacked by a bloody flux, which carried him off in a few 
days. He died on Friday the 23d of Ramadin, a little . 
above fix months after the conciuiion of his marriage with 
Seda, the khaliPs daughter. He has been repTclented as 
a merciful and prudent prince, extremely well verfed ia 
the art of government. He was about fcvcnty lunar years 
old at the time of his death, and reigned either twenty-five 
or twenty-iix years. All the neighbouring princes ex- 
ceedingly feared him, and wrote to him in the moft fuh- 
miilive ftyle. The beft Oriental authors agr^e^ that lie 
departed thb life at Al Ray; and that he was a zealous

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Modem, according to the principles or tenets of the 
Sonnites. Abu'l Kafem Al Kermani and Amid AI Mole 
were fuccefllvely his wazirs. As he left no itfue behind 
him. Alp Arflan, or AbuShaja' Mohammed, his nephew, 
fuccceded him, not only in the fovereignty of his extenfivc 
dominions, but likewife in the poft of emir al omra at 
Eaghdad. Togrol Bek wab the ram^rolipax, tlie Tangro- 
hpix, or 1 citlici the Tangrolipex < ( tiie Greek writers. His 
nephew. Alp Arflan, who fuccecJca luai, i ^ called Axan, 
the fon of Tangrolipex, by thofe writers ; Alb Arflan Ebn 
Dawd Jagri Beik by AbuU-Faraj \ and Al Soltdu Adado'd- 
dawla Alb Arflan Mohammed £bn Dawd £bn Mikayyel' 
Ebn Seljuk, by Al Makin. 

The . princefs Sei'da finding Togrol dead, upon her ani- Jke phm* 
Tal at Al Ray, returned as fne came to Baghdad. Kemal tifiS^ 
VbiaaAy a Perfian poet, compofed a diftich* in his own ^''"T^* 
tongue, upon the place where Togrol died. Thofe verfes^ 
according to M. D'Herbelot, were to the following effe£l: 
*^ The country of Al Ray u an enemy to ftrangers ; and 
if its air did not occaGon his death, the hour of his de- 
parture was come." We muft not forget to remarki that 
Mahmud Ebn ShabIo*ddawIa drove AfadoMdawla Abtt 
Dawaba Atiyah Ebn Saleh Ebn Mardas to Al Rakka, and 
pofTefled himfelf of Aleppo, -in the month of Ramadan^ of 
the prefent year 

In the 456th of the Hejia, Alp Arilan, after the khalif /^^'^ ^^i*f 
had conferred the poll of emir al omra upon him, and or- ^^'^^ 
dered his name to be mentioned in the public prayers at \ 
Baghdad, made war upon Kotolmilh or Kutulmiih Ebn - 
Jfrael, his couiin german, who had rebelled againfl him 
in the province of Damegan or Kumes, called Kaws by 
Nafsir Al Tufi and Ulugh Beik. Kutulmifli advancing at 
the head of a fine body of troops, againfl the Ibltan, to 
give him battle, his horfe on a fudden fell under him, 
threw his rider, and broke his neck 5 upon which, his 
r.rmy fubmittcd, and were pardoned. The foltan, foon 
;it[er his accefTion, impriioned Al Canderi, lurnanied Amid 
Ai Mole, Togroi's wazir, for abufmg his mailer's autho- 
rity, in the preceding reign. He afterwards put that mi-*, 
niiter to death, for the iniquitous conducfl he had been 
guilty of in his adminiflration ; and raifed to the charge 
of wazir Nadham Al Mole Al Tawafi, the moft celebrated 
pohtician of his time. As Alp Arflan was the foie and

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abfolute monarch of all the vaft trail lying between tlie 
Amu and the Dijlat, or the Oxus and the Tigris, com- 
prehending Perfia, or Iran, in its largeft extent, which 
he had acquired partly by right of fucccffion, and partly 
bv hi^. own \ ..lour, \ic was ;u(tly cftcemcd by all his neigh- 
bours, as otic (ji the moil puiiiant potentates of the Eaft. 
The khaHf, therefore, on account of his own power 
and merit, as well as that of his predcceflbr, honotured 
him with the' title of Adado'ddin^ which denotes^ the Pro- 
U£lw of the Fattk, or the Religion^ Kutuliriifh was no 
fooner dead than Kara Arflan revolted in Kerman and 
Fars. But he was foon reduced to the obedience of the 
foltan by Fadluiyah, one of his moft valiant commanders i 
.who, for the important fervice done his mafter on this 0C« 
cafion, was revrarded by him with the goy^nment of the 
latter of thofe provinces, Fadluiyah afterwards renounce 
ing his allegiance to the foltan^ ihut himfelf up^ with a 
•body of fele£t troops, in a caftle which was deemed im- 
pregnable. However, Nadham Al Mole, by his mailer's 
order, prcfented himfelf with nrmy before the place. 
But, h;iving for fome time continued his attacks w^ithout 
any hopes of fuceefs, and being a perfon of exemplary 
piety, he refolved to leave the iffue of the affair entirely 
to tne condu(£t of providence. The pious difpofition of 
the wazir, and the jullicc of thefoltan^s caufe, foon pro- 
cured from the great iVrbitcr of events a miracle in favour 
of ^' cLido'ddawla's arms : for, one morning at break of 
day, after tlie waztr had fpent in great inquietude and agi-* 
tatioi;! of mind the preceding night, he was agreeably fur- 
prifed to hear the garrifon beat the chamade, and that 
radluiyah offered to furrender the place \ a circumftance^ 
which^ as one of the befieged afterwards informed him^ 
was owing to the fprings and ciftemsj then very numerous 
in the fortrefs^ fuddenly drying up. A fimilar miracle 
was wrought for foltan's forces in the vaft defart of 
Niibandijan, which fc]v. rates Kerman from Khorafdn^ 
and isdeftitute of all things necefiary to fupport an army, 
where. they were fupplied with a fumcient quantity both of 
corn and water in a fupernatural manner, Ibrahim, the 
fon of M. s'ud II. king of Gazna, was employed about this 
time in buiiding niofques, oratories, and hofpitals; and 
in making iiruptions into Hindoftan or Indoflan. He 
gained fo many victories in that country, that he was ftyl- 
cd Al Modhaffer and Al Manfiir, that is, the Conqueror and 
7rmm;^h(wif J^Jptwitliilaudiiig the wprs he was en- 
gaged 
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igaged ixiy he bore the chara£^er of a very charitable, juft| 
'Snd religious prince ^. 

Next year, being the 457th of the Hejra, Alp Arflan ThprUeU 
led an army into Khowarazm, to chaflife the infolence of P^' occurs 
Khazan, who had declared himfelf independent. Having 
routed his forces, confiding of thirty thoufand men, moll 4//'*''" 
of whom were put to the fword, lie conferred the govern- 
ment oi that province upon Malec Shah, his cklcfl Ton. In 
his return from this expedition through Kiiorafan, he vifit- 
ed the fepulchre of AH Ebn Mufa AlRiza, Al lladi, or 
A! Reda, as he is called by the Arabs, the ciglith imam, 
who was buried at Tus. After this vifitation, he took the 
road of Radckan, and encamped there in a moft delight- 
ful place. From thence he difpatched couriers through 
all the provinces of his empire, to convoke the governors 

• and jg;reat lords to a general aliembly of the dates. When 
they were met^ he declared Malec Shah forhis-fucceflbr, 
and only heir to his dominions* This ftep being taken, he 
commanded his fon to fit on a throne of gold, prepared 
£oc that purppfe, and obliged all the officers of the empire 
to take an oath of fidelity to him. The good underftand- 
ing ftill fubfifted between Alp Arflan and foltan Ibrahim, 
who reigned at Gizna ; both the Seljuks and- the GaBsnC-* 
vids keeping within tlieir own frontiers, in conformity to 
the principal article of the laft concluded treaty. The lat- 
ter of thofe princes fpent a great part of the night in prayer,' 
and much of his other time in works of piety and de« 
TOtion. 

In the following year, being the 4.5 8th of the Hejra, nndoftht 
the Seljuks, according to fomc of tiie Greek writers, made 4S'« 
an irruption into Aiclopotamia, Cilicia, and Cappadocia, 
deftroying all the country tlirough which tlicy moved with 
fire and fword. They afterwards poficfliid tlicmfelvcs of 
Neocaefarea and Aleppo, :md rciircd from the former of 
thofe cities with a very rich booty. But Romanus Dio- 
genes, the emperor, following them, at the head of a cho- 
fen body of light-armed horfe, came up with them the 
diirdday, killed a great number of them, and recovered 

• the fpoih He then purfued his march to Aleppo, which 

• he retook, together with Hierapolis, where he built a

ftrong caftle. Aboat this time, Alp Arflan acquainted 90 
the ^iefs and generals of his armies* that he defigned to 
attempt the conqueft of Turkeftin* from whence he de- 
duced his origin, and commanded his forces to hold them- 
felves in readinefs to advance to the Amu, and pafs that 
river, in order to enter the vaft region he intended to fub- 
due, which was inhabited by the warlike nations of the 
Turk8» Tartars, and Moguls. But the invafion of that 
country, which provcd fatal to him, was not undertaken 
before the year of the Hejra 465. At this period, a young 
woman wr.s delivered of a boy with two heads, two faces, 
' two necks, four hands, and only one body, near the gate 
Al Azaj, at Baghdad. 
thfmofl ' ' In the 450th year of the Hejra, anfwering to the year 
material of Chrift io66, a dreadful earthquake laid in ruins Al 
9ccMrrinefs Rj^nila, Tanis, and many other cities. About this time, 
V fJfMf ^y^^ Tuikilh troops, under the command of Abu AH Al 
Hifan Nafero'dtluwla Ebn Haiiiuaii, who began now to 
rebel againil the khalif of Egypt, committed horrible de- 
vaftations in that country. The havockmade by the earth"' 
quake was fo great, that two thoufand five hundred men, 
' women, and children, peri(hed at Al Ramla only ; vaft num* 
bers alfo meeting with the fame unhappy fate, in many of 
the neighbouring cities. A grievous famine likewife raged 
^ in Egypt, infomuch that an artaba, or three Roman bufhels 
. and a half of flour was fold for eighty din&rs. A dog was 
not to be bought for Icfs than five dinars, nor a cat for lefs 
than three. Abu'l Mokarim, AlMoftanfer's wazir, came 
one day to the imperial palace, attended by a fmgle fer- 
vant, the few others that remained alive being fo feeble 
for want of food, that they could not walk, and left his 
horfe at the gate. But he had fcarce entered the palace, 
when three men carried oft the beaft, and killed him, that 
they might feed upon his flefn. The wazir complaining 
of this infult to the khalif, they were immediately execut-* 
ed, and their bodies affixed to a gibbet, ereded for that 
purpofe. Next day, however, nothing was to be fcen of 
thetn but the bones; the flefh being all greedily devoured 
by tlie nulerablc wretches inhabiting the fpot where the 
gibbet ftood ; for the Egyptians not only fed on tlie car- 
cafes of all kinds of beafts, but likewife the bodies of men, 
women, and children ; many of the latter of which they 
boiled, and fold publicly for food. Before the beginning 
of this dreadful calamity, the Uialif had about ten thoufimd 
two hundred horfes, mules, and camels, in his ilables i 
b)it 91 the end of it he had. only three horfes left. That 

princ^ 
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priaee himfelf was obliged to part with his plate, tapeftiys 
fomptuous garments^ treafures^ jewels, and valuable fur- 
niture, for fuftenance. Not only all the money amaffed 
by his predeceiTors, the Fatemite klialifs, but likewife all 
the rich moveables belonging to the klialifs of the houfeof 
Al Abbas, which Al Baiafiri had fent to Mefr, after he 
had taken and plundered the city of Baghdad, were entirely 
dilTipated, on this melancholy occafion. Some authors 
moreover relate, that eighty thou f ind coflly veils, twenty 
tlioufand coats of mail, twenty thoufand beautiful fwords, 
richly ornamented, and even all the fplcndid furniture of 
I lie fcra^lio, were diftributed aniongtl ihe troops, inftcad 
of money and provifions, to keep them in good humour, 
and prevent a mutiny, whilft tlie famine raged. Several 
Black or Nigritian foJdiers in the khalifs guards fed up- 
on the bodies of women, whom they had fecretly kill- 
ed ; but they were at lall difcovered by a fat woman they • 
had taken, who, after (he had loft half of her pollcriors, 
which they had cut ofF, and began moil voracioufly to eat, 
made her efcape. The wazir being informed of the afFair, 
ordered them all to be put to death. The ]^l< )ple of Eeypt 
were alio vifited by a plague or pciiilenec, this year, which 
fwept away the greater part of the inhabitautd of that 
country. Thefe calamities, we are told, were prefaged 
by comets that appeared a little before they happened, and 
other prodigies, which have been taken notice of by the 
Egyptian writers'. 

Jwext year, being the 460th of the Hejra, Abu Ali Al' anJth§ 
Hafan Nafero'ddawla £bn Hamdan, vhofe troops had>Mra«s(i(| 
been in motion the preceding year, with a body of five 
thoufand Turks and Curds, befieged Al Moftanfer Bi'Uah^ 
the kbalif of £^pt, in his palace; That prince, not be- 
ing in a condition to make head againft the rebds, found 
himfelf obliged to put all the money he had left, and every 
thing valuable belonging to him, into their hands* Hiey 
afterwards ravaged the tradl called Al Rif, or the Lower 
Egypt, extending from Al Kahirah to the fea, and from 
Al Afcandariyah, or Alexandria, to Al Hawf, and the de-* 
(art of Al Kolzom \ killing great numbers of the inhabit* 
ants, and pillaging many of the reft. Chriftodulus, the 
Jacobite patriarch of Alexandria, being feized by thefe Bari-

'mni in ihe In the ^626. year of the Plejra, Al Emir Azzo'ddawla 
§ur 461, ^lahmud Ebn Nafr, the faheb or lord of Aleppo, ordered 
prayers to be put up in that city, and all its dependencies, 
for Al Kayem Beamri*llah, the emperor or commander of 
the Faithful, and Alp Arllan Adado'ddawla, tlie emir al 
omra or king of Bagliciad. He had beiore prayed for Al 
jMoflanlcr Bi'llah, the khaiif of Egypt,; but foltan Ada- 
iloMdawla having laid fiege to Aleppo, he was reduced 
to fuch difficulties, that he found himielf obliged to recog- 
nize the fpiritual authority of the khaiif of Baghdad. He 
Jikewife acknowleged Alp AriUn for his fovereign and 
prince *, upon which the foltan made him fome valuable 
prefects, treated him with great marks of diftin£lion, and 
thep departed with his forces to IrSk< The fame year Ro-> 
manus Diogenes, the Greek emperor, undertook an expe- 
didon into Syria, advanced to Manbij, and befieged that 
city for fixteen days* He alfo put to flight a body of 
Moflem troops that pretendcd^to oppofe him, killed fome 
of thenit and took feveral prifoners; butprovifions failing 
in his camp, the greater part of his army perifhed, and 
v/5th the reft he returned to Conllantinr;^lc. Itt his re-» 
turn he was met by a numerous body of Turks, who at- 
tempted to cut off his retreat ; but the emperor, pretend ' 
ing at hril through fe;ir to decline an engagement, attacked

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them afterwards, when they leaft expe£lcd it, with fuch vi- 
gour, that he routed them at the firft onfet, and might have 
gained a complete victory, bad he thought it advifeable to 
purfuc tlieni. After this aciion, tlic Turks abandoned fome 
confiderable towns at his approach. But tlic autumn being 
far advanced, he retired into Cilicia, and from thence to 
his capital. This year Bedr Al Jemal, who was aftci wards 
Al Moftanfer Bi'llah's wazir, a cruel, flagitious, and aban- 
doned perfon, and a jjrofeffed enemy of all learned men, 
ordered tlie iharlf Heidaraj a man lamed for his fuperior 
knowiege, to be flayed alive, on account of a fecret enmity 
that he bore him. The rebellion ftill continued in the 
Lower Egypt, in^ch exl^ited a fcene of bloody ravages, 
and confufion. 

Next year, being the 463d of the Hejra, Alp Arflanad- ^/^ 
vanced to Akhlat in Armenia^ with a body of forty thou«- owr* 
' had horfe, in order to attack the Greeks ; whofe formid- thronot th$ 
able army he overthrew, took their general, vrho was a ^w**'* 
nobleman, prifoner, and cut off his nofe. The emperor 
Romanus Diogenes afterwards moved to Akhlat, and from 
tiience to Malazjcrd, or Malazkerd, called by the Greek 
writers IMazekerta, at the head of one hundred thoufand 
men, with an intention to give the enemy battle. The 
foltan, w^ho was tftfeu at Khunaj, in the province of 
Adherbijan,-"receiving advice of the emperor's motions, 
marched againil him with the utmoft expedition $ though 
he could not aflemble, at that time, when he was at too , 
great a diftance from the center of his dominions, abovip 
£fteen dioufand horfe. Being arrived at Al Zahra, where 
Romanus had taken poft with all his forces, the foltan 
lent to the emperor to defire peace ; but that prince re- 
plied, that he would not even grant him a truce, un-. 
iefs he would deliver up the city of Al Ray, then the 
capital of the Scljr.kian empire, into his hands. Tlie 
foltan, provoked at this dec] 'rat ion, and finding that the , 
difputc mud be left to the ciecifion of the fword, on Fri- 
day in the afternoon implored the divine affillancc with 
prayers and tears ; the troops, excited thereto by tlieir 
monarch's example, likewife fliedding tears in great abun- 
dance. At lafl the Greeks, after a moH bloody battle, 
whidi was fought on Friday the 26th of Dhu'lkaada, were 
put to flight, and lofl in the engagement, and Uie purfait, 
which, according to Al Mak?n, continued all the following 
night, an incredible number of men The emperor him- 
felf was taken prifoner in the a6lion ; thougli with regard 
to die pcrfqa inio whofc hajids he fell, tlie eaftery. authors 

art 
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arc not perfectly ugrccti. However, the fokan icon let 
hira ai liberty, on eu.idition that ue paid a ilipulated fum, 
releafed all the iMohammedan prifoaers in his empire, and 
remitted to AI Ray an annual tribute. Tlie hrit money, 
according to Abu'l-Faraj^ was to amount to one milUoa of 
hilars \ though the foltan infifted upon receiving one mil- 
lion five hundred thoufand dinar8« if we may credit A! 
JVlalun. The tribute is fixed by the latter of thefe authors 
at three hundred and fixty thoufand dinars, but the Leb* 
tSrikh fwells it to ten millions of thofe pieces. Romanus» 
after he had been difmifled by the foltan with the hieheii 
marks of honour, finding it impoflible to colle£): above 
two hundred thoufand dinars, fcnt that fum to Alp Arllan^ 
together with a jewel worth ninety thoufand dinars ; fo« 
lemnly protefting, that it was not in his power to do any 
more. The Mohammedan writers differ as to the number . 
of men the foltan commanded at the battle of Zahra. 
Some pretend that he had but very few troops with him 
and others, that fuch a prodigious number of Greek dc- 
fercers flocked to him, that, by their afhilance, he found it 
no difficuh matter to give Romanus the above mentioned 
defeat. One author relates, that Alp Arflaii had an army 
of Hx hundred thoufand horfe, beiides a body of infantry 5 
and that he laid fiege to Orfa, or EdefTa, then defended 
by eight thoufand Armenians, twenty thoufand Syrians, 
fix thoufand Greeks, and one thoufand Franks. He adds, 
xh:\t the foltan, upon receiving' advice of Ronianus's irrup- 
tion into Armenia, and bein;; dilheartened by the gallant 
defence of the j^^^rrifon, thought lit to raife the (icge. 
But for a full and amp»ie account of tlic ^ n >o-y gained by 
Alp Arilafi over the Greeks at Zalu-a, togctiier with the 
principal eircumilances immediately preceding and follow- 
ing that event, we muR refer our readers to the hiftory of 
the Seljuks of Ii\^n, a fubfequent part of this work, to 
which it will more properly belong'.

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die foltan CCuld not fo thoroughly fLilxiue the people of 
this country, who were extremely Ritached to the ChrHliaii 
religion, though in appearance rvlorummedans, and their 
own natuial pnncc, but that they Hill were poflefled of a 
great number of Itrong holds in the mouiuaiiis, which re- 
quired much time to reduce. As the foltan, therefore, 
was called away by other affairs, he left his fon Malec 
Shah to continue the war. That prince, in order to com- 
plete the conqueft which ICii father had begun^ had the 
fortrefles of Caucafus to make himfelf mafter of. The 
inincipal of thefe was a place called, in thePerfian tongue, 
Miriam NKhin, that is, the Place ot Dwelling of Mary \ on 
account of a znonaftery and church dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary, (ituated in die middie of a lake. This MIlec ear- 
ned by aflault, and ruined the monaftery $ which a€lion 
fcems to have put an end to the operations of the cam* 
paign. ' Either in the 463d or 464th year of the-Hdnii 
according to the Karajian fupputation of time, the Lowa- 
nians retired into Al Sa*id, or the Upper f^^Tf^f plun- 
dered many monafterles, put a great number Oi monks to 
, the fword, and obliged the reft to fly into the I^wer 
Egypt* The outrages they committed, which had nearly 
depopulated feveral of the provinces of Egypt, excited Al 
Moftanfer Bi'Uah to fend an army againft them, under the 
command of his wazir % who drove them out of Al Rif, 
and obliged them to enter Al Said. However, the trou-' 
bles in Egypt were entirely appeafed not long after the 
death of Nafero'd^wla, the Lowanian general, as wiH 
ibon more fully appear ^. 

In the 4(55th year of the Hejra Alp Arllan fet out from and^iA§ 
Baghdad, in order to fubdue Turkeftan, with an army o{ followii^ 
two hundred thoufand men. Having advanced to the Ji-J"^''«, 
hun, he threw a bridge over tliat river for tlie paflhge of 
his numerous forces, in tlie month of tSatar. This wcrk, 
however, took him nn no lefs than twenty days. Here 
he fliud to poflefs himfelf of certain caflles, which might, 
if not reduced, have incommodc l his pafl'age. The iirft 
that he attacked was that of Bcrzem, Barzam, or Barza, 
in which Yufef Kothwal, an intrepid Khowarazmian, 
commanded. This governor defended the place vigoiv 
oufly for feveral days ; but being at laf^ made a prifoner 
of war, the foltan commanded him to be brought into his 
prcfcncc, and gave him very injurious language for his

armj. Yufef, w&> rather expeded to be prailed hj the 
foltan for Bs braTerr^ being provoked at fuch xmtrageoui 
treatment, anfmred ^th a great deal of firet and even at- 
laft loft all refped. Whereupon Alp Arflan ordered his 
hands and "feet to be tied to four poftsy that he might be 
put to a cruel death* Tufef} hearing his /entencc pro- 
nounced, took out a knife» which he had in one of .his 
boots, and threatening the foltiri, faid» O wicked man I 
is this the treatment which a perfon of my merit deferves ?^ 
This menace fo enraged Alp Arfldn, that he let fiy three 
arrows fucceflively at him ; but without eScS:* Upon 
^ which Yufef, full of fiiry, ran at the foltan with all his 
force, and mortally wounded hxm in the fide- The aflaflin 
defended himfelf a long time againft that prince's guards, 
and wounded feveral of them, but was at length dlfpatched^ 
according to the audior of the Lebtarikh, by Gameah» 
one of the foltan's pages, with a ftone. Alp Arfian was 
brave, liberal, juft, patient, witty, and fincere ; conflant 
in prayer, and,jgiving alms : he greatly feared God, and 
was a Itrenuous advocate for Mor nn^medifm. His fliape 
and mien have been reprefented by fome of the eaftem 
writers as fo very engaging, that he gained the refpe£l 
and afie£li(m of ail who approached liim. He had long 
whLO'ers, and wore commonly a high turbant, made in 
form of a ciov n. He \v?s buried at Meru in ICliorafan. 
The foltan, after he had received the wound of whicli he 
died, was incliu ed, by the counfel of Nadham or Nezam 
Al Mole, his ^^•a7.ir, to declare Maiec Shah his lucceiior, 
though he was not !,is cldcil fon. At the fame time he 
required both this mlniller and the officers of the army to 
take the oath of allegiance to that prince, accord iTiir to 
Al Makm. The fame autlior relates, that Marubii £ba 
Dawd Al Seljuki, having been informed of Alp Arflan's 
death, railed a!i army, and marched from Al Ray, in order 
to aflert his right to the crown : bat Malec Shall met 
.liim near Hamadan, and attacked him with fo much bra- 
very that he defeated him, and luok him prifoner. Soon 
after which adlion Kaderd, Marubii's brother, rebelled 
in the province of Kerman, and advanced with a confidcP- 
ablc icr^c to Kurj ; but Malec Shah having in a moll 
bloody battle overthrown him, bv tlie valour of the troops 
of Khorafan, and gotten h:/.; i::to his fcnt him 

under a flrong efccn to a calllc in t!:;:t couiiLiy where 
"he for fome tijnc kent him in connnement, and after- 
varda- caufcd him to bs; pouoi*wd. Alp Ariliin was bortt 
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in Ae year o£ the Hejra 42 and feigned nine years fit 
months and twelve days. Malec Sh^h did not only fuo 
ceedhim in the fovereignty of hl$ dominions, but liicewife 
« 10 the poft olemir al omra at Baghdad: for Alp Arilan. 
was no fooner dead than he Mras acknowleged his father^s. 
lawful heir and fucceilor, ut the head of the armies whidk 
he had commanded 1 and the khafif not only fent him the 
inftrument of inveftiture confirming to him the title and 
power of foltaa, but he Ukewife added thereto the quality 
of Emir Al Mdmenln, that is» Cmmander.f^f the Faithful^ 
which the khalifs till then had referved to themfehres^ 
without. conAming it on any odier .Mohammedan princes 
whatibever. This year, if we believe feme of the wri*» 
ters followed by M. Rjewaudot, Nafcro'ddawla, who liad 
fo long pcrfifted in open.rcbellionj.againft Al Moftaiifer 
B^iyi) the khalif oi £g]^, and ravaged fo conilderable 
%paft of that fertile region, was cut to pieces by Begde* 
\;fiXy a Turk, one of his principal officers, whofc daugh^ 
ter he had married, in the city of Mefr. The parts of 
the mangled body the aiTaihn fent into different provinces^ 
in opder to (hew his contempt and deteftaticr^ of the pcr« 
ion to whom they had belonged. We mult not forget, to. 
remack, that, according to Khondemir, Alp Arflan pre- ' 
fided over the people of Khorafan, in quality of lientenant- 
aenerai to Togrol Bek^ ten years before he afcended the . 
Seljukian throne ^ 

In the 467th year of the Hejra, Al Kayem Beamri'Ilah, ffhe khulif 
die khalif of Baghdad, departed this life on Thurfday the Al Kdjtm 
13th of Shaaban, accordin;;!; to Abu'I-Faraj ; "but he died 
oil Monday the loth of tliat month, if we may eertainly 
depend upon AlMakin. At the time of bis ileath iic was 
fevcnty-fix years and three months old, and had fat forty- 
four years and nine monihs upon the Moilem throne. As 
foon as he perccive(f his end approaehmg, he appointed 
Abul Kafem Abd'aiiah Ebn Mohammed Ebn Al Kayem, 
his grandion, to fucceed him, and fent for tlie principal 
grandees, tlic fupremc kiuii or chancellor, and Ebn Jahir, 
the wazir, to attend as witnefTes to this defignation. With 
recfard to his difpofuion, Al Kayem was learned, p;Uieat, 
mild, and fmcere ; a prince of an excellent poliLical capa- • 
city, capable of giving tiic moft falutary advice on any emer- 
gency, jutt, and one who greatly feared God. He culti-

evitably have perlfhed) had not one of his flaves, by tak-^ 
ing him on his flioulders, preferred him from the impend- 
ing fate.

^aleitine, and Irak, recognized his authority, and the 
tity of Baghdad flouriihed whilfl: he fat on the Moileni 
throne* He was born fix months after his father Mo« 
hammed's death, and was the only mate of Al Kayem's 
funily that furvived him* He has been reprefented as a 
brave and magnanimous prince, highly .revered by his fub- 
je£b. In his time the Moflems recovered Al Roha or 
Edeia, and Antakiyah or Antioch, from the Greeks.

Jkfts Al At thi?^ period Akfis Al IChowamzmi, called Ay far Al 
Khotva- AfHs bv Al Makin, after he had reduced Damafcus and 
rofMniM' Hems, marched into Egypt ; a vifit which fo frighted Al 
Moftanfer BHlah, the Fatcmite khalif, that he rcfolved to

In hib return 
to Damafcus, he put a confiderable number of men to the 
fword nt Al Ramla, and three thoufand at Jerufalemi 
amongft whom was the kadi of the place ^, 

' In tlie following year, being the 47otIi of the Hejra, Thep^» 
Jalalo'ddawla Malcc Shah entertaining an opinion that Al «/'^'*«*»'* 
Aff IS, Al Akf IS, or Ayfar, had been flain in the Egyptian J ' ^-^'"^ . 
expedition, wrote to his brother TijoMdawla, exciting him 
to conquer Syria. TajVddawla no fooncr arrived at Diyar 
Beer than he was informed, that Ayfar, or Al Akfis, the 
lord of Damafcus, was alive, and in perfed health \ who, 
hearing that the other was advancing a;^ ainft him, offered 
to pay the foltan an annual tribute* This propofal being 
accepted by Malec Shah, he commanded his brother to 
abandon Diyar Beer, and retire to Manbij. TajoMdaMda, 
therefore, in purfuance of the orders he had reeeived, 
advanced at the head of his forces to the latter of thofc 
places, and marehcd from thence to Haleb, or Aleppo, 
then poflellcd by Al Sabek Ebn Mahmud Ebn Nafr Ebn 
Salch Ebn Mardas : but, not being able to reduce tliat 
city, he relumed by Harran to Diyar Beer ; a motion 
which put Moflem Ebn Koreifh Ebn Bedran A! Okaili, 
tJie faheb, or prince, of Nafibin and Sinjar, upon his 
guard. About this time confiderable numbers of Moflems, 
or Mohammedans, were fettled in the kingdom of Nubia j 
tlKuigh the greateit part of the inliabitants of tliat exten- 
livc traiSl profefled the Chriftian faith. 

. In the 471ft year of the Moflem aera, Malec Shah un- oHdtj^tx* 
dertook the conqueft of the country beyond the Jihnn % 
whofe khan, called Soliman, he overthrew with very great 
flaughter, took himprifoner, and fent him under a iuong 
guard to Esfahin^ at that time the capita) of his dominions. ' 
The fame year, the foltan married Turkan, ^r Tarkin, 
Khatun, the daughter of Tamghaj khan, the fon of Bagra 
khan, or Terah, king of the Turks, as he is called by Ai 
Maktn. That princefs brought him a fon, in 479, deno- 
minated Sanjar, from a fmalt city of that name in Khora* 
fin, where he was born. About this time Ibrahim Ebn 
Mas'ud, the ninth foltan of the race of Gazna, after his 
return from India, where he had confidernbl^'- extended 
his conquefts, being iniormed that Malec Sluili was making 

freat preparations to attack him, fent ambatladors to the 
eljukian court ; who prevailed upon the foltan to ddift

What kaf' Next year, being the 47 2d of the Ikjra, the forces of 
ftmU in Mefr J or Egypt, ad\ ancing to Damafcus, in order to befiege 
tlu fgar of jt, Akfis, or A£f is, who commanded in that city, fcnt for 
A •'/^'^* afliitaxice to Tajo'ddawla ; at whofe approach the Eg yp tian* 
' t^oiight fit to retire* Hereupon Affis, coming to vifit him, 

was feizedy and ilain> by his command. Then, takings 
the cityt he became mafter of a)i his riches and valuable 
effe^te. After this execution, the inhabitants, who hadi 
fled into Irak and Khoraian, to avoid the tyrannv of Aff is» 
returned, to enjoy the prote^on of the Seljnks. Shar** 
fo'ddawla Ebn Moilem £bn Koteiih, the flheb or lord 
of Al Mawfel, having obtained leave of Milec Shah to fub- 
due Haleb,or Aleppo, on condition of paying Mm annuallj^ 
three hundred thoufand dinars, marched againft that place ^ 
which, after it had been for fome time befieged^ was^ 
together with the caMe, delivered up to him. The faheb 
or prince of Aleppo, when Sharfo'ddawla took pofleflk>a 
of it, was Sabek, or Sabak, Ebn Mahm^d Ebn Nafr Ebn- 
Saleh Ebn-Mardas, whofe anceftors had reigned near (ixt^ 
ypursin that place. As Malec Shall had received the inftru- 
ment of inveiliture from Al Moktadi^ the khalif of Bagh* 
dad, fo all the lefier Mohannnedan princes, fahebs, or* 
emirs^ derived their authority from the foltan* 7he SeU 
jukian empire wn? at this time one of the moft potent* 
^ monarchies that had ever been eredled in the Eaft, extend* 
ing from the borders of Egypt to a confiderable diftancfr' 
beyond the Jihun, the Amu, or the Oxus. 
ggtiiig In the following year, being the 473d of the Hejra, Se- 

dtdo'ddawla Abu'i Hafan Ali Ebn Moklad Ebn Nafr Ebn 
Monkad Al Catani advanced to Shizar at the head of a 
powerful army,, bul T'e-re to thnt city, and at Iaft»obliged^ 
it to furrender. L lns fortrefs, with the dillri£l appertain- 
ing to it, which ctmipreheiuled a conlidcrable prefc£lure of 
Syria, remained iii the pofleffion of Seciirlo'ddawla'^^ fami- 
ly, till it was taken by Al Malec Al Adel Niiro'ddin Mah- 
rniici Ebn Zcnki, after an earthquake, which had dellroyed' 
a.great part of the place. When this dreadful event hap- 
pened, all ScdidoMdaw la's defcendants were buried in tiie 
ruius of the walls aa<i buildings that had been demoliih-

' year, Salmon, or Solomon, the king of Nubia, having 
' abdicated his kingdonlit and placed George, his filter's fon^ 
upon the throne, embraced a monaftic life ; and, that he 
might entirely devote himfelf to the fervicc of Almighty 
•God, retired into the valley of Abunefer, or St. Unu- 
frius, where a church had been erefted under the 
protection of that faint. This church was about three 
days journey from the confines of Nubia. The governor 
of Afwan, being informed that the king of Nubia had 
tak-en up his refidence in a neighbouring defert, fent a 
party of twenty foldiers to remove him from thence, and 
conducl: him to Al Kaihirah. The governor had received 
his intelligence from one of Kenaza'ddaw la's brothers, who 
had been defeated by i3edr Al Jcraal, and made hib cfcapc 
into Nubia i but was lent back into Egypt, by Salmon, at the 
Teqiiifiti<m of tJiat emir. Upon his arrival at h/lefr, Sal« 
men was treated with uncommon marks of diftin£Hon j 
trumpets founding and drums beating when he entered 
that city, by the Fatemite khaliFs commandj in order to 
do him the greater honour. Bedr Al Jemal» die waztr» 
entertained him in a very hofpitable manner^ ordered a 
proper apartment to be m.agnificently fitted up for him, 
and moft plentifully fupplied him with all the neceflaries 
and elegancies of life. He died about a year after his 
* arrival at Al Kahirah, and was buried in the monaftery of * 
St. George in Khandek. He afiigned as a reafon for hit 
abdication the almoft inevitable neceflity kings lie under 
of Indulging their irregular appetites, (hcddiug blood, 
and committing many adts of mjuilice 5 which, however 
fpecious and agreeable their conduft may r^ppc^r to men^ 
muft render them extremely criminal and reproachable in 
the fight of Almighty God. With regard to Salmon's , 
appointment of his fucceflbr, before he abdicated the 
crown, this, as we are told by an Armenian author, was • 
perfe^lly confonant to the law s and political conflitution 
of Nubia, according to which the king's nephew, by ids 
fifter, after his death afcended the throne. 

The 474th year of the Heira, which began June it, rkechitf 
io8iy was rendered remarkable by the death of KC^ro'd- Htmmaen 
idawla Dobais Al Afadi. He reigned fifty^cvcn years, ^^^p» 
lived eighty, and was adorned with many excellent virtues. 
His fubjeais almoft adored him, for the re£litude and 
moderation of his 'govemment. Manfur, furnamed Ba- 
liao'ddawla, his fon, who fucceeded him, bore likewife 
liie jchara^er of a moft upright and equitable prince. 

£ 3 Immediately 
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Immediately after liis acceflion, he was confirmed in the 
fovereignty of the jprovince over which his father had pre- 
fided by Malec Shah, and honoured by Al Moktadi Bcam- 
ri'ilah, the khalif of Tiaghdad, witli n royalyeO:. About this 
time, Severus, a youth of preat erudition, at the recom- 
mendation of Bedr Al Jcmai, the w a/ir, who had received 
fome very valuable prefents from him, was ordained by 
Cyrilj the Jacobite Alexandrian patriarchy metropolitan of 
Ethiopia^. 

«*^<f4?5* In the 4.75th year of the Hejra, SedidoMdawIa Abu'l 
Hafan Ali £bn Moklad £bn Nafr £bn Monkad Al Catani 
died at Shaizar, after he had reigned! there a year and 
feveral months. He was a wife, excellent^ and magna- 
nimous prince. Abu'I Merhaf Nafr £bn Ali £bn Moklad, 
his fon, fuccecded him at tShaizar, and M'as furnamed 
Maleco'ddawla. Sedido'ddawla, beOdes his other accom- 
pliihmentSi had a tade for poetry, and was even himfelf 
an eminent poet. A fpecimcn of his poetical pprfcrnn 
ancc'^ has been preferved by Al Makin. 
Not/iin^ The next year, being the 4.76th of the Hejra, produced 
remarkable ni.my remarkable events. However, it may not be im- 
tki J9h9v>- P^^P^^ remark, that Moliammed Ebn Habeth, who 
hijear* fucceedcd his f ither Habeth Ebn Abu'l Kafem, in the year 
of fheHejra46i, reigned thro\igh the whole courfe of 
it at Corduba in Spain. This prince's dominions were of 
a very confulcrable extent. He prefided over the Moflems 
of Coi iiuba and many other towns, whom he govenicd 
with great lenity and moderation, and in a very profperoua 
manner, till he was difpoilefled of ali his territories ^by 
the.Al Moravides, called Al Morabeta and Molathemiyah 
by die Arabs, under the command of Yufef £bn Te& 
fefin'. 

^he chief I^ ' ^bc following year, Malec Shah fent Al Kaftakar, 
trmtfA&u his h^jeb and general, to Baghdad, as his lieutenant } 
ent oftkg at which time, his wazir's fon was in that city. The fam^ 
' yf^^lll year, his brother Takalh rcbc llci^ againft him *, and, hav- 
ing tafken Meru, .or Marwa, in Khorafan, would dot per* 
mit his army to enter it for three days. However, he and 
a feleft party that attended him plundered it during that 
term, enjoyed fuch women as were prohibited by tli« 
Moilem law, and drank wine in the great temple or mofquci

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in tKc month of Ramadan. But receiving advice that 
I4ilec SMh was marching againft him, he retired into 
the caftle of Berjes ; whidi being taken, he was thrown 
into irons, and -confined in a fortrefs of confiderable 
Arength. This year, Sharfcf ddawla Ebn Koreifh, &e iEheb 
of Aleppo and Al Mawfel, mored 'at the head of his 
forces to attack Antioch, then in the hands of Soltmin 
Ebn Kotolmiih ; who put his army to flight, and he died 
•of his wounds. Before the beginning of the adlion, he 
had fent a detachment of his troops to funimon the city 
to furrender, but found the garrifon determined to defend 
it to the laft extremity. About this time, Severus, who 
had promifcd Bedr Al Jemal, Al Moftamcr's w:\71r, to 
prevail upon feme of the Abylfinian prince*^ to iubmit 
to the Fatemite khaJif, when he appeared as metropolitan, 
wa'i oppofed by CyriJ, an intruder and impoilor, who pre- 
tended to have been ordained by, and received a proper 
authority from Chrilloduluii, the Jacobite Alexandrian pa*- • 
triarch, in luhiopia 

In the 478Lh year of the Hejra, Al Malee Tajo'ddawla, and of th$ 
having been informed of Sharfo'ddawla Ebn Kureifh's ^'^r^jS, 
dcatli, marched towards Aleppo, accompanied by Artak 
Al Turkmani, or the Turkman, who had reduced HoU 
win and Al HabeL Thefe two commanders agreed to at* 
tack Soliman, the iaheb of Antioch, who feems to haye 
been then either in | ifTeffion of Aleppo, ortohaTelbnned 
Ac Cegc of that city. They fought federal battles with 
him, under the walls of Aleppo i in the laft of which So- 
liman was (lain, and his forces were routed. After this 
ridory, TijoMdawla feized upon Aleppo, and reduced the 
whole ccKintry of Syria. About this time Bedr Al Jemal, 
Al Mo^anfer's waztr, put to death his own fon. That 
young nobleman having been made governor, or rather 
commandant, of Alexandria, at the Inftigation of fomeof 
his officers, wliofe fathers, or other r-elations, had been 
executed for joining NaferoMdawla in his defe£lion, re- 
belled againft the Fatemite khalif ; but after he had fuir 
tained a fiegefor two momlib, he v^^^as obliged to furrender 
to hiii father, who commanded -the khalif's troops, upon • ^ 
terms ; the principal ot which was, that the citizens of 
Alexandria, who had joined the wazir's ion in his rebel- 
lion again i t n\c ir Liiciintc khihl, and even cut oflF that 
prince's garrifon in their city, fjiould be finjed a very con^

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fideraUc fiim. The wa^ir, being in pofTefTion of ikit 
towOf infifted upcm a larger fum, amounting to one hun- 
dred tod twenty thoufand dinars, than whatt had been fti** 
piilated in the capitulation $ a c^cuaiiiUnce which fema 
to have highly exafperated his fi>n> as he afterwards, with 
feveral other perfons, confpired againft his fadier^ts life. 
The wazir^ therefore, finding him abfolutely tncorrfgible, 
confined him to his, chamber eighteen months, and at the 
end of that term put him to death \ though as to the man* 
ner in which this was done,* die Egyptian writers are far 
from being perfe^ly agreed. 
Jlf«»/»i^ Next year, being the 470th of die Hdra, Bahao'ddawla 
l^bn Nu- ManSir jSbn Muro'ddawlaDobais Al Afadi died, and was 
r^ddawla f^cccede4 indie fovereigiity of Ilella Al Nil, and all the 
oth^ places he pofleffcd, by Saifo'ddawla Sadaka, his fon. 
lieila, OK Hcllah, the firil of thefe, a city feated on the 
il^uphratesi not far from Anbar, is fuppofed, with great 
, r^^afon, to have been ereded either on or near the fpot 
where Babylon flood. According to fome of the authocf 
. followed by M. i>*HerbeJot, Yufcf Ebn Teffefin, the Mo- 
la theipiyan general, gained the battle of Zalah, or Zala* 
fah, near the city of Badajos, or Badajox^ wherein king 
Alphonfus was defeated ant! ilain, in the courfe of the pre- 
ient year. That general had before fecured the perfon of 
Mohammed Ebn H.ibcth, the king of Corduba, who had 
obtained his afliltance againft the king of Cnftile ; fo that 
the vi£lory obtained at ZoIpIi rnabled him to complete the 
conqueft 01 the Modem part of Spain. It ought to be oh- 
ferved, that this Molath^miyan prince arknowlrged for his 
fovcrt'i^n, and recognized the authority of, Al Moktadi 
^ Beamn'lla^i, the khalif of Baghdad 
^McitaM In the 480th year of the Hejra, the khalif Al Moktadi 
•J^^" efpoiifed the daughter of Malcc Shah. This princefs was 
Shah's ^ ^^^^Y amazing beauty, and the public rejoicings at 
44ut^hitr* Baghdad, when fhe made her entry into that capital, were 
fuch as fiirpaflcd every thing of the kind that before had 
happened in the iVloIlem uurki : for all the fireets of the 
city were illuminated with wax torches on this ocrafion % 
and the khalif, in order to demonftrate his afFe<fiion for 
io enchanting a creature, prepared for her a moft magni-* 
ficent entertainment ; in forming the defert of which 
twenty-four moufaad ppiinds weight of fugay was con** 
Auiiied, '

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Next year Malec Shah performed the pilgrimage to Mdlif 
Mecca, according to HamdaUjih Meftufi, in the Tarikh ShdA ptr^ 
iUiozideh, at an incredible cxpcnce ; for, befules abolilh- 
iog the ufual tribute which the pilgrims paid, he employed f j^^^^T 
f?ery large funis in hailding towns in the defer t ; where he 
ordered a great number of wdls and cxfterns to be made^ 
and water to be convejred to tfaem from all parts. He like* 
•wife command«fd plenty of proyifiofis to be carried^ for the 
fttb(iftetice of the pilgrims ; and diftributed inmenie fums 
amongft the poor, with unparalleled liberaUty* > 

In the 48ad year of the Hejra, M&lec Shah's daughter, 1^ 
who had been married to Al Moktadi Beamri^llah, die P'^^^f**^ 
khalif of Baghdad, left her hufband in difguft, and re- J''^^** 
tamed to Esfahan, then her father's refidence, and^ 
capital of the Seljukian empire. Here ihe remained to the 
time of her death ; but when that happened, we have not 
been certainly informed. This year, the brother of Se- 
verus, the metropolitan of Ethiopia, came into £g?pt^ • 
with presents for Bedr Al Jcmal, Al Moftanfer's wazirj 
which: by no means pleafed him. The wazir had no fooner 
received them than he fent for the Jacobite Aleiwidrian 
patriarch ; who immediately,*'with ten bifhops, waited 
upon him: he then aiked the patriarch, why he had or- 
dained the metropolitan of Ethiopia, without paying the 
iifual fum to the Fatemite khalif ? He likewife complaia- 
ed, that the metropolitan had neither caufed any mdfques 
to be erecled in Ethiopia, nor fent him any rich prefents^ 
as he had promifed to do. To this expoftulation the biihop 
of Danki^, one of thofe who attended the patriarch, re- 
plied, that the metropolitan of Ethiopia had not been or- *' 
dained bat by exprcfs order; to which the wazir an- 
fwered, that both he and the patriarch ]iccL He then in- 
fixed upon their fending two bilhops immediately into 
Ethiopia, who fhould take care to have a certain number 
of molques built in that province, and fee that divine fer- 
vice was performed in them after the IVIohammedan man- 
ner. The wazir alfo gave them to underftand, that the 
Modem merchants, as he had been informed, were not 
permitted to trade in Ethiopia; and that, if this was true, 
he knew what courfe to take. When he difmiffed them, 
he obliged the bilhups to take each of them two foldicrs, 
and to pay each of them a dinar a day ; with which money, 
by his command, they were to be fupplied by the patriarch. 
He farther intimated, at their difmiffion, that this fine 
fhould be continued till Mark, the biihop of "Wiflim and 
irizet, and Theodore, the biihop of Sinjiir, or ,Senjar, 
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' *^'ere fent upon the above mentioned errand into Ethiopia^ 
In the mean time an embafly arrived at Al Kahirah from 
Bafiliu^y the king of Nubia, with magnificent prefents for 
li&e wiizir \ the principal of which embaflf was the Con of 
the late king, who defired to be ordained a biihop. The 
wazir hereupon fent for the patriarch, the ten biihops^ 
with the fc^diers quartered upon themj and the bro- 
ther of the metropolitan <tf Ethiopia. When they ap- 
peared before him, he communicated the contents of a let- 
ter he had received from a Mohammedan merchant ; who 
therein accufed the metropolitan of drivi him out of 
Ethiopia, and feizing upon all his fubftance : but it waa 
proved, in anfwer to this accufation, that, at the time 
when thefe things were fuppofed to be done, Severus, the 
metropolitan, in prifou, where he had been confined 
by the king of Ethiopia. The wazir then faid, that the 
metropolitan had promifed him to ere6l four mofqucs in 
Ethiopia, and that lie had not kept his word. His bro- 
ther initaatly replied, that he had a£tually built feven 
raofques \ but that the Ethiopians had levelled them with . 
the ground, and the king had imprifoned him for what he 
had done* Tins declaration pacified the wazir, who there- 
upon demanded what they intended to do ? " We will, 
faid they^ write letters to the metropolitan and the king 
of Ethiopia, in Coptic and Arabic, drawn up in whatever 
terms you fhall think fit to difVate, which Oiail be read to 
you, for your approbniTOTi ; and we will be fides lend two 
bifhops with them into Ethinpi.i, thnt they may have tlie 
gff attr wf ij^ht." By this propoial they extricated them- 
.feh es out ci tlic difticuities in which they were involved, 
and pieaied the waztr ; who thereupon fupplicfl tlie two 
bifhops with all things necell'ary for their intended jour* 
.ney, and took their brethren and the patriarch agaui under 
Kis protertion. The Came author adds, that he wa.^i told 
by perfons wortliy of credit, that the wa/ir likewife dif- 
patched an An^h .ilador with the biJliops lo the court of 
iidiiopia, V, itli a letter to the king, iinportiiig, that if he 
did not accede to every one of his demands contained 
therein, he would abfohitely demohib all the Chriftian 
churches in F47vp^. To wliich menace, continues this 
writer, die Ednupian monarch made anfwer, that It he 
difplaced even a Angle flone in any of tlie Chnitiuii 
churches under his jurifdiclion, he would fend him all the 
ilones and tiles of the temple at Mecca, and make up every 
one that was wanting with its weight in gold. Hence it 
;&ppears, that the Ethiopians, or Abyllmians, were at this 
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time far fiom being Modems, and that Mohawmedirm, 
though profefled by fome of the Fatemite khaltfs fubjeds 
in that country, was not publicly tolerated in Ethiopia \ 

In the following year^ being the 483d of the Hejnii the nifrhn 
JBataniyah befieged the caftles of Delam and the Per- 
fian Irak. The firfl they took was in the former pro- 
vince, and denominated Al Rudiyar. It belonged to Ka- ^H*^ 
mah, a prince in alliance with Milec Sh^; and was de- 
Jivered by Kamah's lieutenant to Al Hafan Ebn Malbah, 
who had feduced him, for twelve hundred din^s. This 
Al Hafan, who had perfuaded. the governor of Rudi- 
yar to turn Batanift, was a native of Meru in Khorafan^ 
and had been fecrctary to Abd'alrezak, or Haran^. After* 
wards going to K^ypt* he met with a Batanift, vAio con- \ 
verted him to their perfuafion ; and by the confent of the 
people, made him, whofe family was one of the nobleii ia^ 
Meru, the chief and head of the fe£t. He had many fol- . 
lowers, who paid an implicit obedience to his commands. 
As he foon grew coniidcrablc, Malec Shah fent him a 
threatening letter, requiring his fubmlUlon. Al Hafan 
hereupon ordered the foltan'o mcfTciigers to be brought be- 
fore liim, vi'-hcn he lent ior a company of his people, and ^ 
commanded one of iliem, a young man, to kill himfeii ; 
an order which he inltantly obeyed, without the leail be- 
fitation. He onit^red another to throw himfelf heatiloiig 
from the top of the callle ; which he performed immedi- 
ately, and broke his neck. After this prelude, Al Hafan 
told the Scljukian ambalTador that he had no other anfwer 
to return the iolun, tlian that he had feventy thoufand 
men at his command, who would obey him in the manner 
which he had feen. Malec Shah was greatly furprifed 
when thefe things were related to him \ and having other 
affairs on his haiuls, he thought it not advifcable to enter 
into a \v rir with that prince. His troops theref(>rc', m a. 
fhorl time, reduced ieveral other callles i and amongil 
the reft that oi x\l Amut. This, being rendered almoU 
impregnable, was efleemed as their ftrongeft fortrefs, and 
royal feat. Thefe Balanites, or Batenites, are likewife 
called Ifmaelians by thofe authors, and were nearly re- 
lated to the KarmauaiiSy if they were not 21 branch of that 
people* They are alfo termed, by the Arabs, . Al Mola^ 
aedah, or the Impious \ and by the writers of the hiflory 
of the holy wars, AfjaJJins* They agreed with the Karms^ 
tians in many refpeds ; fuch as their inveterate malice

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Bgainft tliofe of other religions, and efpecially tlie Moliam* 
loedan ^ their unlimited obedience to max prince, at 
wkofc command they were ready for aflaflinationS) or any 
odher bloody and dangeroas enterprize ; their pretended 
attachment to a certain imam ox the houfe of Alt, &c* 
Thefe Batanxtes difperfed themfelves over feveral parts of 
the Eaft. The word fignifies Efoterics, or people of m* 
^ard or Indden light or knowlege. As thefe enthufiafts 
now pofleiTed themfelves of the beft part of Al Jeba]» in 
the Periian Irak> under the conduct: of Al Hafan £bn 
Malbah, or Al Hafan Sahah^ as he is fometimes 'called, the 
commencement of the dynafty of the Ifmaelian princes is 
generally placed at this period* The ftyle, or title, adopted 
by thefe princes was, Sheikh Al Jebal, that is, the Prince 
if Al jftbaly or the Chief of the Afountaimus Countfy \ the 
province of Al Jebal being fuch a fort of country, and ca en 
irom this circiimftance deriving its modem name. The 
words Sheikh Al Jtbal may Ukewife be properly rendered 
the Senior^ or Old Man of the Mountain^ as is evident to 
every one the lead acquainted with the Arabic tongue. 
The Perfians give this territory the name of Kuheftan 
or Kuhiilan, a term in their language of the fnme import 
"with Jebal in the Arabic, and denoting a Mountain ot 
mountatnous Tra^ : hence the chief of thefe Aflaflins goes 
under the appellation of the Old Man of the Mountain 
amongfi: the writers of the hiilory of the holy wars. Al 
Hafan Ebn Mafbah and his defcend;int'^ reigned in Al Je- 
hfil a hundred and feventy-one years, till tlie whole race of 
tiicm was deilroycd by Hulaku, or Holagu, the Tartar; 
who abnl idled the khalifat, by the leduQion of .Baghdad^ 
in the year of the Hejra 656 
M*t^ nf the The 484th vcnr of the Moilem xra fecms not to have 
j^twr produced mnn . memorable events j but the next was ren- 
dered remarkable by the depofition and aflaflmation of 
Nodham or Nezam Al IVIolc, Malec Shah's wn7ir. The 
ibltln havine fent Kudan, one of his principal flaves, to 
Merii in KhoraH^n, Othman Ebn Jamal Al Mole, Nod- 
ham Al IMolc's grnndn-tn, the governor of that city, pre- 
fuming on his grandfather's unlimited power, and excited 
hy the indifcrction of his youth, treated liim extremely ill ; 
an infult uhieh fo incenfed the foltan, that he fent him 
a moft fevere expoitulating letter, to the following efFc£^: 
^ If you are in reality my partner in the empire, go on 
you pkafe j but if you are my minifter, you ought not to

fan.*' This letter being delivered to the wazir, die pii9« 
port of his anfwer was as taUows : Do yoo not remem* 
W thaty wlien your father was flain, I had the manage^ 
ment of all your afiairsy and'fupprefied all the lebellionr 
that foon after brohe out againft you ? At that dme your 
whole df^ndence was. upon me. But noW| after ytni* 
have proved fiiperior to all ^ur enemies, and when everf 
one of your fubje£^ obeys yoa» you give car to my ac* 
oufers, and liften to the Gdunmies they have forged againft 
me. Are you ignocant that the agreement and oont* 
nedion bct«veen your turbant and my iiik-ftand are the 
true caufe of the pro^>erity yoa have enjoyed \ and that 
future £eHcity, and the ilahih'ty of your tluibne, wiH 
entirely depend i4x>n them." The imprudent and un» 
guarded exprcffions in thia* anfwer extremely irritated 
Malec Sh^j who thereupon immediately deprived him o£ 
his employment. Khondemir writes, that this waztr W3» 
greatly embroiled with the foltana Tarkan KhatGn, upon* 
the fubje^ of the fucceiBon^ which ihe wifhed to fall 
upon her youngeft fon ; but was oppofed in this defire by 
Nodham Al Mole, who declared for Barkiaroh, as beings 
both the eldeft fon and the molt capable of directing the* 
government. The foltana, therefore, according to this au- 
thor, in order to carrv' her delle^i into Cwxccution, medi- 
tated the deftriiftion of the wazir. For which purpofc, 
flic accufed limx of arbitrarily difpoiing of all places in the 
trmpiic, and dividine them amongft his foiis j and this 
cliari^e ccrrohorated by the wazir's inlblcnt anfwer to the 
mellaijc he received from the foltan^ finally terminated his* 
dilgrace. Nodham Al Mole, after he was dupotreffed of 
his charge, followed the court, whicli \\vX at that time fet 
out from Esfahan for Baghdad; auil being arrived at Na- 
hawand, a hov of the Batanite fe£t, approaching him under 
pretence oi begging, ftabbed him with a knife, by the con- 
trivance of Taj Al Mole Kami, the prefident of the pnvy 
council, who fucceedcd him in his office. But Al Hafan- 
Sabah, prince of the B^tanitcs, according to the Lebta- 
rikh, commanded the affaffin, who was a Deylamite, to 
perpetrate the horrid fa£^. Before the \\ a7ir expired, he 
wrote a letter to Malec Shah in PcrH m vcrlc, conceived 
in the following terms: Supported by your autiiority,, 
^eat monarch, I have fpent one part of my life in Ivmifh- 
injuftice from your doioiiiionSf I am m\v ^oing to 
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giv6 an actount of my adminiftration, which I carry with 
me^ as a intneis of my fidelity to your majefty, to the fo- 
vem|n King of heaven. The fatal term of my life hap-» 
pens m the ninety-third year of my age, and it is the blow 
of a knife that puts a period to my days. Nothing retrains 
hut to deliver into the hands of my fon a continuation of 
the long iervices I have rendered you, by recommending 
him to God and your majefty." His father is faid to have 
been the prefect, or governor, of a fmall town in the ter* 
ritory of Tus. He learned Arabic in his younger years^ 
and was fecretary to Bajer, lord of Balkh. But that prince 
plundering him the beginning of every year^ and telling 
him he was grown too fur, he fled to Jaafar or Jagri Bek 
Dawd, Togrol Bek's brother ; who made him preceptor to 
Alb or Alp Arflan, his fon. His palace was open to all 
learned and virtuous men, to whom he always profcfled 
himfelf a patron. 'I'he liberality which this great man ex- 
ercifed, greatly inhanced his other rare qualities. In the 
hrft progrefs which Malec Shuii laade through his exten- 
five dominions, the wazir diftributed amongfl the poor, 
out of his own cofiers, no lefs than two hundred and 
eighty thoufand dinto* Many epicedia, or copies of 
verfes in praif^ of him after his deaths were publiihed by 
the Arab poets of that age; the beft of which feems to 
have been one written by Shablo'ddawla^ preferved by 
Abu'l-Faraj ». 

Soon after the aiTaflination of Nodham Al Mole, Malec 
Shall proceeded to Baghdad; where he arrived thej4th of 

Ramadan. He went a-hunting, with many attendants^ 
on the third of Shawal and, eating fome oi the fleih 6i 

the game, returned Hck to his palace. A vein was open* 
ed, but little blood illued , and his illnels increafed to a 
burning fever, of which he died on a Friday, about the 
middle of the fame month. He furvived Nodham Al 
M'jlr, his wazir, only eighteen days. Hir. wife, Tarkaii 
Khatun, concealed his death while {\v: rm..ined at Bagli-', 
dad, and probably carried his corpfe wiih her to Ksfahan. 
She a!fo diitributed eonliderable fums of money amongit 
the fuldicry ; by which means, and the alEftance of Taj 
Al Molc^ the wa/ir, Ihc prevailed upon the army to take

Shah's ions. This great piincc, w ho was the third foltan 
of the Seljuks of Iran, lived thirty-feven years and five 
months ; of which he reigned twenty. He was very hand- 
fome bodi in ihape and iteatures, befides belns; extremely 
jpolite in lus behaviour. With regard to his charader, he 
was an excellent prince $ wife, liberal^ courageous^ had 
quick parts, and was remarkable i<x his fincerity and piety. 
He reduced the taxes^ and put a ftop to other grievances \ 
repaired bridges, high riKids, and canals $ ere6led the 
temple of Baghd&d, called Al Jama' Al Soltan^ l%e Tmpit of 
Soltani as aUb the Hantfean colle^^a , near die chapel of 
the famous imam Abu Hantfa Al Neman £bnThSbet| in 
quarter of the city called Al Rufafa, and moft muni- 
ficently endowed it. He likewife ordered other colleges^* 
befides hospitals, and houfes of pleafurei to be built in' 
feveral parts of his dominions. He alfo conftru^led 
Id-places and towns. He acquired an immenfe quantity 
of plunder^ during the wars in which he was engaged, ob« 
tained many victories over his enemies, and extended the 
frontiers of his empire from Turkeftan to the Holy Land 
aodYaman. He made the roads fecure; and, by the wile 
meafures he purfued» procured plenty in all places. He 
was a terror to bad men^ and a fupport to the innocent, 
the widoWy and the poor, who had always juftice done 
them in his courts. Soon after Nis Tacafh or Takalh, his 
brother, had rebelled agninft him, he went to Tus, in 
order to vifit the Maflihad Ali Ebn Mufa Al Radi, that is, 
the Sepulchre^ or Place of Afnrtyrcioin of JH Ebn Mufa Ebn 
'Jaafar J! T^ck^!, defcended in a riglit line from Ali Ebn 
Abu Taieb, and revered by the Pernan-s .;is ohl- of the 
twelve imams. He was attended in this journey by Nod- 
Al Mole, his wazir ; who prayed moit devoutly, as 
looii as he readied Ali Ebn Mufa's tomb. The foltan 
could not forbear aili^ing him what could he the objett of 
fuch fervciu fimnlications ? He immediately replied, 
*' I am now oii'ering up my prayers to Heaven ix)r .your 
majcily, that you may extirii;!.:ifh the unnatural rebellion 
lately broke out in your dominions ; and prove fuperior to 
your brother Takalh." 1'he foltan made anfwer, " My 
praver is oi a clitlerent kind ; it is conceived in the fol- 
lowiup; U i-'i.s: () AhT.iuhtv God, if'niy brother will go- 
vern the Moilems better than I, let him gain the vicioi v j 
if not, let me prove fuperior to him." Many other in-- 
(lances of real piety and devotion were exhibited by him, 
Kcording to Al Makin. Though, he lived in. a good uode|[*> 
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ttm&ngi and even peifedl amity, with the khalif, he Of^ 
deted'tnat prince to retire fiom Baghdad, that he might 
be the fupxeme fovereign, and have the ohief command^ 
In the metropolis of the Modem empire. The khalif^ after 
the fbltan^s arrival, begged he might he permttt^ to refidc 
fen tiays longer in his capitals and before the exjnration 
of that termj. fays Al Makin, Malec Shah departed this life 
in that city. He was naturally merciful^ and fpared man^f 
gmtofienders; though the exiffency of afl^irs, and the 
neceflity of the times^ obliged him td put to death his. 
tincle^ and others of his relations. The Seljukian empire 
in the reign of MSlec Shah comprehended Syria, or at leail 
the moft confiderable part of that country, Meiopotamia,; 
Fars, Kerman^ the Pcrfian and Arabian Iraks, Khorafan, 
Khowarazm, Anatolia, Gieat Bukharia or Mawara'lnahr^ 
the kingdom of Kaihgar or Little Bukharia^ eziiending to- 
the borders of Tibety and feveral other provinces* It was 
governed by princes, who originally derived their autho*'. 
rity from the foltan ; though many of them declared them- 
felves independent. Nay^ he is faid to have difpofed of 
many of thefe provinces, in his life-time, amongft his ns- 
lations and domeftics. From fome of the aforefaid pre- 
fedts or lieutenants of provinces, defcended the Atabeks of 
Fars and Irak, the latter of which were the princes of the 
houfe of Zenki or Ztngi, fettled at Al M?\rfe], who pof- 
felTed thrmff lve^^ of ahr.oil the whole C' uiiliy of Syria, 
Several ot their dcfccnd?nts were likcwiie cut oil" by the 
Franks in Palefliiie and hyria, others were dcllroyed twO' 
hundred years after by the Tartars, and othcr-^ not only 
preferved, butiikcwife enlarged the territories they had ac- 
quired. One of thefe was the famous Nuro'din, who de- 
feated the Franks, in a bloody battle, near Antioch ; in 
which Raymond, the prince of that city, was flain. Ma- 
lec Shah's greateit pallion was huiuing. He kept forty- 
feven thoufand liorfes for his ordinary guard, and the- 
chace; in which he fpcnt a great deal of time. The author' 
of the Lebtarikh relates, that he had conftantly on foot a' 
{landing army of forty-eight tlioufand horfe; For every' 
beaft, ■'Aliit.h lie killed himfclf, he gave a dinar to the 
poor : and it o!ice happened, that he either flew or took' 
- ten thouland of tlicm in a day. On this occafion he pro- 
bably furrounded a whole foreft with his neu aiid toils. 
He is faid alfo to have taken great delight in travelling, and' 
to have made the tour of his extentive dominions no lefft'^ 
than ten times. The reformation of the Perfian kalendar,- 
caUed TariUi Al Jalali| or th jMlakan Kaiendar^ derived^. 
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Its name from Jalal or Jaialo'ddawla, a title confemd upon 
Malec Shahy and was owing to an order of that prince ^ 

The fame year, according to feveral authors of reputa- tyrii, thg 
tlon, died Cyril, the Jacobite patriarch of Alexandria, 7^<^obite 
who fat fourteen years three months and fifteen days in ^J^'^'^'^ 
tJiat patriarchal fee, and was buried in the church of Al 
Mokhtara in the iflc of Mefr ; from whence he was after- 
wards transferred to the monaftery of St. Macarius in the 
valley of Hnbib. He read, fome time before his deatli, 
the four Gofpels in Coptic, and wrote 'iafainr, or Com" 
mentai 'n'Sy upon them in Arabic ; the Coptic being then, 
efpecially amonc;ft the common people, but little under- 
ftood. He fpent all the money he could fpare in reliev- 
ing the poor, in repairing and building churches, and in 
omer a£Vs of charity 5 fo that \v hen he died he did Jiot leave 
even a fingle dirhem behind lum. He failed often, and^ 
lived in general till evening upon pulfc, other fort of food 
being preparcti for his fcholars or difciples. He employed 
much of his time in praying, and frequently cunvcrk d 
with thofe whom he was to inftrudt upon divine fubjects. 
When he adminidcred the holy communion he made ufe 
<>f a form in the Coptic tongue. He was extremely well 
Terfed in the &cred writings, and acquainted with every 
thing tliat could contribute to a proper illuftration and in« 
terpretation of them. Mlkhayyel, or Mtchaeli who had 
been formerly detained in prifon at Sinjar, or Senjar, was 
elected patriarch in his room» We muft not forget to r&» 
marki that a dreadful earthquake made terrible havock at 
Andodi^ and many other cities of Syria^ the preceding 

2 rear. Soon after the earthquake the city of Antiocli was 
aid almoil endreJy under water by an inundation of the ' 
Orontesj which overthrew a vaft number of buildings, 
and did incredible damage in tihat place. The Nile like- 
wife overflowed its banks the fame year more than ufual, 
andiertUized fome of the remoter provinces of £gypt in a. 
moft wonderful manner ; infomuch that a greater plenty 
was then obfervablc in tliem than had ever before been 
known. Artak Ebn Akfak, the Turkman, the prince o£ 
Maredin, who had formerly been put in poffeflion of Ha» 
leb, or Aleppo, by Malec Shah, departed this life in the 
yesr of the Hejra 484 ; after whofe death Sakmin and II*

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cazi, tiis fonSj occupied Jerulalem and many other confi- 
derable towns in Syria; but they foon relinquiihed their 
territories in thefe parts to the Gaz Turks, who> as well 
as ^e defcendents of Artak, acknowleged M&lec Shah for 
llheir foltin* Nor was it an unufual thing for the petty 
princesj who recognized the authority of that chidf, to 
quarrd among themfelves, and engage in bloody wars one 
with another, ^ough they were all tributary to the SeU 
jukian foltan. 

It has been already obfervcd, that by the management 
1^ Tarkan Khatvn, and Taj Al Mole, the wazir^ the 
army had been engaged to take the dath to Mahmud, her 
fi>n, who had been appointed to fuccecd him, though he 
was then not fix years old, by his father Make Shah* 
This purpofe was effed^ed by concealing the foltan'sdeiith, 
\)j carrying his corpfe privately out of Baghdad, and by 
diilributing money liberally amongft the troops. Tarkan 
was a lady of great prudence and lagacity, and had a body 
ef ten thoufandTurk s entirely at her devotion. She found it, 
therefore, no difficult matter to prevail upon the khalif to 
confirm Mahmvid in the dignity of folrin. This he did 
by ordering his name to be publifhcd in tiic pulpits, by 
feuding him the enfigns of invelliture, and by c(3mmand- 
ing him to be clothed with the foltan*s kaftan or veil, in 
the pre f-ii c of Abu'l Manfur Ebn Hamyar. At the fame 
time the crown was put on his head, and the royal fword 
girt to his fide. ^ Abu'l Manfur, the khaliPs wazir, their 
went to Tarkan Khaiun, and congratulated her on her 
fon's elevation to the foltanat, as well as condoled with 
her, in the khaliPs name, for her hu (band's death. Tlieii 
the young foltan and his mother marched at the head of a 
body of troops toNahrawan, where they encamped. 

In the mean time TajoMdau la, the fAheb of l')amafcu8> 
and brother to Malec Shah, receiying advice of thefoltan's 
demife, afTinned the lovcreignty in that city. He alfcy 
difpatdicd a miniilcr to Biigluiad, to bring hip.i tlio jvatcnt 
of invcfliture from the khalif ^ b jt was- refuicd k bv that 
prince, who had before granted to Tarkan Khat un liis de- 
cfaratkm in favour of Mahmud. TajoMdav la hereupon 
marched to Rahaba upon the Euphratesy and pofTefled 
faimfelf of that cityi then he obliged Kafmarb'ddawlay m» 
whom the government of Aleppo had been conferred by 
Malec Sh^n, to make his fubmiilion. 

While Mahmud was crowned at Ba^rhdad, Abul Mod« 
haifer Kafem^ called Bafkiorok,, the deceafed folt&n'ft 
eldeft fon|. was acknowleged, in right of hia birth,- fot 
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legal fuccefTor -^t Esfahan, where he at that time refidcj, 
- Here he was jomtd by many people on account of his pri- 
mogeniture, and bcc.iule they thought liim more capable 
of governing the ftatc than a woman and a child. Tarkan 
lOiatuii being informed of what had been done at Esfahan, 
marched thither with a coiiridcrable army of Turks to 
Nahrawan, and furprifed Barkiarok in that city, which 
flic took i but fome domeltics of Nodliam Al Mole, the 
late wazir, who had always wiliicd v/ell to that prince, 
ailiiied him to make his clcape out of his mother-in-law's 
hands, ^nd he retired to Shnaz, where 'lakalli iakm, 
who had been made atid)ek or lieutenant-general of Fitrs 
by Malec Shah rehdcd. This prince not only furniihed 
• Barkiarok with troops to defend him from all the attempts 
of his enemies, but h'kewife condudled him in perfon, 
lUHtex a ftronj^ guard, to Al Ray^ one'of the capitals ot 
Ibe Perfian IraL; where he ordered him to be proclaimed 
ibltlii XQ his father^s room* In the mean time Tark&n 
Khatfin caufed her fon Mahmud to be crowned at £sfahsln^ 
the other capital, and fent troops to purfue Barkiirok \ 
but niany of them deferting to his fide, he defeated the 
lelb Among the prifoners taken on this occafion was Taj 
Al Mole, who being brought to the foltan, the friends oc 
his pf^eceflbr flew him. He was a perfon endowed* with 
many virtues and excellencies of every kind ; but all his 
good qualities were obfcured by •the murder ' of Nodhlxn 
Al Molc»» \ 

' After th6 defertion and defeat of Mahmud^s troops, MahmitJi 
Barkiarok advanced to Esfahan, and beiicged that ctty, t^fyif^^' 

^heie his brother was then flnit np, with an army of 
twenty thoufand nlen. Tark n Khatun, finding herfeif 
hard prefled, and her fubjedls difpofed to a revolt, made 
propofals for an accommodation to Barkiarok ; which be- 
ing accepted by that prince, MahmTid and his mother 
were left in pofleffion of Ksfalian with its dependencies^ 
and Barkiarok received half of his father^s treafure, 
amounting to five hundred thoufand dinars. The peace 
being concluded, the foltan raifed the fiege, and turned 
hi'i arms toM'^ards Hamadan, where IfiTiacl, one of his 
Uiirles, then commanded. It appears from Khondemir, 
that the n^.nie Barkiarok received at hi» cirurfiCifion was 
Kafem or Kafiem*

me/mrabli IfmaeJ, Barkiarok*s uncle, having been allured by Tarkuii 
§ccmrrtft€es Khatuii with hopes of marriage, led all the forces he could 
draw together in the didrict of Hamadan ^ j inill his ne^ 
phcM'. The two armies, which were pretty equal, met 
in tlie plains of Ilamadan, where, after an obllinate ei^ 
gagcmcnt, Ilniael was overthrown, in the month of Ra- 
madan. Being taken prifoner in the acllon he was im- 
mediatelv })iit to the fuvjid. This rebellion was fcarce 
cxtinguiflicd when Takafh Shah, the fou of Arftan Shah, 
Another of Barkiarok's uncles, declared war againft hun, 
and having a much greater force, oKlivTcd him to retire to- 
wards Esfahaii, wiicre he w as very kiiitUy received by his 
brother Mahmud, whofe mother was then dead. How- 
ever, Mahmud's friends, judging they fliould do him im- 
portant fervice by fuch a meafure, came to a refolution to 
Icize upon the perfon of Barkiilrok j which delign having 
executed, they confined him in a caftle : and, it is faid^ 
an order was a^biallv given to deprive him of figbt *, when, 
by another more abiolute order of Providence, Mahmiidp 
being taken with the fmall-pox, died in a few days. This 
unforefeen accident proved extremely favourable to Bar- 
kiarok, who was hereupon fet at liberty, and faluted em-, 
peror, by the very people who juft before had imprifoned 
him, and woiild have rendered him incapable of govern* 
jsient. Being thus feated a fecond time on the throne, he 
chofe for his wazir, or prime minifler, Mowayyad Al 
Mole, the fonof Nodham Al Mole, who had the mannge- 
. nient and direction of ail afiairs in the reign of Malec 
Shah. He did not, however, continue long in that high 
office, the foltan foon difmilTing him, through fome dif* 
truft, and putting his brother Fakr Al Mole, whom he 
fcnt for out of Khorafan, in his place. Thcfe particulars, 
♦which we have extracted from Khondemir, nevcrtheleff^, 
contradict what has been handed downr to us on the 
fame head by Al Makin. That author gives us to imder- 
ftand, that K^fmaro'ddawla having renounced his allegi- 
iince to TajoMdawh, defcrted with a formidable body 
of troops to Barkiarok, and excited him to a rupture with 
his brother Mahmud, who was defertedby liis forces, an<i 
driven by his brother from Baghdad. 
Al Mok' In the ^Sytli year of the Hejra, the khalif Al Moktadi 
'S^Amd '^^'•^^^^^''^^^^ '^^^^ Baghdad. Soltan Barkrarok having 
wftarafier. ^^^^ ^^^^Y on the 1 5th of Al Moharram, made many 

rich and valuable prefents to the khalif, and demanded tlte 
patent of iavciliture of that prince^ This being grante<l 
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by Al Moktadif he ordered the inllrument to be drawn 
out in form, when he perufed it, and commanded the 
ibitan's kaftan, or veftj to be carried to Bariciarok* 
After he had dined, and walhed hts hands, he read the- 
patent over a fecotid time ; and then immediately aflced' 
Shems Ai Nahar, one of his women, then with him, 
who thofe perfons were that prefumed to come into 
the room, and to approach Uan without his permiffion? 
Shems Al Nahar, aftoniihed at this queftion, turned her 
head about to difcover who they were *, but feeing nobody, 
ihe cail her eyes upon the khalif, and perceived his coun- 
nance changed ; his hands and feet at the fame time fuL*- 
ed him, and that very inRant he dropt down dead on 
the ground. Terrified at this ctrcumiiance, though ihe 
thought him at firft onJy in a fwoon, flie immediately call** 
ed in Yamin, his fervant. Abul Manfur his wazir, and 
Abu'l Abbas Ahmed, his - fon and fucceilbr, being theO' 
Ibit for, his body was prepared for interment, and after-» 
wards inhumed with the ufual ceremonies* He lived thirty* 
eight years eight montlis and fome days; of which he 
reigned nineteen and eight months, according to Abu'l- 
Faraj. The author of the Nighiariflan relates, that after, 
the table was taken away, only two of his women, Ka-. 
hernia nab and Shami'alnaliar, or Shanis Al Naliiir, con- 
tinued with him ; that he drank no more than his ufual. 
quantity of liquor that day \ and that he fuddeiily, as if in 
a ftate of dirtracbion, propofed to Shams AI Nahar the . 
queftion above mentioned. With regard to his eharailer, 
he is faid to have been extremely wf-ll verfed in the rites 
and inllitutions of Mohammedifm, |ik.u^, a lover of learn- 
ed and honell men, brave, coLirtc n beneficent, and a 
very pood poet. A fpecimcn of his poetical performances 
has [vjcii preferved by Al Mnkin. He has been reprefent- 
'ed by Khondemir as an admiicr of juitiee, who reformed 
a great number of abufes, that li ad crept into the ftate, 
in contempt of the lawb, wlulll he lat apuii the Mollem 
throne. As he took great delight in pati^onizing men of 
erudition, feveral excellent perfons dedicated their works 
to him.

Al Moftanfer-Bi'llah, theidialif of Egypt, died the fame aI M^JIaa^ 
year, on Thurfday the i8th of Dhu'ihajja, at midniglit, f^r Ut tlaA, 
after he had reigned about fixty years* He furvived only 
a few nuniths Bedr Al JemaJ, the Armenian, his general %Jj^^** 
and wazir \ who for fevcral years had tlio fole management 
and diredkion of the Egyptian affairs, Al Moftanfcr Bi'llahf 
the Fatemite khalif humelf beine in reality nothing better 
than a nominal prince. A little oefore the wazlr departed 
this life, he obtained the inftrument of inveftiture from his 
mailer, by which Abu'l Kafem, his Ton, was appointed 
tofucceed him in the pofl of wazlr, had the title of Sha- 
hinfhnli or Shahcnfliah, that is, King of Kiugs^ conferred 
upon him, and received the honourable appcliadon of Af- 
dal. As for Ai IVIoflanrcr himiclf, he was fiiinous for 
nothing but the uncommon Icngtii of his reign. He at 
firft deiigned to declare Nczar, his eldeft fon, Ins furref- 
for ; but altered his intention, fome time before his death, 
and called to the fucceilion Abu'l Kafem Ahmed, funiam- 
ed Al Moltali Bi'lluh, Ids younger fon, then not above 
twenty years of age. Some of tlie Mohammedan writers 
inform us, however, that aftt-r Al Moftanfer*s demife, Al 
Mofla'li v/as faluted khalif, by the inliuenee and adiivity 
of Aidai tlie wazir, who prevailed upon the emirs, kadis, . 
and otiier great men of the court, to efpoufe tlie intereft 
of tliio prince, and take the oath of alle<x^ance to him. 
"Kczar, contiime they, made the wazir lu-, enemy, by 
treatiii'^ iiiin in a contumt-lious manner, becauu: ho did 
not light ofFhio liorfe onee when he met hun \ on which ; 
occafion, that prince eonhdering himfelf as next heir to 
the crown, and being highly provoked at the aflVont, faid 
to Afdal, by way of contempt, Armenian, get down.** 
It is akb reported by diefe authors, ^hat Nezor had engag-r 
ed to advance one of his own friends to the dignity of wa« 
ztr, as foon as he had feated himfeJf upon the throne. On 
both which accounts, Afdal conceived an utter averfion to 
Nezar, and perfuaded Al Moflanfer to defer from time to

After 
which, TajoMdawla poflefTed himfelf of Aleppo, and made 
the necefiary difpoiitions for carrying liis vi£lorious arms 
intolrsat''. 

Tdjo*J* Next year, being the 488th of the Hejra, Tajo'ddawla 
jfawia If Tataih advanced at the head c£ his forces to Al Ray in the 
mavfM^d Perfian Irak ; where he was met by Barictarok, and over* 
m^/am, thrown with .very great flaughter. -This battle was fought 
in the month of Safar, according to Al Makin. T^'o'd* 
dawla, who was killed in the aftion, had before fent Yu- 
fef, the fon of Artak^ the Turkman^ to Baghdad, with a 
body of trcnps, in order to prevail upon the khalif to ac^ 
' inowlege him ibitan : but Al Moftadher Bi'llah, who 
had abready honoured Barkiarok with the kaftan of foltan, 
or imperial veil, being informed of his approach, difpatch. 
ed his hajcb or chamberlain to Yufef ; commanding him 
to quit, without delay, the territory of Baghdad. He was 
fo far from paying any regard to the klialiPs commands, 
that he laid waftc part of that diftriO:, and even formed a 
defign to phnider the capital itfelf ; but whilft he was in<» 
tent upon the execution of this fcherne, he received the 
news of Tdjo'ddawla's death and defeat, upon which he 
immediately fled to Aleppo. '

He 
had not been long at A)eppo« when he received a letter 
from Sdbekm Al Hadem, the eovemor ' of the caflle of 
Dan)a£cu« for Tajo'ddawla^ who ofiered to deliver up 
that city, and the. territory appertaininff to it, into his 
kanda. Dekik) therefore, left his bfomer Red wan pri-- 
vately s who, b^ng informed of what had happened, fent a 
detachment of foor hundred men in purfuit of him ^ but 
they not coming up whk him, he arrived fafc at Damafcu9t 
where Svbektn Ai Hldem,'in conformity to his promife^ 
obliged the troops to take an oath of fidelity to him.

This Ta'belin had fox^ 
merly been one of Tajo'ddawla's flaves, and was" not at 
firft much eflcemcd by his maimer j but finding him after- ' 
wards a perfbn of merit, th ^ prince conferred on him the 
pod of hajeb, and at laftrailc : him to the government of 
Damafcus, in order to reward his Condu£l and braveryi 
TajoMdawla likewife appointed him to prclide wer the 
people of Mayyafarakin, and even made him preceptor to 
Dekak himfelf. He was t^ken prifoner in the battle of Al 
Ray, at the time that TnjoMunwh was killed. Being re* 
leaied by Barkiirok, he went to Damafcu?, and became 
one of Dekak's grcateft favoarit:^ i ftcr iSubckin Al Ha- 
dem had eftabiiflicd his r^nthority in thnt city. This cir- 
cumfl^ance greatlv <1i!LHiiliaiy Subekiii, he grew jealous of 
Ta'belin, whom he dreaded as a formidable rival in his maf- 
tcr's affctlions, and even concci/ed an utter averfion to 
Dekak himfelf ; which occafioned fuch a contumeiious 
treatment on his part of that prince as brought on his dif- 
grace, and at laft a deprivation of life itfeif.

Aleppo, having received advice tl.at Dekak Shams AI ^^fi^^ 
Mole, his brother, the fahcb of Dam .^icu had marched 
at tlic head of his forces towards the ic-i-coafl, prefcnted 
himfelf before the latter of thoic cities witJi a powerful 
grmy, aiid laid fiege to it: but the citizens io iiunoycd

The khalif Al Molladher fent 
for Ebn Ifwn, or rather Ebn Ayfun, one of his moil cele- 
brated allrologers, in order to interrogate him about the 
impending judtaTicnt, with wliicii he and his lubjecls, and 
even almolt the whole race of mankind, were threatened. 
Ebn Ayfun, being brought before him, faid, that in 
Noah's time all the feven planets met in the fign of Pifces; 
but that only fix of thein, Saturn being in another part of 
the heavens, would meet in that flgn the prelcnt year. 
Had Saturn, continued he, occupied anv part of the above 
mentioned fign, when all tiie other iix pianci-o appeared 
tliere, an univerfal deluge would have been the neceflary 
and immediate eStOi of fo great a vicinity of thofe celeftial 
bodies. However, fubjoined he, there will mod certainly 
be a dreadful inundation, which will lay under water fome 
confiderablt city, or diftri^, where a vaft multitude of 
people from difl^rent countries will be aflembled^ A9 

Al Makla, ubl fup* p* S9S. 
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Aere was a' prodigious concourfe of merchants and others, 
coming from all, even the remoteft regions of the Eaft^ at 
Baghdad, this predi^Hon fo terrified the inhabitants of 
that 'capital, who were extremely numerous, that they 
.ereded mounds or dams in thofe places which feemed to 
be the moft expofedto an eruptionof the waters, and took 
other precautions which they judged neceflary for their 
iecurity* And» in conformity to this predi^ion, it hap- 
pened, that moft of the pilgrims eoing to Mecca, who had 
pitched their tents in the valley of Al Manakeb, were car- 
ried away by an irrefiftible torrent, together with their 
beads of burden, baggage, and every thing tlwy brought ^ 
with them^ and drowned ; a few of them only efcaplng, 
who found means to retire to the neighbouring mountains. 
This tragical event fo raifed the reputation otJEbn Ayfun, 
that the khahf made him a prefentof a fumptuous veil:, in 
order to do him honour, as a reward for the ikiU he had 
Ihewn in his art, according to Abu*l-Faraj s. • 

In the 490th year of the Hejra, Barkiarok marched into EnrPldrok 
Khorafan, where Arflan Shah, the father of Takafh, who '>^<''[^i<^s 
commanded in that province, had on foot a coiifiderablebody ^"Jl^'^ff 
of troop", : but the fokan was dciivered from all future ap- ^m^* 
prehenfions of Arfian Shah by one of that princess fons, 
who flew his father before he had an opportunity of coming 
to an engagement with Barkiarok. Fie committed that 
parricide, in order to feize his father's government j wliich, . 
however, did not fall to his fliare ; for Barki-^rok, having 
ma<]e binifelf mafter of fChorafan, appointctl Sani n-, one 
of brothers, to prelide over that province, aiul return- 
ed to Irak. However, Arflan .Shah was aflalhnatcd by 
one of his domcllics, to free mankind, as he pretended, ' 
from his injullice. The Franks deieatcd fokan Soiim«in, 
and reduced the citv of Nice, in Bichvui t, if we beHcve 
fome of the eaileru writers, in the cuunc ul the prefcnt 
year * 

In the 49 ill of the Hejra, a numerous army of Frariks, ^hi moji 
under the command of king Baldwin, called Bardawil by memorahli 
fome of the Oriental hiftorians, entered Syria, befieged An- ^*.^'}^^^^ . 
tioch, and took that city. In confequence of what has been '^^^^ 
.related^ our readers will obferve, that the reduflion of 
this capital happened either in the firft or fecond cam* 
paign of the famous Crufade, or War of the Crofs» com* . 
monly denominated the Holy War. Some time before

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the Franks, or Franji, under which appellation the Eu- 
ropeans, or Wcilern Chriilians, frequently go amongll 
the ealtcrn authors, undertook this expedition, they had 
reduced Toledo, and other cities of Aiidalufia, expelled 
tlie Moilems from Sicily, and wrefted out of their hands 
a confiderable part of Africa. Kawamo'ddawla Codbuka, 
named Corbanas and Corbagath by the weftern hifto- 
rians of the Crufide, who v then in Mefopotamia, be- 
vci^ informed of the luirciultr ui Aotiocli to ihe Fr^inks, 
niurclied wiih all the troops he could aflemble into Svri i, 
ai ci laid fiege to it. There were then in the city five 
Chrillian princes; namely, Bardawll or Baldwin, Sak-* 
hal or Saiijii, i. e. the count de St. Giles, Conodfri 
or Godfrey, Al Kiimes -or Al Kormes, the faheb of 
Al Roha> and Baymuii^ the flheb or prince of An-> 
doch. Thefe being in want of provifiom^ fent to C6di& 
buka, ofl^ring to quit the -town, on condition diat he 
would engage for the fafety of their perfbns: but he re** 
fttfedi faying, they Ihould efcape no otherwile thui bj 
making their way with the fword. At this critic junc« 
tofe a monk, in high efteem amongft diem, who was 
a perfon of ^reat cndPt and fubtlety, told them, that they 
Ihould certainly vanqui Hi their enemies in battle, if they 
could find the ftaff of St. Peter, ftrengthened with iron at 
die end, which was buried in the church of the priefts % 
but that, if t/ cy could not difcover this, they ihould all ln«* 
fallibly periih*. He, therefore, ordered them to Taft and 
pray, that they might obtain the divine afT^ltance in this 
molt important and inten ding afiair j which having done 
for three whole days, he led them on the fourth to the 
cforefaid church, and at laft, by digging in all parts of 
it, they found the ftaff. Animated by this omen of ric* 
tory, they marched out of the city, on a Thurfday, about 
five or fix at a time. Codbuka's otficers advifcd, that their 
foldiers might ftand at the gates, and kill all who fallied 
out ; but lie faid that it was better to let them all come 
out firft, find then put t];(^ni to the fword. When they 
had evacuated the place, they formed a numerous army, 
which put the ^^.o^^ems to Higbt. The hll who fled 
^v.ls Sakman Ebn Artak. Trie Franks, on this qco 
fion, cut to pieces mnny thoufands of the enemy, made 
tbcnifelvcs mailers of their camp, and fcized all the pro* 
vifions, riches, bcafts of burthen, and arms, tl^'^y found 
in it. Alter this victory, v.'hich entirely re-eflab!ifbed 
their aft'airs, they advanced to Maurra Al Nomdn, or Ma'ra 
Ai N^'maii, a city \i\ die province diilri^ oi Hems, and 

poUeiTe^ 
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pofleffed themfefare8 of that place. They flew their pHnce^ 
itjled Al Malec^ or the KtMgi by AiMakin ; and, accord- 
ing to the lad mentioned author, maintained themfelves 
in that town till the year of the Hejra 526. From Maara 
Ai Neman they advanced to Rama, or Al Kamla, a very 
ancient city of PaleftJne ; virhich, without any remarkable 
refinance, furrendered to them. They alfo took feveral 
other towns of lefs note, and maflaorcd a very confiderablc 
number of Mohammedans ^ 

In the following year, being the 492d of the Hejra, the JtrufJem 
Egyptians, perceivin;^ the weaknefs of the Turks, formed 
the liege of Jcnifalcm , termed Al Beit Al Makdes by Abu'I 
Faraj j where Sakman and Aylgazi, the fons of Artak, the 
Turkman, with their uncle Sunej, were fhut up. The 
hefiegers battered the town with their military engines 
^bove forty days, and at lait obliged the garrifon to capi- 
tulate 5 permitting the troops that conipolcd it, with Sak- 
man at their head, to retire to fome otixcr place. Inftcad 
of Sakman, the Egyptians fubftituted Aftekharo\ldawla, 
to command in the Holy City. Soon after this evertr, the 
Franks prefented thcmiclves before it ; and, having erciSled 
two towers ii^:iinft, they took it on the north lide, and 
put the iiihaSirants to the ivrord. They continued to kili 
the Mollems m the adjacent country tor icvcrul weeks to- 
gether ; deftroying in the chapel Al Akfa, or the lav tier 
Chapel^ above feventy thoufand people at one time. They 
likewife drove all the Jews into their temple, and burned 
them in that edifice. Amongil the booty acquired on 
this occafion, which was immenfe, there were above fotty 
filTerlamps> weighing each three thoufiind'fix hutidred 
drachms ; .a furnace, weighing forty pounds ; and above 
twenty lamps of gold. We are told^ that the lofs of Je* 
ru&lem was not lefs regretted by the Jacobite Chriftians 
than by the Modems themfelves ; fince the Franks would 
not permit them to go on pilgrimage thither, nor even on 
any account whatever to approach that place \ 

Of the redttflion of Jerufalem, or Al Kuds, the lofs of 
wliich fp affe^ed the Moflems of all ranks and deno* 
mtnadonsi Abu'lfeda^ the celebrated Arabian hiftorian^ 
Iw tranfmitted as the following particulars : ** In the

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2d year of the Hejra, the Franks made themfelves maften 
Al Kuds. That city had been formerly delivered by Ta« 
nafh into the hands of Al Emir Artak; after \diofe deceafe 
it came to Sakman» or Sokman» and Aylgaziy his fons. 
' Thefe princes were pofiefled of it till the year of the Hejra 
4899 when they were ejected from thence by the forces of 
die khalif of Egypt. Tjbe fons of Artak being thus ex- 
pelled Al Kuds, Sokman wentto AlRohi, or £lei&» and 
Aylgaziy or Ilsazi, into Irak ; but the Franks wrefted that 
city (Al Kuds) this year, 492, out of the hands of the 
Egyptians, after a fiege of between forty and fifty days. 
It was on Friday, the aad of Shaaban, that the enemy en^ 
tered the town : for a whole week they continued butcher- 
ing the Moflems \ being under no a:\ai&ner of reibraint, on 
^account of the fandity of the place. Above feventy thott- 
fand periflied in the Mafjed Al Akfi, or Akfa, that is» the 
Farther Mofque^ a high and lofty temple fo called ; amongft 
whom were many of our imams, befides a great number of 
learned and pious men, taken under the more immediate pro- 
tection of Almighty God, dwelling ( onflantly in his houfe, 
and famous for their unfpotted ch dlity and aufterity of life. 
Tlic fp'^'ls taken on this occaiion were fo-immenfe, that no 
proper citimate could be made of them. The news of this 
terrible dellrudion reached Baghdad in tlie month of Ra- 
jnadan. The terrified couriers who brought it, implored 
both the khalif 's and the foltan\s allillance in the moll mov- 
ing terms. The inhabitants of Baghdad were fo affcjJied 
with the nn.daneholy news, that with continual tears, and 
even opprobrious language, they infiitcd upon immediate 
relief. Indeed fo tranfportcd were they with grief, fo in- 
fatuated, and k) rcgardlefs of their duty to God, that, be- 
ing fatigued and even cxhaulled with forrow, they polluted 
by their daily meals the fait of Ramadan. To this extre- 
mity of railerv were the Mollems reduced by the dilcords, 
diircniions, and intelline wars, tiiat reigned airiongftthc * 
Seljukian foltans i which enabled the Franks tu ravage 
whole provinces without oppofition." Hence it appears, 
(hat, according to Abu'lfeda, as well as the author fol-» 
lowed by M. Renaudot, the Egyptians occupied Al Kuds, 
from thi 489th year of the Hejra, when they drove from 
thence the family of Artak, to the 49 2d year of that tera, 
when they were forced to give w ay to the Franks. This 
is, however, flatly contradiSed both by William of Tyre and 
Abu'l-Faraj ; who affirm, that It was taken by the Egyp* 

tians from the Turks» the fame year in which it was obiig^ 
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to furrender to the Franks. As, therefore, William of 
Tyre, is a writer of the beft authority, and lived almoft 
ttpoij thfc fpot, not far from the time of the tranfadion it- 
felfy and confequently could not havt been ignorant of 
what had fo lately happened } and as Abu'lfeda was not 
Only niuch pofterior to William of Tyre, but Iikewife 
fomething later than Abu'l-Faraj, an author greathr efteem- 
ed in the Eaft^ both by Chriilians and Mohammeaans \ we 
are ftrongly inclined to adopt what has been adTattced> in 
&e poiiit before us, by the two laft writers L 

Mowayyad Al Molc, being greatly chagrined at his BUhmit^ 
miflion from the poft of wazir, did his utmoft to foment "f^* 
new troubles in tnc ftate. He began by fpiridng-up An^ l',o7' ^'"^ ^ 
zar, who was formerly one of Malec Shah's Haves, and rtbti7\ 
K:id greait influence in the province of Irak. By his aC- 
fiilance^ Anzar railed a conliderable army; and might 
have given the foltan much trouble, had he not been taken 
ofF by an afTaffin, in the city of Sawa, to which place he ' 
had advanced, in order give his fovereign battle. Al 
Mole afterwards applied to Mohammed, brother to Bar* 
kiarok, then refiding in Adhcrbijan j and, by his conti* 
nual folicitations, at lail prevailed upon him to take lip 
arms againft his brother. This Mohammed, fumamed 
OayathoMdin, and Sanjar, were brothers by the fame mo- 
tl'icr, and both of them fons of Malec Shah. Mohammed, 
after his father's death, followed the intcrcfl: of his brother 
Mahinud ; but being reconciled to Barkiarnk, he obtained, 
from that prince, the city of Ganjn, and its dependencies, 
for his fiipport. From this place he moved, xrith a fmall 
army, which foon became formidable by the accefnon of 
a vaft number of malecontents, who daily flocked to him. 
1 or the lords of Barkiarok's court being incenfed againft 
Mojared Al Mole, his wazir, cut him in pieces, and 
obliged the foltan himfelf to abandon Ir?k to his brother. 
This circumdance, together with the influence of Mo- • 
wayyad Al Mole, who exerted himfelf in his favour, 
not only fupplied Mohammed with troops, but Iikewife put 
him in poireirion of an exteiifive territory wirhout linking ' ' 
a flroke. He therefore made Mowayvad Al Aiok, who 
had been fo ferviceable to him, his wazir, and fent an ani- 
baflador to Baghdad, to demand the patent of inveftiture ; 
which was granted him, in tlic month of Dhu'lhajja^ by 
the khalif.

§arkldr0i, Bagliddd, affembled a powerful army ; at the head of 
which he advanced to Mahdan, in order to attack his 
brother Mohammed* A fierce confltdi enfued, in which 
Barklarok was overtlir'own with very great flaughter, and 
made his efcape with only fifty horfc. Upon which, Mo- 
hammed refumcd the office of emir al omra, or foltaHj 
the 14th day of Rajeb, at Baghdad. Barkiarok fled from 
Al RaytoKhuzeftan; whore Ay yaz, formerly iiave toMalec 
8hah, ruled with almoft abfolute power. Ayyaz having 
joined the foltan ^ith all the troops under his command, 
that prince found himfelf once more in a condition to 
make head againft Mohammed, and aflert his right to the 
Seljukian crown. In his flight from Al Ray, Barkiarok 
" palled by Esfahan, the relldence of the Seljukian princes j - 
but did not enter that caplial. 
"Bitrh'irch Ne-\t year being the 494th of the Hcjra, which began 
fverthrous ^QyQ^^\^x 6, iioo, Barkiarok was fo elleflnally fuc- 
coured by the efforts Ayyaz had made to fupport him, 
tliat he brought into tiie field an army of fifty thouland 
men. Soltan Mohammed met him, with all the foreus • 
he could affemble, which did not amount to above fittceii 
thoufand men : the two armies had not lonjj faced each 
Other, before an obllinate engajrement enfucd ; in which 
Mohammed, being borne down by numbers, was obliged 
to betake liirnfelf to a precipitate flight. Hereupon, tak- 
ing the route ot Klu rann, in order to ffk aid of king 
Sanjar his brother, lie halved al Jorian. Mere Sanjiir ioin- 
ing him with a body of troops, they advauL ed to Dania^an ; 
where the army laid waRe the country to fuch a degree, 
tliat the inhabitants, driven to the extremity of want, fed 
upon one another* After thefe ravages, marching againlk 
Barkiarok, they were defeated ; and their mother, who 
attended diem in this expedition, heing niade captive, was 
ecchanged for fome of Barkiarok's men, who nad been 
. taken prifoners hy Sanjar before* This year the Franks 
carried Hayfaby ftorm, and Arfuf by capitulation $ making 
themfelves mafters of moft of the maritime places. We 
are informed by Khondemir, tliat feveral a£lions happened 
this campaign between tlie princes of the houfe of Seljnk \ 
in one pf which Mowaypd Al Mole, Mohammed's wazir, 
fell into the hands of Barkiarok, and afterwards met with 
^he reward which his trcafon had fo juilly deierved

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In the following year, being the 495th of the Hejra, AlM'ifia'li 
Al Mofta'li BiMIah, the khallf of Egypt, -departed this life, thekhalif 
after he had fat upon the Fatemite throne fevcn years , ^-OP* 
and two months, according to Al Makiu. He was fuc-i 
cecded by Abu AH Al- Manulr, his fon, then only five 
years old ; who had the title, or furname, of Al Amer 
Beahcami'llah, and made Afdal, or Al Afdal,his wazir. The 
young prince \va^ in uicritraLcd immediately after his father^s 
death; but could not (it on jiorfchnck, by reafon of his 
tender a;^e. The kl^lif %vns no fooner dead than Abu 
Manfur Bcrar, his brother, ilcd to the citadel of Alexnn- 
diia} wliere Aftckin, Al .Ahbrs mamluk, or purehaied 
Have, at that time commanded. Upon his arrival he 
promifcd peace and fecurity to the people of Alexan- 
dria, and was proclaimed Lhalif by Aftekin. He aillimcd 
the title of Al Moflafi /V.kiir. ; hut did nut long enjoy 
liic high dig-nity to uhich lie had alpircd. For Al Afdal 
foon marched with a boJy of troojis to that place, laid 
ficgc to tlie caliie, and goi; boili Bcrar and Aftel: in into 
his li.uuis j tliouirh what afterwards became of them, 
, we have not been told. Amer IV-aheandirah was the 
fevcnth of the Fatemite khaiiis :hat reigned in Egypt, and 
the tentii of thofe tliat had acquired large dominions in 
Africa. Though his infancy rendered him incapable of 
bufinefs hlmfelf, Al Afdal £bn Bedr Al Jemal his wazir^ 
and the commander in chief of all his forces, who had 
ienred his father in the fame capacities, governed the 
^ypdans with- fudi jufticci lenity, and moderation^ that 
he was univerfally applauded and elleemed, Amer, the ^ 
new khalif, lived uiirty-five, and reigned near thirty years* 
He is cenfured hj all the hiflorians who have taken any 
confiderable notice of him, for being, after the example 
of his predeceiTorsi a favourer of the Shiites, cruel, obdi-k 
natCi crafty, falfe, proud, addi£led to gaming, attached to 
all kinds of unlawful pleafure^, and ungrateful to Al Af- 
dal: it has been by them, however, allowed, that he did not 
want parts, was learned, and wrote in an elejgant ftyle. ^ 

In the fame year the Franks advanc<kl to Tripoli, and J^f^ 'fJ'^] 
formed tlie fiege of that city. Whereupon Dekak Shams grejs ^ ih 
Al Moluc, the prince of Damafcus, andHofein Henaho'd- ±'rMks^ 
dawla, the fahcb of Hems, having been applied to by Fakhr ' 
Al Mole Ebn Amar, the fovercign of the place, for afli fi- 
ance, they fent a body of troops to his relief. But the 
Moflem auxiliaries, at a fmall diilance from the town, were 
attacked and routed by the Franks. The anir-iofuy ihxt. 
reigned between thekhalifs of Fgvpt and Baghdad, on the 
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ffxiK of.rdinoni as well as their diffe^nt political views, 
md the divilon of Syria, or Al Sham (moil of the principal 
cities of which province were at this time governed by their 
refped^ive emirSy who had declared themfelves independent 
princes), into federal lefler flatcs, greatly facilltnted the re- 
du^^ion that country to the obedience of tlic Franks, and 
the eredion of the kingdom of Jerufalem 
rkt chief In the 496th year oi the Hejra, foltan Barkiarok Hnit 
Occurrences up foltan Mohammed* his brother, in Esfahan ; but, for 
•J tht j/ear ^y^nt of forage and provifions, obliged to raife the 
\ fiegc of that city. Molian, n^L d hereupon aiTeiiibled a 
body of troops, with which he engaged his brother; but 
being overthrown, he lied into Armenia, and left Bar- 
kiarok in pofl'efTion of Irak. Hofcin Hcnaho'ddawla, 
the faheb of Hems, quitted Faklir Al Mole Rcduan's* 
party, which he had hitherto fupported, and joined 
bckak J on which Rcilwau hired three Bataniils, or 
Batcnites, to afTairiuate him in the great jama', or temple, 
at liems : the news of which allaihnation being brought to 
. atabek Tagtakm and Dekak, they marched to Hems, and 
made themfeives mailers both of the town and ca/Ue. 
This event happened juft at the time when the Franks 
arrived at Runan, or Roften, feated upon the A Hi, or 
Orontes, between Hems and Hama, with a defign to at-, 
tack Hems \ but on advice that Dekak was there, they 
letumed. About the fame rime died Michael, the pa- 
triarch of the Jacobites at Alexandria, and was fucceeded 
by Macarius in that fee. Either in or about this year, 
Ardfliir, or Ardefliir, Ebn ManfCir, a native of Meni, in 
Khorafan, fo diftineuifhed himfelf by his preaching, iti 
the mofque ere£led by Nodham Al Mole at Baghdad, that 
diirty thoufand perfons frequently reforted thither to hear 
him. Amongll them there was a great number of women 
and beautiful youths, who all, at his perfuafion, cut off 
their hair; a circumflancc fo extraordinary, that fevcral 
of the IVlohnmn^cdnns have looked upon it as almoll: ex- 
ceeding the bounds of credulity. Many of the Moflems 
likewife, who had aceuilomed themfeives to wine, influ- 
enced by his exhortations, ever afterwards abitained from 
that liquor. 

^oftii * Next year, being the 497th of the Hejra, Dekak Shams 
97^^ Al Moluc, the faheb of Damafcus, died in that city. His 
mother, who was married to the atabek Tagukm, is

needle, which he plucked and ate. This^ fay they^ cor« 
roded his intedines, and deflrojed him; Be that as 
it may, after his death, Tagtaktn^ who was furnamcd 
Tliahiro'ddm, or Dliahiroddin, conquered the kingdom 
of Dainafcus, and its dependencies. Dekak, however, 
who was of the houfe of Seljuk, left behind him 
*a fon under age, the cr.re of wnbfe education he com- 
mitted to Tagtaktn. The fame year the Franks took 
Aca, or Acca, according to Al Makin. Baldwin, who 
had wrefted Jerufalem out of the hands of the Mohaniii^ 
medans, invefted the place with his troops. He was ac- 
companied by the Genocfe Franks ; by the addition of 
whole fliips, his fleet amounted to ninety fail. Havini^, 
therefore, for fome time, clofely befiegcd the city both by 
fea and land, lie at lafl: took it bv florm. Sahro'ddawin Al 
Habufi conim:inded at that time in the town for the khalifof 
Egypt. Alter the lofs of the place he retired to Damafcus, 
and from thence into Egypt. He was Bedr Al Jemal's 
frcetl-man, befides which we fcarce meet with any parti-* 
ticulars: in hiftory relating to him. Some authors write, 
that in the courfe of the prefent year, Baymund, or Boa- 
mund, and Tancred, two generals of the Franks, were 
vanquiihed by the Moliammcdans in Syria, and lod ten 
thoufand men \ 

In the following year, being the 408th of the Hejra, a , 
partition of riie^iSeljukian empire was made between the ^p^^fi/'^. 
loltans Baikuirok and Mohammed, the fons of Malec di'Vidid 
iShah. As Lhcir armies liad ulten fkirmifhed, for fome between . 
time paft, withoui coming to a general ciigagcmcnt, and ^^f^^ 
in fuch a manner that no confiderable advantage had been ^^^^^ 
gained on either fide> both thofe princes had leifure to 
think ferioufly of an accommodation. With this view^ con* 
ferences were held } which, by' the interpofittoa of their 
common friends, ultimately terminated in a treaty of 
peace \ whereby Firs, Al Jebil, Ir^, Khorafini Kermln^ 
Mawara*lnahr, and that part of India on this fide the 
Ganges, were to be poffefled by Barkiarok. Moham^ 
med| by virtue of the fame treaty, remained mafter of 
Al Shim, or Syria, Divar Beer, Al Jaztra or Mefopo^ 
tamia, Al Mawfel or Moful^ Adherbijan, Armenia, and 
Geoi^. It was alfo agreed, that Bamarok ihould not

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meet Mdhammcd with drums, nor be named in the ptil- 
pits with him, in any of the provincesy which, by the 
forcroing convention, were cedeid to him^ 
Bfrkiarti .. After the pacification Barkiarok advanced towards 
Baghdad, where his friend and benefactor Ayyaz, or Ay^ 
yad, commanded; though A\ Moftadher was acknow- 
ieged for khalif, emir al mnmenm, and fovereign pon- 
tiff of the Modems in that city. His defgn was to en-, 
joy with Ayyaz their common good fortune, and to 6s 
the future repofe of his dominions upon a lafting foun« 
dation. But he ^8 flopped upon the road by death % 
when he had lived thirty-four years, and reigned four- 
teen. Being afflitted with a confumption and the piles 
he found himfelf obliged to reft for fonie time at Esfahan, 
>vKcrc, both his diftcnipers increafiiig, lie at lall expired. 
Before his death he declared Malec Shah, his fon, the 
fecond of that name, his fuccefibr, who was then only 
lour years and ten months old. By rcnfon of his tender 
age, he put him under the tutelage of Ay^ az and Sadeka, 
two of his moft trufty friends, in whofc fidelity, which 
lac had often experienced, he could entirely confide. The 
fufxefiion being in this mr.nncr fettled, he ordered the 
young prince to be clothed with a kaft-an in his prefcnce, 
and appointed Ayynz his principal atabeh, or (];;overnor ; 
all his L-reat oihcers at the fame time attending, and pro- 
mifiiig t(' obey his comn^.nnds. After wlrieli ceremony, 
the khotbah wn*^ made in the Int'ajit folian's nnme ; and 
he was dignified with the title of Jala!oVfd«w]a, or /A - Or- 
jiament of the State. Neverthelefs, foltun IMolnnimeti im- 
nicdiatelv repaired to Bagluliid, entered that city, and 
totik polTofLtui of the foltanat, or poll of emir al omra \ 
though Ayyaz had alFcmbled a bodv of twenty-five thou- 
fatid horfe, if we believe Al M.ilvin, to oppole him: 
for an accommodation taking place between them, Al 
Moftadher Bi'llah, the klialif of B irhdad, prefen ted Mo- 
hammed v.'ith tl;e kaftan, and delivered into his hands the 
command of the palace. The new foltfm was no looner 
Lcriii j^ied in hi;5ciiLMn;v, than he put Ayyaz, in viola- 
tion ijf the Lite cev.ivep.lio:i, to tic:il}i 
Mtmmhli In ihe af>cth vcur of the Ilcjra, foUcln ' nmmed 
mareacu froui Acihcrbijin to AllViaw iei, whieiiixc mvciLeJ.

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The people of the country, however, on his approach, role 
in defence of JakarmKh, their fahcb or foverei<^n, and at- 
tacked him with great bravcrv. A ftronp party of in- 
fantry likcwife falJied upon the befiegcr?], and killed 
abundance of men. The fiege, neverthelefs, continued 
from the month of Safar to that of the Former Jornada ; 
when Jakarniilli, icccivin ' ;:d .ice ^of Barkiarok's death, 
refolved to make liis fubiriiiiion to Mohammed. For this 
purpole, he firll: addrcllcd himfelf to the wazir, and after- 
wards waited upon uxc loltan, from whuia he met with a 
mod gracious reception* That prince, having embraced 
liim, faid, " Go back to your fubje£ls, wkofe hearts are fet 
Upon you 'f they with impatience expe^l your return.'^ 
Jakanmfli then proftratcd himfelf, and next day prepared 
a moft magnificent entertainment for his friends without 
die city : he aifo fent very valuable prefents both to th€ 
ibitin and the wazir. When he went to Mohammed^ the 
inhabitants of Al Mawfei threw duft upon their heads» 
and (hewed all the exprefiionfi of forrow, nfual on the moft 
mebncholy occafions ; imagining that th^ fokan would 
not only ilrip htm of his territoriesj but deprive hiita like^ * 
wife of life itfelf. This year the IfmaelitlnS) Bitanites, 
BItenltes or. Aflailins, took the caflle of Apamia» and 
flew Ahlaf Ebn Mulahebf *by the command of .Abu ThE^. 
her, their chief. Somcwrfters affert this Abu Thaher to 
have been the fame perfon vt ich AI H. fan Ebn MaA>ak5 
the founder of the Bitanite fe£l. Be i!> ; ; it may, fc- 
veral fevere acUons happened between theic ifmaelians and 
the Franks, according to fome good authors^ during thtf 
eourfe of the prefent year 

Next year, beinq- the 500th of the Hejra, Al Jawali Sa- anJ of thi 
kawwa^ the fah.eb of Al Roha or Orfa, marched aj^jainll JfW S^^* 
Jafcarmifti, the lord of Al Mawfei, with only a boc\y of 
one thoufand men, and put to fliglit his troops, though 
double that number. jakarmilh wa<? taken pi'ifoner 
in the action; having been abandoned by all his men, 
and unable to make his efcape. He was carried in a 
litter to the engagement, having been rendered incapa- 
ble of mounting a horfe by a paralytic difordcr. As fooii 
as he fell into the enemici hands, he was brought bcfcrc 
Al Jav/ali, who ovdcrcd him to be confined, and his 
keepers to ha\ e a watchful eye over liim. The news o^ 
his Captivity rca( 'ilng the en -^^ of the citizens, they con-* 
{erred tlie fupreme command upcu Al Emir Zcnki, his

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fon. Aftcmards Al Jawali, befieging Al Mawfel, cx- 
poi'cfl Jakarmiiii to tiie view of the people daily on a mule ; 
ofFeriug w ict hi in at hberty, in tafe they would furrcn- 
dcr the city to him. Upon their refufal to comply witb 
what he required, he imprifoaed him in a place under 
ground, where he was fooQ> found dead. His fubje£^s 
then wrote to KiUj Arflan, the fon of Solimin £bn KotoU 
miili Al Seijukti the faheb of Koniya^ and Akfara, pro« 
miiing to deliver' up the city to him^ if he would move to 
their afliftance* Al Jawali beinj^ informed that KiUj Ar» 
ilan was on his march for Al Mawfel> thought fit to raife 
the fiege at his approach. KiHj Arflan, having poiTefled 
himfelf of the city^ encamped at Al Mogreka^ where he 
honoured Zenki and his attendants with kaftans^ ordered 
the name of foltan Mohammed to be fupprefl^d in the 
pulpits, and his own to be mentioned in its room. He 
then advanced againft i\i Jawali, v/ho retired to Al 
Roha, and attacked hi;; forces upon the bunks of the Kha- 
bur i but was defeated with great flaughtcr, and hotly 
purfued by the vidVors. Being, therefore, obliged to enter 
the river, where he defended himfelf with his bow and 
arrows againil the enemy, liis horfe carried kfXOi into the 
ftream, and he was drowned. His body appearing fome 
days after, he was buried at Al Shamanivah. Before this 
defeat, KiHj Arflan had ingratiated nimfelf with the 
foldiery, by diftributingj money amongft them, and re- 
forming feveral abufes that h:K^ erept into the arniy. His 
father had been routed hv the Franks, about ten vcars be- 
fore this tragical event happened. Al' JaM'ali, alter rlie 
viclory lie had gained, returned to Al Mawfel, uiul, with- 
out any diihcuity, made himfdf mailer of that important 
place. 

In the following year, being the 501 il: of the Hejra, Ay- 
yaz, or Ayyad, and Al Emir Saifo'dtlla Sadeka Denis Ebn 
AH Ebn Yerid Al Afadi, the faheb of Hclia, took the 
field, in favour of Malec Shah II. fon to Barkuirok, with a 
powerful army. Being met by fokan Mohammed, who 
had fcized that part of the Seljukian empire aliigned to 
Barkiarok, the proper difpofitions were niaue on both 
fides for an engagement. But u hilii the two armies faced 
each other, expelling the (ignal for battle, there ajipcared 
in the Iky a cloud, in form of a dragon, wlueli cafl down 
fo much lire upon the troops of Malec Shah, that the fol- 
diers, terrified with fo dreadful a meteor, threw down 
their arms, arid begged quarter of Mohammed j who tlius 
became mailer of the pcrfons both of his nephew and his 
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two generals, whom he fent prifoners to the caftle of Inc- 
hed. Soltan Mohammed GayathoMdin Ebn Malec Shah 
marched agalnft Al Emir Saifo'ddm Sndeka, in the courfc 
of the prelent year, routed his forces, and Hew him, after 
he had reigned at Hcila twenty-two years, and lived fifty- 
fix. If the hiftoriaiis followed by D'Herbelot are to he ere- 
aitcci, JMuhamnu^l, as foon as his nephew's troops had 
fubmittcd to iiim, rcpaircci directly to Baghdail, obrai:\cd 
of the khahf Ai Mofladher the title of Gayatho'dclm, or 
MogayathoMdin, that is, the Propagator of the Faith, after he 
had paid his duty to that prince, and received from him 
the moil ample and honourable patent. In this tnftru- 
ment he wasftyled.Al Soltin, and Emir Al Mi^mentn, or 
(Umnutnder of the Fmthful ; in virtue of which^ he aiTumed 
«i abfolute power over all the khaliPs fubje^s. Whilft 
the foltan refided at Baghdad, he was informed that Ah* 
med, furnamed Atthaih, a famous impoilor> had> by his 
juggling trickSy gained many profelyteSf amongftwhom he 
pafled for a prophet % and that he had furprifed the for- 
trefs of Di:^hueh) an important place btnlt hj MIlec 
Shahy near &fahan, in order to bridle the inhabitants of 
diat large city, who much inclined to revok. This for- 
trefs Atmafh had reduced to his obedience, by debauch- 
ing the minds of the garrifon with his impious opinions. 
On this advice, Mohammed advanced at the head of his 
lorces, formed the (iege of the caflle, and at laft, having 
efcaped the treachery of Sa'id Al Mole, furnamed Awji, 
his wazir, who had been infe£ied with Atthaih*6 infamous 
notions, and had corrupted a furgeon> who blooded him 
every month, with the promife of a thoufand zechinsy 
and a purple veft, to deilroy him with a poifoned lancety 
forced it to furrender at difcretion. Atthafh was con- 
dttd:ed to Esfahan, tied upon a camel ; where, having 
been expofed to the derifion of the people for fevcral 
days, he was executed, with many of his followers^ who 
had joined in the rebellion \ 

The frtme year, being the 5th of the patriarch Maca- *ihe Coptic 
rius, t])C method ot computing by the Kharajian years, Juf^putatiom 
which were lolar, was fappreiied in Egypt, by an edidl of hJJieKha* 
the wazlr. The Chriltians of Egypt obferved the aera ^/'r^??^^* 
of the Martyrs, called likewife the sera pf Dioclelian^ which fj^^

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commenced in the year of our Lord 284, efpecially in all 
, ccdefiaftical afl'airs ; but in civil, they iikewife fupputed 
their years from the Hejra, or flight of the Moflem pro- 
phetj in commcm with die Mohammedans.. However^ as 
the latter made v& of lunar, and the former of folar years, 
a conliderahle difi^nce between the Coptic and Moflem 
methods of computation in'procefs of time enfued, the 
Mohammedans gaining a year of the Copts, or Egyptian 
Chriilians^ in every mirty-threc years. The tribotey de* 
nominated by the Arabs Kharaj, exa£led of the Chriftians 
by the MoiIems> was colle£^ed according to the order of 
thofe months which formed the Egyptian or fobr year ; 
whence it came to pafs, that this was called^ botti by 
the Chriftians and Mohammedans, the Kharajian year* 
That manner of computinj^ having been found very incon- 
• venicnt, Al Afdal, the Fatemite khalif's wazir, at this 
time iiTued an cdidl: for its abolition ; ib that we find 
n6 mention made of the folar or Kharajian year in any of. 
the public accounts, cw other civil afiairs of Egypt, after the 
prefent year V 

7%/ prtnei' In the 502d year of the Hejra, Mawdud £bn Altun Ta- 

faltrartf- or Tncnfii, with foltan Mohammed'fi army, advanc^ 

t^^uar to Al Mawfel, and expelled Al Jawali and his adherents 
from that city. The fame year the Eranks took Tripoh by 
capitulation, after a fiege of feven .years ; in which the 
greater part of the inhabitants had been deftroyed by famine 
and the fword, together with the continued fatigues they 
found tlicmfclvcr, obliged to fuflain. Tripoli was, at this 
' time, a very hT^.t city, full of Mohammedans, and containr 
ed learned men.

time furrcaaercd to jjim. This Is tlie account of Abu^l^ 
Faraj ; but according to Al Makin, die iiiiiabitiuits of Hefn 
Mefiuf and Hefn Ai i\erad purebnfed peace, by agree*- 
ing to pay an annua* . triUiitc. KoLwitiiilanding ^Yhieh, 
continues tirat writer, tl e Franks fome time after circum- 
Irentcd iricm, and viulatcil tlie treaty they had concluded

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^th them before. The Franks likewife poffefled them- 
felves of Hefn Acad or Aceld, Hefn AI Mtnattara, and 
Beyrut or Bayrut, the Berytus of the ancients j the laft of 
vmch places^ being garrifoned by the kTialif of Egypt's 
troops, fuilained a long fiege, and made a very vigorous 
defence. TIic fame year died Koraj^, tlie faheb of Hems % 
and was fucceeded in that principality by Samfam Har- 
han^ his fon. Some authors relate, that Mohammed Shah, 
the foltan of the Seljuks, having been joined by Sakman 
£bn Attak, or Sokman £bn Ortok, the prince of KhalUt 
or AkhHty in Armenia, SharfoMdin Mawdud, the faheb 
of AiMawfel, and Nojmo'ddin, the emir of Maredin, ad- 
' fanced againft the Franks, under the command of Baldwin 
and Tancred, und gained fomc advantages over them> be<^ 
fore the elofe of this campaign 

Next year, being the 504th of the Hejra, the Franks andof tht 
made themfelves mafter of Saida, Sayda, or Saydin, the 5<*4* 
Sidon of the ancients, and Rardia, with all the coaft of 
Al Sham, or Syria. This year, a dreadful tempeft hap- 
pened in Egypt; which filled the air with clouds of duft, , 
' through all the tra6l it traverfed. The air for fome days 
after was exceflTively hot, and the fky as red as fire. A 
Ipecies of the Aurora Borealis, refembling flames, moving 
from one part of the hcmifphcrc to another, the fame 
time appcnred ; wliich wns followed by f ^c^i .1 thick irk- 
ncfs, ns had not before been known in the memorv of 
num. Thefe ftrange and fiirprifnijr phenomena fo terrified 
pvif-v -people, that tliey abriiuloned their honfes \ imagin- 
ing that the dny of judc:ment, of which they took thcfe to 
be the forerunners, mufl certainly be at hand. 

In the following year, being the 505th of the Hejra, Mawd&d 
Mawdud, who had been fent againft the Franks by foltan '^t^^t^^ 
Mohammed, was killed by either one or more of the Ba- ^_jis^i^th^ 
tnnills, near the city of Damafcus^ according to Ai vgar ioc, 
Makin^.'- ■ • ■ 

In the 5c6th year of the Hejra, Al Emir Mawdud, the Whathap^ 
faheb of Al Mawfel, encamped near Al Roha, or EdefTa, penedtntht 
the modern Orfa, whofe corn-fields were devoured by Iiis ^^ftf^oi* 
army, according to Abu'l-Faraj. From Al Rolia he mov- 
ed to Sariij. In this expedition, lie held the Franks in 
great contempt, aiui took not the preean^-ion againft 
them : nor did he fcarcc ever think of tlierii, till JoHhi, or 
Jofleline, the faheb (ff Tel iiaiiicr, furprifcd ium, wliilil

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the iiorie8 were difperftd in the pafttfres. This ne^gencd 
cave Joilin an opportunity of taking molt of them^ and 
ulling a great nomber of Mawdud's men. With regard 
to Saruj and Te) Baiher, or Tel Bafer^ as it is called by 
ikbulfeda, we fhall only obferve, that the former of thofe 
places was a town of Mefopotamia, about ten miles from 
Edefla^ near the fame didrance from Harran^ and a da/a 
journey eailward of Bir, or Birta % and the latter^ if we 
can believe Abu'ifeda» a fortrefsy or garrifon, two days 
journey to the north of Aleppo^ abounding with water 
and gardens. The fame year there was a moft dreadful 
eartl^uake at Mcfr. The very night this happened, the 
church of St. Michael was demoUihedy as Al Afdal, 
Al Amer Beahcami'llali's wazir, pretended, by the 
earthquake; though many people believed that this was 
done by his command. Al Makrizi writes, that the 
bcft part of this church was really damaged by one of the 
ftiocks \ and that Al Afdal, after fome of it was fallen 
down, ordered the reft to be removed, bccaufe it flood 
too near his gardens. Another author relates, that one 
Yufef, or Joicph, a renegado, and fuperintcndcnt of Al 
Afdal's workmen, then employed in building an exceeding 
- large cditicc in the ifhind of Rauda, near Mefr, gave pri- 
vate order. s to tlic people under him to level it with the 
ground, the night after the earthquake. Then his emif- 
larles everywhere publiflied, that the church, which had 
long been going to ruin, and decayed with age, had, at 
laft, fallen down, through the careleflhcfs and avarice of 
• the Chriftians j who, notwithftanding the ruinous condi- 
tion it had for many years been in, negledled to repair it. 
Tkeprma. Ncxt year, being the 507th of the Hejra, the Mo- 
fai e^^tnti flems, uniting their forces, made an irruption into the ac- 
9f thftar quifitions of the Franks j wlio, after a very fliarp and 
obflinate engagement, were defeated near Tiberias. 
After the aSion, Al Emir M.iwdiul Ebn Aliua Ta- 
kin, or Tacafli, the faliub ui Ai ^lawfci, one of the 
allied princes, permitted his troops to ictuin and re- 
frefh themfelves till the following fpring, when he propgf- 
ed to attempt another invafion of die Chriftian territo- 
ries. In the mean time, he went himfelf to Damafcus, 
•to fpend the feafon with Tagtaklii^ the faheb or lord of 
that city. But one day» after he had entered the 
temple or jama% in order to perform his devodons^ 
a Batanift approaching him, under pretence of begeing 
alrns^ ftabbed him four times with a knife } of whim 
wounds he died the feme day^ and the afiaffin waaput to 

death. 
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death. After the execution, the Bitamft's head was cut 
off*, and^ together with the body, reduced to aihea ; but 
who he was, or by whom employed to perpetrate fo hor- 
rid a fad, could never be difcovered. The fame year, 
Redwan Fakhr Al Mole, the fon of Al Mllec TaioMdawla 
Tataih, the faheb or prince of Aleppo, departed this lifC) 
and was fucceeded by Tajo'ddawla, fumamed Al AhraSj 
his fon. It is remarkable, that Redwan never attempted 
to oppofe the Franks \ though they made continual ex- 
ciirfions even to the gates of Aleppo, and carried many 
Moflems away with them into captivity. His fon Tajo'c^ 
dawla Al Ahras, who likewife went under the name of 
Alp Arflan, was but fixteen years did when he mounted 
the throne. After the murder of Al Emir Mawdud, foltan 
Mohammed conferred the government of Al Mawfe! 
and Jfizira upon Akfankar ; and afligned for his wazir 
Zeiiki, (fenominated corruptly Sanguinus and Sanguineus 
by the Wellern hiltorians. This Zenki was the father of 
the famous NuroMdin Mahmud, who abolilhed the khali- 
fat of the Fatemites in Egypt, and obliged the people of 
that country to recognize the authority of Al MoiladiEba 
Al Moftanjed, the khalif of Baghdad 

In the following year, being the 508th of the Hejra, ^^dtfihi 
Alp Arflan Taj o'ddawla Al Ahras, the faheb of Aleppo, J"*' 
who fucceeded his father Redwan, was aflaflinated, ac- 
cording to Al Makin. He is faid to have been about 
feventeen years old at the time of his death. After tfai« 
tragical event, the city and callle of Aleppo fell into the 
hands of Lulu, page to Tajo'rawawfa £bn Al Jalal, under 
whofe tuition Alp Arflan Tijo'ddawla Al Ahras had betti 
placed by his father. Lulu^ probably by foldln Moham- 
med's command, afterwards refigned them to AlSoltan 
Shah, another of Redwan*s fons. At this time, a dread* 
ful earthquake happened in the Eaft, which fhook acbn- 
iiderable part of Syria and Cilicia by its terrible concuf- 
fions, and levelled with the ground the cities of Al Mafsifk 
or Mameftra, Ma'reih, and others. 

In the 509th year of the Hejra, atabek Tagtakin, the ^^if^iim 
fdheb or prince of Damafcus, went to Baghdad, in order 
to offer his fervice to Al Moftadher Bi'llah, and foltan Ga- • 
yntho'ddin Mohammed, who received him with, great ho- 
nour. The fame vear, Al Afdal, the khalif of Korypt's 
wazir, concluded a truce with Baldwin, the king of Jeru-

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falem, after that prince had made himfelf mailer of a rich 
MoHem caravan ; the Fatemite khalif defpairing of doing 
his fubjcdts, who had been plundered by the Franks^ juf- 
tice by force of arms« Baldwin pillaged the caravan near 
fome fait pits, denominated from thence the Salt Fits of 
Baldwin $ which name they retained for many years. 
What hap' Next year, being the 510th of the Hejra, atabek Tag- 
pened tht takin returned to Damafcus, extremely well pleafed with 
yf^^^' the reception he had met witli at Baghdad. The fame 
year Lulu departed from Aleppo, In orckr to poffcfs him- 
felf of the caftle of Jaafar *, but on his march was afTafli- 
nated near Balis, a fmall town of iSyria, feated upon the 
wclicrn bank of the Euphrates. Abu Mii'ali Kbn Al Ma- 
hali, the fecrctary of war, took the command of tiic citadei 
of Aleppo in his room. 
Mo '^^^ 511th year of the Hejra proved fatal to Al Soltfin 
ha.-nnieJ's GayathoMdIn Mohammed Al Seljuki, the fon of I^.Ialec 
death and Shah. He died in thc month of Dhu'lhajja, at Esfahan; 
charaUer, being ahout thirty-fcven years old at the time of his death, 
if we believe A! Makin. When he perceived his end ap- 
proaching, he fent for Abu'l Kafeni Mahmud, his fon, 
but fifteen years old, whom he had dcchrcd his fuccelTor, 
killed him, and wept : then he commanJjd \\\\\\ to fit 
on the throne ; wiiu !i the young prince decliiieti, faying, 
it was, by the iiidieation of the ftars, an unlucky day. 
The fokan anfwered, You fay true j but k is fo to your 
father, not to you, who gain an empire on it." Afcending 
the throne, he was then adorned with the diadem and brace- 
lets, and acknowleged for foltan. Gayatho'ddin Moham« 
med Al Seljuki was eminent for his gravity^ judice^ clemen* 
e y , and Talofur* He was remarkable for his ilrength and elo- 
* quence. However, notwithftanding his good qualities, as he 
left behind him in the treafury eleven millions of din^Sy 
befides furniture and other efieiSis of great Talue> he-feems, 
9t leaft during certain intervals, and on fpme particular 
occafions, to have been of a rapacious difpoiition. He 
was interred with the ufual ceremonies ; and his fon Mab- 
juud w^s iirft prayed for at Baghdad on Friday the 23d 
of Al Moharram, of tlie following year. We are told that 
five of his Tons furvived him, viz. Mas'ud, Mahmud, Tog-. 
Tol, Soliman, andSeljuk the fccond of whom, Mahmud, 
furnamed Mogayatho'ddin, was proclaimed foltan at Bagh- 
dad, and inaugurated there ia form, immediately after his. 
father was buried

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In the courfe of the fame year, Al Emir Bolgari Ebn ^/ gf^,, 
Aryk took pofTciTion of Aleppo, according to Al Makui. Bo/^aH 
Yet, if we believe Ebn Shohnah, the inhabitants of Alep- P^PP* 
po being afraid of the Franks, put themfelves into the 
hands of Ilgazi or Aylgazi Ebn Artak, the lord of Mare- jf^^^ " 
din» who fent his fon lamartaih to govern them at this 
period 

In the following year, being the 512th of the Hejra, khallf 
the khaHf Al Moftadher Bi*ilah departed this lite at AlModad^ 
Baghdad, in the forty-fecond yeir of his age, and the ^'^J"^^'*^- 
twenty-fifth of his reign. He is fald to IvaVe poflelTed aaJcAa- 
many fine intelleftual cndowmenrs, mild in every point raSer* 
ofcondu6l, liberal, eloquent, a good poet, a favourer of 
learned men» a lover of juitice^ and conitant in giving 
alms. 

The Moflcm throne was no fooner become vacant by ^/ Moffat-. 
the death of Al Molladher than his fon Abu Mnnfur .//^^./ //V-a- 
was fainted khalif, and aflumed the title and iurnanie of ^^'£iikh<^* \ 
Al Moftarfhed Bi'lhh j having already been prayed for in 
the moiques, as his father's fucccfTor, twenty-three years, 
according to Abu'l-Faraj. it appears from Khondemir, 
that the beginning of this prince's reip^n was by no means 
peaceable ; his brother Abii'l HnTui retiring then to Hella, 
a city of the Arabi;iii Irak, wliere lie allembled a body of 
troops, which enabled hii\i to a{ivaiu'.' to Wafet upon the 
Tigris, and pofteis Iiiinicli oi tlkit iinportant place. Here 
he openly revolted againft his brother Al Moilr / I, 
and took the title of khalif. The dignity to vv]i;eii lie 
alpiied was, however, very fhort-lived ; Dobais Ebn Sa-v 
dcka, governor of the country for Al Moflarihed, foon 
coming up with him, and giving him a total defeat. 
Abtt*lHafan himfeif, being taken prifoner in the a^kion, 
was fent to the khalif, who generonfly granted him his 
fife, and fet him at liberty. This event appeafed ill the 
troubles of the empire that had been excited by the defec- 
tion of this prince. The fame year Baldwin, the king of 
Jerufalem, or Al Kuds, .marched with a powerful army 
into Egypt, in order to make himfelf mafter of that opu- 
lent region; but fwimming in the Nile near Belbeis> or 
Balbaisj a wound^ which he had formerly received, opened^'

Jerufalem, where he died, after havings recommended the 
care of his kingdom to Al Karnes^ or Al Komes^ that iSf 
the Counu the Saheb^ or Lord^ of Al Roha, ^ho had for- 
merly fallen into Jakarmifh's hands^ and been releafed 
by Al Jawali, "We are told, that this year, foon after 
Al Moftarfhed*s acccffion, Togrol Bek, furnanied Ilgazi 
Ebn Artak, fubdued a great part of Syria, or Al Sham, 
It appears from the eaitem writers, that Mogayatho'd- 
din Mabraud Ebn Moliammed Al Seljuki a^led as fokan 
at Baghdad during the courfe of the prefent year. 
T^fSfiju- In the 513th year of the Hejra a bloody war com- 
kiart em- mcnced between foltan Mahmud and his uncle Sanjar ; 
^"■jjt' '^^^ according to Khondemir, had governed the 
^ large province of Khorafan for twenty years, under the 

reigns of the foltans JVIobammed and Barkiarok. Sanjar, 
havinj^ received advice of Mohammcd*s denth, raifed a 
powertal army, n!vi marched into the rerfiaii Irak, where 
^lahmud had alTumed the ti^ir of foltan, as fuccefibr to 
his father. Tlie vicinity of the armie*i com minded by 
tliofe two princes foon brought on a gciicr il u tirii be- 
tM'een thei^i, which ending in Mahmnd's deiear, he M^as 
conftratned to retire to the caftic of Savch, or Sawa, a 
place of great llrength and importance. Finding his 
aSairs entirely ruined, he was obliged to fiie for peace to 
his uncle, and fent to him for that purpofe Kemalo'ddin 
All, his wazir, a verv eloquent perfon, who, by his ad- 
drefs, broug]\t about an nccommodation. The treaty of 
peace was no fooner cuncluded than Malmiud went to 
vilk Sanjar, and was fo well received, that he obtained 
the inveftiture of the province of Irak. The conditions 
on which Mril iivj l had allotted him tlic province or pro- 
vinces of Irak, were thelc : that the name of Sanjar fliould 
always be mentioned in the public prayers before that of 
Mahmud 5 that this latter fhould not have the fourth veil 
or curtain, hung before the door of a room for ilate, in 
his apartments \ that the trumpet fhould not found when 
ke went in or out of his palace ; and laflly, that he fiiould 
retain the officers whom his uncle had eftablifhed in that 
oart of the empire he was to govern. Thefe conditions 
Mahmdd thankfully fubmitted to j and after Sanjar had 
impofed them upon him, fpent as much of his time in 
hunting) without meddling with public ailaird, as his 
lituation would permit. We are told, that his hunting 
equipage was fo magnificent, that be kept four hundred 
Uood-hounds and grey-hottndSj» every one of which 
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H^ore a collar fet with jewels^ and a corering edged* 
vilk «>ld peavU. Emi SludiBah icjates (£)» that 
sftzi £bii Aitak, the fahd> of Mmdin, endttlf defeated 
uie Ffanks near Aleppo, at tlua jperiod 

Nextyear, being die 504^1 of theHejra, theKon» who rh* Si^mk$ 
ate the fiUM'Wtdi the iLhozara, the Kafjaksy aitf other mreinvad* 
natkmS) unking their foroea, aande an irruption into the ^'^'^'A^ 
Moflem territories; of which ^nvafion Al Emtr Ugaziy or 
A^lgazi, lord of Maredin, Dobais £bn Sadtka, tlw blkn^^ 
of Helfaiy and M Malec Togrol, Mahmud's bradier, to 
whom belonged Arran and Nakhjawan» having received 
advice> they advanced to meet them a$ ibr aa Teflis, with 
an army of thirty thouiand men. The troops on both fidet 
being drawn «p in order of battle, a body of two hundred 
Kafjaks appeared, with an intention, as the Moilems fup- 
pofed, of fiirrenderinfx thcmfch es prifoners ; but in tins 
opinion they were cgrcpioufly niiilaken, for the Kafjaks, 
or Kipjaks, as foon as tiicy came wiihin dil^ance, attacked 
their front fo vlgorouliv with arrows, that they put them 
into diforder; which intimidating thofe in the rear,- 
they fled with fuch precipitation, that they fell upon one 
anmiicr. The Korj purfuing for twcivc parafangs with 
the ucmofl ardour, flew the .greateft part of them, and 
took four thoufand prifoners. Al Malec Togrol, Aylgazi, 
aiid Dobais, however, iouiu! means to make their efcape. 
The -CGiileijuence of this defeat \\ as the loli uf Teflis,

hadeS) whofe leaders pretended to deduce their origin 
from Al Hofein, the fon of Ali Ebn Abu Taleb, firft erm* 
' ed their ftandard in the country of Harajah, near the 
mountain Al Sus Al Akfa> the Mount Atlas of the an* 
cientSy and foon became formidable to the houfe of Tef<- 
fefin. They even, by the decollation of Ifaac, the lad o£ 
the defcendents of Yufef Ebn Teflefin, and the reduction 
of Fez and Morocco, aboliftied the kingdom of the Al 
Mor.ilKrta, or Molathemiyah, the Al Moravides of the 
Spaiiilh writers, in the year of the Hejra 540. Roderic 
of Toledo, however, gives us t o underftand, that the Al 
Moahcciuii polFciTcd themfelvcii of the territories of the 
Molathemiyah iu Africa before that year i for he informs 
us, that the Al Moh.idcs chafed the Al Moravides out of 
Spain,, after they had expelled them from Africa, in the 
539th year of the Moilem ?era. Al Nowairi, or Al No- 
weiri, the Moilem hiliorian, has given feventeen princes 
to the dyiiafty of the Al Moahedun, which he makes to 
have commenced in the year 514, and to have ended in 
the year 666 \ but the author of the Nighiariftan has 
afligned this dynaily only thirteen princes, reigning from 
the 524th to the 686th year of the Hejra> and has handed 
■down to us a catalogue of them^. 
^ktthxef ' In the following year, being the 515th of the Hejra, 
§*otmiof Soli man, the fon of Ilpazi Yhw Artak, or Aylgazi Ebn 
thijtar ,Qxioky h:i\ ing then jull completed die twentieth year of 
his age, rebeiled againft his father. Ilgazi Ebn Artak, 
having been apprized of this rebellion, marched at the 
.head of his forces againfl Soliman with fo much expedi- 
tion, ^hat he furprifed him, and feized the perfons who 
'had excited him to this revolt* Amongft thefe there 
was a certain emir, who had been brought up by his fa- 
.thcr Aftak, ^nd received from him the name of Nafir, 
"when he was entirely deflittite of friends. This man 
[ gazi was determined to punifh for his treafon, which was 
aggravated by ingratitude ; he therefore ordered his eyes

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to be plucked out, and his tongue to be cut olT. Al 
Hamawi, or a native of Hama, another oi tltem, ^vhom 
Ilgazi himfelf had made governor of Aleppo, he condemn- 
ed to lie firft deprived of fight, and then to have his hands 
and feet chopped ofi> which operation occafioned his death. 
After thefe executions las fon Sofimftn was brought drunk 
before him $ but being retrained by natural afle^ion from 
infli£^ing upon him a puniihment adequate to his crimcy 
he gave him his life. However^ notwithftanding his 
lather's lenity, Soliman fled to Damafcus. He was^ 
perhaps, banifhed to that place by Ilgazi's command. In 
the room of Al Hamawi, llgazi conferred upon Solim^, 
his brother Abd'aljabbar's fon, the government of Aleppo, 
and named him Badro'ddawla. Having re-eflablifhed his 
affairs in this manner, he returned to Miredin, 'then the 
place of his refidence. The writer fo often followed by 
M. Renaudot, fays, Al Emir A 1 Afdnl, the Fatemite 
khalif Al Amcr's wazir, was aflafTmnted by two Bntanifts 
ientby the kh;i]it himfelf to perpetrate that horrid fael, in 
the courfc of the prefent year. Some authors relate, that 
Al Amer employed thefe Batanifts to murder Al Afdal, 
becaufe that minifter, finding himfelf upon very bad terms 
with his mafter, had feveral times attempted to take otf 
the khalif himfelf by poifon. The wazir, being carried 
to the palace, was found dead upon his arrival. As for 
the aliafims they were immediately fccurcd, and nu t v. itli , 
the puniihment due to fo atrocious a crime. The khalif '* * 
ordered him a very pompous funeral, and attended it in ' 
perfon, faying at the grave the prayers ufual on foch oc* , ^ ! 

cafions. Hci however^ feized upon all the waam!^8 mo* 
ncjy amounting to four milliohs of dinars^ as alio his rich 
doadis, tapeilry, jewels, horfes^ arms, and every thing 
valuable belonging to him ; all which he caufed to be con^ 
lifcated* About this time the Tamanian pillars of the Caabft 
were thrown* down; but whether by accident or defign, 
we have not been told. A I Sheikh Yezido'ddin AlHofein 
,Ebn Ali Al Tograi Al £sfsh&ni» who had an employment 
under Malec Shah, and was advanced to the poft of wazir ' , 
by foltan Mas'ud, being taken prifoner by Mahmud, after 
he had vaofiuiihed his mafter in battle, was put to death 
by that prince, and the famous Abu'l Kafem Ebn Mo- 
hammed Al Harari, the celebrated author of Al Maka- 
mat, or the ConfcfTus, died before the clofe of this yc^r. 

The 516th year of the Hejra feems not to have pruduced 1/gazi Bhn 
many actions worthy of notice. It was, however, remarkable -^r^**^ <^«» 
for tne death of Il^azi Ebn Artak. That emir departed this

upon Hof ImoMdin Tamartaih fdzed the caftie of M&re« 
dui} tod his ibnSolimaa, Mayyafkakhii Badio'ddawla 
Siilimftn £bn Abd'aljahb&r £bn Artak leittaining at Aleppo^ 
till he wad driven from thence by his coufin Balac £bn Bah<i;

what has been already related of him. Some Of the Ori* 
ental writers call him Togrol Bek, looking vpOo Hg^zi on^ 
ly ^ h fumame. The houfe of Artak, or, as the Tilrk». 
pbnounce it» Qrtok» deduced diat name from a mountain 
m Tuikeftan, oppofite to Mount Gurtak. Between theCe 
two hills, the latter of which is fometimes denominated 
Glievtaky is fituated the city of Karaknm, inhabited by 
Scythians, or C^ental Turks, in the middle of a vuft and 
toAtxAft plain, covtr^d with black fand^ from whence it 
teives its name ; the word Karakxiin^ injTurkiilli 
fying Hack /and* It {lands in 1 1 6 deg. 40 min. long, land 
30 deg. 36 min. N. lat. Here Khar^ Khstil, the faSier o£ 
Oguz Khan^ one of the moft ancient kings of the Ttirks, 
or Moguls, held his royal feat. The two aforefaid fnoun* 
tains, that bound on the north and the foiith the above 
mentioned plain, are branches of Mount Imaus, "where the 
Turkifli or Mogul cavalry take up fuccelfiYely th^r fum** 
mer and.winter quarters 
^ktrhiif In the 517th year of the licjra, Balac Ebn BahrSm Ebn 
trun/ac^ Artak, finding his couhn Soiiman not able to defend his 
J * country againft the Franks, laid clofe liege to Aleppo, 
* which at lait was furrendered to him. A little before this 
event, the Franks^ attended, by Saifo'ddin, die faheb of 
Hella, advanced to Aleppo, in order to poifefs themfelves 
of that place ; which being deftitute of a garrifotr, and in 
want of all kinds of neceflarics, the inhabitants delired ten 
days to deliberate upon proper terms of capituhtinn. This 
term being^ granted them, and the ninth day coiiic, with- 
out their huving takeii any refolution, the river Kowaik» 
which runs by the town, overflowed its banks, laid a con- 
fiderable extent of territory under water, carried away all 
the baggage and military chcft of the Franks, drownc 1 a 
great number of them, and, in fine, obliged them to raile 
Sie 0ege. The defencelefe Rate of Aleppo, which was

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hindered from falling into the hands of the Franks only by 
this unexpecled event, induced Bake ]Lhn Dahram to 
snake lumlelf mailer of it, left it ihould foon be entirely 
loll to the houfe of Artak. The place^ however, fuftained 
a fiege, before it fubmitted to him, as we learn £rom Abu'U 
Faraj } his army being probably much inferior to tlUt of 
the Franka. 

In the following rear, being the 518th of theHejra, Ba- mUt/HB 
lac £bn Bahrim Ibn Artak marched againft Manbij, or ^ i*'* 
Manbej, took it, and then formed die fiege of the calUc* 
This, for fome time, he carried on ▼igoroully \ but was at 
Jaft killed by an arrow, in one of his attacks j upon which 
his forces immediately ditperfed. The fame year, Ak{ax»» 
kar Al Borfnki reduced the city of Aleppo; and the Franki . 
made themfelves mailers of Tyre, llie inhabitants, how<* 
•ever, and the Mollem garrifon, defended themfelves with 
fo much bravery, and made fo flout a refiflarjce, that the 
Franks lay before it five months. Nor could they at laft 
have gained poncfhon of it, had they not ftarved it to a 
furrender. Kbn Shohnah writes, that the Franks granted * 
•tlie Moflems very lionourabie terms ; permitted them to 
march out of the town with their baggage, and to carry 
out all their riches along with them. This year, died Al 
Hafan Sahah, the founder of the dynafly of the Ifmaelians 
of Afia, or AfTalTms, after he had reigned thirty-five years 
in Al Jebal, or the Perfian Irak, and was fucceeded by 
Buzruk IJmid Al iv-udbiiii, a native ui the city and caftle 
■ui Rudbar

The 520th year of the Hejra, according to £bn Shoh- Th 
nab, did not prove favourable to the Franks* Having 
:a0[embled a very confiderable force, they moved towards \]on^^oj't/u 
Damafcus, in order to form ^he fiege of thac city, and ad- ^^oj 
<vanccd firfl to Sbafjab, where they encamped. Taganta- 
tin, the Moilcm governor of Damafcus, being informed 
«9f their approach^ marched agsiin& them at the head -of

' felves. The Moflem infantry, feeing them thus deferred 
by their horfe, fell upon them with fu£ ftiryi that they were 
entirely routed \ they then oenetrated to the enemy's camp, 
plunder^ It, and put all tne Ghriftians they met with to 
thelword*. The cavalry of the Franks, upon their return 
from the purfuit, finding their foot defeated, and the MoH 
l^ms in poffeffion of their camp, betook themfelves like- 
wife to a precipitate flight. This blow obliged the Franks 
to lay afide all thoughts of attacking Damafcus, and in the 
lltmoft confufion to abandon the Moflem territories. The 
fame year, Kofaimo'ddawla Akfankar Al Borfaki, the fa- 
heb of Al Mawfel, was aflafiinated by fome Batanifts, one 
Friday, in the great jama*, or royal temple^ of that city. After 
this event 'Azzo*ddin, or Ezzo'ddin, Ma'sud, his fon, who 
came from Aleppo for that purpofe, took poiTeihon of Al 
Ma\vrr] without oppoHtion ®. 
mniofiht In the 521I1 year of tlie Ilcjra, 'Azzo'cif'in IMas'ud Eba 
jfntr Akfankar fent Al Emir Kinaz as his govern* n- to Aleppo, 

to prefide over the people there; he having been obliged 
to leave that plaee, in order to take upon himielf the go- 
vernment of Al Mav'fel, after his father's death. This 
year is remarkable for being the fird of the dynally of the 
Atabeks of Irak, founded by OmadoMdin, or 'Amado'dtlin, 
Zenki, the fon of Akfankar; who was eflabliihtd in the 
. ^ government of the city of Baghdad, by foltan Mahmud. 
His brother *AzzoddiiJi Mas'ud dying, the fame year, 'Ama- 
do'ddin Zenki became pofleiTed of Al Mawfel, and its de-* 
pendencies. Al Emir, Kinaz behaving extremely ill at 
Aleppo, the inhabitants depofed him, and fubftituted in 
his room one Soliman, who had formerly ruled them with 
more equity and moderation ^ 
^ki prwci' hi the following year, being the 52 2d of die Hejra, foU 
'""^ ^ Sanjar, who came for that purpofe out of Khorsifan, 
t/Jjiar foltan Mahmud, his nephew, had an interview at Al 

|M| Ray, where they fat very amicably together upon the fame 
throne. This year, *Amado*ddin Zenki Ebn Akfankar 
made himfelf mailer of the city and caftle of Aleppo, ac- 
cording to Abu'i Faraj. That fortrefs, as we are told by 
Nicetas Choniatesi was .ineffe^biaUy befieged by the forces

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©f the emperor John Comncnus, who had conrluded a ' 
treaty of alliance with Raymond, the prince of Atuioch. 

Next year, being the Sijd of the Hejra, Atabek *Ama- and of thg 
4o'ddin Zenkt £bn Akiankar, who had before re- J'^ 5*3* 
dtxced Harraiiy Senjar, Nafibin, and Jaztra £bn Ornar^ 
in Mefopotamia, pofiefled himfelf of Haiha, or Hamah, 
in Syria. Havinj^ fent an anibafl*ador to Tawzi £bn Ta- 
gantaktn, the atabek ofDamafcus^ in order to procure 
ln» affiftance againft the Franks, the atabek difpatched 
his fon* Sunaj, then his deputy at Hama, to have a con- 
ference with him : but Sunaj no fooner appeared than 
Zenki took him prifoner, and carried him to Hama \ whi* 
ther he immediately marched with a body of tronp , and 
feized upon that city. He then returned to Al Mawfel, 
attended by his prifoner Sunaj ; and afterwards overthrew 
the Franks with great /laughter, near the caftle of Al AtS- 
rab, which he reduced, and levelled with the ground^ be» 
fore the end of this j^rofpcrous crimpai^^ii. 

In the 524th ye:ir of tlie llcjra, loltan Sanjar pafled What ht^ 
the Jihun, and entered Mawnra'lnahr, in order to x^pi»tdm 
duee Ahmed Ebn Sollnian, the governor of Samarkand, ^^*J*^ 
who had rebelled, and refufed to pay the ufual tribute. 
He was obliged to furrender after a vigorous fiege ; but 
the foltan fpared his life ; only depriving him of the go- 
vernment, which he gave to one of his flaves. Neverthe- 
lefs Ahmed, finding means to ingratiate iiiniielf with 8an-' 
jar, was in a little time reftorcd. The fame year, Al 
Amer Beahcami'llah Abu Ali Ebn Al Mofta'li, the khalif 
of E^pt, was aflailinated by fevcral Bttanills, fuppofed to 
have been hired by fome ot the grandees of his court for 
diat purpofe, on the fecond of Dhu'lkaada, as he return* 
cd from taking a walk. As he left no fon behind him, he 
was fucceeded by Abu'l Mauiran Abd*al Majtd, the fon of 
Abu'l Kafem Ebn Al Moftanfer, his coufm-german, who 
aflumed the title, orfumame, of Al H&fedh Bedini'Uah. 
However, he was not inaugurated in form, nor would the 
Egyptians take the oath of allegiance to him, before it 
Hiould appear, whether the child, of which the khalif's 
widow was then big, were a fon or not. In cafe the infant 
proved a fon, Al Hafedh Bedini'llah was however ap*' 
pointed to aft as his deputy. It is aflerted, that no 
lefs than ten Batanifts were employed in tlie anafTmatlon 
of the khalif Al Amer Beaheami'Uah, bv fome cf the friends • 
cf Al Afdal, the late w?.zir, as was believed, in order to 
revenge that miniltcr's death. This year there were feen 
at Baghdad fcorpions with wings, and a double fting; which 
{ftruck all people withtcxrorj and did much damage in that 
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place. Ebn Shohnah relates, that Al Amer Bcahcam'illah, 
the tenth Fatemite khalif, was thirty-four years old at the 
time of his deatik ; and that he reigned twenty-nbe jeara 
five months and fifteen days 

mdU The 525th year of the Hcjra proved fatal to foltan Mnh- 

mud Ebn Monammed Ebn Malec Shah, who died in the 
month of Shawal, at Hamadan. He was twciuy-ieven 
years old, of which he reigned thirteen, at the time of his 
death, according to x'\buM-Farni. lie was a prince of a 
very handlomc perfon, and a crciicrous icul ; affable, pru- 
dent, and merciful \ though the love of women and hunt- 
ing in iome degree impaired the great character and 
reputation he had acquired. He has been particularly 
Cenfured for iquandcring away the heft part of his fi- 
nances upon his hunting equipage, which frequently rcn- 
' dered him deftitute of money, and incapable of paying hia 
troops. Notwithftanding which, he never fleeced his fub- 
je£ls m order to recruit his coffers ; nor would he ever 
fuffer his favourites to offer them any injury. He forbcne 
to puniih thofe who fpoke ill of him.' No prince ever 
ftttdied the art of reigning with greater attention. He ia 
faid to have been Ikified in grammar, poetry, and chrono* 
logy : he was alfo very eloquent, and wrote a beautiful 
land. We are farther told, that he was verfed in the art 
of oneirocritic, and bad by him -at his death a coUe£lion 
of the interpretations of dreams. He left for his fucceflbr 
foltan Togrol, his brother, furnamed Rocno'ddin or Ruc- 
noMdin, and called Dawd and David, bv Abtt'l-Farau 
His brother Mas'ud neverthelefs difputed tbe crown witn 
him^and feveral battles were fought between them, in the 
&ace of three or four years which he reigned. It appears 
lromKhondemir,that foltan Togrol II. had a fon alfo named 
Dawd, whom fome of his fubje<^s at Hamadan endeavour* 
' ed to elevate to the throne, after his death, but without 
cffea \ 

Thtaidhek In the following year, being the 526th of the Hcjra, 
Zinihsde- foltan Sanjar wrote to 'Amado'ddin Zenki, the atabek of 
^tXiU^f. Arabian Ifak, and Dobais Ebn Sadeka, the faheb of 
^' Hella, commanding; them to march into Irak, againtl 
the khalil Al Mpiiarihed. Accordingly they advanced into

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dnt province^ »i4 encamped at Al Manaripii which be- 
longed to Dojayl or Doknayly the country extending itfelf 

to a conficlerable diflance, along the Tigris, to the north 
of Baghdad. The khalif, having received advice of their 
approach^ pafTcd the Tigris with all his forces, and pitched 
his tents at Al AbbaGya, on the weftem bank of that river. 
The amies faced each other at Hadra Al Baramaca, where 
they came to a gencxal a£lion. Atabek Zenkl attacked the 
khaliPs right wing. In which Jamalo'ddawia Akbai was 
polled, and put it to flight; but the khalif, fupported by 
Nafr Al Khadem (the eunucii), who commanded his left 
wing, aiTnulted the enemy's right with luch fury, that 
after a fharp difpute, he defeated it, killed a great number 
of the rebels upon the fpot, anil took many prifoners. This 
year, the atabek Al Shahid recuvcred Ma'ra Al Nii'man in 
Syria, or Al Sham, from tlie Franks, according to Al Makin j 
and Tawzi, furnamed Taj Al Moluc, the foil of Tagantakin, 
the atabek oi Damaicus, departed this life, in that city. 
He left his kingdom by will to Slianib Al Moluc limael, 
his eldeft fon ; and to his other fon, Slianifo'ddawla, he 
affigned Baalbec* with its diftri£k and dependencies. At 
this time Shams Al Moluc Ifmael grew very powerful at 
Danxpfcus, and took Banias or Paneas, together with its 
caftle» from the Franks^ by capitulation. He alio wrefted 
Hamah out' of atabek ZenWs hands^ vrhich he carried by 
ftcrm. Thefe conqoefts ftnick the Franks with fuch ter- 
roTj that thev retired from the Moflem frontiers, and were 
obliged to arf entirely on the dcfenfive. We muft not for- 
eet to remark, that Al Amer Beahcami'ilali's widow having 
Dccn brought to bed of a daughter, Al Hafedh, who had 
been placed before at the head of the adminiilration at Al 
Kahirnh, was proclaimed khalif of Egypt; though Abu Ali 
Ahmed, Al Afdal's fon, then wazir and commander in 
chief of the F^rvprian forces, endeavoured to fcize thefove* 
rcignty for himfelf, but without ciFccl 

Next year, being the S-yth of the Hcjra, the khalif Al AIMoJIar- 
Moilarfhcd fent a fcvere mcfl'age to atabek Zenkl, by Al Jbed befii^u 
Sheikh Bahao'ddin Abu'l Fotuh Al Esfarayenij who, rely- AlUawfeL 
ing on the power and authoritty of his mafter, added fevc- 
ral reproaches of his own. For which infolence, Zenki 
ordered him to be arrefted, and treated with great indig- 
nity. Al Moftarftied, having received advice of the

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infiiit ofTcred him in the perfon of his ambarTidor, mr.rched 
with an army of tlih'ty thoulaiid men from Baghdad to- 
wards AI Mav. i. i; and was met by Zcnki, at a fmall cli- 
llancc from the latter of thofe places, witli part of hi^ 
forces, the reft being left, under the command of Nafi- 
roMdin, his deputy, in the town : but not being a^Sle to 
oppofc the khalifi that prince inveftcd the city of Al Maw- 
fcl, in the month of Ramadan, and afterwards befieged it 
in form. Whilft he preifed the place clofely without, a 
company of plaiilerers within agreed to betray it to him : 
but being difcoveredi and executed, he raifed the iiege, 
• after he had carried it on inefiedually about three months^ 
and returned to Baghdad; About this time, the repofe of 
the army, as well as of the court, in Egypt, was difturbed 
by fa£^ion$ ; one of which was headed by Abu All AlHa- 
. kern. A! Hiifedh's fon, who endeavoured to excite the emirs 
to revolt. The foldiers were divided into two powerful 
parties ; fomc of them efpoufing the tenets of the Sonnttes^ 
and others thofe of the Shiites : this divifion occaiianed 
the points in debate between thofe two fecEls to be contro* 
verted amongfl the .troops, already inflamed againft one 
another by political broils, with io much heat, that they 
came to an engagement, and many on both iides were 
flain

at this time, according to Ebn Khalecan,. and/>ther writers 
of reputation, being in great ccnfufion. 
The khalif The 529th venr of the Hcjra proved fatal to foltan 
jl^^My Toprol and the khaiif Al Moftarfhcd. The former of 
Jhjfinated ^^^^^^^ princes, who was the eighth foltan of tlie Selink?^ of 
the Bd- Irnn, died at Hamadan, in the month of Al Moharram j 
tmyiu being about twenty-five years old, of which he had reign- 
ed three, at the time of his death. He w^as juft ?nd va- 
liant, good-natured and liberal : hr pcrfrt5>ly well under- 
flood the art of governing, and did nothin[r unbecoming a' 
prince. Upon Togrol's death, his brotlier Mafud, then 
at Baghdad, was invited by his friends at Hnmadan to re- 
pair immediately to tliat city, in ord.^r to aflhme the go- 
vernment, and a courier was difpntched to him for that 
purpofe. In the mean time, another party, formed at

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court, fent an exprefs to Dawd or David, the Ton of Tog- 
rol, with the fame view : but the uncle being nwre expe- 
ditious than the nephew, and reaching Hamadan firit, Ma- 
{xxd was unanimoufly falutcd foltan by the grandees, and 
Dawd entirely forgotten. IM ii ud being apprized in the 
cily of Al R;iv, where he then licld liis refidence, that the 
khalif of Baghdad, in violation of his engagements, had 
ordered his name to be fupprefled in the public prayers, 
and derived him of the title and quality of foltan, he ad- 
^nced at the head of a powerful army into the Arabian 
Irak \ where he was met by Al Hoftaruied> accompanied 
by a great number of the principal nobilityi and lords of 
his court. The two armies came to a general adion, on 
the loth of Ramad&ni when the khalif 's left wmg defert- 
ing to the ibltin, he was furrounded and taken, whilft 
his right win^, after a flight oppofition, fled. After this 
defeat, Baghdad opened its gates to Mas*ud, without mak- 
ing any refiftance. The foltan, meditating another expe- 
dition, carried Al Moftarihed with him into tlie province 
of Adherbijan. Being arrived at Maraga, the khalif was 
confined in a tent at fome diftance from the army, near 
the gate of that city ; where meflages pafled between him 
and the foltan relating to peace. At length it was agreed, 
that Al Moflarflied, befides paying annually four hundred 
thoufaiui dinars, fhould remain in Baghdad, and notraife 
any other troops befides his ordinary guards. The agree- 
ment being ratified, the khalif was permitted to ride on 
horleback, with the harnefs of a horfe, in token of honour, 
carried before him. He was even upon the point of re- 
turning to Baghdad, when intelligence being brought of 
the arrival of an ambaflador from fohan Sanjar, the people 
followed Mas'ild to meet him, and amongil the reft fome 
of thofe who had the care of the khalif. The dcfcncelefs 
condition of that prince, who was now left ^ without a 
guard, excited twenty-four Batanifts, to rufli into his 
tentj andaflailinatehim, by giving him no lefs than twenty 
wounds. Not fatisfied wim the perpetration of this hor* 
rid crimei they barbaioufly cut off his nofe and ears^ and 
left him, by way of contempt, naked upon the fpot. Many 
believed^ with ^eat reafon, that Mas'ud was at the bot** 
torn of this alRursiand amufed him with the appearance 
of an accommodatipn, only in order to conceal his defign* 
Al Moftarfiied wge of a tliin habit of body, but enjoy- 
ed an excellent cojiiiUtution. He was very doquent, and 
bad the talent of exprefling himfelf forcibly in a few words. 
£bn Shohnah affirms he was a prince of a pacific difpofi^ 
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iIqq, and a fine wriitar* Be wm muidared on Tiwrlih^* 
the i7t]i of DKtt'lkaada> in the forty<>founh year of hit 
see, after he had reigned ieventeeii years and fevco iiioiith«» 
10xrkhond> on the odier hand, relates, Uist this Uialif 
uras a man of a miUtary genius, and fought feveialhattlea 
ivith foltaa Ma$*ud A] Seljukt, with various fuecefs. He 
alfo farther afiures us, that Mas'ud, having routed Al Mof- 
tarflied, in a deciiive action near Tauris or Tabriz, the ca^ 
pital of Adherbijdn, took him priibner \ and foon after 
caufed him to be put to death 
if/ ft^gnJ, The khalif Al Moftarflicd having been cut off by the 
M'Jiar. Batanifls, hired for that purpofe Ijv foltan Mas*ud, Abu 
^f*!"!: Al Manfur, his fon, was declared emir al mumc- 

ul^m ' ' '*^"> commanclcr of tb€ faithful The new khalif, im- 
tk>9nt, at mctii iHy after his acccflion, took the title or furname of 
A^iu^. Al Railied Bi'Ilali, ami received the oath of allegiance 
from his iiibje^ls*. He had before been acknowlcged fuc- 
cefTor to the preceding khalif^ by the people of Baghdad^ 
and therefore met with no oppofition, after Al Moftar** 
Ihcd's tragical exit, in his elevationto th^ Modem throne. 
He had not long been inaugurated, when Dobais Ebn Sa- 
dcka, the faheb of HcIIa, vas aflallinated by a young Ar- 
menian, employed by folran Ivlas'ud; who cut offhis nead, 
as he was llooping, before }iis tent, near the city of Khu- 
r.c' : for Mas'uH v/as icnicii«^ ot his power, and hnd only 
rn:plnTeH him ;iG an inllniment to oppofe Al Moltarllicd. 
^Ihe fair.c y^^ar, Shams Al Moluc was aniiiiinated by fome 
of his iervanis, at the in (ligation of his mother. Shaha- 
bo'ddin, the fon of Taj Al Moluc Tawzi, fucceeded him, 
at Damafcus, which "w as fooii after attacked by atabek 
Zenki ; though, a truce lining concluded between him and 
ShahaboMdin, the atabek retired into his own dominions. 
The troubles in Kgypt, occafioned by Abu Ali Al Hakem*« 
derc(fiion, (till remaining, and the minds of the foldiery 
Inring alienated from him, they folicited Baharam or Bah- 
lain, furnanied 1 aio'dda.vla, an Armenian, who prended 
over the weftern part of the Fatemite empire, to come to 
Al K^liiiah, Lake upon himfelf the office of wazir, as well 
So that of general of the klialiPs forces, aiid reftore the pub- 
lic tranquility, which had been fo long difturbed. Bah- 
ram, upon their application, though the pull oi wazir by

hb own merit, hevm fo bfelo^ ^ the troops, thm aft 
Mm as he filtered Al' KAhtrah, Al Haioem abaadonei tl» 
pabce. This 4efertion gave Al Hafedh, theFketoite kfaa* 
Uf, his father, an opp<^ttmtty tsf tepoieifiiig hiDiMf of .W 
dignity \ he having^ been expelled ^ the mtrigueil efiiis 
rebcllio««s fon. In tcftiinony, thei^elbrey irf the f 
fenfe he retained o£ the iervice done him, he appoimed 
Bahram his general and wa2Jr, the viery day on TtHfiich, by 
the dlTiflance of this gen^srtms bene6t£^ar> he htid faeeH lb 
^tppily reflored. 

In the followinja; year^ being the 5?othof the Hejta^ Timm^ 
fiohraoi Shah, foltan of the hoafc of Gazni> whafe Isnig^ menwraUe 
tei extended 6om the province of Gama» to«iKTail of o^^'^rrencn 
Khorafan, a vaft way into Indoltan, fornied an intention °- '^*J*^ 
to fhake off the Scljukian yoke; of which defign.iohan 
Sanjar receiving advice, he entered the territories oF 
Cazna with a numerous army. But Bahram, finding him^ 
fclf too weak to refill fo great a force, fent amba'iTadors t» 
the ufun! tribute, and to do homage for jii", crown, bv 
which means he diverted the impending ib irm. The faiiie 
year, foltan Mas'ud having fent to demand of the khalif 
Al Raihed the money due to him for tribute from Al 
Moftaffhed ; the Moiiem pontiff was fo incenfed at tliis 
demand, that, finding himfclf fupported by the inhabitants 
t)f Baghdad, he reiblved to drive from tlrat capital all the 
friends, relations, and domelHcs of foltan I\1a\s^ad. At 
this jun6lure, happily for the khalif, Dawd Ebn Mahmdd^ 
aSeljak, but an enemy to Ma'siH, arrived at Baghdad, 
with a body of troops from AJh^rbijan, and ioilou'ed by 
£t?.bck Zenki, with a reinforcCin^iU from Al MawfcL 
The khalif, being itrengthened by thefe fuccours, thought 
himfelf obli^^ed in point of gr.ttitudc to dignify Dawd 
'vith the title of roliau, and order his name to be pub- 
Jiihed in the mofques, in the room of that of Mas'ud. The 
foltan, having been informed of the khaliFs condud, 
Aivanced with a powerful army to Baghdad, and befieged 
^t city above fifty days. But, finding, notivithltandiiig 
all his efforts^ that he could do nothing ag^aii^ft it^ he re- 

folved 
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folved to return to Hama^n. He was anally making 
the neccflary dilpofitions for carrying this deiign into exc-^ 
ciitton, when Taventay, the (aheb of Wuet, arriving' 
a great number of barks, he refnmed the miHtarf 
opemtioas, and pulhed on the fiege with the utmoft vi» 
gour. At the fame time, the princes who had aflembkd 
St Baghdad, quarrelling amonnfc themfelves, king Dawd 
returned home, and the reft difperfed. The khali^ feeinff 
himfelf prefled in his capital, began to think in earneft ol 
making his efcape : he accordingly retired out of the 
city, took the route of Naharwan, which he found open 
and unobftruded, and arrived at Al Mawfel % or rather, 
if we follow Abu^i-Faraj, pafled.the Tigris, dire^ked his 
courfeto atlbek Zenki's camp, which was on the weft fide 
of that river, and was condu£^ed by the atabek himfelf to 
his metropolis. Soltan Mas'ud immediately entered Bagh« 
dad, fixed his feat in that city, aiTembled the kadis, or 
judges, witnefles, and thofe learned in the law, before 
whom he laid the oath made to him by Al Raflied, in his 
own hand-writing, and drawn up in the IbUowing terms : 
*^ I, in cafe I fliaJl aflemble any forces, march out, or put 
to die fword any of foltan Mas'ud's adherents, depofe 
myfelf from the empire." Accordingly he was, by their 
fentence, depofed ; and his name fuppreflcd in the pulpits 
both of Baghdad and all the provinces dependent on that 
capital. Tnc foltan then aflcmbled another council, who, 
after declnrinc^ Al Rfifhed unworthy of the khalifnt, elc£l- 
' ed Al Moktati Beamri'ilah, the fon cf Al Moftadher, fu- 
preme imam and commander of the Mollems. In the 
. courfe of this year, according to Ebn Shohnah, a body of 
atabek Zenki's troops marched from Hamah nnd Aleppo, 
and made an irruption into the territories of the Franks; 
ravaging all the country through which they marched in 
a dreadful manner, and carrying off an immenfe quantity 
of fpoil. Al Raftied Bi'Uah, the thirtieth khalif of the 
houfe of Al Abbr.s, if we believe the laft mentioned au* 
thor, reigned only eleven months and ten days 
MMklfif After the juridical allembly of the kadis and dotlors 
^f***" of the law, convoked by foltan Mas'ud for that purpofe, 
Vu^eeis il declared Al Ralhcd unworthy of his exalted ftation, 
KdAtd. °" account of his opprefTive condudl, and formal Iv depofed

' they took the oath ufual upon fuch occafions* Then Ma« 
s'ud re-afiembled the princes, kadis or judges, and do6iors 
of the law, who acknowleged liim for khalif and imam ^ 
and being inaugurated, he aOTumed the title or furname 
of Al Moktafi feamri'Uah, according to Abu'l-Faraj. As 
this khalif was entirely foltan Mas'ucrs creature, he did 
not exercife the leail power or authority during that 
prince's life but, after his death, he aflbrtcd his indepen- 
dency, n!id continued the remainder of his days abfolute 
maiier of the Buhyloni in Irak. 

Next year, bci:ig rlie 531ft of the Hejra, Al Hafedh, 7he prlna" 
the khalif of Epypr, removed Baluram from the poft pal tvents 
wazir; and lubltitutcd Redwan Al Wakhftii,in his room. ^J^*^ 
Though no adminiftration was ever better calculated fot * 
the welfare and happinefs of the people than that of Bah- 
ram, yet fomc of the moil rigid Aloflems exclaimed loudly 
againil him, for filling many of the public offices of the 
diwans, and the principal pofts in the ftate, with Arme- 
nian ChrifUans. Thefe difcontented Mollems raifed a 
tumult in Al KShirah, and advanced to the palace at the 
hdid of. a laree body of men, armed with lancesj hav^^ 
ing copies of me Koran affixed to them. Bahram, diough 
ifnth lus Armenian cavalry and archers^ who were entirely 
at hia devotiouj he could eafily have difperfed them^ re-^ 
iblved to retire into Upper Egypt, rather than be the oc- 
cafion of bloodfhed by maintaining himfelf in his office by 
force. The kingdom of Egpyt belonging to the Moderns^ 
he thought it would be iniquitous to carry on a war^ in 
order to plunder and pillage them in that country* Where- 
fore he judged it more expedient for him to retire into 
Thebais, Al Sa*id, or the Upper Egypt, to his brother, 
who prelided over the city and diftria: of Kus. But Red- 
wan, the principal rinj:^-lcadcr of the feditious Moflems, 
who afpired to the othce of wazir, wliich he foon after 
©btiincd by violence, had before fcnt mellengers to Kus, 
to excite the Mohammedans to revolt ; whole iuggef- 
tionshad fuch an efFeft upon them, that they cut to pieces 
Yafal, Bahram's brother, their governor, and, to treat his 
body with the greater indignity, buiied it in a dunghilJ, 
They then Ihut their gates againft Bahram, who belleged 
thf place for fevcrai days j but his tiuops deferting him, 

he 
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lie retired inlo a moiiafter]r9 becune a mimic. 
AbuHeda add8» that Redwan, who fttcceeded hiin> jnuv 
(ued Bahram with a confiderable body of troops into Ai 
Said) and took him prifoner ) hat underftanding that lie 
had entered upon the monadic itate, he presently rdeafcd 
him. Some authoro report, that, after his return fnMa 
Al Sa^id) he entered Mefr with his army, deflroyed gteat 
part of diat city^ gave up the houfes of the Chriilians to 
be plundered by his troops, and pUlaged all the churchea 
both in the fuburbs and the town. He burnt ^ Arme- 
nian jconvent, called Zaheri ; and, to demonflrate the 
hatred he bore the nation to which it belonged, maflacred 
the patriarch, who had been lately ordained, and all the 
monks that fell into his hands. The depofed khalif^ Al 
Rafhed, not thinking himlelf fafe at Al Mawfel, retired 
to Hamadan, where he found king Dawd, who had en- 
deavoured to fupport him in the preceding year. He 
afterwards went to Esfahan, where he was afiallinated by 
feme of liis domeflics, who came out of the province c« 
Khorafan, or, as Khondemir aflerts, by the B.^tanifts, at 
noon, ^vhile alleep, aiter his recovery fron> a fit of fick- 
nefs, towards the end of the month of Ramadan^ bei^g 
tlicn anoiit forty years of age ". 
andoj tht In the 532d year of the Hejra, the atahek Z^»ki came 
jear ^12. Hamah, and fent from thence to Shahabo'ddin, the la- 
heb of Damafcus, deflrinjT he might marry his mother Za- 
morrod Khatun, daughter of Al Jawali, the fame lady 
who built the college without Damafcus, near the river 
fiarada ; and the iiuptizils were celebrated accordingly. 
His motive to the marriage was, that, as the affairs of Da- 
mafcus fcemed to be under her direction, he was in hopes 
rfiercbv to gain that -dty, with the country lubjc^t to it 5 
but Wijcii he found hirafelf difappoinied in his expe£ia- 
tions, he immediately -left her. SottLiii Ma^'ud having 
been informed, before his return to Baghdad, that the 
governor of Fars made fome difficulty 10 recognize the au- 
thority of the khalif Al Moktafi, he fent his brother Sel- 
j^k Shah, with the at^bek Karafankar, to reclaun him to a 
faife of his duty. But the atdbek had no fooner made 
one day's march, than he ^ve the Ic^tan to underftand 
that he wmlA proceed no mther, unlefs he fent him Fir 
•Hohammed Khazen, his prime waefr, on \i4iofe deadi he

tremely well j but was Accufed of being too inflexible and 
haughty in his carriai e, wJuch rendered him very dif- 
agreeable to the lords of the court. Mas'ud would not 
coofent .it iirit to lo unrcjlonabic a demand j but as Kara-^ 
laiikar had liis forces at his devotion, he obliged 
at lall to fend him the wazir'shead. The atabek, fatisned 
with this compliance of the foltan, refumed his march, 
but did not long enjoy the fruit of his revenge, loi he 
died a few days after he had cut off his enemy. The fol- 
ribr how gave his command to Ildighiz, who neld the firfl 
nnk in the dynafty of tfare atab^ksof Adherbijan, with the 
alinoft abfolute government of that province ahd Curdifr 
He iikewife beftowed njion htm in marriage faii 
(ifte^-itk-kwv who had been piomifed formerly to Toitaii 
Togroly his bMtfter and predeceiibr. By this princef^ lU 
tfigm^ had afkir wards fons, Mohammed and K^iA 
i» ¥loUvA Arflun ; both of wliom fucceeded him in the 
dignity of atibel^ and governed the province of Adhekw 
hijan with unlimited power* Soon after Udighiz's eleva- - 
«iOn» Al AbbSj^ die goVerfior of Al Ray, with fome other 
tOhfpihWoiiBi rofe in favour of Solimiln Shah, brother Of 
llfe^d)' and fet him on the throne. But dbis revolt wte 
foon ftippreffed, and Mas'ilid remained in peaceable p(^ 
feffion of the Ibltftnat to the day of his death. About this 
time Red\n^ln, the khalif of Egypt*s wazir, excluded thfc 
•Chriftttns from all tlfe offices of the diw^ns and oth^ 
'eminent pofts in the 'ftaic* He comtijanded them all to 
wear girdles, that they might be ^didingttiifh'ed from the 
Moflenis ^ foAad them the ufe of horfes, as fome of the 
khallfs had formerly vidde^ and doubled their tnliute as 
iWl as tKat of the Jews. The tributaries he divided vM 
hm claflfed ; thofe in the heft circumftances paying att- 
ntially four £nirft a head, And diofe in the meaneii one 
dinar ^ 

In the following year, being the 533d of the Hejra, f^at hap- 
ShababO^dditt, the faheb of Damafcus, was afTaffinated 
npon h58 ebuch, by three of his domeltics; one of whom-'^^'^ ^'^^ 
^leaped, biit the other two were taken, and put to death. 
JamSloMdin Mohammed Ebn Tawzi, his brother, the fa- 
heb of Baalbec, upon receiving advice of what had hap- 
pened, repaired immediately to Damafcus, in the month

the month of Dhu'lkaaday forced it to furrender, by capi« 
tulation : however, he was no fooner poflefled of die 
town than he broke the capkulatkm^ and put great num* - 
bers of the inhabitants to death. 
, mim%l^* Next year, being the 534th of the H^ra, Jamalo'ddin 
Mohammed £bn Tawzi £bn Tagantakin, the faheb of 
DamafcuSf departed this lif^ and was fuicceeded by Mo- 
jxroMdin Abu Mohammed Ebn Tawzi Ebn Tagantakin, 
his brother. About the fame time atabek Zenki befieged 
Damafcus, but without effcdl : however, he afterwards 
took Shuhraziir, or Slnhrezur, a town placed by Abu'lfcda 
in the Belad Al Jebal, and by Sharif Al Edrifi in Adlier- 
bijan, communicating its name to the circumjacent terri-

H^pofed" vhich Michaeli the bifiiop of Sahariet, had caulied with 
great expence to be repaired, wa6 driven, by a feditious 
party formed againft him, out of £gypt> and obHged to ily 
into Syria. Having aflembled a body of troops, compofed 
of Arabs and others, he returned into Egypt \ and in the 
fir ft battle defeated his enemies^ but was routed by them 
in the fecond. After which, Al Hafedh, the Fatemite 
khalif, for his farther fecurity, took him into the palace | 
but deprived Id in of his office, and would not permit hioa 
to exercife the leait authority.

In the 538th year of the Hejra, beginning July 16, Tfniii^ » 

1 143, atdbek Zenki .^ox^uded a treaty of peace with fol- ^^'^^^ ' 
tin Mas'ud. He alfo Wade himfelf mafter of all the for- !^XTJaf 
trefles in Diyar Beer that had been taken by the Franks, ^^z. 
The fame year» At£iz encroaching ftili more upon foltan 
Sanjar's authority, thia laft found himfeif obliged to take 

the field againft him ; having reduced feveral pafles and 

forts, befleged htm in his capital city* Atfiz, finding 

himfelf reduced to the laft extremity, fent very rich pre- 

fents to Sanjar, intreating pardon, which was granted by 

the generous foltan *, who, on his renewiiig the oath of £•* 

■Mitff left him in pofTcfTion of his government. But this 

clemency had no cfFedl: on the ambitious mind of Atfiz : 

Sanjar receiving advice from feveral parts that he was raif^ 

ing forces, and paid no regard to his orders, fent AdibSa** ^ 

-ber, one of his grandees* to inform himfelf of the conduct 

of Atfiz J who, on his arrival in Khow^razm, fet guards 

over him, and fent aflaiiins to. Meru to kill the ibltan. 

But Adib, having received information yof his defign, gave 

notice to Sanjar ; fo that the ruffians were difcovered* and 

put to death. Atfiz, conduding that his fcheme wad • , ^ 

fruftrated by Adib, caufed him to be thrown headlong 

from the top of his caftle into the Jihun or Amu. At 

this period Dawd, the fori of foltan Mahmud Ebn Moham- * 

med Ebn Malcc Shah, was murdered by a gung ofaiTailinSy 

whofe name and places of abock were unknown^ 

The 539th year of the Hejra, commencing July 4 th, andcfthi 

1 144, did not prove very favourable to the Franks* The >*^^ 
atabek *Amado'ddin Zenki took from them the cities of 

Al Roha orEdefTa, and Sariij, together with nil the other 
places they occupied to the eaft of the Euphrates. He 
alfo formed the fiege of Al Bira, a ftrong calUe of Mefo- 
potamia upon the Euphrates ; but when he was upon the 
point of reducing it, an exprcfs arriving with an account 
that NafiroMdin, his deputy in Al Mawlel, was flain, he 
broke up his camp, and departed. However, the Franks, 
dreading his return, fent to Nojmo'ddin, fucceflbr to Ho-

Atahth In the 540th year of the Heira, the ^tabek ^Ail&Mp'd* ' 
tinki is Zenki Ebn Akfankar, the Oheb of Al MimfeJ and Al 
Skkm^ or Syria, Va» affiOfinSrtad, -wkUft he wascsfirrying 
. on the frege of the caftU of J a'bar, by fome of his.ibiv€9» 
' WlUaatii' of Tyre relates, that he waa intoxicated mYn^L 
iiM accident happened. The aCaffins, after the perpetnt- 
don of the hoirid fa£l, £ed to thecaftle : the hefiegcd, re- 
foicing on this occaiion, caUed out to the army, inkmtm^ 
ittg them that their general was flain. Upon which, en^ 
tering his tent, they &und him breathing his laft, and fooft 
frftcr he expired.

Shohnah relates, that he w^as not only poifeflcd of Ai 
Mawfel, and the territory appertaining to it, but likcwife' 
of every part of Syria, except the dillridt belonging to Da- 
mafcus and its capital. It has been before obferved, that 
he was called Sanguin, which is an apparent corruption of 
Zenki, by the weftern hiftorians''. 
mnifuc' N^roMdin Mahm^d Ebn Zenki, who was in the r:^mp^ 
tttdedbf w lu'n his father was ilain, drawing the ring oil bis f ni rer, 
^^^^ went immediately to Haleb, or Aleppo, and took potiel- 
" ~ -fion of that city. Soon after thi's e\'ent, Saifo'ddin Gazi, 
Nuru'ddin's brother, haftcned from SI ;!) irazur, which had 
been before afligned him as his ili.xre of atabek Zenki*s 
dominions, to Al Mawfel, whither he had been invited by 
ZiiK)*ddin Ali Cujec, his father's deputy. Upon his ar- 
rival, be was faluted £iheb of the place, and presided ovar 
the people of it about four years. In the mean dm)^ N4- 
ro'ddin, who had fixed his refidence at Aleppo, having re- 
ceived advice that the Franks, who had heen hKety re»ii^ 
forced by a large body of ficih trocips ffom Al Almlll,.

The fanie ]^ear, foltan $anjar undertaking once more to 
puniik the treafon of Atfiz. He marched with a power- 
ful army^ to the caftle of Hezar A{by where Atuz had 
pofted himfelf with a body of troops % it being the ftcongeft 
place^ accotdiRg to Khondemir^ in the country of IChowi? 
razm* Soltan Sanjar gave {S^eral aflaults to theplace^ 
and at laft took it by ftorm : however, Atfiz, after he ac<^ 
quired the glory of making a very vigorous defence, found 
means^ to escape to his capital. This city, which a& well . 
■as the province bears the name of Khowarazm, was not 
jjv a condition to fuftain ^long ficge ; fo that Sanjar, who 
purfued him thither, would have poiTelTed himfelf of it with 
much more facility than he found in reducing the caflle of 
Hezar Alb. But, either on account of his being tired with 
the fatigues of the campaign, or through his averfion on 
all occafions to the effufion of blood, he liftened to At- 
. iSz'a propofals of peace ; and at laft, by the intervention 
off a derwiHi, or religious man, named Ahup{Ub> emr 
ployed by Atfiz in the negotiation, pardoned him, on con- 
dition only that he.fhould repair to the bank of the Jihun 
oppofite the foltan's camp, and there proftrating himfeli^ 
kifs the earth. But the performance of this trifling con- 
dition, which was fo fhining an inftance of the foltan's 
moderation, notwithilanding the need he flood in of a

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pardon, Atfiz cndcavourecl much as poflible to rvadr. 
He came, indeed, to the place appointed •, but, without 
. alighting from his horfe, only ftoopcd forward, and bowed 
his head, to fuUitc the foltan. Sanjar, unmoved by this 
arrogance, granted him the pardon he had promifed. 
After this flight fubmifRon, all hollilities ceafed between 
them, during the remainder of the days of Atfiz 5 who 
died, in the year of the Hejra 55?. It ought to be ob. 
fcrved here, that the ceremony of ki fling the earth, which 
the Perfians call rowi zcmiii, that is, the vifage towards 
the earthy was iluiL cultom ufed by fubjedls, when they 
did homage to their princes, and prevails m Pcrfia at tiiis 
very day *. 

Tki thttf The C43d year of die Hejra, did not produce many re« 
traiifac' markable events in the Moflem world. However, Modkaf- 
ttom oj tht Moihaker Ebn Mawdud Al Salgari, who is 

^ ^ placed at the head of ,th^ firft branch of the dvnafty of 
, the atabeks of Fars^ now be^an to reign. Theie princes 
fixed their refidence at Shlraz, in that province. They 
were originally Turkmskns, and of the family df Salgar. . 
After*they had invaded Perfia, they aflumed the title of 
kings. As they were defcendcd from Salgar, the Turk- 
man, they are frequently called Salgarians by the eaftem 
writers. Their dynafty continued in Perfia, according to 
one of the Oriental hiilorians, about one hundred and 
twenty years. Red wan, who had formerly been tho 
khalif of Egypt's wazir, efcapcd out of the imperial palace^ 
•where Al HaJfedh had for fome time detained him in a 
friendly ftate of confinement. Upon his arrival at Mefr, 
he was joinc d by the IMarlcs, and others of his old adhe- 
rents, wlio raifcd a tumult in hisiavciur-, which cnahled 
1 im, without much difficulty, to feize upon the city. 
However, though Al Hafcdh, the Fatemite khalif, did not 
oppofc him, but kept himfelf fiiut up in his palace, Red- 
wan, in the fcdition, was rut to pieces by fome of the 
Blac^<r. thcmfelvcs. After his death, according to the au- 
thor followed by M. Rcnaudot, Al Hafedh governed hi$ 
people, without the aihflance of a wazir. 
•«^544« ^^'^ ^44th yc;ir of tlic H< jr^i, Sajfo'ddin Girzi, the fon 

of atahek Zenki, and (aheb of Al Mawfel, died in that 
city. He enjoyed the fovercignty of Al Mawfel, with its 
territory, and Al Jazira, about four years. When he

and was fucceeded by his brother Kotbo'ddin Mawdud.. 
£bD Shohnah has conferred upon Shaifo'ddin, the cha« 
ra£ler of a generous and magnanimous prince. Naro*ddin 
Mahmud £bn Zenki, his elder brother, who prefided 
over the people of Haleb, or Aleppo, and Hamah, io 
Syria, marching into Al Jazira, took Senjar wit}lou^ 
any oppofition } his brother Kotbo'ddin, to whom that 
place bislonged, not being in a condition to refift hinu 
But peace being afterwards concluded between them, 
Nuro'ddin refigned Senjar, and received in lieu of it 
Hems and Rahaba, upon the Euphrates, in Syria. He 
then befieged Harem, invaded tlie territories of the Franks 
in the neighbourhood of Antioch, and defeated them, 
after a bioociy battle, in which Raymond, the prince of An- 
r:oih was flain. ?IIs fon Baymond, or Boamimd, being 
called to the fiicceilion, his mother, as he was an infant, 
and incapable of holding the reins of government, ruled 
the kingdom during his minority. The fame year likewifc 
died Al Hr.fedh Ledini*llah, the khilif of Egypt, after he 
reigned, according to Ebn Shohnah, twenty years 
and live months. He was about fcventy-feven years old, 
at the time of his death ; after which, Abu Manlur If- 
mael, his fon, was fainted khalif. Abu Manfur had no 
fooncr afcended the Fatemite tlirone than he afiumed tiie 
title of Al Dhdfer Beamri*llah, and advanced Nojmo'd^ 
din Ebn Mefal, one of his father's greateft favourites, to 
the honourable poft of wazir, 13ut Ali Ebn i>eldr, one 
the grandees of the court, who was viceroy, or emir, 
under the khaiif, of Alexandria, and the diftri£i: apper- 
taininiT to it, having drawn together a body of troops out 
of uic weftern provinces, which was reinforced by die 
fieiehbouring gnrritons, lie liad formed a powerful army, 
ivith which he advanced diredly to Al Kahirah. Having 
totercd that city, he expelled from thence Nojmo'ddin 
Hbn Mcfa], and obliged the new khalif, then only about 
feventeen years of age, to confirm him in thewazirat; 
which, after the expulfion of his predeceBTor, he had 
feized. In the mean time, Nojmo'ddin, having armed 
^ Blacks* was determined to attempt driving Ali Ebn 
Sdar from the khalifa councils \ but being foon after 
UJlcdinh^ttle, hish^d was cut oiF. and carried through

VnU ma' All £bn Selar, however, had not long taken upon him 
uirUI Atf/> the office of wazir to Al Dhafer BeamriMlah, the Fate* 
^ened im mite khalif, before he, by tlie advice of fev^fial. of iht 
Mohammedan dodlors, abolifhed all thofe ioffunous marks 
of di{lin6tioii which had been impoied upon the Chfif- 
tiaflsby fome of bis predecelTors j hoptDg, by thi&iaduU 

fence, to draw a confiderabie fum of money fcom themt 
»ut) finding, in three days time, that they neither con- 
tributed then, nor gave any reafon to believe that they 
ever afterwards would , he revived the old edicts iliat had 
been ifTucd again it dicrn. This wazir, furnamcd Al' Add, 
or the Ju/i, wzs afterwards dcpufed and murdered, by NalV 
Ebn Al Abbas ; whofe father Al Abbas prefidcd over the 
city of Belbeis, and the neighbouring diitricl. Al Abbas, 
fifter Eli Ebn Selar's death, mardicd at the head of all his 
forces to Al Kahirah, and, by the indtfarigablc endeavours 
of his fon Nafr, occupied the poll of wa/ir; no one, at 
that time, being poncrful enough to oppofe him. 
The prin* Iri the 546th year of the Hcjra Nuro'duiii M..hmnd Ebn 
tiptU ' Zenki made an irruption into the territories ci juaia, or 
gvgmtstf Jofcelin, the earl of EdelTa, which lay to the north of 
^AT^^ Aleppo j and being met by that accomplifhed and valiant 
* * Imight, was, after an obilinate battle, entirely defScated. A 
great number of tbc Mofleins perifhed m tKe a^ion» and 
many of them were taken prifoners. Amongfib die latter 
was Nuro'ddia'a armour-bearer, whom JuOin fent with. 
Niiro'dain's arms to . Al Make Mas!ud £bn Keiy Araam 
the f ^eb of Koniya and Ak&ra; faying, ^'This is your 
fon-in-law*s armouis-bearer ^ after him fomething more 
will come to you." NuroMdin, greatly incen£ed at thia 
conduf^ of Juflin, refolved to be revenged on him. Ac- 
cordingly, fending for fome of the chiefs of the Turkmans^ 
beby large gifts engaged them to feize Jullin, knowing he 
was not able to cope with him in battle. The Turhmans, 
therefore, keeping a watchful eye upon him, furprifed 
him one day as he was hunting, and brought him in chains 
to Nuro'ddin, who, according to William ofTyre, confined 
him in the caftle of Aleppo, where he afterwards died. 
NuroMf^ui liCreupon immediately took the cafUes of *Aia 
Tab, 'Azaz, Kures, Al Rawwdan, Borj AL Refas or

Bdftiar, or Tel Bafher, Tel Khaled, Hodr Al Barah, Ca- 
far Sud, Caf^ir Latha, and fcveial other confidcrable 
places. It may r.ot be improper to obfervc, that count 
Juilni transferred his reruicuLC from Al Roha, or Edefla, to 
Tel Bailierj a caillc of tncat ilrengtb, ieatcd in a very 
fertile tra6i, abi/ut two djys journey from Aleppo, and 
adorned with gardens and fountains in a moll beautiful 
manner ; for which reafun we hud him llyied the f4hcb of 
Tel Bafher by Abu l-I'araj 

The 547th year of ilic fkjra was diftinjruifbed by feve- ond af tht 
ral very remarkable evcntr-;. Soltrii Mas ud i.bn Mohani-^'^^ 51^7* 
med Ebn P.ialcc Slia.h died before the clofe oi it, at lia- 
raadan. iic appointed Malec Shah, his brother Mah- ^ ' . 
mud*s fon, to fucce^d him; whofe name A I Emir Kafbec 
took care to have mentioned in the roofquesi and for 
fome time had the fole management and direflton of all 
public affairs $ but afptring at the foltanat himfelf, he after* 
vards feized upon Malec Shah's perfon, and fent for Al 
Malec Mohammed, his brother, then in Khuzellan, 
tending to treat him in tlie fame manner. Upon that 
prince's arrival Kaibec placed him upon the throne, and 
gave him the title 6f foltan ; but Mohammed having been 
informed of hb traiterous deHgns, killed him, and Zenki 
his armour-bearer, two days after, with his own hands, 
and expofed both their hcad^ in the public ilreets, till thev 
were devoured by dogs. iVIohammed having thus dill- 
patched Khaibec, was faluted foltan, and alfumed the go- 
vernment without oppoHtion. Mas'ud, who was about 
forty-five years old at the time of lus death, reigned 
eighteen years and fix months. He was a great lover of 
pToi'.s and learned men, humble and afEiblc ; but for reli- 
gion, cleniciicy, jiiftice, and bravery, fupcnor to all the 
SeJjukian princes, ilc is laid to have oi'tcn defeated armies, 
at the firfl onfct, and kiiitd lions with one ftroke. He 
frequently, when a boy, was in battles, and tVniglit band 
to hand with the enemy. He always proved viclurious in 
the wars with his brtJthers ; the people lived in cafe and^ 
plenty th roil tj;h the v. hole courfe of his reign; he difre- 
garded trealures, dillributing them amongil: his courtiers, 
which was the reafoa that he alniofl: perpetually wanted 
mouey, and left none in tlie trcaiuiy ueLiud iutn. Thig

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' prince was the laft of the Seljukiaii foltans that had an^r 
rower in the Arabian Irak ; for, upon his dcmife, Al 
Moktafi, the thirty-lird khalif of tlie houfc of Al Abbas, 
deprived the Seljukians of all authority in the city cf Bagh-» 
dad ; for this reafon Ebn Shohnah places the expiration 
of diii iLyiicaly in 547, and adds, that Mas'ud's foil, who 
furvivcd him, had neither dominions nor a name. Malec 
Shah 11. furnamed Mogayaho*ddin,whofttCCCcdcdMas'^id, 
was^ according to Khondemir, the foh of Mohammed> 
fon of Milec Shah L But the author of the Lebtankh 
and Abu'I-Faraj afiinn, that he was the fon of Mahmud^ 
fon of Mohammed^ and confequently great-grandfbn o£ 
Ae firft Malec Shah. Be that as it may, his reign was of 
no long continuance. The fhort account of him preferved 
by Abu'I-Faraj, inferted here, accufes Al Ernur Khaibec 
ox an intention to depofe Mohammed, after he had de- 
throned his brother Malec Shah II. in order to feize upon 
the foltanat for himfelf ; but from the other hiftorianSy 
efpdcially Khondemir, we learn, that Malec Shah II.haT<* , 
ing rendered himfelf, by his attachment to pleafures, un» 
worthy of the crown, grew jealous of the authority of 
Khafbec, furnamed Behngheri, who had been in great 
elleem with Mas'ud, and paffed for one of the mod va» 
viant men of his time. Under the influence of this ma-» 
levolcnt pafTion, continues IChondemir, he propofed to 
arreft Khafbec *, but the whole court thinking fucli a pro- 
ceeding unjud, AlHafan Kandar, one of Kliafbec's beil 
friends, refolvcd to prevent the blow; and, under the 
pretence of giving the foltan a grand entertainment, kept 
him three days in a continual debauch, in the midft of 
which he fecurcd his perfon, and confined him in thecaftle 
of Hamadan. They fent then for his brother Mohammed 
out of Khuzedan, and fubflituted him in his room. Some 
time after, Malec Shah finding means to efcape out of 
prifon, fled to the province from whence his brother had 
been nllcd to the throne, where he remained till the 
death of Mohammed, when, haflening to Esfahan, he 
was acknowlcgcd for foltan by his former fubjecis. This 
year proved fatal to the race of the G i Mii fnUans, de- 
icended from Sabektekin. The laft of thcf • p' hiccs was 
Khofru Shah, the fon of Ixihram, or Bahnram, Shall ; 
whowasftript of his territories by Al n^'ddin Al Hofciii 
Ebn Al Hofein Ai Ganri, and taken priioiier, with his 
fon, by GayathoMdin Mohammed, Al Ilofein^. nephew^ 
This Alao'ddin Al Hofein, denominated by fome Alao'd- 

idln Al Hafan, founded the dymiiiy of Gaur, or th? Qau*

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rids, upon the ruins of that of Gazni, and aiTumed the 
title of Al Soltan Moazem, the Great Solta/i, ifEbn Shoh- 
nah may be depended upon. We are likcw irc intoi nicd 
by this writer, that the inonarchs of ihc faniily of Grr/iii, 
of whom he gives an exceeding good character, governed 
their large and cxterifive empire, and particularly the pro- 
per territory of Gazna, with the adjacent part 01 Al 
AjeiDy or Perfia, two hundred and thirteen years. He 
farther relates, that Alao'ddin, the firft fohan of the Gau- 
rids, or Gaurides, left Gavltho*ddm Mohammed, one of 
his nephews, to tdce upon nim the government of Gazna^ 
tad ShahaboMdin, the other, th^t of Syria i as alfo that 
the foltans of tins race conquered a verv confiderable part 
of India, Hind, or Hindoflin, which had not been fub- 
dued by any of the deicendents of Sabektekin, and attained 
fuch a neight of power as none of the Mohammedan mo- 
narchs had ever poflefled before. In the courfc of this 
year the kingdom of the Hamadites in tlic African pro- 
vince of Bajayah, was aboliihed- by Abd'almumen Al 
Garb, furnamed Al Mohdi, who marched with a power- 
ful army from Morocco to Bujiyah, and expelled Yahya 
Ebn Al Aziz BiMlah Ebn Al Manfur, of the houfe of Yu- 
fef Belkln Ebn Zeir Al Sanhaji, the lalt of. the Hamma* 
dite princes. 

In the 548th year of the Hejra foltan Sanjar was unfor- T^r tnof} 
tunately led, againlt his inclination, to chaftife the Turk- '''*"*'*^^»Wf 
mans, who refufed to pay the ufiial tribute of fhcep ; for ^J^JTSm? 
his whole army was defeated, and himfelf taken prifoner, ^^^^ 

that rabble, to the great diflionour of the houfe of Sel- 
juk, which was fo much reverenced by all the Turkifli 
tribes. According to the author of the Lebtiuikh, the 
Gaz, or Turkmans, croffing tlic jihun, towards the end 
of Sanjar's reifin, fullered great mifery *, nouvitldtanding 
which the fokan refolved to attack them. The Gaz im- 
plored peace in the moft fuppliant manner ; each family 
offering a pieCe of filver, with which the foltan was con* 
tent ; but the grandees oblbrudlng the treaty, an a£tio!| 
immediately enfued. The Gaz, or Turkmans, not know« 
ing what to dowiththeperfonof fo great a prince, placed 
him in the day-time on a throne, and enclofed him at 
Ikight in an iron cage ; in which ftateof confinement, fays 
thefame writer,heremained till the year 551. £bnShohnaii> 
however, has given us a 4ifl^€nt account of this matter* 
He reports, that foltan Sanjar entered this year into a war 
with the Atrak, or Turks, in which his arms were at firft 
att^d^withfuccefs^ but th^tbe was afterwards routed 
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by.them^ Xorced to abanfion hist kingdom* and becafn^ a, 
monk* He adds, that thi& Ga^z, or Atra^, iubdued Ipio-, 
rafaiiy and other adjaoent terrttori(C$». dciiiolifhed all the 
mofquea theyfound^ aild put maj^iy kadis, anyd imams to 
the fword; Moflems hereuppa applied for aififbujice. 
to Al 'Add, one of Sanbr's Haves ; wno marched widi Si 
body oi^ troops he had auembled a|3ijtft thefe Barbananstt 
and obliged mem to quit the provmces they had feizedw 
A\ 'Adeiy continues he» being foon after joined, by Abakaj^ 
another of Sanjar's flavesj they grew forniidable to all the 
neighbouring princes. The fame yeaV the FranbiLiieducedk 
the city of A^alan, or AfhkeIon» and expelled the Egyp- 
tian forces, as we learn from Abu'l-Faraj. 

In the following year, being the 549th of the Hejra, Al 
Dhrifer BeamrnJah Ebn Al Hafedh Lcdininiali, the khalif 
of Egypt, was alTaflinated, either by Al AbbSs Al Sanhaj^ 
his wazir, orNafr, that rmniftcr*s fon, in the montli of A4 
iMoharram. Al Abbas Al Sanhaji had formerly been the 
governor of Belbeis, and, by the alFillance of his fon Nafr> 
found means to deprive Nojmo'ddin Ebn Mefal, his pre- 
decelTor, both of his ofEce and his hfe. After which Al 
Dhafer^ being a young man, and entively attached to his 
pteafures, became io defperatcly enamoured with Nafr, 
who was a very beautiful youtii, that he could not be eafy^ 
one moment^ either by day- or by night, without his com- 
pany. This circumftance induced his fubjc£ls to believe, 
that Nafr was the objecl of the khalif's unnatural defire, 
vhirh rendered both of them infamous, and excited Al 
Abbas Ai Sani riji, the wazir, to perfuade his fon to mur- 
der the pcrlbn who had brought fucha difgrace upon him. 
To this action he was fnrti; r impelled by M'hat Nafr had 
told him; viz. that Ai Dhifcr riad inftip^nted him to kill 
his father, promifing him, if he would perpetrate lo horrid 
a crime, to make him wnzirin his room. Al Abbas ancj 
Nafr, therefore, in purfuance of the plan they had formed 
for the dcrtruclion of the khalif, invited him, and two of 
his moft intimate favourites, to a private entertainment 
one night at the wazir's houfe, difpatched them all three» 
and threw their bodies into a well. The next morning Al 
Abbas went to tlie imperial palace, and enquired for the 
khalif, who not appearing, the wazir ordered Yufcf and 
. Gabriel, his brothers to be executed, together with 
Saieh, their coufm-german, for having embrucd their 
hands in the blocd of their fovereign. He alfo cut off 
a great number of other pcrfons, whom he pretended 
to fufpc6l of being acccfTary to the fame ciime. Hie tljcn

went to the feraglio, took Al Dhafer's fon Ifa, tfien ^nly 
five years old, irom amonglt the \v(mien, cave him the 
title or furname of Al Faycz Bcnafri'iiah, and placed him 
upon the throne. The bo^, to whom Al Abbas obliged 
a4i the grandees of the court to take tlie oath of allegianr*^^ 
feeing tJic carcafes of thofe wJioin the ^azir had com- 
manded to t>c ilain, was fo lliocked at the figh-t, that h^ 
became altogether ftunliied, and could never afretwardft 
tjLcreiie his reaion ui a proper manner. Al Abbas liimfclf 
did not long remain unpunilhedj for it being loon ru» 
moured over the whok l^^itcmite empire, tbat Al Abbas 
Ai Sanhiiji and his ion Nafr were tl.e real ftiithors of the 
khalif's murder, the prihcipal- olffcers of the ar^, and '* 
even the ladies of the leraglio, wlio were all greatly cow^ 
cerned at the barbarous treatment Al Dhafer and his bro^ 
thcrs had met with, applied to Talay* Ebn Zartc, the* At^ 
tneniany then poflelFed of Al Kahirah, for his affiftanoet 
Upon which tii^ Svazir and his foh fled irtto Sytiaj carry*, 
jug with them their jeiwels^ money, and c?ery thing valu^ 
able acqnivedW Al Abbas during the courte <^ hil kdnu^ 
fiiftration. Of which circumllances Al Dhltfifi^s fiifter 
Mng apprized) ihe ifmnediatelj wrdte to the g^ei^U 
4lie Fhiliks, who had lately made dhemfelvei maflt^hi olF 
4iSaS^ Wld*irirfMhifed them al ptxt i^^hl if they ^tAt 
4ast» ttpOA die two trattom^ and feciut )liem In Aich k 
tnaffndr that they might be blro^ht to condign pHriift^ 
•fttent. UpO^ the receipt of the letter, fome fmrit de<» 
tterhmemaweiie- ijent out of Afkalih to intercept them t 
one df ^h]|»h %itffacked the party that efcorted tmem. Al 
iSybb&B Ai SSanhaji hiihfelf was killed ifi tlie aaion, and 
-Nafr taken pyiibkter. All the rioh fpoik belonging tb 
^em fell into the hands of the Fnmks, who imi!n(e<ii«telt , 
fent Nafr und^r a guard to Al Kahirah. The VaAit^ cnT 
the feraglio foon getting pofTeflion of him, he was ptit tb 
la moft cruel death. The lifter of the late khalif cruftied 
to pieces hia right hand, with which he had aflkfltnated 
tiiat prince. The other ladies beat and bruifed III m moft 
'unmercifully with their ihoes, and even devoured his iieih, , 
which was pulled off the bones with pincers. He war&^ 
'then af!ix:ed alive to a gibbet, ere£^ed for that purpole, 
sad after his death his body was reduced to afhes. Wc 
«rc told, that the women of the fcraglicwcut off locks of 
(their hair, and fent them, fattened to lances, to Talay*^ 
£bii Zaric, as a token of their grief, and to excite that 
commander to revenge the barbarous murder of the khalif* 
^ Faycr Bcnaais'lkh fioisfecred the j»oft of wasir upon 
* Talay*

Talav* Ebn Zaric \ who, by the dirc6Vion of one of Al 
Abbas Al Sanhaji'a fovants, difcovered Al Dhafer's body^ 
tofj^fcther with thofe of his two favourites, who had been 
waflinated with him. That of the khaHf he foon after 
caiifed to he interred with exceeding great funeral pomp^ 
and waa no Iboner confirmed in his office, than he afliimed 
the tide or fumame of Al Milec Al Salek The fame 
Tear, in the mondi of Sa£ar, NAro'ddin Mahm^ Ebn 
Zenki obliged MojWddin Artak Ebn Mohammed Ebn 
Tawzi, orB^zt, EonTagtakinj or Tagantakin, the faheb 
of Damafcus, to furrender that city } having before re* 
ceived advice tliat the Franks were advancing towards that 
place in order to annex it to thetetritories they occupi^ 
an Syria« As MojlroMdin did not give Nuro'ddin much 
trottole in die reduction of Damafcus, he firft conferred 
Itpon him die government of Hems, and afterwards that 
oi Balis, a fmall town of Syria upon the Euphrates, about 
feven ftations from Salnmlyah. He did not, however, re* 
main long at Balis, but retired to Bairlirlad, where aG» 
cording to Ebn Shobnah;, he ntlaft ended his days ^. 
UHtathap' In the courle of the next year, being the 55ct:Ii of the 
fined the Hejra, Khofru Shah, the fon of Bahram, the lait of the 
filhw in^ Gazni foltans, ended his days in a caiHe, where for feve- 
ral years he had been confined. Talay' Ebn Zaric, the Fa- 
temite khaiif s wazir, rendered himfelf odious to tlie Egyp- 
tian Moflems, as well as to the Copts, by his infamous 
exa£lions ; fleecing his mafter's fubje«s, in order to grati- 
fy his avarice, after a moft fhameful manner. He was al- 
fo a bitter enemy both to the Cliriibians and the Jews ) 
obliging them to wear certain marks of diftintlion on the 
tops of their turhants^ or caps, that they might be diflin*. 
guiihed from the Mohammedans, and liftening to every 
falfe accufation that was brought againfk them. At this 
time a powerful prince reigned over the Kera-its, a tribe 
of Oriental Turks, or Tartars, fettled in the remoteft part 
of Turkeftan, bordering upon Khotan, Katay, which con»>» 
prized the northern provincea of China> and the kingdom 
of Tibet, ftyled Onk or Awank, Khan. Thb prince^ the 
third who bore that title, together with all his fubje^l^ 
profeiled the Chriftian religion, and made a very confideiw 
able figure, Rome years before, he defeated in a great 
Vi ittle the Seljuks or Mollems that occupied Al Jazhra^ 
iTarS} Belad Al Jebal, and Adherbijan $ and» according to

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fome |Ood authcMrs, extended Jiis frontiers from the far^ 
theft hmitsof the eailem Tartary to the banks of the Ti- 
gris. This conaueror was likewife named by the Arab 
writers King Joiui» and by European travellers Prefter 
John. His fon David, who fuccceded him, was van* 
quiflied and killed in battle by Jenghiz Khan. The princes 
of this family were alfo dignified with the title of kings of 
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The 55 1 (I year of the Hejra was rendered memorable Atstx and 
by the death of Atsiz, in the vnlley of KhabGChan, one of ZYdi^wdiim 
the moft delighful places of Alia. During his lail illnefs, 
he once heard the voice of a man reading ; upon which, 
he ordered the people about him to liften ; and they heard 
the following paflage of the Koran, No man knows in 
what country he iliall die." Tliefe words made fuch an 
jmpreflion upon his mind, that he did not doubt but his 
death would happen on the very fpot where they were 
heard. And this melancholy refle£lion, during the flvort 
remainder of his Ufe, grew every day Ilronger and ilronger 
in his imagination. RefhidoMdin Abd'aljelil, thePerfian 
poet, generally called Refhidi, or Ralhidi, who was a na- 
rive of Balkh, ioilowed his corplc to the grave, and pro- 
nounced his funeral elogy in vcrfe. Atbiz is laid lu have 
reigned twenty-nine years ; though, according to fonie of 
the caftem writers, he ruled only eighteen years with ab» 
folute and unlinuted authority. He was not only famed 
for Bis bravery and military fkilJ, but- IQiewife for his 
leazziing and liberality. As he gloried in nothing more 
than in being the patron and proteaor of learned men^ hit 

Saifes were celebrated by the principal writers of the age. 
e had almoft completed his lixty-firft year at the time of 
his death ; • and waa fucceeded by II Arlian, his fon. The 
word II, prefixed to thisfoMn's name^ denotas Strong and 
Bravcy in the language of Khowarazm. He bore the title, 
of Khowarazm Shah, which was hereditary in his family, 
reduced part of the Tranfoxanian provinces and Kiiorafan, 
and made a very confiderable figure. The fame year died 
likewife Tarkan Khatun, the fcutana of the Seljuks; who 
governed Sanjars dominions, during the confinement of . 
that prince. However, foon after her death, foltan San- 
jar» by the afliiiance of Al Emir Eiiasj one of his con^

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dents, and Al Eir.ir Ahmed Komr.j, the governor of Ter- 
med, efcap^ cl out of the hands of the Turkmans, v. ho Iv.ui 
dcuiiicci iiiiii as a prifoner atTiongft them, ever fmcc likc 
year of the Hejra 548, and was conducted by Ahmed's 
troops to Meru, at this time the capital of Khorafan. The 
fohan findmg the city of Meru, and all the country through 
whkh he pafled in ft very bad cofl<Mtion, on ftccount of 
the incuriions made by the Turicmina during his captivity, 
fell firft into a deep melancholy, and afterwards into a^f^ 
temper which deprived him of life. 
Tit Sanjar fought nineteen battles, of whieh he gained feven* 

^M*^ teen'} and was mteh feared By all, though his clemency 
^nh7!^' and Uberality greatly endeared him to his fubjeas. »6 
55» 1^^^ was diligent in matters of government, but hated kingly 
pride % wearing, for ^ mod part, a coat made of fldns. 
However, he lived wkh great niagnifieehce$ appointing 
Kotbo'ddtn Mohammed Kbn Tacafii £bn Arilin and hia 
fon Atsiz, ihahs of Khow^razm, fuccellively his cu^ 
bearers, and affigning them the reventies of the large prot 
Virtte of Khowarazm for the falary of their oSice. We 
meet with the elogy of fo! tan Sanjar in i^veral parts of ttife 
'Works of Sehiian, the Perfian poet, compofed with great 
elegance and beauty. Tr has been remarked, that this 
prince eftabliihed Saad £bh Zenki, who had been his 
gm-ernor, lieutenant-general of all his dominions, undeir 
the title of atabek; which fignifyinj^ Fafkr of the Prrnce% 
und being given to the tutors of the Seljukian princes, be- 
came afterwards a title of dignity. AU die Oriental hifto»- 
tians praife foltan Sanjar for his valour and juftice, mag- 
nanimity and goodnefs* He was fo well beloved by his 
fubje^ts, that they continued to publifh his name in the 
mofques for a whole year after his death, as if he had beeh 
ftiii alive, and on the throne. They gave him alfo the ftiir- 
name of Eikander Thani, that is, Alexander the Scconid^ 
and his name of Sanjar has palTed for that of Alexander 
amongfl his poftcrity. After this prince's deceafe, Mah- 
miid, his niler's fon, acconiing to Khondemir, fiicceeded 
in Khoralan ; hut, at ti.e end of five years, Moyedabia, 
one of his lorii.*^!, who hwA formerly been Sanjar's Have, 
rebelled againfl him, fought fcvcr-.ii battles witli him, feiz- 
ed hir, dominions, and deprived him of fight. The foltan 
or fhah of Khowarnzm, whcfc dynafty rofe whilft Sanjar 
fwayed the iceptrc of the Seljuks, taking advantage of thefe 
divifions in Khorafan, made himfclf maRer of a confider- 
able part of that country, whilll the oth(^r remained in the 
pofleiiioa of the rebels^ and the ibltans of the race of Gaur. 

So 
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So tlxat the Seljukd^ who fttU maintained their power in 
both the IrlkS) had no longer any footing in Khorafan. 
Sanjar, according to Kbn Shohnah, was born in tl.e year 
of the Hejra 479, and was conlequently about feventy-^ 
three years old at the time of his death. This writer Hke^ . 
wife iieporiSj that Sanjar was prayed for in the mofques 
within his juriidi^ion, asfoltan> lorty years ^ and twenty 
as king or rather govertior of E[horauln» before he fuc* 
ceeded ibltan Mohammed. The fame year Abu Sa'id Ebn . 
Abd'almumenj who commanded the forces of the Al Mo» 
hades, reduced the city of Cordova in Andalufia, and stf^ 
terwards drove the Almoravides on^ of Spain. He aHb 
look Al Raya from the Franks^ after it had remained in 
their hands about twoity years. Whiiil the AlJMoahedua 
were extending their conquefts in the weftern parts of the 
world, Nuro'ddin Mahmud Ebn Zenki difpoflcfled Sah^ 
A I Boka'ye of B i ilbec, in the territory of Damafcus. 
Many* violent ftigcks of an earthquake were fck in Syria 
this year, in tho mondi of Rajeb, which almoft entirely 
deftroyed Hems, Hama, Shaizar, Cafar Tab, Al Ma*ra, 
Apamia, Hifa, Al Acrad, 'Area, Laodicea, Tripoli, and 
Aimoch : ^n incredible number of people penflied on 
this occalion^ who were all buried under tlie ruins of the 
above mentioned towns. A fchool feU down at Hama^ 
the mailer being then abfent on fome particular budnefst 
and crufhed to pieces all the fcholars, and none of th«tr 
parents came afterwards to enquire for any of them ; a 
eircumflance which renders it probable that they all like- 
wife met with the fame fate. When the laft fhock hap- 
pened at Shaizar, the fahcb of that place was circumcifing 
his child ; the whole family of tlic Beni Monkad, who 
were iTici Iters of the town, hcing aliembled at his houle, 111 
order to attend the ceremony: when the houfe being 
thrown down, only one o£ them efcaped ; who was after- 
wards killed by the kick of a horfe, as he attempted to go 
out at the gate. Of this terrible difafler Al Malec Al 
'Adcl Nuro'ddin Mahmud Ebn Zenki receiving advice, de- 
tached a body of troops to take poiTeilion of that city } 
which, upon their , arrival, they immediately occupied^ 
witliout the lofs of a man 

y Khondcmir, Ahmed Ebn Mohammed Abd'aljaafar Al Koz* 
wini. in NiehUrift.

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Mi^ ths The following year, being the 553d of the Hejra, feems 
jtar 55J, not to have been very fruitful in memorable events, at 
leaft not many accounts of fuch events have been pre* 
ferved by the Eaftern writers. However, thnt the af- 
fairs of the Seljuks contiy.uc.i to dccUne, and thoic of II 
Arflan, the third foltan, or ihah of Khowarazm, to wear 
a promiling afpedl:, through the whole courfe of it, v^e 
may infer from what has been obferved by Khondemir^ 
the Perfian hiilorian. 
Vitfrtnci' Next year, being the 554th of the Hejra, Moham- 
faltranf- med, furnamcd GnyathoMdin, having received advice that 
m£^m9f his uncle Solimfin Shah had affcmbled a powerful army in 
554« Mazandcran, and b8sn joined by the klialif Al Moktafi 

and the atabek Ildighiz, who became allerwarcls the firft 
atabek of Adherbijan, with all their forces, he met him 
on the banks of the Acras or Araxes, overthrew him with 
great flaughter, and obliged him to retire to Al Mawfel. 
After this vi^ory, foltan Mohammed was inclined to have 
attacked Al Moktafi, who took - Solimin Shah under hid 
I prote^lion ; but confidering that he had another enemy, 
Malec Shah 11. his brother, to fear, he judged it requifite 
to come to an accommodation i^with the luialif. Upon 
' which, that prince gave the foltan his daughter, named Ker- 
mSnKhatun, in marriage ; who fet out, with a fplcndid equi- 
page, from Baghdad for Mohammed's court. The foltaa 
himfelf went to meet her \ but a he6^ic fievcr, which at*» 
tended him, put an end to his days on the road to Hama* 
dan, alter he had lived thirty-two years, and reigned feven. 
Mohammed has always pafled for a moft accomplifhed 
prince, who polTefled all the virtues military and civil. He* 
was efleemed, through the whole courfe of his reign, as 
tin uncommon patron of mm of learning, piety, and me- 
rit ; the very reverfe of his brother Malec Shah, who re- 
afcended the throne after bis- (kceafe, and furvived him 
not many days. This laft foitan was fucceeded by his 
uncle Soliman Shah, furnamcd Moazo'ddin, or Moezzo*d- 
din, Abu*l Hareth Kafem, the fon of fohan Mohammed 
Ebn Malec Shah. Being at Al Mawfcl, when his two 
immediate predeceflbrs died, the great lords, after fome 
debate nmongii tlieirilllvcs, fent for him, and phced him 
upon die throne. Mohammed is reported to have quitted 
life with extreme regret j infomuch that, before he ejLpir- 
ed, he ordered his troops, his court, and all his treafures» 
to t)a& before him, as it were in review, and, after he hsul 
confidered all thefe things, faid, <^ How is it poffibk that 
a power as formidable as mine is not able to diminilh 
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Weight of my difordcr one finglc grain, nor to prolong my 
life only for a moment !" He then, according to the fame 
author, concluded his reflection v/ith the following re- 
markable words : '* TTnhappy is th ir perfon who fpends his 
time in amalFmg thole thinLi;s which he muft leave, and 
does not make the principal objecEt of his attention and re- 
gard that Being in whom uil tilings are to l)e found." f fiis 
year, on the eighth of the latter Rabi, there happened a 
dreadful inundation of the Tigris which laid under wa- 
ter and deilroyed a very conliderable part of the city of 
Baghdad. Ebn Shohnah relates^ that Abd'alm^meii> the 
general or chief, of the Al Moahednn, took Al Mohdia, 
at this timC) from the Franks^ after it had remained in 
their hands about twenty years. 

The 555th year of the Hejra was rendered memorable ^hehha^ 
hj the death of Al Moktafi Leamri'Uah, the khalif of fiagh- 
did. That^rincey who reigned twenty-four years and 
three months, was fixty-iix years old at the time of his de- 
ceafe. We are told, that as he o\^'cd his elevation to the 
credit and authority of Mas^ud, he had no fliare in the go-* 
vernment of his ftate during the life of that foltan \ but 
that, after his death, he aiTerted his independency* and 
would not permit Malec Shah II. to have any power or 
command in the foltanat of Baghdad. He remained fole 
irtafler in his dominions, which comprehended Arabia 
and the Babylonian Irak. In fliort, it was under this kha- 
lif that the power of thcSeljuks, who had been mafiers of 
all the forces and poflelhons of the khalifs, began to de- 
dine, and, by degrees, became extin^^:. On this occa- 
fion, it has been remarked by Abii'l Faraj, that Al Mok- 
tafi was the firft who reigned in the Arabian Iri^k without 
a foltan, and governed his armies, as well as fubje<l:^s, ac- 
cording to his own will, Imce the time that the mamluks 
or ilaves, that is, the Turkiih militia, began to difpofe of 
every thing in the khalifat, and confequently to deprive 
of their jud authority the fucceflbrs of Mohammed, undef 
Al Afontafer Bi'llah, the eleventh khalif of die houfe ot 
Al Abbas. It appears from Mirkhond, that Al Moktafi 
KGOTcred afanoft all that folt^ Mas'iid had poflefled him«« 
idf of in the provinces of Fars apd Al Jebal, or the moun<* 
tainous part of the Perfian Wk \ and ttiat no confiderable 
tomuhs, or commotions^ difturbed his rcpofe^ during the 
lemainder of his profperous reign , ' *

ftantly fent to enquire after tihe oldl khaltf s healthy and 
who once o;i his return faw them with the knives in 
dieir hands, he put on a eoat of mail, took hi» fwoid ii» 
his hand, and went dtre£Uy to the imperial pahce. This 
he no fooner entered than the women attacked him ; but 
he deeded lufofelf fo bravely that he wounded fbreral 
of them* and at lad, by the alFi (lance of the ffoverndr oT 
the palace^ to whom he had before conunimKted tlie a£- 
fair» and fome of the grooms of the khaliTs bed-diambep» 
put them to flight. Abu Ali and his mother, who both 
fell into his hands, he caufed afterwards to be imprifiQaied 
but the female ^aflafiins he treated .in a more feyeis and ri^ 
gorous manner : fome of them were publicly executed^ 
and others thrown into the Tigris. Al Moktafi dying on 
the fecond of the Former Rabt* Yufef was (aimed k^lif,.

Notwithftanding Soiiman's ill cor.duft, for which 
lie W316 dcpofed) he did not want fomc good qualitief? : he 
was very £imiliar with thofe about him 5 was polite in 1 is 
•behaviour, had an agreeable perfon, and poflefTed a g- cat 
ihare of eloquence. His fiicccflbr, foltan Arfldn, was 
thefon of Mohammed £bn Malec Shah, and furnamed Zey- 
JioMdtn, or Zino'ddtn by Khondemir ; but he is ilyied 
Rucno'ddawla, or Rocno'ddawla, by die autlior of the 
Ijebtarikh. He is commonly called Milec Arfl^n by the 
•eaAern hiftorians. He was proclaimed foltanat Hamadan, 
by the influence of the Ildi|hiz9 the firft atabek of Ad- 
lierbijan» who began to reign the fame year. From 
the time he aficended the throne, Kimar, iht governor <^ 
Eslohan, and £nbanej> or Inanj, who ^tcCidod over the 
people of Al Ray, revolted againft him ; fettin^^ up Ibr 
foltan one of his coufins, named Mohammed SeljiikShah; 
with whom, nr the head of a great army, they adi^ancedto 
Hamad an. Anl in went to meet them as far as KaSwin, 
engaged them in the neighbourhood of that city, and gain- 
ed a complete vid^ory. The new ibltdn was kiikd in the 
battle, and his two fupporters fled to Al Ray; from whence 
they were conftrained afterwards to redre into the province 
of Mazandcran. Arflan had no fooner terminated this 
war than he found himfelf obliged to enter upon another : 
for the prince of the Abkhaz, who was a Chridian, fitu- 
ated between Georgia and Cherkaffia, invading Adherbi- 
jan, ravaged that country as far as Kazwin. The foItan> 
turning his vi6\orious arms on that fide, defeated him near 
•the ftrong callle of Kak, which he had taken and fortified-j 
but being afterwards taken by the SeljAak troop, was de- 
moli0v;-d. This year, in tlie month ot Ramadan, Al Ma- 
lec Al baleh Talriy' Ebn Zaric Al Armeni, or tiie i\rme- 
•nian, furnamed Abu'l Garat, that is, the Father of Expc^ 
Jiijonsf Al'Aded Ledini'llah's waztr, was alTaflinated by 
Ibme ruffians, whom Al 'Adcd's aunt had hired to murder 
him, when he entered the pabcc. They were armed with 
knives, and attacked liim at the time and place appointed* 
He did not die upon the fpot j but, being carried home, 
difpatclit'd a mefienger to Al 'Aded, to upbraid him with be- 
ing the caufe of his death. Al *Aded denied with an oath, 
that he had been either ccnienting, or in any manner privy, 
to the horrid delign ; and, in order the more effcct:ually 
to exculpate Iiimfelf, put his aunt, who liad been the fole 
contriver of tlic cx'.'crable fcheme, into Talav' Ebn Zaric*a 
luiiiii. The vvaza, having got the impioua woman in his

power, immcdiatclv cut oil Lcr head ^ and, after he had 
obtained of Al ".ided Lcdini'ilah, thclaft khalif of Egypt, 
the puft of wazir for his Ton, who aflumed the title or 
furname of Al Malec Al ' Adel, or the Juji King, almoft 
inltantly expired. la the courfe of the prefent year fol- 
Un Alao'ddin Al Hofein Ebn Al Hafan Al Gauri, called 
alfo Al Hafan Ebn Al Hofein, and furnamed Jehaiifuz, or 
the Perfon who Jet the fVorld on Fire, the firft monarch of 
the dynailj of Gaur, a country lying between Gazna 
and Knorafani reprefented by fome of the eaftern writers 
as a very juft and excellent prince, departed this life, and 
.was fucceeded by his nephew Gayatho'ddin Mohammed 
in the fovereignty of the territories of Gaur. 
sad tf ihi The following year, being the 5 5 7th of the Hejra, feems 
ftMT 557. not to have produced many remarkable events. However, 
during the courfe of it, Shawer, who had been employed 
by Talay* Ebn Zaric, met with very injurious treatment 
from' Al Hafan, the prefcd of Moniat Bcni Khafib, Talay* 
Ebn Zaric's filter's fon \ and thereupon made his com- 
plaints to Zaric, Razic, or, as he is denominated in fome 
of tjie MS. copies of Ebn Shohnah, Arzic, the Patemite 
jchalif's wazir, but without effe^. Al Hafan, finding he 
might repeat his infolence with impunity, fent Shawer, as 
aprefcnt, a little chefl of elegant workmanfhip containing 
fome thongs of leather fuch as the Moilems at that time 
ufed when they fcourged their flaves. This emblem 
giving Shawer to undcrftand, that he had every thing to 
fear from Al Hafan, who wasfupported by the wazir, he 
retired with feme of his adherents into the folitude of 
Lowakat, and maintained himfclf there againfl all the 
forces the wa/ir fent to reduce him, for the fpaee of three 
months. From thence he marched, tlirough the defert of 
Alwak, to the pool or fifli-pond near Alexandria, and

What hap' The next year, being the 558th of the Hejra, the khalif

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fcorfe« The Arabs, addicted to rapine, and accuflomed 
to robberies, he detached, in different parties, to ravage 
and plunder all the lands belonging to thofe who pcrfillcd 
in their attachment to Zaric £bn Takay% Ai'Aded's wa- 
giving them the fpoils they ihould acquire on this oc- 
cafion^ that they nuglit be the more adlive in their depre- 
dations. The Arabs, animated by this conceifionj execute 
cd Shaver^s orders with great alacrity and fuccefs ; who 
thereupon purfued his march almoft to the very gates of 
Al Kahirah and Mefr, and there encamped. The Mrazir 
and his friends were fo terrified at Shawer^s approach^ that 
they immediately abandoned the metropolis \ but, before his 
departure, he put all his jewels, of ineflimable value, and 
even equal to the annual revenues of £gypt, into one little 
bag, or purfe, and a thoufand dinars into anotlier, which he 
placed under the Lu\(\\c of his hbrfe; and then fled t()\\ .;rds 
the defert alone, with, tlie utmoft precipitation. Faiiing 
into the hands of the Arabs, he was dripped and plunder- 
ed by them, and left naktd in the defert ; where he re- 
mained, till he was almofl perifhed with hunger and 
cold. However, being at lail known, Yakub, the Arab 
emir, commanded him to be brought into his tent, and 
to be conducted from thence under an efcorte to Sha- 
wer at Al Kahirah. Hero he was received as a friend, 
had proper apartments alTigned him in the M'azir's pa- 
lace, enjoyed the company of his favourite concubine as 
well as that of his fons, and was attended by fonic of iiis 
own domcflics. Indeed, Shawcr, who h..d fucceeded Iiini 
in the poit of w.r.:ir, and ailumcd the title of Emir Al 
Joyviili, that is, the C^.w wander of Armies, frequently con- 
ferrcii with him, and even invited him to his table : but 
being fome time after accufed of meditating a flight, and 
of exciting the Egyptian emirs to a revolt, he was thrown 
into iroHo ; which endeavouring to file off, Tay, Shawer's 
fon, entered the place of his confmenient with a iword in 
his hand, and, to the great rcerct of his fatlier, who was 
not privy to the affair, imnicdiate'y cut off his iicatl. Sha- 
"wcr had not been lonF poflelTed of the funreme authority, 
before Al Dargam, an olFieer of r.uiiv, endeavoured to drive 
him iVom the I''Litemite khaJil 's eouncils ; and at lail, aitcr 
a dccifive action, in the month of Ramadan, obliged him 
to fly into Syria. Here he implored the alliftance and pro- " 
te£^:ion of NuroMdin Mahmud Ebn Zenki j promiling to 
remit him yearly the third part of the annual revenues of 
Egypt, if he would march a formidable army into that 
CQuntryi and reinilate him in the important office of waztr*

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In the mean time, Al Dargam, who killed Tay, Zaric 
Ebn Talay's fon, in the firft engagement between liiai 
-and his predecefTor, ailanicd rlic govcinniciit oi die 
Fatemite empire, with the tulc of Ai Malec Al Afdal ; 
conferring upon one of his brothers that of Al Molhem 
; Al *Adel, and upon the other that of Nafir Al Moflemin. 
As for Shiwer, after' his arrival at Damafcus, he lived 
with NuroMdin Mahmiid Ebn Zenki, and was treat- 
ed with uncommon marks of diftin£bion by that prince* 
Abtt'lfeda relates^ that Al Dargam^ after he was veiled 
. with the fupreme authority, cut off many commanders who 
were in Shawer's intereft. In order to fecure to himfelf 
the power he had acquired $ and that, by this mcafure^ he , 
fo weakened the kingdom or empire of fegyptj that it W2A 
afterwards wre (lt d out of his hands. Ebn Shohnah writcSj 
t] t a very confiderabie number of the Egyptian emirs, at 
this time, lod their lives; a circumftance which proved 
fuch a blow to the Fatemite power, that the khalifat creak- 
ed by the defceiulents of Aliin Egypt was thereby reduced 
to a feeble and languifliing condition. The fame year 
Alxfahiulmcn Al Garbi died in his capital, after he had 
, reij^ned a month above tliirty-thrce years. He put Caihiah 
Ebn Tomart to death for a illght otTcnce, and occalioned 
an incredible efiiirion of human blood. In general, bow- 
ever, if Fbn Shohnah may be credited, he was a good go- 
vernor j ar.d drew many of tlie Al Garbsans, or People of 
the f'VeJiy over to the tenets oPMalec Ebn Ans, in jurif- 
pnidcnce*, and to thofc of Ebn Al Hafan Al Aftiari, in Aflul 
or mctaphyfies. He farther informs us, that Abd'almu- 
men killed upon the fpot every Moflcm in the moftjue, 
whole attcniic'ii was not fixed upon hib devotions ^. 
in the The 559th year of the Hejra, commencing November 
559' 30, 1163, produced feveral memorable aflions, a brief ac- 
count of which has been given us by the Oriental wri* 
ters* Shawer informed NtiroMdin^ a moft implacable 
enemy of the Chriftians, in order to bring him into his. 
views, that the Franks had penetrated into Egvpt, and 
made a very confiderabie progrefs in the conquen of that 
opulent kingdom ; and therefore begged he would fiend an 
army, not only to expel them from thence, but likewiie to 
re-inftate him in the office of wazir. As an inducement 
,to itut prince to comply with his requeft, Sh&wer now

In confequence of this engagement, NilroMdin Mahmud 
£ba Zenki ordered a ftrong body of His troo^^ under the 
command of Afado'ddih Shairacnh £bn Shadi^ who waa 
accomp^ied by Shawer, to advance towards the frontiers 
of Egypt. Shaivacuh entered that country without oppo- 
fition» overthrew AI Dargam at a place called the fepul^re 
of St. Naphifa, and fixed Shawer once OKMre at the head 
of the Fatemite khalxf 's councils. That minifter being 
poileiTed of his former poft, and in a ftafee of independ- 
ency> fcrupled not to violate the engagements he had en« 
tered into with Nuro'ddin Mahmud Ebn Zenki, by refuf- 
ing to pay him any part of the (lipulated fum. Afado'd- 
din, jiiftly incenfed at his perfidy, feized AI Sharkiah 
and Belbeis or Felufium. This ftep excited Shawer to 
conclude a treaty with the Franks ; who, in confequence 
of the principal article of it, fent fome forces to fiipport 
him. The combined army blocked up Afado'ddin Shat« 
racvh Ebn Shadi three months in Belb^is, with an intett«* 
tion to ftarve him to a furrender : but Nuro'ddin having 
found means to furprize the ftrong fortrefs of Hiremy 
in the prefe£lure of Aleppo, the Franks thought proper 
to liften to terms of accommodation, and to permit 
AfadoMdin to retire without molellation to Syria. They 
had been entirely dcfcatctl Iw NuroMdm in a pitched battle, 
and loll a prodigious number of men, killed and taken 
pnTnnrrs in the acHon ; wliich accelerated the rcdudlion 
of Harem. Amon^dl the latter were the falieb of An- 
tioch, called AI Bornas by the Arab writers, and AI Ku- 
mes (the count), the faheb of Tripoli. The fpoil acquired 
by the ISIoiltms on this occafion was immenfe, if Ebii 
Shohnah and Abu'lfeda may be depended upon. Whether 
or no the treaty lately figned with Afado'ddin, or rather 
NurcMdm himfelf, was to extend to the territories of the 
Franks in Syria, or to be confined to the military opera- 
tions in Egypt, does not certainly appear, either from the 
lafi. mentioned hiliorlans or Abu'l-Faraji though it Ihould 
feem as if the war Hill continued in Syria, Nuro*ddin hav- 
ing carried Bnnias, or Paneas, by il(.irm, in the month o£ 
Dnu'lh;ijja, after it had been in tlv: hands of the Franks 
above fixtecn years. But, however that may be, as both. 
AI Dargam and his brotlic r were put to the fword, Shawer 
liad now nu competitor to diipuic wiiii liim the poll o£ 

wazir 
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wazir to the Fatemite khalif. arc told by Abulfcda,* 
that Al Saleh Tally* Ebn Zarfc repofed great confidence in 
,this minifter, made him governor of Al Satd, or the Up- 
per Egypt, and advifed his fon Al Malec Al 'Adel, a litde 
before he expired, never to remove him from that govern- 
ment^ which rendered him extremely powerfuli and even 
next in dignity to the waz?r : but Al Malec Al 'Adel, conti- 
nues that writer^ after his father's death, rej edging this falu^ 
tary advice, ordered Shawer to retire out of the province o£ 
Al Sa*id i upon which, he afiembled all the forces under 
his command, marched againft the waztr, drove him from 
Ai Kahirah, and at laft, having fecured his perfon, put 
him to death. He then feized all the treafures that had 
been amafll d by the houfc of Zaric j the g\o:y and luftre 
of which, by tliis cataftronhr, entirely vanifhed. Towards 
the clofc of this year, folran Aril an mndc a progrefs to 
Eiifahan. He was met by the atabek Zenki S ilgari, who 
commanded in that city, and took tlie oatii of allegiance 
to him. This fubmiiTion fo pleafed the foltan, that he 
confirmed him in his government, of which he extended 
the limits as far as tlie province of Fars. Before the end 
of the prefent year, died Jamalo'ddin Abu |a far Moham- 
med Ali Manfur Al Esfahani, wazir to Kotbo ddin Maw- 
dud Ebn Zenki, the faheb of Al Mawfel. AfadoMdin 
Shairacuh Ebn Shadi, Nuro\K.iji Mahmud Ebn Zcnki's 
general, his faithful friend, cirried hi'; corpfc, thrnnrh 
Mecca, to Mctliiia, where he dciirL-d to he interred. 
Afado'ddin Shairacuh F^^n SIkuU appointed pcrfons to at- 
tenrl the body, and proclann prayers in every tow n xhcy 
came to for the repule of the dcceafcd's foul. Upon tlieir- 
arrival at Mecca, the body was carried round the Caaba ; 
from thence it was conveyed to Medina, atid depofited in 
a little cliapci, built by Jamalo'ddin himfelf for that pur- 
* pofe, about fifteen cubits from the tomb of the prophet. 
Jamalo'ddin repaired, or rather rebuilt, the m(?f(]ue on the 
'Akaba, or Emimme, in the valley of iMina, denounnated 
Al Khaif, about a para fang from Mecca, and fettled a very 
cenfidcrable annual fum both upon the khalif Al Moktafi, 
the fit! remc pontiff of the Moflems, and the faheb of Mec- 
ca ; lor which bcnefa^lioiis he was dignified with the title 
or furnamc of Janui!o'dciin, that is, the Btautyy or Excel" 
lency of the Religion, Ho likewife ornamented the Caaba, 
created the mofque on mount Arafat, with the ftairs up to 
it, r^fed feveral other edifices on the fame hill, furroundcd 
the city of Medina with a wall, and couftrudcd a bridge 

over 
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OV€r the Tigris, at the ifland of Ebn Omar, of iron, lead, 
mortar, and ftone; though this lail work was not iiniihedj 
at the time of his death ^, 

In the 56 1 11 year of the Hcjra, Nuro'ddm Mahmud Ebn Nuro*dSn 
Zenki took from the Franks the callle of AI Moneidera in ^"^ff'^f^ 
iSyri.i j which was a place, at no great diftance from Tri- ^Swi^r^^ 
poll, of confiderable ftrength. This year, Enbanej, who 
ftiJl kept his ground in Mazanderan, entered into an al- 
hance the iShah of Khowuiaz.'n; by \\ iM)rii being aflift- 
cd with a large body of troops, he penetraLcd into the Per- 
fian Irak, and ravaged the country about Abher and Kaz- 
win : but Arflan, attended by Ildighiz, the atabek of 
Adherbijan, coming on him by furprize^ obHged him to 
iy to his old retreat. 

Next year, being the $62d of the Hejra, which hegan Siair^uik 
Oaober 27, u66, Nuro'ddln Mahmad Ebn Zenki having »uUHaiet 
received advice that Shawer had concluded a treatr with ^^/^^^^^^'jf* 
die Franksy and being afraid that this would enaoic the Egjpu 
Chriftians to make themfelves matters of Egypt, he fent 
Afado*ddin Shairucuh Ebn Shadi with a body of two thoi»* 
fand horfe into that countiy. He was attended by his 
nephew Salah'addin Tufef Ebn Ayub, much againft his 
inclination, if Qohao'ddin Ebn Sheddadmay be credited^ 
in this expedition. Nuro'ddin's troops entered Egjpt the 
1 2th of the Former Rabi, and foon after Shairacuh po£* 
feffed himfelf of Al Jiza with inconfiderable lofs. Shawer, 
having been joined by the Franks, put himfelf at the head 
of the combined army, went in queft of the enemy, and 
at laft came up with tijiem near a town called Al Abwan. 
A fharp engagement enCued, which ended in the defeat of 
Shawer and the Franks. T4hs vi£lory put the whole dif- 
tsrict of Ai Jiza into Shairacuh's hands, and faciKtated the 
reduction of Alexandria, before which he in a fliort time 
after prefented himfelf. Here he left his nephew Sala- 
h'addin Yufef Ebn Ayub with a proper garrifon, and then 
advanced with his forces towards Al Sa'id. After his 
departure, the enemy ihut up Sahih'acldin in Alexandria, 
and kept lilm cloffly ht-flt-iTrd for the fpace or three " 
months. Shairaculi tl'.ereiore retiir!ied, in order to force 
the Franks and Egyptians to raife the iiege ; upon which, 
a negociation was let on foot, and an accommodation

Sha- 
wer, Al 'Aded's wazir, who had failed in the perform- 
ance of his engagements, by not remitting to NuroMdia 
the third part of the pubHc revenues of Egypt, waited 
every day upon Shairacuh, made him large promifes, and 
endeavoured to cxcufe his ihameful condurt. He like- 
wife exprefTed the higlicft regard for Shairac{i]i, Salah'ad- 
din, and all Nuro'ddin's other emirs j tliough he had 
formed a tlefipn to invite them to a fplendid entertain- 
ment in the wazir's palace at Al Kahirah, and fecure all 
their perfons. But this foon tranfpiring, SaLJi addin 
Yufef Ebn Ayub and Jardie took an opportunity of 
feizing him, as they were condu£ling him to Shairacuh, 
who went that morning to vifit the famous Al ShafeTs 
tomlL. ShUwex^s fervants, feeing what had happened to 
tiieir mailer, immediatelv made their efcape. After 
which^ he was brought oound to Shairacuh, the 7th 
of the Latter Rabi.

They afterwards removed 
lis*. into Irik, and offered their fervice to Bahruz, the Selju- 
kian governor of Baghdad and the province of Irak. Bah^ 
ruz, finding them men of merit, made Ayub, the elder, 
commandant of Tccrit, and appointed his brother Shai- 
■ racuh to fcrvc under him. However, they did not 

arrive at this preferment before they had gone through all 
the military polls with ;^reat honour and reputation. The 
atahek 'Aniado'ddin Zeuki having been routed by the 
khalifas forces^ iied to Teciit^ and met with many civili*

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tliss and good offices, both from Ayub afid Sli in icli1i» 
Some time after, Shairacuh killed a Chriitian knbe, or 
fccretary, at Tecrit ; vhich fo incenfed Mojahedo'ddiii 
Bahruz, who was a gi't'it lover of jnflice, that he ex- 
pelletl botli him and Jii.«i brother Ayub th;it city. After- 
their expuKlon from Tecrit, the tv.'o brothers retired 
to the atabek Amaiio'ddin Zenki's couri;, and engaged 
in his fervice. That prince, remembering the favours 
he had formerly received from thefe officers, loaded 
^em with prefcnts, and beftowed fome of hie tenitoriea 
upon ihem. They had not been long at Al Mawfel,' 
then 'Am&do^ddin's* refidence, before the atabek con- 
ferred upon Ayub the poft of commandant of the citadel 
of Baalbec, t^hlch he had lately reduced. After Zenki's 
violent death, the troops of Damafcus befieged Baal^ 
bee ; which Auvb delivered into their hands, by way 
cf exchange for feveral other territories and diftri^s, that 
were ceded to him. This GOndu£^ fo conciliated the 
aifedlions of the DamafceneSf that he was henceforth con- 
fidered as their general and commander in chief. As for 
Shairacuh, he remained withN{iro'ddin Mahmiul) Zenki's 
fon ; who affigned him the government of Rahaba upon 
the Euphrates, Hems, and other cities. Being likewifc 
acquainted with his bravery, and fkill in the military artj 
he conftituted him generalifTimo of all his forces. NQ- 
roMdin being afterwards defirous of annexing Damafcus, 
with its dependencies, to his dominions j he employed 
Shairacuh to write to his brother Ayub for his afliftance 
in this affair. Shairacnh took h.is meafures fo well, and 
managed this arduous point with fo much addrefs, that 
Ayub prevailed upon the Damafcenes to recognize the 
authority of that prince. TheTe two able minillers, and 
great captains, prefided over NuroMdin*s councils, till the 
lirlt expedition he undertook into Kgypt \ when none of 
h; s oilier generals beiiig ioinul lb capable cf conducting 
an eutcrprize of fuch importance as Shairaduh, he was 
chofen to command the troops to be employed in that 
expedition ^1. .

However, they were at hft all reconciied by the Fakih 
Ifa Al Hacacn, except 'Aino'ddawla Al Yaruki % who de- 
clared he woald never fubmit to Sal&h'addin Tulef £ba 
Ayub, and relumed to Nuro'ddm's court at Damafcus*. 
In the mean time, though Salah'addin a^ed as wazir to 
the khalif of Bgypt, he conlideKd himielf as Ndro'ddin's 
deputy in that kingdom \ nor did that prince bimfetf 



h*addln, he im only the title al emir al esCahfelar, or~ 
gewralfffimo of his forces^ and prefixed his feal to the head 
of the letter, wimoat inferting his name* Nor did he- 
ever difpatch his orders to him alone, but addrefled thest 
to him in the following terms : Let al emir al esfahfelary 
Salah'addin Tufef £bn Ajnb and our othex emits in 
Egypt, do fo and ib. Wnen Salah'addin had fecured 
to himfelf the charge of wazir, and found himfelf mafter 
of the khalifat of Egypt, he diftributed all the immenfe 
treafurcs of Shairacuh, and thofe which he had extorted 
from the Fatemitc khalif, amongfl the emira and the 
troops ; by which indance of liberaHty, he entirely, 
gained their alie^^tons. He likewife abftatned ixom 
\yine and gaming^to whieh he had been before extremely 
addi^ed ; and, in order to expiate his former- crimes, 
rcfolved to enter U{M)n a holy war, and attempt to 
drive the Chriftians out of the Moilem territories He 
alfo circumvented and cut off* the commander of the 
Blacks, or Negroes, that guarded the impenal palace, 
and garrifoned' toe citadel of Al Kahirah ; putting, after 
a (lefperate engagement, the greateft part of thofe troops 
to the fword. That othcer, though an eunuch, was a 
f.crfrn of uncommon refolution and magnanimity, and. 
ior ioir.e time f^ngly oppofcd the power of the new wazir., 
The (le(lrii<l:l:lon of this corps opened a pafTage for Sala-. 
h'addin into the caftTe ; who thereupon appointed Bohao'd- 
dii! Karekufh, a white eunuch, commandant of that place, 
and afligned him a proper garriion for its defence. Sa-. 
lrh*addin, being thus mafter of F^vpt, begged Nuro'd- 
ilia would fend h\< father Nojmo'ddm Avu Ebn Shadi, 
and all the family then at Damafcus, to him ; which re- 
queit being grantedj upon their arrival ia Egypt he treated 




When he wrote to Sala* 
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tiKm with fincommon marks of diftin^on^ made theni 
itian^ rich prefents, and fettled upon them lands and 
pofleffions of trery confiderable value. 

The fbliowitig year, being the 565th of the Hejra, Thtmsfl 
proved fortunate and profperous to the new waztr ) whofe mattrial 
power ftill increafed, whilft that of A! 'Aded daily de- ^"'^ 9f 
clined, in Egypt. The Franks formed the fiege of Di- *^^y^^ 
miyat or Damiata ; which^ as they had a great train of * ^' 
military engines with them, for fome time they carried 
on with extraordmary vigour. However, Salah'addin 
having taken tare to furniih the place with a numerous 
garrifon, :ind to fupply it copioufly with all kinds of pro- 
vifions and military (lores, the befiegers were obliged to ' 
abandon the entcrprize, and retire, after they had laid' 
before the town fifty-four days, and fuiLiined a very con- 
fiderable lofs. Their retreat iieverthelefs fcems to have 
been in fome meafure owing to an imprcflion made by 
Nuro'ddin Mahmud Eben Zenki upon their territories in 
Syria. But, though ill fucccfs attended their arms in 
Egypt, they reduced the caflilc of A'car, or Accari, in 
Syria, and loaded with irons Khotlnkh, one of Nuro'dilln'iS 
flaves, who commanded there, in the Latter Rabi ; a cir- 
cumliance whieh induced Nuro'ddin, in order to make a 
diverfion, to befiege Al Carae, or Al Crac, in Ar«hia Pe- 
tr?ea, in the month of Sliaaban, though without clTcft; 'for ^. 
a ftrong body of Franks advancing out of Paleftine lq ihz 
relief of that fortrcfs, he thought fit to decamp, without 
Venturing a battle. This misfortune was hnmediately 
followed hf the death of Majdo'ddln Ebtt Al D&ya, who 
departed this life at Aleppo, to the great regttt of Nu« 
ib^idtn^ in the month of Ramadan. He was that prince's 
fofter-brotli^y had gr<^t in^ence over him, as he was a 
petkfti of confummate abilities^ and prefided over the 
people 6f Aleppo, JaHyar, and Harem. Majdo'ddfn- Abu 
Beer Ebtt Al Daya being dead> Nuro'ddin conferred thd 
govemixierit of thofe phces upon Ali^ that faheb's fon. 
About this time an earthquake made dreadful havock in 
Syria } Aleppo, and feveral other towns, being almoft en- 
tiixly deflroyedby the violence of the ihocks. This tx» 
cited Nuro'ddin to make a progrcfs through tliat part of 
his dominions ; but being informed at Tel Baiher, or Tel 
Birihar, a caftlc of prodigious ftrength, with a prefcdlure 
belonging to it, two days journey north of Aleppo, that his 
brother Kotbo'ddin died the 22d of Dhunhaij j at Al Maw- 
icl^ he haitened towards that city* Kotbo'ddia Mawdrid' 
^ - X» 2 i.bu . 
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£bn ZenkiEbn Akfankar^^the faheb of Al Mawfel, va» car* 
ried off by an ardent fever, after he had lived forty, and 
reigned twenty-one years. He has been reprefented both by 
Abu*lfeda and Ebn Shohnah as one of the beft princes, in alt 
refpe^S) of the age in which he lived. In his lail illnefs, 
according to Abu*l-Faraj, he firll appointed his eldcft fon 
*Amncio'ddIn Zenki to fucceed him; but afterwards, as we 
find intimated by the fame author, at tlic i n (ligation ot Fakh- 
ToMdin Abd*al Mafih, the eunuch, his prime minifter, who 
hated 'Amudo'ddin, on account of his attaeliment to Nu- 
roMdm, he transferred the fucceflion to Al Moez iSaifo'udiii 
Gazi, his younger fon. Khatun Bint llufamo'ddin Tamar- 
tafli, the mother of thofe young princes, by ailing in eon- 
cert with Fakhro'ddin in this affair, greatly eoiitributed 
to tlie exclufion of her elder fon 'Amado'ddin from the 
throne. *Amado'ddin, as fooii as the aforcl.utl injury had 
been offered him, fled to liio uncle Nuro'ddin, v. lio hated" 
Fakliru'ddin Abd'al Mafih, in order to luhcit luccouis, 
whereby he might be enabled to alTert his right to the 
crown. The khalif Al 'Aded fent to Salah^addin, his 
wazxr, out of his own private treafury, for the ufe o£ 
the garrifon of Dimiyat, whilit the Franks hj before that 
place, no lefs than one million of Egyptian dinars. 
IMf Next year, being the 556th of the Hejra, Al Imam Al 
Moflan^ Moftanjed Bi'Uah Abu'l Modhafier Yufef Elm Al Moktafi^ 
>^^^r^ the thaHf of Baghdad, departed this life. He was bom 
in the year of the Hejra 510^ and reigned about elevea 
Jears. This prince was a great lover of juftice, and one 
of tlir oeftof thekhalifs. Having thrown a calumniator^ 
or falfe accufer, into prifbn, and detained him long in con* 
finementy one of the grandees of his court offered him the 
fum of ten thoufand dinars, if he would releafe this pri- 
foner : upon which» the khalif faid to him, ^< If you caa 
find me another man with all his t>ad qualities, I will pre-» 
fently pay you down' the fame fum j for I fhould be ex- 
tremely glad to purge my dominions of fuch a dangerous 
fellow." His deatli was effected in the following manner^ 
according to Abu'l l"'araj : ing commanded his phyii- 
cian Fhn Safiya to write in his name to the wazir, and or- 
der him to ariix to a gibbet, ere6lcd for that purpofe, Kot- 
boddin Kayniaz and the prefe£l of the palace, Ebn Safiya, 
his mailer then being at the point of death, fticwed them 
the letter. Perceiving their fate therefore to be inevitable, 
if tlie khalif recovered, they entered his apartment, at- 
tcudcd b^ iuii.c of ilicir liiciids^ carried lum uli by furee;| 

and 
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tnd fhut him up in a badihe fometimes ufed, where, in a 
ihort time, he expired 

The fame day that Al Moftanjed was affaffinated, Abu AlMofltS 
Mohammed Al Hafan, his fon, was by all Al Moilanjed's f^*^. 
4domeftic8'faIutcd khalif; and, next day, the principal 
lords of the court, in the poztico, or piazza, belonging to khal^ft 
the imperial palace, called Al 'nj, or the Crown^ took 
the oath of allegiance to him. He then aflumed the title 
or furname of Al Moftadi Beamri'Uah } and was afterwards 
moipe eminent fox his diftribution of juftice amongfl his 
fubjefls than even Al Moftanjed himfelf. He was alfo 
extremely liberal, and cave away vaft fums of money, 
whilll he fat on the Moflem throne. The arts and fcicnces 
likewife flouridied in every part of his dominions throoglw 
out the whole courfe of his reign. 

In the courfe of the fame year Nuro'ddin Mahmud Nure'ddm 
Ebn Zenki receiving av-fvice that his nephew^ Saifo'ddin 
Oazi was entirely under the diredion of Fakhro'ddin Ab- J^/^^ 
<l'al Mafih, who governed his kingdom with abfolute Hifop^f^ 
povM r, and being refolved to drive that mlnifler from the mia% 
young prinee's councils, he advanced at the head of a body 
of horfe to Ja'bar, paiTed the Euphrates, occupied Al 
Racca, Al Khabur, and Nafibin, and laid fiege to Senjar, 
which he took and delivered into his nepliew 'Amado*d- 
din's hands. From thence he marched firil to the city of 
Balad, and afterwards to the caftle of I\ inui, or Nineveh, 
where he encamped. He then eroded the Tigris, and 
prefented himfelf before Al Mawfel. Fakhro'tidin hnding 
himleli not in a condition to iultain a liege, a verv con- 
iiderable part of the walls of that city having fallen down 
the very day that Nuro'ddin appeared, he capitulated on 
the firft fummons. The principal articles of the capitu- 
lation were, that SaifbMdin ihould remain in peaceable 
pofleffion of Al Mawfel, with the territories belonging to 
it, in confideration of his paying annually, by way of tri« 
{lute, a ftipulated fum \ that no violence monld be offered 
either to Fakhro'ddin, or any of his domeftics ; and that 
this minifter ihould depart vnth NAro'ddin into Syria. 
The town being nut into his hands, he immediately pof- 
fefled himfelf of -tne citadel, and gave orders to have the

had afTigncd ' Amado'ddln> and took Fakhro'Hdiii with hitt 
into Syria, after he had remined at Al Mawfel only font 
and twenty days. Tli^ trilmto at firft cxa^ed of Saifo'd^ 
din was afterwaids remitted by Nuro'ddin \ fe that Sairr 
foMdiB eajoyed the foveveignty of Al Mawfd, and the dU 
ftri^a appertaining to it, in the moft fell and ahfolutft 
ananner. Nevcrdietefa, the divilioB of Kotbo'ddin Maw* 
dud Ebn Zenkt^s ftates between his two fops, a9 has been 
pbferved by Kema1o*ddln Al Shahrezuri, proved a mortal 
blow to iJie^familT of the atabeks of ink\ for 'AmS^ 
do'ddiBy htxD% Kotbo'ddin Mawdud's elder fon, could not 
be prevuled upon to fubmit, in any refpe^^ to his younger 
brother, who, being faluted by the title of king, infilled 
upon 'Amado*ddin'8 obedience. Hence dtfeords and dif- 
fendons arifing between them, their enemies \\-ere thereby 
excited to attack a divided power; which united aiidcr one 
prince, as it formerly had been, would have baiBed and 
fruftrated all their dt figns 

This year Salah'addih made an irruption into the terriy 
.tories of the Franks, penetrated as far as AlkalSn and Al 
Ramla, in Paleiline, which for fome time he blocked up, 
and then moved towards tlie frontiers of £gypt* He ai? 
terwards befiegrri Fla, or Aiia, a maritime town on the 
coaft of the fea Al JCo^om i which he took by Aprm, and 
gave up to his troops to be plundered. With the hit ex-? 
ploit he finifhed the campaign \ and, at the concluiion of 
it, returned home. He alfo converted two of the public 
buildings at Al Kahirah into fchools, or colleges, for the 
difciples of the famous Sonnite dofVor Al Shafei ; turning 
at the fame time all the kadis or judges of the Shiitc per*? 
fuafion out of their places, and fubftitutlng thofe that pro- 
feflcd the tenets of Al Shafei m their rooin. T'lkio'dciin 
Omar, vSalah'addin's nephew, nkewife purchaied a nioft 
fuperb palace, and founded ?.t his own cxpence feveralcol- 
k'f^es for educating the youth trained up in the principles 
of Al Sliafei, in the capital of Egypt. 

The 567th year of the Hej reproved fatal to thcFatemite 
empire in E^^ypt. Nuro'ddin Mahmud Ebn Zenki, who 
was a great favourer of the Sonnites, having been inform- 
ed that Salali'addin Yufef Ebn Ayub had pofted a body of

troojps in the caftk of AlKahiraliy under command of 
KaraJcuih Al Afafii> and was diibliite matter of the king* 
domof £^ypt| he ordered him to ilTue aa edi£l» enjoin* 
ing an omiffion of the name of the khalif Al 'Aded in^the 
public prayers^ and requiring the Egyptians to mention in 
the loom of it that of .Al li^ftadi Bcamri'Uah, the khalif 
of Baghdad. In anfwer to Niixo'ddin's letter, Sal&h'ad*^ 
din wrote him w<vd» that» as the Egyptians were for the 
moft part followers of Ali» he was afraid fuch a ftep would 
^}Ccafion an ii^ufre^ion, and prove ezttemely prejudicial 
to his affairs in Egypt. But Nuro^ddin informing Sala^ 
h'addin, that his order was peremptc^y^ and that he would 
be obeyed, the name of Al 'Aded was omitted, for the 
firft time, on the fecond Friday of Al Moharram, and that 
of Al Moftadi fubftitttted, in the mofques throughout the , 
Egyptian territories, in the time of divine ferVice. When 
the edt^ iilued by Salah'addin on tliisoccafion was carried 
into execution, Al 'Aded was iick, and foon after ex- 
pired \ neither Salah'addin nor any of the Egyptian emirs 
having acquainted him with the deprivation of his au- 
thority. Al 'Aded was no fooner dead, than Salah'addin 
occupied the imperial palace, and took poifeflion of all 
the immenfe tr^afures, as well as the invaluable fumi'» 
rure (F) found therein. To the latter appertained a noble 
library of books, collected by the Fatemite khalifs ; a ja»

vereign prinees to Al 'Aded and hi<; predeceflbrs. With 
regard to the jacinth juil mentioned, Ebn Al Athir, in 
his Al Camel, relates, that he faw it, and weighed it, 
and repreicnts it as a molt vahiable curiofity. Abu'lfeda 
write*?, that there was alfo in the palace a ftrange and won- 
derful drum, which If any one llruck. when he had a fit 
of the colic upon him, he was prefently cured. This 
drum, continues he, was unluckily broken by fome who 
were 0:rnni:^ers to the ialiitiiry virttie it contained. AFAd- 
ed's famiiy Salnh'addin removed to a private and retired 
part of the palace, and placed a guard over them. Of 
the khalif's ilaves fome -were foid, fome manumitted, and 
others given away. As to the circumftances attending 
|he fuppreflion .of Al 'Aded's authority in Egypt and his 
death, the Arah authors of the beft authority are not per- 
fedUy agreed. Some of them affirm that a Ferfian fufi, or 
monk, was the iirft that prayed for Al Molladi Beamri'l* 
lah, the khalif of Baghdad, in one of the mofques at Al 
K^irah, no other perfon daring to perform the fame, for 
fear of exciting a tumult amongfl: the people ; and that 
Salahaddin performed the laft offices ufual on fuch occa- 
(lons to Al *Aded, at his requeft, in. his dying moments. 
Others fayi that iialah'addm ordered Al *Adcd to be con- 
fined in a tower, and afterwards put to death. Laftly^ 
others intimate, that Salah'addin deflroycd the Fatcmite 
khalif, by obHging him to fuck poifon out of his brother 
Tnran Shah's r'm^. With refpedt to the perfon who firfl: 
Lad the courage to repeat Al Mofladi's «name in one of the 
mofques of Al Kalnrah, w e are told that he was a Mind 
man, and went under tlie appellation of Al Emir Al " Alem, 
by Abu'l-Faraj. According to Abu'lfcda, Al 'Aded car- 
nellly defired to have a conference with Salah'addin, when 
he was fo ill that there were fearce any hopes of his ro 
covery ; but the wazir fufpecling treachery on the part of 
the Fatemite khalif, refufed to fee him. However, find- 
ing, after his death, that there was no foundation for fiieh 
a lufpieiun, lie was greatly concerned that he had not 
"waited upon him. That prince died, if Boluio'dclin may 
be credited, the 12th of Al Moharram ; but, if we foU 
low Abu'l-Faraj, his death happened on the loth of th«; 
fame month. Thus ended the empire of the Fate* 
mite khalifs in Africa^ after it had continued about two 
hundred and feventy-one years ; above two hundred of 
wbich| as appears from the preceding partDf .this wotk. 
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die7 Ind maintained themfdves Upon Ac fShrcme of Egypt* 
The princes that formed this dynally were Shiitesi who 
aflerted Ali £bn Abu Taleb to have been the iirft lawful 
khalif and imam $ and maintained that the fuprcme au- 
thority, both in fpirituals and temporals^ belonged to hia 
dcfcendents. They even deduced their origin from Ali 
himfelf and Fatema, the daughter of Mohammed } aiid^ 
in confequence of this pretenfion, aflumed the name of 
Fatemites : they alfo ftyled th^mfelvcs imamians, and 
imams ; intimating that they were defcended in a right 
Hne from the head of that family which alone fuppUed the 
Moflem world with true and rightful imams. They bore 
an implacable hatred and utter averfion t6 the khalifs of 
the houfeof Al Abbas; whom they confidered as intruders 
and ufurpers, not in the Jeaft related to the family of Mo- 
hammed, and as propagators of falfe traditions wherever 
their power prevailed. Ar, NuroMdin, therefore, was a 
zealous Sonnitc, entertained the higheft regard for the kha- 
lifs of Baghdad, and deteftcd thcvShiites, it is no wonder 
the abnlifion of the k]v\Hfut of Egypt, at this junfture, 
ihould have been his principal objedt. Bcfidcs, he might 
not only be infliic need by religious but likcwifc by politi- 
cal motives in this affair; he might think that nothing 
could contribute more to the humiliation of the Franks, 
who were then grown formidable, than a re-union of the 
Modems, under one common fpiritiin! licad 

As foon as the news of the abolition of the Fntemitc 
khalifat in Egypt arrived at Baghdr.d, and it was known 
that the khalif Al Moitadi Beamri'llah was prayed for 
throughout all the Egyptian provinces, public rejoicings, 
for fevcral days, were made in that capitah Al Moftadi 
alio dlfpatched 'Amado'ddln Sandal, one of his r.iiniflers 
of Ibte, with royal vcfts to NuroMdin, Salah'addin, and 
thofe preachers v.ho had mentioned liis name in the 
mofques of Egypt. lie alio fent them magnificent pre- 
fents, and ordered ilie black ftandards, ufcd by the houfe 
of Al Abbas, to be carried to Al Kahirah, where his au- 
thority was now recognized b\' people of all ranks and de- 
nominations. It is worthy of obfervation, that this revo- 
lution was cffc(Sbcd without any cffufion of Moilcm blood,

two goats butting each other, though the Egyptians had 
been* for above two hundred yearj^ entirely attached to 
the family of Ali Ebn Abu Taleb. 

Not long before the fupprcflion of his authority in Egypt^ 
the khalif AI ' Aded faw in a dream a fcorpion coming 
out of one of ihe mofques at Mefr, called the mofque of 
AI 'Aded, which made dircdUy towards hiniy and ftuag 
him. He inilantly awaked in great terror» and fent n^xt 
morning for the nioft eminent interpreters of dreams, in 
order to confult them. Upon hearing his dream» iSasf 
unanimoufly agreedi that feme perfon who Should come 
-out of that mofque would do him an injury. He then 
commanded the governor of ^fefr to fend the perfon or 
perfons refiding in that temple, who thereupon brought 
before him a Ihcikh of the iufis, whofe name was Noj- 
mo^ddin AI Kli\ib ftiani. The khalif afked him whence 
he came^ and wiiy he inhabited that mofque ? To which 
interrogationb he gave fuch plain and fimple anfwers, that 
Al ^Adcd could not apprehend liimfelf to be in any dan- 
ger from him. He, therefore, diimiired him with lomc 
hnndf''niie prefentr^ ; and his departure begged he would 
pray for hini. I hr.vcvei-, S.iiah'addin, foon after afpiring 
at the kli.ilifat, anci meditating the demohtion of the F;v 
tcmite power, confultcd many of the Moflem fages upon 
the iegaUty of the point he had in view } who, by their ^ 
• * dccifions, excited him to carry bis dcllgns into execution. 
Ainongd others that attended the wazir's ievee on this oc- 
cafion, fhelkh Nojmo'ddin Al Khubafnani appeared, and 
expatiated fu much upon the perfidious abandoned conduck 
of the Fatemites, and reprefenicd in fuch lirong colours 
the many mifchicfs they had been the authors of, that he 
greatly contributed to their dowafal in Egypt. This cir- 
ciimftance was confulcred as a clear accomplifliment oi the 
prediftion exhibited by the khalif Al 'Aded's dream". 
l^'ih'o\rJirt Salali\j(!din being mafter of Al 'Aded's trcafures, which 
amounted to a pro iigious fum, fent part of them to Nu- 
ro'ddin in Syria, and the reft he diftributed amongft the 
troops, referving not a fmgle dinar for his own ufe. Not 
long after the Fatcmite khahf's death, Salah'addia ad- 
vanced at the head of a large body of troops towards the 
frontiers of Syria, and at laft invcfted Shawbec^ a for- 
tPcfs of the Franks on the confines of Hejaz 5 but upon 
Nuro'ddin's approach he raifed the fiege, left the rcduc- 
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tlon. of this pl:;.ce fhouUl have opened a palTage diretlly for 
that conqueror's numerous forces into l^gypt. This ftep 
was highly refented by Nuro'ddia, who from that time 
grew jeiilous of Salah'addin. Some writers intimate, that 
Sa'ah'addin was apprthenlivc of being deferted by the Sy- 
rian olhcers of hi^ army, as fonn as their old mafter Nu- 
roMdiii Ihould appear y and that this cfi.ii deration induced 
hiai to abandon the Cie*^c of Al Sha\vbLc and retire ir to 
Egypt. However that may be, Nuro'ddin was iu mcenkd 
9Lt this conduct, that he declared, that he intended foon 
to undertake an expedition againft 8alah'addin with all the 
forces he could affemble. Upon the arriirai of ^is intel- 
ligence at Ai Kahira, Salah'addin ftimmoned all his great 
<&cer8, andamongil the reft his father Ay ub, whom he 
had made his lord treafurer, to attend him in the palace. 
He then imparted to them the advice he had received of 
Noro'ddin*s intention to invade I^gvpt, and alked them, 
with no fmall concern, what courfe they would advife. 
him to take ? If Nuro'ddin (faid Takio'ddin) fliouM dare 
to attack us, we will repel force by force.'' *^ By no 
means (replied the old crafty Ayub) ; if Nuro'ddin ihould 
do us the honour to pay us a vi(it, I would proftrate my* 
felf before him." Then, dire6^ing his difcourfe to Sa- 
I^'addin, " Son, (faid he) write to our mafter Nuro'ddin 
without delay^ and tell him, that if he Oiall be pleafed to 
fend any of his ilaves with a towel to tie about your neck 
in order to draw you after him into Syria, you will follow 
him with the utmoft alacrity to your fovereign's court.** 
The council then broke up. Ayub, however, waited upon 
Salah'addin in his own apartment, and addreiTed him in 
the following terms : Be of good courage, fon j if Nu- 
ro'ddin attempts to penetrate into Egypt, I myiielf will 
head your forces againlt him ; but let us keep our counfel 
to ourfelves : for though you fhall not fend him fo much 
as a fingle fagarrcane, if he demand it, you muft not 
openly altert your independency. If this fliould be done, 
he will lay afide all his other dcfigns, and particularly the 
war he is now meditating againlt the Franks, and attack 
you with his whole power ; the confequenee of which, as 
the ilfues of war are. uncertain, no man can forefee : 
whereas, by pretending to perfift in your allegiance, you 
win gain time, and be therchv enabled, witli the divine 
ailitlance, to weather the impendintr ftonn." This falu^ 
tary advice was fully juilified by the event".

He difpatched orders to SaifpM- 
din Gazi, the faheh of iU Mawfel> his nephew, to join 
him with all the forces he could aflemb'Je, that he might 
be thereby enabled to' enter upon a6lion without delay. 
After the jundlion of Nuro'ddin's troops and thofe of Al 
Mawfel, tiiat conqueror advanced to *Arka, a cown, hav* 
ing a ftrong caftle, in the territory of Damafcus, laid fiege 
to it» and at lad took it by ftonn, in the month of Al Mo* 
harram, of the prefent year 

{2imt year the Katayans, or eaftcrn Tartars, pafled 
tmsnuUti the Jihun, and made an irruption into Khowarazm. The 
an irrup- news of this invafion being brought to Arflan Ebn Akfar, 
Jr^i! KhowSrazm, he advanced at the head of all 

TMm* ' forces to Amawayh, in order to give them battle; but 
was there taken ill and died. However, an emir or ge- 
neral of great reputation amongd the Khowarazmians, 
took upon him the com.mand of the army, c.inic up v. ith 
the enemy and eri^aged them; but was defeated, taken 
prifoner, and carried by the Katayans into MawaraMnahr. 
The {hah of Khowarazm himfcif was carried from Ama- 
wayh, where he fell fick, to his capital, and in a fewdpys 
expired ; and was fuccecdcd by foUan fliah Mahmild, his 
younger fon. Thi ^ fueeellion fo incenlcd *A)au'dilin Ta- 
cafti, or Takafli, his eidell fon, who was then .it Jondi, 
that he repaired dire6lly to the king of Katay*s court, and 
fohcitcd his alliilanee, who immediately fcnt an arn.y, 
under the conducl: of I uma, his general, to pciu tratvi 
into Khowarazm, and place 'AlaoMdiri Tacafti upon 
the fhrone. Fuma moved to the frontiers of Khowarazm, 
without meeting with any obftniflion in his march \ of 
which foltan ihah Mamfia and his mother having been in-* 
formed, they immediately abandoned the kingdom of 
Khowarazm, and retired into Khorafan. This retreat 
enabled 'AlaoMdin Tacaih Shlh to afcend the throne o£ 
Khowrazm without ftriking a ftroke. It may not be im* 
proper to remark, that the country called Kitay, Katay, 
or Khatay, by the Oriental writers, contained the nor- 
thern provinces of China, and a great part of Tartary to 
the north and north-weft of it. The capital of this great 
legion was Cambalu, or Khan*balik, denominated by the

In the c68th year of the Hejia^ Karakufht the mam* ^ ^ojy ^ 
luk> who had been one of I^o'd^n Omar Ebn Shahin- Turks tak$ 
ihah Ebn Ayub's flaves^ marched with a body of Turks Tripolf im 
out of Egypt to Tripoli in Africa, formed the fiege of that 4Mt^ 
dty^ and at lafli took it. He alfo reduced to his obedience , 
feveral provinces in that part of Africa before the clofe of 
the c.nnpaign 'i. 

In the conrfe of the fame vear NuroMuui Mahmud Tim Nuro'JJim 
Zenki led an army againft Kilij Arllan II. the fon of Ma- '--^^^ ^ 
s'ud, the Seljukian foltan of Al Rum, penetrated into his ^'^^yj ,^ 
dominions, and poffefled himfelf of Mar'afh, Bahnefa, 
Marzaban, and Saywas, or Sivvas, without having fuf- Ai Rum 
tained any coniiderable lofs. Kilij Arflan finding himfelf 
not able to oppofe the atabek's forces, and fearing to be 
driven even from his capital, fcnt an embaffy to Nuro'd- , 
din, befeeching peace. This Nuro'ddin refufcd to grants 
unlcfs he would reftore Malatia to Dhu'lnun Ebn Al Ra- 
neflimcnd, whom he had unjuftly drpr'vcd of it. The 
reftitution of Malatia being refufcd by Kilij Aril an. Nil- 
ro'ddin propofed to him in lieu thereof, the celhon of Si- 
was to l)hu'lnun. This propofal proving more agreeable 
to Kilij Arfliin, he complied with it ; upon which, Nu- 
ro'ddin concluded a treaty of peace with him, and then 
returned into Syria ; but notwithllaiiaing this treaty, after 
Nuro'ddm's death, Kilij Aril an made an irruption into 
Dhu'Inun Ebn Al Raiiefhmend's territories, befieged 8'i- 
was with a body of troops that Dhu'lnua could not oppofe, 
and expelled him from that place ^ 

In the fame year Salah'addin, having conciliated tlic af- Saidh ad- 
fe£lions of the Egyptians by his liberality, and the lenity din bejieits, 
of his adnuiiulration, to a wonderful ucgree, invaded ^^Cmracp 
thediftri£ls of Al Caiac and Al Shav/bce, fitting dow n 
before the former of thofe places ; but receiving ach icc 
that NuroMdiu was advanced to Al Rakim, near Al Carac, 
in order lo have an interview with him, he raifed the 
ilcge of Al Carac, and retired with great precipitation to- 
wards the borders of Egypt. However, nc fcnt Nuro*d- 
din fome very rich prefbnts^ and acquainted him with his

^ ^ BO ft ranger to the motive of Salah'addin's condud. As 
for Ayub F.bn Sh^\di, his father, a man .of an exceeding 
good d»ara<£icr, famed for his wifdom and rare virtues, 
whofe death was occafloned, or at Icaft accelerated, by a 
fail from his horfe, he dtcd at this period, after he had 
languillied in his palace a few days. 
Kurr/dJtfi In the following year, being the 560th of the Hejra, 
WaWV Al Malec Al 'Adel Nuro'ddiii Mahmud Ebn Zenki, the' 
EhnZinki £2\\q\) of A I Slinm and Al Ja/ira, or ^^yria and Mefopota- 
mia, as well as of feveral oth':r provinces, departed this 
life. He died of a quincy, or Ujuinancy, in the caftle of 
Damafcus. He was then u'^op the point of invading 
Egypt, in order to deprive SH];ih'.iddin Yuft f Ebn Ayub of 
the lovereignty of that kingdom ; having appointed Sai- 
foV.ciiii Gazi, his brother's fon, to command the army 
deftined to acl againft the Franks, vvhilft he undertook 
the Egyptian expedition. By his dcniile, therefore, foltan 
Saiah'.uldin wns delivered iroiu all apprchcnfion of fo for- 
niitialjlc aii eiicmy and cjuipcdtor, and iixcd upon the 
throne of Egypt. Niiro'ddi'i was tall, with a majeftic 
perfon, and a fwarthy complexion. He had no y^rhiflccrs, 
but only a fmall beard on the lower part of his chin. His 
doRiinions were very extenfive : he was prayed for not 
only in Syria, Mefopotamia, Al Yaman, when that coon- 
try was fubdued by Tar&n Shah Ebn Ayub, and the two 
* Har^msj or Sacred Cities^ that is, Mecca and Medina, 
but likewife in Egypt. He pailes amongft the Moflems, 
even at this day, not only for one of their greateft princes» 
but alfo one of their faints: he acquired the higheft 
reputation for his juftice and probity ; having united iff 
his perfon piety nr,d valour, qualities which feldom meet 
in the fame fubje£fc. He frequently fpent much of the 
night in prayer, and amidft his immenfc riches cpnitdered 
himfelf only as the depofitary of the public trenfure, from 
whence he drew an exceeding fmall fum for liis honfliold 
expences, infomuch that his domeftics often complained 
of beinjT in want of comrr.on necclliiries. Notwithfland* * 
ing which parliinony with refpedt to every thing rccrnrd- 
ing the public, he was liberal to a great degree. He buiit 
feveral colleges for the difciplcs of the celebrated imams 
Abu Hanifa and Al Shafei. He himiclf adopted the prin- 
ciples of thefe^ of Abu Hamfa^ but without any tine- * 
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ture of bigotry, according to fome of the befl: Moflcm 
writers. He, at his own expence, raiiVd tht^. walls of the 
cities of Damafcu ;, iialeb or Aleppo, Hems, Hamah, 
Shaiz r, l>j.iibcc, and others, which had been thrown 
down by ihe violent fliocks of earthquakes. Sonic aa-' 
tiiors relate, that he was the firft Moflenv prince who 
eilabliflied a chamber of jtidiceagainil the violence ofiere<f 
the lower part of his fiihje^s by the nobility, and gave the 
]|ame of Dar A! 'Adel> or the Houfe Jujikey to thi^ 
Gomsuilion. N&ro'ddln having made fiamafcas his reii^ 
dence> and his court being compofed of many emirs or' 
Commanders of hts troops^ vho kept a vaft number of fep* 
vantSy Shairacuhy Salah*addin's uncle,, allowed thole be-' 
longing to him great liberty, who diereupon arrired at 
fuch a pitch of infolence, that complaints were casricd^ td 
the kadi Kemllo'dSdin of their behavioor every day, withoar 
hts being able to apply any remedy, on account of their 
mafter's powerful protection. The foltan being informed 
of theie diforders, and inten4ing to bring back the emirs 
thenjfelves tn i fenfe of their duty, ordered the commi£- 
fioners he had nominated on this occafion, to enquire with 
the utmoft rigour into the injuries and wronjjs fufefcd by 
the people from the grandees, and to pur.ifh the guilty 
with icveriry, without any regard to the rank and qnallLy 
of the offender. Shairacuh, perceiving that this tribunal 
was levelled particularly at him, ordered all his domeftics, 
upon pain of death, to pay an exa61: ohcdicnce to the ordi- 
nances of the police iiTucd by the kadi, that they nnglic 
not be brought before this court of juftice, of which he 
himfelf was even afraid. Such a prudent and equitable 
.inflitution endeared the foltan to his riibje6ls, and render- 
ed his memory in the highefb degree grateful to them. 
This affection appeared from the following accident that 
happened fome time after his death. A man of Damaf- 
cus having received fome outrage, for which he could 
obtain no redfefs> cried out^ as if he had been implor-* 
ing his alfiftaace^ Nuro'ddtn, where are you?" Sa* 
Idh'addittf who then reigned, bavtng been apprized of 
the a^on, commanded immediate &tisfa£lion to be made,, 
and every fubje£t of complaint removed ; but neither did 
this reparation, however ample if might feem, dry up the 
complainant's tears ; who aidfwered the perfons demanding 
the caufe 6f them in thefe terms r ^ I lament the lofs o£ 
that great king who was fo jufl and fo equitable $ for fince

Hems," Aleppo, and other confidcrable places under his 
jurifdidion, he very richly endowed. He alio built a 
large number of fplentlid mofques, and fettled very con- 
(iderable revenues upon them. Nor was he Icis confpi- 
CU0U3 for Ills temperance tlian for his jufticc, libeialuy, 
and real pi-ty. The many hofpitals he founded for the 
reception both of tlie poor and infirm, in fcveral parts of 
hid dominions, were monuments of his extenfivc charity. 
In fhort, he feems to have wanted nothing requifite to the 
formation of one of the heft> as well as oiie of the greateft 
princes that ever livedo as he was adorned with many fin^ 
gular virtues^ and void of every vice but a profeflion of 
&e true religion ^ . 
MMikc NOroMdln's death was no fboner' known than Al Malec 
Jl sdlik XI S&Ieh Ifmael Mahmud, his fon» then only eleven years 
^MaTmuJ ^''^ appointed to fucceed hitn^ in the lovtireignty of 

hij/Z^Juc* ^ extenfive dominions; and the tfoops of DamalcttSy 
iitdtMm* where he propofed to lefide, accordingly took the oath of 
allegiance to him. Salah'addin Yufef £bn Ayub» having 
■ received advice of his acceflion, acknowleged himfelf his 
vaflal) and ordered prayers in all the mofques within the 
Egyptian territories to be offered up for him. Money like^ 
wile was coined in his name; but, being incapable of 
holding the reins of government, Al Emir Shamfo'ddin 
Mohammed^ commonly called Ebn Al Mokaddem, had 
the management and direction of all public affairs. Al 
Malec Al Saleh had not long afcended the throne, before 
SaifoMdin Gazi Ebn Kotbo'ddin Mawdud Ebn Zenki^ the 
faheb of Al Mawfel, invaded Al Jazira or Mefopotamiay 
and took polTeiTion of every part of that large province. 
^tprittci' Salah'addin Yufef Ebn Ayub having been informed 
falexpbiis that NuroMdin was making the necefTary preparations to 
t/ Sala- attack him, and being dcfirous of having a place to retire 
Kaddm^ in jj^ ^ic fhould be obliged to abandon the kingdom of. 

-^^yP^' proje£led the conqueft of Nubia ; and lent his 
brother Malec ShamfoMdawla Turan Shah, with a power- 
ful army, thither for thnt purpofe : but Turan Shah, after 
he had penetrated into tlnit barren and uncultivated coun- 
try, liiuiing Nubia not worth conquering, on aecouiit of 
its ftcrinty, returned with his forces into Egypt; and was 
ordered by Saiah'addiu to undertake an e:^peditiQn into Al

Tar&n Shah having entered Al 
Yaman without oppoution^ and brought Abd'ahiabi to a 
general a^ion» entirely defeated him, took him prifoner, 
and threw him into irons* He likewife made himfelf ma£* 
ter of Zabid, overthrew Taf ir, the fahel> of 'Aden, and 
imprifoned him. He alf6 carried thfe city 6f 'Aden itielf • 
by ailault^ plundered it, and reduced to the obedience of 
Salih'addin about eighty caftles or forteiTesj of confider- 
able ftrength. Some authors pretend^ that Salah'addln 
employed in this, war his brother Turin Shah, a man of a 
turbulent and haughty difpoiition, with the troops under 
his command, that were extremely prone to mutiny and fe- 
dition, left they fliould h e meditated a revolt. The fame 
writers obferve, that Nuro'ddin himfelf approved of thia 
enterpHze ; though he foon after difpatclied Ebn Al Kai- 
far to Al Xahirah, with an order to Salah'addin to fend 
bim a minute and particular account of all the treafures, 
and valuable curiofities, amafied by the Fatemite khalifs* 
Salah'addln not only complied with this order, but like- 
wife made Nuro'cldin a prefent of a large fum of money (

Ayub, the flieb or foltan of Egypt. The Egyptians crowd* 
ing to him from all parts, he formed a powerful army^ 
and advanced into the territory of Kus : but here the 
rebels were intercepted by Al Malec Al 'Adel Saifo'ddin, 
Salah'addin's brother ; who attacked them with fo much 
bravery, that he put them to flight, killed a great number 
upon the fpot, and fo effe^ually difperfed the remainder 
iJiat they could never afterw^ards be rallied : Al Canz otf 
Kenaz himfelf fell upon the field of battle. The Egyp- 
tians were excited to this revolt, by the profpe£l of placing 
one of the late khalif . Al 'Aded'ft fons upon Uie Fatemite 
throne. 

^he Tranh The fame day that Al Canz was defeated by Salah'ad- 
raije thi troops in the territory of Kus, the Franks, under the 

^iue!aH ^^^^^^^ of William II. king of Sicily, raifed the fiegc of 
Alexandria ; abandoning their camp with fo much preci- 
pitation, that they left all their baggage and military en- 
emies behind thc^. William, accordmg to the Moflem 
writers, appeared ofFthat place with a fleet of fix hundred 
fail, having tiiirty thoufand land forces on board. He car-

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three days, but without efFedl : for SnlLiIfaddia advancing 
with a formidable army to the relief of the town, tlie 
Franks being ilruck with a panic on his approach, immc- 
diateW abandoned the fiege,. after they had fuftained confi- 
derable lofs. Al Makrizi writes, that the Chriflians hav- 
ing been exceedingly harafled by the fallies of the Moflem 
garrifon, and loft feveral of their Ihips, found themfblves 
obliged to relinquifli the enterprize. William of Tyre in* 
~ forms us, that this expedition, whicK he places in thcf 
H73d year of Chiift, or the 569th of the Moflem ara, 
continued only fix days ; and that it mifcarried, through 
the ill conduct of the officers who commanded die Chnf« 
tian troops* 

This year, ShamfoMdtn Ebn Al Daya, who refided at SMtU- 
Aleppo, invited Sa'do'ddin Camofli Takm and Al Malec dUrtduen 
Al Saieh Ifmael Ebn Nuro'ddm Mahmud Ebn Zenki to f T.^^*' 
that city. S oon after their arrival from Damaicus, Al ^/yj^ 
Malec Al S^eh Ifmael alTumed the government of Aleppo, places im 
and fixed his refidence in that place *, but as he was inca- Sjtidt 
• pable of condu6ting public affairs, by reafon of his tender 
nge, not being above twelve years old, Sa*do*ddin Camoih 
Takin, his prime minifter, ruled with abfolTitc power* 
This minifter being jealous of Shamfo'ddin Ebn Al D^ya^ 
ordered both him and his brothers to he put under arreft. 
He alfo fecured the perfons of Ebn Al Khefhab, the pre- 
fc6t of Aleppo, and his brothers ; which condu6l giving 
Al Mokaddem and the other officers of the troops at Da* 
mafcus dreadful apprehenfions of his power, they imme- 
diately wrote to Salah'addin, and bcc^ged that he would ' 
accept of the fovereignty of their city. This application was 
no fooner made than Salah'addin proceeded with the ut- 
moft celerity to Damafcus, at the head of a chofen detach- 
ment of feven hundred horfe. Upon his arrival, he was re- 
ceived by the citizen5^ with open arms, and inllantly rcpnircd 
to the houfc of hiR father Ayub, named Al Aklki. However, \ 
tlie citadel for fome time refufed to fnrrender : but having 
feduced Rihan, Al Mr.ler Al Salch's commandant, he at 
laft made himfelf maftcr of the place as well as of all the 
xiches depolited in it. Having fettled his affairs at Da- 
mafcus, and appointed his brother Saif Al Illam Tagtakin 
Ebn Ay"ub to prefide over the people of that city, he hcgan 
his march for Hems, which he inverted. Having pofleficd 
himfelf of the town, he left a body of troops to block up 
the caftle, and advanced to Hamah ; wliich, on the firft 
of the Latter J<Mn;'(]a, opened its gates to his army. Al 
Eour fAzzo'ddia JorUic^ one of Nuro'ddiii's mamluks, ot

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flares, coMmanded at this time in the citntlel. S'al:ih'a(l^ 
din riimmoncd him to furrender, ailuring him, tkat h& 
had no uthcr view in this expedition than lo govern that 
and the nciglibouiing provinces as Al Malec Al Saltli's de- 
puty, and that he was defirouo of lending him with a letter 
to Aleppo. This ailurance fo pleafed Jordic, that he took 
the oath of fldelilv to Salah'addin, as Al Maiec Al SalehV 
deputy j and, ]ia\ ing alligncd the command of the caftle 
ofHamah to ins brother, departed for Aleppo, with the 
fohan's letter. lie had not been long there, whenCamoih 
Takiii ojdeied him to be feized and thrown into prifon^ 
ad\ ice oi which being received at Damafcu$| his brother^ 
without hefitation, delivered up the citadel into Salah'ad-» 
din's hands. The foltln then marched 'with his army to 
Aleppo, and befieged that city$ but- the citizens^ being 
entirely in AlMalec AlSaleh'sintereil, repulfed Salah'ad- 
din in feveral attacks, and made a very vigorous defence. 
Camolh Tsdcin likewife hired Sinan or Scnan, the chief of 
the Ifmaelians or Bataniftsy to aiTafiinate Salah'addin j and 
this chief fent a party of die ruffians he ufoally employed 
on fudi occafions for that purpofe to the foltan's camp i 
but they periihed in die attempt ; having all been cut to 
pieces, if Abu'lfeda may be credited, upon the fpot wherd 
they would have perpetrated this execrable fad. Anodier 
writer^ however, relates^ that an Ifmaelian or Batamft> 
attacked the foltan, and wounded him, in the following 
year ; but adds, that he held the aflaifm till fome of his 
guards came up, who prefently difpatched him. Two 
others, according to this author, afterwards fell upon him, 
and experienced the fame fate. Salah'addin continued th« 
fiege of Aleppo till the firft of Rajeb; but being then in- 
formed, that the Franks had invcfted Hem^, he imme- 
diately decamped, and reached Hamah, the eighth of the 
fame month. From Hamah^he purfued his march to Hems, 
with a refolution to engage the Franks ; but they raifed 
the fiege, and retired at his approach. Being mailer of ' 
the town and diflri£t of Hems, the foltan obliged the 
caftle, which he was not able to reduce before, to fubmit 
to his arms, the 2 ill of Shaahan. This conqueft was fol- 
lowed by the furrcndcr of Baalbec, The rapid progrefs of 
Salah*addin's arms alarming Al Malcc Al Saleh, he foH- 
cited fuceours of ins kinrmen Snifo'd' in Gazi, the faheb 
of Al Maw ft l, and 'Amado*ddii^ Zenki Ebn Mawdud, the 
laheb ofSenjar but the Letter of tLcil' refufc(i to nfllfl him. 
"^rhis refufal fo ineenfeti Saiio'doiii, that he ;n ;rc::cd with 

a body of his troops towards iSuiiar^ ia order to lay iiegQ 
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that place ; and fent the reft of his forces, under tlic 
command of his brother 'Azzo'ddm Mas'ud Ebn Mawdud 
Ebn Zcnki and 'Azzo'dcln Mahmud, one of his bell jje- 
nerals, on whom he had conferred the title of Sclfandaz, 
to ioin the army at Aleppo. Salali addin, knowing the fate 
oi wdL tu he uncertain, oifercd to cede Ilcms and Hamah 
to Al Malcc A! Saleh, and to efovcrn Damafctis only as his 
lieutcn.mt, in urcicr to pave the w^iy to m\ accommodation; . 
but tlicfc propofals bcuig rejected, a bloody battle eiitiied 
on the eminences near Hamah, which terminated in the 
entire defeat of Al Malec Al Saleh and his allies. Salah'ad- 
din, with the victory, gained an immenfe quantity of fpoil, 
and.parfued the flying enemy to Aleppo, whete he ihut them' 
lip* This ilep produ<2ed a peace ; hj which Ssdih'addtn 
temained mafter of all Syria-or Al Sham, except onty the 
city and territory of Aleppo, which were left to -Al M^ec 
A I Saleh. After the condufion of ^hls treaty, the foltan 
<ieparted from Aleppo to Damafcus ) and would neither 
- permit Al Malec Al Saleh to be prayed for in die mofques* 
of Syria, nor to 4iare money ooined with his name, impreil 
upon it. . He alfo wrefted mc caille of Bartn, in the dif- 
4ria of Hamah, from Fakhro'ddin Mas'ud Ebn Al Za'f»- 
«ani, one of NuroMdin's principal commanders, towards 
the clo£b<of Shawal, in the prefent year 

The 57 lift year of the Hejra, proved likewife favourable TheprincU 
to the arms of Salah^addin Yufcb Ebn Ayub 5 who at this f^l J^^nit 
time not only meditated the conqueft4>f all the leflcr ilo- ^^^^' J*^ 
hammedan ftates, but alfo the expulfion of the Franks out 
<5f Syria. He defeated, witli great (laughter, at Tel Al 
■Soltan, Saifo'ddin Gaza Ebn Mawdud Ebn Zenki, the fi* 
heb of Al Mawfei, die lord of Hifn Caifa, a fmall fortrefs 
at the foot of Mount Carmel, the f^eb of Maredtn, and 
fereral other princes, who entered into a confederacy^againft 
him. The foltan, however, did not gain thjs battle without 
confiderablelofs; his left wing having, in the begiiming of 
the a£lion,been broke by Saifo*ddin*s right, coMmaadcd by . 
ModhafferoMcUii Ebn Zino'dtlin, a very famous general: but 
4his repulfe ferved only to animate Salah'addin's men 5 who, 
being rallied by the foltan, attacked Zino'ddan's corps 
with fuch fury, that they difpeiTed them, -and foon after 
<irove all the enemies forces ^urt x>f the &ekl. Fakhro'd-

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din Abd'almafih niul other perfons of diftm^Hon, wh«r* 
were taken prifoiiers, Salah'addin releafed •, and gave 'Az- 
i akhrulliah the faheb of Al Mawfel's tent. Sai- 
fo*ddin himfeJf lied to Al Mawfel with fo much precipita<- 
tion, that the foltan could not come up widi him : but 
thinking himfeJf by no means fafc in that place, he would 
have abandoned his capital tathe viflonous enemy, had he* 
not been difliiaded ihrom fo-pufilhniinottB an ai&ton br his 
wazir* In the m^an time, Salah'addin having made nimo 
felf mafter of the ^^enem^s camp, and fecured all the rich. 
fpoii» advanced to Bezaffa, which he befieged and took* * 
He then mardied to Manbij, which he alfo invefted* Kot« 
boMdin Tenal Ebn Haian Al Manbiji, the iaheb of the 
town and diftri£k of ManbtJ, the Hierapolis of the ancients^ 
an inveterate enemy to Salah'addin Yufef £bn Ayi^b \ who 
carried the city by aflault, threw Kotbo'ddin himfelf into 
Irons, and entirely plundered his' palace. However, he 
was afterwards releafed, went to Al Mawfel, and met with 
« very favourable reception from Saifo'ddin Gazi Ebn 
Mawdud Ebn Zenki, who treated him with uncommost 
marks of (Hftin£kion, and made him a prefent of the city 
of Al Rakka upon the Euphrates. From Manbij Salah'acU 
din dire^ed his march to'Azaz,^or Azaza, a flrpngfort* 
refs lituated in the mod pleafant and delightful part of the 
territory of Aleppo, and obliged it to capitulate. After 
the furrender of 'Azaz, Salah'addin advanced at the head 
of his forces to the gates of Aleppo, and invefted that 
place again, about the middle of Dlm'lliajja.. Whilfl he 
lay encamped be fore the town, the -daughter of Nuro'ddia 
Mahmud Ebn Zenki, his former maflcr and benefa£lor, 
Al Maiec Al Saleh's fifter, a little girl, was brought into 
bis tent. . The foltan took the child up in his arms, kifled 
2ier> and^ after he had bellowed many valuable prefents 
upon her, alked her what heihould farther give her ? To . 
\yhich queftion, having been before inftru£led for this 
piirpofe, flie replied, " The fortrefs of 'Azaz." Wher©- 
iipon he evacuated that place, and departed from Alej^po 
\^ ith his army. Before the defeat at Tel Al Soltan, Saifo'd- 
din had battered the walls of Senjar, which belonged to 
his brother 'Amado'ddin Zenki E^n Mawdud, who had 
fubmitted to Salah'addin, with his military engines, in or- 
der to make a breach, that he might be thereby enabled to 
llorm the place j but without elTe£l. The vi£lory obtained 
over the combined army of the allies by Salah'addin near 
Haraah, the 19th of Ramadan, the precedinu; year, had 

animated the garrifoa to defend the town with the utmolt 

vigour^ 
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^gour, and forced J^aifo'ddin, much againft hisirKl'iia-' 

rion, to conclude a peace with his brother. After ^^h ch, 
he pafled the Euphrates, and marched to Aleppo ; whera 
he had an interview with AI Malec AI Saleh, the f ahtb of 
that city. Having encamped for fomc time at 'Ain Ahno- 
barcca, and joined the forces of Aleppo, he entered the 
<;itndL'l with a chofen detachment of horfe, and was nobly 
entertained at the expence of Ai rJakc AI Snleh. From 
Aleppo he advanced to Tel AI Soltan, witli the auxiliaries 
of Diyar Beer and other provinces, that had reinfcn eed 
liis army ; but was not able to engage with the viclorious 
troops of Salah'addin Yufef Ebn Ayub, the concjueror of 
Syria and Egypt 

In the 572d year of die Hejra, SallVaddbi Yufef Ebn Md$fiki 
Ayub) after he had retired from Aleppo, made an Irrup- 57*^ 
tioh into the country of the Ifmaelians ; which he ravaged 
with fire and fword. He alfo befieged the caftle of Masiat, 
a ilrong place feated on Mount AI SekkSn, on the coaft of 
Syria, not far from Tripoli, in the very center of the If- 
ttiaelian dominions. This fortrefs he took fword in hand, , 
flew moft of the inhabitants of Mafiat, and Icyelled the 
trails and houfes with the ground. Sin^n,, the <!hief or 
prince of the Ifmaelians, finding lumfelf not in a condi^ 
fion to redft Salah'addin, fent to Shahabo*ddin AI Hire- 
mi, the faheb of Hamah, Salsih'addin's uncle, entreating 
Mm to intercede with the foitan, and procure him a peace. 
Shahabo'ddin haying implored pardon of Salah'addln, in 
Sinin's name, for tlic wicked attempts of his. fubje6^s 
upon the foltan's life, without much difficulty prevailed 
upon his nephew to conclude a treaty with the Ifmaelian 
prince, and even to confider him as anally. After which 
pacification he refumed his march for E^ypt ; and, before 
the expiration of the prefent year, began to cre£l the fa* 
mous wall that furrounded the cities of Mefr and AI Ka- 
hirah, together with the caille or fortrefs on Mount AI Mo- 
kattem. TliiswaU, however, which, according to Ebn 
Shohnah, was either twenty-nine thoufand, or twenty- 
nine thoufand three hundred cubits in circumference, he 
left unfiniflied at his death. He like wife founded tl e 
fchool, or college, near the fepulchre of the imam A I Sha- 
fci, in die city of Mefr, and ordered the hofpitai at Al

Some authors relate^ that a gres^t number of rebels, con« 
• liftin? for the mod part of the black people of Al Sa'id, 
aiTenmled at this time near Keftj or Coptos* airery ancient 
city of the -Upper £gypt» under the command of Ebn 
Abd'alkuahy who pretended to perfonate Dawd, the fon 
of Al Adely the laft Fatemite khalif : but the rebel gene- 
zal was taken and cut off, the place of their rendezvous al- 
moft entirely deftroycd, and no lefs than three tKoufand of 
the rebels were hanged. Salah'addin reached Al Kahirah 
in the Latter Rabi ; and, before his departure from Syria, 
appointed his brother Shamib'ddawla Turan Shah Ebn 
Ayub to prefide over the people of Damafcus. He alfo 
fupprefTed the tribute exa£ied of the pilgrims going to 
Mecca by the emir of that city, Jodda, and *Aidab, afli^jn- 
jng him on its abolition yearly twothoufand dinars, beiidea. 
a large quantity of wheat fcnt him from Egypt. 
Saldh'ail' In the following year, being rlic 5:73d of the Hejra, 
dUisde- ^alah*addm Yufcf Ebn Ayub marclicd with a formida- 
^SSft^kt army out of Egypt to the maritime parts ot Paicf- 
tinc, in order to expel the Franks. He arrived at *Af- 
kaian with his nunKrour, forces, if Abu*lfeda may be de- 
pended upon, the 24th of the Former Joi^iadu 5 Al Bor- 
nar., or Arnold, \\lio had been taken prifoner by Nu- 
ro'ddin iVIalmiud Jibn Zenki, and ranfomed afterwards 
nt Aleppo, being at ilii^ t'me, aceording to BohaoM* 
din Ebn Sheddad, the principal commander of the Chrif- 
tian troops. The foltaa having pofted himfelf at *Aika-« 
Ian, fent out feveral detachments to ravage the adjacent 
country. The Franks taking the advantage of the abfence , 
of theie parties^ by which the Moflem army was confider- 
ably weakenedi attacked the .foltan with mch fury, that 
he was entirely defeated* However they met at fim with 
a pretty vigorous reiiftance \ Ahmed Ebn Takio'ddin Ebn 
Shahinihah charging them with fo much bravery, that he 
ijew a great number of the enemy^ and forced the red to 
retire : but foon returning to the charge, they broke the 
body he commanded, killed him upon the fpot, and even 
penetrated aimofl to the poft occupied by Salah'addin 
himfelf; a circum fiance which ftruck him with fuch terror, 
that he abandoned Iii^ camp to the Franks. The ^rrified 
Moflems fled with fuch precipitation, that, having no 
neighbouring garrifons to receive them, they traverfed the 
cxtenfive defert between Palcftine and Egypt in the utmoft 
confu^on, nnd fcarce halted before tl.f^- rc;:ched Al Kalii- 
t»hitieli. The greateil part of the Egyptian army perii]iec( 

* in 
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in tlic aclion and the piirfuit. No water beinpi; to be found 
in the defert, moll of the bcafts of burden died of thirit, 
before the fugitives arrived on the confines of Egypt. As 
for the foltan's detachments, fent out to forage and pillage 
the neighbouring diftri6:s, they were either cut to pieces 
or taken prifoners by the Fraiiks. Among the prifoners 
-was fottnd Al Faklih Ifa Al Arari, one of Salah'addm'^ 
mod intimate friends \ who was two yeard afterwards ran- 
ibmed, by the foltan, /or fixty thoufand dinars. 'Azzo*d^ 
dm Ali £bn Al Athir, in his Al Camel> or Unhtrfal Htf" 
urjy, relates, that he faw a letter written by Salah'addin 
with his own hand to his brothe»Turan Shah, the gover- 
nor of Damafcus, which contained a full and am^e de- 
fcription of this battle. Amongft other things the foltan 
&fs, that he was more than once in the mod imminent 
danger; and that God* as he apprehended,* had delivered 
him, in order to referve him for the execution of fome > 
grand and moft important defign ^ 

The Franks, elated with the complete vi£lory they had T^ff/'unl^ 
gained, refolved to lay ficge to Hamah. To this enterprizc ^^/^^j^** 
they were likewife ifarther encouraged by the abfence of wi^^Jrt'#/• 
Salah'addin, who entered Al Kahirah, about the middle ftff^ 
of the Latter Jornada ; by the few troops he had left with 
his brother Turin Shah, the governor of Damafcus, who 
was aifo of a very voluptuous and effeminate difpofition ; 
and by the infirmity of ShahaboMclin Al Haremi, Sal»- 
h*addin*8 uncle and deputy at Hamah, who was at this time | 
very ill in that city. Animated, therefore, by a favourable 
concurrence of circumilances, they formed the fiege of 
Hamah \ and made fo vigorous an aflault, that they were 
upon the point of carrying the place by llorm : but they 
were at lalt repulfcd, and driven to their camp, vv ith in- 
credible bravery, by tlie befieged : fo that, afar tlicy had 
attacked that fortrcfs four days, they decamped, and re- 
tired towards Ilarem. 

The affairs of Al Malec Al Saleh, who refided at Alep- The fitua* ' 
po, were at this time in an inc^ifPcrcnt fituation. He had ^'^l^'f 
thrown Camofli Takin, his prime minitler, into irons, for ^^^fl^^ 
arroc^ating the fuprcmc authority to Iiimfclf. This minif- ff^ru 
ter having pofTcired himfclf of liarcm, a fortrcfs and prc- 
fcclure in the territory of iVleppo, the e;arriron refufed to 
deliver it up into Ai Malcc Al Saleh's hands. They per-

in Chron- ad. ann. Hej. 573. Ebn Shohnah, ad ann. Hej. 57;. 
Fhn Al Atliir. in Al Camel, TakioMdin Ahmcd Al Makrifi, in 
Mavrrcdo'Uatafa, Rcnaud. ubi lupra, p. ^^a* 
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fifted ill tKcir refiifal, wlten Camofh Takint liimfelf cnm- 
manded them to evacuate the place. I'hey cnofe to fee 
him tortured, and even at laO: to expire under the tortures 
he f^itVered, by iW Saleh's order, rather than fubinit. The 
Franks receiving advice of thefe diffenfions, after their re- 
puH'c at Haiiiah, firlt furromided Harem, and rlien be- 
iieti^ed it in form. Having puiiicd on the negc for the 
ipace of four months, and reduced the garrilou to the lall 
extremity, the town muft have been obliged to furrender, 
had not Al Saleh, by paying them a fum of money, pre- 
vailed upon the befiegers to conclude a treatr of peace 
, "with him, and retire. After the departure of tne Franks^ 
M Malec Al Saleh made Serkhacj one of his father's mam« 
l€!:s, oi* ilaves^ commandant of the place. 

Next year, beine the 574th year of the Hejra> Turan 
muamtl Shah» reguefted ofnis^brother Salah'addin the government 
T'^''"'^" of Baalbec ; which had been conferred by the foltan upon 
j#flr sj,j^„fo'dd!n Mohammed Ebn Abd'ahnllec, generally caUed 
. > * Al Mokaddem, when he appointed Tflran Shah, to govern 
the people of Damafcus. This favour Salah'addin could 
not refufe ; and therefore orders were imn.ecl lately dif- 
patched to Al Mokaddam to cc Ic to Tur?n Shah the city 
• and territory of Baalbec; but Al Mokaddem, being pleat- 
ed with his fituation^ Would not admit Turan Shah into 
the town. Hereupon a body of troops, by the fol tan's 
command, advanced to Baalbec, and befieged Al Mokad- 
dem a confiderable time in that city. However, an equi- 
valent being at laft allowed him for his former poft, he de- 
livered np the p] Tcr to Turan Shah ; who, without any 
farther oppoiition, took polTefhon of his predeeelTor's pa- 
lace. This year, a dreadful famine raged in Syria, and 
the nelglihouring countries ; which was followed byapcf- 
tilence, that fwept awny great numbers of people 
tini of the The 575th year of the Hejra, produced fome memorable 
jear 575' events which merit the attention of an hilt^orian. Soltan 
Saiiih'addin took by florm a fortrefs ere<Sled by the Franks, 
at the fords of Al Ajran, near Baniyas orBunias, the Pa- 
neas of the ancients. Kilij Arflan Ebn Mafud, the Selju- 
Ician foltim of Al Rum, aflcmbled a body of twenty thou- 
faiui hurlc, in order to befiege the caflle of Ra*ban, then 
pofleflfed by Shamfo'ddin Ebn Al Mokaddem •, \yhich Kilij 
Arflan^ for reafons that have not tranfpircd, was extremely 
defirous of reducing. Taklo'ddin Omar Ebn ShahinOiah,

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' fanliig recdved advice' of this' intended irruption, adfsuticed 
againft him with only one thoufand horfe> engaged him^ 
and put him to flight. The Seljfiks of Al Riim being thus 
louted by a handful of men, Taido'ddin could not fotbear 
hoaftingy that with one thoufand men he had defeated 
twenty thoufand $ whence it appears, that he greatly vsf 
lued himfelf upon this exploit. Having obtained permil* 
fion of the foltin, to change the government of Baalbcc 
for that of Alexandria, he refigned the former of thofc 
po(U to 'AzzoMin Fakhr Sh&h Ebn Shahinfliah Ebn Ayub, 
On whom it had been conferred by Salah'addui •, then he * 
went to Alexandria, where he governed to the day of hia 
death. The fecond of Dhu'lkaada, according to the moft 
approved Moflem writers, died AI Moftadi Beamri'llah Al Mofla- 
Abu Mohammed Al Hafan Ebn Al Mollanjed Bi'llali, the dtatlu 
khalif of Baghdad. 

This khalif, whofe mother was an Armenian concubine, His cha* 
has been reprefenrcd as an excellent prince both by the raQn% 
Arab and Perfian hiitorians. He was generous, merciful, 
though at the fame time a lover of juRice, pious, an en- 
couriger of learned men, and of a moll amiable difpofi- 
tion. It has been remarked, that lie was the only khalif, 
after Ali's eldeft fon, who bore the fame name, being called 
AL Haf ii) , niid that this fecond Al Haian perfectly imitat- 
ed tlie virtues ijf the lull, and particularly his liberality, 
diftributing amongft his fubje£ls the immenfe treafures his 
father had^amafled. Towards the clofe of his reign, ac- 
cording to feme of the eaftem writers^ KotboMdm Kimar, 
his general, ufurped fuch power, that he difpofed of many 
thinjB^ without confulting the khalif. But Zehir £bn Al 
Attar» the wazir, whofe counfels Al Moftadi generally 
< followed, oppofed to the utmoft of lus power all the en* . 
ferprizes^of Kimar. This oppofition fo exafperated the 
generalj .who plainly faw that the wazir was the author of 
all the vigorous refolutions taken againft him, .that hc 
caufed Ebn Al Attar's houfe to be invefted by the troops 
■ under his con, m and. The wazir, however, having been 
apprised of Kimar's defign^ abandoned his houfe to the 
pillage of the foldiery, and took refuge in the khalif's 
palace* - !I1ie general, having mified his blow, ordered his 
. men to advance towards the imperial palace ; thinking to 

fet the wazir into his hands. But, as foon as Al Moftadi 
eard the noife of the troops attending Kimar, he fhewed $ 
himfelf on one of the balconies of his palace, and ad- 
dreffed himfelf to the people, who had been excited to 
a^cmble ^umultuouily on this occadon^ in the following 

terms ;

term; : "-^ You cannot but fee, my chiidrenj the mfoleiilte ' 
of Kimar, and in what manner, he incroaches daily on 
my authority : fckr this reafon, in order to punifli him 
ibr this frem outrage, I give up to you entirely all bit 
vealth and Aibftance, referving only to mvfelf the chaftife* 
ment of his perfon." The people no tooner heard the 
words of the khalif, than they quitted the palace, and 
xaa to Kimar^s hoafe* This circumftanee obliged tiie 
troops to follow them« to prevent its bang plundered. 
But the mob increafing every hour, nothing could refill: 
them ; the general's houfe was therefore forced and. 
|>illagcd ; and himfelf obliged to make a breach in the 
wall, to facilitate his efcapc to Al Mawfel, where he foon 
after died« The khalif Al MolUdi, notwithlkanding his 
. . natur;U clemency, is faid to have rendered juftioe to all 
his fubje£l:s \ and to have fo efFe£lually patronized men oT 
. letters and genius, lhat the liberal arts and fciences 
flourifhed in his dominions through the whole courfe of 
y-*-^ rclgn. A! Moiladi was horn in the year of the 
irJcjra 536; and fuccccdcd his father Al Mollanjed Bi'i- 
Inh, in the 566th of the Mollem a:ra. Though the lawful 
aiithoritv of the Mohammedan pontiffs was rc-united in 
his perfon alone, by the abolition of the khalifat creeled 
t)y the Fatemites in Egypt, yet he feeiiis not to have been 
immediately concerned either in that or any other me- 
morable event : for which reafon, probably, vvc find it 
intin^ated by Mirkhond, that nothing remarkable happen- 
• cd, during tlie whole courfe of his reign

From the Death of Al Mqftadi to the Aceffhn of Ji

r L A Moftadi's death was no fooner publicly known thajt 
£My v/a l\ Dhahiro'ddin Ebn Al 'Attar, the waair, by his adi- 
AMJu '**y addrefs, prevailed upon the grandees of the court, 
Mmed and the principal citizens of BaghdS, to take the oath of 
Ehn At allegiance to Al Nafer Ledini'Hah AbuU Abbas Ahmed»

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bis Ion. That prince was therefore inaugurated in ftatc, 
and unhrerfally acknowleged khalif. After the eeremoay 
Qf inauguration^ Al Nater conferred the poft of mafter 
of the palace and judge of the empire upon Majdo'ddia 
Abu'l Fadl £bn Al Saheb \ who, arrogating to himfelf 
the fupreme authority^ cau&d the wazur to be firft puti 
under an arreft in lus own houfe» and afterwards to be 
conduced to Al Taj> a place belonging to the imperial 
palace at. Baghdad, where he was thrown into irons* 
Not content with this feverity, Majdo'ddin forced him 
to deliver up all his effe^s into his liaiuls; and at 
lail ordered him to be put to death* In the night, hi& 
body was carried by a common porter out of Al i ^j into 
|hc (Ireet; when the mob immediately rofe, took \% 
off the porter's flioulders by force, tied a cord about the 
privities, and dragged it tlirough the city of Bagiidad- 
Then they put an old fpoon, covered wltli ordure, into' 
one of the defun^ wazir's hands, to vepi tlent a pen ) and 
faid, " Sign us, O lord and rxi;iiier, the p.uent th.'kt we 
want." After thefe and many other indigaities offered 
the dead body of the unhappy minider, it was wrclled 
out of the hanils of the mob, antl decciitly interred. The 
unparalleled barbarity of the populace on this occaGon 
was the more remarkable, as the wazir was an excellent 
governor, a perfon of - it temperance, nrobity, and 
honour, and had never nijured aiiv one either in Jii > pro- 
perty or reputation. This, therefore, is a moil flagrant 
inftance, and convincing proof, of the more than brutal dif- 
pofition of the lower fort of people of Baghdad, the capital 
of the Moflem empire> when Al Nafer Ledini'Uahj the 
thirty-fourth khalif of the houfe of Al Abbas» afcended 
the dirone ». 

In the 5 76th year of the Hejra> thelchalif Al Nafer Le- TUt nn/l 
dinillah fcnt the patent of inve(liture» the kaftan of fol- remarkM 
tin, and^ other enfigns of royalty, to Salah'addin Yufef ^'S",^ 
Ebn Ayubj conllituting himj by thofe prefents, prime I'/Jr <;6j* 
ininiilei, emir al omra or foltam The defeat he received 
from the Franks, in 573, together with the plague and 
famine that raged the following year, had prevented that 
prince from undertaking any enterprize of moment before •

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the year 576. Being now foliclted for fuccours by Kilij 
Arlliin, the Seljukian foltan of Al Rum, who fent am- 
bafladors to him for that purpofe, he led a powertul army 
to his aififlance againft Ebn l.aun, or Khn Leon, the Ar- 
menian, and aiivanced to K.ira Hiiarj w liL-ie he encamp- 
ed. Having been joined by thi: forces oi Aleppo, in con- 
formity to one of the articles of the treaty concluded 
fome time before \^ ith the faheb of that place, between 
Bahneia and the c iitle of Manfar, he penetrated into the 
Armenian tenitories, ravaged a confiderable part of them^ 
took and demoliflied Ebn Laun*s principal fortrefs, and 
obUged him to fubmit to an accommodation with £alij 
Arflan upon the terms he thought fit to prdTcribe :^ and He 
efFe6led by the terror of Ids arms a general pacification 
amongd the neighbouring princes^ in which the iahehs 
of Al Mawfel and Diyar Beer were included. On the 
third of Safar, year, died of a conCumption Saifb'd- 
dln Gizm Ebn Mawdud Ebn Zenki, the (aheb of At 
Mawfel and Al Dyar Al Jaztra, after he had reigned ten 
years and three months ; being about thirty years old, at 
the time of his deceafe. He was a prince of a beautiful 
afpe£^, proper ftature, and a fair complexion. He was 
alio prudent, juft, and abftemious ; though jealous to fuch 
i degree, that he would fufler none but eunuchs who 
were boys to be with his women, difmiiTmg' them as fiKNi 
as they grew up. He never fleeced his fubje^Sts, nor even 
fo much as touched their property; though, on fome occa« 
fions, he difcovered figns of an avaracious difpofition. 
He left to his brother 'Azzo'ddin Mas*ud Ebn Mawdud 
all his dominions, except Jazna Ebn Omar, with the 
caftles ere6ked thereon ; which he bequeathed to Sinjar 
Shah, his fon. In the couifc of the fame year, Shamfo'd* 
dawla Turan Shah Ebn Ayub, Salah'addin's elder brother^ 
departed likewife this life at Alexandria ; the government 
of which city, together with that of almoft the whole 
kingdom of Al Yaman, which he himfelf had conquered, 
this prince had obtained of the foltan. He was fo liberal, 
or rather prof ufe, that he not only fpent xhe immenfe 
treafures brought him from Zabid, 'Aden, and other 
•places in Al Yaman, as well as the money that came 
annually to his iliare out of the public revenues of Alex- 
andria, but likewife great fums that he found himfelf 
obliged to borrow, and could never afterwards pay. For, 
notwithftandiDg tiie opulent polls he was poflefled of, he 
died two hundred thoiifand Egyptian dinars in debt; which 
his brother Saiah'addin very honourably paidy on his re- 
turn 
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torn to JH Kahirali> in the month of Shaahan, after he 
had appointed 'AzzoMdla Farkh Sh^ £bn Sh^0i^ 
£bn Ayuh» his neohew, the faheh of Baalhec, his deputy 
in Syria* TurSn Shah is (aid to have heen a great warrior^ 
but at .the fame time infolent^ libidinous^ addided to 
drunkcnnefs, cruel, and rapacious to the laft degree 

In iJie following year, being the 577th of the Hejra, Al amt^fth 
Bordas or Arnold, the Frank, the faheb of Al Carac, a /mt 5774 
ftrong fortrefs of Al Hejaz, not far from the confines of 
Syria, formed a defign to make himfelf mafter of the city 
of Medina, and all its territory. Of which defign 'Az- * 
zoMcBn Farkh Shah, the governor of Damafcus, having re- 
ceived advice, he afiembled a body of troops, penetrated 
into the di{lri£i of Al Carac, and ravaged a confiderable 
part of it. This irruption obliged Al Bomas to remain at 
home for the defence of his own dominions, and lay afide 
ail thoughts of the intended expedition. This year died at 
Aleppo, of the cholic, Al Make AlSaleh, the fon of Nu- 
ro'ddin Mahmud £bn Zenki, the faheb of that place, be- 
ing about nineteen years old at the time of his demife. 
Finding his end approaching, he obliged the grandees of 
his court to take the oath to his coufin ' Azzo'ddin Mas'ud» 
the faheb of A I Mawfel, as his fucccflbr, and expired in 
the citadel of Aleppo. He was chafte, abftemious, and re- 
ligious ; and not in the leaft tainted with any of tliofe 
vices to which youth have generally fo ftrong a propenfity. 
During his laft illnefs, the phyficians ordered him to drink 
a little wine, apprehending that might be good for his dif- 
temper ; hut put of a principle of religion, he chofe to die 
rather than taftc it. He w ::is nofooner dead than tlie officers 
of ilate tlitp.iLched a courier to 'Azzo'ddin Mas'uJ at Al 
Mawfel to inform liiin that the city and diftridl of A^:ppo 
had been bequeathed him by Al Malec Al Saleh, and that 
his fubje£ts there impatiently cxpe£lcd to fee him. la 
coiifequence of this intimation, he fet out for Aleppo, 
in company with MojahedoMdin Kaymaz, to take the go- 
vernment into his hands ; left Salah'addm might be in- 
duced, by his abknce, to attempt pofTefllng himfelf of that 
place. Ho A ever, by Kayin.tz's advice, he apreed to ex- 
change Aleppo for Senjar with 'Amado'ddin Zeaki Yhn 
Mawdud, the faheb of the latter of thoie cities ^ which be-

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ing at no great diftancc'from Al Mawfel, was much more 
defenfible and tenable with his Mcfopotamian dominions 
' than the other. Meanwhile he repaired to Aleppo, and 
feized Al M:dec Al SaleVs treafures, depofited in the 
citadel. He alfo married Al Salch's mother \ then, hav- 
ing left his fon and Modhafiero'ddhi Ebn Zino'ddla 
' with a fulHcient garrifon in the caftle, he departed from 

Aleppo, and had an interview with his brother *Amado'd«« 
din Zenki £bn Mawdud at Al Rakku upon the Euphrates, 
r where a convention relative to the above mentioned ex- 
change between thcni was flgned. One of ''AzzoMclin*$ 
officers was immediately admitted into Scnjar, with a de- 
tachment of tlrat prince's troops ; and the .town and citadel 
of Aleppo were tlelivered up to 'Amado'duin Zenki Ebn 
]\Iawdud, wlio entered the latter of thofe places, in confe- 
quence of this ceflion, the 13th of Al Moharram, 578. 
Some authors relate, that an ambafTador from the Greek 
emperor arrived now at Al Khairah, and brought about a 
peace between his mailer and the foltan. Tlicy alio give 
us farther to linucriLiud, tliat iSalah'addiu concluded a 
truce, or temporary celfation of arms, witli the count of 
Tripoli J and that the khaiif Al Nafer Lcdini'Ilah himfelf 
afpired at the fovercigniy of Aleppo in vain »• 
Sttlah^aJ' Next year, being die 578th of the Hejra, Salah'addta 
Mn returns Yufef £bn Ayub fet out from Al Kahirah for Damafcns. 
io l) ^^af- Soon after his arrival he undertook an expedition againft 
gjiyrut or Beyrut, the Berytus of the andcnts, and laid 
fiege to that place ; but withont tWeCt, Upon his return 
to Damafcusy he was informed that the iEheb of Al Maw« 
fel had fent an embafly to the Franks^ • in order to foUcit 
their aflillance, and inftigate them to a rupture with him* 
:pon he came to a refolution to chaiiife that prince^ 
for liis infraction of the late treaty, and even to make him- 
felf mafler, if poflible, of his capital ; that the Moflems* 
being united under one chief, n)lght be thereby enabled to 
a£l more vigoroufly againll the Franks. 'Amado'ddia 
Zenki Ebn Mawdud, the falieb of Aleppo, having received 
intelligence of the foltan's defign, and ofiis great military 
preparations, dilpatclicd an exprefs to Al Mawfel, to ap- 
prize his brotlicr 'A/zo'ddni Mas'ud Ebn Mawdud of the 
Itorm that was gatjiering, and to advifehim to put himfeif 
in a polturc of dcxeuce without deUy. In the mean time,

Pfe' 
afterguards advanced to Hurran, and entered into art alli- 
aiuc with Modhaffero*ddin, the faheb of that place; Who' 
being; afraid of the growing power of the faheb of AT 
Mawfei, for his fiinire fccurity judged it proper to jolh', 
his arms to thofe of the foitau. Strengthened by tliis al- 
liance, SalaH'addin reduced the cities of Al RoKa, Al Rr.l^- 
ka, Nafibin, and 8'cir"aj. Healfo placed a commandant in 
Al Khabur, and marching nt the head of liis army to Al 
M;i\v lei, encamped before that capital. The fnlich and" 
people of Al Mawfei, finding themfelvc'^ in this dilhefTed' 
iituation, applied both to the khalif Al Naler I.ecliiii'llah 
and Mohammed* Pehelawan for fuccours, but without 
Ibccefs, neither of thofe princes being inclined to embroil 
tliemfelves with the foltan. However, Salah'addin having, 
fpent feveral J.avs inefFeclually in making Iii.s utmoft cllbrts 
to carry the plate, was forced to abandon the fiege. This"* 
difappointmcnt did not difcourage him from fitting dow il 
before Sinjar orSenjar, the i6th of Shaabah, which at 
laft, af^er reiterated'aflauk^ he to6k by ftorm, the 2d of* *^ 
Kamad&i. The* ganrxfon, iHiicH was pretty numerous^, 
oomntiinded by SHarfo*ddin fikn ]£btbo*ddid, a detachment* 
lif die (blt&n'sr troops, by his ordet^ efcorted to'Al Maw^^ ^ 
fti: Hawing lcft'Kl8«rtephcv'TaMo'ddlil,inth a fufficien^ 
Ibrce, arSenjar, he direded his in^rcH towards NafSbin,

its citadei, bad tef^OT^^f^nderedtb lum. N&fibm, with 
thetttritory belbriging to it; he had given to Abu'i.Hija/ 
sm^efiiir that generally attetiddd' him in hi$ expeditions 1, 
Kttt, i^wliat rekfon we Ikire'iiiot been tbld, deprived him; 
it> towards the' <?loft ofthe campaign. 

TtiClSheb tjf "Ariyriwfel's affairs at this junfturc wear- rheprinee 
idg a very indifferent afped, he fent an cnbafly to the fa^ of Akhlat^ 
hdi-of .^O^tin Armenia, in ordfcr to folicit fuccours of 
ihsart prince',' wffo thereupon moved from Akhlat, at^the J^J^^^^^f 
head of 'a'<^o^^<rable body of troops, to his afliftance. He anceoftht 
fhrft adtanted to I^horzem, arid from thence difpatched a fn-eb of Al 
courier to Al Mawfei, 'to inform" *Azzo'ddm Mas'ud Ebn Maw/il^ 
MWd^d of his 'approach. Tlie Armenian forces fdon 
after joined th^e troOps of Al Mawfei and Aleppo, as vi'etf

and dreading his fuperior force, deferted his allies, and re- 
turned home without ftriking a ftroke. This event obliged 
*AzzoMdin Mas'ud £bn Mawdud to fly to Al Mawfel, 
upon which the army that was to have^£led under his 
\ command immediately difperfed. Salah'addin, meeting 
with no enemy to oppofe hun in the field, prefented him- 
felf before Ahmed or Amida^ nnd formed the fiege of that 
place ; which, after it had been battered by the foltan 
eight days, furrendered the firfl: of Al Moharram in the 
following year. The city itfelf he made a prefent of to 
Nuro'ddin Ebn Kara Aril an, but the riches and valuable 
fpoil acquired bv this conqucft he gave to Ebn Nifan. 
. With the reduction of Ahmed the ioitaa concluded the 
operations of this campaign*. 
Saif Al In the courfe of the fame year Saif Al Iflam Tagtakin, 
Ifidnit Sa- Salali'addin's brother, marched with an army into Al Ya- 
M*^dtM*s man, by the foltan's command, in order to quell fome 
wtdertakes <^ommotions. Akliough llettan Ebn Camel Ebn Mon- 
MtxptcU- Ktnani, tlie governor of Zabid, and 'Azzo'ddin 

tioniHto Othman Al Zenjili, who prefided over the people of 
JUTmrnm* *Aden, had been obliged bv the emir> fent thither by Sa- 
lah'addfn for that purpofe toe preceding year, to fuhnut to 
diefoltan> they had unce found means to recover the pre^ 
fefbures diey had formerly enjoyed, and render themfdres 
indqjcndcnt on hia lieutenant. Hettiiij having been ap- 
prized of Saif Al IflWs approach abandoned Zahra» 
and retired into a Ibrtrefs of great ftrength at fi>me di* 
(lance from that place. Saif Al Iflam, however, decoyed 
him from thence into his hands, and, after much diffi- 
culty, gave him leave to retire into Syria. Having ient 
his ba^ge and valuable cHe^s befotei he waited upon 
Saif, m order to take his leave; when, to his great 
furprize, that prince caufed him to be put under anreft, 
comnrmded his baggage to be brought hack, and fci 2 ed 
upon ail the wealth he had amafledw* Saif found in his pa- 
lace no lefs than feventv iron chefls full of dinars; all 
which he appropriated to his own ufe^.and afterwards 

a BobaoMdiu Ebn Sheddadjubi fup* p. 51* 
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toilfined Hettan in a ftrong caflle, where he at laft ended 
days. Azzo'ddm Othman Al Zenjili, being terriued 
at Hettan's fate, polled away with the utmoft ceferity into 
. Syria \ haying before fent his riches into that country by 
feu But the veflel being taken by one of Saif's fhips, all 
die treafuze he poilefied fell into that prince's hands* 
Thus he appeafcu all the tumults and commotions in Al 
Taman widiout any effufion of human bloody andreftored 
peace to that fertile and delightful country*. 

This year Arnold the (Sieb of Al Carac fitted out Otht^ ^ 
a ftrong fieet on the fea of Aiia, or the Red Sea^ which ^^J 
he divided into two fquadrons» with a proper number of ll'^^'*^ 
kind forces on board. One of thefe blocked up Aila or 
Ela^ and die other fteered its courfe towards 'Aidab, as 
the place of its deftination^ in order to ravage the mari^ 
time coafts of Hejaz* As the Franks had never before ap« 
peaied with a fleet in the Red Sea, the Moflems did not 
fuipe6fc any eiiterpri2e of this kind, and confequently had 
made no preparations to oppofe them. But Al Malec Ai 
'Adel Abu BIcr, Salah'addin's brother, the viceroy of 
£gypt> being informed of their defign, in a very fliort 
time equipped a confiderable fleet on the fea of 'Atdab^ 
and gave m6 command of it to Hofamo'ddin Lulu, his ha> 
jeb, an officer extremely (kilful in naval affairs. Lulu, 
who at this time had the fole management and dircdiion 
of the marine of Egypt, firfl: attacked the fquadron that* 
blocked up or rather befieged Aila; and, after hti obfb'- 
natc cngas-cmcnt, entirely defeated it, killing and taking 
prilbners moft of the men on board. Tlicn he failed after 
the other without delay, and cimc up with it off Rabig,* 
on flic coaft of Al Khaura; upon which, a mofl fierce 
and bloody confli£l enfued : at lafl, however, after the 
mofl vigorous eflfbrts on both fides had been made, victory 
declared in favour of the Moflems ; who funk n\any of the 
enemy's ftdps, flew an incredible number of their men, 
and took moll of the reft prifoners. Some of the latter 
Lulu fent to the valley of Main, where they wcfq inhuman- 
ly butchered ; and the remainder to Egypt, where they to 
a man met with the fame fate. We are told iii it Arnold 
actually formed the fiege of 'Aidab, and that he penetrated 
fofar into the province of Hejaz, that he was not above a 
day's joumeyfromMecca; but was forced to return on board 
his ihlps for want of water; It is faiilier added^ that he

fUT proved as favourable as the preGoduig tP the 

' dercd to him after a &ge of eight days. 'As^MoTd^ 
" Zenki £bfBL Mawdud, the faheb of Aleppo, a^ut thia 
time, advanced with a body of troops to A'zaz, in ordes 
m - to fcize upon and pillage tb^ fortrefik He had befoi« pirft 
££ired himfelf of Caferlatha, a csj^e at the foot of moiMril 
'Amila, in the territory of Aleppo j which he had takei^ 
. by force from BocmaU^ one of Salah*addin*s allies Ho 
had alio attacked Bafliar, in the pofTeinon of puldi^rni Ak 
Yari^i, another of the foltan's allies, b^it ^ithoul effi^^ 
Thefe violences, which animated the Freaks to make in«i 
4;uriions into the Moflem territories, fo. woe^fed Salih'adrf 
din, that he refolved to lay fiege to Aleppo. 'Au^aido'ddirk 
receiving intelligence of the ioltan's defign, after h^ b^^ 
reduced Cor z in, a fortrefs in the dillri£l of Alkppo, re^ 
turned to his capital, and made the proper difpoHtionft 
for fuftaining a fiege. S^iah'addin, in purfuance of 
the plan he had formed, marched firft to Tel Khaled, a 
caftle at no great diilance from Aleppo ; which he tool^ 
with very inconfiderable lofs. From Tel Khiled, he mov- 
ed to Aleppo itfelf, and incamped before that capital. As 
the foltan's army was extremely nuijierou^j and he pufln 
cd on the fiege v^^th the utmoft vigour, 'Ajnado'dd*ft 
Zenki Ebn Mawdud capitulated, about the middle o£ 
Safar; and therefore fent Ilolamo'ddin Dhim^, as hi^ 
ajgent and interpreter, to fettle the terms of the oapitula-, 
tion ^with the foltan. The principal art-icles wer€, that 
'Amado'ddin fhould be permitted to retire- with sJl hisi 
ijches^ind valuable efi eels ; tliat in lieu of Aleppo, with 
ifs qaftlc and dependencies, Salah^addin fhouiji cede t<k 
^m.Sinjar^ N^ibin, AJ Khabur, Al Rakka, apd Saruj, 
m Meibpotamia, mofl: of \yfeicb, places had formerly been, 
Inbje^ to him j and tli^t^j^e^jPiou^d be always ready tq atn 
tend the foltan at the head of his troops, whenever called 
vpoib wi^Q|j^.p«pfufni*igv .tp offer any exjcufe for Jiis ab* 
fence. The negotiation, which terminated in thij^ convene 
5. i .1 U0X1» 
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tiOA^ wis carried on with fo much fecrecy, that nothing 
xeladve to it tranfpired before the capitulation was ai^ually 
figned^. After which, 'A^^o'cldin Jordic wasfcntoutof 
die city to tre.UM'ith the loltan, 0:1 the part of the people 
and the troops \ whom Sahih'adtiin took under his prntcc- 
tion, when the oatii of allegiance had hccn nd mini lie red to 
him ; prefenting, at the fame time, the principal of them 
with moft fumptuous veils. The 23d, died Taj Al Mo- 
luk Salah^addhi's brother, of a wound he received in the 
fiege ; an event which overwhelmed the foltan, who had 
the moft tender regard for luni, with grief. The fame 
day, 'AmadoMdin evacuated the citadel, paid his duty to 
Salah'addin, and was magnificently entertained by that 
prince in his tent. He alfo received from the foltan, as 
did likcwiic every one of his companions, a prefcnt of a 
royal kaftan or vefl, and a beautiful liurie. 'Amado'dditl 
having taken the route of Kara Hifar, in his way to Sen- 
j4r or Sinjdr, Salah'addm took pofleffion of the citadel ol 
Akppo. , Tlienhe reduced Harem, where he left Ibrahim 
Elm Sherwah in garrifon, and inarched to Damafcus. Htt 
M not, however, continue long here) for^ on the Sth 

^€ Latter Jom&dai* he advanced to Ai Faii^, and 
thence to Al Kofair, vhete he pitched his tents for one 
Maiu Neximoming by dav-break he pafled die ford ef 
At Kxxfiify and inarched to Beifibi s which the inhabitant! 
lAnuidoned at his approach* Having pillaged Bei&iy and 
burnt all die fpoil he could not carry of ^idi him« th^ 
feU&n proceeded to Al Jaldt» or 'Ain Al jSl^. a very 
neat and weU-^peopled town, with a delightful tountalnt 
between NeapoUs and Beiian $ from whence he fent a ^« 
tachment, under the command of 'Azzo'ddln |ordic, to 
Itcannottre the Franks. That general falling in with a 
paftf of the troops of Al Carac and Al Shawbec, a fmail 
t«wn on the confin e of Al Hejaz, inhabited by Clkriftiafls^ 
ntacked thean with fo much bravery, that they were foon 
tfttttothe rout, and had mod of their men killed i^crfitlM 
qiot. The foltan, animated by this firfl inibnce of fuC-» 
cefs, drew up his forces in order of battle, and led theni 
againft the Franks ; who having afTcmbled their whole ar- 
my at Seforiya, or Sepphoris, tnc ftrongefl city of Galilee, 
marched to Al Fawla, and moved from thence towards 
the Ej^yptian forces, with an intention to engage them. 
But finding them more numerous than they at lirO: iiTia- 
gincd, nnd being a little dejt'<^ed by tlie ill fuccels rhcy 
had experienced m the late ikirmifli, they thought fit to 
Mediae aa cingageiaeat* Nor could the i^ltan, by uH the 
u.r, . N 3 ' methods 
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methods he could devifc, bring them to a general adion* 
They, therefore, gradually retreated to Al Fawb, after, 
they had loft in one or two rencounters a confider- 
able number of men •, and from thence retired into their 
own territories, where thev fcemed to be apprehenfive of 
a fpeedy vif-*- from the enemy. Vfat though the loltan 
could not force them to a battle, he killed abundance 
of their men, carried oiF many into captivity, entire* 
ly difmantled 'Aferbala, Beiian, and Zerin, three o£ 
tncir ftrongeft towns, laid waftc a very large extent o£ 
couiUry belonging to them, and concluded the campaign 
on that fide with the reducHon of Al Fawar. Abu'Ifeda 
farther relates, that Salah'addin prefented himfcli before 
'Aintab, a citv occupied by NaferoMdin Mohammed, the 
broilicr of Ai bheikh Ifmael, and Nuro'ddin's treafurer, 
who had ruled in that place to this time ; and that Nafc- 
ro'ddin, by furrendering it to him, became one of the lbl*» 
tSbi'« faTburites, was confirmed in the prefe£hire he bo- 
fore enjoyed, and ranked amongil the principal com* 
manders of the Egyptian armies. 
Oihirn* Salah'addin having fixed his fon Al Mikk AI Dli^Uiec 
mvkM QT Al Thaher G^zi» in the government of Aleppo^ and 
occurrenca ^ fufficicnt gamfon in the caftle, as well as at Harein 
pelidTc' andA'zaz, returned to Damafcus. From thence he af- 
MTiiing to terwards advanced to the Jordan, pafied that river, laid 
ihtMoftim Beifan in ftfhes, drove the Franks out of the field, and 
ivrhers formed the ficge of Al Carac. In order to render this 
ikisjiOTt enterprize fuccefsful, his brother Al Malec Al *Adel had 
joined him with a large body of the Egyptian troops : but 
the place being defended by a numerous garrilon, he 
found himfelf obliged to abandon the fiege. The ieafon 
being now fomethmg advanced, Salah'addin returned to 
Damafcus. He had not been long in that capital, when 
he commanded his fon Al Malec Al Thaher to leave A- 
leppo, and repair immediately to Damafcus; who, in 
obedience to that command, though much againft his in- 
cruKiMon, departed with Saifo'ddin Yazcuj and Jtbn Al 
'Amid, for the latter of thofe cities, which he reached the 
J 8th of Shawal, and met with a moil gracious reception 
from the foltan. This young prince, the bell beloved of 
any of his children, was, according to Bohao'ddin, pof- 
fcifed of the fineft intellectual endowments : he was a 
perfon of the utmoft fagacity, the moft ready parts, the 
quickeft apprehenfion, the greateft application, efpecially 
to all affairs of government, and perfe£lly exacl in every 

point of filial duty, Before the ciafe of this year, ecabaf* 
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fics came to Salah'addin from all parts of the world, and 
particularly from Sanjar Shah, tlie faheb of Al Jazira, 
and the prince of Arhel, who defired to be admitted into 
th e nunibei of his confederates and friends : which favour 
having obtained, they returned to their rcfpcftive courts. 
After the celfion of the city and territory of Aleppo to Sa- 
laVaddin Yufef Ebn Ayud, Mohio'ddin Ebn Al Zakki, the 
kadi of Damafcus, obferved in an encomium he wrote up- 
on the loJtan, that the conqueft of Aleppo in the month 
of Safar prefaced thnt of Jcrufalcm in the month of Rajeb ; 
which both Abu'lfcda and Ebn tShohnah confider as a 
predi(Slioii that was afterwairds fulfilled, and for that rea- 
tbn aflign it a place amongll the remarkable occurrences 
of tlie prefent year''. 

In tlie 580th year of the Hcjni, Salfili'.ulilin aflembled 
both the Syrian anti Egyptian forces, in order to attempt 
once more the reducilion of Al Carac ; and appointed Nu- 
lo'ddin Ebn Kara Arflan, who came with Al Malec Al 
'Adel to Damafcus, towards the clofe of the Former Rabi, 
to command the troops to be employed in that expeditioii* 
Upon their arrival they met with a mofl gracious recep- 
tion from the foltiui \ who was juft recovered from an ill- 
nefs that had confined him to his apartment for fome time* 
Al Maiec Al Modhaffer reached Damafcus from Egypt 
the 19th of the Latter Rabi; bringing his family, ana all 
his treafuresy along with him. ^fur(?ddln Ebn Karfl Ar- 
flan, having been reinforced by die Mefopotamian tioopsj 
advanced to Al Carac \ and invefted that place. He foon 
after began to batter it with military engineSj and at« 
tacked it with the utmofl vigour. The Franks receiving 
advice that the Moflems had opened the campaign with the 
Itege of Al Carac, marched to Al WsUih, a place not far 
from that fortrefS) and there encamped. As Al Carac in 
a great meafure cut off the communication between Syria 
and Egypt, SaUUi*addin was determined at all events, if 
poflible, to carry it 5 and therefore movine towards them, 
pofted himfelf at Md 'Ain, in the neighoourhood of Al 
Walih, where he made the neceflary difpofitions for an en- 
gagement, being refolved, if an opportunity offered, to 
give them battle. But finding this impra^icable^ and be-

informed, that tlic Fra:^ks, w lio (iecamped from ME 
^Ajn, had thrown a body of irefii troops into Al Carac, 
he abandoned tli<2 lower town, which Nuro'ilxlin Ebn Kara 
Arllan had taken, and immediately raifcd the fiege. How- 
ev.er, afte^ havuig harrailed the cneruy's rear, he penetrat- 
ed into PaleftiAC, took Nablos or Naplofa, the Neapolis 
and Sichem or Shechem, of the ancicius, ravaged the 
neighbouring tract, put many of the inhabitants to tL*^ 
fword, and carried a vait Dumber of them into captivity, 
lie alto poffefled himfelf of J^nin or Jinin, a Uuk town 
bet^A cen Nablos and Beifan, near the banks of the Jordan ^ 
and penetrated to Sebaftiya or Sebafte, wjiere John the 
B^ptift*? refn^iias arje fuppofed to have h^^n 4epofit(5d; 
Here be releafed fome Moflem prifoaerSy who had liccai 
ifcrom iotO'irons by the Franks^ I}e i|ra4 not, how^ver^ 
able to reduce to his obeilieace the two cajUes of NaWos; 
After thi$ expedition, he returned to DamafcuGj where h«( 
made his public entry pf^ the 7th of the Latter Toma^a \ 
being accompanied by AI Malec Al 'Adel and Nuro'ddiD 
£bn )(ara Arllan. In the lame motith ^ ambaflador frpn^ 
the khaiif Al Naier Ledini'llah arrive^ at p^afci|s froni 
Baghdad, waited upon Salah'addit), and brought him ^ 
royal vefl, or the kaftan of fohan. Salah'addin's brothfiTf 
. his fon Afado'ddin, andNuro'ddin Ebn Kara Arflani were 
^fo honoured by the khaiif, before the clofc pf the montb« 
with a fimilar prcfent. About this time an embafly came 
to the foltan from Ebn Zino'ddin, with the news of an ifv 
ruption made by Mojahedo'ddin Kayp^az, with the army 
pf Al Mawfel, reinforced by the trpcifis of Ifpzul, into tb^ 
difl:ri£l of Arbel ; folieiting fuccours of hiim that J&bn 
Zinoddin might be thereby enabled to drive tjbe enemy out 
of his dominions. Mojahedo'ddin h;id encamped before 
Arbcl, and laid wafte a confiderablc part of the adjacent 
territory \\\\\\ fire and fword. Notwithilanding which fur- 
cefs, Ebn Zino\ldin had routed that general, and nblio;G4 
him to retire from Arbcl in the moft prepipite manner'^. 

Before the clofe of the 580th year of the Hejra, Abu 
Yakub yufef Ebn Abd'almumcn, foltaii of the Al Moa- 
hcdun, in Spain, departed this life; being engaged, ac-^ 
cording to Ebn Shohnah, in a facred expedition againfl 
the Franks, at the time of his demife. His remains were 
carricti 10 Aiiib^ia^ Aflibiliai\i .ox beviU^^ and there m-

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tcrreJ. After this piincc'a death, his fon Yakub Ebn 
iTufef Ebn Abd'alm^en was proclaimed foltan of the Al 
Jloahedun in his roonu 'Azzo'ddin Mas'ud, the faheb 
of^ Al^ Mawfe], at thU period, releafed Mojajiedo'ddin 
Kaymaz out of prifon, and received him again into favour, 
and Salah'addm ordered the fons of Al 'Aded, the lafl 
Fatcmite khalif, to be confined more clofely than ever, 
for fear of a fedition in Egypt, where they were by the 
J)ody of the people extremely revrrer!. 

In the following year, this conqueror having received M Manfel 
advice of the hoflilities committed by Mojahedo'ddui " ^'u^^^* 
with the combined army, confiding of the forces of ^^^gedoj 
Mawfei and ihofe ot Kozul, agaiiift the territories of lalak'nci^ 
the faheb of Arbel, one of his allies, marched at the head d'm m tk» 
of a numerous army in order to lay fiegc to Al Mawfeh J'*'" 
Having pafled the Euphrates he was met at Al Bira 
by Modhaffcro'ddin, .md from thence advanced to Har- 
lan. Here he arrivetl the 22d of .Safar; having fent 
before iS^iioVIkini Al Meflitub, with the main body of tlic 
army to Ras Al 'Ain, called by rtolemy Rhxfena. The • . 
26th of the fame month the foltan ordered MoIhafFero'd- 
din to be put under arreft, for not appearing when he was 
commanded to attend, and for havmg in other refpeds 
offended hiih» He was Jikewife deprived of the goveriv- 
ment of tlic citadel of Harr&n, and Al Roh^, or Edefla 1 
But Salah'addta conferred the former of thofe pods a fecond 
time upon himt made him a prefent of a royal ve^!:^ and 
took him again into favour. Soon after the foltan had 
reached Ras Al ^Atn, an ambaflador from Kilij Arflaa 
had an audience of him \ in which he informed him^ 
that all the kings of the Eaft had formed a confederacy 
againft him, and were determined to come to an open 
rupture, if he did not defift from his cnterprize againlt 
Al Mawfei and Maredin •, but this formidable alliance by ' 
no means intimidating him, he marched to Duniferj- 
where he was joined by 'Amado^ddin Ebn Kara Arflin, 
with the troops of NuroMdui, the faheb of Maredin, the 
8th of the lait mentioned month. Having treated that 
general with great marks of diftin£Hon. the foltan ad- 
vanced to Al Mawfei, encamped before that city, and for 
fome time vigoroufllybeCegcdit; but 'AmadoMdinEbn Kara 
Arflan being obliged to return to Maredin, on account of 
his brother Nuro*ddin's death, and the people of Khalat, 
or Akhlat, being dehraus of fubmitting to the foltan, he 
raifcd the lu cre of Al Mawfei, and moved towards Shah 

Aimen's^ 01 the prince of Akhi^c's iiontifir$. without de- 
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lay ; but Bo^emar» who fucceeded ihlh Armen Sokmiix 
£bn TabWddia Ibrahim Ebn Sokman Al Kotbi in die 
fovereignty of Khalat, being, drawn from his firft attach^ 
ment to Saiah'addln by Al Pehelawan Mohammed^ - the 
f Sheb of the Bclad Al Jebal, Al Ray, Esfahin, Arran, 
and Adherbijan, who for that purpofe had given his 
daughter in marriage to him, the foltan found it impofli- 
blc to poffefs himfcif of Aklat, and therefore laid afideaU 
hopes of carrying Into execution his former defign. How- 
ever, as lie had invefted Mayyafarakiii, he paihed on 
the ficge of that place with the utmoft vigour, and 
obliged the commandant, notvvqthflanding his brave de» 
fence, to fuirrcnder the place. Whilft Salah'addin was 
engaged in the operations before Al Mawfel, Sakman, or 
Sokman, who afcended the throne of Maredin, or Hifn 
Caifa and Amcd, after Nuro'ddin Mohammed libn Kara ^ 
Arflan's demlfe, then under age, was brought to him» 
and confirmed in the poflellion of thofe fortreffes, 
with their refpeclivc diilricls. As Sokman was a child, 
Al Kawam Ebn Samaka Al Afhardi governed his domi- 
nions ^ to whom the foltnn joined one of his emirs, niid 
then difmifl'ed the young prince in a very honourable 
X ' manner. After the reduction of Mayyafarakin, Salah'ad- 
din returned to Al Mawfel, pitched his camp at Cafar 
Zimmar, and being reinforced by the Mcfopotaraian troops, ' 
under the rondu6b of Sanjar Shah, attacked a third time 
that city. Howe ver, the fummer heats growing excefl'ive, 
the foltan fell Tick of a malignant diftemper, upon which, 
efpecially as 'Azzo'ddin nnd before fucd for peace, 
he abandoned the fic^c, and retired to liairan. Whea 
he arrived at this place, he was fo reduced by the fatigues 
he had fudained in his march, that his life was dcipaircd 
of i and, foon after his arrival, it was given out that he 
was a6^ually dead. In the mean time ' Azzo'ddtn having 
met with a denial both from the Ferfians and the khalif of 
Baghdad, to whom he had applied for aihftance, fent Bo- 
hao'ddln Ebn Sheddad and Bohayo*ddm Al Rabib, as his 
ambafi*adors, to the fohan, to procure a peace at any 
rate. Thefe miaifters overtook Salah'addin upon the 
fOad, and concluded a treaty with him upon the follow- 
ing terms, i. The faheb of Al MaM'fel (hall reftore 
Shahrezur, with its diftriO, to the foltan. 2. He fhall 
likewife cede to him the prefe^ure of Al Karabali, and 
all the tra£l fituated on the other fide of the Zab* 3. 
The foltan ihall be prayed for in all the mofques through^ 
out the territories of Al MawfeL 4* Money ibail be 

coined 
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ieoined lihcfe ivith Salah'addin's name Impreft upon it. 
Which treaty being figned, the foltan annexed to the de- ' 
pendencies of Al Mawfel the country of Al Nahrein, 

which had lately been put into his poiTeflion by Sanjar 
Shah. Being viiited by his brother, who came with the 
utmoft expedition from Aleppo to Harribi^ and attended 
bfhia phyficians, Salah'addin foon recovered his health, 
and made the necefTary difpofitions for undertaking a jour«> 
acy into Syria. Whilft the foltan was ill, Mohammed 
£bn Shairacuh £bn Shadi, his nephew, the faheb of 
Hems, taking it for granted that he would die, had en- 
gaged the leading men of Damafcus to declare for him, 
and admit him into the town as foon as they ihould re- 
ceive'ad:TOe of that prince's death. Thefe intrigues being 
difcovered to Salali'addin, he probably refented them; 
for Mohamed Ebn Shairacuh was found dead in his palace 
at Hems; having been poifoned at an entertainment he 
had provided for tome of his friends, with the foltan's » 
privity, as was generally believed. Be tb it as it may, Sa- 
iah'addin :rpp(Miitcd Shairaeuh, thei! only t\\'clve years old, 
to fiieecedhim at Hems. He alio Icizcd his molt valuable 
excels, and departed from Harran towards the ciofe of 
this year 

Before we conclude our account of the moil remarkable A hat tie 
occurrences of the year 581, we mull obfcrve, that a 
bloody battle was fought between the Turkmans and the ^^^^^^ 
Curds towards the clofe of it ; in which a great number tkiQMirdh 
of men, if Bohao'ddm Ebn Sheddad may be credited, on 
both fides were flain." That author, however, has not 
informed us in what part of the Modern territories this 
action happened. It neverthelefs feems probable, from 
a hint in his relation of the moO: intcrefling events of the 
following year, that the Turkmans and Lhe Curds engaged • 
at no confiderablc diii ance from the city of Nai Ibm in Me- 
fopotamia ; though tliis, as it is not immediately deduci- 
bie from any writer of authoiky, we muft not take upon . 
US politively to affirm ^ . 

Next year, being the 5 8 2d of the Hejra, Salah'addin ^^f^Jf 
Yulef Ebn Ayub recalled his fon Al Malec Al Afdal froni 
JLgypt, and affigned him tlie government of Damafcut^.

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Malec Al Modhaffer Taklo'ddin Omar, Sf.lah\idd^r/s 
nephew, then the viceroy of K^ypt, having intormcd the 
fohan, that Al Malec A I Afdal had relcafcd all tholio 
whom he had caufcd to be imprifoned lor being deficient 
in the payment of their tribute, and that it would bo ini- 
pofTihle for him to collect the revenues of Egypt, if that 
prince was luffered to remain at Al Kaiiirah, Salah'addm^ 
feemingly dif^ufted at his conduct, immediately fent foe 
him. However, the foltan conceived a diflike from hcncc 
to Takio cldin, and entertained a fufpicion that, in cafe 
any accident iliould happen to him, he would declare him- 
felf independent in Egypt, l ie ilicrefore ordered him to 
return immediately to Damaicvis . but Taklo'ddin, not being 
difpofcd to obey his mailer, at firll propofed to retire to 
Kai.ikulh, one of his mamlOks^ who had fubdiied Barka^ 
and iome of the neighbouring Afncan provinjccs. How* 
ever, the foltan at \3k fixed Takto'<klin in his intereft, by 
conferring upon bin! die goVirdanent of Hiirtah, Manbij* 
Cafar Tab, Al Ma'ra or Al Mhara» Mayyafarakin, and 
tlie moontatiKHis tra^ cl Ja^. ' He alfo appoitifeed hia 
IvMhler Al Miilec Al *AdeI to preiide oTcr* ithe cities of 
llaixan aiid Ai Rohv^tJi their depcodcaclet ; firing 
before removed him from Aleppo^ where he had been ho4 
nottHBd wkh the fimreme, command. Salah'additi after- • 
wardft conftttuted him viceroy of £gypt| and jcincd hia 
fon Al *Azk Ochman in the adminiilradom Al Maletf 
Al Dhaher, the foltan's beft bcloYed Ton, fucceeded Al 
Malec Al 'Adel at Aleppo, a citf confidcred at this timo 
^ tlw ftrongell and molt importaift fortrefs of Syria, and 
married one of that prince's dau<jhters. Al Malec Al Af* 
AaVs nuptiab with a daughter of Nafero'ddin Ebn Mm 
■ doMdin waa likewiie celebrated in the courfe of tfaia moft 
aufpicious year. The foltan hintfelf^' after hie recoydry, 
left Harran, and arrived at Aleppo, in his way to Damaf* 
eu8 5 from whence he departed, after a fhort ftav. He 
was met at Tel Al Soltan by AfadoMdin Shairacuh Ebn 
Mohammed ¥.hn Shairacuh, with his fiiter, attended by a 
nnmerous retinue ; who accompanied him to Hems, 
where he fpcnt Ibme days in taking a view of N&fero'd- 
din Mohammed Ebn Shairacuh*s trcafures, arms, and 
valuable efl'ecl-^;. He gave tliat city, v,'ith its diilricl, u> 
Afado'ddin Shairacuh-, Naft-ro'ddin's fon, and then conti- 
nued his route to Damafcus. He made his public entry 
into that capital, on the id of the Former Rabi ; and was 
welcomed by the inhabitants, with the loudcll acclamation^ 
Having received advice, that Ma'ino'ddin had rebelled 
-•^ ^ " , agaiait 
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againft him, and alTumed fovereign power, at Al Rawand, 
3 fortrefs in the province ot KiiinilVin, he commanded hi» 
forces in the territory of Aleppo, under the eondl*^ of 
'AlamoMdm, to reduce him. Ma'ino'dd?n, Ending him* 
feJf not in a condition to make head againft the foltan's 
troops, deUvered up Al Rawand to 'Alamo'ddtn j and ar- 
rived at Daniafciis, in orikr to pay his duty to Salah*ad- 
din. We are told, that Aiado'ddin Shairacuh^ on whom 
the fohan had lately conferred the government of Hem«, 
after he had itript him of all the riches, arms, horfes, arid 
fupcrb furniture that had belonged to his fatiier Nale-^ 
ro'ddin Mohammed Ebn SluiiraGuh, was at this .time ai 
child, aiul idled the poft alFigned him, wMch had beea 
occupied by his father many years* l^at Saldhf^iddia;

K s 
ai-tPiiee'had before been concluded between Salah'addtn 
awl tbat pMee, the fohan looked upon this %€t of hofti<»' 
litf an opCQ infraction of the treaty, and therefore fent 
an ambaflador to Arnold, to demand the releafe of the pri- 
» feners he had taken ; but without effect. This refufal fo 
jTiccnfed the foltan, that he vowed he would himfelfcuf. 
off the perfidious faheb's head, if he ever fell into h^s 
hands. Salah'addin's treatment of Nafero'ddin Moham— • 
med ?bn Shairacuh, and Shairacuh or Afado'ddin Shaira-i. 
4;vib, his fpn, to- whom by the bands of confangttinity he' 
Was fo clofely' allied^ indicates him to have been, notwith** 

ftanding 
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ftanding the flattery of his panegyrifts, a very cruel and 
rapacious prince s. 
mndofthe ^^^^ S^jd year of the Hejra, which commenced March 
jeer 13th, 11 87, proved extremely unfortunate, and even al- 
mod fatal, to the Frapks. SalSh^dtn advanced at the 
head of a body of troops to Al CaraCi in order to. block 
up that place, and prote£b the caravan of pilgrims go* 
ing to Mecca. He alfo fent a large detachment^ un- 
der the command of his fon A! Malec Al Afdalj to ra« 
va^e the diftria of ' Acdl» and all the adjacent tra£l. At 
IMalec Al Afdal committed dreadful depredations in that 
part of Pale(Une» and then returned into die Moflem 
territories with an immenfe quantity of fpoil, without 
liaving fuilained any coniiderable lots. As for the ibl« 
tin himfelf, he remained before Al Carac till the re- 
turn of the caravan, and then marched to 'Aftitara, pro- 
bably the Aflicaroth Kamaim of Scripture, belonging to 
the tribe of ManalTeh, not far from Damafcus. Here 
he was met by his fon Al Malec Al Afdal, and Modhaf<« 
fero'ddin £bn Zino'ddin, with the army under their com- 
mand. In die mean time> Al Malec Al Modhaffer, die 
faheb of Hamah, having concluded a treaty of neutrality 
with the Franks for the principality of Aleppo, decamp- 
ed from Harem, where he had encamped, to obferve their 
motions, and returned to Hamah. The foltan being 
afterwards joined by the forces of Al Mawfcl, commanded 
by ISlas'ud Al Za'farani, Maredin, and Hamah ; he re- 
view^cd his army firft on the hill called Tel Taifal, and 
afterwards at *Aflitaia ; the latter of which, according to 
Bohao'ddin, was the place of rendezvous. The Franks, 
having received advice of the difpofitions made by the fol- 
tan for attacking them, and of his having already taken the 
field, affemblcd Hkewife a numerous army, and encamped 
in the plains of Sepphoris. Of which Itep Salah'addin 
being informed, he pitched his camp on the lake of Tibe- 
rias, near the village of Al Soheira ; from whence he re- 
moved to a fpot on the well fide of that lake, and drew up 
his troops in orderof battle. This motion he imaL^incd would 
induce thcFranks to change their gronndj buthcwas deceiv- 
ed in his expectation, they keeping therafelvcs within their

camp. The foltan, not beluga able to draw tbem to an en- 
gagement, left one part of hi.s army to guard his c;iinp, and 
with die other moved to Tabariya or Tiberias, then fub- 
je<El to the faheb of Tripoli; which he took by ilorm, put- 
ting many of the inhabitants to the fword. The caltle, 
however, he could not reduce ^ therefore, in revenge, he 
fet fire to the town. The Franks receiving intelligence of 
what had happened to Tabanya, and being determined to 
give Salah'adciin battle, inimetUately quitted tlieir camp, 
ujid advanced towards the foltan j who, havlntr left a body 
ot troops to keep the citadel blocked up, led his men, 
with tlie fame ardour, to meet them half way. Botli 
armies facing each other, on Thurfday, the 2 ad of the 
Latter Rabi, in the afternoon, a moll fierce and bloody 
confli^ enfued ; but the night preventing victory from de- 
claring on dther fide, the fight was renewed next morn- 
ingy by break of day, with greater furj than before. Nor 
could the moil vigorous efforts of bom armies decide the 
difpute before Saturday, the 24th of the aforefaid month ; 
^en the Moilems, animated by defpair, being hemmed 
in on every fide by the enemy and the Jordan, entirely de- 
feated the Franks, and gained a mod glorious viftory* 
The faheb of Tripoli, who, according to Abu*lfeda, had 
been prevailed upon to Join the Franks, by a Chridian pa- 
triarch and feveral prieft s lent to him as ambaffadors from 
the king of Jerufalem for that purpofe, in open violation 
of a folemn treaty of alliance he had before concluded with 
^e foltan, charged the Moilems in front) but was fo 
warmlv received by Al Malec Al Modhaffer Takio'ddJn, 
the faneb of Hamah, that he foon fled with precipi- 
tation ; but being hotly purfued by a detachment of me 
Moflem forces, all the people that attended him were 
cut off to a man, and he alone cfcaped to Tripoli $ where 
he was forae time after feized with a pleurify, and died. 
A prodigious number of the Franks were lulled in the 
a^ion and th^ purfuit. A body of them, however, found 
means to retire to the- top of a neighbouring hiil, denomi- 
nated from a village at a fmall dii^nce from it, the hill of 
Hittm ; but being furrounded by the foltan's troops, whq 
fet fire to a wood into which they had fled for fhelter, and 
almoft dead with thirft, they were obliged to furrender at 
difcretion* Some were oprbaroufly butchered by the 
Modems, as foon as they delivered themfelves up into 
their hands, and others thrown into irons. Amon^ft the 
prifoners were the king of Jerufalem himfelf, Al Bornas, 
or Amoldj the fiheb 4>i Al Shawbec aiid Al Carac, the

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iaHeb of Hobeil, or rather Jobcil, bis fon Humpbrey, Ae^ 

mafters of the Templars and Hofpitalers, together witb 
aknoll the whole order of the latter. With fuch terror 
were the Franks ftruck on this occafion, that one of Sala- 
h'addin's men took thirty of them prifoners, and dniggctf 
them after him ; having tied them together, to prevent 
their efcape, with the cord of his tent. The mafters of 
tlie Templars and Hofpitalers, with the kiiights above 
mentioned a<fting under the latter, being brought info the 
fohaii'- prefcncc, he commanded rhcm all to be cut (I) to 
pieces petore his face. After tlic action, Snlah'addin 
feated himfelf in a magnificent tent, creeled tor tliat pur- 
pofe j and ph.red the king of Jerufalem, or, as the Arab 
writers ftyie liim, th.e king of the Franks (K), on }\\$' 
. right hand, and Al Bornas, or Arnold, the faheb of Al 
Shawbec and Al Carac. on his left. Then he drank to 
the former of thefe pruices, at that time ready to ex- 
pire with thirfl, and oifered him a cup of fnow-watcr; 
which he thankfully received, and immediately drank to 
the latter. But here the foltan interrupted him, with fome 
warmth; faying, " I will not fuffer this curfed rogue 'to 
drink, as that, according to the laudable and generous 
cuftom of the Arabs, would fecure to him his life." Then 
turning towards the fiiheb of Al Shawbec and Al C»ac, 
he gave him very opprobrious language, and reproached' 
him with the expedition he had undertaken againfl the 
two facred cities, meaning Mecca and Medina, as well as 
v/hh his violation of the treaty laft concluded with him, in 
conlcnipt of public laiih, by intercepting an Egvptian ca- 
jravan of pilgrims going to Mecca, in time of profound 
pence, near Al Shawbec, and nraiiacriug all tlic holy peo- 
ple uf which ij was compuicd. lie iikewife accufcd iiim

This 
es^ution greatly terrified the king of the Franks, wh<l 
cK'pe£led to meet with the fame fate ; but Salah*addtii 
raifed his drooping fpirits, by afiuring him that he had no- 
thing to fear; that it did not become kings to kill t!i ir 
brethren j ahd that Al Bornas had brought upon himfcif 
a violent death by (hewing fo little regard to the di6lates 
of common honcfty. The Franks being thus overthrown, 
and totally difperfed, the foltan refamed the mih'taryope^ 
rations againil the citadel of Tiberias, and took it by capi- 
tulation. F'rom thence he moved towards *AccE, or Pto-* 
lemais ; which, after a fhort fic^ge, he reduced. Here he 
found iour thoufnnd Moflem pdfoners in chains, whom 
he inftantly releafed. As the inhabitants of Accn cn'oyed 
a very flounlhing and extenfivc trade, the pi :ce hc\r.'^ at 
this time full of merchants, he found there nut only im- 
menfe fnms of money, but like wife variety of wares of 
exceeding great value ; all which he feized, and applied to 
his own ufe. His brother AI Malec Al *Adel attacked Maj^ 
delyaba, a fmall town, or village, with a very llrong 
caftle, near Al Ramla, which he carried fword in hand* 
The foltan then divided his unny into feveral bodies, in or** 
der to over-ran the territories of the Franks with the greater 
celerity i and thcfe detachments reduced Ndblos, or Nea- 
pOlis, with its citadel, Haifa, K lyfariv i or Creiarca, Set-

diih'g being^ fettled at' Accli and both the ipoUs and the 
captives diltributed amoneft the vi£fcor«, ^e fdtln himfelf 
marched' to Tebnin« a rortrefs of coniiderable ftren^h 
near 'Accly on the road to Saidft^ Seida^ or Sidon i which 
was taken by aflault, after it had fuflained a fiege of fix 
days.

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don ; whidb) being deferted by it$ prince, furrendered 
moH: as foon as he prefented himfelf before the town. 
Bay rut, or Berytus, he inveftcd the 2 :(! of the fame months 
and obliged it to fiibmit the 29th, the inhabitants then 
taking the oath of allegiance to him. Amongft the pri- 
' foners the foUan found the f aheb of Hobeil % who^ hf 
way of ranfom, delivered up his capital to him : upon his 
ceffion of Hobeil, in confcquence of his promife, the fol- 
tan rclcafed him. About this time, :i certain marquis (L)-

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Thi/af' In the 584th year of the Hcjra, SaliVaddln Yufcf Ebn 
tke^ff^ Ayub extended his conqudts, and ftill proved fuperior 
grtfs ofthe Franks. Leaving his winter-quarters at/AccI^ 

advanced to Caucab, »ftron^ caftle feated on a hiJl, 
at a imall diftnnce from Tiberias, near the Jordan, and 
laid iiege to it, in the beginning of Al Moharram* But 
ireceivirg advice, that the Franks had penetrated as far 
as 'Aferbala, defeated a body of tbe Moilem troops pofted 
there, under the command of Saifo'ddin^ the brother of' 
Al J&wali, who was killed in the a^ion, and carried 00* 
feveral ftandards, together with a large quantity of arms, 
lie marched at the head of part of his forces thitherx and 
left die emir KaymSz Al riojmi with the remainder to 
continue the fiege. Finding afterwards, however, that 
the fortrefs was rendered both by nature and art in a 
manner impregnable, and defended by a brave as well as 
humerous garrifon, he concluded it could only be reduc- 
ed by all his troojps, drawn out of the different provinces 
of his empire, affembled In a t:cdy, and therefore ordered 
?J emir Kaymaz to defilt. The foltan himfeif entered 
Damafcus, the 6th of the Former Rabi, and remained 
there only five days; though, acccrding to Bohao'ddin, he 
had been abfent from that cap i V T xtcen months. His

About the mid* 
die of the 'Former R;:ba, the fc iuiu encamped on the lake 
of Al Kuds, a litrlo to the uc'il of Hems ; witerc he was 
joined by *Amad->'ddin Zenki, the falicb of Sinjar, or 
f)cnjdr, and Na^i in, M'ith a very conlid'.rable reinforce- 
ment. He 1^ • n renioved his camp to Hiln Al Acrr.d, on 
the ifl pf the Latter Rrli, and dctachrd parties from 
Ihciicc to make incurfions into the territories of the Fr ^-^ks# 
Some of the^e detachment'; ravai^ed the <Iiji»"!'£t of Uri- 
poli, then rerurned, with an imnu nk- iju.nitlty of 
fpnil. From iiifn Al Acrah, .Salah'nddi.i iivirchct! to An- 
tarlus, Aiiatarfiis, or AiiiHrndus," one of tlic dependencies 
of Tripoli ; prefcnted liimicli before the town, took it, 
after a f.dnt reliilance, by (lorni, imd gave it up to be 
plundered by his troops. He then entirely difmantled, and 

iti iire to the place. Qn the 14th oi the fame month, 

bf 
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\t (lire£l:ed his maVch to M^iakiya, a fortrcfj fituated on 
the maritime coaft of Hems ; which was deferted by the 
Franks. From thence he marched to Merkab ; but find* 
ing that fortrefs in a condition to baffle his moil vigorous 
erortSy he advanced to Jibla, the Gabala of the ai^cients, 
a town of the fame diibi£k. This, on his firft appear* 
ance before it, immediately furrendered \ as did alfo, 
the next day, the citadel, the garrifon of which was per- 
mitted to retire in fafety. Having appointed Al Emir 
S&bikoMdin OthmanEbn Al Daya, the faheb of Shaizar, 
to command there, he began his march for Al Ladikiya, 
or Laodicea, the 23d of me fame month, where he ar- 
med the following day. Animated by the redufiion of fo 
many caftles and towns, the foU&n attacked Al Ladikiya 
with fo much bravery, that the garrifon furrendered on 
capitulation. Al Malec Al Modhaifer TakioMdm having 
been conflituted governor of Al Lndikiya, Salah*addin de- 
camped, the 27th, and advanced to Schyun, a fortrefs of 
prodigious ftrength, which ncvcrthelcfs fubmitted to the 
conqueror. The government of it being afligned to Al 
Emir N.ifero'ddin, the foltan made the proper difpontlons 
for attacking Bacas, nn important forrrcfs upon tlie 
Orontcs which he cnrricd by ailliult, cut to nieces iii;inv 
of the iiiluibitants and garrilon, brought the red away 
with him bound, and abandoned tlie place to pillage. In 
the mean time, the foltan's detachments, which had 
fpread tliemfelves over tlie country, fcized upon Al 'Aid, 
a caftle dependent on Antioch, Failia, a fortrefs in the 
fame territory, Blatanus, or Platanus, a regular forti- 
fication oppohte to Laodicea, Al Jahmahuiuii, a ftrong 
caftle near Jibla, and other confiderable places. After 
the furreiider of Bacas, Salah'addin fummoncd the callle 
of Al Shokr, joined to it by a bridge 5 the garrifon of 
which, liaving no profpe£l of relief, demanded to capitu- 
late, and delivered up the fortrefs, though rendered inac- 
ceffible by a very advantageous (ituation. Salah*addtn then 
detached his ion Al M^ec Al Dhaher, the f^eb of 
Aleppo, with a body of troops, to poiTefs himfelf of the 
caftle of Sarmaniya, about a day's journey north-ea(t of 
Aleppo J which immediately fubmitted* Salah'addin, 
haying entirely demolilhed the caftle of Sarmaniya and 
left no traces of it remaining, led his army againft 
Borziya, a fortrefs in the province of Antioch, fo ftrong 
by its (ituation as to become a proverb amongft the 
Franks. This place he aflaulted with fo much br.r. rry, 
that he took it fword in hand, killed many of the ChriC- 
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tians, and made all the reft prifoners. Ho^irefe?, tlv» 

foltan fent the governor of the c^ftJe, together with all 
his family, amounting to feven^een perfons, to the f^f 
heb of Antioch» to whom he was nearly related \ though^ 
by his permiflion, the wretched inhabitants were de-« 

f rived of all their money and effe^ls by the MoJlem troops, 
'rom Borziya the foltan marched by the Iron Bridge^ 
upon the Orontes, about lix or fcvcn miles from Antioch ; 
^vhcre he halted till the rear of his army came up, an4i 
then continued his march to Derbalac. Having formed 
the ficc:e of the caftle, the garrifon furrendered the place, 
and vvei^e fufFered to retire unmolcfted, but without 
baggage. Bagras, or Pagrse, a city fcated at the foot o{ 
mount Al Locam, about four parafangs from Antioch, 
with a citadel, niet with the fame fate. Baymond, or Boa- 
mund, the fahcb of Antioch, diflieartened to the lail de- 
gree by the uninterrupted fuccefs that had attended tlie 
MoiLm arms in this cani] ,;!-n, fcnt a miiuiler to the fol- 
tan, to defuc a ti uLC ior Icvcn or eight months. To tins, 
propofal the prcfcnt fituation of Salah'addin's affairs, not^ 
withftanding the advantages he had gained, obliged him to 
^grce j the incredibly fatigues his men had fuilained, ai^4 
the infolent demand of the auxiliaries under the orders of 
^AmMo'ddin, the faheb pf Sinjar, to be immediately di^ 
tnifled, rendering abfolutely neceflary liich a cpnceffioav 
The truce ^ra^ted Boamund was upon the foVowing con«i 
ditions : that he Ihould fet at liberty all tbe Moflem pri-r 
jfoners in his hands ; and that he (hoald put.the folta& in 
pofieiEon of his capital) if he iieas not uiccoured before 
|he expiration of that truce. This convention being fign^ 
ed» Salah'addin went with his ion Al Malac Al DhSier tQ 
AleppO) where he continued three days. He was met on thc- 
road to Damafcus by Al Malec Al Modhaffer Takio*ddii|^ ' 
^hom he fplendidly entertained at Haniah. Having fpent 
one night there, and conferred upon Takio'ddin the go- 
vernment of Jibla and Laodicea, he continued his routa 
tQ Baalbec^ and from rlicncc to Damafcus ; where he art 
rived, in good health, about the beginning of RamadaiK 
1 i^pon his arrival at Damafcus, he was advifed by fome oC 
the grandees of his court to difband the troops; but this 
advice he would by no means liftcn to, faying, " Life is 
(hort, and the term of It uncertain." About this time, intel« 
ligence was brought the foitan, that his brother Al Malec 
Al 'A<lel Irad made himfeU" malter (jf A) Carac and Al 
jShawbcc, witi^ their 4ependencip8, ^n^i thfi whole adja- 
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cent territory extending as far as Safad. Havmg fur- ' 
mounted all obftacles, Salah'addin alfo reduced to his obe- 
dience the town of Safed, an important poft of the Franks, 
not far from the lake of Tiberias and the Jordan. The 
garrifon and inhabitants^ as it was (lipulated by one <A 
the articles of the capitulation, were conducted to Tyre. 
The ibltan, after every thing was fettled to his fatisfaflion 
at Sa£ad, fet out for Jerufakm, in company with his bro* 
ther. From thence he pa^ to^'AflcsO^i^ or Aflikekm^ 
dirededhis cfttiie to 'AecH, infiting all llie towns of wsj 
confequcncc in his «»y. Soon after ne had entered * Acd, 
he nominaled Bohi^Mdin Kavaknih to preiide over that 
umentcity, and tlie diftri£b appertaining to it; ordering 
him to repur the walls, dien in a nunons condition^ 
widiout delay. We mull not forget to obferve, diat the 
ibk^ seduced tfa« ftiong caftle of Caucab, which he 
had hefi^ed ineffedaally the begtnntng of the mr before 
he celebiated the feaft of the option at Jerufaiem, or AT 
Kuds ; with the meatioa of which conquefts we fksXL 
conclude our s^couat of hia military operations againft the 
Franks, during the courfe of this prosperous campaign 

In the following year, being the 585th of the Hejra, the tht fikA 
khalif Al NIfer Ledininiah ient an ambafTador toSallh'ad- of Shaif * 
din, requiring him to command his fubjefts to put up 
prayers for his fon in all their mofques, as his fucceflbr in ^^^^^^ 
the khalifat. With this requeft the foltan, who had fpent a^tiMiu 
4e greater part of Al Moharram at 'ACca, and entered 
Damafcus either the i ft or 2d of Safar, readily complied. 
He foon after formed a defign to make himfclf mafter of ' 
Shakif Arnun, a ftrong fortrefs in the neighbourhood of 
Banias or Paneas, and for that purpofe put himfelf at the 
head of a large body of troops, with which he began his 
march from Damafcus. The f aheb of Shakif Arnun waa 
ftruck with terror at his approach, and therefore thought 
fit to have recourfe to diflimulation, in order to avert the 
impending ftorm. He came in a fubmiiTive manner to the 
Ibltan's tent, called himfelf his mamluk or ilave^ and pro- 
mifed to deliver up Shakif Arnun into his hands at the 
end of three months, by the expiration of which term he 
popofed to draw his family out of Tyre. The foltan, fa-

time he defired, and foon aoter received the news of the 
difpoiitions made by the Franks for befieging * Accl. One 
of their detachments having entered the Moflem tetritiv 
ties> bordering upon the diuridl of Tyre» a party of the 
foltan's men, occupying a neighbouring poft, fell upon 
«hem with fo much oravery» 'that they forced them to re* 
tire» killed many upon the fpot^ and took a large number 
prifoners. This ad^ion was followed by another brilk ikir» 
aniih> in which the Moilems were worded by the Frank% 
lofing one hundred and eighty menupqn the held of battle^ 
l>efides a very coiiiiderable number that fell into the ene- 
my's hands* The term for the evacuation of Shakif Ai^ 
aun being nearly elapfed^ the foltdn advanced again to 
^arj Aiun, in order to take pofl'efiion of that place. But 
Arnold^ the f aheb of the fortrefs, being fent for by him^ 
and commanded to admit a Moflem garrifon, pretended 
that his own troops would not permit him to abandon a 
poft they thought themfelves obliged in honour to defend. 
Whereupon the foltan put him immediately under an ar* ^ 
left, had him condu£led to Bamafcus and caufed him tti 
be clofely confined ^» 
frmkt The Franks, who had defended Jcrufalem, and the other 
hefleg$*JU' towns and fortrefles taken by Salah'addin, againft the 
**• Moflems, having retreated to Tyre, formed a very numerous 

body of troops in that city. This proved not only the pre- 
fervation of Tyre, but likewife greatly contributed to the 
rc-eftablifhment of the affairs of the Franks : for, having 
received powerful fuccours from Europe, they took the 
field %vith an army of thirty thoufand foot, jind two thou- 
fand Iiorfe. Their commander in chief fcnt a detach- 
ment of h\% forces to Alexandretta, which drove a llrorc? 
party ef the Moflem infantry trr m thence, and polled 
thcirilclvcs there, with inconlkierabie lofs. The foltan 
having been informed that the Franks were in motion, and 
ciire^led their march towards 'Acca, decamped from Al 
Shakif the 12th of Rajeb, though he did not even then 
perfedily penetrate their defign : but reccivinir advice tliat 
they encamped the fame day at 'Ain Baiia, and that the 
van of their army had reached Al Zib, he wrote to all his 
governors of provinces to join him immctliattly. On tliC 
13, by break of d.iy, he began tc* march with the main body 
of the Moiiem army to\v ards 'Acca, by the way of Tibe-

to take the route of Tebnin> which was nearer the enemj^ 
that they might get early intelligence of their motions. Sa* 
lah'addin having halted an hour at Al Hawla to refreih hiy 
.men, advanced afterwards to Al Munaiat where he pitched 
his tents that night* Here he received intelligence, that 
the Franks had invefted 'Acca, where the Moflems had 
a garrifon of ten thoufand men. He forthwith fent Ar* 
Hold, the faheb of Al.Shakif, then his prifoner, under an 
efcorte to Damafcus ; and the 14th he met the body of 
troops that had taken the route of Tebnin, in the plains of 
SefForiya or Sepphoris, where he found his baggage like* 
9^ife arrived. On the r 5th he marched to Al Kheruba, at 
a iinali diftance from the enemy's camp, from whence he 
moved immediately in order of battle to Tel Caifan, where 
the plains of 'Acca begin. Here he encamped, with his 
Jeft wing extended to Al Nahr Al Halu , or the SwettRtver^ 
and his right to Tel Al 'Ayadhiya, in luch a manner that 
ihc Franks, beiieging 'Acca, were clofcly blocked up by 
him in thel r turn. Af ter feveral flight ikirmiflies between 
the advanced parties of the two armies, now in fight of each 
other, a vigorous adtion happened on the ift of Shaaban. 
The foltan having been joined by Modhallero'ddin Ebn 
Zino'ddin, Al Malec Al iModhaircr, tlic fahcb of Ha- 
mah, and many other commanders, and thereby become 
much filperior in number to the Fraiiks ; the ^^z^at was 
renewed and continued v itli the ntmoit fury the two fol- 
lowing dnys. Though the engagement, according to the 
Moflem writers, feems to have been pretty obiliiKife, no- 
thing decilive happened on either fide. How^ever, the foi- 
tan defeated a body of tlie enemy, on the 2d of Shaaban, 
penetrated to the gate of Karakuih, which he entered, and 
threw a ilrong reinforcement of troops into the town. 
Notwithilauding this advantage, Salah'addm found him- 
felf obliged, partly by the continual rains, and partly by 
the efforts of the enemy, though they were generally 
worlted, if any credit is due to the Moflem writers, to 
retire to Tel Al 'Ayudhiya, oppofite to the befiegers' 
camp. On the i6th a party of the enemy's foragers 
were drawn into an ambufcadc of Arab horfe, who put 
them to tlie rout, cut many to pieces, and carried olF 
» good number prifoners. The heads of the flain they 
brought to the f-jltan, who rewarded every foldier with 
p. magnilicent veil, and alfo conferred other marks of his 
ifovpWr UPPn di^rn^ Th« i'm<^ tlay tlie bciic^cd made 

a fidiy 



a faily tipon the Franks, in which both fides fudiinecl 4 
confuierabie Inij. Scarce a day pafled without iome il^ir- 
miliico till cither the 2oth or 2ift of Shaabaiij on which a 
blootly battle was fought. The Franks then attacked the 
jMoilems with unparallekd bravery, made a great caf- 
fiage, and pierced through thehr main body, even to the 
foltan's tent. However, if the Moflem hillorians merit 
any regard, the Franks not fupporting their men, the;J^ 
were repulfed, and no lefs than ten thouland of theni 
killed upon the fpot : but thi<5 ^iflertfon feems pretty re- 
ISKTte from trutli, .iS Salah'additi was conftraiiied to retire 
to Al Kherubn 5 to which place the baggage had been fcnt 
on tiie 3d, or, as Abu'ifeda intimates, the 14th of Rama- 
dan. The colouring given by the Moflcm writers to thi« 
i^treat, as though it was rendered neceifary by a bilimis 
^iforder of the fokanj in eonjto^OR' ^th aao<3ief diftem* 
per, occafloned by the ftenich airifing h^in dKft dead bodies 
feiltahiiiig on the field of battle, appeaiis to be a mete pie* 
textf framed pttirely fto jpalKiate a defeat, fie 'that a« it 
ttiay, In confequence of the onanimotts o|^iikion of the ge* 
mend officers of his <rmy, afleftibled in a oounci] of warj 
the foit&A removed his camp to Kheiruba; whmt he re« 
maihed feveu'days for the 2*ecovery of his healtJi^ as weH ak 
t» co\k£k the Oiattered remains of the main body and 
^gfat wing, which fu6f<sred mod in the ad^ion, and t<» 
wait die arrival of Lis brother Al Malec Al 'Add. When 
iifiatters were in tins fituation, Al Malec Al 'Adel joined 
his brotfier Salah'addin with the Egyptian troops, and H6i» 
famoMdin Lui\i, the Moflem admiral, gained an advantage 
over the Chriftian fleet, took one (jf the fliips of war of 
which it was com^^ofed, and brought it with him into the 
port of 'Acdu The towers like wife ere^^ before that 
plaoe^of a grcnt height, by the Franks, in order to facilitate 
their approachcf^, and enable them to batter the walls of the 
tovi'n, were deftroycd with naphtha, prepared by Ebn Ne» 
jas of Bi^lulad 5 all which accidents fei^ ed ftill more to ani- 
mate* the bcfi erred, who exerted themfelves fo vigoroufly 
in the defence oF the iortrefs, that it held out againfl the 
whole combnied force of the Franks till the 17th of the 
latter Jornada, 587 
Cthsr In the beginning of Safnr, the foltan received i

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m account that the empexpr Frederic L Ai^rnamed Barl>$(- 
rofiiis called M^lec Al Alamiti hj the Arab writers, wa» 
npon his march to Conftantinoplej with an army of tw^ 
hundred ^otiiand, or, accor4ing to other ^vices, two 
hundred and fixty thoufand men^ in order to invade th^ 
Moflem territories. SaJdh'addln, not a Hftle alarmed ^ 
this intelliffe}ice« fent Bohao'ddin £bn Sheddad, as his am- 
hafTador^ to the fahebs pf. Senjir, Al Jaz?ra« AI Mawfd^ 
and Arbelj ordering them to attend him with their troops^ 
he being determined to aflbmhle all the forces q£ his ^n^ 
pire, and ad with them againil the Franks, for the dc* 
fenc^ of Iflamtfm* He alfo cUfpatched the fame perfon, a# 
his mipiiler, to the khalif Al NaferLedini^llah at Ba^hdS^ji 
defiring the MoOem ponti£F to concur with him and the 
other princes, in expediting all the roeafures that Ibould 
be judged requi 'tc for the fapport of their common rclU 

fion. Bohao'ddin was well received at all the court$ 
e vifited on this occafion, and particularly by the au- . 
guft diwan of Baghdad. He returned to the foltun the 
5th of the Fdrtner Rabi the following year, and found 
that the afore^id fahebs had joined him with their refpec«^ 
tive reinforcements before his arrival. Sonn after Bq« 
hao'd^V's departure, the Franks before ^Acca having been 
apprized that the fokin was gone a^hunting, endeavouretf 
to furprife ttie Moflem camp, then at a very confiderable 
fiance from them; but were fo briikly received by Al 
^Liiec Al 'AJel,^ that they were repuifed with great lofs^^ 
and obliged to retire, without having executed their de« 
fign. However, many of SaIaU*addin*s men were- killed iti 
tiie a£tion, and a great number wounded. 

The next year, being the 586th of the Hejra, the fa- MShai^ 
heb of Sidnn, who commanded in Al Shakif, or Shakif h furren- 
Arnuii, h:\ving no profpecl of relief, und expefl:ing, with deredtotht 
his whole garrifon , to he put to the fword, ii the place 
was taken by florm, on the 15th of the Fonrrr Rabi de- 
manded to ca:^itulHte. He offered to leave liII the hiicir^^ue 
and the military chcll to the MoOems, if tlie foltan woaid 
permit hiim and the garrifon to march out in fafety to Tyre* 
vVhich demand being granted, he immediately evacuated, 
the fortrefs, and was condiicied by a detachment of tlie 
foltan's troops to the above mentioned city. About tlie 
fame time an ambaflador arrived at the foltan's camp from 
die khalif, with two load of naphtha, to be conveyed to 
*Acca, together witJi fome engineers, to employ thofc 
combuftibiq m^^teri^^Is ajgon the bciiegcc^ towers and ma« 
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dimes. Me alfo brought with him an order from tbe klut« 
lif, authorizing the fohan to borrow of the merchants 
the fum of twenty thoufand dinars, in the name of the 
diwan of Baghdad, that he might be the^eb]^ enabled 
to cany on the war with greater vigour againii the 
Franks ^, 

flkfrankf The foltan receiving advice that ihe Franks puflied oil 
eentinuetht the fiege of *Acca with the utmolt vigour, made the pro- 
Jiegtof per difpofidonr. for obli ging them to abandon that enter- 
\Ai(Si* prize. For this purpoic he moved from Al Kheruba, 
and advanced to Tel Al 'Ajul, where he pitched his camp. 
He was foon joined by his fon Al Malec Al Dliaher Gay- 
atho'dc'ni Gazi, the faheb of Aleppo, with a fclech body 
of cavalry ; and by Modhafrero'ddiii Ebn Zino'ddin, a ge- 
neral of extraordinary merit, witli his light horfe* In the 
mean tune the Franks had alnioft filled up the ditch of the 
town, and brought three wooden towers, ftrengthcned 
with iron, nearer the walls. Each of tiiefe towers, which 
were much higher than the walls, was fixty cubits long, 
and had between five and fix hundred men polled in it, 
together with a proper number of arms and military ma- 
chines. They were moved on wliecls, and covered with 
bides of oxen foaked in mud and vinegar, that they 
might be thereby rendered proof againfl fire. However, 
a young man of Damafcus, a brazier, found means, by 
difcharging upon them a fuihcient quantity of napththa, 
prepared in a proper manner, out of fomc brafs pots, to 
reduce them to afhes, together with all the foidiers, arms, 
and machines, that they contained. Soon after this 
iurtunaie ever.t, a great number of Mofleni chiefs ar- 
rived at the foltaii's camp ; but notvvithftanding thefe fa- 
vourable circumfiance^, 'Acca was in inii^rinent danger 
of f.iiling into ilie hands of the i'rauk:,, tlie garrifon be- 
ing reduced almoll to ilie lafl: extremity for want of pro- 
vifions. At this critical junQure the Egyptian fleet ap- 
peared on the coaft of Syria, engaged that of tlic Franks, 
defeated it, and took one of their largeft fliips, putting all 
the crew to the fword. They alfo ftized upon a fmaller 
vcffel coming from Conftantinople. After which exploit 
the Moflem admiral triumphantly entered the port of 
*Acca, and fupplied the garrifon with every thing they 
wanted. Thefe in the mean time made a furious fally 
»pon the befiegers, killed and wounded many of their.

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Aeii» and then retired into the town, without having fuC- 
tained any confiderable lofs. A body of the foTtin's 
troops aHb attacked part of the army of the Franks, gained 
an advantage over it> and would have entirely defeated it, 
had not the night intervened. About this time Salah'ad- 
dXn received a letter from Bar Cricor Ebn Bafil, or the Son 
tifGr€g9ry the Son of Bafil^ the Armenian general, and go- 
vernor of the fortrefs of Al Rihn, upon the wcftern bank 
of the Euphrates, importing,' that the emperor Frederic Bar- 
baro/Ta, after having defeated two Moflem armies fuccef- 
fively, and taken Iconium, was dead of a fever contra£bed 
by bathing in the river Cydnus, while his blood was over- 
heated ; and that the command of his formidable army 
had devolved upon hisfon, who had concluded an alliance 
with Ebn Laun, prince of Cilicia. He concluded his lericr 
with a more particular account of the troops of wliich the 
imperial army was compofed, and the feverity of the dif^ 
cipline they obferved, promifmg tlic foltan, whofc mam- 
luk and ilave he profefTcd himfelf to be, that he would 
tranfmit him a true and faithful narrative of their future 
motions. Upon the arrival of thefe tidings, a privy coun- 
cil was immediately called \ wherein it was determined, 
that part of the foltan's forces fliould be employed againft 
the Greeks, and the other part endeavour to impede the 
operations of the Franks before 'Acca, and ftraiten them 
in their camp. In confequenee of this deciOon the foltan 
detached Naicro'ddin iibii Takio'ddin, the lahcb of Man- 
bij, "with a body of troops, towards the frontiers of Arme- 
nia and Cilicia. The forces of Aleppo and Hamah marched 
after thefe with all poOible celerity^ as did alfo Al Malcc 
Al Afdal) aiid-Bedro^ddtn, the governor of Damaicus, - 
Al MIdec At Dh^er was likevnfe difpatched to Aleppo, 
in order to watch the enemy^s motions, and cover the ad- 
jacent territory from their depredations. Al Malec Al 
Modhafierwas appointed to guard the frontiers that feem* 
ed to be the moil expofed, and to repel on that fide all 
the enemy's incurfions. The ibltan tiien commanded Al 
Malec Al 'Adel to join him with his troops, in order to 
replace thofe that had been fent again ft the Greeks. 
IMany of the foltan's principal oflicers were vi Htcd by atrou* 
blefome malady, that fpread itfelf over the Modem camp» 
but w^s not attended with any bad confequenccs, no per- 
fon of rank dying of it. The cafe was di^rent with the ' 
Franks, of whom a peftilential diftemper, that raged in 
their camp, fwept away very confiderable numbers. Not*^ 
irithttandlng which they continued their attacks again (l 
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'Acc£> the foltdn not being able, though hi4 tnoA heA 
been attended with great fuccefs fince tlie openilig of 
the campaign^ to force them to abandon the fiege 
T// Frauh The young Malec Al Aloman having ordered the Chrlf- 
^M^^ A£ army, under his command, to advance to Antioch, took 
* j^f ^1 poft himfelf in die territories of Ebn Laun, with only forty 
mreripulf- Templars and twenty-five other knights. That his forces 
^ might march with the greater conveiiienr y and expedition, 

they were divided into three bodies. One of thefe taking 
the route of Bagr^ls, or Pagrse, the MofleQi ganrifon of 
that place, though fmall, ialHedout upon them, and took 
two hundred of their ilragglers, who were moftly fickand 
dcftltutc of carriages. The foltan's governor's of towns 
and dillricls in Syria, having received ndvice of the ap* 
proach of the Chhitian r^rmy, detached a body of troops 
to reconnoitre them, and obferve their motions* This 
tachmcnt furprifed a llrong party of the enemy*s foragerSf 
killed and took prifoners about five hundred of them^ and 
acquired a very large quantity of fpoil. At this time Bar 
Crfcor, the Armenian commandant of Al R^m, wrote 
a^aiii to Salah'addin, giving him a particular account of 
the bad fituation of the ChrifLians : he informed him 
that they were indeed numerous, but that, being opprefled 
with famine, they had been obliged to feed upon their 
horfcs, fo that a tew of then^ only were left. He added, 
that they had been forced to burn molt of their arms, 
having been in a manner deilitute of fuel, and reduced to 
the neceiiity of remaining, for fome days, encamped in a 
very unwholefome fituation. To crown all thefe misfor- 
tunes, the general, who had been detached towards An- 
tioch, died on his march. And we are told by Abu'lfeda, 
that after the demife of the old Malcc AJ Alaman, a veiy 
confiderable part of the Chriftian forces returned home ; 
that a famine and the plague, together with the fatigues 
they found themfelves obliged to fuftain, made a- dreadful 
havock amongll them ; and that, by reafon of thefe dif- 
mal ealamiries, of the whole Greek army, which at firft 
auiuuiited to a hundred tliouland men, not above one 
thuufand, under the orders of the young Malec Al Ala- 
man, reaeiied the camp before *Acea. Meanwhile fkir- 
miflies between the foltan's troops and thofe of the Franks 
continued^ with little iatermi&on|. till Wednefday the

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^oth of the Latter Jom^da^ when a very brifk and vigorous 
tf£lion hnppsned. The Franks then attacked the Egyp- 
tian forces, under the command of ill Malec Al 'Auel, 
that formed the right wing of the foltan^s array, with fo 
much bravery, that they penetrated* to Al Mdlec Al 'Adefs 
tent, and even obliged him to give ground ^ but amuHng 
themiclves with plundering that part of the camp, they 
gave him time to rally, and thus enabled him to wreft the 
victory out of their hands ; for putting liimfelf, with Al 
Tawalhi Kaym^z Al Nojmi, again at the head of the 
Egyptian troops, and bein.; rrinforced by thofe of Al* 
Mawfel, of which the main body v^as for the moft part 
Compofed, he returned to the charge,* fell upon the enemy 
with fuch fury, that he entirely defeated them, and even 
purfued th^-m to their camp. And, fays Abu'lfcdn, iftlie 
folran hr.i not been detained by a violent fit of lickr^.cl'^ 
in his tent, the viclcry wovJd hive bcL^n in al] relp:cb 
decilive, and the cncmv cvn;}' .^'ly ruined. It nevcrthe- 
Tefs proved a terrible blow to the Franks, \v!io are laid 
by Bohao'ddin F.bn Shcdlad to have had a'jove f!"-ht 
thoufand liieri killed upon the fpot-, the foltan, to Rr'ikc 
a terror into the enemy, having ifllied \u\ oi Jir that 
no quarter fhould be given. This account, however, 
icems to be greatly exaggerated ; it being not much 
more credible that the Franks iliould lofe eight thou- 
fiind men in this action than thuc only ten of the Mof^ 
lems fhorJd have been fl:;:n, as this author fcruplei 
not to alhrni. The following; diiv, towards evening, a 
letter arrived from Aleppo, impjrdng, thr.L the iroapj 
of that Hate, had cut oil' tiie retreat of a large body 
of the enemy, which had advanced towards tne con- 
fines of the Mbflem territories on that (ide, in ordar ta 
tavage them, infomuch that fcarce a fingle man had 
efcaped. The fame day came Kavmaz Al Harrani to' 
the loltdn^ with overtures of peace txova the Franks, who 
were fo weakened, that they found themfelyes incapable 
of carr)^ing on the war againft the foltan, and therefor^ 
begged he would fend a mintfter to fettle with them. the 
terms of an accommodation. This \ras the fituation o£ 
of their a^irs when count Henry arrived with a powerful 
teinforcement of troops, and an ample fuppty ot money, 
arms, com, and other provifions, on board a numerous 
fieet from Europe, to their relief. His arrival revived 
ihsivc drooping fpirit.s, and animated them to fuch a de« 
grec, that they refolved to attack the foltan with their 
whole combined fot'ee, tO avoid whi<;h attack he was con- 
mop. Vol. m. P ftraiued 
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ftrained to retire to Al Kheruba. However, he I:ept open 
z communication with the Moflcm gurrifon of 'Acca; let- 
ters pairing and repafBng between his camp ;uul the town, 
carried partly by pigeons, partly by fwimmcrsj .ind partly 
by men in fmall ikilTs^ who came out privately, by favour 
of the night, and (lolc into the place. About tliis time aiL 
amballador arrived from Conftantinople to fupply the 

{)lace of one that reached the foltan's camp at Marj 
Aiun, in the month of Rajcb, and foon after died, the 
preceding year. This minifter brought with him an an- 
swer to the letter wrote by the foltan to. the Greek em- 
peror, wherein he acquainted him with las former am- 
balTador's death. The purport of the new miniftex^s com- 
miihon chiefly was to defire Salah'addin, in the name o£ 
the emperor, to tranimit to Conftantinople all his prede* 
ceflbr's efFe^ls, that they might be divided amongft the 
members of hi$ family ; to inform him, that thoughi the 
Alaraans, or Germans, had forced a pafTage through hit 
country» they had fuffered much more than his fuh- 
je^s, and were then in fo miferable a condition^ that they 
could neither greatly hurt his people, nor ailiil the 
Franks ; and to a/Ture him, that he had hitherto reaped 
no other advantage from the friendihip he had contract* 
' ^d with him, than to render himfelf thereby the principal 

objed of the hatred and averfion of the Franks. Saul** 
h'addin received likevrife a letter from the emperor him- 
felf on the fame fttbje£t« The Gr^ek ambaflador met with 
a moft gracious reception from the foltan, who treated 
him with uncommon marks of diiUn£tion, and . aifured 
him of his particular efteem. In the meaa time the Franks^ 
who had been joined by count Henry with\en thoufand 
men, and ftrcngthened after that iunclion by another re- 
inforcement from Europe, redoubled their efforts to pof-* 
fefs thcmfelvcs of 'Acca, playing incelTantly with their 
military machines, but of which they difchargcd flones of 
an enormous fize upon the town, with fuch a^Uvity and 
fuccefs, that it feemed to be in the moil imminent danger 
of falling into their hands 
Thigarri* Neverthelefs Al Emir Bohao'ddin Karakuftx and Al 
/onof\Ac' Emir Hofamo'ddin Abu'l Hija, who commanded theMo- 
^TmtStm' garrifon, continued to make a vigorous defence* In 
^itr9m ^ month of Rajeb, a ftxong party of their men Oillied

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6iit upon the enemy, killed feventy of them upon the fpot, 
buriii their macliincs, and then returned triumphantly in- 
to the town. They likewife took a very confulerable num- 
ber ot priloners in the a£lion ; amongft whom there was 
a pcrioa of dillinclion, for whofc ranfom the Franks of-* 
fercd an exceeding large fum. But the Mollem wlio had 
fcized him cut oil his iu ud, and expofed his body to thd 
view of the cnemy^s camp. The Franks were likewife 
hanraiTed without intermimon by the Arab horfe, until the 
middle ofShaaban; when one night a detachment of the 
garrifon rufhed out upon the belicgers, fct fire to a vult 
engine, ere£led by count Henry, and reduced it to afhes. 
The Franks were prodigioufly affe^ed by this unexpe£ted 
difafter. Hie befieged afterwards received a feafonable ' 
iupply of four bundled facks of meal, cheefe, onions, iheep^ 
and other provifions % when diey were redticed to great 
diftrefs for want of food* The feamen that navigated 'the 
fliips of Bayrut» or Berytus, which carried this fupply to 
'Acca, entered the port hf a ftratagem ; difguifed in the 
Franks habit, and lutving crofles on their pendants, and 
^ogs on board. The folt^ alfo fent the gamfon one thou-^ 
iand dinars by Ifa, a diver, a perfon uequentiy e2iiplo^<« 
ed on fuch bccaiions, who was unfortunately drowned m 
his paiTage ; though the money reached the troops, being 
depolited in three bladders tied to his body, which was a' 
few days after dirown afhore, near the town. This event, 
which nappened towards the .clofe of Rajeb, was fyllow^d' 
by another not lefs profperous to the befieged. The Franks 
having fixed two of their largefl engines near the city, bat» 
tered the walls with fo much fury, that they xhun foon 
have been levelled vdth the ground, had not the garrifon 
^diaiged two fpears, or fire-darts, with red-hot points, 
upon one of them ; which fet it on fire, and reduced it to 
ames* The flames being likewife communicated to the 
•dier, it met with the fame fate* In the mean time, the 
young Malec Al Alaman, having poflefled himfelf of An^ 
tioch, and left his treafures in that city, made the proper 
difpofitions for advancing to *Acca without delay. Ac- 
cordingly he began his march for that place \ taking the 
route of Laodicea, where he was met by the marquis of 
Montferrat, the faheb of Tyre, the moft warlike and po- 
litic of all the princes of the Franks. The marquis had be- 
ibre fent into Europe a draught, or delineation, of Al Kuds, 
and in it a true reprefentation of the Temple of the Refur- 
re£^ion, v/ith a Moflem on horfe -back t rampHng on the fe- 
piikhic of (he Meih^» the vitouon oi which was the 
A* . * Pa . priucijpaJL 
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priaeipal obfe€^olthe pilgrimage, performed by the Chrif^ 
tians, to Al Kuds. To animate the wcftern Chrlflians ftill 
more againft the Modems, the horfc was rcprcfentcd as 
{^r>ling upon the fpot where the Mcffiah was buried. This 
contrivance produced in Europe the clefircd ell'ecl: ; an in- 
finite number of people, inceiiied to the laft degree againft 
the Mollcms by this pi£lur€, iiiHng ihemfelves under the 
banner of IV] alec Al Alaman. The fon of that prince was 
at this time condu(i;^cd along the fea-coali, by the iuheb of 
Tyre i wlio wa^ afraid left his troops flioulci have been har- 
rafled by tlie enemy, if he hnd marched through the di- 
ftri£is of Haleb, or Aleppo, and Hamah. Meanwhile, 
three fhips from Kgypt entered the port of 'Acca, with a 
large quantity of proviiions, muiL.it Uo of war, and every 
thint}^ requifitc Lo enable tlie i^arrifon to fuii..iin a fiege 
till the following fpring; when Jjohao'ddin Kharakufh 
was upon the point of furrendering for want of fuch a 
£upply. The Frajik^ attempted with three fliips and £bine 
forces on boards to make themftlyes manocs of the 
Tower of Flies^ built upon a rock at the mouth of tbe 
liarbour, wliich commanded the pott ; but widiout e&t£^f 
diey having loft all their, vefleb and men in the attempt. 
The yoimg Malec Al Alamsn contmued ibme time at 
Tripoli to refrefli his troops ; and then fent ihem to the 
^amp be£m *Acca$ intending to foUoiv them himfetf 
with all convenient fpeed. Putfitant to the dtfe^ioas o£ 
the marquis of Mbnt&rrat, who ahiblutely goremed Ma 
CQuncxis^ he went hy fea to Tyre, where he remained with 
the marquis till die 6th of Ramadan ; when, with a few 
companions only, he fet fail for 'Acc^^ and ibon arrived 
in the camp of the Chriflians. Not long after his arrival, 
Ixc advanced at the head of a ftrong detachment to thehiU 
Al 'Ayldiyah^ oppoHte to that on which the Franke weve 
encampedf and attacked a confiderable body of the eacmf 
tketc pofted. The foltan finding the a£t;ion grow vesp 
warm, marched in perfon to Tel Caifan, to ftipport his men 
dut were engaged ; which cixcnroftance bemg obferved 
by the young Malcc Al Alaman, he thought fit to retire 
to the Chriflian camp. The Franks ftili profecuted the 
operations of the firgc with the ntmort: vigour. They pre- 
pared two machines of a new invention and ciiormoua 
d'EC, to batter the walls of the tity; and ere£led a move- 
able tower, firt»:*'^thencd with iron, on fon>e fhips of a 
llupendoiis mi!;;-::Mjde, witli v/hich, attended by a pro- 
per number of other engines, they intended to fiorni 
the Tower of Fiit^s. But, on Moaday the 3d of Rama- 
dan 
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dan, tKe garrifon fallied out of all the gsites at once, drove 
the beficgcrs from the two huge macmnett, that had been 
brought clofe to the walls, and burnt thenu j as they did 
alfo the Ihips, engines, and fcaling-ladders, which had 
been prepared to^ facilitate the redu6tion of the tower.. 
Tlie next day, tlie foltan, who had been for fomc time 
iick of a biiiuus fever, received a letter by a pigeon from 
Aleppo ; importing, th.tt A! Make Al Dhaher's generals 
had drawn ihc fah;'b of Antioch, who had undertaken an 
expedition againit the Moflcm territories, into an ambuf- 
cade, put fcvcnty-five of his men to the fword, and 
made a multitude prifoners. As for the faheb of Anti- 
och himfelf, he cfcaped to Shiha ; and, after the retreat 
of the INToQem troops, retired to his capital. Soon after, 
two of the enemy's vcllcls, with fsveral women and chil- 
dren on board, belides a great number of fliecp, and a 
large quantity of other provifions, were driven into the 
hands of the iViojlems by ftrefs of weather. But the Franks 
foon made themfeh cs ample amends for this lofs, by in- 
tercepting a pinnace, laden with money and recruits for 
the garrifon of 'Acea. The foltan being ftill in an exceed- 
ing ill (late of health, and both (pies and deferters unani- 
mouily agreeing that the Franks were determined to attack 
him immediately with their whole combined force, he 
refolved to withdraw to mount lSL. fLiam, where iic en- 
cai.'ipcJ, about three miles froiii the eitv of 'Acca 

At this period, Al Maiec Al Modhaiter arrived at tJic 
foltan's camp, and brought back with hini by cciiipulfion 
Moezzo'ddin Sinjar Shah Ebn Saifo'ddin Gazi Ebn Maw* 
dud Ebn Zenki, the faheb of Al Jazira \ who had fepa- 
rated from the Moflemarmy, and marched almoft as far as 
Tiberias, in his way home, contrary to the exprefs order 
of the foltan. The fpirit of mutiny and difiiiIe£bioaHke* 
wife difpofed 'Amado'ddtn Zenki to demand his difmif- 
fion of the fcltan, together with the money dne to his 
troops, in an infolent and imperious manner; but he was 
pxevailed upon at lad, partly by fair means and partly by 
force, to deiift from his demands. In the mean time, tht 
Franks being greatly diftrefled for Want of provifions 
in their camp, as well as in feveral parts of the country 
belonging to ih^m, a fack of meal fdling at Antioch fot

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mnety-Hx Tynan clinar$> count Henry and the nirqiug' 
of Montfemt advanced to Ras Al Ma% a place ^near 
the fouKe of the river of 'Acca, with a large detachment 
of their forces* to bring the foltan to a batde. But find* 
ing this fcheme impra£licable, and having loft no incon- 
fiderable number ox men in fever al fmart ikirmiihes that 
happened between them and the Modem troops* they re- 
turned to the camp *, where they had left the young Malec 
Al Alaman, with the other part of the army to carry on 
the fiege. The fokan likewtfe* who had not yet recovered 
his health, re-occupied his former camp \ from whence he 
had withdrawn his men, in order to obfervc the motions 
of the Franks. About this time, a rdnforcement from 
Europe joined the Franks; which, however* did not hin- 
der a party of them from being drawn into an ambufcadc, 
and (I' ftated by a detachment of the Moflem troops^ the 
22d of Shawal. Amongft the prifoners taken in this ac- 
tion were one of the French king*s generals and his trea- 
furer, who probably arrived with the laft fuccours at the 
camp bctore ^Accn. The foltan treated them with uncom- 
mon marks of diitm^lion, and afhgned them a magnifi- 
cent tcrit next to his own. He rilfn ordered them kinds 
of refrelhmcnts, and even ilimL-riniCo pe rmitted tlie gene- 
ral to cat v/itn him at his own table. He afterwards cora- 
rnanclcd them to be cnndufted honourably to Damafcus, 
gave them leave to write to their m alter, and allowed them 
to fupply themfclves with every thing tliey ilood in need 
of from the Chriilian camp. The opcraiious of the cam- 
paign being at an end, the foltan's army began to fepa- 
ratc, that the troops of which it was compoled might re- 
tire into winter-quarters. 
^ktf»ltdH The 587th year of the Hcjra produced feveral remark- 
€hangesthi c\^\q, evcnts, that have notefcaped the notice of the eaftern 
^-^ writers. The fca having been exceeding rough, by rea- 
fon of the boi Herons weather at 'Acca, the Franks remov- 
ed all their liiip^ to Tyre, which was a fafer and more 
commodious port- The fea being, therefore, open, the 
loitun cafily threw a body of frcfli troops under the cun.- 
mand of Al Emir Saifo'ddin All Ebn Ahmed Al Haccbi 
Al Mafhtub, into the pl.^xc. However, as Al Eml'r Bo- 
hao'ddin Karak\ifh and Al Lmii I loi .ano'ddln Abul Hij-'j 
with the former garrifon, had fuiiaincd fo many fatigues 
in the defence of the town, they were withdrawn from 
tlicnce, and carried to Haifa, where Al Malec Al 'Adel 
Jiad polled himfelf with his army, in order to protect: the 
(hips paiJing to* and xcpalTing from 'Acca, wit^ ilie iurcc« 
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TOljOtird, from any noftiirnal iiifult of the crcmy. As 
Haifa v/as fcated near the fpot from whence the loltan's 
fliips let fail for *Acca, fuch a polition of Al Malec Al 
'Adci's body of troopt* was judired requillte to facilitate 
the iiitroduAion of a new gamion into that city, which 
was effe<f^ed accordingly. The fuccefs that attended 
this enterprise made fome amends for the lofs of icven 
MoOem trantports from Egypt, and a great quantity of 
corji and money on board for the ffarrlfon of ^Acca, a httle

before; thofc iliips having been all dalhed to pieces either 
againfl a rock or one another, by the Violence the 
winds, the 2d of Dhu*lhajja, the preceding year. Thw 
-difafter the befieged could not forbear confidenng as an ill 
omen, portending the fpeedy redu£Hon of the citj^. The 
ihips being loU witfiin fight of the town, the gamfon had 
taken poft on the fea-fhore, in order to cover the debarict<* 
tion of their cargoes, and convey into the phce the corn 
^hich would have fupported botn the foldiers and tHe peO« 
pie in 'Acca a whole year. This circumftance gave tlue 
Franks an opportunity of making a general aiTault \ but 
'One of t!>eir fcaling-ladders by a fatal accident being broken 
they were repulfed with great flaughter by the inhabitants- 
However, a confiderablc part of the walls falling down 
fuddenly in the night of the 7th of Dhu'lhajja, the be- 
liegers, finding the breach made by this unexpe<fied event 
pradicablCy 'and the remainder of the walls in a ruinous 
condition, attempted again to carry the fbrtrefs by ftorra, 
^utwere *;^ain repulfed. The Modems repaired taewalis, 
•and put the place into as good a pofture of defence as rt 
had been in before. The Franks being in great want of 
provifions, a muUitude of deferters from their camp eame 
ill to the foitan ; who employed tiiem, at their own requeft, 
in cruiilng upon the enemy, and aOigned them a flnp tor 
that-purpofe. They met witli fucccfsin this employment, 
taking fcveral merdiant-men bonnd to the enemy's camp ; 
fome of which that had a large -quantity of money, plate, 
and other rich efi'ecU on board, were exceeding valuable 
prizes. In the mean time, the inclemency of the feafon 
produced a peftilence in the Chriliian camp, which raged 
•with prcKligious violence, and, together with the famine, 
•fwept away a great number of men. Ot this dreadful dif- 
temper died the young Malec Al Al unan, or, as he is 
called by Bohao'ddin Ebn Sheddad, Ebn Malec Al Ala- 
man, the2?.d of Dliu iliajja, 586, to the inconceivable re- 
gret of the jFranksu The enemy likewife loft another «f 
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tlieir principal commander?, nnd count iicary luniicii for 
feme time lay at the point oi death. 
The Franks liic icafon for action now approaching, the reiniorcc- 
'rtc»me ments for the Moflem army began fuccelTively to appear. 
'^fromE Jondar, Al Make Al Dhahcr's general, an 

r»/#, officer of great experience, rendered illiiftrious by the 
xnany vi^ories he had gained^ as well as a ftateihian of 
confummate abilities^ with the forces of Alcj^po, firft ar-^ 
rived. Next came Majdo*ddin or Mojdo'ddin £bn ' Az- 
zo*ddtn Jakhr Shah, the faheb of Baalbec, widi the troops, 
under his command. Thefe two bodies were gradually 
followed by all the others expe^ed to join the foltao. 
With rc^g^rd to the Franks, thev alfo received powerful 
fuccours frcMn Europe. Philip II. king of France^ fur- 
named Augudus, and denominated by the Arab writers 
Al Maiec Al Franf is, arrived with a fupply of men, mo- 
ney, horfes, and provifions, on board of fix inip , and inv- 
^ mediately proceeded to the camp before 'Acca. Soon 

after his arrival, fays Bohao'ddin Ebn Sheddad, a moft 
beautiful white falcon, that he brought with him from 
homi, flew off his hand to tiie top of the walls of ' Acc^ 
where it was taken by fome foldiers of the garrifon, and 
fent to the foltan ; who refufcd to reltore it to the king, 
though he offered for it no lefs than one thoufand dinars. 
Count Forond, an excellent officer, who had diftinguiflied 
liimleif on feveral occafions, alfo appeared «t the head of 
fomc troops, dcftincd to atl in favour of tiie Franks. In 
the mean time, Richard I. king of England, fgr his great 
courage, furnamed Cecur de Lion, and diftinguifhed 
amongft tlie Arab hiftorians by the appellation of INIalec 
Al Anketar, v^ho had undertaken the Crufade, made a dc- 
fcent on the ifland of Cyprus, witli an intention to polTefs 
liimiclf oi it ; bui meeting with a vigorous refiftance, he 
found himfelf obliged lo have recourfe for affiftance to 
king Guy of liufignan and brother GcflVey or Gco- 
frey, who then j^refided over the remains of the Franks, 
who fent him one hundred and iixty horfe, to enable him 
to carry his point. Towards the clofe of the Latter Rabi, 
a letter from Bayrut, or Berytus, brouglu advice that five 
Engliffi ftiips, and a fmall bark, with a eonfidcrubie num- 
ber of men and women, forty horfes, a large quantity qf 
p]X3vifion8, implements of various kinds, wood, and other 
things, had fallen into the enemy's hands* lliis misfoc- 
Inne, however, did not hinder the Franks from pufhingon 
ihc fiegeof 'Acca» the garrifon of whichj notwlthfianding 
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iJl the &Itan's eiforts to difturb the befiegers, were %\ 
Jeogth reduced to the extremity of diftrels. Their Gtuation 
was rendered ftill oaore melancholy by the arrival of the 
-lung of England, after he had made a conqueft of Cyprus. 
That prince^ who was efteemed (K) by the Moilems as the 
jnoft valiant and inti^epld of all the generals of the Franks^ 
bfovght with him a very copfiderable force in twenty-five' 
llif>8 of war^ with which he joined the Chriftian army. 
The Englifh veilels funk, after an obftinate engagement, a 
Moflem ihip of an enormous fize, with fix hundred auid ' 
fifty foldiers, a great number of arms and utendls of ail 
Jcinds, and a prodigious quantity of provifions on boards 
^oing from Bayrut to *Acca, for the relief of the be- 
iieged. This blow fo terrified the garrifon and people of 
'Aoca, that they begftn to defpair of defending chat for* 
trefs much longer againil the Franks ; looking upon it as 
the third ill omen that had happened to them fince the 
commencement of the fiege p. ' 

On Friday^ the 1 9th of the Former Jornada, the Franks *Acca h 
made a gcn' ^- d affault; but the garrifon, fupportcd by the reduced to 
foliaii, repuHed them with great brcU cry, forced their ^fi 
trenches, and penetrated into ; ir camp, part of wliich ^l^^ff^^ 
they plundered. However, tliey were at \A\ obliged to 
retire. On the 23d the befiegers matlc a iicrccr attack 
than before, but were again repuifed, and purfued to tlieir 
camp, where a moil bloody engagement enfued. No- 
thing, however, decifive happened on either fide. At 
lengcli the king of England fent a herald to the foltan, to 
defire he might have an Interview with that prince. Y\\\% 
minifter was introduced by Al IMalec ArAdclto Salalvad- 
din, and communicated the purport of liis conimiiiloa to 
him ; but M^ithout efFccT:. The foltuii refufed Lo comply 
with king Richaid's rcqucll, L^.oie a convention, fettling 
4he principal articles 01 a future urcaty of peace betwecu

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them was figncd. Meanwhile fk-rmillies were fouglil: 
■with various fuccefs, and fhocking barbarities were com- 
initted on both fides. Couriers were difpatched without 
intermiffion from the garrifon and inhabitants of *Acca to 
the foltan, to acquaint him with their deplorable fituation. 
Thev aifured him, tkit fince the anirai of the^ king ci 
'England, diey had not been permitted to enjoy die^'leaft in- 
terval of Kpofe. They added, that this martial prince had 
been fick, and even at the point of death; as alio, that die 
king of France luul been wounded, but whether danger* 
oudy or no they did not fay. The king of En^land^s fifter, 
"who had been the king of Sicily's wife, was with him dur- 
ing his illnefs in the camp, ohe had with her two Sici^ 
lian iervants, who had always been Moflems in their hearts. 
Thefe took an opportunity, that odeied itfelf, of deferting 
to the foltan, and profefling the Mohammedan faitli. A t this 
time die marquis of Monttenrat having been told that the 
foverelgnty of Tyre was to be conferred upon the former 
f dh l> ( f that city, who had been detained in captivity by 
the foltan, as a reward for what he had fuiiered on account 
of his religion, he abandoned the army, - and hadcned 
vrith the utmoft celerity to Tyre. Nor could feme Chris- 
tian prieiU, fent after him for that purpofe, by all the mo* 
tives they could offer, prevail upon him to return. As he 
feemcd fully perfuaded thnt the kings of England and 
France were refolvcd not only to deprive him of the prin- 
cipality of Tyre, bnt even to iVize him, be \v:is fletermmed 
to leave them, and confine himieit to the defence of his 
capital. The forces of vSinjar, under the orders of Moja- 
hedo'ddin Yerankufli, thofe of Egypt, commanded by 'Ala-« 
mo'ddin Corkhi, Saifo'ddin Sonkar and others, and thofe 
of Al Mawfel, under the conduct of 'Alao'ddin, the faheb 
of that place, having joined the foltan, he made a motipn 
with his army, and drew nearer the enemy's camp. The 
king of England's illnefs, which now grew more vio- 
lent, retarded the liege of 'Acca. After his recovery he 
difpatched an ambaflador to the foltan, who carried 
with him a Modem prifoner, a 2ia.tive of Al Maarra, 
as a prefent to that prince. The Englifh monarch's view 
was to feci the foltan's pulfc, and difcover whether he was 
more inclined to peace or war. But as Salah*addin him* 
felf had a fimilar view, in relation to the difpofition of die 
Franks, by his admiffion of this nunifter, and confequendj 
both parties were rather difpofed to impofe upon eacM 
other than enter ferioully into a negotiation, the qonfe-* 
fences broke off widiout foccefs. T^e Frai&s, animated 
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by king Richard, redoubled their efforts to carry the tOWilf 
attacking it with fu i;iuw:h uniuur, thai die troops forming 
the garrifon were every moment in danger of being put lo 
tlie fword. At laft they were reduced to iueu extremity, 
that they aflured the foltSn by letter that, if they were not 
fuccoured the next day, they (hould be obliged to furrea- 
der. As mod of the arms of Phoenicia, Jerufalem, Dab- 
mafc^, Aleppo, Egypt, and in ihort aU the Moflem pnn 
▼inceSf were in *Acca, the foltan^s principal magazine b&* 
ittg fettled there^ and as Saifo'ddin Al Mafhtub, fiohao'd* 
din Karakuihi and other famous generals were now in 
that fortrefs ; the contents of this letter, as well as a ver- 
bal account of things given by the bearer, extremdv afr 
feded the foltln. The Franks, by dint of continual ef« 
forts, penetrated through, and dcflroyed, the exterior wall^ 
whidh was abandoned by the befieged, after a vigorous de- 
fence ; fo that the garrifon being left entirely expofed^ 
the place was in the moil imminent danger of lieing taken 
by ftorm 

Things being in this melancholy (ituation at 'Acca, the Vrriybr. 
garrifon and inhabitants of that city demanded to capitu- rend€rtt9 
late ; and deputed Saifo'ddin Al Malhtub to the befiegers troMku 
camp, to fettle with the king of France the articles of the 
capitulation. That prince at iirfl: rcfufed to grant them 
any terms, as they had barbaroiifly butchered fix of the 
Chriftiaii officers the preceding chiy, even after one of ihcm 
had engaged to procure them mercy from the Franks, if 
they would fpare him ; upon which Al Malhtub, in a mc^ 
nacing tone, afiured him that they would defend the city 
to the laft drop of blond, and each of them kill fifty of the 
principal of thcir enemies., if he perfifted in his refufal to 
comply with thcir requcR. Al Mafiuub then returned into 
the town, and informed both the people and troops of the 
king of France's diipontion ; w iiich ftruck them with fucl^ 
terror, that Arial, tbii Al J aw all, Sunkur, Al WaDiaki, 
;ind feveral others, got on board a bark that iii^liL, and 
cfcaped to the Moflem army. Arfal and Sonkar, dreading 
the foltin's indignation, kept themfelves in fuch a manner 
concealed, that they could never be difcovcred \ but Al 
Jawali was afterwards taken, and dofely confined. How<^ 
ever, a reinforcement of freih troops bei^g thrown into 
the place, and the befieged having begun to hutld another

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Wall ill the room of that which had been demoiiflicd by* 
the Franks, the kings of Ej , Jr i d ai.J Fr^uci: at Icngih, 
after the fortrefs had been rcJQced to a heap of ruins, 
Ranted them a capitulation on Friday the i^tli of the 
jLatter Jornada, upon the following terms: kTHc gar- 
Tifon and inhabitants of 'Acca ihall De permitted to march 
Dut in fafety, with dieir mone^ and efie^b. They {bad} 
rehsafe fifteen hundred Chriftian prifoners of lower rank, 
smd one hundred oif fuperior note, to he named by the 
tomma^ders of t^e Franks. 3. In eonfideration of their 
heing allayed to retire, with their wives and children^ 
money and efie£%$> they (hall pay the beiiege^ two hun« 
dred thoufafid dinirs, at two monthly payments } the lirft 
on the 1 8th of Rajebj and the fecond'on the i8th of 
^haaham 4. Hiey mail deliver up to the Franks tlie Crofs 
t)f the Crucifixion, or the true original crofs on which the 
Me^Eiah fuffered. 5. Thcj lhall leave them all their ihips, 
firms, and military madimes, and, in {hort, the remain- 
fng part of the magazine erefted in their city. 6. They 
(hall pay the marquis of Montferrat, or faheb of Tyre, ten 
thoixfand dinars, and his troops four thoufand, becaufe by 
his intervention thefe articles were agreed upon. The ca- 
pitulation being figned, and a copy of it fent to the foltan, 
lie difapproved of the garrifon's condu6\ on this qccaiion. 
But receiving advice that the Fran!.s hnd, the fame day, 
taken pofltllidn of the town, he found himfelf obliged to 
acquiclcc in what h^d been done. Tliough 'Acca had not 
been evacuated by tbe Moflcm troops, the hajeb Kvis de- 
' parte d from triciiee, with three attendants, to the foltaiTs 
camp, on the 20th of the lame montli, and let out the nc v'l 
da J for Da ma feus. Towards the clole of the Latter Jo- 
rnada, a IVloiiem poft having been attacked by the Franks, 
they were rcpulfed, with conliderable lofs. In tlie mean 
time they detained tlic Moflems found in the town, and fc- 
curcd botli tlieir money and efrecls, till the conditions lU- 
pulated on their part by the late convention were per- 
Ibrmed. The foltan infifted that before the payment of 
one hundred thoufand dinars, and the difmiiTion of tlie 
Chriftian captives, thofe prifoners fliould either be re- 
leafed, on his producing a proper feeurity for the payment 
in due time of the remaining fnni, cr liollages given for 
iheir fpeedy delivery. Tliefe terms being peremptorily rc- 
lufcd, he believed himfelf under no manner of obligation 
to iend them either the crofs, the prifoners, or the money 
ihey required. In confequence of his refujfalf the king of 

Snffiand halving drawn up a body of the Fxankii in order of 
^ • . . . ^^^^ 
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battle, on a plain between the mounts Al 'Ayadiya an^ 
Caifan, and 'commanded the MoHcm prifoncrs to be con- 
du£bed thither, put three thoufand of them to the fword, 
that were not able to ranfom themfeh'cs. 1'he other cap- 
tives were flill kept in chains. Upon the whole, from the 
Arab hiltorians tiicmfelves, it may be f;iir]y inferred that 
the foltan was guilty of evafion, and the Engiilh monarch, 
and all the princes of the Franks, of themofi brutal barba* 
jfity, on this tragical occafion 

After the redudlion of 'Acca, the king of England 'ifie farther 
marched withlm army to befiege 'Alkalan, or Alhkelon, fjJ^^^jj^X 
in confoTmity to the plan he had laid down, as genera- mtmr% 
lilhmo of the Franks. Having fettled every tiling at 
*Acca, and ordered both the town and walls to be repair- 
ed, he began his march for 'Alkalan, towards the ciofe of 
Rajeb, The ift ofShaban, lie advanced uj l iaaa ; liis rear 
being harraflcd moft of the way by a bodv of the fokan's 
troops, under the command of Al Malec Al Afdal. From- 
tjience he marched to Ai Mallaha, and afterwards to Kai- 
&-iya, orC»&fea^ the foltSn attending him with hi9 
aarmy. In order to obfeiYe his motions. He continued: 
hit maroh^ in order of battle, till the loth of Shaabuiy 
when a briik ikirmilh happened ; in which a pretty large 
nmnber of men an b«th fides were kilted. The van of the 
Chriftian army was commanded br thekine of France^ 
ao^ formed ol his own troope$ tae main body by the 
hing of Enghuvd ; and the rear was brought up by the* 
iMis of Aliibtt the (Shebs ef Tabariya, or Tiberias, and' 
others. The banner waa difplayed from the top of » 
wooden turrely in the center, carried on wheels. Some 
few prifoncrs, amongft whom was a perfon of diftin£tion» 
the foltan picked up; al] of whom, in xefentnient of 
lLkhard'6 treatment of the Moflem captives, he caufed to 
be put to the fword. At this time, the king of £ngland 
and Al Malec Al 'Adel had an interview and conference, 
in order to treat of a peace; but the foltan having no 
other view but to gain time, till he was joined by a body 
of Turkmans,, then upon their march, nothing of any 
confcquence refulted from thence. Salnh'addin havinf^ re- 
ceived advice, that the enemy hnd taken poll in the plains 
of Arfof, or Arfuf, a town about twelve miles from Al 
lUmia, and iix from Yafa, Ya^, or Joppa, he made

the two armies being come in il;jht of each oiiier, on 
Saturday the i4tl\ of Shaabaa, a general adlion immedi- 
ately enfu'-d \ in which the Mollems being defeated, 
with great daughter, the foltun retired, or rather fled, 
-with the uimoil precipitation, to AI Ramla. Here he cut 
off the heads of two or three Chrniian priloners, that had 
f;i]len into his han<]s. After the defeat of the Moflems, 
the icing of England occupied Yafa *, which the enemy^, 
now every where retiring betore him, had abandoned at 
his approach. His defign, however, upon 'Allvslan tran- 
fpii nig, it was refolved in a council of war, at which all 
tlie foitan's generals allifted, that this city ihould not only 
be (lifmantled, but dcllroyed ; to prevent the Franks from 
poiicilinr tlieiiifelves of that fortrefs, and then penetrating 
to Alkuds; which the JVlollemi^, at this time, fcarcc 
thought themlclves capable of defending. ;\fter the demo- 
lition, or rather dcvaiiation of 'Allvalan, the Lcniple ofLud, 
or Lydda, aiul Liie caiile of Al Ramla, met with the fame 
fate, in the begiiiUiiig or Ramadan. On the 51]! ui that 
month, the fohan arrived at jeruiaiem, whither he went 
to vifit the walls and fortifications of that place. Soon 
after his arrival, certain Chriftians were feized by fome 
' of Al Tawafh Kaymaz's people ; on whom a copy of a 
letter written by the governor to the foltan, giving an ac« 
eount of the miierable and diftrefled condition of the gar- 
rifon of Jertifalem^ was found* As this was to be fent to 
die Franks^ to communicate to them the fitoatioii of 
affairs, and confequently a full proof of an illicit corre- 
fpondence with the enemy, their heads were (truck off, 
to deter others from the like offence. The foltan, havine 
viewed every part of the walls and fortifications of jAd 
Kuds, and fatisfied^himfelf of the (late of the garrifon^ 
left that cit^', on the 8th of Ramadan* ^ The king of 
England havme ravaged the country about Yafa, Yafia, or« 
Joppa, and taken poileflion of Al Ramla, towards the 
dofe of the campaign, .a. body of mamlucks and Greeks 
volunteers, who had joined the Moflems, headed by the 
{bltan himfelf, on the 8th of Shawal, fell upon one of tho 
' quarters of the Chriftian camp, pitched near the fonser* 
pf thofe cities* But they were foon put to flighty and. * 
left a multitude of their men prifoners in the hanSs of the 
Franks. However, the (bltan found means to draw one 
of the enemy's detachments into an ambufcade, formed' 
of his guards and fome Arab boxfe^ put tlkem into dl&* 
I. order. 
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order^ and at laft obliged them» though fupported by a 
frcfli body of troops, to retire in confulion to their camp^ 
Notwithitanding Uiis little cheeky the Franks reduced to 
their obedience a confiderable part of Faleftine^ and fpread 
• terror over all the adjacent country^ in the courfe of thi^ 

The loitan finding himfelf not in a condition tc» make "^!">'f^ 
head againft the king of England, who had taken fomc of 
his ftrong towns, obliged him to difmantle others, and a peace, 
at laft driven him in a manner ort of the field, began now lohich ends 
to entertain favourable fentimcnts of a pence with that "f *'''?''"' 
prince, and tlicrcfore permitted his brother Al Malee Al-^*'^*''>'*' 
'Adel to fet on ftot a negvOtiation with him. The m-^'-quis 
of Montferrat, faheb of Tyre, who had bt fou fufpccted 
that the other princes of die Franks had funned a defign 
to deprive him of the territories he pou'efled, fent ani- 
bafTador to the folran ; offering to enter into an aili.uicc 
witii him againft the Franks, if he would cede Sida, 
or Sidan, and Bayrut. The foitan immediately dii- 
patehed Al 'Adl Al Najib, as his miniiler to the marquis's 
court, with orders to declare, that he v. as willing to ac- 
cept of his propolal, if he would recover 'Acca, and icicafe 
all the Moflem prifoners detained there and at Tyre, be- 
fore the propofed treaty was figned. In the mean time, 
couriers frequently pafled and repaired bet^^een kiiig 
Richard and AlMalec Al 'Adel with difpatches relative tp 
a future peace. For Riclvird being not unacquainted wit^ 
the marquis's intention of concluding a feparate treaty^ 
and the articfe of recovering 'Acci having tranfpired, h^ 
was defirous of being befor^and with the f&heb of Tyre, 
and therefore of having the laft hand pat to the treaty, 
that had long been in agitation^ between him and the folr 
t^« He alio, at the fame time^ for the farther fecu* 
rity of 'Acciy and to' prevent the treaty from taking 
effect:, or rather to traverfe the negotiation commen- 
ced between the faheb of Tyre and the foitan, made 
ufe of all the expedients he could devife^ to difpofe the 
former of diofe princes to an accommodation. Wc 
iball not enter into a, minute detail of all the circvim'* > ^ t 
ilances attending the conferences held between the mini* 
fters of king Richard and the folt&n on this occafion |.

at Jerufalem, or Al Kud$, to enquire into the ftate of 
the garrifbn, and to ini^e^ the waiis and fortifications 
of that place^ the negotiation between him and the king 
of England was rcfumed, and, towards the clofe of Ra- 
madan, or the beginning of Shawal, the following articles 
were drawn up> as the bails of a future treaty, i. AlMalec 
Al 'Adel, foh&n Salih'addin's brother, ihall mm^ the kmg 
of England's fifter, reli£l of the late kine of Sicily. 2. 
He (hall have affigned him, as his wife's dower, tlie city 
of Terufalem, capital' of the kingdom of the fame name« 
3, The foltan lhall morever relinquifli to him every other 
city, town, caltle, and diilri£l of Palell inc. 4. The king 
of England ihall cede to Al Malec Al 'Adel the fortreU 
of 'Acci, together with the whole extent of territory 
between that place and *AikaIan, and all the other towns 
and cafllcs, he has conquered this campaign. 5. Al Malec 
Al 'Adel and his wife flxall be crowned king and queen 
of Jerufalem, and acknowleged as fuch by all the con- 
tra6i:ing powers. 6. The foltan fliall deliver into the 
hands of the king of England, without delay, the Crofs 
of the Crucifixion, or the true original Crofs on which 
the Mcffmli fuilcred. 7. Tlic knight ; Templars and Hof- 
pitalers lhall have all their towns, cailles, andvillage^ re- 
ftorcd to them> immediately after the ratilicacion of triis 
treaty. 8. The prifoners on hoth fides ihall be releafed. 
9. There lhall heneeforih be a perpetual peace, amity, 
and friendfliip, between the Mullems and the Franks; 
and the king of England (hall return home. Thefe were 
the articles drawn up, as the moft likely to be approved bv 
all the parties at war, and confequently the bed calculated 
to efFcdl an accommodation. But the queen dowager of 
Sicily hcrfelf, as well a^s tlie clergy, objecf ing to the firft 
article, unlefs Al Malec Al 'Adel woukl renounce Mo- 
hammcdifm, and be b. plizcd, and this condition being 
abfolutely reje<51ed hoth hy hlin .aid tJie foUan, the confe- 
rences broke off without fucccfs, and all hopci of uu ac- 
commodation vanifli^d ^ 
^^^t of ''^Pon Al Ma»ec Al 'Adel's return from Jerufalem, he 
*the\lar '^^eived ^ letter from the moft illuftrious dlwSn of Bagh- 
^87. ddd, wherein great intcrceffion was made 'for Ba'ftamar^ 
the fahpb of Khalat, in Armenia^ who had been di^ol^

nephew, of a confiderable part of his territories. 1 Iiat 
prince, helving annexed Al Sawaida and Hani to the pro- 
vinces granted hi. si by the foltan, \^';-is tiicn marching, with 
hii foil i\\ Malcc Al Manfiir l^:u]i.uullled, to befiege Ma- 
lazkerd. The diwaa like wile interceded for Al Hafan 
Ebn Kafjak, \\ liom Modhaircro'ddin Ebn ZinoMdin de- 
tained in conlincmcnt at Arbcl ; and begged that Al Kadi 
Al Fatli iniglit be lent to jjagLtiid, to acjuil v/itli them 
every thing relative to both thcic poims. Al Malec Al 
*Adel tvaulrniiu I liic kcter to Al Kadi Al r.idl, that ht 
might dilpofc Tai.L'udin to a compliance with tlic ulwiWa 
lequeft, in relation to his future condu^. The foltan alfo 
himfelf received another copy of the fame letter from Da« 
nafcusy which he anfwered in teribs to the following 
fSkBi : *^ With regard to the Armenian expedition, 
Qiuft beg leave to aiTure the diwan, that this , was not un« 
dertaken by our order, though fome particular incidentsi 
as ve have been informed, rendered it not altogether un:f 
'ttecelTary* However, we have commanded Al Malec Al 
Modhaffer to quit the territories of the prince of Khalat, 
and join us, who are now engaged in a wstr a^ainll the ^ 
Fraidcs. As to Ebn Ka^alc, who occupied Irnua, put aU 
tlie men to the fwojrd, and carried the women and chil-< 
<iren into captivity, when foltan Tc giolfled thitlier out of 
Al'Ajem, or Perfia, for refuge, he ought to be looked upon 
Is a public enemy* Soltan Togrol, having married his 
filter, folicited hjs afliftance $ but being ill ufed by him^ 

at lall made his efcape, and returned to his ^kingdom* 
I^bn Kafjak aftenvards joined Irmia to Al Corkh^ni, and 
from thofe places infefted al) the neighbouring country 
with his. rol^beries and depredations. Coniidering him, 
tlierefore, as a public robber, we have ordered Mod'* 
iufferoMdm ta bring him with him into Syria ; where 
fhall aflign him cenain diftricls, that he may exert 
himfelf. in me holy war. With refpedt to the lafl re- 
queft, We raufl acquaint the diwan, that AJ Kadi Al Fadl 
is fo weak and infirm, that he cannot, without rnani- 
feft danger of his life, undertake a joUniey to Baghdad.'' 
Al Malec Al ModhatFer TakioMdin dying on his march 
ftpm Kbalat to Mayyafarakin, his body was carried to Ha* 
- niah, where it was interred \ and a tomb was ere£led for 
«im without the city, clofe to wlilch a college was after- 
wards buil^. Al M4lec. Al Modhafl'er was a prince of un- 
common bravery, and ond of the chief fupports of the 
uQufe of Ayub. He €xcdkd virtue and erudition, and 
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wrote very elegant Arabic vcrle. His death was cxtremerjr 
regretted by the foltan who, when he fliewed to his cour- 
tiers the letter that brought him the melancholy news, was 
fo overcome with gi'ief, that he burft into tears. Al 
IVIalec Al Modhaffer was no fooner dead^ than his fon Al 
Malec Al Manf&r fent an embafly to the foltan, defiring 
he might fticceed his father, in the government of all the 
cities and diftri£^s over which he nad been appointed to 
pieiide. This favour he reqaeiled of the foltan in a man- 
ner fo itrongly favouring of rebellion, diat had not Al Ms* 
iec. Al 'Adei, who influenced his brother as he pleafed, 
been bis friend, he muft have been therebv entirely ruined? 
but, by the intercefGon of diat prince, the foltan was re- 
conciled to him, and confirmed him in the government of 
Ham ah, Al Maarca, Manbij, and the caftle of Nojm ; on 
condition, however, that the eufkrii fra£l, with its de- 
pendencies, which A I Mr lec Al Modhaffer had governed," 
&ould be ceded to Al Make Al 'Adeh The latter of thefc 
was neverthelefs to relinquifh every thing he polTefled in 
Syria, except Al Carac, Al Shawbec, Al Belkaa, and Al 
Selt. He like^^ife proniifcd the foltan half of the property 
* he polTefled in Egypt, and to fend to Jcrufalem annually 
from Al Belkaa and Al Selt a thoufand facks of com. This 
difporition being made, Al Malec Al 'Adel fct out for the 
provinces afTigncd him ; from whence he returned, with 
Al Malec Al Manliir^ the faheb of Hamnh, towards the 
clofe of the Latter Jornada, of the following year. At his 
return, he was received by the foltan with extraordinnry 
marks of afFe^lion and eficei-n, placed at the head of die- 
army, and loaded with honours. Kozul Arflan Othman 
Ebn Ildighiz, the faheb of Hamadan, was aflalftnated, in 
the month of Shaaban, 587. Soltan Togrol" Al Seljuki 
overthrew him and the khalif Al Nafer Ledini'llah, who 
commanded the forces of Baghdad, in a great battle near 
Hamadan. Kozul Arflan aferwards defeated foltan To- 
grol in his turn, Ihut him up in one of his fortrefl<;s, imd 
treated with uncommon cruelty thofe of the fc£l of Al 
Shafei at Esfahan ; afExing many ilJuftriouw-v men, profefl^ 
ing the tenets of that feft, to gibbets, ere6led for that pur- 
pofe. Then marching to Hamadan, he aflumed the title 
of foltcln ; but his guards having deferted him, he was 
murdered in bed by a perfon who could never be dH^ 
coveted* The king of England, having put Im» troops into 
witer-quarters at Tif&, or Ta£^, returaed-to *Acca, to 
infpe^l the ftate of that place* On the other &andj the 
jUUbi pofted bmfdf for fome time at Tel Al Jfazr, and

Vment from thence to Al Kuds^ in order to ilrengthen and 
augment the fortifications of that city. Here> having per- 
mitted his forces to feparate, and retire into quarters of 
Tefreihmentj ht remained till the opening of the next 
campaign. 

' In the 588tii year of the Hejray the Pranks be^an to re- thefahth 
pair, or rather rebuild| the city of 'Alkalan^ in uie month ^'Z '^>^' 
of Al Moharram» whilft the fokan remained at Al Kuds. ff^^'{^. 
They afterwards itoade an incurfion into the Modem terri- 
tones, advanced to a village near Al Dirun^ in the diftri^ 
of Gaza, carried moft of the Arabs inhabiting it away 
with them prifoners, and feized a thoufand head of cattle. 
A negociation was about this time begun, or ratlier conti- 
nued, and almoft brought to a conclufion, between the 
foltan and the faheb of Tyre : but a period was put to this 
by the death of the latter of thofe princes \ who was aflaf- 
finated by two Bataniils, difguifed in the habit of monks^ 
after he had dined with the bifliop, at Tyre, on the 13th 
of the Latter Rabi. Bohao'ddin fays, that the king of 
England, who hated the marquis of Moutferrat, or faheb 
of Tyre, hired thofe ruiHans to perpetrate this horrid fa^; 
but as that author had the utmoil averfion to Ru h ud, \\ \o 
was the fcourge and terror of the Moflems, we mult not 
entirely depend upon his teftimony in this particular. Be 
that as it may, this unexpe£led event feems to have had a 
confidcrable influence upon the ftate of affairs in that part 
of the world, and to have accelerated the truce which not 
long after was agreed upon between the MoHems and th^ 
Pranks". 

In tlije courfe of this year, an ambaflador from Con- An amhitf* 
ftantinople arrived at the foltan's court, where he was ^^^j'l^^^ 
treated with uncommon marks of diilin£tion. Amongll g„pgror 
other things he had orders to demand in his mafter's name,^ arriva at 
that the true original crofs, on which our Saviour fuffered, tht foUSm^i 
ihould be delivered up to himj that the Temple of tlie Re- 
furredion, and all the other principal churches of Al 
Kudsj (hould he afligned the Greek priefts^ that the foU 
tan ihould enter into an alliance, omnfive aild defenfive^ 
with the Greek emperor; and that they fhould jointly in<^ 
vade the ifland of Cyprus : but the foltan would not con^ 
lent to any one of thefe demands, flowever, he fent Ebn 
Al Bazzsizy an Egyptian, in the quality of tUnbafladorj to

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Cpndantlnople. The crofs in pardt:ular he abfolutel^ 
fiifed to part with 5 adding, that the king of Al Con, or 
Georgia, could not obtain that valuable reliffc of mm» 
though he had o0ered for it two hundred thoufand 
din&rs v« 

Tne miliia- Thc king of England, having aiTembled his forces, took 
ffpnt^ die field, towards the beginning of the Former Jomida* 
ihnt oftAis Qq ninth of that month, he advanced to Al Daron, 
tam^Mgu ^jjjI immediately laid'fiege to that place* As he had fome 
very ikilful engineers of Aleppo in his army, he fooa de- 
moHlhed the walls of the town \ fo that the garrifon, com- 
manded by one of ^Alamo'ddm Kaifar*s ofiBcers, was re- 
duced to the laft extremity. The commandant defired leave 
to fend a courier to the foltin, to acquaint him with thc 
condition they were in \ but this requeil the king of Eng- 
land abfolutely refufe to grant : he carried the fortrefs % 
^ aflault, took fome of the garrifon prifoners, and put the left 

to* the fword. Having left a garrifon, compofed of feleft 
troops, in Al Darun, he marched to Al Hefi. From 
whencp he moved to the caflle of Majddyaba, near Al Ram- 
la, a city that was almoft deemed impregnable. The Franks 
110 fooner approached it than the garrifon fallied out, killed 
Inaiiy of their troops, nniongft whom was an officer of 
diftin£^ion, and ohliged the reft to retire. About the fame 
time, a party of the Franks made an incurfion into the 
Modem territories bordering upon the diftri£t of.Tyie; 
but were met by a detachment of the foltan's troops, and 
after a very briik a£lion put to (light. The foltan, having 
been joined by BedroMdin Duldarm^ with a body of Turk- 
mans, and Azzo'ddin £bn Al Mokaddem, with an ex- 
. ceeding fine corps, began his operations. He detached 
Abu'l Hija, Bedro'ddm Duldurm, and £bn Al Mokad- 
dem, with the forces under their orders, to reconnoitre 
the Franks; and the other part of the army foon followed : 
but thc foltan himfelf, being indifpofed, for -thc prefent 
remained at Al Kuds. The Franks moved to Tel Al 
Safiya, and from thence directed their march towards Al 
Netrun. Here they judged it rcquifite to remain till 
their proriiions, baggage, and military ftores arrived, hi 
the mean time they Avere harafied by the Moflem detadl- 
ments, and worfted in fcveral Ikirniiflics. However^ they 
made ample amends for thefe little difgraces by one «F 
king Pvichard's parties; which intercepted a rich Egjrp- 
tian caravan, defeated the efcort, and acquired a very

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conHderable quantity of fpoil. BeHdes otker plunder, 

Richard's' men canried ofF three thoufand camels, £ve 
hundred prifoners, and five huntired horfes. After thi9 
a£lion, the Franks ma4c a motion in onhr to inveft Al 
Kuds } but, to the inconceivable joy of the foltan, who was 
not in a-condition to oppofe them, they returned to Al 
Ramla. About this time, the conferences between the 
plenipotentiaries of the king of England and the foltan were 
renewed ; bat foon broke off, without fuccefs. The latter 
of thofe princes infifted upon the abfolute demolition of 
'Afkalan, lately repaired at a great expence by the 
•Fr. inks ; to which condition Richard would by no means 
'give liis confcnt. Both fides then prepared to deride 
the diipute by the Iv/oid. On the loth of Pvajcb, the 
foitrin encamped at Al Jib. Oa the 13th, he pitched his 
camp on the hills between Al Ramla and Lud or Lydda, 
and remained there aii that dny. On the 14th, he ad- 
vanced to Bazur or Yazur, and from thence to Beit Jib- 
rm, in the neighbourhood of Yafa. On . the 15th, lie 
invefled that city. The garrifon defended itfelf, and 
repuifed tbe beuegers in all their attacks, with unparalleled 
bravery, till the 1 8th ; when the foltan*s troops entered 
the town, and plundered it. The garrifon, however, re- 
tired into the cafbie j which the foltan immediately blocked 
up, and made the necefiary difpofiiions for befieging it in 
form. The king of England, having received advice of 
what had happened at Yafa, laid afide his intended expe- 
dition againft Bayrut, and marched to the relief of 
the citadel. He arrived accordingly in the port of Yafil 
with a fleet of fifty fliil, fifteen of which were hirge fliips 
of V. ar, and a body of land forces on bo. id. The king's 
fhip was red, and its pendants of the fame colour. He in- 
flantly landed ]iis troops, Vv ltliout oppf)rition j and attack- 
ed the Moilem army, under the eonducl of the foltan him* 
felf, with fo much refolution, tliat he defeated it entirely 5 
then he reinforced the garrifon of the caftle of Yafa/ and 
encamped on the fpot which had been occupied by die 
foltan before. Salah'addm retired with the utmolt precis 
, pitation to Al 'Awja, between Al Ramla and Arfof; 
where he was informed^ that the enemy had fetzed upon 
C«farea, ^and were IliJl pofted without the city of 
fa. Having encamped at Al Netrun, he fet out ^arly in 
the morning to pay a vifit to Al Malec Al *Adel at AKKuds. 
Here) it being Fridayi h^ performed liis devotions* ijfi'- 
fyt&sA the fortifications, fettled every thing to his fatif«> 
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' ^£lion rehttve to the defence of the place, and towards 

evening returned to tKe camp, wKcre he was joined by 
'Alao'ddin, the laheb of Al Mawfel$ and, the next day, 
by the forces of Egypt, under the command of Majdo*d-« 
din Huldari, Saifo'ddin Yazcuj, and Al Maiec Al Moway^ 
yad Mas'iid: •butnotwithftanding this acceflion of ftrengtn^ 
and the arriv^ of Al Milec Al Manfur Ebn Takio'ddin, 
another of his generals, the foltan never afterwards under- 
took any tiling of moment ngainft the Franks. He marched, 
indeed, towards Al Ramla, with part ot his nrmy, and 
pitched his tents at a fmall diftance from that clry, having 
111 appearance fome enterprize in view ; but this ftep ' 
fcenis tn have been taken with no other defign than to 
amufe the Franks ; as he remained in a Rate of total in- 
a(Slion, during his continuance in that place*. 
J truce is The fohan's troops being extremely harraffcd by the fa- 
4igried up tigues they had luilained, and he himfelf not a little de-» 
*? ^M^n^^ Je£led by the ill fucccfs he had met with this campaign, 
Jdihe^"^^ Sulah'addiii began to think ferioufly of putting an end to 
ffojfku ruinous and deftrudlive a war, and of giving his 

fubje<^^ls, after fueh an effufion of blood, fume repofe. 
To this (lefign he was farther excited by the Hate of his fi- 
nances, which were reduced to the loweil ebb. As the 
king of England, who had lately Liboured uiuler a very 
malignant indifpofition, hadfufFered a relapic, and defired 
nothing more than to return home, he alfo entertained 
the fame fentimentSi and therefore now readily agreed to 
the demolition of 'Alkalan> which before he haci finnly op* 
pofed. The nrofpefl of peace, therefore, revived; and me 
conferences oetween the* king of England's and the foltan's 
plenipotentiaries being renewed, a temporary pacification 
was concluded between thofe princes, on the 20th of Shaau 
ban, upon the following terms : i. There fliall be a truce 
between the foltan and the chiefs of the Franks for three 
years and three months. 2. This tnice ihall be both by 
fea and land, and fliall begin on Wednefday the 22d of 
Shaaban, 588. 3. Yafa, or Yaffa, Yabna, the Jamniaof 
the anciefits, Majdel Yafa, Kayfariya or C<efarea, Arfof, 
Haifa, anjl 'Acca, with their refpeclive diftridls, (hall be 
ceded to the Franks. 4. 'Alkalan fliall be completely de- 
moliihed, infoinuch that it ihall not be of the leaft fcrvice 
to eith<^r of th^^contrading power?. ^. I^udj or Lydda^

The lahebs of Tripoli and AntiocK ihall be 
included in this treaty^ if they will fwear retigiouiiy to 
obfenre the articles of it. The 22d of Shaabin, the day 
appointed for itgning the treaty^ bein^ arrived, the kingof 
England gave his hand, as a mark of his firm intention ne« 
ver to infringe it, but, as he was a kin^» refufed to fwear | 
which pun(S);i]io was approved of by the fblt^, who a€fced 
bimfelf in the iame manner. However, count Henry, 
king Ricliard's nephew, wliom he had appointed governor 
4>i the fea-coaft, lialiyan Ebn Bare'ztn, the frhcb of Ti- 
■bcrias, the fon of Humphrey, the knights Holpitalers 
and Templars, and all the other leaders of the Franks^ 
took a folemn oath inviolably to adhere to the contents of 
this trcatyj as did likewlfe, on the part of the Moflems, 
Al MaJec Al 'Adel, Al Maiec Al Afdal, Al Malec Al 
Dhaher, Al Mafhtub, Bedro'ddin Duldrum, Al Maiec Al 
Manlur, Ebn Al Mokaddam, the faheb of Shaizar, Al 
]M: Ice Al Mojahed Shairacuh, the faheb of Hems, Al 
Maiec Al Amjcd Bahram, or Baharam, ShSh Ebn Farkh 
bhah, tlie fiiheb of Baalbec, and other commanders of the 
firit rank. According to Abulfeda, the foltin infifted 
upon theadmiifiDn of the Ifmaelians, or aflaffins, into the 
treaty, now concluded between him and the Franks ; though 
this circumftance has been pafled over in filcnce by Bohao'd- 
dinEbnSheddad, a writer whofe authority amongft the Mo- 
ilems is much revered. The war was no fooner terminat* 
fd by this truce than tlie foltan ordered the piihjic criers 
to give notice to all his fubjecls, tiiat a coinmiinicafiori 
v.' \s ?-!ow opened hefween them and theFrHnk;, ^ iliat tiicy 
iTi:L:Iit traihck witli tlicjii as heretofore; and that they might 
go on pilgrima[i;c trom every part of Svna to Mecca, with- 
out the leaft danger." The king of Enghnd havin^^ with- 
drawn the garrifon he had in 'Aflcalan, the demolition of 
that fortrefs was begun on tlie 27th of Shaaban, andfiniih- 
fA in a very (hort time. On the 29th, the foltan moved 
^o Al Netri^n^ and a friendly intercourfe commcQced be*

t\r?cn his troops and thofe of the Franks. Many of thl^ 
JNioflems alio went to Yafa for the fake of trade and the' 
I rciiiks repaired afterwards in creat numbers to Al Kuds, 
to vifit that holy city. To tncfe the foltan not only 
opened tlie gates, hut Hkewife treated tliem with the ut- 
mofl liberality, aifabiiiiy, and condefcenfion ; and even 
fent a guard to efcort them to Yafa, and the ether places 
from whence they came. This indulgence excited fuch 
in".hitUL-t3 to repair to Al Kuds, that king Richard, 
being d'.fplcafcd, dclircd the foltan would admit only 
fucli pcrfons as iic fhould recommend. But that prince 
cxcufcu lu nilcii from complying with his requeft, by 
alleging that he could not in confcience drive fronr A! 
Kuds many pilgrims, who had left their friends and 
relations in very remote countries to perform their dc- 
votions in that place. The foltfin haying iufpe£);ed the 
' fortifiQations of Al Kuds> and given orders'for die repara-' 
tion and augmentation of them, he made^a large admtion- 
to the poilefHons fettled upon the college or fchbol heliad 
t^efore- founded in that city. The fpot on which this ftood 
had, before the conquell of Faleftine by the MolIems,been ' 
occupied by the temple and fepulchre of St. Anne, the 
inother of tne virgin Mary. After that coxiquell, and be«i 
fore the Franks reduced Jerafalem, or Al Kuds, this 
church was converted into a fchool or college, for the edtt* 
cation of the Moflem ycuth. The Franks havii g poflefTed 
themfelves of the holy ciiy, reftored the temple of St. Anne 
to its priftine honour, ibut foltan Salah'addin having ex-* ' 
pelled the Chriilians once more frrm thence, re*convcrtcd 
this edifice into a college, and rich] v cnd<»wed itj placing 
. at the head of it Al Kadi Bohao'ddii,Ebn Shcddad, one 
of his favourites, and* an author to whom we have been ' 
much obliged in the courfe of this hiflc / 
'$m mhaf" The forces of Arbel, Al Mawfel, Senjar or Sinj^r, and

dan* Hither he repaired, partly with a delign to haften 
the workmen employed on the fortificationsi and partly 
with an intention to make the necefTary preparations 
far performing the pilgrimage to Mecca, ne waa, 
however, diverted from carrying into execution the 
latter of thefe defigns hy his emirs j who reprefented 
that the duration of the truce was very uncertain and 
precarious, on account of the perfidy of the Franks.- 
Al M ilec Al 'Adel being arrived at AVizariya, in his 
to Al Carac, from whence he propofea to proceed to tho 
eailem provinces afligned him by his brother, intelligence 
was brought him that an ambafTador with difpatches ad* 
drefled to him, was arrived from Baghdad \ and next day 
he returned to Al Kuds, to communicate die contents of 
thofe diipatches to the foltan. The purport of the letter 
brought him by the ambafTador was to the following ef» 
fca : « Ebn Al Nafid prefi'es Al Malec Al *Adel to effea 
a reconciliation between his brother Salah'addin and the 
khalif *, to prevail upon the foltan to entertain the fame re-. ' 
gard as formerly for the illuftrious diwan and court of 
Baghdad, and to perfuade him to fend thither as his mini* . 
fler Al Kadi Al Fadl, that all difputcs between their re-. . 
fpedtive fovcreigns mny be terminated in an amicable man- 
ner. If- what is hric defircd can by Al Malec Al ^Adel's 
interpolition be obtained, the diwan will be under an . 
eternal obHgation to him.'' In confequence of this ad- •. 
drefs, the foltan nominated Aldiva Al Shahrczuri his nm- 
hr^.flnr^or to the khalif, who feto'jt on Tuefday the 27th of 
Ramnilan, for Baghdad. Al Malcc Al 'Add returned 
to AFazariya, and from thence continued his journey 
to A I Carac. 

The foltan having now no farther occafion for his troops, ^he folt&^ 
whom he amply rewarded with lands and poflelBons for ^etumtm 
the fatigues they had fufiained in his fervice, diiband- ^^^fcus^ 
cd thofe that had been fent into quarters of canton- 
ment, and permitted them to occupy the lands that 
had been affiizncd them. Receiving advice that the Eng- 
lifh fleet, with king Richard on board, had failed for 
Europe, he propofcd to vifit all the maritime fortreiTes, 
and then repair to Daniafcus. Accordingly he left Al 
Kuds on the 6th of Shawal, in the forenoon. He wa=i at- 
tended as far as Al Bira by Bohao'ddin Ebn Sheddad, whom 
he ordered to refide at Al Kuds; that kadi being appoint- 

tid \)^ lum tP fujperiut««d wwkmea. employed in build- 
ing 
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mg an hofpital, and finifhing the additions to the college 
lie had founded in that city. From Nabolos the foltan 
vent to Baiiuu, and horn thence to Seballia, or Sebaile, 
aiul infpecl:ed the Hate of that place. He then direct- 
ed his cuuife to Cawcab j which he reached on Monday 
the loth of this month. Proceeding to Tiberias^ 
where he arrived the i ]th» Al Emir Bohao'ddin Karlkufh 
M Afadi, or Al Afdi^ who, had fallen into the hands of 
the-Franks^ when they took 'Acca, but was now releafed 
from his captivity^ appeared before himj and met with a 
moil: gracious reception. Baymond, or Boamond» the 
iaheb of Antiochf made his compHmeats to the foltaa 
on die 2ifty atBayriit; where he was treated with un- 
common marks of dtftin^lion, and experienced the ufual 
munificence and liberality of that prince. Indeed, if 
Bohao'ddin may be credited^ the foltan beftowed on Bay- 
mond lands and poffeflions that brought annually into lus 
. ^ coffers fifteen thouiand dinars. Next day he took his leave 
of the foltan ^ who, after vifiting all the places of (Irengtli 
on the fea-coaft, entered Damafcus on Wednefday the 
26th of Shawal^ wher^ he found his Tons Al Malec AX 
Dhaher and Al M^lec Ai Afdal arrived before him. The 
former of thoie princes foon repaired to Aleppo, over the 
inhabitants of which city he prefided ; and the latter re- 
mained with the foltan at Damafcus. As Salah'addin had 
been four years abfent from his favourite city, the people 
received him with the loudefl acclamations *, and the day he 
entered that metropolis wns concluded with all pofliblc de- 
mon itrations ot joy. About fix days after bis arrival, he ap- 
peared in public and every one oi his fubjecls, that defired 
it, was introducod to him. ,A1 Malec Ai 'Adcl, who had 
been at Al Carac, to view the fortifications, likewife 
arrived at Damafcus on Sunday the 21 ft of Dhu'lkaada, 
and had an interview with the foltan, then hunting in the 
neighbourhouti of Al Kefwa and Gabib, or Gabageb, who 
attended him to ius capital) with the higheit mjgjrks of af-> 
fec^ion and efteem. 
What hap' The fame year, Firnah, widow of the arabek IMnh na-

K^ont-a- loltans ot Iran : tor inc e.\ecuLiuu ui wliieii exeerai.>ie ue- 

ra^tn t/tu fign file was in a moft commodious fituation, as fiie lived 

ff4tr» in the haram, amongll the foltan's women: but that prince, 

having intimation ct her fcheme, prevented the blow, by 

making her tak<e the dofe which had prepared for him* 

■ fU^ 
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He afterwards ordered Kutluk to ^e feized ; and would 
have fecured his own Ufe, if he had not reftored him to his 
Jiberty : for that imprudent ftep was the caufe of all the 
evils that afterwards befel him. In fhort, this ungrateful 
wretch was no fooner releafed out of prifon than he began 
to meditate the deftru£lion of the foltan. He kept up a pri- 
vate correfpondence with Tacalh, the fifth fliah of Kho- 
warazm, and excited him to attempi tlic conquell of the 
Perfian Ir ik. Tacafti therefore and Kiitiuk, joining their 
forces, took the caftle of Tabrak, or Tabarak, in tlie 
jicighbourhood of Al Ray ; but Tacafh retired at the 
foltan's approach, leaving Tafaj to govern and detcud hi» 
new conqucils. 

The following year, being the 589th of the Hejra, com- Salah'aJ- 
mencing January 7, 1193) proved fatal to the foltan Al dinsdeatk^ 
Malec Al Maier Salah'addm Abu Moulialler Yufef Ebn undchmr^ 
Ayub Ebn Shadi, who died of a bilious fever, on the 27th 
of Safar, in the caftle of Damafcus. He fpent fomc of , 
the firft days of Al Moharram, in hunting, accompanied 
by lus brother and his fons, in the neighbourhood of that 
city. On the 13th of Safar, the ambafiatlors from the 
princes of the Franks had been introduced mto his apart- 
ment, in order to have an audience; but an infant fon of 
the foltan, nicknamed Al Eniir, with whom he was then 
at play, being terrified at their unufal garb, and the ftrangc 
ligare they made, he told them he was then engaged, and 
dcfircd t'lL' .uu'icnce iniglit be deferred to iinolhcr day. As 
this bchcivioar was contrary to Iiis uiual iiil ibility and con- 
defcenfion, and to die whole tenor of his former conduct, 
it was taken particular notice of. Some of his courtiers 
obferved, that the fame day his appetite failed him. 1 his 
fymptom was attended by a drowfinefs and langour, that 
plainly indicated the commencement of an indifpofition. 
On tlie 15th, being Friday, he took a view on horfeback 
o£ the pilgrims returned from Mecca, and treated ditt 
do£^or8 amongft them with uncommon marks of venera- 
tion and efteem. On the i6th his complaints increaiing, 
he was vilitedby Al Malec Al Afdal, Al Kidi BohaoMdfn 
£bn Sheddad, who wrote his life, and Al Kadi Al Fadl. 
From that day the diilemper grew more violent, and chiefly 
aflFe^led his head i a circumftance which was coniidered 
by thofe about him, as a fign of his approaching diflblu- 
tion. On the 4th day of the difeafe, he was blooded by 
order of the phyficians, after which operation the fever 
raged with greater violence than before. The ninth day^ 
feized with 9 delirittm ^ whichi with little inter* 
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mifTion, continued to the time of his death. Al Malec Al 
Afdal, finding his other in extreme danger, convoked the 
principal kadis, generals, and lords of the court, in order 
to fecure t^e fuccelhon, and preferve the public re- 
^ofe ; and they bound themfelves by oatli to fupport his 
pretcnfions. From the beginning of his illnefs, the foitan 
had been attended by fomc religious fl^clkh or ofhcr, who 
wasen^ployed in reading proper ponions of tiie Koran to 
him ; but Al Sheikh Abu Jaafar, the imam of the temple 
Al Ciilafa, famous for his fandity, who was called in to 
affift him in his laft moments, remained with him the 
whole night preceding that prince's death. Though the 
foitan had been for the moil part delirious, ever fince the 
ninth niglit of the diitemper, yet when tl-.c iheikh came to 
a paflage oi the Koran, aflerting the divine unity and om- 
nifcienee, he fuddcnly flarted up, being then at the point 
of departure, and faid, *^ This is mofl: true." On 
Wcdncfday, the 27th of S:*far, a little afcer morning prayer 
^as ended, Al Kadi Al Fadl then being with him, to the 
inconceivable rep^ret of the wliole Moficm world, he ex- 
pired. Al Kadi iioliao'ddin Ebn Shedduil, who came from 
the mofquc, where lie had been perforniing his mjrning 
devotions, foon after the foltaii';, departure, into the eaille, 
and Al Kadi Al i adl conducted every tiling relative to his 
funeral, after his bod_; ii-ul been wallied by Al Fakih Al 
Dawla i, tlie kl.attib oi D.;m**leus. The iTiCridiaii prayer 
was no fooner over iliaa the corpfe was put upon a bier, 
habited in the ufual manner, and prepared lor iiitciaiLht. 
Prodigious numbers of people croudcd into the caftle, to 
pray for the repofe of his foul j and a little before evening 
rayer, tlie fame day, he was buried, in the place where 
e died. Tliis great conqueror was born in the caftle, or 
palace, of Tecrit, where his father Ayub was then governor, 
in the year of the Hcjra 532 ; and confequentjy he muft have 
lieen about Efty-feven lunar years old, at the time of his 
death. ,Of thefe he reigned near feventeen, according to Dr« 
Hunt^sMS. copy of Wasti Shohnah, or nmeteen» if Abu'l-* 
feda may be depended upon, over Al Sham, orSpia; and 
about twenty-four over Diyar Mefr, or £gypt. He IdTt be* 
Und him feventeen fons, and one daughter* The eldeft 
of his fons was Al Malec Al Afdal NuroMdln Ali Ebn Yu*» 
fef £bn Ayub, who was born in the year of the Hejra 
565. AS Aziz Othman was about two year$ yoonger ; 
9ad Al Malec Al Dhaher, the faheb of Aleppo, younger 
than him. His daughter was married to her firil coufin, or 
iHiele'd ibo, Al Malec Al Camel, the faheb of Egypt. With 
regard to Salah*addin's charaAer^ be has pafled for one of 
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the beft and braved princes whofe adlions have been tranf- 
mitted to pofterity by the MoHem writers. He has been 
reprefented as mild, humble, patient, juil, pious, benefi- 
cent, liberal, and as u prince of a molt amiable difpofition : 
but, notwithltandi ng this excellent picture, he exhibited 
feme inlhinccs of cruelty, lapaeioulners, and ingraritiule, 
after his friend and benefactor Nuro'ddin^s death, if not be- 
fore. As a demonilration of his liberality, we are told by 
Al 'Amad Al Catcb, tliat he gave aviray to his foldiers and 
olHcers no lefs than twelve thoufand horfes, whilit he lay 
cncampedin theplainsof *Acca,bcridcs refundin;^ themoney 
expentled in horfes that were wounded in battle j and that 
only one Tyrian dinar and forty-feven Naferian dirhems 
were found in the treniury after his deceafe. The latter 
of thcfe articles, it mull be owned, li true, feems to evince 
the point it is intended to prove; as the iaimcjifc pui-lic 
revenues of Egypt, Syria, Al Yaman, and the JBelad v\i 
Shark, or Eaftern Countrie^y came, for the moil part, into 
foItWs cofiers : nor did hetranfmit to his fucceffor^ 
according to thcfe writers, any lands, houlcs^ or demefiies* 
He likewife, as they afliire us, moft religioufly every day^ 
obferved all the ftated times of prayer \ though he nerer 
prayed alone, but always either in the mofque or the 
camp. When he had any enterprize in view, before he 
entered upon it, he conftantly implored the divine affift-* 
. ance and proteiftiott. Notwithftanding the fervency of 
his devotion, for which he has been celebrated by fome of 
tiie eaftern hiftorians, he is faid not* to have preterred one 
day to another. He was invariably attached to the prin<* 
ciples of the fe6i of Al Shafei', took great pleafure in heai> 
ing the moral traditions of the fayings and actions of Mo* 
hammed, and frequently perufed the compendium of ju- 
rifprudence written by Al Razi» In order to convey fome 
fort of idea of his patience and connivance -at the offences 
of the people about him to fucceeding ages, it has* been 
remarked, that a mamluk of his throwing a ftioc at an- 
other, which had almoft ftruck the foltan, he turned hi$ 
face another way, that he might not be obliged to repre- 
hend the offender for what he had done ; and that, on a 
certain occafion, v/hen he bad called Ave tnnes for vrater, 
and thiji was not brought iiim, he only laid, " O friends 
and companions, I am almolf dead with thirft.'* That 
avarice was n(^t his predominant padion appears from 
hence, that he eidier wholly or iii part remitted in moft of 
ithe pcovioces the tribute waichhad before been paid ^ that 
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• he gave away cities^ and even temtories of laige extent^ 
which he had been at a great expence in conquering, to 
his officers and relations, fcarce refenring to himfeliany* 
kind of attthorit]f therein ; and that perfons of accumulat- 
ed property were not in the lead danger of being fleeced^ 
or pluTu'.ered, during the time that he fat upon the throne* 
In farther confirmation of this part of his charad^er, he i$ 
reported by the fame hiftorians to have erefted and en- 
dowed colleges, hofpitals, caravan ferns, for the reception 
of Grangers and travellers, and mofqucs, in the principal 
cities of liis dominions; as alio to have cither rebuilt or 
repaired the walls of fortrelVes and towns, liurt or demo- 
liihed by the violence of war, and the Ihocks of earth- 
quakes at his own expence. He genern'iH' appeared in a 
woollen veft, icarce ever in a fiik one, and was extremely 
temperate, or rather abilemious, in jus diet. He had an 
utter averlion to the profeiiors of all other religions, and 
even to the Mohammedans who refufed to adopt the tenets 
of his own particular fe£^. He held plnlofoph.ers, poets, 
and other men of letters, in contempt ; but .is for logi- 
cians, metaphyficians, ar.d thole who applied thcnifelves 
• to the itudy of IMoilem fcholallie divinity, in conformity 
to the example of Al Shafei, he utterl v abhorrcil aiid de- 
tefted. This difpofition endeared him the more to 
the bigots of hi.s own fc£k. It is no wonder, therefore, ef- 
pecially as he fo weakened the Franks, that Al ' Amad Al 
Cateb^ his fecretary, ihould deplore the death of his hero, 
in terms to the following efied : In the fall of the fol- 
tSai fell the heft and braveft of men. Valour itfelf expired* 
Munificence was dried up. Every fpedes of enmity and 
injuftice gufhed out in its room* All the advantages and 
conveniences of life were broken oflT. Heaven was covered 
with thick douds. The age was deprived of its ^oeniXf 
its only foltan. Iflamifm luis loft its firmeft fupport V 
Wk^ hith Soltan Salah'addm was fo regretted by bis fubjeAs of 
: tn .all ranks and denominations, that there was a general 
hllaJ^' mourning for him in every part of his extenfive domi-

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therms deceafe to his brothers Al Aziz Othniaii in Egypt, 
aTid Al Dhaher Gazi at Aleppo, as alfo to his uncle Al 
Malec Al 'Adel nt A\ Came. Al Malec Al Afda! Nu- 
ro'ddin Ali, to whom the principal officers and grandees 
of tlie court had taken the, oath of allegiance, as his fa- 
ther's fucceflbr, a day or two before the fokan expired, 
forbad the poets to repeat any verfes, and the orators and 
preachers to exercife their eloquence, on this melan- 
choly occafion ; but his younger brothers, who were 
then with him, rent the air with their cries and lamenta- 
tions. A divifion was made of the moll confiderable 
provinces and cities of his empire amongil the puaces 
of his family, and the cluci cuinniandci^ oi his. troops 
were am|)ly rcwaided. 

Al Malec Al Afdal, the foltan's eldefl fon, being pub- JIf Malet ' 
licly declared his fucceflbr in the empire, he chofe for his ''/^'^^j {* 
wazir DiaoMdinN&frallah, the fon of Mohammed Ebn Al 'j^^^^''*^ 
Athir, who ptlbliCbed a colle6kion of proverbs, and was an fucajfor, 
author of confiderable merit. Hiis Mohammed was bro- 
ther of the famous 'Azzo'ddm £bn Al Atlur, who wrote 
the general^ or univerfal hiftory, entitled, Al Camel> ta 
which in this work we have fo often referred. The new 
ibltan, at the indigation of the wazir, dtfcarded his father^$ 
generals; who thereupon oiFered their fervice to Al Ma- 
lec Al Dhaher, at Aleppo, and Al Malec Al 'Aziz, in 
Egypt. The principal officers of the Egyptian forces went ■ * 
fti a body to Al Malec Al 'Aziz, in order to prevail upon 
him to afl^ert his right to the fucceffion, and attack his 
brother Al Malec Al Afdal. To this enterprize he was of 
himfelf fufficiently well inclined^ and therefore readily 
liftened to their advice ; though, according^ to the eaftern 
writers, he did not lead an army into Syria before the year 
of the Hejra 592 

About this time, 'Alao'ddm Ebn II Arilan, fumamed If^atkap^ 
Tacafli, the fifth (hah or foltan of Kowarazm,. marched '1 
again towards the frontiers ofKhorafan, to accommodate g^^jf^^*' 
fonic fre(h differences that liad arifen between him and his Perfian 
brother foltan Shah, about the liiints of their rerpC(5>?vc Irdk^ tktf 
ftates. He was no fooner arrived in the territory of Abi- p^'f^^f 
werd than the governor of that place, and of the whole J"^* 
province of Sarakhs, v/hieh made p?.rt of the dominions of 
ioitan Shah, came to meet him, took the oath of fidelity 
to him, and advifed him to move with all poiliblc cxpedi-

^ ing a ftroke* Tacaih now findinghimfelf in full pofleihon of 
all the dominions ^hidi had been j^ovemedby his anceftors 
under the name and title of foltans of Khowarazm, he 
propofed to give the eovernment of the provincqs of Sa« 
rakns and Meru to Mohanlmed Kotbo*ddm> his fon : but 
Malec Shah, Mohammed's brother, being defirous of ex- 
. changi ng tlic government of ^Rfabur, which his father had 
beftowed upon him, for that of Sarakhs and Meru^ Tsh 
caih conferred the latter of thefe upon that prince, and 
fent Mohammed to Nifabur, to prefide over the people 
of that diftri£t;. Mohammed afterwards refigncd his poft 
to Malec Shah ; who became fole governor of Khoxzf^n, 
under the orders of Tac a ni. The tranfa^lions here touched 
upon proved a feafonable diverfion in favour of foltan 
TogrolII. who, by the abfence of Tacafli, was enabled to 
retake the caftle of Tabrak, and to recover every thing 
had loll ^ 

fi# fJitiM Before the clofe of this year, Saifo'ddin Bo£lemar, the 
Jfl^ai faheb of Khalat, and the at^bek ^\zzo'ddin Mas'ud Ebft 
andAl Mawdud Ebn Zenki Ebn Akfankar, the faheb of Al Mavp;- 
Mawfil felj departed this life. The former of thefe came to a 
violent death, nbout two Innnr months after Salah'addin's 
demife. BoctcirLar could not forbear cxpreilmg his joy 
openly, in an nidecent manner, when he received the news 
of the ioltan's deceafe. As he bore an implacable hatred 
to that prince, he pretended to believe that he was defti* 
tute of every virtue and good quality. The atabek Azzo'd- 
din Mas'ud Ebn Mawdud was a religious good man, mild, 
patient, modeft, extremely beneficent, and a prince o£ 
a moft amiable diipofition. His patience refembled that 
of his grandfather Zenki, and his modefty was fo great, 
that he never converied with any perfou fitting near him 
but with his eyes fixed on the ground. His favours he 
granted witli the utnioil benevolence, affability, and con-* 
- defccnfion. He reigned at Al Mawfel about thirteen 
, years '.ma l^x months^ aiKl wj.s fueceeded by his fon Nu- 
.ro'ddm Arikii) Shah. I)lialuro\lJi:i Al T-l:Lzarciinari, one 
of Shah Armtn's mamiuks, or purcluiied iiuvcr,, asJiocte- 
mar himfelf had been, enjoyed aftei- ijoclcmar, who was

The next year, being the 590th of the Hcjra, Kutluk, ^ofrrol 
afiing in concert witR T*acafli, marched with a powerful 
army into the Pcrfian Irik j but being defeated by Togrol j^Vt^^nJ 
Ebn Arflan Shah, the laft foltan of the Scljuks of Mn, he '^hi^taaiu 
^as obliged to fly with Tacafh into KHowarazm. The fol- , 
tan, after this battle, thinking he was delivered from alt 
Bis enemies, abandoned hithfelf to women and wine. witlL ' . 
unlimited excefs : and though he was told, that Tacafh, 
lAras raifing a formidable army to invade his dominionst 
yet, intoxicated with his fuccefs and dch'ghts, he conti- 
ilued his debauches, and neglected affairs to fueh a de«f 
gree, that the grandees of the court wrote to Tacafli \ 
aflVixing him, that he might eafily furprifc Togrol in 
ihe inidfl of his revels. Tacafh, foilowing their adviee, 
made fuch expedition, that he arrived at the gates of Al 
ftay whilft the foltan was ftill overwhelmed with intoxi* 
cation : however, he put himfelf at the head of his troops, 
and marched towards the enemy ; repeating certain vcri'cs < 
out of the Shah Nameh (P), fpokcn by feme warrior, 
boafting of what he would do ; but raifing his mace, as IF 
he w:is ijoiiig to flrike, in conformity to the words he had 
pronounced, he difcharged fuch a blow on one of the fore 
legs of his horfe, that the bead fell uildcr him, and he 
himfelf was thrown upon the ground. Kutluk, fccin^^ 
him fall, immediately rail up, and, with one blow of liia 
fcymitar, put an end to hia life, and the power of the 
8eljuks in Irak. Tacafli, not content with the death of 
this prince, whofe territorie;, lie annexed to his own, fent 
his head to the khalif Al Nafcr LL-din'illah at Bai;htlad, 
and ordered his body to be iaiiciicd to a gibbet at Al Ruy. 
Togrol, notwithftanding, had many noble qualities : he 
was not only eminent for his courage, on wntch account 
his Tubje^^s compared him to Itoflam and Isfandiar, two 
l^erfian heroes of antiquity, but alfo for' his wit and know 
lege. He excelled (b much in poetry, that fome efleemed'

i/irown Moflems over the Chriftians ot Spain, according to Abu'l- 
Takuh F.bn Faraj. Alfonius, Alonfo, or Alonzo IX. king of Caftile,^ 
Yuftj Ehn furrii-ncd the Good and the Noble, who married the 
Abd'aimu' pi-kneels iiieanor, daughter to our king Henry II. ha\nng 
written an infulting letter to Ynkiih Ebn Yufef Ebn Ab» 
d'almumen, king of the Al Moahedun, in Weft IVarbary 
and Spain, that monarch marched againft him at the head 
of a formidable army, overthrew him with incredible 
flaughter, and acquired an immenfe quantity of fpoiL 
Some authors pretend, that the Moflenis killed a hundred 
and forty-fix thoufand of the Chriftiana upon the fpot, and 
took no lefs than thirty thoufand prifoners ; but this- ac- 
cbunt exceeds the bounds of credibility. Alfonfus, ccfn- 
tinues Abu'l-Faraj, was carried on a mule, after this de- 
feat, to Toledo, then his capital \ fwearing that he would 
not mount a horfe, before he had received fuccours from 
the neighbouring Chriftian princes. If the authors quoted by 
M. Renaudot may be depended upon, he made a vow never 
to fleep in bed, nor ride on horfeback, nor lie with his wife, 
till he had revenged himfclf of his enemies. Others add, 
that he fhaved Ins head and his beard, and inverted the 
crofs, in token of mourning. The Spanifli hiftorians them- 
fclves own the defeat of the king of Caftile, but they arc 
far from admitting the lofs of any fucli number of men as- 
aire mentioned here.

The khan 
wts no fooner apprized of diis modon^ than he waited 
hi peifon upon Tacaih, in order to obtain a ()eace \ whicti 
the fh^ or foU&n> at the requeft of the jprindpal lords of 
his court, granted hiin> and then immediately returned to 
liis capital, i^t the fame time Make Sh&h^ TacaAi's foii^ 
t»eing come to hxs father's courtp and having left his own 
fon Arilln Shah tb command in Khoraf In during his ab* 
fence, Sanjar Shlh^ die foltan's brother-in-law^ excited 
by fome turbultnt and feditiou^ fpirits, who folicited him 
to avail himfelf of Malcc Shah's abfence, and occupy a 
poll thatllien feemed to be vacant, unluckily entered int6 
% dangerous cdnipiracy againit the foltan ; but he had 
fcarcc given his confent to the meafures projected by thele 
Bilious people, when Tacafh, who had been apprized of 
the whole affair, commanded him td repair with all pofli-* 
bic expedition to Rhowarazm. As the confpiracy was 
only in embryo, and nothing yet had been openly under- 
taken nc^ninll the foltan, and confcquently Sanjar Shih 
was not apprehenflvc of his having incurred Tacafh's did 
pleafurc, nc pundtualiy, v.itli(jut the Icaft rcluO:ancc, 
obeyed the order he had received ; but he was no fooner 
arrived at court than Tacafh deprived him both of hia 
liberty and fight, and thus rendered abortive all his defigns. 
It is true the foltan not long after reflored him to his 
liberty, at the intreatv of his filler, whom Sanjar had 
efpoufed J but he was obliged to content himfcif with a 
large penfion, which the foltan fettled upon him, to com- 
fort him in his difgracc. About this time Yiinos: Khan, 
TataOi's ion, who commanded for him in Irak, fell inro a 
diftcmper, for which he couki meet with no relief in ilic 
city of Al Ray, where he refided. He therefore took a 
telolution to change the air, and for that purpofe went to

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Khonifan ; leaving for his lieutenant In Irak, Mia gen, in 
whom he repofed great confidence, but who was a fecret 
enemy to the atllbek Enbanej, governor of £$fahan> and 
a conudant o£ foltin Tacaih. Yunos Khan had not long 
heen gone before the khalif Al Nafer Ledini'Ilah^ who 
was grcatJy alarmed at the approach of the Khowarazr* 
mians fo nealr his frontiers, fent' his orders to £bn Caflab^ 
his wazir, to enter with a formidable army the territories 
of Yunos Khan. The atabek Kilij £nbanej> one of the 
bell friends and moft faithful fervants of Tacafh, was no 
iboner informed of the motions of the khalif 's forces than 
he marched in pcrfon, and joined Mia^en with his troojs, 
to hinder £bn CalTab from making an irruption into Irak. 
Miagen, far from treating the atabtk with the refpe&and 
afFed^ion his fidelity defervcd, being jealous of him, caufed 
his perfon to be feized, and his head to be cut off^ which 
he inftantly fcnt to Tacnfli, giving him at the iame timeto 
underflaiid, that \\c Iiad been forced to this execution bf 
the treafon the atabek had been guilty of, in keeping a 
correfpondence with the khalif. Tacafli eafily faw through 
the artilice of Miagen, and began to be afraid left that ge- 
neral jflu^iiM betray him. He ncvcrihelefs took care to 
avoid evL i y thing which nii'::l t induce .Miagen to believe 
that he entertained any fulpiciun of him, and fet out, with 
-die urmoll tiiligence, in order to attack Ebn Caflab, who 
died jull: at the time that the khalif *s forces and thofe of 
the Khowarazmians were going to engage. His death, 
liow ever, which was kept io fecret in the khalif's amiy 
that Tacafh heard nothing of it before the end of the ac- 
tion, did not prevent a battle, which, after an obftinate 
difputc, terminated in the defeat of Al Nafer*s troops. 
This obliged tlic khalif to come to an accommodation with 
Taeafli, and to leave lilni in peaceable polTeirion of Irak: 
but before tlic luiian returned home, he infilled upon hav- 
ing the head of Ilbn Callab, which he fent as a trophy of 
his vi^ory to Khowarazm, and afterwards deprived Mia^ 
^en of his government,^ for puttizig to death, without any 
juft caufe, the atabek his friend. That general, (bme time 
after, attempting to raife commotions in Irik, was fdzed 
and thrown into prifon, where he miferably ended his dajs**

of the territories that had been afligned him in Syria» thef 
laid fiege to Damafcus, and obliged Al M&lec Al Afdal to re* 
tire to Sarkhod. Both the city and cafUe being fiirrendered 
to AlMalec Al *Aztz, herefided fome days in the latter^ 
and then delivered it up to Al Malec Al 'Adel« after which 
he returned to Al Kahirah. Some authors write that Da- 
mafcus was betrayed to the Egyptian troops*: be iJiat as it 
may, Al Malec Al Afdal was forced to cede that capital, with' 
all its dependencies, tolii" brother and uncle, md acqaiefcc 
in the poiTelHon of Sarkhod, with the prefe<n:ure apper- 
taining to it. Al Malec Al 'Aziz, after the ceffion of the 
kingdom of Damafcus, was mentioned in all themofquest 
had money coined in his name, and was honoured with 
all the enfigns of roynJry ; notwithftandinc: which, the fu- 
preme authority was folely veftcd in Al iVlaiec Al *Adcl, 
ib that he was in reality the abfolutc mafter of the king- 
doms of Jerufalem and Damafcus. Al Malec Al Afdal 
being a good poet, wrote a letter to the khalif Al Nafer ' 
Lcdini*]lah, of the houfe of Al Abbas, after his dominions 
hnd been raviflied from him, in verfe, to the following 
e-fTcdi : My lord, \ v>\\ very wr!l know, that Abu Beer and 
OtIimn.n deprivci^ A!i by violence of the khalifat, which 
of r' 'ir bclo'^.gcd to iiim after the death of his fnther-in- 
iaw Mohammed. See then llie tatahty of the n-u^^c of 
AH! ft nee I, who bear tliat name, Jiave the fame injuflicc 
done me by Abu Beer, mv uncle, and Othman, my bro- 
ther." The khalif Al Nafer Ledini'llah, having received 
this letter, fent the following anfwer to it likewife in 
Ycrfe. " AJi was deprived unjuftly of his right becauie he 
wanted a nafer, or protector, at l\Iedina ; but be of ^oo^i 
courage, they lhall fuon give an account of what they have 
done, and you fliall fnid in me, who am Al Nafer, or the 
ProteFtory every kind of fuccour and protection." This 
prince had depofited his* father's corple in the tomb 
erected by him near tlie j3ma' or temple in Damafcus, the 
pth of Al Moharram, before he was driven from that city. 
' In the following year Malee Shah, Tacafli*s fon, govcr- and of tU 
nor in chief of the wliole province of Khorafan, being year 59}. 
dead, Tncnfli bellowed tliat government upon Mohammed 
KotboM ii::, his other i'fjn, and J!fave Inni Sa'ido'ddin Ma- 
s'ud f(jr his wazir. This Mas'ud was furnamcd Nod- 
ham Al Mole, as well as that famous wazir who had been 
prime minifler to Malec Shah I. foltan of the Seljuks of 
Irdn. The vi£lory Tacafli had gained over the khalifas 
troops gave him an opportunity of purging at this time 
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Adhcrbijan of the Ifmaclians, or AlTaiTms, who had made 
tlicmfclves maftcrs of many caftles and places of {Ircngth 
in that province. He chafed them from tlie caftle of 
Ariian Kufhai, which they had occupied, and cofiflrained 
them to take refuge in that of Calaat Ai Mut, their prin- 
cipal fortrefs, whi^h he did not think proper to attack. 
Before his departure he conferred the government of the 
PerHan Irak upon his third fon, named TajoMdiii Ali 
Shah, 'i his year, according ro fome of the eailcrn 
writers, ciied Saif Iflam TagcakinEbn Ayub, Salah'ad- 
diii's brother, at Zabid, in Al Yaman, wliere he had 
^maffed immenfe riches by fleecing his fuhjct'ls, all which 
he left to his fon and fucccflbr Al Moezz Shamialmoluc 
Ifn^.ael, who aflbmcJ the title of khalif. This prefump- 
tiun fo incenfed his fubje£ls, who acknowleged Al Nafer 
Letiiiii'llah as the only true khahf, or rightful fucceilbr of 
Alohainmcd, that, in the 599th year of the Hejra, tiiey 
confpired againft him and flew him, vindicating, as they 
imagined, by this action, the honour of then religion. 
After ills death the crnirs laluted his youiinrcr brother fa- 
heb of Al ^'aiiian, and dignified hiin with tiie title or fur- 
nnme of Al Niifer. As fhis prince was too youii-: to hold 
the reins of government, he remained, for a cerUiiu time.

Tacafh neverthelefs, in a few days, made 
Kimfelf matter of the town, and, notwithflanding the pro- 
vocation he had received, treated both the people and the 
garrifon with great lenity and moderation. About this 
rime Al Make Al Adel Abu Beer Ebn Ayubcumc lo aa 
open rupture with Hol iiino'ddin Yalak Arflan, the f ahcb 
of Maredin, arid .ulv.mced at the head of his forces to that 
city. Soon after he had prefented himfelf before the place, 
the fuburbs were betrayed to him, which hc permitted 
Ills troops to pillage in a ihocking manner* He thea 
fsrmed the fiege of the caftle, which, notwithftaading all 
Jiis eflbrts, he found himfelf obliged to raife 
* The 595th year of the Hejra produced fereral remarls- mi 4^ 
able events. On the 20th of Al Moharram died Al MalcQ j9P 
Al 'Aziz, the f aheh of Egypt. Upon his demife the 
•omra or emirs feht to his brother Al Malec Al Afdal, de» 
£ring he would repair to Al Kahirah, without delay, that 
they might place him upon the thronet Haftening, there* 
£)re, to the capital, his authority ivas recognized by people 
•of all ranks and denominations, according to Abu'l-Faraj \ 
but other authors relate this aflEiir in a different ipannec 
They aflerc, that^ Al Malec Al 'Aziz left behind him a foa 
named Al j^Ianf^r, then only nine years of age, to whom 
the Afa<Ua«i and Sal^hian emirs (P) took the oath of allc- 
:pancc \ but infifted, that Al Malec Al Afdal fhould be 
iiomiHated regent, and govern the kingdpm of Egypt dur- 
ing the minority of the young prince. This refolution 
being notified to tliat prince, he came immediately to Ai 
Kahirah, put himfelf at the head of the adminiftration^ 
•and entered into an alliance, ofFenfive and dcfenfive, with 
his brother A I Malec Al Dhaher, the faheb of Aleppo j 
the efFe£b8 of which, with regard to their uncle Al Malec 
-Al 'Adel, very foon appeared ; for, uniting their forces, 
■they formed the liege of Damafcus, which obliged Ai Ma«- 
Al 'Adel to retreat ^m jbefore Maredin, a city that

tion to I lie relief ofhi^ capital. Some time after his arrival, 
Al Malcc Al Dhaher having Joii a beautiful Turkiih boy, 
thj object: of his unnatural luil, Al M^ec Al 'Adel icnta 
meilengerto acquaint him, that his brother Al Malec Al 
Afdal had carried off the young Turk, and to difcover the 
place v^here he lav concealed, 'fhis intelligence fo incenfed 
Al Malec al Phaher againil Al Ma!ec Afdal, that he or* 
dered the emir employed on this occafion to be inime* 
diately thrown into irons, reproached his brbth^r in the 
iharpeft terms, and returned to Aleppo with his troops 
% ftep which conlbrained Al MUcc Al Afdal to retire 
with great precipitation to Al Kahirali, when DamafcuS*. 
which had been fo long prefled by him and his brotlier, 
was upon the point of furrcndcring. Yakub Ebn Yufef 
£bn Abd'almumen, the fourth monarch of the Ai Mo^ 
hedun, furnamed Al Manfur, likewife died in the courfe 
of the prcfent year. lie was forty-eight years old, of 
which he had reigned fifteen, at the time of his death; 
being fueceeded by his Ton Al Nafer Mohammed, who 
afTumcd the title of Emir Al Mumemn, as hi<; anceftors, 
bad done before. The famous Abti'almalcc Ebn Zaliar, 
or Zohar, known amongit us by the name of Avenzohar, 
aSpanifhur An.lalu^ian pl^vfician, profefling the JNIoham-* 
medan religion, alfo paid the common tribuie to nature, 
according to Ebn Shulin«ih, before the clofe of the pre** 
fent year ^ 

tacafidics* In the 596th year of the Ilejra, Tacafti having re- 
ceived advice, that Modhfim x\l Mole, whom he had ap- 
pointed to fcivc lu5 lr,n in th-e capacity of wa7ir, hail been 
murdered by fome Ifniac liuas, or AuaHins, who after the 
execrable action had retired to the caftle of Tarfluz, 
he fent orders to his fon Kotbo\Min Mohammed, the 
governor of Khorafan, to under. ....v the fiegc of that 
place, and entirely to extirpate the race of thofe robbers, 
Mohammed, in obedience to thofe orders, fet out upon 
the expedition ; when a veiTel full of wa(er, which wat 
brought him, that he might make the neceiiary ablutions, 
broke to pieces of itfelf. This accident he interpreted z% 
an ill omen, and thereupon was perfuaded th^t fon^^ 
iignal mjisfortune would in a (hort time happen to him. 
Accordingly, he was ibon after apprized of the death of

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his father Taca(h $ who died in the month of Ramadaiii ^ 
at Tfliah Arab^ upon the confines of Khowarazm. He 
left for his fucceflbr Kotbo'ddin Mohammed, his fon, who 
was rendered one of the moft unfortunate princes of Afia 
by Jenr^hr/ Khan ; for it was under him, tlvat the mo- 
narchy of the Khowarazmians was diilblved by that con- 
queror, in the fame manner as that of the Seljuks had 
fcen by his father Tacafh Klian 

The fiege of Damafcus being raifed, Al Malec Al Acel AlMal^c 
fuund himfelf at liberty to march into Kgypt *, where he "Adel 
inverted Al Kahirah. After eight days attack, that capital f'i^Jj". 
farrcndered ; and a treaty of peace was concluded between ^-I? 
him and Al Malec Al Manfur Mohammed, the fon of Al * 
•Malec Al 'Aziz, or r;:ther Al Malec Al Afdal, upon the 
following terms. i. Ail the Egvptian provinces lhall be 
<;eaed to Al Malec Al 'Adel. 2I Al Malec Al Afdal ihaii 
have in Heu thereof Mayyafarakin, Hani, and Jebal Jawr. 
After the concluiion of the treaty^ Al Malec Ai Afdal 
vetired to Sarkhod^ and took pofTemon of Hani and Jebal 
Jawr. But asforMayyafarakin,Nojmo'ddtn Ayub, AlMalec 
Al 'Adel's fon, who commanded there, in conformity to 
luft father's order^ refufed to deliyer it up. With regard to 
Al Malec Al 'Adel himfelf, he firft ruled the Egyptians 
in Al Malec Al Manfdr Mohammed's name ; but after'* 
wards oaufed hinifelf to be acknowleged the fole and ab- 
iblute faheb or foltan' of Egypt K 

In the following year, being the 597th of the Hcjra, ^^'/n«j- 
RocnoMdin Soliman Ebn Kilij Arflan attacked and re- P^^^y''"^' 
dttced the cities of Malatiya, and Erzerum, the former of ^^''^'-^^^ 
vhich belonged to his brother Moezo'ddin Kayfar Shah ; 
and the other to the fon of Al Malec Mohammed Ebn Salik, « 
whomhecaufed to be arrefted and thrown intcchains. At 
the fame time, Al Malec Al Dhaher and Al Malec Al Af- 
dal, joining their forces, befieged Damafcus, then fubjetl: to 
their uncle Al Malec Al 'Adel. That city, according to 
Ebn Shonah, when reduced, was intended to he put into 
tin- h:^!ids of Al Malec Al Afdal, and, upon tlic ccUion 
Qf it to him, Al Malec Al iJlialier was to be lixcd upon, 
tjie throne of Egypt* In the mean time, Al Malec Ai

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*Adtl encaunped witli his forces at Nabbs, or NaboloSp 
not darkig to approach Damafcus. But an accommodsi*- 
iion being effetlcd between thefe contending princes, bj 
virtue of which the two brothers had feveral cities 
Cgned them, Al Malec Al Dhaher returned to Aleppo, 
and Al Malec Al Afdal retired to Someifat. Al Malec Al 
*Adel, who remained in Dnnnfcus, now enjoyed the fo- 
vereij^nty of the kingdoms oi l-gypt, Damafcus, and Je- 
rufal-jm, without any danpi r ^ a competitor. In the fird 
' year of lii^ reign over ^ ;-;Yptj the people were fo altii(^l:ed 

Avith a ianune, that they fed upo?i c?rrion ; and even 
carried off the phildren expofcd at the doors of the mof- 
qucs, in order to kill and eat them. A dreadful pefti- 
knce then likcwife raged in that country, which fwept 
away an iurinire number of men. 
TJu com- The 599th yc ar of the Hejra, which began September 20, 
wuttiemttti I o2,wasditUni'Uillicd bv the commencement of theempirc 
^^afth ^^^^ Moguls, founded by I'amujm, or Temujin, or Jeng- 
* hiz Khan, the fofi of Yefuhai Bahader j defcended in a rieht 
line from Tumenah Khanjking of the Moguls. He had from 
liis childiiood been engaged in the fervice of Ung, Wanf?;, 
Onk, Awank, or Awank Khan, ftyied by the Arab wri- 
ters King John, and by the European travellers Prefter 
John. But having diftinguiflied himfelf on feveral Occa- 
fions againft that prince's enemies, he excited the envy of 
his principal courtiers, fome of wjiom calumniated him to 
his fovereign ; who ai ihcir miligation, refolved to throw 
him into irons. Of which defign being apprized by v.\o 
boys, fers'ants or flaves of Ung Khan, he leii liia tents 
{landing empty, and pofted a body of troops in ambufcade 
towards the middle of the night, at a fmall diftance from 
them \ which, with Tamnjin himfelf at their head, nifliing 
out upon a party of the khan's foldiers, the next morn- 
ing entered the abandoned tents Mrithout oppofition, cut 
many men to pieces, and- put the reft to flight. This 
a6^ion happenra near a wcdl, or fountain, denominated 
Balciva, ixr Beljian, by Abu'l-Faraj. Several battles were 
afterwards fought between them, which proved fatal tQ 
Awank Khan \ he, ^vith all lus moil valiant commandorSp 
being at hft killed, and his whole family carried by Ta«- 
mujin into captivity. The two flavesj to whom he owe4 
liis prefervation, he honoured fn a very particular manner. 
He enabled a }aw'in their favour, lihe bendits of which 
were to extended jto iktis hteft .pofterity. By this law 
they, as well as all their defcendehts, were declared tark^ 
Kins, or perfons exempt from all taxes *and impofts of 
any kind whatfoever, permitted to enjoy all the plunder 
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they ihpuld acquire in war,^ without being obliged to fe^ 
iign any part of it to the khas $ and allowed to appear 
before him without adcing leave, and vendered incapable 
«f being punifhed with death even for capital crimes* The 
chief of thofe who had adhered to him he made general 
officers and principal lords of his court. As a particular 
aymak, or tribe, of the Moguls, named Aviratheaas, had 
exerted themfelves more than any others of that nation \n 
his favour, he permitted their leading men to contract a 
perpetual alliance by intermarriages with his own family ; 
which, if we credit that author, continued to the days of 
Abu'l-Faraj. In the mean time, a certain Mogul khan, 
or emir, called Tiibt Tancri, who had fpent feveral days 
in traverflng dcicrts and mountains barefoot and naked, ia 
tlic middle of winter, returned to Tamujin's camp; pro- 
tcfting, that God had declared to him, I have given 
the whole earth to Tanuijin and his polterity, and hava 
named him Jenghiz Khan." in confequcnce of which 
declnrarioii, 'l anuijin ailumccl the name ot Jeiighiz Khan, 
and great crouds of people joined Iiim from all quarters. 
Being now arrived at a fuperior degree of power, he dif- 
patched meHengers to all the Turiuih tribes, requiring 
their fubmifl&on, and an immediate recognition of Ida 
authority* Thofe who paid a proper regard to this re- 
quiGtion he-treated as friends, and the others in a difierent 
manner* The four fons whom he had by Al Khlt^ 
Awilnnajin, the moil noble of bis wives, he appointed 
to preiide over the affairs of his empire ; afligning each 
of them a particular department for wis purpote. Tufhi, 
the eldeft, had the management and dire^ion of every 
thing relative to hunting, which the Moguls hold in the 
higheft cfteem, committed to his care. When tibc em- 
pire of the Moguls was in its meridian, he governed the 
immenf<* traft extending from Kambalig, ix rhaps the 
Khan Baiik of the Tartars, to the fartheil limits of 
Saksin and Bolgar, or Bulgaria. On Jagatai, the fecond 
of thefe fons, Jenghiz Khan conferred the piovince of 
^ fuperintending the due execution of the laws, and all ju« 
^ dicial matters. He ruled the Bfslad Ai Igur, near MaHghy 
' and all the adjacent country as far as Bokhara and Sa- 
markand. Awcatai, or Ogatai, the third, he placed at 
tht' head of the adminiftration ; his excellent judgment 
and confummatc prudrnrc qualifying him for fo honour- 
able a poll. He alfo muvlo tfii'; pritTce, who had the region 
bounded by Aymil, or Yamii, and Kutak, allotted him, 
)us executor, fome time before his death. Tuli, the 
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▼oungedi lie c<mftituted getieraliffimo of his forces^ and 
oeftowed upon htm territories near thofe of his brodier 
Awcatai. His own brother Awtakin this great conqueror 
fisttled in Katay> which contained the northern prorinces of 
Chma, and a great part of Tartary, to the north aiid 
northpweft of that country. He nad, however^ more 
i^ldien than thofe mentioned here ; as his fons and 
daughters were pretty numerous, accord hip: to Abu'l-Fa* 
laj* Some authors write, that all the family of Onk, or 
Awank, Khan, whofe name was Dawd, or David, were 
put to the fword, except one daughter ; who, if they may 
pe depended upon, was married to Jenghiz Khan. That 
prince, who profefled the Chriftian religion, was ftyled by 
the Syrians Yohannait Malca ; being dipjnjficd by them 
with a title equivalent to the Al Malec Yolianna, or King 
John, of the Arabs. The dillblution of his monarchy 
and his death have been afcribcd by Abu'l-Faraj to a dc- 
fertion of Chrift his lord, to taking a Katayan, or Kara- 
katayan, lady to wife, and introducing idolatry into his" 
kingdom. Marcus Paulus Venetus places the violent death 
of Dawd, or Onk Khan, in the year of Chrift 1 187, nearly 
coincident with the year of the I lejra 583 ; but it has been 
fixed in the 599th year of the Mofleni :era by the Oriental 
hiftorians Vicentlus BcllovaccTifi; , Nangius, and Marinas 
Sanatus, as well a;; by Abu'1-1' -n aj 
Other oe- In the fame year Al Matee Al 'A-lel fent an nrmv 
€urrences againft Maredin, under tlie coninraiul of his fou Al jMa!i*c 
•jiktif€9f Alliraf iVIufa, in order to iiiveft that city. And fo 
fure did he think himfeli of carrying his point, that he 
conflitutcd deputies to prciide over all the di{lri6>'^ apper- 
taining to it. But he having for a confidcrablc time car- 
ried on the fiegc, without any profpe^l: of fuccefs, a peace 
was at hft concluded between A! Malec Al 'Adcl and the 
faheb of the place, under the mediation of Al Malec Al 
Dhaher, the faheb of Aleppo. The principal terms of 
which were, that the prince of Marefl'ni fliould remit ro 
Al Malec Al 'Adcl one hundred and fiity thoufand dinars 
of emirin gold, weighing ten kirats a-piece (M) j that the

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money of Marcdxn (hould be coined in Al Malec Al 'A* 
del's name s and that all the forces of that ctty fliould be 

at his devotion as often as he required. About this time 
Al Moczz Shamfahnoluc Ifmael Ebn'Saif Al lilam Tagta- 
kin£bn Ayub, the faheb of Ai Yaman, pretended to de- 
duce his origin from the houfe of Ommiyahy and, in con- 
fequence of this pretenGon, wore a green vefl:, with a fort 
of ileeveor train twelve fpans long, called by feveral of the 
eaftern writers the lleevc of the khalifs, and caufed hiniFi 
felf to be prayed for in all the mofquc^ imt'cr that title. 
This arrogance giving great difguft to fubje^s, who 
confidered it as an affront oifcred to their religion, fome 
of them entered into a conipiracy agninft him, and foon 
after he wrs aHliflinated. Ifmael being removed, the emirs 
of Al Yam I'i cleded his youiigcr brother, then a child, 
to fucceed iiim. But he, being under the tutclag j of his 
niotiicr, was in n fhort time poiioncd, by their order and 
direction: upon which an interregnum cnfued. In the 
mean time his jnotlicr retired to Zabid with tlic great 'Lre;i- 
furcs Oic liad amadcd, expecting that fome prince of tiie 
family of Ayub would make his addr. fus to her. Ac- 
cordingly Soliman, the fon of Al Aliiicc Al Modhnffer 
Ouiar ilbn Shahinlhah Lbn Ayub, who ilroIicJ about .vitli 
the derwifhcs or fakirs, and carried on his Ihoulders tb.c 
alms that were given him, being condu£bed by one of her 
laves to her, (he married him« and by that ilep made him 
king of the Belad Al Taman. This country he filled with 
tyranny and iniuftice, repudiated his wife Omm Al Nafer,- 
and rendered nimfelf fo obnoxious to the people he go-^ 
verned, that they found themfelves obliged to depofe hinu 
Whereupon Soliman^ according to £bn Shohnah, wrote a 
letter to his great \incle Al Malec Al 'Adel, requeuing 
fuccours againft his revolted fubjedls. But in his letter, 
which he began with thefe words, " From Soliman, in 
the name of the moft Merciful God," he placed his own 
name before the Bifm'iUah (N) \ by which circumftance

TkimoJI In the 6ooth year of tlie Hejra the Franks or LatkiS 
memorabU took ConflantinopJe from the Greeks, after they had con-

to tliat of the former Jornada, accordmg to Abu'l-Faraj» 
We are farther informed by this author, that thirty thoa- 
fand Franks were enabled, by the great extent of that ca- 
pital, to Hve in it concealed who, when their brethren 
made a general aflault, fet the town on fire, by which 
about a fourth part of it was confumed. The Greeks, 
adds he, being by this accident employed within the walls 
cxtinguifliing the flames, the Franks without any great 
difficulty entered the place, and Haughtered the mifcrable 
inhabitants for three days together ; putting to the fword 
even the hifliops, monks, and pricits, who came in pro- 
celTion from the church of St. Sophiti to implore mercy, 
with crofles ami tlie Gofpels in their haiuls. After which 
maflacre, contimies he, they plundered that church, ::nd 
proceeded to the election of Baldwin, carl of Flanders, 
who was placed on the Greek imperial throne, and to the 
divifion of tbe territories of tlie Greeks an-.ongft the princes 
of the Cm fade. In the month of Dhu'lkaada died foltan 
RomoMdni or Rucno'ddin, the faheb of the Belad Al 
Rum, and was fucceeded by Kilij or Kelij Arflan, then a 
minor, his fon. This year, as well as the preceding, 
proved favourable to the arms of Jenghiz Khan. In it 

iikewifc happened a dreadful earthquake, which fliook a 

confiderable part of Mefr and Sham, Or Egypt and Syria, 
the iffand of Cyprus, Irak, and the Bciid Al Rum, and al- 
moft entirely dellroycd the city of Tyre.

Next year, being the 6o2d of the llcjra, GayathvVddm 7-);^^^;^^ 
Khaykhofru continued to ftren^nlicu liiuiltlf in the Belad ^^nltrastf- 
AI Rum, and his power encreafed every day. Shahabo d- «.'/x6«j of 
din Abu'l ModhafFer Ebn Sam Ebn Al Hofein, the fourth ytar 
io\\\.\\\ of the dynafty of Gaur^ was alliiirinated, after lie had » 
reigned about four years. 

In the 603d year of the Hejra, Sarij.ir, who had been ^ftj eftf-e 
one of the khalif Al Nafer Ledini'lUii 6 ilaves, but was je^' 6oj. 
afterwards declared free by him, having pafled tlirough 
the principal offices of the ftate, by his own merit, and his 
maiter's ravour, at laft obt^^ned tne government of Khuw . 
2iftafi, in whichpoft \it fubdued all tne people of the moft 
foutheirn partof Perfia, e^ptending to the coaft of the Per«> 
fian Gulf^ and the Indiiin Oceai^ The troops at AkhUt» 
hi Armenia, feized upon Moh^ipmed Ebn Bo£temar, the

fon^ prod^iiified lime or faheb of the city of AfehlaC* 
Irom lien<:e h^ ipjirched to Molazkerd, in order to receive 
tfie hoi^age of the inhabitants of that place ; but they faW 
lied out of the town, obliged him to retire, and openly re* 
belled againfl: him. They alfo convoked a general aflcm- 
bly jn the name of Shah Armen, though he had been fa 
long dead, intimating that they were extremely dcfirous of

Fie alfo d&« 
prived the grandcis of the authority they had lately exer- 
cifed; they having difpofed of the fovereignty of their 
city> for a fliort time pall, in an arbitrary manner, cutting 
I Ibmc of their princes otf, and elevating others, juft as their 
abfolutc will and p'cafure di£tated. . The fame year AI' 
Sheikh ShahaboMdni Al Shaharudi brought a crown and 
the kaftan of foltan from the khalif Al Nafcf, at Bagh* 
dad, to Al Malec Al 'Add at Damafcus, if the Oxford 
MS. copies of Ebn Shohnah can be depended upon. Ac- 
Cording to tlicfe MSS. he hindell put on the kditan ; and 
the ciown placed fucceilively on the heads of Al Ma-

from Al Malec Al Dhahcr, the fSheb of that place. The

The king of Hya, 
whofe territories were liciiated near the great wall fepa- 
ralii);; China from rartnry, towards the eiofc of tins year, 
became a tributary to jenghiz Khan 
T/i£ moft Next year, being the 606th of the Hcjra, Al Malec Al 
mmtrahlt *Adel AbuBccr Ebn Ayubfubdued Al Khabur andNafibin, 
^J**"^*^ with their refpcftivc dependencies^ and laid ficge to Sen* 
ioVi^'^ jar; which the garrifon defended vith fo mUch bfavery, 
that he found himfelf obliged to retreat. Whilft Al Malee 
AI ^Adel was employed in this expedition^ die Frank* 
landed a body of troops at Dimlyat, Dimyat, or Damiatai 
and penetrated as far as Al Jlzah, within fight of Al Kalu-' 
rah, the capital of Egypt, laying the countiy waftc'with 
fire and fword. As Al Camel, Al Malec Al 'AdeFs fon, 
had not forces enough to oppofethem« he kept within the 
walls of Al Kdhirah; whereupon they formed the fiegc ct 
Dimiyat» but Were not able to reduce the town. They 
theretore went on board their (hips, and returned to Pa- 
leiline. Amongil other ravages which they committedt

1:5 the 607th year of the Hejrai died Nurq'ddln ArCa^ lOMdrfih 
Shah, of the houfe of Akfaiikar, tiie faheb of Ai Mawfel» 697. 
after he had reigned about eighteen years* He \vas a 
brave and magnanimous prince, governed his ftdije^^f 
with lenity, and reflored the priftine difciplinc, powers 
and dignity of the Atabek family ; which haid»:/or 
time, gone greatly to decay* When he pereeiwd his en4 
approaching, he appointed his fon Al Make Al Ka^ 
her 'AzzoMdin Mas'ud to fucceed him *, charging hin|i 
apply himfclf to bufinefs vriiih the utmoft diligence, te be 
indefatigable in dillributing juftice to his fubje£l3, and to , 
t'T>ijfe Bedro'ddin Luiu for his wazir, as he knew him to * 
be a man of confuiTiniate prudence, a clear judgment, and 
thorfnighly veiled in the art of goveninient. To his 
yoiiiioer fon 'Amado'ddin Zenki he leit the cafllc of Al ' ' 
Akr AI Hamidiya, and that of Shiilh j oi cicrin^'^ him, bs-* 
fore his dcatii, to retire to the former of thole places.- 
This year, the Corj made an irruption into the principa- * 
lity of Akhlfit, and beficged Ai Malec Al Awhad Ebn Al 
Malec Al *Adel in that city: but their king being intoxi- 
cated, and approaching too near a party of tlie Alollcm 
troops with only twenty men, his liorie threw him, ajid he ✓ 
was taken prkfoner* However, he obtained liis Ubeityj 
by releafing five thoufand Mollem caiyLives, paying a lum- 
dred thoufaad dinirs, and granting Al iVialec Al Awhad 
a truce, or fufpcnfion of arms, for three years. Soon 
after this event, he gave his daughter in marriage to Al 
Malec Al Awhad, who repudiated her, and died, before 
the expiration of the prefent yc ir- He was fucceeded by 
his brother Al Malec Al Aihraf Muia, at tliat time -pot* 
fefTed of fome of the c. Litem provinces ; v.1iq, by this ac«» 
Ccflion of territory, became a very powerful prince. About 
the fame period, GayathoMdin Kaykhofru, the faheb of 
^e Belad Al Runi^ was flain^ and fucceeded by his fon 
^Azzo'ddin Kaykawas. We Ihoald alfo remember» that 
Jenghiz Kbfin widi a forisudabl^ army invaded the Kin^ 
'lAtmt this period ».

He paid as EMKr 
regard to anc^uier monk, when he aflerted xhsx the Jaco* 
bite patriarch of AlexamlFia h^d amaiTcd prodigious trea* 
Aires \ which he propoied to fend by fea out of Bgypt, as 
feme of his prcdeceflbrs had formerly done* Nay, this 
prince permitted a Chriilian, who had embraced lilamifmy 
to returir tothe faith he had abandoned} though Al Mau 
lec AI 'Add obliged him to renounce it again, threateii* 
ing kim otherwife with immediate death. This year, 
Jcoghiz Khan defeated srti army of the Kin, encamped 
ftear mount YehQ» under the ordera of Hujaku and Wan 
TcOy confiiling.of thvee hundred thouiand men ^ 
rke etca- In the foilowin^ year, being the 609th of the Hejra> 
Jlun of the three merchant* oi Great Bukhaxia carrying a large quan*' 
mat be- fity of ciotK cnfrbroidered with gold, rich filks^ and other 
Iraluable cojnmoditics, into tke territories of the Moguls> 
jfi4fift/*^ them, named Ahmed, demanded three baliflis, or 

ro-zm artif 22; dir.ars, for every piece ot enibroidered' clotli, which 
^f/i^his. did not colt him above ten, or at moil twenty dinarsv 
jLvAAr This exorbif-ant demand mcenfcd Jenghi^z ICJwa, who 
could not forbear faying, " This fool fcems to imagine^ 
that we never iaw any fine cloaths before he arrived 
amongfl us.'^ He then ordered the matter ©f hi« ward- 
robe to fliew him fomc ftimptuoias robesj fen* hii-n as pre- 
fcnts by the kings of the Katayans ; and commanded Ah- 
med to be impiifoned, for fetting fo extravagant a price 
upon his gocifls^. Then, fending for the two other mer- 
cnants, he alkcd them how they fold their goodb ? They 
replied, they came not thither to fell, but to prefent them 
to his majefty, as a mark of their profound veucration and 
attachment to his periou. He itill infilled apoii tlieir fixing 
lome valuation on the coftiv n^efcliandize they had brought 
with them; but iVjzj begged to be excuicd. This mode- 
ration plcafing Jenghiz Khan, he ordered a balifli (O), or 
purfe of golii to be paid them for every piece of embroider- 
ed clotli, and one of filvcr for every two pieces of cotton, 
tiitf wives, fons, and the principal lords of his court, hav- 
ing, at hia command^, made a coUe^ion of balifl>s, both 
offilver and gold, he difpatched feveial of the officers oT 
Ms houiholdy attended by a hundred and fifty ft4ogttl mer- 
d»nt$^ with thofe of Great BukhSria> whcs they zetnrned

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Ikiime, in order to Iray iip every tbins valuable which 
could be of ufe in his empire. Some of uieie Mogul mer-^ 
chants were Chriftians^ others Pagans, and others Mo« 
liammedans % and that ther might meet with a more fa« 
vourabk reception from die governors of Mohammed 
Khowarazm Shahf the? were accompanied by a lUfogul 
ambaflador from Jenghiz Khan to that prince. This mi« 
nifter carried prefents, and letters of recommendation to 
ibltEn Mohammed, importmg that Jenghiz KHn defired 
nothing more than to enter into a new alliance with him; 
that he had difmifTed the merchants of Khowarazm, who 
came to trade in his dominions, with their purfes full of 
money, and well pleafed with the fecurity they had enjoy- 
ed % and that he therefore flattered himfeif his fubje£ls, 
who came to purchafe fome of the moft elegant and va- 
luable manufactures of his kingdoms, would experience 
equal protei^h'on, and be permitted to return fafc to Mo- 
gulellan ; elpecially as their principal defign in undertaking 
lo long a journey was, to perpetuate that union and friend- 
fliip which tlien fo happily fubfiitcd between the two iove- 
reigns. The Mogul merchants and ambafPidor were, 
however, no fooner arrived at Otrar, than Gayer Khan, 
who panted after the riches they h.id brought with them, 
difpatched an exprefs to Mohammed Khow arazm Shah, to 
inform liim of their arrival, and to procure his pcrmiihon 
to murder them ; whieh having obtained, he airallinated 
all of tlicm, except one, who cicaped out of prifon ; made 
the beft of his way to Moguleftan ; and acquainted the 
^and khan with what had happened. In the mean time, 
Glyer Khan confifcated all the money and efie^s of die 
amflacred Moguls^ for foltin Mohammed's ufe. The re- 
lation of that prince's baibarous condu£^ fo afie£^ed Jeng- 
l^z Khan, duit he could not fleep till he had formed a 
proper plan cf a£Hon a^ainft 'the ihiih of Ehow&razm. 
'According to Abu'l-Faraj, he failed and prayed to Al- 
mighty God three days and nights together, without inter- 
miflion, on the top of a hill, with his head uncovered ; 
imploring the divine afliflancc, in the moft fervent and 
fuppiiant manner, againft fo faithiefs and perfidious -a 
prince. The third night, continues this writer, a monk 
cbathed in black, with a ftafF in his hand, ftandine at the 
^te of his palace, appeared to him in a dream ; Bidding 
Kim fear nothing, for that he ihould be fuccefsful In all 
his undertakings. Being ftruck with this reverie, ^vhich 
greatly animated him^ he returned to his palace, and cc in- 

S 2 municated 
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municatcd the omen to his wife, who was the d r. jhter of 
Awank Khaii. This princcfs, h3\ing Very attentively 
heard him, aiTiircd him, that the monk he had fecn in his 
fleep, and defcribcd to her, was a biilicp, who fome- 
times ufed to tilir her father, and give him his benedic- 
tion. "N^liereiinon Jenghiz Khan inquired of the Chriftian 
igurs, at Iiis court, if they had not a bifhop amongft them? 
They anfwered, the bifliop of M^.r Denha was there. That 
relate then, by his command, approaching him with a 
lack micrc on hi-^ head, he faid, that ]ii;> h.ihit was the 
fame witli that of the monk who appeared to him, but his 
face dilrcrcnt. Whereupon the bifhop replied, that the 
perfon fccn by his majclly was undoubtedly one of the 
Chriftian faints. From tnjs time, adds our audior, that 
conoucror was always ktnd to tiie Chriftians^ entertained a- 
gooa opimtxrof them, and treated them with particular 
marks of aA^on and dteem. 

The fame year, MahmudEbn GaylthoMdin, the f(4tah 
of Gachr andf'Gazna, was aflaf&nated in bed, hy fome ruf- 
fians, who enterec! his palace by night> uitperceived by 
his domeftics. Ali Sh^bi thr ion of Tacafh Khfin, having 
j^ebelled againit his brother Mfohatimied Khowlrazm Shah, 
and afterwards taken refuge atMahnfud's court, {hat prince. 
Udder the pretext of the ftrifb alliance fubiifbing between 
him and fdltdn Mohammed, delivered him up into his 
brodi^r's Hands. This infidelity (b irritated the Khoiivf^ 
razmlaiis and Irakians in the intereft of All Sh&w, tint 
they hired affaflins to murder him. His corpfe was firft 
interred in the cafUe of Firuz-Ghu6, where he refided^ 
and aftcrw ards tnmfported to the great mofque at Herat ; 
M^ich his father had begun, and he had completed. He 
fucceedcd his uncle ShahaboM(!in in the fovcreigiity ot 
Caur, Gazna, Zableflan, Hindoftan, and a large part oC 
Kliornfan, in 602. He left behind him a fon, named Sam; 
who foon entered into a war with Atsir, or rather Atm/ 
the fon of Jchanfuz, Iiib relation, who difputed the crown 
%ith him : but neither of thefc princes poileffed what they 
contended for. Mohammed Krio\vara2m Shah growing 
daily more and mote powerful, the dynafty of the Gaurids, i 
'U'hieh terminated in the perfon of Mahmud Ebn G«yl* • 
tho'ddin, was fwallcwed up by that of the Khowarazm 13ns. 
It continued, according to Khcndemir and Mirkhond, 
about f:':*y-fnnr yenr". In t])e courfc of this vear, Al 
Mak e Ai Diiaher, the faheb of Aleppo, efpoufed the 
(laughter of Ai Maiec Ai 'Adel^ who hod a£Bgned her for 

her 
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hitt dower fifty thoufand dinars, met her with a grand re-* 
tinue on tbe road from Al Sham, and condu£^ed her with 
great pomp an4 majgni/icence to the caftle of Aleppo p. 

The Ti£xt year, being th^ ^joth of the Hejra, Jcnghljs Titmefi 
Kh$]i'$ forces being jomcd in Tiirkeftan by Al Emir Arf- »'»»'*«*^ 
fin Khan from GhiyRlik, Al Emir Idi (or rather Avdi) ZZTi^' 
Kflb from*Kai Bali^h, and Al Emir Softak from Al MS- 610 1 
Tigh, with their troop$^ he detached his eldefl: fon with 1^ 
body of twenty thoufknd men towards Khpjenda or Kbo- 
janda^ took himfelf the route ox Bokhara, ai^d fcQt his Tons 
Jogatai and Ogatai or Awcatai, with a powerful army, to 
form tbe fie« of .Otrar, according to Abu^Faraj. The . ^ 

Mogul and Turkifh troops, cpihmanded by the two lad 
aLentioned prince$,*took tne city of Otrar, though defend^- 
ed by a numerous garrifon of Khowarazmians. Other 
authors, however, place the redudUon of Otrar in the • 
yevir pf the Hejra 616. In the fame year, by Dr. Hunt's 
MS. copy of Ebn Shohnali, Kaykawas, the fahcb of the 
JBelad Al Rum, killed Iiis uncle Togrol Bek, and feizcd 
the territories he hail poiTciTcd. Before the clofe of it, died 
Malec Al Garb Al Nafer Mohammed Ebn Yakub, the 
king of die Al Moahedun in Africa and Spain, after he 
had reigned near fixtccn years ; and was fuoceedcd by his, 
fon Yufef, who allumed the title or fumame of Al Mof<» 
tanfer Bcamri'llah. 

Towards the clofe of the 6iith ycnr of the Hejra, the and of the 
city of Tong-chew, on the river Pc-lio, about twelve J''^'* 
miles eaft of Pe-king, in China, and its port, is faid to 
have furrendered to the Moguls. Al Sheikh Ali Ebn Abu 
Beer Al Harui, who was (killed in al fimia (P), or magic, 
alfo died, and was buried without the city of Aleppo, 
where his fepulelire remained in Ebn Shohuah's daysi.

Upon lus amv^ 
he met with a favourabic reception from Al MSkc Al Ca^ 
mel, who fuppllcd him with all kinds of provifions in a 
very liberal miicr.

Yen-king, called 
Khan-balik , or the City of the Kbdn, hy thcOricntalwritcw, 
the capital of the emperor of the Km, was ocuupied, ae- 
cording to the Chinefc hiftorians, by the forces of Jeng- 
hiz Khan 

miuitfthi Ih! the following year, being die 613th of the Hejra, 
jt0r$iy Al Soltan Al Mllec Al Dhiher Ga2i,.the fon of Al 
Soltan Sallh*add!n Yufef Ebn Ayub, and the (ahch of 
Aleppo, departed this life- He was bom at Al Kahiiah, 
in the nuddle of Ramadan^ and the vear of the Hejra 568; 
and was confequently atmoft forty-five Innar years old at 
the time of Ids deadi* He reigned at Aleppo, if we com- 
pute from the time that his father firft appointed him to 
the government, thirty-one years ; and was fuccceded hy 
his fon Al Malec Al Aziz Mohammed, whofc mother was 
Al Malec Al AdeFs daughter, then only in the third year 
of his age. The care <w this young prince Al Malec Al 
Dhaher committed to the eunuch ShahaboMdin, one of 
his Haves; who accordingly, after the faheb's demifc, was 
declared atabek, or tutor, to Al Malec Al Aziz, and gave 
him an education fuitable to his high rank. Kajkiwas, the 
faheb of the Telad Al Rum, was no fooner informed of 
Al Milec Al Dhaher Gazi*s deccafe, than he propofed a 
treaty of alliance to Al Malec Al Afdal, the faheb of So- 
meifat ; which, with its territory, was then the only place 
under the jurifdiftion of that prince. In confequence of 
this treaty, the twofahcbs uniting their forces, penetrated 
into the Belad Al Sharkia, or Eaftern Country j which 
. they took from Al Malec Al Afhraf Mufa, Al Malec Al 
'AdePsfon. From thence they marched to Aleppo, v. lilch 
by one of the articles of the laft conveni ion was to be put 
into Al Malec Al Afdcl's hands, and laid fiege toitj but 
were repulfed in rdl their attacks, and ;\t laft forced to de-* 
fift, after liavinp fuitamcd a very confiderablc lois.

having found amongft the treafures and in thearchi\cs ^i^^ 
«f Shahabo^dilin, folta.ii ui the dynaily of tlic XJiiurici 
<hc original p.itenr of invellitare feut by the kl .ilif Al 
^fcr Ledini'llah to thnt prince, was £o inceiiicd againli 
the Moflcm pontiif, that he fonned a^fign depofe liim. 
The khalif, in this inflrument, hMl not oaly given ShahlU 
iio*ddin the moft nttgaificait<dogics and tttlea^ but like* 
wife exhorted htm ^o makt -war with the utmoil vigour 
•upon the Khewaniemitfis» who ^were dechied enemies of 
<he khalii&t. In orderj thecefoK, to he joevenged on the 
khaliff he convoked a general afXadbl^r ^ ^ •the imimt 
and principal dolors of lilamifm in his dominions^ wh» 
unammoufly declared that the khalifat in jnftice belong^ 
to die Hlelhendenta of Hofein, the fecond ion of Ali, the 
laft khalif "of the £Hnily of Mohammjed ; that the hotffe of 
Al Abbds had ilor a long time vfurped die fupreme autho* 
aritft both in temporals and fpirituals at Baghdad \ 4ind.that 
themembo's of that honfe had rendered themfelves iiiii^ 
'MTordiy of the high dignity they had enjoyed , not only hf 
their itfaipalton,t)ut likewife by the many other ortolations 
of the Mohammedan -law they had been giiiltf of, and the 
■frequent wars they had unjuftly exoitcd amongft the faiths 
•fill* They therefore formally depofed Al Nafer, and ele£b» 
td 'AlaoMJ ni, furnamed Al Make Ai Termedi, in Int 
foom. Mohammed havingNOocafioned this great fchifm m 
Iflamifm, .and withdraw n the religious obediemce he owed 
to Al Nifeiri marched with an army of three hundred 
tiioufand men towards Baghd&d, in order to feize that 
capital, and oonfequently the kliaHPs perfon. Al Nafer 
Slaving received advice of the foltan's intention, difpatched 
Al iSheikh ShahaboMdin Shaharzuri as his arabaffador, in 
order to appeafe him, and prevail upon him to deiifl from 
•the cnterprize he had undert iken. But he was .very iU 
received by the foltan ; who reiufed him an audience, and 
scontiimed his mr.rch townrdp tlic frontiers of Irak. The 
3ih;\lif then ciulc'.r.-oured to put the city of Baghdad, his 
lefidenfe^ in as good a poiiurc of defttn/ce as the AioLtneCs

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of the time would pernlit} imagining fk«t he-ihmfld ibos

. head agaiaft the fohan't numerous army, which imr be- 
gan to draw near* In the mean time« hmppily for die khau> 
£f, fo deep a fnow fell in the narrow pafliigta and defiles 
of the mountains of Hamadan» as had never before beem 
knowii iii the memory of man. Thoie defiles being thus 
ihut up, the Khowarazmian army could ndther advance 
nor retreat, infomuch that the greateft part of it periflied 
mi&rably \ and the foltin htmielf, after having been in 
|he moft imminent danger, was obliged to return homc^ 
and leave almoil all lus equipages in the middle of die 
•&0w. This misfortune, however, did not induce him to 
4ay afide his delign^ on the. contrary, he was determined 
to carry it into execution at a more favourable feafon* 
j^ut he was coflflrained to drop all thonghts of undertake 
jng another expedition to Baghdad, by the dreadful irrup-i 
tion of the Moguls, under the coududL of Jenghiz 
into the territories of Khov arazm^ 
i^niofthe The 61 ^th ycrr nf the Hejra, was far from being ait o- 
^uwr 61 gether deititutc ct memorable events. Al Malec Al K^her 
*Az2oMdtn Mns'ud Ebn Ariian Shah, of the houfe of Zen- 
lei, or Akfankar, the faheb of Al Mawfel, departed this 
life, after he liad reigned nine vcars and nine months j 
being fueceeded by his cldclt fon isuro'ddhi Arflan Shah, 
then about ten years of age. As this young- prince was 
incapable of holding the reins of eovcrnment, Al ividlec 
Al Kaher conllituted BedroMdin Lulu his guardian ; and 
■ordcrcil ili;.! minillerto prclide at the head o£ the adntini- 
-ftratbn, duiiug the minority of his fon. Soon after Nu- 
yoV.din's acceilion to the crown, his uncle 'Amado'ddin 
.Zenki Ebn Arflan Shah, the faheb of Al * Akr, entertained 
hope^ of placing himielf upon the throne of Al MivHel| 
l>ut he was firuftrated by the prudent condi^ of Luld. 
Some time after, the patent of inveftiture arrived ^mii 
the khalif at Baghdid by which Nuio^ddin was confimK 
■ ed in the prefdElure of Al Mawfel, and Liilu in die poft 
x£ prime minifter. The fame meffejtiger likewife brought 
.with him magnificent kaftans or veils, both for the young 
iaheb and his waztr. Neverchelefs, ModliafieroMdin C(U 
cabri, or Cucheri, Ebn Zino'ddk, die faheb of Arbei, 
delivered up the caftle of Al 'AmmSdiya, and the other

Not 
coidd he be pttvaiied npon by BedroMitm eiiher to take 
the oath of alkgianctt^ to 'NiiWddiii Arflaw Shah, or to 
ftand neuter in the quartet between that prince and the 
faheb of Al 'Akr. Being determined, therefore, to aflill 
thelatscx with all his forces,- Bed roMdin found himlelf 
obh'ged to apply for afEftanee to Al Malec Al A(hraf Mu- 
fa, the fon of Al Malec Al 'Adel, now faheb of Diyar Al 
Jazira and Akhlat. Upon which, Al Malec Al Aihraf 
wrote to Modhaflfero'ddln, threatening to march wii&.aft 
army againft him if he did not return to his duty. But 
this menace made fo little impreffion upon Modhaffero'd- 
din, that he did not even anfwer that letter. HoNvever, 
jin accommodation between the fahebs of Al Mauicl and 
Arbel was at laft effected, by the mediation of the khalif 
Al Naier and Al Malec Al Aihraf. Not long after which 
event, Nuro'ddin Arflan Shah died, and was fuccccded at Al 
Mawfel by his brother Nafero'ddin Mahmiid, then only 
three years old. The fame year, Al Malec Al 'Adel A[>u 
3ecr£bn Ayub, Salah'addin's brother, paid the common 
tribute to nature, wlien lie was upon the point of going 
to pillage a particular di ft ri<S\: ; being, at the time of his 
deccafe, feventv-three years of ap^c, according to Abu'I- 
Faraj. From wliat has- been already related concerning him, 
as well as from Ebn Sholinah, it appears, that he reigned 
twenty-three years at Damafcus, and nineteen in J^^ypt. 
The laft-mentioned author gives him the characler of a 
wife, mild, and prudent prince. We are told by Ebn 
iShohnah, that Al Malec Al *Adcl left behind him lixtcen 
fons, befides feveral daughters ; and that no piiiicc a.ul 
ever more reafon to be delighted with his children. None 
of his fons atrcndcni riini duriiip,- liis iait; lihiefs ; but Al 
^^^Cc Al MoaJhtilicin Lame iruni Nabolos, foon after his 
death, which for lome time he kept concealed, interred 
himat Damafcus, fcizcd upon all the jewels, horfes, and 
WHS he found in the palace, and conftrahied the people 
of that capital to take the oath of allegiance to him. He 
Acn commuaicated to his brothers the newn of their fi»-* 
ther's demife. The money Al Milec Al 'Adel had dago- 
fited m his treafury, which mammcd for his ibcceflbr^ 
ttfe, amounted to one httMdred ^ou&fid din&rs. 'Amib. 
doMdta Zenki Ebn Arflaa Sh^h, the faheh ^ Al Akr, and 
IfojIMrm'ddIn Ehn Z Wddin, the Obeb of Arhel> han- 
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in| Teemed advice of the lecognickMi of Nftftlro*ddlii Madw 
anid's authority at Al MavliBlt thef eatered into aa alii* 
«nce agaiaft hiiiit excited by Us lender age, aflembled all 
their forcesi and made the necefity difpoutions for attack- 
ing diat ctty« Of which prepara^ns Bedro'ddin Lul4 
having been afqprised, he folH cited (Uccours cf 'Aszo'ddin 
Ajbec, the commander of AlMalec Al AihraTs troops 2$, 
Nasibin, who immediately be^an his march for Al Maw ' 
fely at the head of a coniidesalMe reinforcement ; and hav- 
ing pafled the Tigris, encamped on ihe eaftem bank of 
that river, at the diftance of about a parafang from Al 
Mawfel. The fahebs of Al * Akr and Arbel alfo, with their 
forces, croiTed the Zib, and took pofleffion of a fpot of 
ground about t%vo or three parafangs from the army under 
^he orders cf Lulu and Avbec. The two armies had not 
been long io this pohtion, betore an engagement entued. 
'Azzo'ddin Ayhec with his right wing fell upon the enemy'ii 
left, commanded hy Zenki, the faheb of Al Akr, and put 
it to flight; whilft ModhafFero'ddin's right wing treated 
BedroMtiin's left in the fame manner. ModhafieroMdin 
rlurged with his main body that of Ai Mawfel, under the 
conduct of BcdroMdin himfelf, v/ith fo much braverr, 
that he routed and difperfed it obliging Bedro'ddin to fly 
firll to Al Mawfel, and aftcrw ards to a caftle on the other 
/ide t)f the Tigris. Hitiier Mo-.thatTero'ddia having pur- 
fued him, he polled iiimfelf behind the hili of Nineveh; 
where he remained three days, and dien retired undifco- 
vered by favour of die night. The late a£lion was, how- 
<ver« by no means decifive ; for though Amado'ddin Zen* 
Jti £bn Aril&n Sfaah made himfelf master of the caftle of 
«Al Caw&ihi, yet BedfoMdtn reduced Tel A'far» and At 
Milec Al Aihraf Senj&r to hia qbedienoe* Weed it ap* 
Bea» from Abul-Faraj, that all the contending parties 
being foon thed with this war» a treaty of peace was conr 
eluded between them, by the intcnrentum vi the khalif Al 
Kafer, the folbwcng year. About this time the khalif 
Al Nafer dreading the le^eatment of Mohammed Kho- 
w&razm Shah, fent an envoy to Jenghiz Khan, in order 
to excite that conqueror to inrade the Shah of Khowarazm 
on one fide, whilft he attacked him on the other. Never.* 
thelefst it does not certainly appear that Ai Nafert how- 
^ver his condu£l on this occafion nwy have been cenfured 
by the Moflcm hiftorians, ever gave any material .aififtance 
to the grand khan of the A!fogui« \

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In the 6 1 6th year of the Hejra, fohan 'A77oMdin Kay- Tit tkhf 
kawas Ebn Kaykhofru Ebn Kilij Arfl«in, tiic iTihcb of the 9f<*trnnciM 
Belad Al Rum, departed this life. As none of his fons 
had arrived at puberty, the army eleiiHied for his fucceflbr / * 
his brother 'Alao'dilin Kaykobad Ebii Kaykhouu, wlio had 
been confined in tlie caftle of Al Menfhar near the Eu- 
phrates, at a fmall diflance from Malatiya. Being there* 
fore brought out of prifon, he waft formsilIyinaagurated» ' 
and his fiSneds took the oath of allegiance to fatin* This 

Srince has been reprefented as an excellent ruler, though 
x\€t and rigid in his deportment, being a perfon of un- 
common gravity, magnanimitv, and refolutipn. The fame 
Tear died alfo Al Malec Al ri^nfur Mohammed Ebn Al 
Malec Al Modhaffer Takio'ddxn Omar Ebn Shahinlhah 
Ebn Ayuby the faheb of Hamah. He was a valiant and 
learned prince, fupported at his ownexpence two hundred 

trammarians and fakihs, and wrote - a confiderable num- 
er of books. He had a tafle for poetry, and is faid to 
have been the nuthnr of feveral poems of merit. Al Malec 
Al Saleh Mahmud Ebn Kara Arflan Ebn Samkan Ebn Ar- 
tak or Artok, the faheb of Amed, paid likewife the com- 
mon tribute to nature in 6i6. He vi^as fucceeded by Al 
Malec Al Mas'ud his fon ; who reigned at Amed, till he 
was fHfpniTcfTcd of liis territories by A! Malec Al Camel, 
the faheb of Ii-gypt. This year Kitada or Kntadnh Ebn 
Edris Al 'Ahiv/i Al Haluni, the emir of Mtcca, fent an 
army, under the command of his brother and his fon Al 
Hafan Ebn Katadah, to reduce Medina. But this expe- 
dition did not meet with the defired fuccefs ; for Al Ha- 
fan found means to atTaflinate his nncle, whilil they were 
upon their march, and then retvuned to Mecca, where 
he hanged his father Katadah. After the perpctra'Lion of 
two fuch horrid arts, he decoyed his brother, then abfent 
from that city, to Mecca, ami barbarouflv put him to death. 
Katadah lived about ninety years, and left behind him the 
chara£ler of a good poet. The Franks reduced Dimiyat, 
orDamtata, in Egypt, in the month of Shaaban \ to which 
place they laid fiege In the prece<hng year. The citizens 
of Al Kinirah were ilruck with fuch terror on this occa* 
fion, that the^r once propofed, after they had received ad*'^ 
vice of the devaftation of the maritime towns» to have ab- 
andoned that capital* Al M»]ec Al 'Adel himfelf^- who 
In his wars with the Chriiltans, through the whole courfe 
of his life, had met with almoft uninterrupted fuccefs, was 
fo afie^ied by this invafion of the Franks, that he fell into 
a diftemper which canried him off in about three months. 

Before 
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Before the funenderof Dimiyat, a body of about ten tKou- 

fand INIoflcms, an undifciplined rabble that plundered all 
the Chriftian churches in their march, advanced to the 
camp of the Franks, and attacked it with incredible fury ; 
but they were entirely defeated in this battle, and moil of 
them put to the Avord. lliis defeat excited the Egyptian 
Mod cms to treat the Cliriftians fettled amongft them, and 
particularly the Melchites, whom they abhorred, in the 
moll cruel manner ; either forcing even the priells into 
the fcrvice, that they miglitbe conllralned to a£t with the 
Moflem troops againft the Franks, or extorting large luiiis 
of money from them. The fine church of St. Mark in the 
iuuurbs of Alexandria, denominateci Kamlha, was, by 
Al Camel's order, levelled with the ground j K 11, as it 
was an exceeding high cilillee, ilu. Franks fiiould uie it as 
a tower, and from thence make an attempt upon the city. 
In (hort, all, both Chriftians and Jews, who could not 
redeem themfclves with money, were compelled to inlift 
m the fervlccj and the tribute now exa£led was much 
higher than it had formerly been. At this time Al Milec 
Al Moadhdhem Ifa, the faheb of Damafcu^^ beuig.alarm- 
ed at the progrefs of the Franks, commanded the walls of 
Jerufalem to be demoliihedi that they n^ight not ferve them 
as a fortification* Al Malec Al Camel was not lefs folli- 
dtous at this jun£lure for the fecurity of his fubje^ls* He 
^ rebuilt and fortified the city of Al Manfurah^ feated upon 

the Nile, on a fpot where that river divided itfelf into two 
principal branches, in order to cover all the neighbouring 
country from the invafion of the Franks. One of thefe 
branches took its courfc* towards Dimiyat, and the other 
towards Aihmun. Soltan Mohammed Khowarazm Shah 
having been defeated with prodigious lofs by the Moguls^ 
Jenghiz Khan arrived with his numerous forces, in the 
plains of Bokhara, and encamped before tliat city, after 
he had reduced Zarnuk and Nur. Ebn Shohnah alio re- 
lates, that the Tartars, or Moguls, penetrated as far as Nl- 
fabur, in Khorafan, and cut to pieces Al Sheikh Nodha- 
mo'ddin Ahmed Ebn Alahmud Al Hadhlri^ a perfoo of 
confiderable learning and worth 
f»icf\he The following year, being the 61 7th of theHejra, the 
ywr 617, perfecution of the Chhilians and the Jews ilUl continued

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in Egypt, large fums of money being levied on them in 
order to carry on the war againft the Franks. As corn 
was likewifc exceedingly clear, they found thenifcives lo 
grievouny oppreifcd, that i conliderable number under- 
took for fullcnancc the moil icrvile oiliccs, many oat of 
defperation deltroyed themfelvcs, and not a few turned 
MohammcJuns. The merchants were not only deprived 
of the corn and proviiiotis they had laid up for their ov, ii 
nfe, but their hoiilcs were plundered by the foldiery. 
Thefe licentious proceedings continued till a peace was 
concluded between the MiSlems and the Franks, which 
happened the follcwing year. Towards the beginning of ' 
Al Moharram, Jcnghiz Kh^, with his army of Moguls, 
befieged the city of Bokhara, then defended oy a gartifon 
of twenty thouiand aien> reduced it, and afterwards laid 
it in afiies. A little before the redudion of Bokhara that 
prince's ibns^ Jogatai and Awcat^, or Ogatai, liad made 
titemfelves maftcrs of Otr&Ti with a body of Tartar or Mo« 
gul troops. In the former Rabi, Jenghiz Khdn mvefted 
Samarkand, Into Which fdltan Mohammed Khowarazm 
Sh^ had thrown a body of a hundred and ten thoufand 
horfe, according to Aba'l<-Faraj. Having oblijged that 
city to furrender, he gave it up to his ibldiers to Be plun- 
dered! to reward them for the great fatigues they had fuf- 
tained. His troops alfo took Saganak, Ulkend, Urkend, 
orUzkant, Al Shalh, Jund, Tonkat, Khojand, and Za- 
veh. Nlfabftr fubmittcd at the approach of fome of the 
Albgd generals. The grand idian likewife fent a detach- 
ment of thirty thoufand men to purfue foltan Mohammed, 
who had fled by way of the Amu to the country of Ter- 
med, and puihed on his conquefts in that prince's terri- 
tories with furprifing rapidity. 

Next year, being the 6i8th year of the Hejra, Jenghiz mathapm 
Khan having pafled the Jihun with his numerous forces, P^f^^d i« 
advanced to the city of Balkh. The principal inhabitants i 
were no fooner informed of his approach than they haft- 
cned to meet him, with many valuable prefcnts, and all 
kinds of refreflimcnts for his troops; notwithfHnding 
which he cruelly mailacred them all, on account of their 
attachment to foltan Jalalo*ddin, the fon of Mohammed 
Khowarazm Shah. Fr(3m Balkh he marclied to Talakan 
in Tokhareflad, poll'efled himfelf of that fortrefs, flew 
nioft of the garrifcn, and carried the remainder into cap- 
tivity. He then adv-mccd to Al Bamiyan, formed the 
fiepre of that pbce, and at lufl took it by ftorm. As his 
^iivourite graiidfon, one of Jogatai's fous, was killed with 
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an arrow during the fiege» which was extremely obftinate^ 
he put tp the fword all the people he found in the town^ 
wiuiout diftin^^kion of age and fex. He did not fpaie ib 
much as the cattle and c«ail8 of burden, belonging to Hie 
place, nor even the very infants, whom he caufed to be 
cut out of their mothers* wombs. After which barbarities 
he entirely dcftroyed the city, and laid wafte the whole 
furroundlng territory. Some authors relate, that the Mo- 
guls reducd and ruined Corcanj, the capital of Khowa- 
razm, after they had butchered either a hundred thoufand 
or two hunched thoufand perfons in tliat city, before the> 
clofe of die prefcnt campaign. Kat, Farabr, Darkan or 
Dargan, Zamakihar, and other cOnfiderable places in Kho- 
"v^ arazm, furrendered without making any refiftance to 
the Moj^uls. Termed, Ntfa or Nif^^ the citadel of Kaen- 
dar, Damagan, Ray, Kom, Dinawar, Suvan, Holwan, 
Nahawend, Kalwin, Meru, Nifabur, which had returned to 
foltun Jalalo*ddin, Tus and Herat, were alfo obliged to fub- 
mit to the arms of Jenghiz Khan. It is computed, that 
above two millions of Moflems Joil their lives before the end 
of this boody campaign, wliicli was concluded by the battle 
at the Indus, fought in the month of Rajcb, wherein fol- 
tari JaUUo'ddin was vanquiihed by Jenghiz Khan ; but, 
for the parLiculai s of all the great aclions barely mentioned 
here, we muii refer our readers to a fubfequent part of 
this work. This year Al Malec Al Moadhdhem, Al Ma- 
lec Al Afiiraf, Al Malec Al Nafer, the faheb of Hamah, 
Al Malec Al Mojahcd, the faheb of Hems, together widi 
the fahebs of Maredin and Haleb, or Aleppo, aflembled 
all their forces, and joined Al Malec Al Camel, the faheb 
of Mefr or Kgypt, in order to recover Dimiyat, or Da- 
miata, from the Franks. After this jun^Uon thofe princes 
led the Modem rroo])s againlt the common enemy, whojn 
they at lail reduced to fuch dilFiculties, that they found 
themfelves Ci^nlh ained to fign a treaty of peace upon the 
following terms; I. 'die Franks fiiall rcilore Dimiyat, 
with its depe!ulencies, to the faheb oi f\i,^ypt. 2. They 
ihall releafe all die Mofleni captive, in their hands, i,. The 
Moilems {hall on their part deliver up all the Chrillian pri- 
foners they have taken. The pope's nuncio, the king of 
^Acca, the mailers of the Hofpitallers and Templars, and 
other princes of the Franks, attended at the figning of this 
treaty ; ii^ confequence of which Al M&Iec Ai C&mel took 
pofleffion of Dimiyat, on Wednefday the 19th of Rajcb, 
the-prefent year. The ceiQon of that important place, 
after the Franks had pofleifed it xjiear two years^ is attri- 
buted 
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bated bf fbme nmtors to the diffenGons wbkli {wevAiie^ 
arnqngjl the commanders of the ChntUan troops ; wbo^ 
by a£iing with unanimity and vigour at this jun^orei 
might have conqueied die kiog4<Mn of £gypt ivith Incon* 
fidcrable lofe *. 

The 619th year of the Hejra proved favourable to the mi^U%^ i 
Moguls, who> after they had fubdued Great Bukh^ria^ 
Khowarazro, Khorafan, and the PerGan Irak» entered 
the province of Adherbijan, took Ardebil, Tauris, and 
Maragha, and obliged Hamadan, whofe governor Jama- 
loMdin, or Jemalo'ddin, had revolted, to fubmit to the 
grand khan. They alfo reduced Kui, or Koy, and Sal- . 
mils, in the moft weftern part of Adherbijin, as udi as 
Nakihiwan, or Nakhjiwan, Pilkaii, and Ganja, in the 
province of Arran, and defeated an army of Georgians 
that pretended to oppofe them. After which CQnqueits, 
partly under the orders of Jenghiz Khan, and partly un- 
der thofeof his generals, tlu y reduced Kandaliar^ Multaii 
or Moltan, and Gazna. Jo^atai iikewiic lubjugated Ker- 
man, and the khan of Tangxit fubmitted, and became tri- 
butary to Jenghiz Khan. Al iMaiec Al AWud Yufef, 
the f aheb of Al Yaman, diipoifcfled Al Hafan Ebn Kitada, 
or Katadah, according to Ebn iihohnah, of the city q£ 
Mecca, in 619 J'. 

In the 620th year of the Hejra the Mogul ^ener ifs de- 
feated the Tartars of Dagheftan, and having croiujil the r^marxua'i 
"Wolga hy f.ivour of the Kalmuks, entered Kipjak. They T^*?/^" 
alfo iubaucd Aftrakhan, caUud llaji Tarkan by the Mo- ''''^^ai 
hammedans, htuatcd m an iHand of the Wolga near the 
Cafe ►ian Sea. The fame year died Al Moftanfer, tlie king 
of Garb, wlio leaving no fon behind him, was fucceeded 
bjr Abd'alwahed Ebn Yufef Ebn Abd'almumen, his fa- 
tber's uncle. Abd'alwahed being a very corpulent perfon» 
ttd much attached to his plea?ures> concerned himfelf 
bnt Utde wilh the ailain of goveinment. Hia fubjedss, 
tfaeteibre, after he had fat upon the throne nine month^Sj 
<iepofed hin&» and fubftituted in his room Abd'aUah Ebn > 
Takftb Al Manfur Ebn Tufef Ebn Abd'ahnumen, who 
ifliiined the furname of Al 'Adel 

In the following year, being the dixft of the Htm, «/'^ 
died Al Make Al Afdal, the eldeft fon of Saiah'addtn

ment. He '^^S difpoflefled fuccelFively both of the king- 
doms of Damafcns, including that of Jcrufalcm, and 
. - Egypt, and was obliged to content himfeit with the city 

of Someifat, or Samufata, and its diftri£t. His father 
had given him rather a learned than a polite education. 
He confcqucntly made a confiderable progrefs in the know- 
Jcgeof the Arabic tongue, and p^K-try. The Mogul mo- 
narch held a diet in the- plains of Tonlvat with uncommon 
pomp and magnificence, after wliich TXiIhi Klian, to 
whom the grant of that kingdom had been confirmed by 
Jcngluz Khiin, rcturnetl to Kipjak. Al Soltan JalaloMdia 
JEbn Mohnmmed Khovvui azra Shiih having received advice 
that Jcnghiz Kl'an liad repafi'ed the Jiiiun with his M®^ 
^iilo, and taken his route through Tartary, he repaffed 
the Indus likewife with his troops, and re-entered 'Ajem, 
or Perfia, by the fouthern provinces of Kitfhe and Macrin. 
Uppn his arrival in the Perfian territoiies, he was wel- 
comed by the principal lords^ as well as the governors of 
I^ars, the Periian Irak^ and Adheorbijan, wlio came agam 
to pay their homage. The people -aifo) in every place 
through which he pafied^ received him with the greateft 
demonftratiohs of joy. 
^he khaUf Ncxt year, being the daad of Hxc Hejra, the kkalif jU 
MNa^tr Nafer Ledini'llah died at Baghdad m the ^eiilaeth year 
tediiH tiah of his age. He is faid to have amafied immenfe riches^ 
though he expended in buildings esceeding large teu* 
He was the firft prince who appropriated to hinnfeif die 
Ittcceffiitet of aU chi^ foreign merchants that died ia his do* 
minions $ the only ftain that tanuflied the lufbe of Ml 
fetgn. Notwithftanding which he has been greatly ce^ 
lebrated by fome of the eaftern writers (or his gnmdeitf 
and magnificence. It has not been obferved tfait he was 
a very conHderable encourager of learned men, thoogk 
fcveral individuals, who poflcflcd great -ttieriC} flouri(hcd 
Vrhilft he fat upon tiu- Moflcni throne. Ebn Shohnafe 
barely mentions Al Isafer I.cdini'llah's dcmife^ withdlA 
dctcanting upon his chara6ler« From what will be it* 
' k»ted of him when we come to the concluiion of the kha* 
lifat of his grandfon Al Moilanfer Bi'llah, it muft appear^ 
that he Was a prince of a very covetous and rapacibus dii^ 
poJition*. ^

^HE khallf Al Naicr Ledlnrllah's deceafe "Vfas no He it fue* 
fooner publicly known, than his fon OddatoMdin Abii ^f'^*^^^^, 
Ifafir Mohammed was faluted khalif. This prince, who 
aflumed the title or furnamc of Al Dhiher Bi'ibh, was ^l Uak^ 
inaugurated on the 2d of Shawllj According to Abu*l- 
Faraj. The old khalif , in his life-time^ had caufed hira 
k» be acknowleged heir apparent of the crown of Baghdad, 
ted. to be prayed for as fuch in the mofques throughout 
all the provinces under his jiirifdif^ion \ but finding him 
bold, valiant^ hafly, and of an enterpriling genius, he was 
afterwards afraid of him> and therefore not only forbid 
ihe' khotba to be made in his name, but likewife caufed 
him to be imprifoned, and caft his eyes upon hifi younger 
fon Al Eznlr Ali, as the moft proper perfon to fucceed 
him* That prince, however^ (iying before his father, and 
Abu Nafr Mohammed being iiow the only furviving fon» 
Al Nafer declsired him again his fucceflbr, and bequeathed 
file khalifat to him. Upon that monarch's demife he was 
therefore taken out of .prifon and placed npon the throne* 
At his inauguration he i$ reported to have faid, It is 
fbmething abfurd that a perfon Ihould open ihop in the 
trening. I am now above fifty years old, and (hall I at 
t)iis age be created khalif? It muit be here obferved, 
that notwithdanding his father^s difpleafure, the people 
t>f Baghdad were always extremely well affcdlcd to him 

In the courfe of tlic fame year Al Soltan Jalalo'ddin Otktrde^ 
iJoflelTed himfclf of the Perfian IrSk, and reftored Shiraz currency 
to Saad Ebn Dacla, the former faheb of that city. Ht ^ft^tjmf 
alfo made himfelf mafter of Tabriz, or Tauria, and put 
to flight ModhafFeroMdih Azbec Ebn Albahlawan, the ' 
laheb of Adherbijan, who pretended to ojJpofe his pro- 
grefs. After thefe conqueits he married Azbec's wife^

wKo hid been divorced from her hufband in form hf the 
kadi of Tabriz. That lady was the daughter of Togrol 
Bek, the lafl of the princes of the houfe of Seljuk* In fhort, 
Al Soltan Jalalo'ddm had To aggrandized himfelf by the 
conqucfts he had made» that his power gave nmbrag^ t^f 
the khalif of Baghdad himfelf. About this time Al Malcc 
Al Nafer Salah'addin Dawd, thefonof Al iVIalec Al Mo- 
adhdhem Ifa, the faheb of Damafcus^ ,at the invitation of 
the inhabitants, took upon him the government of Ha- 
mnh. In the beginning of tin? year the emperor Jenghiz. 
Khan, having pafRd through Tartary, arrived at the river' 
Tula, if tlic Chincfe hlftorinns may DC depended upon 
T'.f h/ntJif The 02 id vcar of the Hejra proved fatal to the khalif 

Baghdad. He fat about nine months and fixteen days 
upon the throne, and left behind him the charaflcr of an 
excellent prince ; being juftly admired by all his people 
for his Jove of juftice. In confequence of which difpofi- 
tion he ordered feveral of his fubjed:s properties, of which 
they had been forcibly deprived, to be reftored to them. 
He al£b remitted the tribute that had been lately impofed*. 
and conftrudled a very large new bridge over the Tigris 
at Baghdad, at a prodigious expence. He ruled with 
I great juftice, lenity, and moderation, gained the affec- 
tions of all his people^ and departed this life on the J4th 
of Rnjcb 

Wisfon Al Upon the death of Al Dhaher BiMlah, his fon Abu Jaa- 
Mojlanpr far Al Maniur was proclaimed khalif. He vcas inaugu- 
Bt'Uahis rated the fame day on which his father died, and aflumed 
^fthil^ the title or furname of Al Moftanfer Bi'JIah, as we I cam 
j^^^ from Abn*I-Faraj. As foon as the principal ofTicers of Itate 
and of the army, together with the chief inhabitants of 
Baghdad, had taken the oath of allegiance to him, he ap- 
peared in public on horfe-back. And this he continued to 
» perform daily for a confuierable time, in order to ingratiate 

himfelf with the people. TTie caftern hillorians agree, 
that this khalif furpafTed all his predeccffors in hTjerality ; 
and that in adminiflering juftice he far exceeded his father 
himfelf, who was highly celebrated for his excellency in 
that particular. He caufed feveral public edifices to be 
creeled, for the conveniency of his fubje£ls 5 and amongft 
others the famous coilegc denominated from hkn. Al Ma-

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drafah Al Modanferiyah^ which had not its equal ill the 
Moflem world, whether we confider the large extent and 
elegance of itsbuildings^ tlie materials of which they were 
oompofed^ the number of (ludents it contained, or the 
ample revenues afTigned It by its founder. Here he fettled 
aprofeflbr for eacli of the four (orthodox Moflem feds^ and 
feventy-five fludcnts in the Mohammedan law td be in-' 
ftruded by him in the principles he profefled, amounting 
to three hundred in all j for whom he appointed monthly 
falaries, and even more than a fufHcient quantity of pro- 
vifions. Thefe itudents and profeiTors had likewife a bath 
for their ufe within the college, a phyfician who vifited 
them every day, an apothecary's (hop wherein al! kinds ot 
medicines were prepared, and a kitchen to drefs their meat 
in, provided by the khalif. Some authors relate, that 
Al Moftanfer Bi*IIah had himfelf an apartment in this 
edifice, as alfo a gallery which joined together the fchools, 
where he came every day to learn what was done in the 
college, and from whence by means of lattice-windows he 
frequently heard the diiputacions both (]f the doctors and 
tlieir difciples. He moreover kept a crrcut number of pub- 
He tables, extremely well ferved, principally during the 
nights of the month Ramadan, when the Mollems are 
allowed to eat and drink after the abflinencc of the day* 
As a farther inftance of this prince's unparalleled liberalitVj 
"^ve are told by Mirkhond and Khondemir, that being one 
day on the higheft gallery of his palace, he faw from 
thence moll of the terraces of the houfes of the city adorn- 
ed with different forts of habits : upon which, he a&ed 
his wazir, what was the meaning of tins appearance ? 
The wazir replied, that the inhabitants of Baghdad, hav- 
ing wafhed their cloaths, had placed them there to be 
dried by the fun, on account of the approach of one of 
their bcirams, or principal annual feafts. Al Monftanfer 
immediately anfwered, " I did not think, that the citi- 
zens of Baghdad h id. been fo poor, that they were forced 
towafh their old garments, for want of new cloaths, to 
Ctlebrate the feaft." At the fame time, he ordered a great 
film of money to be converted into crois-bow bullets, and 
: from the gallery of his palace upon all the terraces of 
! Ac city where he had fcen the habits cxpofed to the fun. 
I « confequeiicc of this liberal fpirit, he, in lefs than twenty 
years, diftributcd amongft the people the immenfe trc*- 
2^68 which his predeceSbrs had amafl'cd during the fpacc 
*fifc hundred years.

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^kiprhd' In the 624th year of the Hejra, Al M?lec Al Moadh- 
pal events dhem Ifa Ebn Al Malec Al 'A del Abu Beer Ebn Ayub, the 
of thtjear faheb of Damafcus, departed this life, at the age of forty- 
eight* He was a prince of an amiable difpofition, un- 
common magnanimity, as well as great application, and 
extremely wcll-ll%illcd in grammar. Ilisfon Al Malec Al 
Nafer Salaha'ddin Dawd fucccctied him in the fovcreignty 
cf Damafcus, Jerufalem, and the maritime part of Syria j 
whofc uncles Al Malec Al 'Aziz and Al Malec AlSaleh, 
when he was fettled upon the throne, carried the covering 
of his horfc's harnefs before him. This year, according 
to the author of the Nighiariflan, the armies of foltan Ja- 
lalo'ddin and the Moguls, whom he calls Tartars, met in 
the neighbourhood of Esfahan ; but without coming to 
blows, the Tartars retiring, as it were by agreement, into 
Khorafan, and Gayatho'ddin, the foltan's brother, flying 
with fo much precipitation towards the borders of Larif- 
tan, \^ ithout any np])arent reafon, that he abandoned his 
own equipage, and the baggage of his whole army. Tlie 
inhabitants of Esfahan, feeing this rout, immediately ran 
to pillage ; but were prevented by Al Kadi Saedi, who beg- 
ged they would have a little patience, promifing them, that 
sf the foltan did not appear within a (hort time» they fhouid 
tie at fiberty to do what they pleafed. 'fhe ioXtka^ did not 
fiir to return before the expiration of that term, marching 
li^ith incredible celerity, ia order to arrive at E^ahln > by 
w&ich means he faved the I:)aggage, that muft othierwife 
have inevitably fallen intp their Iiands. jSbme hiftprians 
^te, that the Moguls defeated JalSlo'ddin in Aderhijan, 
and made themfelves mafters of Taurisy in tie preceding 
year ; (hough they oytrh, that after^ardB T2^mg ms forces^ 
he had ilometimes the better of them. Tney af^o relate^ 
that he laid (iege to Akhlat» the capital of Armenia $ whi- 
ther the khalif fent an amhaifador, with prefenU to hinu 
From thence, according to them^ he pafled into Anato- 
lia, to oblige the Seljuklan Turks, occupying that country, 
•to ihew him the fame refpe£l: tliey had paid his father ; but 
was overthrown by*Alaa'ddin Kaykobad, the foltaa of 
Koniya, and other princes of Al Rum. After whlchi de* 
feat, lie was finally furprifed by the Mo^s 5^ who, having 
entirely routed his forces, plundered his camp :: hut not* 
withflanding this and other great advantages gained By ^ie 
troops of Jenghiz Khan, that conqueror thought nt to 
make the beft of his way to Tartary, or Moguleftan ; and,, 
having put a period ta the kingdom of Hiya^ or Tafigut^ 
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^ifrht had nominated Cor his fucceifor his fpn Oktay 
'Khan^ expired in a foreft on (he road to Ching, on the 
41J1 of Ramadan^ 624*. 

In the foUowlng year, being the da 5th .of the Hejra, a jgrufalf 
negotiation commenced between Al Malec Al Camel and « aded^ 
the Franks^ the refult of which was> that Jerufalem I4f fwlr. 
ihould be ceded to the latter, together with fcveral other 
places, feated in the maritime part of Sjria. This ceflion 
Tvas, however, made only upon condition, that the Mof-' 
lems fliould be admitted into the temples AiTakhra and Al 
Akfa, that the city fhould remain difmantlcd, and that 
the court of judicature in the forum AURoftak fliould be 
under the dired^ion of a Moflem governor. It muft here 
be remarked, that Al Malec Al Camel had feized upon 
Jerufalem, which formerly belonged to his brother Al Ma- 
lec Al Moadhdhem Ifa, after that prince's death. The 
Franks had received fuch large fupplies both of men and 
money from Europe, that he found himfelf not capable of 
contending with them ; and was therefore afraid of lofing 
his territories both in Syria and Egypt, if he did not pre- 
sent this by concluding a peace with that people. In con- 
fequencc of the late convention, the Franks took poiTellion 
of Jerufalem ^ 

In the courfe of the fame year, JalaloMdin Ebn Mo- OtAer 
hummed Khovv^razm Shah, being delivered from the fear i^fnts «f 
of the Tartars, or Moguls, undertook the conqueft of ^^'J^ 
Georgia, or Gurjeftan, But the kin? of that country, ^^5* 
who found hiiivfelf in a condition to fuilain this war, took 
the field with an army, compofcd of Georgian and Kho- 
zarian troops, much more formidable than that of Jala- 
Vddin Ebn Mojiammed Khowarazm Shah. The latter 
of thefe princes, in order the better to reconnoitre the 
tnemy, pofled himfelf on a height, from whence he could 
difcover the pofnion of their whole camp. Percciv'iig 
that their van was formed of the Khoz?.rs, a people 
fcatcd on the northern coaft of the Cafpian fea, called 
l>y the Perfiaiis Deflit Kipjak,' who ftill retained a grate- 
ful fenfe of the favour he had done them, when he pro-

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cured them a pardon from his father Mohammed Kho- 
warazm Shah, after they had rebelled agdnft him^ he 
refohed to attempt detachine them from uetr ally. For 
this Durpofe, he fent them bread and fait, in order to 
put them in mind of the good office be had formerly done 
4iem, and the alliance he had contra^ed with tbem* This 
prefent produced the deiired efibdl : for the Khozars^ 
aihamed of being engaged in a war againft their bene- 
fa^or, abandoned the Georgians^ and immediately returned 
home. After their departure^ the foltan gave the king of 
Georgia to underfland| that^ notwithftanding the defe^Hon 
of the Khozars^ be would grant him a ceflation of arms 
for one day, to treat of an accommodation. During this 
fliort interval, in which feveral feats of arms were per- 
formed, Jaialo'ddin difmounted fuccei&vely a valiant 
Georgian and three of his fons, and afterwards killed in 
fingle combat another of the fame nation of a gigantic fize 
andftrength ; a fight which ftruck the Georgian army 
with terror. The foltan^ taking advantage of the panic 
into which the enemy were chrow% fell upon them with 
fuch bravery, that he gained a complete vi6lory, and re- 
duced to his obedience the whole kingdom of Gurjeftan 
without ftriking another ftroke. However, having en- 
tered Tcflis, the capital of that kingdom, he received ad- 
vice that 13orak, governor of rlie province of KcrTnfin, who 
had formerly been one of his door-keepers, accuilomed to 
live in a flate of independency durin^^ the war of the 
Tartars, did not obey his orders. He, therefore, took a 
refolutjon to march direclly to Kerman with only a de- 
tachment of three hundred horfe ; hoping by this (lep to 
be able to chaftife him for his difobedience, before it 
broke out into open rebellion, and before he had put hini- 
felf in a proper pofturc of defence. Having acconh'ngly 
left Tefiis, he reached that province with his detachment 
before Borak was apprized of his departure *, farpriicd 
tiic dii.iiiccied governor, before he was in a condition to 
oppofe him ; and inflicled upon him the puiulhnicnt due 
to his temerity and prefumption. 
€hitf Next year, being the 62^th of the Hejra, Al Malec Al 
9ccurriuc9i Afhraf an4 Al Malec Al Camel formed the fiege of D^k 
#/ ihijta^ mafcus $ which, after a vigorous defence, they reduced. 

However, Al MIlec Al Nslfer Salah'dd)n I)awd,> the 
^eb of that place, had aifign^d him the cities of Al 
Carac, Al Bclka', of Al Belk^a, Al Shawbec, and feme 
other places, widi the diftrifts belonging^ tp &em* Tl)e 
^elld A) Shaikta was given to Al M^ec Al CSmel, the 
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iWicb of Egypt ; and Al Malec AI A{>iraf, bv the confcnt 
of all p irties, remained in polTcfrion of Damafcus. This 
year, died Al Malec Al Mas'ud Ebn Al Malec Al Camel, 
the I'aheb of Al Yaman, at Mecca \ which, with the fa- 
cred territory appertaining,^ to it, u-as now under his ju- 
rifdiftlon. His corpfe hiving been carried to Al 'Ala, 
and there interred, his ion Yufef was diluted falieb of 
Al Yaman, and withcait any difficulty, or obflruclion, 
afcended the throne. About the fame time, Al Malec 
Al Modhafibr Takto'ddtti Al Amjad or Amied Ebn Al 
Malec Al 'Adel, the fiheb of Baalbec, after he had been 
difpoflefled of his capital by AI Malec Al Afhraf, was aflaf^ . 
linated by one of his flaves, whom he had formerly im» 
. prifoned \n a chamber ; who having made his efcape tf» 
the top of the palace, threw htmfelf headlong from thence> 
and' was killed. Al Malec Al Amjad, who is faid by Ebn 
Shohnah to have been one of the moft faihous of the de^ 
fcendants of Ayub, reigned many years at Baalbec, and 
vas buried in his father's college, ere^ed on a very high 
eminence, in the city of Damafcus. At this period, the 
authority of Aweatai, Ogatai, or Oktay Khan, as grand 
Ich^n of the Mog\ils, was unanimoufly recognized, at a 
general aflembly of the great lords and princes of that 
nation, held at Karakorom, or Ard«baiik> the metropolis 
tof the empire of Jcnghiz Khan ^. ^ 

In the 627th year of the Hejra, fdlt&n JaIaIo'dd?n andvfthi 
Kliowarazm Shah naving blocked up Takio'ddin Al 'Abbas 6»7- 
•and Mojiroddin Yakuh, A! Mfilcc Al AfliraPs brothers, 
tcp-c^li'T with A! Emir Hofnmo'ddin Al Kaymari, and 
Azzoddin Aybec, one of Al IMf.lec Al Afliraf's mam- 
iuks, or purchafed Haves, in ihc city of Akhlat ; he played' 
upon that part of it facing the lea with twenty of his 
iTiflitary machines, and at lafl, after the inhabitants had 
lor fome time fed upon dogs, and a Damafcene pound of 
i)read had been fold for an Egyptian dinar, obliged them 
to fubmit. Al Emir Hofamo'ddin Al Kaymari, however, 
found means to efcape on horlc-back to the caftlc of 
Kaym ir. As for 'Azzo'duin Aybec, Takio'ddin, and Mo- 
jlro'dcliji, Jaialo'ddm made them prifon.^rs of war, and 
carried theni abour wherever he marched. Of which 
circum fiance Al INlalec Al Alhraf, who had lately reduced 
to his obedience Ai Rakka upon the Euphrates, having 
i>een informed, he immedately advanced at the head of a

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body of horfe to Aboloftain, and was joined by *AUoM^f . 
din K:«ykobad, with the forces of Al Rum, a few para,* 
fangs from that place. Soon after this junction, th^ com- 
bined army came up with the Khowarazmiui foxces^ con« 
fiding of forty thoufand men, that had marched from Akhw . 
lat, with an intention to sive them battle* Both armicf 
one Friday coming in fight of each other, a bloody en* 
gagcment immediately enfued \ but the night intervening^ 
nothing decifive happened that day, though the Khowa^raz- 
mian troops were upon the noint of being put to the rout 
The following night the foldiers on bom fides lay under 
arms*^ On Saturday morning, by day-break, the fight was 
renewed with the utmoft fury, and ended in the entire 
defeat of .the Khowarazmians \ who, as we learn fiNun 
Abu'l-Faiaj, loft a very confiderable number of meiL 
Many of me fugitives ned as far as the mountains of 
Trabezond \ from the fummits of which fifteen hundred 
men precipitated themfelve8,*and were killed. Thefoltsui 
himfelf efcaped firft to Khartabert, and afterwards into 
Ferfia having before fent Takto'ddin, Al Malec Al A(hr 
raf 's brother, oound, as a prefent, to the khalif at ]3agh* 
dad, who honourably releafed him, and fent him back to 
Al Maiec Al Afhraf. After the a^ion, Al Malec Al 
,Aihraf marched to Akhlat, and repoflefled himfelf of that 
capital. From thence he difpatched an ambafladqr to 
Jaldlo'ddln, to treat with him about an exchange of pri- 
foners, and to beg he v ould treat with humanity thofe he 
had taken. The ^mbafTador had no fooner opened the 
purport of lus commiifion to the fohan, than the latter 
xeplicd, " I have amongfl my prifoners fome of your 
mailer's relations, whereas he has only a few of my flaves} 
jieverthelefs, if he is defirous of peace, I am ready to cpn- 
Cludea treaty with him." Al Maiec Al Alhraf infifting 
jupon his abandoning all tlic towns he had reduced, the 
mtan reje£fcii\g this condition, the negotiation was bro« 
ken oft' 5 upon which, he firft commanded 'Azzo'ddin 
Aybec, who had been confined in the caftle of Akk* 
tamar, to be brought before him, Imd afterwards put 
to death. Receiving, however, advice, not lonig after, that 
the Tartars, under the conduct pf Jurmagun Nowayn, 
had pafTcd the Ammawaih, and were arrived at Tauris, 
in their intended expedition againft him, he difpatched 
an ambafTador to the khaUf at Baghdad, and another to 
Al Maiec Al Afhraf, and a third to 'AlaoMdln, the laheb 
of Al Rum, in order to follicit the afTiftance of ^fe 

pmces fi^ainft the numerpu^ forces of Oktajr Khin. He 
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tcprcfcnted to ihero, that if the Tartars could once over- 
whelm the lhah of Khowarazm, as the only Wnler 
againft ihem on tliat fide would be thereby deftroyed, 
msf would eafilv fubjugate all the neighbouring powers ; 
fphp weie thereme obliged, bv their common tntereiR:, to 
fuppovt him, to ziBL againft mem with all their forces 
and to oblige them to return home^ before diey hod made 
IU17 farther progrels in tbofe parts of the worla. But this 
reprefentfttion not producing the defired effefby he fixed 
his winter*qttartets :it Ariniah» and condnued there dU 
the following fpring. It may not be improper to ofafenre, 
tiiat Ol^y iKhant ttie emperor of the Tarurs, or Moguls^ 
had} in the preceding year, fent Jurmagun Kbwayn, 
^th a body of thirty tnoufand horfe, to penetrate in* 
to Khorafui ; and Sontay Bahader with the fame num- 
ber of troops towards the frontiers of Kipjak ; a diird 
armVy under the orders of Sakfin and Aylgar, to liX 
Tobl»> whiliiiie himfelf proceeded againik JCatay^ or 
Khatav 

In tne 6»8th year of the Hejra, Al Soltan JalaloMdin 7hg mtjl 
Khowarazm Sliah retired to the province of Diyar 3ecr, f^aterial 
where he gave himfelf up entirely to wine, gaming, and J^^'f^/i- 
all kinds of pleafurcs. But whilfl he was immerfed in^^^^'^ij^ 
this voluptuous coiirfc of life, Baymas Nowayn, with an 
army of Moguls, pcnctratccl into Diyar Beer, nnd fur- 
prifed him, though Al Kmir Awrkhan, bv f.uing the 
enemy with a body of Khowarazmian troops, gave hun an 
opportunity of making liis efcape. Next morning the 
Khowarazmians were put to the rout, and purfucd for 
fome time hv the Moguls, who imagined that the foitan 
himfelf was amongll them. But as fcojj as they were in- 
formed of their miftake, they left olt ^hc purfuit. In the 
pieiin time, Jalalo'ddin fled, with only three fervants, to 
a mount near Amed, where he was attacked by a party 
pf Curds who, taking him and his fervants to be Kho«- 
warazniian foldiers, that had ciLapcu the fury of the Ivlo- 
guls, for the lake oi their liorico eloaths and arms, put 
them all to the fword. This circumilance was difcovered 
by a Curd, who appeared afterwards, with Jalalo'ddin's 
arms, at Amed ; and w^s executed in that city, for the 
part he.bad a6led in this tragedy, Ot]ieii .rdate, that it was 
, not Jal&lo'ddin hunfelf, but hits armoiuvbearer, that wa« 
killed qear Amed y he ;uid ha^ i^mofua&fsm having difguifed

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themfdves, in order to avoid the Moguls^ in the haUts of 
SMs* Thefe writers pretend, that he wandtred about 
from one place to another^ till the 652d year of the 
Hejra \ when paiTiiig the Jihun, with a caravan of mer** 
chantSy he was feized, as a fpy, by the al karagvl^ or 
^ards, pofted on the roads, puc by them to the torture^ 
though he confefiedhimfelf to be the lhah of Khowarazm^ 
and under it expired. With regavd to Jalalo'ddin^ grandeur 
and magnificence, in may not be amifs to remark, that 
the march of IWii'Ikarnaim, or Alexander the Greatj 
.was beat on twcnty-feven drums, fet with jewels, before 
him, twice a day, viz. at the rifmg and fetting of the firn, 
after the manner of the Seljuktan foltans* The day on 
which this pompous ceremony commenced, according to 
-£bn Shohnah, twenty-feven fovereign princes beat the 
march of Dhi'lkarnaim at his palace. All his utcnfils were 
alfo covered ^vith precious ilones. His brothers had like* 
wife marches beat on five drams each in honour of thcm^ 
conftantly at the ftated times of public prayer. That Ja- 
2ilo'ddin was a general of invincible courage as well as 
confummate condti6l clearly appears from his glorious ex- 
ploits related by Ebn Shohnah, Befides other eliecls 
of almoft ineflimable value, Jengliiz Khan is reported to 
have plundered him of ten chells full of precious Hones ; 
two of which, fays Ebn Shohnah, were eqviivalcnt to r] e 
revenues of the whole earth. When he wrote to the 
fahebs oi Al Rum, Mefr, and Al Sham, the firil of which 
was of the houfe of Seljuk, and the others defcended from 
Salah'addin Yufef Ebn Ay{ib,as he enjoyed the fovereigrnty 
of all his father's large dominions, and was of courfe a inoll 
f uiilant monarch, to the end of his letter he added liis 
name, without fubjoining cither " your brother, or vour 
fervant i" when to the khalif of Baghdad, he fubfcribed 
himfelf, your fervant but when to the iahcb of Al 
MawfeJ, and odier fuch princes, he only ahixed his 
fcal ; the infcription of which was, " help is from God 
alone*" He harangued his troops with fuch perfuaQv^ 
eloquence, as made the deeped imprefiion upon them. 
He afiiimed, after his father, the title of King of the 
world. His paifage of the Sind, or Indus, by fwimminc 
over it on horfe^ck, in the month of Rajcb, was looked 
mpon as fo wonderful an event, that it produced amongft 
the Orientals the following proverb, Live till Rajeb and 
you (hall fee wonders." The (aheb Al Tarikh, which is 
' the corre£lion pf the Arab and Ferfian kalendsur, calle^ 
alip Tarikh Al Neinn, that is to fay, the ChelcuUnivn 
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the Courje of the Sun and Afoon, has by fome been at- 
tributed to him 

In the following year, being the 629th of the Hejra, Al 
Malec Al Camel, the fahcb of Egypt, took Ahmed and Hifn afid of thi 
Caifa, in Mefopotamia, from Al Malec Al Mas'ud Ebn J'^ 
Al Malec Al Saleb Mahinud, of tlie houfe of Artak, on 
account of his diffolute and immoral life. However, Al 
Camel elevated Al Malec Al Saleb, probably another 
prince of the fame family, to the throne. Some writers 
pretend tiiat Al Malec Al Camel received the ambnil-ulors 
of the emperor Frederic II. in Syria this year, where that 
monarch himfelf then arrived; by whole intervention a 
treaty of peape was concluded between the Chriftians and 
Mohammedans. By virtue of which treaty Jerufalem, 
though entirely demollihed^ except the Church of the Re- 
furre^ion> and a few buildings adjoining to it, as it had 
been left by Al Malec Al Moadhdhem Ifa, the faheb of 
DamafcuSi with the territory appertaining to it, Bethle- 
hem> Lydda, Ai Ranihi> and the whole tra£l extending as 
£ir as Yaffa and *Acca, were ceded to the former. This 
memorable event has however been placed by Ebn Shohnah ' 
In the year of the Hejra 626* At this period Oktay, the 
grand khan of the MoguIs» reduced to great diftrefs the 
emperor of the Kin^ and entered into a negotiation^ which ' 
terminated in a treaty with the Song emperor, then relgn« 
' mg in the fouthern parts of Chiiia. 

In the 630th year of the Hejra AI Soltan 'Alao'ddin, 
the faheb of Al Rum, fent an embalTy to Oktay Khan, Theprhd' 
to tender his fubmiflion; which fo pleafed the grand paieventt 
khan, that he offered him a confiderable poil at his coutt. 9f^^^y*^ 
Tliis year was remarkable for the death of Al Sheikh 
Abu'l Hafan 'Azzo'ddin Ali Ebn Mohammed Ebn Mo- 
hammed Ebn Abd'alcarim Ebn Abd'alwahed Al Shaibani, 
known by the name of Ebn Al Athir Al Jazari, a native 
of Jazlrat Ebn Omar, the IJle of Omar^ a city upon the 
Tigris, a little above Al Mawfel, where he w is born, and 
received his education. ETe is faid to have'compofed three 
hiftories. The firft was intitled Al Camel, or a General 
fJi/lory, to which we have frequently referred in this 
work, beginning with the fall of Adam, and ending with 
the year of the Hejra 628 the fccoiul bore the title of 
Ebiat Uli A] Ahr.ir, Exumplci for Sa^tj ; and the third was 
the Hiflory of tUe Dynally of the Atabeks.

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mitd^fthi At this time Al Malec Al Camel permitted both the 
jRr«r6ji« ChrifLians and Jews in Egypt lo ride upon horfes an<l 
' mules; to adoriij repair, and even build as m.uiy churches 
and fynagogues as tiiey I'leafe i j to c all their difputes 
determined in a judicial way by ni:'.;i!:rai.es profefTtng the 
fame faith ; .and to enjoy the free e-\crcire cf their refpec- 
,ti\ e religions, and ail the other privileges they could delire, 
•in their utmoll extent. Nor is this the only iiiflanee of 
that prince's equity and moderation, recorded in hif- 
tory. About the 623d year of the Hejra, Eb:i Sirviiii, 
' one of the Egyptian emirs, having vidted the monaftery of 
the valley of Habib, the monks 01 which had been wrong- 
fully accufed by a renegado, formerly a member of their 
convent, of defrauding the folian of the tribute due to 
him, that emir caufed thofe religious to be whipped and 
tortured in a moft cruel manner, without making the lead 
enquiry into the affair, znd extorted from them no lefi 
than fix hundred dinars. Al Malec Al Camel, however, 
difapproving of this iniquitous condutb, would not receive 
,the money when it was brought by the emir, but ordered 
him to reftorc it to the monks, who had been fo unjuflly 
deprived of it. Nor would the fame juft prince take a 
fum of money oiici cd him as a bribe by the friends of one 
Dawtl, an Egyptian prie(l, to prevail upon him to com- 
xnand the Jaeobites to ele£l iliat prieft their patriarch. 
He alfo refufed an equal fum when brouglit hi;n on tJic 
lame account by the adherents of another perfon who 
then afpired at the Jacobite patriarchate of Alexandria. 
He declared his intention never to concern himfclf in the 
ordination and ek^ion of a Jacobite patriarch, but to 
leave that matter entirely to thofe to whom it properly 
J^longed y recommending to them, in the ftrongeit terms, 
peace and unity. But neither the favourable d ifpofi tion 
nor falutary advice of the foltan could infpire the Jaco- 
bites, who were rent by |parties and diviiions, with more 
moderate fentiments, nor induce them to concur amicably 
in their ele£kion of a new patnarc^ j though Al Camel 
liad given bis confent, in complianice with their requefl, 
lhat Yiabya £bn Mutmen, a deacon in the church of Al 
Moallaka, might be their patriarch, if unanimoufly ele^^ed. 
Tbe Mogul arms beine i^ow employed againft the emperor 
|>f the Kin, the Moflem provinces borderlpg upon* the 
grand khan's frontiers enjoyed fome repofe*^.

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The 632(1 jrear of the Hejra, commencing September 26, j^e mojf 
1234, was diftinguifhed by fomc remarkable occurrences, memorabit 
Kl Solcin 'Al^'ddSn, the flheb of the Belad Al ROm, took 
£hc city of Al Rohl or EdelTa by ftorm 5 and for three ^^'J^^" 
days together butchered the inhabitants, both Chriiiians 
and Monaittmedans : he aUb gave the city up to his troops 
to be plundered. Terrified by this example, the citi2en9 
of Harran prefented him with their keys* Al Rakka and 
Al Bira^ upon the Euphrates, were aifo obliged to fub« 
mit. But as foon as his forces were withdrawn. A! 
^Malec Al Camel, the f &heb of Hgypt, marched to Al 
Roha, laid fiege to that city, and at the end of four 
months poiTefled himfelf of it. The Rumean troops that 
he found therein, being prifoners of war, he fent in chains 
upon camels into Egypt ; after he had demoliihed a large 
tower belonging to the caftle of that place. At length be- 
ing preiled on one fide by the Moguls, and on the other by 
the princes of the houfe of Ayub, he was obliged, after 
he had acquired an immenfe quantity of fpoil, to abandon 
the territories of other princes, in order to prcferv6 his 
Own. This year died Al Malec Al Zahed Da .^ d, the fa- 
heb of Al Bira, upon the Euphrates-, as did likewifc Al 
Kadi Bohoa'ddin Ebn Sheddad, the biographer, who wrote ^ 
the life of Salah*addin Yufef Ebn Ayub, in a very ad- 
vanced age. This writer was one of Salah'adtlia*s greateft 
favourites, and had appointments under Al Malec Al Aziz, 
at Aleppo, that amounted annually to one hundred thou^ 
£md dinars ^ 

In the 633d year of the Hejra the Tartars over-ran the J of tie 
diftriQ of Arbel, penetrated into that of Niniveh, and pgar^n, 
encamped upon the river Tarjalah and Carmalis. Here- * . 
upon the inhabitants of the latter of thofe towns retired 
into their church, where they were furrounded by the 
Moguls, tv,-o of whofe prinelpal officers polled themfelvcs 
at the doors on each fide, and allowed tiie people to re- ^ 
turn to their refpe£Vivc habitations. Notwithllanding 
which, all thofc that went out of one of the doors were 
put to the fword, whilll thofe that pafled out of the 
other were imniolefled. At this extraordinary condudl, 
tTie reafon of which could never be known, every body 
was furprifed. About this time a grCat number of 
young men, in the towns and villages near the chief 
nionaileries in Egypt, put on the monaftic habit, in or- 
der to avoid paying the ufual taxes, that would otherwlfe^ 

' ^£bn Sbohn. ad an. He], 
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Inye been demanded. This fraud being difcovered^ 
the colleAors of the tribute treated the monks themteives 
with extreme feverity. To prevent fuch impofitions for 
the future, an edi£fc was alfo iJTued by the foftan, confin- 
ing the privileges of monks to thofe who received the habit 
regularly in fome monaflery, and had their names inferted 
in the reeiftdr of the diw^. This year Dawd or David, 
£bn Laklak, an ambitious Egyptian pried, by whofe in- 
trigues the Jacobitp church had been embroiled no lefs 
than twenty years, was eleded patriarch of the Jacobites 
at Alexandria. He had, ever fince the death of John, the 
laft patriarch, afpired at that dignity, and at laft, by the 
influence of bribery, and the afTilLmceof every wicked art, 
obtained tl t office. In conformity to a cuftom which then 
prevailed, when a monk was veiled with the fupreme ec* 
cleiiaftical authority, he aflumed the name or rather fur- 
name of Cyril, and left behind him, after his deceafe, 
which happened in 640, according to Al Makrizi, a moft 
infamous charatler. 
Al So'.tun In the following year, being the 634th of the Hejra, AI 
-AldodJtn Saltan 'AlaoMdin Kaykobad, the faheb of Al Rum, died 
mT/JaS^'' ^^'^^^^^'^'y capital. For, at the feaft which he made 

^MKum, '^}^ ^'''"^ '"rds and oflicers, juft as he was In the height 
Stt. of his jollity, and boaflingof the extent of his dominions, 

he feit a pain in liis bow els, and being taken at the fame 
time wirb a flux, difcliargcd fuch a quantity of blood, 
that he died two days after, having reigned eighteen 
years. He was prudent, temperate, and brave *, but kept 
his nobles and dependents in p^reat awe. He reftored 
the high ^reputation of the Scljuks, which the fons of 
Kilij Arflan had impaired by their divifions, enlarged the 
empire to its former Hmits, and re-eaablifhed order in the 
ftate. He was endued with great firmncfs of mind, and 
feared by the neighbouring princes; who readily fubm it- 
ring to him, he for that reafon aflumed tlic title King of 
the World. 'Alao'ddin being dead, the Rumean princes 
took the oath of fidelity to his fon Gayatho'ddiii Kaykhof- 
rui who, fays Abu'Ifeda, in the year 641, was afTalfi- 
nated by the Tartars. Soon after his acceflion to the 
crown, he feized Gayer Khan, the chief emir of the Kho- 
warazmiaub ; upon which the other eniirs of that nation 
fled with their troops. Thofe fugitives taking their route 
through^Malaiia or^Malatya, Caklitin and Khartabert made 
SaifoMdin Al Subafhi prifoner, and put Babarmlr or Ta^ 
barmir Al .Suballii to the fword at Khartabert. Thdy 
alfo ravaged tiic country of Soiueifat, aad advanced 

to 
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to Al Sowaida^ pillaging the whole tra£b thnmgh which * 
they moved in a dreadful manner. But having the citiea 
of Al Roha or £defia, Harran, and others oh that fide, af* 
ligned them by Al Malec Al Nafer, the f^eb of Aleppo^ 
for their habitations, they defined from farther ravages, 
and were incorporated with the other inhabitants of thofe 
towns, whoemoyedhis proteftion ■»,. 

In the courie of the fame year Al Malec Al 'Aziz Mo- Mdl«t 
hammed Ebn Al Malec Al DhSher Ebn Salah'addin Yu- f -^^'^^ ^ 
fef Ebn Ayub, the f aheb of Aleppo, departed this life, '^'^"^ 
and was fucceeded by his fon Al Malec AlNafcr Salah'ad- dtpanttkU 
din Yufef, the laft prince of the houfe of Ayiib who Ufa* 
reigned in that city. We are told by Abu'l-Faraj, that 
Al Malec Al Nafer Salah^addin, the lafl foltan of Alejppo of 
the houfe of Ayub, was killed by Holagu, or Hulacu, tlie 
Tartar, ia 658, two years after the taking of Baghdad 
by the Tartars. 

The city of Arbel hiving been befieged by the Tartars O^hcr 
in the month of Shawal this year, the gnrrifon and inha- ^'"^-"'y^^* 
bitants retired into thecaiUe, where they defended them- ^^^^/^^ '^"^ 
felves with great bravery for forty days, at the end of 
which the Tartars were prevailed upon for a fum of mo- 
ney to abandon the flege. 

iSIext year, being the 635th of the Hcjra, Al Malec Al ^^f^ 
AOiraf Modhaflero'ddm Mufa Kbn Al Mulcc Al 'Adel 
Abu Beer Kbn Ayub paid the common tribute to nature thtyttir 
at DamalcuSj where he lind reigned a little above eight 6351 
years. He left the kingdom he governed to Al IVIalec Al 
Saleh Ilmael, his brother, and was fixty years old at the 
time of his deniife. Al Ma!ce Al Aihraf was ftrongly at- 
tached to his pleafures, and denied himfelf no kind of gra- 
tifications, though he is faid to have been a very gracious, . 
affable, and munificent prince. His arms were every 
where attended with fuch fuccefs, that his flandard, 
as Ebn Shohnah exprefles it, was never broken by his 
enemies. The news of his death no fooner arrived in 
Egypt, than Al Malec Al Camel, his brother, marched 
with a powerful army to Dnmafcus, (hut up Al Malec Al 
Saleh jlinael in that city, and obliged the new faheb to 
lurrcnJcr it to his aiiiiG. Then he mj.dc his public entry into 
that capita], and gave Al Malec Al Saleh Iimael in lieu 
thereof, Baalbec, Al Boka*, or Al Bcka*, the adjacent 
plain from whence the city of Baalbec derived its prefent

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name, nnd Bofra. Ebn Sholmah feems to Intimate, tItaC 
Al Miilec Al Camel affixed fifty of Al Mojahcd Shiracuh's 
men, lent by him with an ill defign to Danvafcus, td 
gibbets, erected for that purpofe in the gardens of thd 
palace. He had no fooner made himfelf mailer of Da- 
mafcus tlian he detached a body of his troops to drive 
AlMalec Al Mojahcd Shairacuh from the citv of Hems; 
but whiHl he was purfuing his conquefl: of Syria, and 
forming great defigns againit the Franks, the Tartars, and 
the Seljuks, who on all f;dcs furrounded his dominions, 
he died at Damafcus, aiicr he had lived feventy years and 
reigned twentv in Syria and Egypt. He left bjliincl him 
the reputation of a wile and le irncd prince. Egvpt received 
many bencllts and advantages from liim whiHl he lat upon 
the throne. Men of letter;, ui partiee.l ir owed great obli- 
gations to him i for he frequently held conferences with 
them, and attended their difputations in his palace : not 
did he ever difmifs them without fome confiderable pre- 
fents* He is faid to have been a perfoh of confummatti 
gravity and pradence, a lover of learned men, and cx«* 
tremely well terfed in the art of government. It is no 
tTOnder, therefore, that his councils were generally crowns

to his elder brother Nojmo'dd!n, foltan, and took die oath 
of allegiance to him, he refidihg at Al Kahirah, andheing 
die governdr of Egypt when his fadier expired* With re- 
gard to the kingdom of Damafcus, Al Milec Al Camel 
nvas fucceeded by Al Malec Al Jawid Yunes Ebn Daw4 
£bn Al Maiec Al 'Adel Abu Beer Ebn Ayub. . This 
year the patriarch Cyril was upbraided in the fereieft 
terms by the leading men amongft the Jacobites^ with 
limony, which he endeavoured to exciife, by faying, tha£ 
Without this he could not raifethe money he had engaged 
io pay the fioltan ; but fo far were they from being fatisned 
with tills cxcufe, that it incenfed them ftill more againft 
him. They farther urged, tliat they had no hand in hia 
deftion ; and that, after he had been guilty of the vileft 
|»radices in order to carry his point, he had b )ught the pa* 
triarchate of Alexandria of the foltan. The iamc yeaf 
the Tartars made an irruption into Irak, and penetrated 
almoft to the very gates of Baghdad ; but were attacked at 
2tancEbad and Sumanray, by Mojahedo'ddin Al D«IWah« 
di and Sharfo'ddm Akbal, with the khalif 's forces, and 
overthrown with incredible ilaaghter. How^ver^ the kha* 
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H£ fearing their return, ordered a fufficient number of mr* 
lhary engines to be planted upon the walls of Baghdad. 
196): was this precaution unneceiiaryy as the Moguls, be- 
fore the end of the year, adVanced to Khanekin, defeated • 
the troops of Baghdad fent againft them, killed a multitude 
of men, and then returned into their own territories 
loaded with fpoii. A confiderablc part of the city of 
Baghdad was, this year, laid under water by a dreadful 
inundation of the Tigris, during which two vcflcls theii 
OU the river were loft, with fifty men cn board 

The 636th year of the Hejra produced two or three re- and of th§ 
markable events. Al Malec Al Saleh Nojmo'dtlin Ayub, J''^ 636, 
in the room of AlMalcc Al Jawrul Yunes Ebn Dawd, of 
the houfe of Ayub, mounted the throne of Damafcus. 
As Al Malec Al Jawad, who was the grandfon, voluntarily 
refigned the fovereignty of Damafcus to Al Malec Al Sa- 
leh Ayub Ebn Al MaJec Al Camel, he received in ex- 
change the cities of Sinjar, Al Racca, and 'Ana, with the 
territories belonging to them. The patriarch Cyril was 
accufed this year before the diwan, of having exacted 
of the bifhops and priefts that he had ordained, or 
taken from the revenues of churches and monafteries, 
under the pretext of paying the foltan, no lefs than nine 
thoufand dinars, upon which he v/as firft fined a thoufand 
dinars, nnd nftcrwards five hundred, his principal accufer 
being a monk, formerly his friend, who had greatly 
forwarded his promotion to the patriarchate of Alexan- 
dria. A freih accufation was foon after brought again^ 
lilm, in which Hamad, or Hamed, a monk, who had ac« 
;tually been employed by him in making a bargain w!di 
'the foltan for the Jacobite patriarch of Alexandria^ wall 
chiefly concerned. Being tound suilty of what was al- 
leged againft Um, the new foltan £nt an order to the gCM 
vemor of Alexandria to deliver him up into the hands of 
Hamad, at whofe inftigation he was firft imprifoned at 
Alexandria, and afterwards in AlKShhrah* At laft, how* 
evet, by the interceflion of friends, he was releafed, and 
admitted to an audience of the foltan. As he brought 
fome valuable prefents with him, he was well received, 
^and taken under that prince's prote£^ion. Nop: could Ha- 
^ittad, who had been confined at the inftance of Cyril's

Thechiff . In the following year, being the 637th of the Hejra, 
9cfurrinets the Moguls feemed to meditate an irruption into the Belad 
9fthgyear i\l Rum5^>ut were prevented from carrying their dcfign 
into execution by a body of troops> which Ai Soltan Ga- 
yatho'ddin had fent into Armenia to obfervc their motions. 
Al Malec Al Saleh NoimoMdm Ayub, havmg fettled him- 
felf upon the throne 01 Damafcus, marched with an army 
into Egypt, to take upon himfelf the government of that 
: Idngdom. Soon after his departure, Al Malec A I Saleh 
^ . Ifmael, the faheb of Baalbec, and Al Malec Al Mojahe4 
. Shairacuh, the fahcb.of Hems^ advanced wi^h their united 
, • forces to Damafcus, laid fiege to that capita^, and forced 
it to furrender. When the news of this unexpc6ked event 
reached the ears of Al Milec Al .Saleh Nojmo'ddin Ayub, 
he was at fome dillance from hia anny, then encamped in 
G:uir. However, he foon put himfelf at the head of his 
troops, took Al Malec Al Nafer Dawd, the fahcb of 
Al Carac, prifoncr, and afterwards relcafed him, on con- 
dition that he fliould march with him to Jcrufalcm, in 
order to reduce that city, and demoiilh the new foniiica- 
tions ralfcd by the Franks. Tbcy had no fooncr oc- 
cupied Al Kuds, than they concluded a treaty of alliance 
in the temple of AlT-ikhra \ by the principal article of 
which Al Malec Al Nafer Dawd had affigned him the Belad 
Al iSiiarkia and Damafcus, and the kingdom of Egypt vm 
allotted to Al Malcc Al Saleh Nojmo'ddin Ayub.' Tliey 
then moved together at the head of the combined army of 
Damafcus and Al Carac, towards the frontiers of Hgypt> 
and received advice on their march, that Al Malec Al 
'Adel Abu Beer had been feized by his own fcrviints. 
Upon which they purfucd their march with the crnicll 
expedition, and in a fhort time entered i'^gvpt. A] IM..]cc 
Al Saleh Nojmo'ddin Ayub pofTeffed liiiniolf of Xliar^ 
Al Jebaf, or the Cajlk of the Aluunialn^ :ind was received 
every where' by the Egyptians witli all pofTible demon- 
ftrations of joy. At this time civil diflenfions reizning 
amongfl the Moflems iu Egypt, the principal emirs being 
^embroiled amongfl themiefves, the affairs of the Chriflian^ 
were in a very bad fituation. They were ii^ulted by 
the populace on all occafions, efpeciaify if they appeared 
in public without thofe infamous marks of diftin^on 
which they had formerly been oblieed to wear^ Vut wene 
.cccufed from carrying tncm through the whde mikt reigii 
fif Al MSlec Al Cimd. Nor were they only infulted, but 
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likewik beaten, atid ufed with uncommon cruelty; which 
induced iomc of them, in order to avoid fuch barbarous 
treatment, to renounce the C'lriliiian faith. 
- In the 63 tSch year of the Hcjra, Al Malec Al Saleh If- 
maci, the faheb of DumarcLis, to ilic great regret of the 
Moflcms, deHvered up Safad and Al Shakif to tlic Fiaiiks, 
lelt thole places ihoukl fall into the hands oi^ ]iis iicpliew 
Al Malec Al Saleh Ayub'. Nor was it lung hefure a ge- 
neral peace was concluded, after fome flight ikirmifhes, 
between the Modems and the Franks. By one article of 
this treaty, Jerufalem, Bedikhem, 'Aflcalan, with tlieir 
re^^Te territories, Beit Gabriel, Gaza^ without the 
dliit ridts apperteining to thein, Tiberia% Majdjd ^afa, 
Raxnla, Cawcab^ '^yi'^» Tebnin, and all the, bdier towns 
sMfid fortrefl^' Abated in the, maritime part of Syria, were 
ceded hy the fprmer to th& latter. ... Tlie prifonei» on both 
fides^ by another article of the fame treaty, were to be re^ 
leafed^; and the Franks in the citadel of AlKahirah, by a 
third article, had the church of St. Mercury afligned them 
by the foltan for an hofpital. This year, a Turkman im« 
poftor, named Baha, who pretended to a£^ the prophet* 
appeared as . Amasia, in Natolia ; and, by his artifices 
feduced a multitude of people of the tribe of Al Ga- 
ga. He had a difdple csdled ilhak, whom he fent in a 
■doctor's gown through the other parts of Natolia, or the 
JBelad Al Rihn, to invite the Turkmans to join him. lihak 
accordingly condog into the territory of Someifat, publifh- 
^ his'cbmminion, and prevailed on fo many, elpecially 
amongft the Turkmans, to embrace his matter's fe6l, that 
ihe was foon at the head of fix thoufand horfe befides a 
confiderable body of foot. With thefe Baba and his dif- 
ciples made open war on all who would not cry out with 
them, There is no god but God, Baba is the apoftle of 
•God ! and put a vail number of the inhabitants of Ilifn 7\| 
JNfsnfur, Cakhtin, C near, Someifat, and the country about 
jMalatiya, who refuted to follow them, both Moflems and 
Chriftians, to the fword. They alfo defeated the troops 
fent to oppofe them and obftrucl their march to Amasia ; 
but were at length overthrown by a body of Franks, in 
the pay of the faheb of Al Rum, when that prince's Modem 
forces durll not engage them. The a£bion was fo bloody, 
^hat they were all killed upon the fpot, except the two 
do(5lors, Baba and lib ak, who, being taken priioners by 
tlie Franks, had their heads ftruck off by the executioner^ 
after they had ravaged and pillaged a very confiderable part 
«f tlic Bclad Al Rum. In the couric of tiii;>, or the fol-- 
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lowing year, Oktay Khan, emperor of the Moguls, put % 
perioa to his days by a debauch^ if we may depend apoa 
the Chinefe hlftorians 
What haf' <^39^^ y^^r Hejra, Jarmagun Nowayn pe- 

ptnedin netrated into the Greater Armenia, as tar as Arzen Al 
Jomeoftke Rum, the Arzcrum, or Erzerum of the moderns, which 
flj^SL^. he reduced. The Moguls behaved with their ufual bar- 
barity on this occafion, putting Senan the fub-bafha, with 
many of the inhabitants, to the fwonl, carrying away their 
children into captivity, and ravaging all the adjacent traft. 
Ihi Moguls Next year they made an irruption into the Belad Al 
maki an Rum, put foltan Gayritho'ddin to flight, took Siwis of 
trruptkm Saiwas, and Kaifariya, and feemed to indicate an intcn-i 
^Billd^Al advance to Malatiya. Rafliido'ddm Al Khowainii 

y^y ^ the emir of the place, fled with the utmoft precipitation ta 
Aleppo, and was followed by as many of the principal in- 
habitants of Malatiya as could conveniently retii^. Amongil 
others the father of Abu'l-FaraJ having made the proper 
diiporitiotis for his departure^ and endeavouring to put iSbtt 
Beft of his moveables and efTeds imon the back a wxSHt 
brought for that purpofe, the beaft fin tway, and could 
not be. brought back oetoe tvaiibm Hvas fpread over die 
city, tliat 'certaSn yotungnieiipetflM at liie gates> pillaged 
idl diofe that went out of tfe^ t^wn* Xfwi whicb» dift 
iFadier of Abu't-Faraj bad a c^feram H^thBionyriuSi the 
inetsfopolitan of Malatiya $ who bkmg convoked Hie 
idg m^'xf, botb of the Mofldns 'and CliriftiMna» in tht 
l^eat clidrcb^ to ddiberate upon tbe i>ident crkieal fitii»i 
tion of ateiiirB) they aU unanimoofly bowid thcmldM bjr 
mutual oaths to be true to one itnomer, to ob^ the oidm 
of the metropolitan in every thing reladve either to a paci^ 
iicatioh Vith the Tartars or t&c de^nM^ ^ 'Ae pla<ie, and 
to pofl guards upon tl^ walls to prevent evii-diipofed 
' pec^e from committing any diforders. But the alarm wa^ 
loon over, a» the Moguls, inftead of marching to-Mtlatiya^ 
to6k die route of Arzancan, carried that city by aflfaul^ 
iand forced foltan Gayatho'ddin to fuefprpea^e^ which 
they granted him, on conditibh that Kct ihoHtd iimilillf 
pay a certain tribute ^

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The fame year died Al Moftanfer Bi'llah Abu Jaafar Al tj^jfg hhoKf 
Manfur, the khalif of Baghdad, after he had almoft com- A! Mnffan- 
pleted the IVn enteenth year of His reign. He was prudent, M BCUah 
juft, munihcent, an cncouraijer of learned men, and dif- 
tributed great Iuhls of nidney amonfrfl the poor. A large * 
number of moiqucs, fchools, and hofpitais, in his domi- 
nions were fallen do^^'n, al! which he caufed to be repaired 
at his own expcnce. Adjoining to liis college, of which 
we have fpoken already, he had a delightful garden ; in 
which, according to Abu*l-Faraj, he ufcd daily to divert 
kimfelf. To what has been already obferved of his liber- 
ality, we may add, from the author of theTankh Al Ab- 
bas, the following remarkable ftory. This khalif vifiting 
one day his trealures with a particular friend, found a 
ciftern full of gold and filver j upon which, he faid imme- 
diately to the perfon then with him, " Wouid to God I 
could live Jong enough to fpend all this money." The 
other hearing thefe wonls, prefently fella laughing; of 
which, when the khalif aiked him the reafon, he aiUwci- 
-cd in terms to this efFe£t : " I remember, that accom- 
ipanying the khalif Al Nafer, your grand-father, to the 
iWijie place, this ciftern wanted two fothoms, or twelve 
fieet of being full ; which circumftance, Al Nafer havii\g 
pecceivedi he (aid, "Wpuld to God J could Uvie to fill tius 
nacuity. It Is thb dhrofitf of feotiments, that has ex- 
•dted the laughter whIeh has fvJk now efcaped W.% when 
I co^fider ihat Al Nafer thought of noising bu.t fill* 
.fgtig it, and jou of nothing but emptying it." This.kha^ 
. eaufisd his portrait, or effigies, to he impreft on fome .of his 
foins, contrary, to the ciwtom of the earlier khalif s. Ehn 
Shohnah relates, that he lived a pious and {pod life, ^and 
mentions his coUege, ere^^ed 9n the eaftem bank of the 
Tigris, as a monument of his excellent difpofition 

The fame day that A I Moilanfer Bi'llah expired, his fon ^/ m^JI^^ 
Al Mofta'fem Bi'llah was inaugurated at Baghdad. HtfemBi*Uak 
was attached to his pleafures, fond pf birds, and entirely i^/^futtd 
inoder the domiflion of women. He was alfo deficient in ^^^if* 
point of judgment, had little 6iEiruiefs. of .mind, and alto- 
gether negle£fced the affairs of government. Whcii he was 
told, that he ought either to pacify the Tartars by fubmit- 
ling to them, or tO' meet them wim an army in. Khorafan,

me there> as it is my refidence." This khalif is reckoned 
die 37th of thofc of the houfe of Al Abbas, diough bc was 
only the 24th or 25th in a lineal defcent from the founder 
of that houfe : for feveral collateral members of tlie family 
of Al Abbis enjoyed the khalifat. As for Ai Mofta'fem 
Bi'llah, he was revered ks the only lawful khalif aod 
imam, and the fole fovereign pontiff of the Moflems. For 
though fome princes in the Weft, that is to fay, in Africa 
and Spain, had aiTumed the title of khalif, yet this was 
done only with regard to tlieir own immediate fubje^^s. 
The wh^le body of the ealhern Moflei^i*^, well as thofe 
of Egypt, acknowledged him aionc tor tlie riohtful fuc- 
cefTor of Mohammed. He is fald to have been the richeft, 
the moil powertii), the moit refpecled, and al the fame 
time the iiioil unfortunate prince of his race. 
Oth£rimU The h.m*' year died at Aleppo Saifa Kharun, the daugh- 
nent par- -terof Ai iVUiiee Al 'Atlel Abu Beer Kbii Ayub, born in 
/onsditthls ,^ had been efpoufed to Al Malcc Al Dhaher, the 
faheh of Aleppo, in 609, and diretled the whole Ivltem 
of afi'airs there for Itveral years. She was buried in the 
• caftle of that capital. Cyril, the Jacobite A.lcxandrian 
patriarch, iikew ife departed this life in the prefent year. 
Al Makrizi has liaacied down to future ages a very indif- 
ferent charafler of him, on account of his avarice and li- 
moniacal extortions though he praifcs Itn^i for his (kill 
in theological matters, which cunmiciidaLiua JNI. Ivcnatt- 
dot fays he did not defervc. 
7hemoJI In the following year, being the 641ft of the Hejra, 
memorablt Yafawcr Nowayn, with a detachment of the Mogul troops, 
^T'^Mf inctiiion into Syria, or Al iShlm^ and advanced

^ ' Aleppo 5 but his horfes not being fliod in a proper manner 
for that country, he Was obliged to retire. Taking then 
the road of Malatiya, as he paiTed by that cttv he ravaged 
all the diftrid appertaining to it, tod pillagea the inhabi- 
tants in* a dreadful manner- Tafiwer Nowayn himfeif, 
being at this time ill of a dyfentery, wa^ obliged to apply 
to the father of Abu*l-Faraj, a phyfician of Malatiya, for 
his affiftance j and, for that purpoie, took him with him 
* to Khartabert. Having cured him, that phyfician return- 
ed to Malatiya ; but foon after fettled, with his family, at 

Antioch« The retreat of the Tartars .was followed by a 
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iMiIne and a p^gtie^ which fwept away an infinite nrura- . 
ber of people ; infomuch, that feveral were, forced to 
fell ihcW children for want of bread. This ye^r^ ac- 
cording to Ebn Sholinnh, the Tartars likewife over-ran a 
great p;irt of the Bclad Al Rum, pofTcflcd themfelvcs of 
Akiilat and Amccl, and obliged foUan Gayatho'ddin Al 
Seljuki to acknowlege himleif one of the vaflkis of their 
khan. About the fame time, if that writer mav be de« 
pcnded upon, Al r^lalcc Al Snleh Ifmacl, the lahcb of 
Daniafcus, ceded Jcrufakm, Afkcilan, and Tiberias to the 
Franks, in order to procure tlicir airiliancc aj^aiiifl the 
iaiicb. of Egypt ; thougli ilrat ceflion fccms to have been 
made, if other autiiors referred to above merit any regard,, 
three years before, k may not be improper to remark, 
here, that ilic patriarch Cyril's enemies, who h.i,d purfued 
him vv iih io much violence, v.diilil alive, did lict dcfilt 
even after his dcHLh. borne ol thenv fignificd to the foltan, 
that iie had amalTed vait fums of moncv in an illicit man- 
ner, bclldes a very large quantity of rich furniture that 
ought to be conhfcatcd j upon which Ai A]:i!sc Al Saleh 
Ayub, then the faheb or foltan of Egypt, ordered Cyiil's 
houfe or palace, to be fealed up 5 and afterwards feized ^ 
•upon all the money, books, church-plate, and every thing 
valuable it. contained, whether the property of tlie patri* 
iarch, or belonging to the churdies over which he; prided* 
His two nephews were fent to .prifon, and put to the tor« 
turCf to force them to difcover where the reft of his treat 
Xure was hid* Two purfes,' one containing a thoufand 
•dinars in gold, and the other the iame fum in iilver, in 
confequence of thj»t difcovery, were -dug up, and carried 
.to the foltan as were' alfo many coilly garments,' more 
plate, fome tapellry of great price, alt which were public- 
;Jv foid) and the money applied to the foltan's ufe ; ib 
4Jiat there icarce rems»ned of this patriarch's ill-ao- 
.i^red Jubilance enough to bury him. Cyril Ebii Laklak, 
jeprefented as fuch a monfter of iniquity both by the 
Christian and Moflcm writers of Egypt, fat in the Jaco- 
bite patriarchal fee 4)f Alexandria about fevea or eight 
years'. 

' TTie next year, being the 642d of the Hejra, -^A-hich com- and of the 
menced June 9, 1244, the Tartars invaded the territory J''^'' 
Baghdad, but. were not able to form the fiege of that

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capital. The Rumean troops before Tarfus received tlie 
news of foltan GayathoMdin's death, when that city was 
upon the point of lurrendcring to them, which obliged 
them to retire with fome precipitation : but the roads being 
rendered fo flippery by die continual rains wliich for feme 
time had fallen, that the horics of their cavalry could not 
ftand on their feet, feveral of them, together with their 
baggage, were picked up by a body of Armenian foot tliat 
harralled them in their retreat. The fame year a coufider- 
able body of Khowarazmians paiTed the Eujihrates, in order 
to enter into the fervice of Al Malec Al Saleh Nojmo'ddin 
Ayub, the faheb of Egypt. In their march through Hems 
and iiaalbec to Al Kiuls, they ravaged the country in a 
dreadful manner, and put a great number of the people to 
the iword. Being arrived at Jerufalem, they burnt a great 
mulutude of Chriftians in the Church of the Refurre6lion ; 
and continued their route to Gaza, where they found 
themfelves obliged to halt, Al Malec Al Saleh Nojmo'ddin 
Ayiiib having ^rbidden them to approach nearer to the 
firontien of Egypt, In the mean time Al Malec Al Sileh 
lifmael, the f Iheb of Damascus, and iU M&lec Al BAanfSbri 
the {'&he1> of Hems, having formed a defign to invade 
Egypt) and engaged the Franks to aflift them with alllhck 
forces, by promifing to cede to them the maritime diftr^ 
of Al Ma and Al Ms^greb, if their enterprize was attended 
with fuccefs ; . Al Malec Al ManiSr, who was appointed 
to command the combined army in this expedidon» whilft* 
Al Milec Al Saleh Umael ftaid at Damafctts, advanced to 
'Acca, where he was received with open arms. Having 
been joined by the Knights Templars and Hc^pitaOers, ht 
marched into tlie neighbourhood of Gaza, where the E^fp- 
tians and Khowarazmians waited for him. The two ar- 
mies had not long faced each other before a general a^ion 
cnfued, in which the Syrians, with their aUies, were pat 
to flight. However, the Knights Templars and Holpital- 
lers rallied, and ftood their ground with the utmoft firm* 
nefs, till they were all either killed ( r t i^^en prifoners. 
The Egyptians and Khowarazmians pofleflTed themfelves 
of the enemy's tents, baggage, and military cheft. Al 
Mnlcc Al Manfur himfelf efcaped, with a few^ of his 
fhattcrcd troops, to Damafcus) but Al Malec Al Sa- 
leh Ifmael, being probably irritated at this defeat, did not 
come out as uiual to meet him. This omifllon Al Malec 
Al Manfur took extremely ill, and refolved to retire im- 
mediately to Hems, but was perfuaded by his friends to 

jcrnain at Daxnafcusj and let on foot a private negotiation 
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^9i6ik ttie fSheb of Egypt. The latter of thd'e ptlHcies^feiit 
a numerous army to form the fiege of Damalcus> under 
the ccmtlttd of Mlino'ddini'die eeiieraliffin^o of hn forces^ 
"ttrhoA \st commanded to Yepment him, and to "fit at di« 
liea^ of the fomdt, ^Ordiujg to the cuftom bf die eaflem 
klngiS. The Egyjptian fdrces havin? invefted IhuBif- 
CU8, Al MIlec Al Manfar, the fafaeb of Hems, m re* 
fentnVeiit of the affront that hiid been orflered liim by Al 
Malec Al Sileh Ifmael, entertained thoughtl of letting in 
the KhOwdtazmians at the eaftern gate, and betraying the 
dty it them ; but he afterwards laid afide that deGgn, for 
fear of the Modems amongft the Khowarazmian troops. 
. Nevertheleiis, that capital being attacked with the utmofb 
fury, it was at laft unanimotiffy agreed to deliver it u]^ 
into MaTno'ddin's hands. On condition that the garrifon 
and inhabitants fhould be permitted to retire in fafety ^tk 
their effe<9ts ; and that Al Malec A 1 Saleh If mael Ihould 
have his former pofTelTions reftored to him, viz. Baalbec 
and Bofra, with their refpecftive diflrifls, and the country 
of AlSawnd, containing Hems Al Badam, and Al Raha- 
ba upon the Euphrates. The capitulation being figned, 
Maino'ddin took pofleflion of Damafcus on the i 2th of the 
Former Jornada, 643, but would not fuffer the Khowa- 
razmi^ns to enter the town ; and Al Malec Al Saleh If- 
mel departed for Baalbec, as Al Malec Al Manfur did for 
Hems. Every thing being thus fettled, Maino'ddin, who 
prefided over the territories and fortrefTes of Damafcus, 
with the charafter of an excellent governor, alligned the 
Khowarazmians and their emirs, for the fervice they had 
done thefaheb of Egypt, the mofl confidcrablc part of Syria 
and the maritime coafi. Al Malec, the faheb of Egypt, hav- 
ing been informed of Ifmacl's retreat, wrote to ShahaboM- 
din Rafhid Al Cabir and the Egyptian emir.s, greatly blam- 
ingthem for permitting him to retire toBaalbec. MainoM- 
din having, by Al M alec's exprefs cominand, icht Al HI. 
jiwi and Amin Al l)awla Al Samari,the faheb of Baalbec's 
wa2ir, under a ftrong efcort to Egypt, that prince eanfed 
them' to 1)0 thrown into' irons, ahd confined in Kal'at Al 
Tebal, or the CaftU if the AfmtfAaln* The Egyptian and 
Khowlrazmian forces alfo reduced BaalbeC) Kized Al 
MSlec Al Sftlehy Ifiiuiel's children^ and threw them al£> 
into prifon. This year Nafero*ddtn Ehn N^edh, Al Mo- 
fta'fem, BiHah's wazhr» who had ferved his father Al Mo« 
ftanfer Billah in the &me capacity, being dead, that kha^* 
Jif gave his office to Mdwayyado'ddln Ehn Al 'Alkami ; 
i^ftitttting in the room of one of his moft faithful fer- 
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rants the mofl: perfidious of miniftcrs, who ]^ovdd tto 
total ruin both of his mafter and the khalifat. 
Thprifid' In the 643d year of the Hejra, Oktay Khan, or Kaan, 
pel fl eets the emperor of the Moguls, departed this life, according- 
i>f iA^ jiar Abu'l-Faraj. Tliis evcni has, however, been placed ei- 
ther in the 6 ^8th or the 639th year of the Ih jra by the 
Chinefc hiilorians, as wc have already obiervcd. When 
the Kiiaa found Ids diftemper increafe upon him, he fent 
for (on Cavuc ; who, being met on the road by a cou- 
rier with the news of his fatlicr's death, did not proceed 
to Karakurom, then the refidence of the great khan. In 
the meantime, TuraUna Khatun, Cayuc'd mother, a lady 
,of uncomiiion fagacity and penetration, by the con fent of 
Jogatai, and aii the otlier member^ of the imperial family, 
.caufed hcrfelf to be aeknowleged for regent of the empire, 
till the al kuriltaj, or grand aliln^bly ot" the JMogul princes, 
"wavS convoked. Soitan 'AzzoMdJu, the faheb of Ai Rum, 
gained 10 nmeh time byaiiiauiig tiie emperor of the Mogul $ 
i;,rib..iradors with prefents, money, and fpecious promifes, 
tlial he avoided both coming to a rupture wiiii tliat prmcc, 
.and paying him homage at Karakorom 
Th§€hlif In the 645th year of the Hejra, the khalif Al Mofla'fcm 
9c<urri»£i$ 1^:^^^^ fent an ambaifador to Kar^orom, perhaps in order 
■ to c6t\gratulate Cayuc SIhin.on his acceflion to the crown. 
Be that as it may, the. great khan tixated this minifterin 
a very haughty manner; intermixing menaces with prcK- 
mifes* and pretending to give cpunfel' and advice to the 
khalif himfelf, though the fovereign pontiBF and fpiritual 
dire^or of all the Moflems. ^As ror the ambafladors who 
.came to him from the Al Molahedah, that is, the Lnpitus^ 
or the Ifmaelians, comnicHily called JJJ^iJ/ius, he tmted 
them with the utmofl contempt. He granted the govenv* 
ment of the Belad Al Riimy under Nowayn Ayljidai, to fol- 
. tan Rocno'ddin, and commanded foltan 'Azzo'ddxn to be 
.removed. Dawd alfo, commonly called Ebn Kaiz, he 
placed under Dawd^ the faheb of Teflis. He farther 
wrote friendly letters, containing his promife of fecurity 
and protcd^ion, to Al Tacfur and Al Malec Al Nafer 
Jah'addiny the faheb of Aleppa Cayuc Khan like\\ife 
treated as atabck one Kadak, a certain great emir who had 
. been baptized, and believed in Chriit i to whom he joiaedj 
. in the fame office, another 'Cmir, named Jinkai. The mc- 
tropoUtanSj biihops^ monks^ and in fine the Chriilians of all

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TanVs and denominations, fubjccl to Cayuc Khan, were 
looked upon by the emperor himfelf, his mother Tuiakina 
Khiitun, and the whole imperial family, with a favourable 
eye. This year, the Moflems took 'Alkal^.ii and Tab«^ 
riya, if Ehn iShohnah may be credited, by llorm. 

The next year, being the 646th of the Hejra, Al Ma- and of thi 
lee Al Ni^fer, the lahcb /iicppo, made himfelf maf- 646. 
ter of Hems, expelled Al Malec Al Alliraf IMuia, the 
.faheb of that citv, and gave him in lieu of it Tel B ifhar, ^ 
as an addition to Rali.iba and Tadmor, whieii lie pulieli'ed 
before. * 

In the 647th year of the Hejra, diedTuriktitft KMtiin, ^ht mefi 
the mother of Cayuc Khan» emperor of the Mognls \ a$ maitriml 
did likewife that prince himfelf^ at a place called Komefte^ tranjhc- 
ki, in Al BelaUJ Al Gorbiya, or the weftem part of his "/^'/'^ 
dominions; about five ftations Biih Baieg, on the 
ptfa of the Former Rah!, according to Abu'l-Faraj. The 
grand kfa^n was no fooner dead than his wife Ogul Ginmith, 
difpatched a' courier to Batn, the ion of Tu&i, the eldeft 
of the fons of Jenghiz Kh&n, to acquaint him with that 
prince's death. Batuwas then coming to court, in order to 
. pay a vifit to Cayuc Khan; but being met by the eourier at A! 
Akmak, a village about eight ftations from the city of Kaya* 
Jik, he thought fit to halt. From thence he (ent back the cott« 
rier toOg^l Ganmiih^ with a permilhon to that princefs to 
take upon her the government of the Mogul empire, till the • 
ele£^ion of a new khan. He alfo called a general diet for that 
purpofe, at which all the Mogul and Tartar lords, as well as 
the princes of the imperial family^ were fummoned to at- 
tend. In the courfc of the fame year, Le\\ is IX. king of 
France, called St, Lewis by the Frei:ch %vritcr?, landed 
■with a formidable army at *Acca ; and, alter he had re- 
freilied his troops, fet fail for Dimiyar, or Damiai i, in 
F-i A pt, which the garrifon, fornietl of the Bann KcriUDnh, 
abandoned at his approach. The news of this jnisFortunc 
reached the cars of Al Malec Al Saleh Nojmo'ddin Ayub 
Ebn Al Malec Al Camel, the faheb of Kgypt, in his camp 
before Hems; upon which he immediately raifcd the fiegc 
of that city, and began his march for Egypt : but at Al 
Manfurah he was attacked by a gangrene in his thigh ; 
which, ending in a mortirtcation of the affe£l:ed part, put 
a period to his days. However, his life being a fhort time 
prolonged bv ili^ imputation of hks thigh, the fuiiitives who 
had lied fror.i DiiVivat appe.ired before hiiu i ai d, after 
they had ^ivcn an uiifatisfacftorv account of their eoiuluill:, 
were ordered to be affixed to gibbets. Fify-four of the 
tmirs. or oi£i;ei3, who. commanded the garrifon of Dimi- 
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yat, wefc Imng up ibr their cowardice^ withtlicir doatlii 
and accoutrements, juft as diey were l»oiight be£6re him;^ 
and the day folbwing he expired. He reigned nine yeax«> 
eight montht) and twenty days ; and was. about forty-iotir 
years old» at the time of his demife. This pckice is (aid 
to hare been innocent and inc^nfive in his difcourfey in- 
capaUe of ^liiddng intenfely, but of fo majeflic a deporfr- 
menty that none of his fubje^ls durfl fpeak to him but by 
way of anfwer. Al M&loc Al Moadhdhem Turan Shai^ 
his only furviving fon, was at Hifn Caifa when his father 
expired. Al Make Al Saleh Nojmo'ddin Ayub founded 
the city of Sal.hiyah, for the conveniency of hunting, and 
alfo built A] Kabihy between Mefir and Al Kahirah. He 
ibfttied his army for the mod part of mamluks, or Turkifli 
Haves* a ftep which proved fatal to his family. His £i- 
VOttffite concubine Sl^jr Al Bar, a Turkifh lady of unconi- 
mon fagacity> for feme time concealed his death ; and, by 
the advice of al emir ' Azzo'ddin Al Turkomani, the chief of 
the Turkiih or Turkman mamluks, then at the head of the 
adminiftration, convened all the principal emirs and officers 
of ilatCi obliging them, as ihe pretended, by the foltan's 
order, to take the oath of allegiance to Al Malec Al 
Moadhdhem Turan Shah. After which ceremony ftic 
continued to govern the kingdom of E<::vpt till the arrival 
of the new falieb or loltan at Al Maniurali, to whom fhe 
religned her authority. Al Malec Al Moadhdhem Turan 
Shah, being thus iettied upon the throne, made the nc- 
celTary difpofitions for drivinor the Franks out of Egypt ; 
which were attended with the deiired fuccefs. Al Nafer 
Dawd, the fahcb of Al Carac, finding himfelf in a de- 
clining condition, retired to Aleppo, in order to foUicit 
fuccours of the faheb of that place. He carried with him 
jewels, to the value of a million of dinars ; which he 
afterwards fent to Al Mofla'fcn), the khnlif of Baghdad^ 
putting them as a depofit into liis hands : but the Moflem 
pontiff never thought fit to reftore them. His eldeft fon 
Al Mondhdh<.m Ha, whom he left at Al Carac, being 
feized by his brothers Al Amjcd Hafan and Al Dhaher 
Shadi, who envied Wm j Al AmjedHafan, the former of 
ihofe princes, went to Egypt, furrcndered Al Carac to Al 
Malec Al Saleh Nojmo'ddin Ayub, an J, to the inexprcl- 
'lible joy of the foltan, introduced an Egyptian garrifou in- 
' to that city, near two months before hi^ dcceafc

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The 648th year of the Hejra, was memorable for tlie an*cf th§ 
defeat of the Frankb, as well as for a furpninit^ rcvoiutiou year 64$, 
in Egypt. The king of France fcnt a detachment of two 
thoufand horfe towards Al Manfurah, in order to recon- 
noitre the enemy 5 which fell in with part of the Mollcm 
army, attacked and routed it, and aitci wards entered Al 
JVIanfurah fword in hand. Here they foiind Fakhro'ddln 
Othman, commonly called Ebn Saif, the Moflem general, 
whom they cut to pieces, in a very advanced age, as he 
was p'Auiting his beard in a batli. However, the llrects 
of Al Manfurah being fo narrow, that they could not form 
therein, and the gates fo fmall that their largeft horfcs 
could nut get through themj the people within annoyed 
them in fuch a manner willi ftoncs, bricks, and gravel, 
that they forced them to abaodon the town. Being re« 
turned to tiie Ghriftisui camp, they gave the king of France 
apardciilar and diftin£b account of the advantace the^ 
had gained over the Moflem troops ; which fo aninuited 
the mnch monarch, that he refdhred to attack the Egyp- 
tian army, not dottbUng but heihonld defeat it, if he could 
engage it in a pjain, where all his forces would be at li« 
bertj to ac^. The Egyptians, having been apprifed of his 
lefolution, teemed to be afraid of him, till he had pafled 
the .Afliinmnf ••r Afhmun, a branch of the Nile, mnning 
between Al Manfurah and Dimivat-, but then looking 
upon Ms retreat as cot off, they Doldly advanced againit 
him, aiid^ after ai| obftinate engagement, overthrew him 
with very great fl aughter. Many of the Franks, befides thofo 
that fell upon the field of battle, were driven into the Aihl« 
mun, and droimed* Theking of France was taken prifoner; 
in the action, together with a condderable numlMer of his 
officers and nobles* Ebn Shohnah writes, that he was 
thrown into irons, imprifoned in a houfe built by Fakhro- 
'din Ebn Lokman, and committed to the cuftody of Al 
Tawalhi, one of Al Malec Al Moadhd hem's attendants. 
Al Malec Al Moadhdhem wa? no fooner mafter of hia 
perfonthan he was perfuaded by fo me of the young mam- - 
roks about him, of the fame age vrith ]iimfclf, to rclcafe 
him, and conclridc a temporary pcaec with lunij as well 
as the other princes of the Franks, on condition that 
Dimivat fhould be rellored, together with all the 
money and jewels the French king had in that c^ty* la 

Thamm, Kbit Shobn. ar1 ann. Hej. 647. Ebn Khalccan, Al Ma« 
kin. aU ann.

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order to carry their poitit on the prefent occafion, they in- 
finuatetl to liic vouiig loltaii, thia he was in reality oiiiy a 
noinir.Lil prince ; that Siiajr Al Dur, and the emirs in her 
inccrcil, governed E«rypt with abfolute power; th n :!ie 
var he was engajj^ed iu with the Franks only reiidcicd the 
aiLiLmcc of thele ciuirs, who lorded it over their fubjecls, 
iiccciiary \ that it would be better for bim to be in the fi- 
tuation of a private perlbn than to be the Hlheb of Egypt, 
and.at the fame time ftripped of ali power and authority ; 
and that if he oould happily extricate himfelf out of the 
difficulties in which the war with the Franks had involved 
him, he inight a£): as he pleafed, as he would then have 
no enemies to contend widi. "Die principal emirs, or ra* 
ther leaders, of the mamlnks having beenr^infurmed of Al 
Malec Al Moadhdhem's condudfc in this afiair, which 
foon tranfpired, and thinking themfelves (lighted at leaftf 
if not hated, by the foltan, as ^ey had not been con* 
fulted by him, they unanimoufly ru(bed in a body upon 
him, and, after he had been wounded by Rocno'ddm 
Abu'i Fatah Bibars, one of them who was afterwards 
foltan, . drove bim to a wooden tower in that neighbour* 
hood, where he found himfelf obliged to take refuge* 
Not content with this infult, they fet fire to the tower^ 
and forced him to throw himfelf from thence into, the 
Nile; where, after he had received feveral dangerous 
wounds from a (hower of arrows they difcharged at him, 
he miferahly periihed. After his death, the mamluk emirs 
vefted with the fupreme authority the concubine Shajr Al 
Dor ; upon which, the khotba was performed, and money 
coined, in her name. From the time of her elevation to 
the'throiie, accordinpj to the fame author, fhc was generally 
dcnomi.niircd Omm Khaled; as fhe had a fon, by Al Ma^ 
lec Al Saleh Nc^jiTioMdin Avub, called Khalcd, \vho died 
in his tender ye.^r >. Al Malec Al Moiullulhem 'J^L-nin 
Shah, the late hiiich of F.^iypt, upon his firlt arrival in 
that country, had feized ilogavatli.o'udin Faraho'ddin 
Omar, of the ]>.oufe of Avub, and fent him prifoner to Al 
Shawhee ; but that prinee was no fooner difpr-tched th.\n 
he was fet at liberty. Al Shawbec and Ai Carac were 
then likewile r< ihored to their proper mafter. The Turkiih 
mamluks confiderinp; it as a reproach to them to be 
ruled by * woman, plaeed Al Malec Al Moe/z 'Azzod*diu 
Aybec AI Turkomani AI Jnflienkir, their principal emir, 
upon the throne of Egypt, towards the clofe of the Former 
Rabi, in the prefent ye:ir. However, fome time after re- 
penting of what they had done, ar.d l>ein^ uefirous of hav- 
ing a fuitun of the family of A.ub, diey de-ukd Ai Malee

^1 Moezz 'Azzo'dtliii Aybec, and confciicJ the foltanat 
Upon^Al M^lec Al AOiraf Mufa Ebn Al Nafer Yufcf E'orx 
'Mas'ud Ebn Al Malec Al Camel, inaugurating him in 
form, on the 5th of the Former Jornada, The khalif Al 
Mofta'fem having confirmed their eledlion of him, they 
appointed 'Azzo'ddtn A^c his tutorj^^ or at^bek^ which 
pod, notwithftanding his late depoHtton, transferred to 
.that prince the abfolute fovcreignty of Egypt. As Al Mai 
lec Al Afhraf Mufa was only fix years old, 'Azzo'ddln Aj» 
^ bee exercifed the fupreme power, without any fear of a 
competitor ; married Omm Khaled, to infure to himfell 
the continuation of that power ; afligncd the government" 
of Alexandria to t^ares Aktat, one of his favourite emirs ; 
and ratified the treaty that Al Malec Al Moadhdhem Tu^ 
ran Shah had concluded with the king of France, upon 
that monarch'^ ceffioii of Dimiy at, which was occupied by 
the Egyptian troops the 8th of Safar, and his p: ynienc of 
one million of dinars. King Lewis, having refidea :\ little 
while at 'Acca, repaired the city of Cjefarc;a, and left fom^ 
of hi§ people as a colony in that place, returned home. Ehil 
Shohnah remarks, that he has been celebrated by a Mof- 
lem poet, named Jcmalo'ddiii or Jamalo'ddin Ebn Ma- 
truh i feveral of whofe verfes, written in praifc of this 
Chriftian monarch, have been handed down to us by th^ 
author. Lewis's brother, according to Al Makin, remained 
in a llatc of confinement with him, wliilft he was impri- 
foned in Fakliro'dilin Ebn Lokman's hoiifc. The fame 
hiflorian adds, that, in the battle fought on the banks of 
tlie Alluinun, the Egyptians killed above ten thoiifand of 
the Franks upon the fpot, ,and took n murh f^rcaccr num- 
ber prlfoncrs j that the latter were fur the molt part de^ 
ftroyed, tlirce hundred of them being butchered, and 
thrown every night, during; a certain term, into the Nile, 
and others put to diirerent kinds of death that Diniiyat 
Was entirely demolifhed, left the Franks HiouJd in fame 
future period again poHefs thernfelvcs of it ; and that the 
Moflems built another Iom n near it, which they deno- 
minated Al ManHua, tIioiud\ it was called in Abu*lfeda's 
days Diniiyat, and Itili retains that name. Omm Khaled, 
or Shajr Al Dor, endeavouring to exclude hcT huftand 
'AzzoMdin A\bt.c from a f!)are in the adminilLiaUoii, he 
formed a defign to dcilroy her, and take aiio'Jier wife. 
Of which defign being apprized, flie rcfolvcd to counter- 
act him ) and accordingly hired fome of the younger 
mamluks to aflalUnate him. Tliis fervice they accofdhigty 
peiformed with knives, as he was wafhing his head in "a 
.Mtiie His fate fo iucenfcd the Turkilh or tnamluk. emrra 

''that. 
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that they killed her, and caft herhody into a ditch, where 
it was devoured by dogs. Whilil Egypt was thus haraffed 
l>y civil dincnfions, Al^Malec Al Nafer Salah'addin Yufef 
Yhw Al Malec Al Aziz, the faheb of Aleppo, marched 
with a body of hnrfe to Damafcus, which opened its gates 
to him, at 111 . approach. That city he entered the 8th of 
the Latter Rabi, and made it the royal feat of his king- 
dom. Being invited by fome of the mamluks to Egypt, he 
marc licd with a powerful army towards the frontiers of that 
region, after he had confined Al Nalcr Dawd in chains at 
Hems. He was aitcnded in tlus expedition by ten princes 
of the houfe of Ayub, as wcU as feveral other perfons of 
the firft diflin6lion, and penetrated into Egypt, about the 
miiidle of Ramadan- Having; advanced to Al Cara', near 
Al Kaflibi, in the fands, he aL:ackcd die Egyptian forces 
poftcd there, routed them, and drove tl\eni cut of the 
field. Many of the fugitives fled with the utmoll precipi- 
tation to A I Kahirah and Mefr ; nay, fome of them, more 
terrified than the reft, continued their flight even as far as 
Al Sa'id. But Al Malec Al Nafer was foon after deferted 
l>y a vety conriderable number of his emirs; who went ovey ' 
,to Al Moezz 'Azzo*ddln Aybec Al Turkomani^ and prerailr 
ed upon him to venture a fecond battle with that prince* 
Heaccordinglyre-aflembledhis fcatteredtroops, and agutt 
engaeed Al Malec^ whom he totally defeated in the nogh^ 
bourhood of Gaza. Al ^oezz, oeing returned to tbe 
palace, was informed, that Al Emir SaifoMdtfi Al Kayni»« 
xiy then a prifoner in the caftle, had caufed Al Maiec j(U 
Nafer to be publicly prayed for, on a Friday, in Kal'at Al 
Jehal; and that feveral perf&ns of dilUn^ion^ confine4 
with him, had been privy to this ftep, which incen(^ 
ed Al Moezz to fuch a degree, that he ordeced tn^o cl 
diem, namely Nafero'ddin Ifroaei Tagmtir, one of the mi« 
.nifters of Al Malec Al Saleh Ifmael, and Amin Al Dawla 
Al Samari, his wazir, to be hung up before the gates C|f 
Kal'at Al Jabal, or the Cajilc of the Mountain^ for being 
concerned in advifin^ the khotba. He alfo intended, aftc;r 
his triumphant entry mto Al Kahirah,.that the fame punifh- 
mcnt fhould have been infli£led upon the ringleader Sai- 
fp'ddin Al Kaymari ; but c)ianging his refolutlon, he 
^ug^t fit to refpitehim, and fent him into Syria. Ip 
the courfe of the fame year, Bedro'ddin Lulu reduced ^ 
his pbcdiencc the ifland of Ebn Omar ; Al Malec Al Ma- 
s'ud Ebn Al Malec Al Moadhdhem, of the houfe of Zenki, 
the fahcb thereof, being thrown into tlie Tigris, and' 
drowned, by an ofHcer who was condudin^ him in a fmall 
ve^d to Al Mawfel. This cruel aaioiris Taid to have

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been jpdfpetir^ted by Bedro'ddtn Lulu's prder ; tbough it 

W^s pretended, that thd unfortunate prince caft himfelf ' . 

into the riyer, in the night, when the people that efcorted 

him were afleep. About the clofe of this year, Munaca 

orMangu Khan, at a general meeting of the (lates o£ 

Moguleil^n, was eleded, by the influence of Batu^ emt* 

peror of the Moguls ^. 

In the (550th year of the Hejra, a great difpute arofe be- 
t^^een the Sonnites or Traditionifts, and the Shiites ot 
the followers of Ali, at Bae^it^^^i, which occanoned a tu-« 
mult and commotion in tliat capital. Abu Beer, the kha^ 
lif's fon, prote^led the Sonnites ; and Mowayyado'd- 
din, that prince's wazir, was clofely connefted with the 
Shiites. Abu Beer, not being able to bear any longer the 
frequent feditions excited by the Shiites, went one day * 
with an armed force to feize the chiefs of that fccft, ancl 
filled all the prifons with them. This a<fl:ion fo dnpleafed 
Mowayyado'ddin, that he refoh'cd to revenge thofe per- 
fons, whom he took to be unjullly perfecuted, and at the 
fame time formed the cruel defign of deilroying the houfe 
of Ai Abbas the members of which he looked upon as 
the authors of, or at leail as accelTary to, this perfecu-* 
tion *. 

In the 651ft year of the Hejra, which began March 3, thprintU 
1253, HuUicu, brother of the emperor of the Moguls, inov- ^^^"^-^ 
cd with a moft formidable army from the ncigiibourhood f/,fjg^ 
of Karakorom towards the weilern provinces. At Erft he 6511 
Intended to pufh his conquefts towards the weft and the 
north, and to attack Thrace, Ruflia, and Poland ; but 
was diverted from this refolution, and perfuaded to 
Jay fiege to the city of Baghdad, by the famous Oriental 
mathematician NafliroMdin, who had quitted the khalirs 
Court in dt^ft, gone over to the Tartar, and aflured ^Mm* 
Aat this pnnce^s capital was incapable of making inj de-; 
fence. £bn ShohnaH relates, that, in .th^ courfe oi this 
year, a luminous appearance in the air, extremdr. bright 
and refplendent by night, emitting a fmoke in. tne day, 
Jb)r a confiderable fpace of time, greatly terrified me

tranfar- l^cu H Ivhan encamped with his numerous forces in die 
i4/ausoJ the pLriis 01 LS^nruirk^iiul, aiul icinui::'.'d in that pofition forty 
jr«r^53i davs; duriii;:; vvhiLn term his brother Soniai Ogvil depart- 
ed ihiu life -y and he received advice of another brother's 
death, that happened in the diftridi of Balador. TKelc 
melanclioly accidents greatly afflifted him. Al Erair Ar- 
gun and many of the ^andees of Khqrafan> who, not* 
<withftandifig the feterit]^ of the feafon had paired the Ji« 
h^Hi foon after joined him. As the winter was extremely 
coldj and the ground in thofe parts covered with ihow 
till the follcfwing fprin^, he found ^imfelf obliged to con- 
tinue in a ftate of ina^ion for feveral months. However, 
lie brdered fome of his generals, with the forces under 
iheiif command, to advance aeainil Rocno'ddin Ehuz- 
Shah Ebn 'Alio'ddin, prince of me Ifmaelians or AflafEns, 
who had ahetily demoliihed five of his caftles, which 
did not think citpahle of fuftaining a iiege, as foon as the 
feafon would permif. Neverthdefs the reduction of alL 
the fortreiTe^ occupied by thele murderers was not entirely 
^^^^ effefled in olie campaign. 
jtBr isi* .^^^^^ year,bcn g the 654th of the Hejra, Cayd Buka, Al 
Bawarji, one of Hulacu's generals, having taken the caftle 
of Shahedtz, and three others, from Rocno'ddm Khdz 
Shah, prince of the Ifmaeliatis, juftly termed Al Moli* 
heda, that is, The Impiousy on account of their enormous, 
crimes, Hulacu himfelf advanced to Kafran, in order ta 
begin the operations of the campaign. From thence he 
marched to 'AbSfabSd or'Abbafabad ; where he received 
a boy, fevCn or eight years old, difpatclieJ to liira by Roo* 
noMdin, feemingly to intimate his fubmifrum, whom thitt 
prince gave out to be his fon. Hulacu treated the child with 
marks of affedion and honour, though he did believe 
to be RocnoMdin's fon, and then ordered him to return 
to his pretended fi^lu r. }\ ornoMdm afterwards, fent his 
brother bhiran Shaii, with a train of three hundred at*

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tendants, to tlie Mogul camp. Hulacu, upon their arrival, 
commanded the men that attended Shiran Shah to be 
conduced under an efcort to Jemalabad, in the territory 
of Kazwin ; but difmiHed Shiran Shah himfelf, ordering 
him to acquaint his brother, that if he did not in perfon 
pay him homage, in five days time, he would immediately 
attack him. In confcquence of this intimation, Rocno'ddin 
difpatclicd an ambafTador to Hulacu, to inform him, that 
. his own troops would not fuiFer him to leave them at that 
time; but that, when a proper opportunity offered, he 
would moll certainly wait upon him. Hulacu, finding 
that he fought ojily to gain time, moved from Blfhcain 
to a fpot of eround oppolite to Al Aiaimum Dara, and 
there encamped, lie alfo o^ave private orders, that the 
three hundred Al Molahcda at Jamalabad (hould be put 
to death ; whence it came to pafs, that the inhabitants of 
Kazwin faid by way of proverb, when any perfon was ex- 
ecuted, or killed, " He was fent to J amalabSd." When Roc- 
no^ddin perceived that Hulacu II Khan a£l:uallv approach- 
ed \am% he aflured him by another ambafiaaor, that he 
would ,not iail to make hb fubmiflioa to him in perfon, 
either that or the following day. The moft refolute, how- 
erer, of the Al Molaheda, or Ifmaelians, who a^d 
under him, would not permit him to retire to the Mo?uls» 
as he intended to do } of which drcumftance Hullcil 
being apprized, he commanded him to endeavour firft to 
pacify them by fair words, and to leave them even .in dif- 
guife, if no other method could render his efcape prafti* 
cable. In the mean time, the Mogul general inveiled the 
fortrefs wherein Rocno'ddin was 0>ut up, with his troops^ 
and planted his military machines round it in fuch a man- 
ner as plainly indicated an intention of carrying it by 
dorm. The fiege of the place being formed, the Ifmae- 
liana iallied out vigoroufly upon the Moguls ; an opportu- 
nity which enabled Rocno'ddin Khuz Sh^, who probably 
headed them in this aftion, to go over, with his family 
and friends, to Hulacu, and acknowlegc himfelf one of the 
vaflals of 4he grand khan. At their nrft interview, IRoc^' 
no'ddin expp^ed the moft unfeigned forrow and concern 
for the enormous crimes he had been guilty of, and met 
widi a very favourable reception from Hulacu ; which • 
being obferved by the Ifmaelian garrifon of the aforefaid 
fortrefs, they furrendered it to the Moguls, in hopes of . 
being treated after the fame manner. Hulacti's detach- 
ments likcwife pofTefied themfclves of all the otlicr places 

of ilicDgtl^in tlucpart of the JKoiaeliaa terrUoiies^ with- 

X ) * cut 
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out fuftaining any confidcrable lofs. Having demoliiTied 
all the caities and fortrcfTes that had beeif occupied by hia 
troops, Iluiacu lummoncd the commandant of Al Mut, 
who ieenicd determined to defend that ftrong hold to the 
laft drop of blood ; but upon the approach of Balgai 
• Ogul, with a large body of Moguls, he thought fit to de- 
liver it into his hands, towards the ckue of DhurkaaJa^ 
of the prefent year. This and the other iortrciics of Kehe- 
ftan, «iiiiounting to above fifty in number, which the 
Moguls had reduced, SLaniiu Jdhi, the governor of Ka- 
heilan, with a detachment of the Ifmaelian troops, at 
Hulacu's command, laid level with the ground. Never- 
thclcls Cazdhacuh and Camftitr held out till the year 656* 
The Moguls granted the nobles of Deylam a peace, upoa 
* condition that alt their caftles and fo^trefles fhould be 

demolifhcd j after thefe exploka Hijlaci^ put his men iotxK 
winter-quarters in the territory of Hamawiy aiut cmietcd 
Rocno'ddln) with his family, to be CQndttdled toKsavlo*.

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Al'Mllec A! Man fir Nuro'ddin AH, then only fifteen 
years old, who fucceeded his frvtlier, Al Moezz, was pro- 
c'aijiicd iaheb, or foltan of Egypt, in the year 6^5, and 
<lepoicd in 657. This year, according to Ebii Shohiiah, a 
£fe broke out in the haram or great temple, at Medi- 
na, through the negligence of the attendants ; which for 
iome time raged with great violence, and con fumed the 
?oof, together with feveral of the pulpits, before it waj 
poilible to extinguifii the fiarnes. As this difa{ler hap- 
pened in the hisrht, the blaze occafioned by it was feen at! 
a great dillanee from the place ; which Ih uck the Arab 
Modems with terror, they iina^jiiilng fonie fignul cala- 
mity to Illamifm was portended by lo dreadful and uncx- 
yccled an event. 

In the courfe of the fame year Hulacu fent Rocno'ddin '^^^^J^''* 
Khuz bhaii, prince of the Ifmaelians or Aflafhns, at his I^l^f/^'J.^^ 
own requeil, to Kar.ikorom, wluther he propofed to g6 oflfmat- 
in order to pay homaL^e to MunCaca Kaan, emperor of the iiant* 
Moguls; t)ut he no iooner arrived at the city of Bokhara, y ■ 
with nine of his hihjecls, an i the anibafiadors difpatched 
by Huiucu to Muncaca Kaan, who in his journey attended 
him, than he quarrelled with the latter, and gave them 
very opprobrious language, which fo incenfed them, that 
they placed his €ondu6l to the grand khin in a very bad 
lights UpoKi bU anrival, therefore, at KarSkorotht hit 
«as refdfed an audience by Muncaca Kldn, who 
marided kirn to Tbtom home, to demolifh the caftleb of 
GsBdhacuh and* Camfhtr^ which were ftill garrifoned'by 
hin troops, and t6 vifit a fecond time the Mogul court; 
Upon his compliatnce with this command^ he was pxb- 
mifed a more favowrablo meption. In purfuance of 'th^ 
ordor he had' received; Rocno'ddin- fet out fot fCazwin $ 
liQt was put to deaths togetlunr vi^th the Ifmaelkns that 
-SMBcompanted him, upon- the ioad. Kar^kay Al Tahdic- 
tMi, a Mogul general, feitt by HtilScu for that purpofe to 
Mevpin, alio cut off his fons, daughters, brothers, fiilers^ 
md, ita ihort^ his whole family. All the Tfmaelianibrces^ 
and p'artiGubrly a body of twelve thoufand of them, drawn 
up as it were to be reviewed before Awtc{tbana Nowayny 
another of the prthcipai Mogul officers, were Ifltewife put 
to the fword* In a word, this impious nation of def|pe«' 
Mttt fiwatics wtis wfaoily extirpated *•

ifcw jfflr. I^^^i ^^"^^ ^el^^ Haccar, and Sharfo'ddin Mo- 

hammed Ebn Al Sheikh 'Adi, of the territory of Al Maw^ 
fcl, tuo commanders of the Curds, in his fervice; but 
thefe being both cut off after the firft of them hadj on 
Palm-Sunday^ burnt the monafteqr of Mfidhlk, or Dair 
Marik, in his retreat towards Amect in Mefopocania^ 
'Azzo'ddtn appointed AllBahEder to prefide over the peo- 
ple of Malatiya in the room of Ebn Bdas, to whom he 
iiad before affigned the government of that citjr. Ali Ba^ 
hader had not been long at Malatiya before he was dnvcn 
from thence by .B^y^ju Nowayn, oiie of the generals of 
the Moguls \ but that commander having afterwards re- 
ceived a fum of money from the citizens of Malativa, 
and pajQ*ed the frontiers of the Belad Al Rum, on nts 
route to the borders of Irak, AH Bahader refcumedy and 
kid (iege to Malatiya, the inhabitants^ for fear of Ba- 
yeju Nowayn, refufing to admit him and his Turkmior 
troops into the town. Having at laft, in a manner (larv- 
ed them to furrender^ the weavers, and others of the 
lower fort of people, opened a gate in the night, by which 
Ali, and the Turkmans under his coodud^, entered the 
place. He then caufed a proclamation to be made, that 
tlie citizens, both Chriftians and Mohammedans, might 
agaiii apply themfelves to their refpedive callings and pro« 
feffions, as he would take them ail under his prote£\ion. 
Next morning, however, he imprifoned Fakliro'ddin Ay- 
yaz, fdran Rocno*ddin*s governor, and put to death Sha- 
Jaabo*ddin Al ' Ared, after he had caufed him to be led on 
a mean horfe, by way of dcrifion, through all the moft> 
public {Ireets of the city. Al Mo'ayyen Ai Aycan Bafhafi 
had by his order his neck tied to thafof a dog, and wa«i 
con drained to walk in that attitude through the mod noted 
pnrt ; i)f the town ; after which proccihon the executioner 
ilruck ofF his head. A iimilar puniihrnent he inflidVed 
upon three emirs, the funs of Al Emir Sha]i;il)oMdin Avfu, 
the Ctird, and fonie few others of the leading nicn who 
had the mod vigoroufly oppofcd him. The famine occa- 
iioned by the fiege was mofl dreadful, and fuch as was 
perhaps never before known in that part of the world. 
During the time ©f this terrible calamity, as an intimate 
friend afTurcd Abu'l-Faraj, a company of women at Ba'b- 
dun, a village in the diftrict of Jubas, one of the depen- 
dencies 
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Scsicie8 of Malativa^ fed upon the fieih of a corpfe ; and 
another woman having baked her own child, and her 
neighbours being upon the point of pulling her to pieces 
for fo execrable an adiion, <he fwore that fhe had not 

^ killed him, but only baked him after he was dead, ima- 
gining him then tio be much &tter food for .her than lor 
worms ^. 

Hulacu had for fome time pad refolved to befiegc the fjuldcu 
city of Baghdad ; but he had endeavoured, with all the art moTjes from 
a great captain is mafter of, to conceal the point he had tiamaddm 
in view. He had, by marches and counter-marches, and 
otlier military feints, rendered it extremely dilHcult, if not 
impollible, to judge on what fide the ilorm, with which 
he had long threatened fome of the neighbouring powers, 
-would fall. Whilft his forces were employed in reducing 
the caillcs occupied by the Ifm.ielians, he fent an ambaf- 
fador to Al MoftaTem at Baghdad, to defire his ::lEliance 
againft tlwlc murderers j which the Ichaiif, not aware of 
the fnare the crafty Tartar liiicnclLd to lay for iaii^ by this 
den^. nul, fccmed inclinable to grant ; but tlic moil faithful 
of his miniflers, who plainly perceived the pernicious ten- 
dency of Hulacu*s requeft, would by no means give their 
<ronfent to his compliance with his dcmajwL They repre- 
fented to Al Mofta'fem, that the Mogul general iUd not 
ftand in need of hU aiHftance, but only anted to ^rain 
the city qf Baghdad of its troops, that , it mieht the more 
oHly fall a prey t{> Kxvc^ After Hulked had difpoflefled 
the ifmae1ian$ oftheur fortreiTes, .he talked to the kha]af^ 
by the mouth of another ambaAador^ in a loftier ftxain. 
He even upbraided him with liot contributing to the ex* . 
tirpation of the AiTafnnS} who were nov become a com- 
mon pefl. As for Mowayyado'ddtn^ the wazuT) having pe- 
netrated Hulagu's real deHgn, .by means of fome emiflaries 
he had In ,the Tartar camp, he refolved to avail himfelf of 
the prefent opportunity to ruin without refource his ma^ 
ter andhk whole family, and completely to revenge the out- 
lages fuiTered by the fe£l he had always favoured. With 
tkis view he advifed Al MQfta'fem forthwith to difband his 
tioops> as they were altogether ufelcfs at a time when he 
was feared by all the Icings and pri uvsprofeffinglflamifm. 
He added, that with regard to the Tartars, nothing was 
id be apprehended from them, they feeming, by all their 
motions, determjned to turn their arms towards the north, 
mrhich would be more advantageous to them than any

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fputhem expedition. The khalif, who loved monejj 
lilened to the advice with pleafure, and indead of aug« 
mcnting the troops he had on foot, amounting to feventy 
thoufand men, IiC iflued an order for a reform, laid afide 
all thoughts of making the proper difpoiitions for his de* 
fence, and entirely abandoned himfelf to thofe pleafures ' 
to which he was fo much attached. In the meafl time the 
wazir, with whom the khalif had trufted the abfolute go- 
vernment of his eftates, that his treafon might be crowned 
with fuccefs, difperfed all the beft officers of tlie forces in 
places remote from Baghdad, and difpatched an exprefs 
to Hulacu, to inform him of the facility with which he 
might make himfelf mafler of the capital, and the khalif's 
pcrfon, if he would immediately march his army that way. 
Upon this advice the Tartar left the neighbourhood of 
Hamadan in the month of Shawal, without imparting to 
any perfon tlie route he intended to take, and broke all at 
once unexpc6ledly into the Babylonian Irak, the province 
ill which Baghdad flood. On the arrival of this melan- 
choly news, the principal lords of the court repaired di- 
redlly to the khahf, and bid before him, in the moft lively 
colours, the necefTity he was then under of quitting his 
debaucheries, and thinking ferioufly of his affairs : but the 
Iwazlr rendered incfFe£lual all their laudable endeavours, 
^by Hill amufing that prince, to his defl:ru61:ion, and telling 
him, that he ran no manner of rillc from the Tartars and 
Moguls and that, if they fhould enter the city, the very 
women and children alone would be able to knock them 
on the head with flones from the terraces of their houfes. 
Being confulted, however, by the nobility, at this critical 
jun^^ure, he faid that Hulacu would not be fatisfied with 
any thing lefs than all their treafures, jewels, fumptuous 
garments, (laves, mules, camels, and, in fhort, every ttnng 
valuable belonging to them ; by which they plainly peiw 
ceived, that he had procured from Hulacu good temisfer 
himfelf, by betraying his fovereign and fellow-fubjeds to 
the Tartars. Neverthelefs, the khalif ftill, in fome me^- 
fure, {iftened to him, and fent feveral prefehts to theMo- 
gul general, as an intimation that he was willing to come 
to an- accommodation with* him ; but thefe not bein^ d 
fufiicient value, HMcu returned them with indignauoii 
and infilled that either the wazJr, the dowaid^, or Sdi« 
mln Shih, (hould be inftandy difpatched to his casip. ' 
None of them, however, though commanded by the Ih*. 
lifi would ftfr out of the town, \o rfiat Al ModaTem found 

jbimfelf gb%efl to leiid £biv Al Jaw».and £b& Mah4o'd<i 
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din, as his plenipotentiaries, to IIQ-acu, who were In- 
capable of executing the commiflicn with which they ^ 
were charged. All hopes of pcdcc ihus vanilhing, Hu-* 
lacu detached a ftrong body of his troops, una r he 
orders of Bayeju Nowayn and Sunjak Nowayn, to move 
through Arbel towards Baghdad, whilft he hincifcU", with^ ' 
{tit bulk of his army,^ advanced by the way of Hoi wan to ' 
the gates of that capital. " The khalif,. who had been fo 
Idn^ impofed upon by the ^azlr, bcpn now to be fenfible 
of the iatid miftakc \st hsul Veen guilty of in lidcning tq 
tke permcious counfel ol tKa^ wicked minifter, and having 
received advict' liat Bayeju Nowayn had already vaiTc4 
tlie Tigris,' and was cncam|ped on the weilern bank Si that 
river, he commaiided the dpwaidirj with aU the fo|ces 
that could be aiTembled, to obferye l&e motipns of the Mo- 
cols, Whilft things were in this fituatjpi), Ayl^c Al Ha? 
kbf, one of the I^halif's emirsj was taken W onj? qt^ thct cni^* 
mies parties, and carried to Hulacu, whofpared his life on 
condition th^at he ihould give him a true account of the 
ftate of aflfairs ip.Baghdail. Having condufled the Mogid 
army to, the walls of thk city, he wrote to his friends, 
telling. theni, that as they were utterly unable to refi^ 
t&e migW power of Hulacu, hp could not forbeac en- a 
treating therh to furrender to his. ^ariAs* They anfwere^ ' 
the emir*s letter in the, following, terms : Who is H&r 
I&cUy and wh^t is his power^ that he fliould prefume to 
make war upon the houfe of Al Abbas ? Thcifr eippir^ ia 
derived from God alone, and therefore no j>ijnpe can 
nieet with fiiccefs who endeavour.$ to overturn ft» tf Hus* 
lacu had been a friend to peace, he would never have^enr 
tered and ravaged the khalif 's territories. Ncverthelefs, if 
he fhould now be defirous of it, let hini return to Hama- 
dan, and we will intercede with the dowaidar to prevail 
upon the commander of the faithful to forgive tlie enor- 
mous crime he }ias committed." Whieh aafvver being 
ihewn by AlEmirAybec toHOlacu, that eonqueror laughed. , ' 
at tl^eir wcaknefs and fimpheity ; knowing that the. dif- 
pute between him and Al Mofl'afem, who hud been re- 
duced almofl; to the lafl extremity by tlie infulehty of his 
W^zlr, wouhl be brought to a fpeedy deeifiou by the.fword^

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«H from thence to a ipot of ground oppofite to Bayeju 
Kowayn's camp. Ham^ received afterwards advice that 
a body of the Tartars^ under die command of Sunjak 
Nowayn^ was arrived at Al Anbar, be led bis forces 
ajKiinft them, attacked themi and put them to flight , but 
£ayeju Nowayn comins up with his men^ forced the fu^« 
^ves to return to the «£arge ; and^ after an obilinate and 
bloody engagement, "by dint ol" numbers, ^avc the khaliPs 
army a total defeat. Moft of the Modems were killed in 
the a£i:ion and the purfuit, a few of them only efcaping 
with the dowaidar to Baghdad. Thefe circumiUnces we 
learn from Abu'l-Faraj : but of the preceding operations 
the following particulars have been handed down to us by 
Khondemir, tnc Perfian hiftorian. Hulacu having detach- 
ed from his army Sujujak and Mangu, with a coniiderable 
corps, who had travcrfed the dcfcrt, in order to approacb 
nearer the city of Baghdad, the khalif fent two of his ge- 
neral officers, named Fatho'ddin and Mojiaho*ddin, with 
a body of ten thoufand men," to reconnoitre the Moguls. 
Thofe generals found the enemy encamped along an arm 
of the Dijlat, or the Tigris, and Immediately gave them 
battle. *r'hc two armies engaged near that river a v. holc 
4:-?v, without any apparent advantage on eiiher lide : but 
the Moguls having cut through one ot the moun(!s of the 
Euphrates, near the tpot on which the Mof^em troops 
were pofted, the following night, they were all either 
drowned by an inundation of that river, or put to the 
fword by the Tartars^ Mojiaho'ddni only with great diffi- 
culty making his efcape to Baghdad. The khnlif hcing 
informed of his arrival, and knowing nothing of the de- 
feat of his army, cried out three times, " God be praifed, 
Moiiaho'ddin is in good health 

The 656th year of the Hcjra, commencing January 8, 
1 258, has been rendered niemorahle io all fuccceding ages 
by the great revolution that happened at Baghdad : a rc- 
volurion, which, however, was brouplit about not lo much 
by the power oi a foreign enemy, tliough extremely for- 
midable, as by the wicked intrigues of a domcllic foe, 
Whilft the khali f's troops were ru^ancing to meet the 
Tartars who had taken their rouic towards Baghdad 
through the defert, Hulacu himfelf arrived with liia nu- 
merous forces by the way of Hoi wan before the gates of 
chat city* About the middle of Al Moharram, having

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lieen joined by all his detachments, he invefted the place; 
the inhabitants, of all ranks and denominations, at that 
time thinking of nothing lefs than a fiege. As for tiie khalif 
himfelf, he ftill continued in his debaucheries ; and had fo 
little knowlege of his affairs, that he was fcarce fenfible of 
the enemies being before the walls when bis capital had 
been near t^vo months bcfieged. The Perfians, in order to 
eyprefs thr prcfcnt llate of Baghdad, and the fecurity in 
which its citizens novr lived, fay, The oven was heated 
every night and morning as ufual." Hvilacu having ere6led 
a fiba, or wall, and flrengthened it with a deep 

trench on the eaftern fide of the city, as Buka Timur, 
Sunjak Nowayn, and Bfiyejii Nowayn, had done on the 
weftern, and thereby formed a complete line of contraval- 
lation, the Moguls planted their fhe-pau and ho-pau, or 
ftone-engincs and iire-engines, as well as all^ their otlier 
military machines, in a proper manner, round the place, 
and began to play with them upon the walls the 22d of 
Moharram, on which day the fiege commenced. The 
khalif hereupon, however ignorant he might be of the de- 
plorable fituation he was in, by the advice of his principal 
courtiers, fenl the prefect of his dlwan and Lhn Darnus, 
With fome prefents to Hulacu, to make his fLibiiviiTion to 
him : but as thefe prefents were of little value, Al Mof- 
ta'fem imagining that richer would have been interpreted 
as a fign of fear, they met with but a cold reception ; Hu- 
lacu demanding, in an authoritative tone, why the do- 
waidir and Solim^n Shah had not been ordered to attend 
him ? In the mean time> Hfilacu carried on his attack» 
againft that part of the town where the tower Al ' Ajemi, 
or the Feriian tower, flood *, B^ika TSmur profecuted his 
on the weftern fidei near the herb-garden \ aud Sfinjak 
Nomrayn, fuftained by Bayeju Nowayn, made his ap- 
proaches againil the quarter occupied by the hofpital Al 
'Adadt. The prefe^ or £^b of the diwan and £bn Dar- 
nus being 'returned, with an account of the indifferent 
treatment they had received from Hulacu, the khalif di^ 
patched iSbt Wazir Al ' Alkami himfelf, accompanied by his 
two fons, ,and fevera! of his friends, to the Mogul camp.. 
The Tartar general told him, that when he was at Hama- 
dan he would have been fatlsfied with the attendance of 
either the wazir, the dowaidnr, or SoUman Shah; but 
that now, when thinn^s wore quite a different afpedi, he 
expected that ail thofe three m}niflcrs iliould wait upon 
Jiim. The Moguls having rendered it impodible for any 
of the people and ^rrifon of Baghdad to efcape by means 
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of the Tigris, and made themfcives mafcers of the walffi 
that capi' il, wim all the riches in it, w/as in the mod im- 
minent danger of fallii:g Into their hands. Every thing 
being rea-.^y for ftorming the place, Hulucn caufcd it to be 
Cgnilied to the khalif's fiihje<5ls by an Arabic infcription 
cut on fomc of iii& arche/s arrows, and Ihot into the 
town, " that the nobles, the dckcndents of Aii, the 
learned men, and in fhort all who iliould not be found 
in arn-.s when Jie entered the place, ihould he fafc, to* 
geihcr with their famiiicvS and cffe^ls." The dowaidar 
and iSo!in.an Sh h, with a large retinue of the granilcc^, 
in obedience to his commands, th^n appeared bciorc himj 
but he permitted the !:halif himfclf either to ilay in the im- 
perial pj.luce, or rtliie to the T.iiiar camp *. 
and takes The waxir Al 'Alkami ha- ^ng been cDiiuuclcd o^i hurfe- 
\U' bnek to Kv; .icu*s, or II Khim's teii^, that prince received 

hiiii ill a VL/y graciOUS maimer, and let both him .::iJ h'u 
fons at liberty, but made the rcil of his atLendanis pri- 
foners. As for the dowaidar, he returned into the city; 
but the next day, endeavouring to cfcape out of it, wa8 
ilain. In fine, Baghdad being now in a defencelefs ftate, 
as the Moguls had poffeffed themfclves of the walls, Huli- 
cu, the 4m of Safar, gave a general alTault, and almo& 
without oppofition, entered it with his vi£l:orious troops ^ 
yjt/Mrffff The common p^^eple of Baghdad having before xnada 
^hr, , Aeir fubmiffion to Huiacu, and fent Sharfo^ddin Al Ma- 
Uh'ubar^ f Sghi and ShahfiWddln Al Zencani to teftify their attach- 
baroujlj ' khalif found himfeif deferted bf all hb 

fut f fubjedls^ and confequently was obliged to aik Hulacu's 
iieath bythi leare to wait upon him. This being granted^ ho left hit 
Mcgvi palace % but was flopped, for fome time, with his familyy 
g€ntrai. j^^, Hiilacu*s order, at the gate of CalwSd. But the Mogul 

Seneral going ioon after to view the imperial* palace^ JU 
fofta'fem appeared in his prefence, with the. fewel^ 
unions^ and other pearls, of almoft inefUmable'value, in 
dHhes, that had been coUe^ed by his anceftora, during a 
long courfe of years ; all which, without rdferve, Hulaca 
eaufed to be diflributed amongft the principal offioecaof hi* 
troop^. At night, that conqueror returned to his tent % 
when all the women, belonging both to the khalif and hii 
ioDSf about feven hundred In number, together with thrcfif

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Iiundred eunuchs that waited upon them, were brought 
before him. The khaHf Al Mofta'fem Bi'llah. beinir thus 
fallen into the hand<; of the I'artars, Hulaeu was, for fome 
time, at a lots how to diipolc of him ; but at lafl it was re- 
folved, that he ihould he fewed up in a leathern bag, and 
dragged through all the ftreets of the city; wliicit fentence 
being put in execution, he quickly expired. Other writers, 
however, inform us, that both he and his fons were trode 
to death by tlie army of the Moguls. Abu'l-Faraj only re- 
lates, that after Hulaeu had given up Ba-hdad to his troops 
to be plundered feven days, he departed from thence, the ' 
14th of Safar, and put to dcaili lii IJi.ilif Al Moila'fem, 
together with his middle iun, aiul ijx eunuchs, by night, 
in the firft ftation from his capital. J lis eldell fon, and 
many of hib frieiids, Iiad been killed before at the gate of 
Calwad ; whicii, according to Khondcmir, that ) j '-ng^ 
prince had valiantly defended. Such was the dcplorabit^ 
end of the laft khalif of the Moflems, and even of tlie 
khalifat itfelf ; which commenced immediately after Mo- 
hammed's demife in the perfoii of Abu Beer, and conti- 
mied in the houfe o£ Al Abbas about 523 years 

The khalif Al MoftaTem Bi'Ikh was forty-iix years ^/^^ 
old at die time of hisr deceafe, and had reigned near fix- rudtf. 
teen. He had no proper fuccefibr ; for Bibars, the fourth 
folt&n of the Tnrkifh mamlfiks in Egypt, acknowleged fbr . , 
khalif^ Moftanfer B'illah» who pretended to be a mem- 
ber of that houfe, three years after the fatal catailrophe 
above mentioned; but his authority was not recogmzed by 
diemoft confiderable part of theMoflem world* with re* 
gard to the khaKf Al MbftaYem, it may not be improper to 
xemaik, that sddiough he was a prince of but little fenfe, 
and ah^iedifif without condudl) he afie£led to difplay oit ' 
all occa&ns a higher degree of pomp and magnificence 
dian any of his predeceffors. As ne was extremely covet* 
oiis» he added immenfe riches to the treafures wnich his 
aaceftors had left him* His pridewas fo great, that the 
noft powerful Mohammedan princes could fcaree find ac* 
ceis to him. The author of the book intitled WafTaf re- 
lates, that this khalif had caufeda ftone to be placed at the 
thrcftiold of the dqor of his pal ice, which was as much re- 
fpeded by the A|6flems as the famous Black Stone of the 
temple ot Mecca. Over the door there was a piece of 
black velYet, which hung as low as a man could reach.

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Wheu the principal lords made their court to the khalif, 
they Hood without the palace, to which they rendered al- 
moll divine honours, by rubbing their eyes and forehead 
upon the velvet and the ftone» and kiiling them with pro* 
found humility. When this proud Moflem pontiff went 
out of hi^ palace, he generally wore either a malkora 
veil over his face^ to attra6t the greater refpe^ from the 
p eople^ whom he did not think worthy ot looking upon 
Aim. Notwidiftanding which, the ftreets were fo crouded» 
when he appeared in public, that they were too narrow to 
contain the multitude that flocked together to fee him} 
and the windows and balconies^ near the way he was to- 
pafs^ were let at an extravagant price. 
TjItTh^ HulacU) having committed the repairing of the city of 
tars reduce Baghdad and its fortifications to the late khaliPs prefeA 
Htila and ^r f aheb of the diwan,^ the wazir Al ' Alkami, andEbn Dar- 
W4ifeu fixis^ detached Buka Timur with a body of troops toHella^ 
to make himfelf mafter of that place. Buka, having exe- 
cuted Hulacu's orders with regard to Hella, marched from 
thence toWifet; which he entered with his detachment, 
ilaid there a week, and put a multitude of people to death. 
All Ebn Abd*al]ah Ebn Al Abbas, according to Ebn Shoh- 
. ' nah, is reported to have faid, By God the khalifat ihall^ 
continue in my family, till a conqueror iliall come from 
Khorafan by which expreffionj as that author infmu- 
ate55, he feems to have predicted Hulacu's conqueft of 
Baghdad. After the Tartars had taken that capital, they 
fet it on fire, and put a great Tmmber of its inhabitants to 
the fword. The treafures they found in it were im- 
nienle ; that ph\ce, when it was pillaged by the Moguls, 
being, if Khondeniir nray be credited, tlieiicheil aiidmofi

Origin of f I lURK IS a name known in all languages; fronr 
ehi Imkh JL which the Arabs formed the plural Atrak, that is^ 
Tio'ks. There are three traditions concerning the origin' 
of thefc people ; one ;::iven by themfelves, the othe? by 
tlie Perfians and Aral-xi, and the third by the Chinefe* 
The I'urkiJh hiltorians derive tnemielves from Tuikf 
whom they atlirm to he the fon of Yafis or Japhet. 
Jeeorelin^ According the Perfian hiilorians, the Turk<=; are Az* 
Uthifif fcendcd from i ur, third fon of Frayhdun, the feventh 
^^'^ king of Perfia •, or, according to others, fixtrh king of the 
fiyft race of kings called Piflidad, contemporary with Abra- 
ham. Frayhdun having divided his dominions among his 
three fons, Mafharek, or the Kaftern Countries, came to 
the ihare of Tur, \\ ]io buik ilie city of Turun, in Tur- 
Isl Iuiu, near tlic Caipian fea. Tur having joined his fe- 
cond brother Salin, ngainft his eldcll brother Ircje, and 
flain him by treachery, Manucher, Ireje's fon, killed liim; 
whereby, upon Frayhdun's de?.th, which happened looa 
after, i uran or Turkeftan fell under his dominion. 
f.xplo'tts of In the fiftieth year of Manucher or Maiiuier's reign^ 
^afmb, Afrafiab, fon of Pafhangh, king of Turkeflfin, rebelled in 
that country, under pretence of revenging Tur's death, 
from whom Re u-as defcended ; defeated Manucher, and 
ebliged him fo appoint the river Jihun or hstds the boon* 
dary.betwiit Periia and TurieftaiK Nauder fucceeding 
tub ^tlier Manucher, Afrafis^ mTaded^him witli four km* 
dired thou£md men, and purfued hoftilities, till he ha<E 
takeaand put him to death \ fubduing all Perfia, which^ 
vitli Turkeftan^ became fiibjeA to his father Pafliangh. 

But 
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• But the cruelties of Afrafiab foon obliged the Perfians Hi com- 
to throw off the Turkifh yoke $ and he quitted Perfia, after TW-j Fir- 
he had beenpoflefled of it twelve years. In the reign of ^ 
Kaykobad, the eleventh king of FerCa, Afirafiab invaded 
that kingdom again, but wa9 defeated by Roftami the 
motts Perfian champion -who, in the reifn of Kaykaws, 
the twelfth king, contemporary, widi Sdomon, routed 
him a fecond time, purfued him as far as Turan^ die ca^ 
Mtal of Turkeftan, and plundered it of great treafures< 
KaykhofraW) the thirteenth king of Perfia, fent an army 
of thirty thoufand men to invade TurkefUn, but they were 
defeated ; and their general, Gudarz, being befieged by 
the Turks in the mountain of Damaw and, in tlie province 
of Mazanderin, would have been lo^ if Roi^am had not 
come to his relief. 

The fame of that fiege brought two kings, ncigKboura 
of the Turks, to their affiftance ; the one called Khakhon 
or Khakhan, the fame as IChaan, the title of the Mogol 
kingSy and the other Shahgol ; the former of whom was 
ilain. Gudarz afterwards vanquiihed four armies of Turks, 
took a hundred thoufand prifoners, and fome time after 
AfraHab himfelf was flain. 

This is the account of the original of the Turks, given 
by Mirkhond (A), a famoii<5 Perfian hiftorian, which differs 
greatly from that compofcti bv Fadlallah, another Perfian, ' 
who wrote the hiilnry of the Mngols and Tartars, at the 
command of Ghazan Khan^ one of Jenghiz JUian's fuc-» 
ceflbrs in Perfia. 

It is eafier to account how the Perfian hiftorians came 
to differ fo much, than to reconcile them ; for thofe who 
wrote before the Turks obtained the dominion in their

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country, framed thdr luftory to acnndize dieir om na* 
tion, and depreciate the Turks, iR^om they detefted for 
their cruelty *, whereas thole who wrote under the Turkifli 
monarchies* through fear or flattery, adhered to the trad^ 
tions of their maiters \ or, not thinking it for their honour 
to adopt the oid Perfian account, named another mate 
agreeable to their humour, from wlience naturally arofe 
the coatradi£Hons we meet with. 
By the above account of Afrafiab, he muft hare lived 
* three or four hundred years. Hence fome authors make 
Afrafiab or Farfiab (which fignifies Conqueror $f Perjta)^ 
a title common to diofe kings of Turkeftui, who obtuncd 
fo many vi£tories over the Perfians in ancient times i and 
for the fame reafon, others compare his reign to a very 
dark night which covered Perfia. 

However that be, all the Turkifli families which have 
niadea figure in die world, claim to be defcended from this 
great conqueror. Seljuk, founder of the Seljuk monarchy 
afferts, that he was the thirty-fourth of his defoendents, in 
a right male line and the Othman monarchs, who pre- 
tend to be related to the Seljuks by the family of Ogte 
Khan, affumc in their titles that of Afrafiab, as well to de- 
note their noblity as valour ; efpecially as they have, in 
latter times, obtained great vi<n orics over the Perlians*. 
Khan of One would imagine that Abulghaz Khan, who undcr- 
^Mrkefidn, took profefTedly to write a genealogical liiffory of the 
Turks, could not have avoided fpeaking oi the khans of 
Turkcilan, and particularly of Afrafiab j yet he treats of 
no defcenrs frcni Oguz, but thofc relntine; to the Mogols 
and Tartars; and only mentions Afrairdb once, on occar- 
fion of Ilek, khan of Balafagiin, who, he tells us, was de- 
fcended from Afrafiab Khan, without faying any thing 
more of this hero, or iiis race. In (hort, the whole hiilorf 
of the origin and defccnt of the Turks bears the marks of 
fiction : for although we fhould admit that there might 
have been furh perfons as Afrafiab, Oguz, and Turk, 
among the anccllors of tlic Turks, yet it is manifeft tlat 
both the times and a<^l:ions afcribed to thofe heroes muflbe ^ 
falfe, as v. cU as the tradition of Turk being the fon of Ja- ^ 
• . phet, fincche is not to be found in the genealocjy of that 
patriarch, j^iven by Mofes, which both the Ciiriitiaii^ aiid , 
Mohaniii.Ltlai.s fo\\ov^\ !

tation from the highefl: antiquity: that Mau-ton, fon of 
the laft Chinefe monarch, of the firft family, or the Hya 
race, was the firft Tanju, or emperor of thefc Huns ; and 
the fame with the famous Oguz ivhiii, lo renowned among 
the prefent Turks and Tartars, and acknowleged for the 
founder of their empire : that, in the reign of one of his 
fucceffors, they were divided into two dilUiiffl; Tanjus y one 
branch was called tiie northern, the other the fouthern 
Huns; but the Perfian hillorians diftinguiQied them by 
the names of Tartars and Mogols: that the northern 
Hunsj being expelled by the Chinefe, removed weftward, 
and pafled, at leaft part of diem, into Europe* That the 
fouthern Huns, in the fequel, became heft Icnown by die 
name of Turks $ about which time they were fubdued by 
the Juijen, eaftem Tartars } and at length, being greatly 
reduced, diey retired into the mountain of Erganakon, 
where diey lorged iron for their conquerors : diat they 
afterwards vanquiflied them in their turn, and eftabHfhed 
a new empire under the name of Turks. 

In this account we difcover two very material fiids, hi« 
therto unknown to the hiftorians of Europe, and perhaps 
to thofe of the weft of Af^a ; firft, tlie original of the 
Huns, about which Jornandes and other writers have re- 
lated fuch ridiculous fables : fecondly, that the Huns and 
Turks are the fame people, under different names } which 
latter feems not to have been given them till about the 
year 500, when they became knoWn by it in Europe.

one called the Weftem, the other the £aftern Tartary: 
^i^ch laft is fcarce onc-iburth part fo large as the formetl 
beginning at about the one hundred and thirty^ninth degree 
of longitude, and ending at the one hundred and Hxty- 
firft. Hence it contains only twenty-two degrees of lon- 
gitude, or is but nine hundred geographical miles from 
wert to caft, though eight hundred and eighty broatf, from 
fouth to north. But wiih. this part of Tartary we J»avc 
nothing to do at prcfent : for although fome Oriental au- 
thors derive all the inhaftitmits of Tni tary in pc!^ rril from 
the fame (lock, making the people of Kativ, under which 
denomination they feem to compiile all the inhabitants of

In this hirge region of Weflem Tartary (containing in 
extent one hundred and thirty-nine degrees of longitude 
out of one hundred and fixty-one), although the lands be- 
longing to every nation or tribe are marked out, and well 
known to the inhabitants \ yet as there are Fev/ or no cities, 
towns, or villages, to dirccl ftranpers, tlicir feveral fitua- 
tions or poflelTions arebeft difl:in;.rL;iiiiL(l and afccriainc l by 
tiie naiLiral marks or boundaries, Inch as mountaii:^, ri- 
vers, and iakes, with which Weftcrn Tartary abounds. 
But it will be futficient for our prefcnt purpofe to mention 
only the moil remarkable. 

The principal mountains, or nidier chains of mountains chitf 
ibund in this part of Great' Tartary, may be divided into wmatltim^ 
diree claifes : iirft, thofe which run along the northern 
borders ; and though perhaps not always contiguous, or 
lof the 'fame denomination, go under the general name of 
Vlug Tag or Dag» that is> the Great Mountain: fecondly, 
thofe which make the fouthern bounds, and are called 
Kichuk Tag, or, the Leffer Mauntmn : the third great chain 
is called mount Altay, lying nearly in the middle, between 
die Cafpian fea and Eailem Tartary, and extending be- 
tween the other two, in about the one hundred and tenth 
-degree of longitude* 

The chief deferts or plains are, firft, thofe ofKipjik or ^midH' 
Kapchak in the weft, extending many daysjourney on the fertt 
north and north-eaft of the Cafpian fea. Thefc are gene* 
Tally fertile lands. Secondly, thofe ftretching eaftward 
from Kipjak to mount Altay. Thirdly, that called the 
Great Kobi, or Sandy Defert, by the Moguls, and Sha-mo 
by the Chinefe* It is divided by ridges of hills into three 
or four parts, and extends eaftward from mount Altay to 
£aftern Tartary; 

The principal rivers of Weflern Tartary, befides the Jtivert,

Having mentioned the principal lakes of Weftern Tar* l^ht* 
tary, in our account of tl^ rivers, we fhaU take notice on- 
ly of tw) more ; firft, the Kamiih, atoot four hundred 
9nd eighty-four miles long, and near as many broad (I)* 
The fecond, Ifiikol j a lake of fmall extent (K), but re- 
nowned among the inhabitants in the weft of Tartary for 
being the place where Turk, their great anceftor, fiaced 
Jus royal feat. 

As to the political ftatc of Weflern Tartary, we fhall Mogolum^ 
only fay in general, that it is entirely poflefl'cd by the Mo- 
goi tribes, ttnder feverai khans, whofe dominions arc nam<- 

ed after \W. people, (*r the prince who rules over them. 
The firft and chief oi thcfe Mogol nations are the Eluths, Biutht or 
nicknamed Kal muks by the Mohammedan Tartars. Thefe 
are Hiviiied under two khans. The tirft are called Avuki 
Eluths, from their khan Ayuki, who poiTeiles the wellern 
part of Tartary, bounded by the river Jaik, containing moft 
of that country which was formerly called Kipjrk, orKap- 
chak, and exter.din:::: about ten decrees eailward from the 
river Jai'k, in tlie q2d degree of loi^gitudc. The fecond 
are called Dfongari or Kontaiflii Eluths, from the title of 
their prince, ftyled Kontaifli, whofe doniinioT-is extend 
from 72 degrees of longitude, as far as the cad of mount 
Altay, in about the lo^d degree. 

The fecond nation or branch of the Mogols are the j/i^JCaliMt 
Kalka, Khalkha, or Ilaiha Mogols : their country extends 
, from mount .Mtay eafUvard to the fource of the river Kal- 
ka, wlience they derive their name, in the borders of 
Eaftern Tartary, aiid ; '^9th decree of longitude. The ^^P^^^ 
third branch of the Moi^ols or Mongols, properly fo called, jf^^jiJ^. 
whole territories lie to the fouth of that of tlic Jialkas, be- 
tween them and the great wall of China j to which empire 
both nations arc labjccl,

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Befides thefe khans (who with their fnbje^s are Idola- 
ters of the religion of Tibet^ or the DalayLama) there arc 
two others in Great Tartary^ who poilefs that part of rt 
called Tnrkeftan, fituate to the north of Great Bukharia 
and Karazm^ between thofe countries an^ the dominions 
of theEluths; of which we ihall fpeak more particularly 
in a fubfequent fe£^ion> and now return to cur fubje6tj 
lor explaining which, this fliort defcriptipn of Tartaiy, 
with the help of maps, is fufRcient. 
Vuri^ It i$ generally agreed by the Oriental hiflorians, that 
the inhabitants* of Great Tartary are originally Turks, or 
fo many branches of the fame nation : but thofe who wrote 
of Turkilh affairs, and even the Turks themfelves who in- 
habited Perfia before the time of Jcnghiz Khan, feem to 
have had but a flender knowlege of the feveral tribes of 
smrJiw ^oplt into which their nation was divided. The Arab 
Mr JrJs, author of the book mifcalled The Geography of the Nubian^* 
who wrote about the middle of the twelfth century, fays, 
the Turks were branched into many different kinds of 
people; as theTobbat, Taghazghaz, Kharkirs, Kaymaks, 
Khaazljes, Hofarens, Mohamedans, Torkhoih, Odhkoifaa 
Khoffliaks, Khalaj, Olghars, and Bolghars. 

This geogrnplier fnvs little more concerning thofe dif- 
ferent people than their namc^ *, but dcfcribes the coun- 
tries inhabi*^cd by fonie of them : from whence we fliall 
cxtradl as much as may be proper to lay before our readers. 
T^tbbat* The country of Tobbat (Tibet), with part of India, bor- 
ders on the wcit on Mawara*lnahr (or Great Bukharia), 
and on tlic eaft on Sin (or China). The chief cities arc 
Tobbat and Shih, AVakhan, Sakita, Berwan, Ug, Majag, 
Ramajag, and Danekhu. The country of Wakhau and 
Sakita border on thoie of Wakhafh and Jil, in Mawara'l- 
nahr. Wakhan abounds with rich mints of the fineli: gold 
and fiiver : in it is lake called Berwan, forty leagues in 
length, and twenty-four in breadth. 
*taihaz' T^^^ l^nd of the Taghazghaz, who are governed by a 
ghisi, Khak in, Is bounded on the eaft by Kharkir, on the fouth 
by bm, and on the north by the people of Kaymak. It 
contains four cities j Kakhan or Tantabce, Mafa, Jor- 
mok, and Bakhwan. Kakhan, the capital, has twelve 
iron gates, and is feated on a great river that runs eaft- 
ward \ it is two months journey from Berfajan the Higher, 
in the country of Farghana, and twelve louth-eaft from 
JBakhwIn. In the mountains near this laft city are found 
the muik ffoats. There is among the Taghazghaz Turks 
a nation mo adore the fun* 

The 
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The Inhabitants of Kharkir border on the iea of Sin> and lOutrkir* 
poflefsfourpopidouscitiesj all]ying within thecompafs of 
four days journey* The countrjr 1$ large^ fertile^ and well 
watered : fome of its rivers deteend from the country of ' 
Sin; the greateft of theni> called Menhar^ is very rapid; 
Tunning between rocks^ and drivlne mills for grinding 
rice and wh)»t. On Its banks grow uoe tree^ and coftum 
dttlce* In its ftream is found a fiih called lhatrun ; which^ 
being eaten^ afFefis the fenunal veflels. It is faid that it 
has ncvt many bones, that die flelh is divided into joints, 
and does not {mell like other fifli. The city where die 
king refides is very ftrongly fortified with walls, ditche^ 
and counterfcarpsy and is three ftages from the fea where 
there is a large peninfulaj, called that of the Hyacinth, 
from the precious flones of the fame name, which arc 
found there in abundance. 

The land of the people of Kaymak has, on the fouth, Kaj/mak 
Taghazghaz, on the fouth-weft Khazalj, where it joins 
widi Tobbat, on the weft Khalakh, and on the eaft the 
Sea of Darknefs, wherein are iflands, to which the mer* 
chants pafs on horfeback, and lie every night on trees. The 
king of Kaymak is equal to the greateft monarchs for 
power and grandeur ; the inhabitants are very numerous, 
and worfhip the fun. It contains fixteen cities ; the prin- 
cipal whereof are Aftur, Buragh, Sifian, Mannon, Mof" 
tanah, Khnk?.!i (the regal feat), Renjar, Dholan, and Ha* 
nawes ; to thelc may be added Karan Hiya. 

The great river Ghammas, riiing in the mountains of Rhj^r 
Benjar, runs caltward to the citv Allur, on its fouth bank, Okammat^ 
lix ftages diftant, through the delert j thence to Sifian, on 
the north fide twehe ftages ; it flows afterwards to the re- 
gal city Khakan, which Hands on the fouth fide : then it 
turns northwards to Moftanah, on its weft bank, four 
ftages diftant. From this city it ad^^ances eaft ward till.it 
falls into the fea, one fta^e diftant. Along all the coaft 
of Kaymak is found gold, when the fea rages ; and the 
country produces plenty of mullc, but not fo good as that, 
of Tobbat, which is efteemed the moft valuable 

From KaruH Hiya, tlie firft city of Kaymak, to Khakan> 
or the Royal Ciiyj are twenty-four ftares, from weft to 
eaft. From Khakan to Buragh, four 11 ages, louth-weft- , 
ward ; and eighteen ftages, through the delcrt of the 
Turks gf Khalah, to Taran. From Tarin to Benjar are 
thirty-fix ftages : thus, to Kafra forty-five miles ; to Da- 
morrtah, croffing a mountain in the way, four ftages ; to 
)Chaykham cafUe^ twenty ftages, caftward| and to Benjar 
four ftages, 

The 
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WkamdSM. ' country of IChazalja contains feveral cities ; among 

which axe Berfajan the Higher, Nawaketh, Rudhan, Yar 
Ian, and Berfajan the Lower. From Atas^ in Farghana, 
to Berfajan the Higher are fix ftages, through the country 
of the Turks : to Nawaketh, In the entrance of Khazalja, 
almoil ten Hages. From Atraknna to Karanttla, the firft 
city of Kaymak, ten Uage?, tIirou[:;h the cl< ferts. From 
Tanin to Berfajan the Lower, conri fling <if towns and 
fields, thirty-nine miles. From Berfajan the Lower to the 
liighcT, thus ; h'^ii, to Ayas t^aille, fix miles ; to Kukfawb, 
twelve miles ; to Kulan Ghaya town, fifteen miles ; to Bo- 
rak town, fifteen miles: it ftands on a mountain, from 
. 'whence the river Borak defcends, and, running weilward, 
through the territories of Aylan, falls into the river Al- 
fliah, the Siliun or Sir : to Afira, fifteen miles ; to Ghane 
Burekt town, twenty-four miles ; to Jerk town, twelve 
miles ; to the city of Khakan, twelve miles j to Kobab, dn'r- 
ty-fix miles; to Berfajan the Higher near ten flages, with 
tiie karawan ^ 

fkiOdhkos. The Arahi an geographer fays little or nothing of the 
other Turkilh nations, and their countries, except tiicOdh- 
kos and Olgharians j of whom almoll every thing he re- 
lates may be eileemed fahulous. 

He has mentioned rivers, lakes, aiid mouritains, wlilch 
in all probab:litv never exiileii; nor are tliei. Monies to be 
■found in later uiiters : he has placed large and rieh cities, 
where never any thing but deferts was fcen ; andj u\ many 
particulars, had recourfe to fiction. In fhort, if we ex- 
• cept the names of nations, which might have formerly ex- 
jfted, and of a few places which are ftill known, the whole 
feems to be romance. Neither are wc fiirc, from what our 
author has written, that all the nations whom he men-* 
tions were branches of the Turks : in all probability ther 
' weie only fo in the opinion of the Arabs} it being cud 
tomary to call the different nations, under one power or 
dominion, by the fame name \ or to giv^e the name of the 
people who are neareft, to all the reft who are beyond 
them, ettfaer for want of knowing better, or to avoid 
.prolixity.

An Account of the T urkijh bribes or Nations^ as delivered 
by the Turkifh and Tartarian Uifiorians. 

'T^HE Oriental authors, who wrote m and after tlie time 
* of the Seljuk foltans reigning in the weft of Afia, feem 
to have been much better acquainted with the Turkifti na- 
tions than the Arabs, although fome of them extend their 
branches much too far \ including, under that denomina- 
tion, not only the Mogulfi, Tartars, and Igiirs or Vigurs, 
but cilfo the inhabitants of Kitay or Katay, which contain- 
ed the northern provinces of China, and great part of Tar- 
tary, to the north and north-well:. Cithers, as Mirkhond J'^'^Jf 
and Arab iShali (L), more diftinc'^ly inform us, that tlic pof- 
terily of Turk was divided into four great tribes, named 
Erlat, Jalayr, Kawjin, and Bcrlas or Perlas ; which were 
-again fubdividcd hy Oguz Khan into twenty-four others, 
of which the principal are the Mogols, the Turks properly 
fo called, the Igurs, the Ivlian^hclis, the Kipchaks, the 
Kazelaks, and the Tamgaj. fhefe twenty-four tribes 
were likewife divided into the right a:ul left winf^, called 
by the Mogols Jivang.ir and Bcrangar, which, by their 
fundamental lawi, were never to mix. or marry one witli 
the other

ford materials for the luftory of the Turks and Tartars, it 
will be proper to inform the reader on what authority it is 
crounded. Ghazan or Kazan Khan, fixth fucceiTor of 
Halaku, grandfon of Jenghiz Khan, who fubdued PerGa^ 
being deiirous to prcferve the memory of the Mogol tribes^ 
as well as the great exploits of his anceflors, f^nt Fulad» 
or Fulady a nobleman Ikilled in the Mogol language, into 
Tartary, in order to collect materials for that purpofe. A t 
his return the khr.n put liis memoirs into the hands of his 
grand wazir or vificr Fadlallah, that he miglit compofe a 
regular hiftoryfrom them ; niid ordered Pulad toaihilhim 
in the work, which confilis of three folio volumes (N), 
and was finiihed in the year of the Hejra 702, and of 
Chrift 1302. It was from this hiftory chiefly that Abu']- 
ghazi Khan extra<Sl:ed l iis work, excepting that part which 
relates to the Uzbeks of Great Bukharia and Karazm. 

According to tliis author, the feveral different nations or 
tribes of people, called Aymaks, may be dillinguiflied into 
two kinds; thofe defcended from the Mogols or Mongols, 
nnd thofc who proceed from another fourcc. Whence 
manv of thefe latter n.re derived, doe^ not appear from 
Abu'lghazi Khan's hlftory; but they muil be cither Mo- 
gols or Tartars, who had loft the memory of their origin j 
or elfc tribes fprung from the khans preceding Alanzaj 
ior all the Aymaks, it feems, are derived from tlie khans. 

With refpcifl: to the trihes not defcended from the Mc- 
jjols, as the Kankli, Kipjaks, Karliks, Kalach, and Vi- 
gurs ; of thefe five, which derive their name from Oguz 
Khan, the laii only, we are told, fprung from Mogul 
^han.

Bugay Zinanz, khan of this tribe, 'TheTa* 
being invited by Jenghiz Khan to fubmit, he fent, among ^f^^^** 
other prefents, a daughter, who appeared fo beautiful in 

the eyes of Ugaday or 0£tay Khan, that, after lii^ father's 
death, he married her, and loved her above aii his other 
wives. 

6. The tribe of the ICcrghis, wliich was but thin at firft, The Kergm 
increafed confidcrably in time, by the acceffion of Moguls, ^''^ 

and other liiniilics wiio joined tlicn^, for the fake of the 
agreeable eountry which they inhabited. Urus inal, their 
rince, unable to refift Jeiighiz Khan, who fummoned 
im, by two ambafladors, to fubmit, fent that great mo- 
narch magnificent prefents, a?)d, among the red, a bird 
called (hunpar. The Ikar or Ikran Muran, now called 
Janifea, ghdes along the borders of the Kerghis, and 
/alls into the Azokh Jenghiz, or Bitter Seeu Near its 
mouth, our author tells us, there is a great toMm, called 
Alakhzin, which fignifies pied\ which name it took^ be-

ThtXr* 7, The tribe of Ur mrir.kats, fo called, from their living 
^Ht^eilt in places moli. remote, uuiiiuii of forelts, are neighbours 
to the Kerghis, on the Ikar Muran, and fubmittcd, at the 
fame time, to Jenghiz Khan. There is another tribe who 
bear the fame name, and follow the fame courfe of Ufe, but 
they are Mogols 

8. The tribe of Tatars or Tattars, (bj* the weftcm na^ 
$§ru tions of Europe called Tartars)^ one , of the moft ancient 
and famous of the Tiuiciih nadon, being defcended horn. 
Tatar Khan, conlifted formerly of abore feventy thoiifiind 
familiesj and had only one khSn, who was very powerful: 
but coming afterwards to be divided into feveral branches, 
its ftrength, by degrees, declined* The principal branch 
fettled in die country of Biurnaver, near die Dorders of 
Kitayi to ^hich it was brought in fubje£^ion : but, fbme 
time sifter revolting, the emperor of Kitay forced them, 
by ai^ms, to return to their duty : and this happened oftea 
to be the cafe with them. Another br^ieh went and iiih»> 
bited near the river Ikar or Ikrin Muran above meudoned. 
Gaubil informs us, from the Chinefe annals, that, in die 
time of Jenghiz KhSn, they were letded along dbe riveis 
Kerulon and Onon or Amur ; and were tributary to the 
emperor of the Kin, who reigned in Kitay. From ^s 
tribe all the reft, and the country they inhabited, took 
. their name, among the nadons of the louthem Aiia and 
of Europe. 

9' The Virats. This tribe inhabit the banks of the Se- 
ratstond Iv'r Muran j or eight rivers, which fall into the Ikar or 
kr0m€ktu Ikriin Muran, that is, the Jenifea, on the eaft fide. After 
maintaining the war a confiderable time, againft Jenghiz 
Khan, their khan Tokta-bc^^hi, with his two fons, Inalzi 
and Tauranzi, were obliged to fubmit. Several tribes 
have fprung from them. i. The Torga-uts, fo called, 
bccaufe they dwelt beyond the country of Salika, which 
lies beyond that of the Moguls ; but, at prefent, they arft 
under Ayuki Khan, and make the whole or part of the 
fecond branch of the Ehiths or Aluths, called EHuths- 
Ayuki, or Ti^rga-jti. 2. The Kuris. 3. The Utilas.

The Kaymans is a very andent tribe, and very <rhe Kaji 
rich: they dwelt in the countrj* bf the Moguls, called smm» 
Karaknm» or Black Sandi but did not follow agriculture* 
Thetr khln^ in the time of JenghSz Khin, was called Tay<t 
yan, who, with his foti Kucmuk, was flain by that con-» 
queror* Gaubil informs us, that the Nay mans were conti- 
guous to the Moguls near the city of HoliQ, or Kara-kuran» 
to the north of the great Tandy defert. At prefent they 
are iettled near the Sira Muran, to the north«eait of 
Pckin ^ 

II* The Kara-its, that is, Swart hy^ fo called from the thKaf^S 
fwarthy complexion of feven brothers, from whom they itu 
inning* Korzakur Khan» fumamed Bufruk, fon of 
Margus Hi Khan, was the father of Tayrel .Khan, to 
•whom the emperor of Kitay gave the title of Wang : 
hence fome writers call him Wang Khan. This is £e 
famous Urig Kh^, ftyled Prefter John, by Marco Polo, 
and other European writers, who reprefent him both as a 
Chriftian king and prieft $ but without the leaft founda- 
tion that appears from any hiftory but their o\v*n. The 
Kara-its were neighbours to tjie ^Jaymans, and pofTcfied 
a great part of the countries along the rivers Tula or Toiaj

13. The Turkaks. This word fi^ihes a Quardy in the 4^^^, 
Turkilh : for among the Turks, while, one half of the

They dwelt originally between the wom^ 
taam Tugra Tuhiifluk, Uflcnaliuc-tugra, and K»t, on the 
velt of me Mogul9» from whom thev feem to ha^ beiai 
feparated hy^e moturtain Kut or Akay. As there are^ 
ia this country, nineteen riversy ten on one fide^ and nine 
CO the other, thoie who fettled a^out the Ibrmer wete 
called Un Vigurs, and fuch as dwelt along the latter Toko^ 
Vigurs. Theie two trsbes> which coiifift of moie than a 
hundred and twenty hranches, pofTefled a great number of 
towns and villages, yet had no khans *, till at length, quai^ 
rclling among themfelvcs, the hrft ele^led a prince^ called 
Mangatati, to whom they gave the name of lUttar *, and 
the fecond chofe another, whom they called H-irghia* 
Their dependents had the iame titles: hut, a hundred 
• fears after, the two tribes coming to unite, had but one 
£3vereign> ilyled Idikut; which, in Tv^ih, iigiiki&e% 
fent by the fpirit^ but>- ifli the Uib^k tongtte» m fnt iadt^ 
pendent per for, 

9heir They livd thus ra union two thouCand years, in Ac 

kroMcheu above mentioned mountains : until a new difference arifing 
between them, they feparated ; one part remained where 
they were, and the other took poflefhon of t!ie banks of 
the river Irtifh. Thefe luft, dividing again inio three 
branches, one went a^id dwelt in Billi-balik, and cultivat- 
ed the lands about it •, tlie fecond difperfed themff Ives in 
the neiglibourhood of that cHy, feeding on tlieir cattle j 
and the third branch continued on the Irtifh, where they 
lived by fifliing, and hunting fables, caftors, martens, 
fquirrels, and otlier beaiL^. On t]\e fleili of thefe they fcd^ 
and cloathed themfelves with tlieir Ik ins. 

Banerzk Idikut, their khan, fidmiitted to Jenghtz Khan, 
in order to fecure himfclf againit Kavar khan of i'urkeftan; 
and every year fent him conliderahle prcfents. He joined 
the conqueror alio, when he wcju to attack Molxammel 
Karazm Shah. 

And Uarit' Many of the Vigurs were fkilled m theTurkifli I nnguagc, 
and expert in writing; thcrcioie jcnglaz Khan employed 
them in all his expeditions, as fecretaries to the cl iancery r 
in which quality alfo Ixii defcendent^j who reigned in Ma- 
\ ' wiri'lnhar 
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w&ra'lnhar atid Perlia* continued them for a long thne^. 
On this occafioh it may he ohfenred^ that the Vigur3 or Oy» 
curs were the only people inhabiting Great Tartary, who 
knew the iife of charadlers. which were the fame wiilk 
thofe now found in Tibei^ where they are called diarafibers 
of Tangut ' ^ 

Tlie Ur-mankats. They lead much the fame courfe of ^-^^ Ur- 
life with their namefakes ; and are defcended from Oguz 
Khan ; which is all that is related of that tribe. 

It has hecn already rertiarked, that the defcendents of 
Kayan took the fumame of Kayat, and thofe of Nagoa 
that of Durlagon or Nagoller | whence, in a fliort time, 
they came to iofe their true names* The trihes mentioned 
as fprung from them, are thirty-eight in numter ; thirty 
derive their pedigree from Kayan, and five from Nagos. 

The tribes defcended from Kayan are the following. Nkkhao^ 
1. From tlie three fons of Alanku fprung a numerous N*^on 
tribe, in the Mogul language furaamed Nirkha \ that is> 
a pure family. 

2. The K^unkufats or Kankrats. Thcfc are fpru ir; < rom Tke Kuit* 
Kunkurat, a Ton of Zurluk Mergan, who defcended from, kuratim 
Kayan. They dwelt on the banks of the river KalalTui, ia 
the time of Jcnghiz Khan ; to whom their khan Turk-ili, 
who was his relation, went over 

^. The Burkuts; and, 4. The Kurla-uts. Thefe two The Bur* 
tribes lived with the Kunkurats, who are related to them. 

5. The Ankarah ; and, 6. The Alaknuts ; are defcend- Tht jt9* 
ed from the two fons of Kabay Shira, brother of Zurluk 
Mergan. Ulun, called alfo Ulun Iga, and Ulun Kufinj 
the mother of Jcnghiz Khan, was of the latter tribe. 

7. The Kara-nuts. Thefe are fprung from Karanut, ^'iA* /uwa- 
eldefl Ton of Bufyuduy, third brother of Zurluk Mergan. 

B. The Kurlas, one of the mod eminent tribes among 
the Moguls, are fprung from Kurlas, fon of Meyfir-ili, 
fon of Konaklot, fon of Bufyuday, the youngeft brother 
of ^iirluk Mergan. Bcrtizena, khan of tne Moguls, when 
they fallicd out of the mountain Irgana Kon, was a de- 
fcerident of Kurlas. This tribe is divided into many ^ 
branches, who have the fumame of Niron. i. The Ka- 
taeuns, defcended from Bdtum Katagum, the eldeft of 
Alanku's three fons. a. The ZalzuU, from Bofkin Zalzi, 
iecond fon of Alanku. The Bajzuts^ from BaiHkar and 
Hurmalankum^ fons of Kaydu Khan. 4. The Z ipz uts, fronv

The Borzugan Kayats, fprung from the five fons of Yef- 
fughi Bahader Khan, of whom Temujin, aften*:ards 
Jenghiz Khan, was the eldeft. They were all of a fair 
complexion, inclining to yellow, with a red circle bet^veen 
the black and white of th :5r eyes ; which kind of eyes the 
Moguls call Borzugan^ from whence their defcendents bad 
tliat name. 

Jite Ilzi' 9» The Ilzlgans. This tribe is defcended from Ilzigan, 
ga»i. brother of Kurlas, fon of Meyfir lii, before nicnnoned. 
I'h Dur» 10. The Dunn ans, that is, four^ in the Moguls lan- 
guage, derive their origin from the four eldeft fons of 
Bizin Kavan Khan; .who, refenting the election of Kipzi 
Mergan Khan, thougli it was made purfuant to the will of 
their father, left the country ; but their defcendents, in 
proccfs of time, came and dwelt in the dominions of Kipzi 
Alcrgan. From thefe arc defcended two tribes, i. The 
Jjarian.^, from one of that name. 2: The Sukut, from the 
fon oi a Durman, by a Have : this flave coming before her 
time, thri)ug]i the abufe ihe received from his wife, went 
and hid the infant among the fhrubs^ called^ in their ho*

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l^age, yolguni but by the Moguls fukut \ the father find- 
ing it next morning) from this incident^ gave it the name 
of Sukut. 

The tribes of the Nagoiler, or DurlaganjSj defcended 

from Nagos, arc five. 

1. The Bayuts are divided into feveral branches, the moft *rj,f 
coniiderable of which are the Sadagliin Bayuts, and the juts* 
Makrim Bayuts, fo named from the rivers Sadaghin and 
Makrim, on the banks whereof they inhabit, being neigh* 
hours to the Virats. 

2. The Jalayrs are a very ancient tribe; they were for- 
merly fcattcred over a jrreat extent of country, and had 
inany princes, till the Kitvans having declared war againft 
them, they were obliged to draw clofer together, in order 
to afliil one another. Their families were fo nnmcrous, 
that they Ipread over feventy different provinces, which 
they called in tiieir language Kuran ; and the greater part 
oi them refidcd in a quarter of the Moguls called Umar. ; 
but the emperor of Ki::\y having defeated and carried 
away a great number oi dicm, liic reil fled, and were re- 
duced to live on roots. 

This difafter happened in the reign of Dutttihm Khin Thtirdtfi' 
(O), father of Kaydu Khan ; who goin^ to be married in in/t* 
another country, left his fecond brother, Mutulun, to 
take care of the houfe, and his fevcn other brothers. 
Thefe repairing one day to a very level fpot of ^ound near 
^eir habitation, where they ufed to perform their exercifes, 
^ey found the Jalayrs digging for roots, which rendered 
the place unfit for their diveriions. They immediately in« 
formed Mutulun of this circumftance, who haftened 
blither with a ftrong force, and put the Jalayrs to flighty 
but the latter returning to the charge, after great lofs, at 
length overcame Mutulun, killed him and his feven 
brethren ; not content with this vi£bory, they ruined their 
habitations, and put to the fwbrd as many of their fubjedls 
. as fell into their hands. 

Kaydu Khan being informed of this misfortune, re- Kaydi$ 
turned and demanded of the Jalayrs the reafon why they 1^^*^ 
had killed his brothers. The Jalayrs, terrified at the mef- 
fiige, fent five of the chief perfons concerned, with their 
wives and children, to the kh^n, to be difpofed of as he 
thought proper ; but he was content to keep them as 
his flaves, which proved of great advantage to him ; for 
they took the furname of their mafter, (erving him and

This is the account of the tribes or branches of the 
Turkifli nation given by Abu'lghazi Khan, which, though 
the mofl. extcnfive of any that has yet come to our hands, 
is, after all, very fuperikial; nor, indeed, could it weii 
be other wife, Once it does not appear that any ui tiic in- 
habitants of Tartary liiul wrktcn records, or even made 
life of letters, except the Igiirs, or Viguib, before the time, 
of Jcnghi:'! Khan ; anu dieir oral traditions liuuli, from the 
iKitiiiL ui tiiC ti-ing itfelf, be very imperfecl, w<iil 48 
'lial>lc to much iinecrt.;ii;ty and even corruption.

T T may be queltioned, whether all the different tribes of 
people inhabiting Tartary are branches of Turks *, but 
it feems probable that there was a particular nation among 
the ancient Scythians who went by that name ; fince the 
Turci, perhaps better written Turki, are mentioned by 
Pomponius Mela the geographer*, and Pliny % who 
place them amon^ the nations dwelling in the neigh- 
bourhood of the nver Tanats and the Palm Mcotts. 

How the Turks (hould be known fo early to the Ro* 
inanSf and not to the Greeks, who lay much nearer their 
country, may feem a little ftrange ; for they aie not men- 
tioned oy Ptolemy, nor any writer of that nation, before 
the middle of tnc fixth century. Then, indeed, they 
fpeak of them for the iirft time % but far from placing 
tnem in the weft of Aiia, they give them a fituation in 
the fartheft £aft ; yet it muft be confefled, that the name 
of Oriental Turks appears to be conferred witb a view to 
<liilinguilh them from other Turks fettled in the Weft. It 
is furpriiing that Khalkokondilas, who, in his Hiftory of 
the YaW of the Greek Empire, treats of the name and ori- 
gin of the Turks, ihould (ay nothing of thefe eaftern 
Turks mentioned by preceding biflorians} but indeed 
he was quite a ilranger to the Seljuks, or any kind of 
Turks, though living near the northern borders of the em- 
pire ( Q), before the time of the Oguzians or Othmans. 

The pyzantine hiftorians relate, that thefe Oriental 
Turks were the fame formerly called Sakae : that they 
dwelt beyond the Sogdiahsj and were divided into eight 
tribes : that they had greatly increafed in power within a 
few years, fo as to border on the Roman empire : that 
their king, named Difabules, fcnt ambafladors in the 
fourth year of Juftin the younger; and that they brought 
with them iron to fell, pretending that there were mines of 
th^t metal in their country : that Difabules encamped near

Whether this Talas was the fame mentioned by later 
travellers, or the plain of Ikar had any relation to the 
river licar or Ikran, now called Jenifea, we fhall not pre- 
tend to determine : but it is certain this account agrees 
very well with what is related by a curious milhonary, 
from the Chinefe hiftory, which begins to fpeak oi ihe ^^'^ ^ff' 
Turks, whom they callTu-que, in the year 54.5 ; at v/hieh ^'J^^ 
time they were an inconCderable people, who dwelt to * ' 
the north-well of Turfan, in Little i^uivhana \ and, not 
long before, their employment was to work iron, near 
a mountain c.ihcd Kin, thrtt is, Gold : but, in a few years, 
they grew very pow eriiil ; lubciuhig the whole country be- 
tween the Cafpian feaand the river Lyau, in the province 
of Liau-tong. They were divided into Tu-que of the 
North, and Tu-que of the Weft 5 and maintained great 
wars either among themfehres, or -widi the Chmefe, to 
whom they weie very formidable *. Whether they made 
any conquefts in China itfelf, does not appear ^ but we -a]« 
.tokl» that the founders of the dynafties of the latter Tang 
md Han in that empire were of thefe Tu^iue ; the former , 
iDommencing in the year 923, tfae latter in 94 7^ of, the 
Chiiftian aera. . 

Befides the great conformity between the Roman and ^ 
Chinefe hiftory^ relating to the rife of the Turkilh power, 
it is worth omerving, that they- both confirm a very re- 
markable drciimftance in die hiftory of the Mogols, and 
aimed prove them to be the fame people with the Turks ; 
namely, their working in iron, near a mountain called s^'f 9^ 
Kin. This mountain is probably the fame with that of ^rcn- 
Irganakon, Exkana, or Arkennekom, fituated in the ex<^ "^^^^^^^f^ 
treme north parts of the Mogols country ; where, we aie memttnim 
told a foundery was erecled by the chief of the Kayat tribe, jgn^ 
thence called the Arkenekom fmitl s ^ Hence the fable 
related by Abu'lghazi Khan, of the Mogols making a way 
through that moimtain, by melting the iron mines^ doubt- 
lels had its rife*

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But to return to tKe affairs of the Oriental Turks. Ti\f~ 
abulcs having, at the rctjucll: of the Sogdiuns, whom with 
the Nc phtalites, he had lately conquered^ fent two em- 
baflics r ) the P\;riians, to ^Ihiblifli a tra<fe for fiJk ; the 
Perfians were not content with rcjeding the alhancc of 
the Turks, on account of their inconllancy and breach of 
•faith, as they alleged ; but to give them an averfion to the 
countrv, poiloned their ambaifadors: whence arof^s thfe 
enmity between thofe two nations. It was on this occa- 
ficn that Difabukd fcnt ambailadors to the emperor Jullm} 
wlio concluding a treaty of peace, the Turks bfG4«i^ thfe 
friends and allies of the Roniauii ; with whom they never 
had anv eonneci-ion befor-e. Much about the ian)C 
time the Kliati, aiio, who were fubjecfc to Diiabule and 
inhabited ne^r tlie borders of the Roman empire, feiit 
ambaiiailors to Juiliu. ilic Louiitry of the Turks was 
then divided into four governments, all under the coin«- 
mand of Difabuies : feveral nations, and among the reft 
tikc Avarcs and Hungors, were liubjc4i<k to them \ but 
tw^cnty thoufand of the fonner had revolted, and pailtd 
iato Europe K »

The next in- CoaqutJIs 
teliigcnce we hear of the Turks i& from Stmokatta ; who of the 
informs us, that the Kagan (QJ of his tin->e (whom he 
onuULs to Dajne), fo famous among thti Oriental Turks, 
fent an ambaffaior to the enapcror Mauritius, in the bc^ 
ginning of the fumraer (R), with a letter, fpeaking in 
high terms of his vi£torLcs : the fupeffcription ran thu&;

We have already given an account of the origin of the 
V Turks, from an cxtraft hueiy made from the annals of 

China, and publiihed by Mr. Guigue«, under the title of 
The Origin of the Huns and Turks ; who, from thence, 
appear to have been the fame people, known by different 
names. We (hall in this place give the fubftance of that 
produdtion, as it niay help to explain many imperfect and 
oblcure paffages in the hifiory which follows of thofe 
people, taken from the Oriental hiftorians. 
vamid affo The Huns were a numerous nation of Great Tar- 
^'I'rh. f^ry where they had a confiderable dominion more than 
two hundred years before the Chriilian :cra. They dwelt 
formerly in the neighbourhood of tlic great Defart, extend- 
ing from the country of Korea, on the call, to thaL of tiie 
Getcs, on the weft. The Chinefe hiilorians give them 
two diOerent names, Hyong-nu and Tu-ki-uk ; that is, 
Huns and Turks. The lirft is that which they had before 
the time of Chriil : the fecond^ that which a remnant of 
thefe Huns, re-efta!iliihed in Tartary^ afliuned afterwards* 
^ € Thefe Hons or Turks ^ dwelt m tents, placed in cartSy 
^'^•^ * and removed from place to place, for the- conveniency of 

Sailore to feed their cattle, which fupplied diem with' 
Dth food and cloathing. They defpiled old people, and' 
only efteemed the young, aa more proper for war> whkh 
was their fole occupation* Their riches confifted in ihecp 
and cattle ; but chiefly in die number of captives, taken in 
war. The ikulls of their enemies ferved for drinking cups 
in their principal ceremonies. Once every year they afiem- 
bled at die imperial camp, and facrificed to their anceftorsy 
Keaven, the earth, and iptrits* Every morning the empe- 
ror adored the rifing'iun, and in the evening the moon. 
The left'hand was the poft of honour with thefe people, 
as it is at prefent v ith the Turks ; and in ail their encamp* 
ments the ethperor's tent was placed towards the nortii. 
At his death, they put into the coffin with his body his 
richeft habits; and conveyed him to his fepulchre, at" 
tended by all his familv and officers. For die fpace of 
6ne month, they attended on him in the fame manner as 
when living: and the men of valour engaged in tilting, 
Uke our knights in die days of chivalry, in their tooma* 
ments*

Thus 
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Thus lived the Huns in the earliefl times, under their Barbarous 
Tanjus, or emperors ^ : but their manners changed in procefs ^Hfi*^ 
oi lane. Vv'hcu rf-^li.abhl;ic\i in 1 iirkcluin, tiicy miroduc- 
cd a barbaroas cuftom, with regard to their kings. As Toon ^ 
as their grand khan was dead, his fon, or nearcit rc'atiun, 
was declared emperoV j and to know if his reign would be 
happy and long, they put a filk cord about his ncck^ and 
after drawing it fo tight as to ftop refpiration^ then ilacken- 
ed it, and the firfi words which he pronounced when he 
recovered, were confidered as prediuions of what was to 
happen in his reign. 

Theie Huns have inhabited Turkeflan from the highed OgusLKkmr 
antiquity :. and it appears from their hiilory, that after- thtirfirjH 
wards, feveral Chinefe alfo removed into part of Tartary. fi^fr§rm 
After the defhruflion of the Hya dynafty, a prince pf that 
family, fon of the laft emperor, retired thither with all hia 
people ; and, according both to the Chinefe and Ferfian ^ 
hiftorians, the Tanjus or emperors of the Huns are his 
defcendents. Dibbakawi, mentioned by Mirkhond, is no 
other than the emperor Yu, founder pf the Tunc Cliinefe 
dynafty : and one of his pofterity, named Mau-ton Tan- 
ju, is the famous Oguz Khan, who is confidered through* 
out Tartary as the founder of the empire of the Huns : he 
maintained obdinate wars againfl the Chinefe. His pofte* 
rity reigned a long time over the whole nation of the Httns» 
with the title of Tauju ; being the contraction of a word 
■which, in their language, fignificd the Son of Heaven i 
and often coinmitted haftilities againil the Chinefe, not- 
withflanding the treaties of peace and alliances which were 
made with them. 

Under one of thefe princes, named Pu kn Tar.ju, the T^^/r 
empire of the Huns began to decHnc confiderably. A ler- power ^-•^ 
rible famine, which happened among them, proved tlie 
fore-runner of many other evils. The Chinefe, taking ad- », 
vantage of their miferable circumftances, attacked them ; 
but, at their humble intreaty, granted them peace. Yet 
fcarce were the Chinefe retired, when the eaftern Tartars 
entered their country, and obliged them to remove nearer 
« to the north: but that which w^as the fource of all their 
evils, and completed the ruin of this empire, was the dif- 
fenlion which crept into the royal family, on the follow- 
ing occafion. Pu ku Tanju put to death his brother, who 
was to have been his fuccefTor, in order to place his own 
Ion on the throne. Hereupon, a prince of the fame fa-

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mlly, the fon of an emperor, coutluded, ilnit the fucceC* 
fion bcronged to lilm ; an opinion which had nearly cofl 
him his hlc : but being cautioned in time of his danger, 
he found means to cfcape, and pi!t liimfelf at the head of 
certain hords or tribes, who proclaimed him cn-.pcror. 
^Jteinm- Thus the the empire of the Huns was divided into two 
pire divid- p;xi-ts. I hofe of tlie South, over whom the new monarch 
^ reigned ; and tliofe of the North, fubje<fb to V\\ ku Tanjn. 

It is this divilion of which the Perfian hillorians Mnkiioiid 
' and Ikidriwi make mention ; givinij to one party the name 

of M< »gols, and to the other that of Tartars. 
^hat of ike After this defec^Hon, tlie northern Huns found the Chi- 
northern neie iefs difpofcd to alhll them in their calamities than tlu y 
hk9t it" v/ere before. They were continually cppofed by thiUe of 
Jtra}ta» ^Yx^ South \ who at length granted them peace, 'Fhey tlicu 
\^ refolved to carry their arms into Mawara'hialir ; where, 

elated with luccefs, they, without regard to llie iuilii of 
treaties, bent their forces sgainlt China : but there they 
Were oppofed by the Huns of the Soutli, who repulfcd them 
with confiderable lofs. At length the Chincfc always af- 
iifted by thefe latter, after feveral battles, determined ut- 
terly to deftroy the Huns of the North } which they effe£b* 
cd by their general Tew-hyen, w ho, in the reisn of Hyau 
Ho-ti, emperor of the Han dynady in China> defeated the 
northern Huns in Tartary : and, in order to tranfmit tQ 
pollerity the memory of this yi£lory, he caufed an infcrip- 
tion to be cut on a mountain in Turkeftani indicating the 
, time when it hapi^ened. 

The Huns being thus vanquifhed, fome remained in Tar- 
tary, and n tingled with the tribes who had been brougbt 
from the fartheH pans of the Ball, to repeople this countrr: 
but the major part continued to advance towards the Weft, 
Hfan€t through the regions to the north of Samarkand, till they 
mt^werd, reached tlutCalpian Sea, and parts about Aitrakaii. Here, 
where th.e v Idnefe hiftorians lofc fight of them, our's begin 
t<rhave thcni in . it w ; and, conducting them into Europe, 
over the Palus Maroils, after -tracing their various xnigra- 
tion^, feat them in Pannonia. 
Siwthtm The fouthern Huns, who " remained in their ancient 
HM$t country, preferved their power, till a tribe of the Oriental 
Tartar??, named Juijen, entirely fubdued them, and brought 
aimoll the whole extent of Tartary under their dominion. 
The title borne by their kings was that of khdu, or khakan,

Tu-mwen Khan, at that time chief of the Irkena-Kom 
Turks, marched out of the mountain, at the head of thofe 
people, and defeated the enemy. Tu-mwen, making a *the Jmjm 
merit of the fervice which he had done the khakan or cm- 
peror oi the Juijen, imagined he was intitled to demand 
his daucHfcr in marriaij^e. The khakan, f.ir from being of 
the fame opinion, rejctled the propofal with diidain ; fay-» 
ing, that it did not become a (lave to afpire to fuch an aU 
liancc with his fovcrelgn Tu-mwen, incenicd at fo 
contemptuous a refufal, immediately revolted againft his 
prince ; and, having (lain tlic Juijen envoy, entered into 
a confederacy with Ven-ti, emperor of the northern Chi^ 
na. Next year he marched againft the Juijen, defeated 
them, and iicw their khan \ after which exploit lie afTumed 
that title, and cuuicd himfelf to be called Tu-mwen llkhan. 

In this manner was eilabUlhed a powerful dominion in Em^'ire ^ f 
Tartary, at that time called the empire of the Turks. To the l^uris, 
preicrve the memory of the ori^^in of this family, they ufed 
toaflemble every year, and, witli inuch ceremony, /uimmcr- 
ed a piece of hot iron upon an anvil : a cullom vi'hich con- - - » 
tinued to the time of Jcngluz Khan % who was dciccndcd 
from this Tu-mwen Khan ; audit is from hence that Ibma •• * 

of our hidorians have reprefented this prince as the fon of 
a blackfmith. 

ihc Juijen, thus driven out of their country by the 
Turks, in all probability pafTcd into Europe; where, being 
known by the name os the falle Avares, or Abares, they fiunga* 
mixed with the Huns of the north, who had been &tt1ed rim^ 
there a long time before $ and thefe two people uniting wiwi. .

This is the true original of the ft\ ond Huns, or Turks, 
in Turkeilan, according to tlie Clcaeic iuilorjans : but 
not content with a beginning which had not fomcthing cx- 
( i f traordinary in it, they affirm p, that a nation of Tartars, 
beir.g at war, was fo entirely dcftroyed by their enemies, 
that only one child efcaped the flauenter, whofe arms and 
legs, however, they cut cff^ and men threw him into a 
Jake i that a (he-wolf, touched with the misfortunes of the 
boy, drew htm out of the danger he was in, and provided 
for, his fupport $ that the child, out of gratitude, married 
this wolf ; and, returning with her into the mountains to 
the north-weft of the Igur^s country, ihe there brought 
forth twelve children, mofe defcendents took the name 
of AiTena. 

The account which is given by the weilem hiftorians of 
Tu-mwen Ilkhan % will explain the fable* This princ^ 
named Tumana by the Perfian hiftorians, was the fon of 
Bifiiker, fon -of Kaydu, defcended from Buzenjir, fonof 
^ueen Alankawa. This queen of the Mogols or Turks, 
men inhabiting the mountains of Tartary, and before the 
xe-eftabli(hment of their empire, being left a widow, with 
two children, according to the account both of Mohamme- 
dan and Chinefe writers, aflumed the government of her 
fmali ftate, during the minority of her fons, and conftantly 
refufed to marry again. However, her firm attachment 
to widowhood did not hinder her from being the mother 
of three other children, one of whom was named Buzen- 
jir. The grandfon of Buzenjir, called Dutumin, had nine 
children, eight of whom mifcrably periftied : and our au- 
thor is perfuadcd, that the above mentioned fable had an 
eye to this maflacre. 
Tribf of The ninth fon of Dutnmin, who efcaped, was Kavdii, the 
fhc 'ltnas father of Biffikar, aiul another called Hurmalankum, whofe 
•r wbves, children bore thf name of Wolves ; on which the fable is ap- 
parently founded : but then rhir. hiftory docs not rcfpcct 
the Turks in general, but only that part-'r ulur hord called 
Zenas, or Aflbnas, as the Chinefe pronounce it, defcended 
from Hurnialankum.

AnuHiirwan : out fome time afterwards, this empire of the 
Weft^n Turks was dcftroyed by other Turks of the horcj 
fiaoif^d Wh4^y-k^9 who founded a new dominion in the

chews. This nation having ruined the empire of the 
Khitan, fome of the latter palled into Periia, and eftablilh- 
ed a dynafty, known to die ^otia^metUn authoj:s i)y the * - ' 
name of Kara Khatayans. • 

The Turks, after the deftru(ftion of their empire, form- Broiea m(§ 
cd themfelves into fmall principalities j and every hord 
had its particular khan. The Kera-its or Kara-its, one of 
thefe Turkifli tribes were, in the twelfth century, go- 
verned by a prince named Tiili Jvlian, otherwlfe called 
Onk Khan, whom the Arab ?^riters ftyle Jiii^g John, and 
f^ropean trayqllqrs Prefter John. * 

The pf^fterity of 'J u-mwen Ilkhan dwindled infenfibly, . 
and was on tlie point of being extinguiOied, or at leall of 
never making any confiderable figure again in Tartaryj 
^heii the famous Jenghlz Khan appeared ^. 

This is the original of the Turks, according to the Chi- Som rt* 
^fe (hiftorians ; but compared, in certain periods, with it^trktmt 
the accounts given by the weftern Afiatic writers. In this ^f^f^'i^ 
^^parifqn, however, Mr. Guigues does not fufficiently '^r^ff,*' 
oiftinguiih what is tak^n from tne authors of each kin^i,

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either in the text, or by the references : neither ddes he 
afllgn datbs to all the principal fa£l8. When he fays Di« 
bakk^wi Khan is the emperor Yu, and that Mau-toii 
^anjou is Oguz Khan, it does not appear whether thofc 
are the Words of the Chinefe annals, or only conje^bires 
of his own. Suppofing them to be the Chinjefe account, 
there will be found a great difagreement between it and 
the Tartar relarinn ; for Oguz Khan will be the nineteenth 
in defcent from Dibbakawi or Yu, according to the for- 
' mer, and but the fifth according to the Litter. By this 

latter alfo Tu-mwen is only the fifth anceltor of Jenghiz 
Kh.'.n ; but the Chinefe annals fet him at the head of the 
Irgana Kon race, inftead of Bertizena, nineteen genera- 
tions before. If Mr. Guigues had been more copious and 
diflinct in liis extract, it would have fupplied many de- 
feats, and cleared up many obfcurities in the hiftory of the 
Turks, which we meet with in the Mohammedan hiflo- 
rians, from whom we fhiill compile an account of their 
: affairs, till the Seljuks founded their empire in Iran.

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Bat while this prince was bufjr in extending his domi-» 
nionsi they were invaded by Khakan Chini, king of Ta- 
tar or Tartary, with a powerful army^ who took ffom him 
Samarkand) Bokhara* and ieveral odier' cities in Mawa-* 
ri'hiahr) which he atowards was forced to quit upon the 
fuccefles of his grandfon Hormoz K 

The reader, from what has been faid, will perceive that 
Khakan is a general name given by the Perfian hiflorians 
to the princes of the Turks, called alfo emperors of Tar- 
rtary, of whom wc find records from the time of Bahram-- 
jaur, fon of Yazdcjcrcl I. kln^ of PerHay who began his 
, ragn about the year of Chriit 417, as a people difierent^ 
at leaft with regard to their original country, from the 
ancient Turks, or inhabitants of Turkeilan, (ituate to the 
north of Perfia, to whom the Feriians, according to their 
Iiiftory, engaged in wars, in the carlieft times of tlicir 
monarchy. The former are called Oriental Turks, by 
way of diftin^ion and the name of Chin is added to the 
title of Kliakan, in all probability to denote their coming 
from the eailern parts of Tartary towards China; although 
it mult be obfervcd, that Cliin is a general name, lometlmea 
lifcd by the Oriental'^, to comprehend both thofe regions. 

Hormoz fucceeded his father Amilhirwan, about the SiccnJm^ 
year 586, and was not long after invaded by the Greek 'vaJkM^. 
emperor (M); of which invalion Shabafhaii, his coufin- 
german, fon of the Khakan, whofe daughter Nufhirwan 
had married, taking the advantage, pafled the Jihun or 
Amu, with three hundred thouland men, and fubilued 
Khorafan. Pcrfia being in this dillrefs, Bahram Chubin, 
the braveft man of his time, was fent to oppoic the enemy; 
who taking with liim but twelve thoufand c\pericni:cd 
foldiers, made a great (laughter, flew their king, and took 
his fon pnluncr, Ijciulc;; an immcuie bootv : but after* 
wards bcmg defeated m ids attempts agaiiilt Khoiravv Par- 
"vlz, the ion and lueecdor of Hormoz, he lied into Tur- 
kcftan, where he ferved the Khakan Chini ^ 

From that time the Turks feem to have remained cjui t, 
till the year 654, being the nineteenth of the reign of Ya ^^- *«» ^*^Mk 
dejerd, laft king of Perfia ; at which time vafl muhuudes 
. from Turin or 'ftirkeftftn, pafled the Sihun or Sir, and de- 
folated the countries to the (buth of that river. At the

Hovever, from that tiMe.they fwarmed atH over the d»- 
mrnions of the khalif, afid, b^ degrees^ got poflefikm 
them : forhcing an athletic people, and fan^ous for their 
dourage, the khali£», aAd, after their example, feveral of 

• the princes, who> in time, threw oflF thoir yoke, caufed 
great numbers of yoimg Tuikifh Haves to be bought, and 
educated in their courts* Out of thcfc they forixied trocfs 
of militia, M'ho often rebelled, and depofed the khaiif hi«- 
felf. At length their commanders c lecamte imftcrs, not 

^bnly of the khalifat, and perfmis of the khalif whofe 
guards they were, but alfoof great Icingdoms, whkh thcf 
erefted m Khorafan, Karazm, Egypt, and India. 

But to return to the affairs of the Turks at home, in 
*the yenr 894, Ifmael al Sammani, who, throwing off hh 
fubjccUon to the khalif, decl:;rcd hrmfelf king of Mawa- 
ra'ljiahr and Khorafan, marched into Turkeftan ; and, dc- 
rfeating the khan, took him prifoner, with ten thoufand 
men, befides a valt trcafiire. Some time before hiti death, 
■ ** which happened in 909, he made another expedition into

Hcj. 365. The Turks kt^pt witiiin their territories till the rei;^n of 

, ^uh Ebu i\4anl{u-, fixtfi king of the race of the Samniaiii, 

^nrM^ afcended the throne in the year of the Hejra ;^6i^, 

* and of Chrift 975. This prince, being pofleffed of all 
■MawaraMnahr and Khorafan, o^ave the government of two 
confiderable di(lri(5ts to two brothers, Abuali and Faekh. 
Thefe, at lcnp:th, quarrelling, rebelled, and invited Kara 
•khan of Turkcllan to invade the domnnons of Kuh. The 
ttan joined them j and, routing the army of Nuh, took 
"Samarkand and Bokhara, while Nuh made halle to a/*- 
"femble unotlier. Kara Khan, falliiig fick, was advifed by 
his phyficians to return to Turkellan j which he attempted 
^ to perform, but died on his journey. 

However, the rebel brothers Itill held out, and raifcd 
great forces, bein^;^ aflifted by the neiglibourine princes ; 
at which time Sabektekin, a famous p;encral oi uK's, 
Slaving returned with laurels from Iiidi;!, the kin;^^, In* liis 
• afliilance, marched againil, and, after dii ublliiiaie baiiic,

$aekh« who l^d retired thither, fled ; but, raifing forces^ 
they expelled Mahmud : however,, the latter, rallying 1 kit 
^009% and being joined by his father Sabektekln, routed 
the brother 5: in their turn. Abuali, upon this event, fub- 
mitted to Nuh j but Faekh retired to lick Khan, who fuc- 
ceeded Bokra Khan in Turkeitan, and was perfuaded by 
by him to make w ar on Nuh. 

Nuh, hcing informed of whiTt \vas in agitation, ordered ^-^'^ 
&abekt^km to attend him, and Maumud, with his troops, 
to rendezvous between Kefh and Nefaf, near Si:mar- 
i^and \ but an accommodation being agreed on, whereby , 
Faekh was to have the government of Samarkand, ax^end 
was put to thefe troubles in 995 \ and Nuh died in peace 
two years after, having reigned twenty-two years, leaving 
his fon Abu'Iharcs Manfur, a youth, to fucceed him at 
Bokhara, in the dominions of Mawara'lnahr and Khorafan. 

On the death of Nuh, Ilek Khan invaded Abu'Iharcs; Rr-enffn 
and, being joined by Faekh, governor of Samarkand, at- ^JJ^j^ 
tacked Bokhara : from wlience Abu'Iharcs fled, but ^oon 
after returned, on afliirances of hdeiity given by Faekh,

Ivlahnvud Gaxni, fon of Sabektckin, whofc government 
•was Kliorafa^i, complaining of diis injury, AbuHhares 
gave him Balk, Termed, and Herat : but Mahmud, not 
being content witli the exchange, marched to Niihabur, 
fron;i whence the kmg fled ; yet, fearing to be deemed a 
rebel, tuiacd oil, with.out vising that city. Baktuzun 
marched to the king's relief; and, meeting him on his 
return, under iome pretence confpired with Fuckh, and <j-rcuhtn m 
put out his eyes, after he had reigned one year and KAoraJam* 
fevcn monih^. They eiithronctl AbdaiiVia.ck, the eiglith 
king; but INLihinud marching againft the traitors, they 
fled liiiicrent ways; Faakh carrying the new kln^ to 
Bokhara. Thus Mahmud became polleiTed oi all Ivho- 
ralan.

name of Turks, iffuing from the borders of China, ravaged ^ 
the country from the Oriental ocean, as far as Balafagiin, 
then the capital of what is more properly called Tur- 
keflan ; but that Togin or Dogan Khin, who at that time ,* 
reigned in that country, not only prevented their progreft 
any farther weftward, but obliging them to retreat, pur- 
fucd them for three months fuccefhvely, an4 killed more 
than two hundred thoufand of them 

Thefe, which are here < r-Iled Tartars and Mogols, were cafhd Ka- 
doubtlefs no other than the Kitan, or thofe from Kctnn rakuajMu 
Kg tan before mentioncdj who, under Kndcr K!i^in, or his 
fucceflbr, attempted to extend their dominions, which al- 
ready reached from Kitay to KfiOie^nr, as far weftward as 
the Cafpian fea. Not but a ^re:it part of their army 
might have eonfifled of Mogols and Tartars ; thefe peo- 
ple probal)!)^, at tliat time, having been fubjc£l to the Ki- 
tan, as we know they were not long after. • 

The Kitan having, in 1124, been difpolTeired by tl>e Tft^irfet* 
Kin, another nation of Eaflcrn Tartary, retired weftward, tkmtnU 
and foujukd the empire of the wcllward I.yau, near K'lfh- 
gar. The hiftorians of the wefl of Afia call thefe tribes 
Lyau or Kitan, who, after thi$ cvciit, became better ki^own

to them by the name of Karakitayans, and fay they fb^ 
tied in the parts about Imil^ mixing themfelvea wiui the 
Turks % who, at that time^ were divided into many na- 
tionsy under difFerentj chiefs. Ti^e Kitan ' found fome 
Lords about Turfan, and others on the borders of Great 
Bukharia, whom they defeated. 

Thefe feem to have been independent tribes, which 
owned no fubjedion to the khan of Turkeftan ; who^ 
though pofleiTed of but a part of the dominions of his an^ 
ceilors, ftill prefervcd a (hew of grandeur ; but in a ihort 
time after his pdwer began greatly to decline, Infomuch 
that llek Khan, who reigned at Balafagun, about the mid- 
dle of the twelfth century, to defend himfelf againft the 
Kankli, Karhks, and Kipjaks, refigned his dominions to 
the king of the Weflcrn Kitan or Karakatayans before 
nientioned p : and thlis Turkeftan, which for fo many ages 
had been pofTelTed by khans of its own, fell under the do- 
in inion of a foreign prince : for although fome Oriental 
hiftorians pretend to derive even the Kitayans from Turk, 
the fuppoled fon of Japhet, yet tlieir language and man- 
ners, as well as remote dtuatiou, ihew tliem to be people 
of a different origin. 

As foon as this prince was fettled in hi-^ ticw dominioTis, 
according to Abu'lghazi Khan, he ailunied the title of 
Kavar Khan, that is. Great Lord j but Mirkond writes Kur 
khan, and fays it was the title of the kings of Karakitay, 
adding, that after he had vanqulOied the Kankli, he pur- 
fued his good fortune, and conquered, in the year 1141, 
the cities of Kafhgar, Khoten, Bifhbnleg, and Turkeflan: 
and thus all Tartary, between Mount Aitay and the Caf- 
pian fea, became again united under one fovcrcign, the 
greated prince who had reigned in northern Alia for many 
ages, before the time of Jenghi/ Khan. 

In all probability all the Turlviih tribes, and even thofc 
fettled about Turlan, had fubmittcd to Kur Khan-, fince 
"we find the Vigurs or Igu^o, dieir neighbours to the caft, 
were under his proiet^lion, and fo continued tili liic yi:ir 
1212, when flaying his tax-gathcier, they went over to 
Jenghiz Kh^n 9, 

To check this growing power, Senjar, fixth foltan of the 
Seljuk Turks, being* at Samarkand about the year 1 145, 
was prevailed on to attack £^khun, king of Karaka-

Til ti72, Takaih (defcended from Sabektckln*, the 
Turkiih iFounder of tlie Gazni monarchy), third foltan of 
Karazm (a new dominion, which fprung up in the time of 
the Scljuks), applying to the king of Karakitay for ailift- 
ance againil his brother Soltrin Shah, he fent Karamara, 
his fon*in-]aw, with a powerful army, which recovered 
his crown*. ' 

The Karazm Shahs were tributary to the Kurkhans ; 
but on the death of Takafh or Toku(h, his fon, Moham- 
med refttied to pay the tribute; and railing great forces, 
in the year 1200, firft reduced Bokhara, and the other 
cities of Mawara'lnahr (which had become independent 
under princes of their own); then marching into the do- • 
minions of Karakitay JCurklian, defeated his army, com- 
manclcd by Tnniku Taraz, a famous commander, lie af- 
terwards took Otrar, at that time the capitr'l DfTTirk-cfian, 
and returned home. Some years after the Karakitav-ms 
entering Mawara'lnahr, belieged Samarkand; but hearing 
at the fame time both of the approach of Mohammed and 
the revolt of Kuchluk the Nayman, againft Kurkhan his 
father-ih-law, they raifed the ^ege, and returned to Tur« 
keftan 

This account of the Karakitayans reigning in Turkefian, Hnfar:anr 
we have from the few imperfeft memoirs wo meet with atjagra, 
extracted from Mirkond ; according to which, there were 
two Kurkliaas who reigned in Turkellan, before the inva- 
fion of Jenghiz Khim ; the firfh called Gurjalb, to whom, 
by the courfe of the hiftory, Ilek ivlian muli have refigned 
his doniiiuon ; the otlier Kuyang, to whom Kuchluk re- 
tired. But Abu'lghazi Khan makes only one khan of tlie Abu'tghdzi 
two, and differs in the date of his reign and other circum- Khdk'sae^ 
fiances. He tells us that the khan of Jurjut having con- 
quered Karakitay, its prince, called Nufi Tayghir Hi, was 
obliged, in the year u??, to retire among the Kerghis, 
^nd thence to a town 01 J^tay called Imil : that two years 
after Ilek Khan, a defcendent of Afraiiab Khan, who re- 
lided at BalUfa^un, being opp^fed by his neighbours the 
Kanklis, who had ruined all his cultivated lands, for the 
fake of his afliftance refigned the foveteignty of that city 
to the Karakitayan prince, who immediately afTumed the 
name of Kavar Khan, or the Great Lord ; after which

When he 
miimed homCt he feat Aris, one of his generals, with a 
numerous armyy toward^^Urghenj, who obliged Vightft^ 
kh&n of that city, to pay hia matter a tribute of twenty 
ihoiifand gold dinars* However, foltin IViohammed) has 
fucceiibr, refuling to do what his father had done, pc*- 
pared for war. But though he had aiTembled all the forces 
ot his dominions, which extended as far as Rum (XJ), yet 
he was defcnted by Kavar Khan, and obliged to take thelter 
among the Hankiisi till he could obtain peace** 

Ktnrakitajf' In the year 1209 Kuchluk, the fon ot Tayyan Khan of 
the Naymansj having been defeated by Jenghiz Khan, and 
his father aain> fled to KarakUay Kurkhaa^ who wcemd 

^ ' iiim hono«rahly» aadgave him msdai^hter in marriage ' ; 

which favours^ not long after, he repaid with ingratttiidft> 
.Upon his revolt, he fent ambafladors to conclude a peace 
with foltan Mohammed, whom he left at liberty to take 
Kafhgar and Khotan, in cafe he could conquer them be- 
fore him. Kuchluk attacked his fatiier-in-law, and was 
at firft attended with iucceis, but was at lenj^th defeated. 
8oltaa Mohammed, on his lidc, entered KurKhan's domi- 
nions, and would have made great progrels, but for ther^ 
volt of nnc of his genera. lb v. iili part of his troops. This 
accident, which happened in the midft of u battle, put the 
foltan in great danger ; fo that at length he was foreed, in 4 
the liabit of a Tartar, to cut his way through the enemy fco 
join his army. He then founded a rctreatj and by (U^f 
marches returned to Karazm y. 

^"'f* Kueldiik i ill continued his rebellion, and at len^rrh dc- 

prived his laiher-in-law of more than half of his Uomi- 

^T^*' nioiis. i)Ut his ingratiuide did not remain long unpuiiiil^.- 
ed: (or, in 12 16, Jengl iz Khan fent one of his moft cx.- 
' • perienced generals againil him ; aT?d although he adv.inc<jd 
with an army fuperior to the Mogols, yet he was van- 
quilljed, and flying with fome of his troops, was at laib 
overtaken near Bndagflian in Great Bukharia, and puttp 
death. After this event, the Mogol forces over-ran Tur- 
kellan, flauglitering all who oppofed them. And ihus an 
end was put to the very name, as well as doaiimon, of UiC 
Turks in Tartary, ;

By the relation of ^ubruquius the moiik, and dthex^ 
Svho travelled into Tartary in the thirteenth century, as 
well as of the Orientals, who wrote the hiftory of Jcnghi^ 
*Khan, it appears that the fame cuftoms were common to 
the Mogols and other^nhabitants of I artary in the time 
*of that eoiiqucror. 

' The Greek IiiRorians, from whom we learn tliefc par- ^ad cha* 
liculars, fay nothing as to the chara£^er of the Turks : but h 
that dcfett may be eafily fupplied from the Arab and Per- 
iian authors, with whom the word Turk pafl'es ufually for ■ 
a highwayman or robber. Hafez, a Perfian poet, who 
lived in the lifteenth century, fpcaklng of fome evil, favs. 
That it takes from our hearts ail patience and repofe, 
'With as mucli violence as the Turks or beggars fnatch the 
vi£luals from a welUfurniOred table." What is more fur- 
jprifing, we meet with a diitich in the Turkiih language to

this purpofe : " Although a Turk or Tartar fliould excel 
ill all the fciences, yet the Barbarian would ftiil be rooted 
in his nature." it may be feen in the hiftory of the kha- 
lifs, of the family of Abbas, to what a degree the blood 
^ of the Turks was thought unworthy to be mixed with 
tiu'ir's, w'hcn it was propoied to give a princefs of that 
lioufc in marriage to XQgrui Beg, iirii ibltaa of the Sei- 
juk race. 

W/>y hatid The Arabs and Pcrfinns bore a hatred to the Turk^ for 
bj mm. xliQ. injuries received from them, for feverai ages together, 
not only by their frequent invafions from Tartary, butalfo 
by the dilturbances tlicy raifed in their dominions. Al 
* MotaiTem, eighth khulif of the Abbas race, Shehab*addin, 

foltan of the race of Gaur, Al Malec Al Salch, foltan of 
the family of Ayyob in t gypt, and feveral other princes of 
Afia, caiifed I great number of young Turkifti flaves, the 
handioiiiLit u ho could be procured, to be bought and edu- 
cated in their courts j thefe being formed into troops of 
mihtia, not only often rebelled and depofed the khalif, 
but, Involving the country in cruel war, committed un- 
heard uf outrages on the inlrabuants, as we have already 
obferved**. 

Yet eft em^ Tliis is the true foundation of tlic great aniinofity which 
tdjor the Arabs and Perfians bore tiic 'rurksi who, it mull be 
tiiirhmd- acknowleged, always were a moli turbulent and infolent 
J^^^"^* race, where they had power, though humble enough where 
they had none. Howe^jer, they were not altogether fo 
defpicable and bnitiih .as their enemies reprefent them* 
The good air and mien of thefe young flaves plealed the 
eyes of the Perfians \ infomuch, tfiat the poet Hafez lum- 
felf, who had pailed fo fevere a refle£^ion on them, ma&«s 
. .the word Turk to fignify a handfome man : and was charm?* 
ed with one of them to fuch a degree, that, in his Divan^ 
he cries out, If I could but gain the good-will of this 
Turk of the city of Shiraz, I would give, for the fmalleft 
of his favours, the cities of Samarkand and Bokhara.*' 
Orig'matfy Authors divide the Turks into two kinds, with relpe£b 
aived a to their way of living, fome dwelling in towns and fixed 
nyanderiiig habitations, others in the fields, a^d leading a wandering 
life,- like the Bedwan Arabs : thefe are called by the Turks 
Guchgunji Atiac, and Konnr Kocher; which implies a 
roving kind of life, and without fixed dwellings'. From 
thefe tlie Turkmans, and even tlie founder of Uie Othmaii

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family are defcended. The Turks originally, like all the 
other nations inhabiting Tartary, lived in the fields, un- 
der tents, and without any houfes, but fuch as were car- 
Tied on carts. And we prefume it will be very difficult 
to prove, that ever the Turks lived in towns, pr fixed ha^ 
bitattonsy till fuch time as they had taken them from their 
neighbours in the fouth. 

Before we qjait the fubje£l it will be neceflary to ex- Dtfand- 
amine whether the Turks are defcended from the ancient tnuof iht 
Scythians, mentioned by the Greek and Roman authors ; J*^'^"^ 
whether all the inhabitants of Tartary aire either originally 
•Turks, or fprung from one and the fame root. 

If, by Scythians, is to be underilood not thofe properly 
fo called, butall'the different nations' mentioned by Hero- 
dotus, Pliny, Ptolemy, and other authors, which, undeir 
that common name, inhabited that vail region, it may^ 
without hefi ration, be anfwered, that the prefent inhabt-«' 
tants are the defeendents of the ancient ; or rather of fuch 
of that people as remained in Tartary, over and above 
thofe which might have been dedroyed, or migrated into 
other regions : lor not pnly there is a great conformity in 
the perfons, manners, and cudoms of both, but no odief 
nation or nations can be alTigned from whence the prefent. 
poflcflbrs of Tartary could proceed. To the foUthofthem 
live people, as thePerfians, Indians, Tibetians, and Chi- 
nefe, who always dwelt in cities, or fixed habitations J 
and, confequently, could never be tempted to change * 
their country and manner of living for thofe of the Scy- 
thians, unlefs compelled by force, of which we meet with 
Ho initances in hifiory. 

As to t!ie fccond qucftion, whether all five inhabitants JnhahUanti 
ofTartary are t ithcr nr5<Tina1]v Turk'^, or Iprung from the oftarteay^ 
fame root, our opmion is in the ncg itive : for tiierc is no 
probability that people, fo extremely difFcrent in their make, ^^^^ 
and features, as molt of the Mohammedan Tartars, and 
the Eluths or Kalmuks are, ihould proceed from the fame 
flock, any more than frelh and fait water fliould proceed 
from the fame fountain. It is true, all the inhabitants of 
Wcftern Tartary (for thofe of the Eaftem are out of the 
cafe), fpeak the fame language, or at leafl diale£ls of it \ 
but might not this happeti throiicrh conflant intcrcourfc, 
or one power prevailing over the reft, as that of the Turks 
did in the fixth century, and that of the Mogols in the 
twelfth ? The conquered people generally fpeak the lan- 
guage of the conquerors, as well as their own, M^hich, by 
degrees, hecomes extincl, as thiit ui tlie Kopts almoft al- 
ready 
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taulf Is In Egypt, wheic the Arabic pcevaUs % ibe Celtic 
in Gaul, where the French Ukes place \ and in Englai^ 
- , „ ihe Britifliy which has been fuperfeded by die EngUih. 
nil the However, it muft be allowed, that the id^y affi. 
Jm languages would go nearly to a certain proof ef the 

giuigi* identity of nations, as to origin, did they agree in other 
circumilances ; and might alfo be admitted as a tolerably 
fwe rule in tracing ^he migrations of people : becaufe the 
migratii^ nation cannot rieceive their language from poo- 
pie of a different language among whom they live 3 and 
therefore muii be ankiu to the unmigrating nation, whofe 
language happens to be the fame witl\ theirs. Thus tlie 
language which the Othman Turks fpeak, though vr^tA 
.wim Periian, Aral^c, and even Greek words, demoniirat<p 
^ibat they came froni Tartary, or are defcendod from fome 
of the inhabitants of that region, known by the fuune of 
.Turks ; although it may not be eafy to afcertain thepvtU 
/cular tribe or tribes from which th^y draw their c^^Sari*

Of the original Counfty tnbaHfeJ hy ihe Turks, with

Names of .1 T appears from the relation already given, both by the 
^Tttrkefan Roman and CiiiHt'fe hillorians, that die country pof- 
fciTcvl by ilic iuiKo, ai uwAi iiril becoming known in the 
' '^'orld, was about the ii.iddle of all Tartary, towards 

mount Altay, which divides that great region, as it were, 
into two parts : and that, in a few years, diey, from a 
very inconfiderable beginning, extended their dominion 
* Yrom the river Lyau in the eaft, as far wqftu'ard a^ the 

I Cafpian fea. Thus almoft the v hole of Gre^^t Tartary be- 
coming fuhjeci to the l urks, miglit.have taken tbie-namiP 
i)f Turkeilan, or Country of the Turks \ at -le^ft Ae <Jti- 
ental writers give that name to all the C0|intries lying nox^ 
^ -of the river Smun or l^r»,tbe Jaxartes of the ancients* 
M TuTM. ^ The name of Turan they extend ftill farther, making it

£xtend > It niay be prefumed, if the name.of Xnrkeft^ncTcr pre-

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as the dominion of the Turks was entire : but that when 
their power became divided under many fovereigns, Turke- 
ftan alfo was divided into fo many different parts, and loft 
the namcj which feemcd to have fettled in the wcftern 
part ofTartary, to the north of Perfia and Great Bukhiria, 
xthttc probably the defcen^ents of tlieir iirft khan^ Difa- 
hnltBf fixed their feat.* From thefe provinces they made 
conlSmial war- with the Perfians and ArahSf for feveral 
ages together ; and here they maintataed their dominioil' 
kngeft, and with gi^eateft limre. 

This, atleaft, we know from lyftory, that, foon after Ctsfiihi 
die timd of Toxander» in the feventh centnry, the Turks ^M^* 
quarrelled among themfelves, whidt probably ended in a 
partition of their dominions : and, in the feventh, eighth^ 
and ntiith eentuiies, we ^nA die country of the Turits 
'a6l:ually' divided among feveral kakhins, or kings, fome of 
whom had very large territories, called by diiierent names^ 
or thofe of the tribes under their fubjeftion. ffowerer^ 
it muft be obferved, that all thofe diftri£is extending over 
almoft the whole of Weft em Tartary, are reprtfentcd as 
parts of the Bclad Al Atrak, wliich is the Arabic word ani^ 
wering to the Pcriian Turkeftan, thatis> thi Country rf 
the Turks, , 

It may be prefumed, that the nations who were not im- Settks m 
mediately fubje£^ to the fucceflbrs of Difabules,* were, in 
time, conquered by fome other nation or nations, fltuated 
more to the eaft or fouth : and thus the name of Turkc- 
ftan came to be difufcd, in all but the weftern parts of that 
empire, where the Turks ftill preferved their power : on , 
which account it always retained the name of Turkeiiin 
with the Perfians. 

However, the Turks in this weftern region, at different Revives im 
times, feenis to have recovered or extended their doniin- 
ion eaft ward, as they found opportunity, from their own 
increafe of Itrength, or the weaknefs of their neighbours, 
whom tlicv had to encoimter. Thus, in the time of Ebti 
Said al Mn^rebi, the geographer Kafligar, in Little Buk- 
haria, was the capital of Turkeftan 5 as it fcems to have 
been alfo in 996, under Ilek Khan. At leaft, Turkcilan 
muft, at that time, have been divided into two diftinifl; do- 
minions, the weftern and the caftern \ of which laft, ac- 
cording to fome authors, Ilek Khan was the fovercign 
Idrd, while Arflan Khan reigned over the former. 

Eaftern Turkeftan, tliat is, the countries eaft of Kafh- Extendi 
gar, foon after fell into the hands of the Karakitayans ; 
and from thence derived the name of Karakitay, according

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to the Perfian hiilorians* But at length, about the middle 
of the twelfth century, both the ealtern and weftem 
Turkeftan were united again under one prince, in confe- 
quence of the furrender made by Ilek Khan of Balafagun 
to Karakitay Kurkhan, or Kavar Khan : nor did the weitera 
Turkeilan, upon that revolution, take the name of Kara^ 
kiiay, but ftill retained its own, at icaft with the PerCans. 
JlgaU COM- But tilings did not long continue in this ftate ; for, at 
$ra^tJ» the beginning of the thirteenth century, Kuchluk theNay- 
n'^n, rebelling againil liis fathcr-in-hiw Kurkhan, feized 
the cnft^rn Turkeitan ; and thus once more caufed a di- 
vifion of the empire. Some fay both parts were united 
3^ain in tl;c perion of Kuehluk himieli, who fucceeded 
Kurkhan : be that as it may, in a very few years after, 
JenghizKhan the great, having over-run the wiioie Weftem 
Tartary with his Mogois, all Turkeilan became a province 
of his immenfe empire. Since whic h time we have heard 
no more of Eaftern Turkeflan, or Oriental Turks. 
JtimuhstH However, the part of Tartary to the nordi of Perfia 
^'i/f- ^nd Great Bukharia, ftill retained the name of Turkeilan \ 
and, in the partition wiiich Jenghiz Khan made of his em- 
pire among his four fons, came to the lhare of Jagar.iy, 
wiio was the fecond. But, in procefs of time, tliefc new 
rncnarchJcs being fplit into lefler l>atcs by intelline fac- 
tions, aiul the iiciVcnJiTits of one brother invading thofe 
oi i.nothcT, TuikciL.ii icll into the hands of ilic Uzbeks, 
and, at laft, into thofe of the KalTa: , :ni(l IMank^ts; who 
•were formerly the fubjefis of Juhi, ekicll ion of Jcni^^luz 
Khan, ^nd at prcfcnt is pofiell'ed by them : the Kall'ats 
having the eaftern part, and the Mankats (better known 
in Europe by the nickname of KaraKalpaks), the weftem 
part, under their refpe£live khans ; who, with their fub- 
je£ls, are Mohammedans. 
Wkyftfuh' From what has been faid on this fubje^l, it appears that 
^'han 'e Turkeftan had not always the fame fituation and extents 
$kct! conftantly varying, is found fometimes in one part 

of Tartary, fometimes in another \ juft as the Turks, who, 
like the other tribes, lived for the moft part in the fields, 
were able to ftand their ground, or obliged to give 
way to fuperior force. Thus countries, which have nei- 
ther cities, nor any fixed habitations, maybe faid to be of 
an itinerant nature, and follow their inhabitants wherever 
they remove. However, the Turks, wbo inhabited to the 
north of either Great Bukharia or Perfia, had generally 
towns along the Sir in their pofiefilon^ as the Mankau 
and KaiT&ts have at prefent ; snd as it was f^om the fam^ 

quaiMsr 
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cfuarter that thole countries were, from time to titnc, in- 
vaded by thefe people, it always retained, among tlie Per- 
fians, the name of Turkelbin : v/ith the defcription of 
which, we ihail clofe this iauodutlion to the hiitory of' 
the Turks. 

The prelent Turkcftan is fituated between 42 and 50 Prefent 
or 51 degrees of latitude, and between 73 and 90 degrees "^urkefidti, 
of longitude, reckoning from Fcrro, one of the Canary 
iflcs. It is bounded on the north by the Aral Tag, 
or Afountalns of Eagles^ w hicli are accounted mere hills 
in thofe parts ; on the ealt by the dominions of the 
grand khan of the Eluths or Kalmuksj on the fouth 
by the river Sir, which feparates it from Karazm and 
Grent IkiUuin;! ; and on ti c weft by the Cafpian Sea and 
river Yeni. It is about: i\x hundred and fixty milt , iti 
length from weft to eail, and live hundied and iuiLy m 
breadth from fouth to north. 

The country confifts generally of vaft extended plains. Natural 
Mrhich are very fruitful, and has but few mountains, ex- 
cepting thofejuil mentioned. It is watered bj fome rivers % 
fuch as the Tar&2, or Talalh, which falls into the Sir \ 
the Tumgay, which falls into the Talafh ; the Karafu, ' 
and others of lefs confequence. They, all defcend from 
the north, and fall, for the moft part, into the Sir ; but ^ 
authors differ as to the particulars places where they enter 
that river. . Here likewife one meets with feveral lakes* 
Amone the reft one called Kamiih Nor, that is, the Lake 
tfReedsy is forty or fifty miles Long, and thirtjf broad. , . 
Thatof Iffikoli where Turk, the fonof Japhet, isfaidto 
have fettled, is very near the eaftem border of TurkeftSn, 
if not within it. ' 

When Turkeftan was in its flouriftiing ftate, under its Principal 
own fovercigns, and even till the irruption of Jenghiz 
Khan, it abounded with ftrongand populous cities. How- 
ever, thefe, or moft of them, probabiy, w^ere not built by 
the Turks, who lived moiUy in tlie helds, but by the old 
inhabitants of the country, or the Arabs, from whom they 
took them« Thefe were fituatc chiefly on the rivers in the 
fouthern parts, efpecialiy on the great river Sir, which 
was its natural common boundary on the fide of Mawa- 
ral'nahr,' or Great Bukharia. The chief of thefe were 
Jenghikant, Jund, Yaili, Sabran, Saganak, IJzkend, 
Otrar, Taraz, Esfijab, Olbanikat, Tonkat, Balafagun, 
Benkat, Taftikant, and Shakrokiya. 

Four of thefe cities were, u different periods, the ca- P-fjal/eAH^ 
pitalsof Turkeftan i namely, Ycughikaut, or Kaiiyat nl' 

B b 2 Jididah, 
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Jididah, in the time of Al Ber^ndi the geographer, Baiaf4-$ 
gun, or Kambalik, enjoyed that hoaottr fxom IQ17 tQ 
IIJ7, and Otrir was oie metropoHs in iaoo». wh^n 
tan Moliamnied Karazm Shah took it froaa Karal^ltay 
Kurkhftn, king of Turkeftan. 

Many of them fti]l exift, notwithftanding the deftruc- 
don made by the Moguls under Jenelnz Khani but wo 
are better acquainted with the ftate ot them at diat time 
than at prefent^ being fumiihed with very few modem 
accounts relating to misj»art of Afia. 
f^mf Tcngi Kant, or Al M;rlyat Al Jadidah, as the Amli 
c^d it, both names fignifying the New Ci^ or Fort/tji^ 
vm fituateds according to the Arab geographers, nearm 
river Al Shaih, which falls into the lake of Karafm* lib 
we take to be the Aral Nor,or Lake of Eagles^ in that coim* 
try* It was ten days journey (of the Karawins) from Ka-» 
rafm, twenty from Farah or Otrar, and twenty'^ve&om 
f Bokhara Jund, or Jand^ was an inconfiderablc city not 
fat from thence : it is near the moutli of the Sihunjand 
has produced feveral famous men. Mirkhond relates, that 
it was from this and fome other adjacent citiesy tiiat the 
Scythian ambafTadors went to meet Alexander, and ro«. 
proached him for his ambition and rapine. On the ap- 
poackof the Mo^^ols under Tuflii, Ion of Jenghiz Khan,, 
in 1 2 19, foltan Mohammed Karazm Shahs ^ whon^ it 
was then fubje£t, fent five thoufand men to garrifon it 
However, Kutluk Khan, the governor, fled 5 but the in- 
habitants depending on the ftrength of its walls and 
towers, tliey flood on their defence, and might have h^ld 
out a long fjcgc, if it had not been furprifed by ilratagem, 
without bloodlhed. On this account their lives- were 
^ared ; but they loft all their efFec^s ^ 
Ygji^ Smw Yafli, Sabran, and Saganak or Si,rnak, are often men- 
bran, Sa- tioiied in Shams Addin's Life of i miur Bek. Tfie /nil 
gaaak. . was a large and ftrong city at the time of Jenghiz Kiiaii's 
fnvafion. Soitan Mohammed fent twenty thoufand men 
to defend it. It was the iirft place the Mogols befieged ; 
who, on their approach, fent an envoy to fummon the \ni 
habitants to furrender, with a promife of good treatment; 
but they, inftcad of liftening to his propofal, tore him in 
pieces i an inllancc of barbarity w^hich fo exafperated Tufhi 
Khan, who commanded at the fiege, that he never ceafed 
aflaulting the place till he h^d taken^ it^ and then> to re-.

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venge the murder, caufed ten thoufand of the irthahltahts 
K) be put to the fword. The terror of this execution in- 
duced the garrifon of Uzkend, or Urkend, to furrcnder 5. 

Otrar, called by the Arabs Farab, was, according to OirafySf^ 
Abu'lfeda, fituated on the river (G) Al Sh'afti, in the neigh- i-ardif. • ' 
bourhood of Balafagun ; but Sharif Addln removes it two 
parafangs, or Perfian leagues, from the north bank of t"he 
Sih^n or Sir. We undcrlland from the fame author, that 
a league to the eaft runs the river Arj, with a bridge over 
that it is fix Karawan ftages from Taflikuiit, and 
ffeventy-fix parafangs from Samarkand. De la Croix places 
Otrar in the nioft ^^eftern extremity ot i urkcilani and 
bounds its territories on tlic call with that of Al Shah, or 
Taihkunt* It was a city of extculivc trade between the 
Turks and Mohammedans when the Mogols inVaded the 
dominions of fokan Mohammed 

As thiols a place of great importance the foltan leftfixty lisfiumm' 
thoufand men #i A Gayer Khan, the governor, to defend /^f'^ 
it) wliO) ml tl^b tnzrdh of Oktay and Jagatav, t^o of 
Jenghiis fom, with two hundred thouiand men^ 

t6 '^tlack it, retirtd into Ithe toWn, and vigoroudy defended 
j% for five inoh^s ; but is the place coitTd not hold out 
AMich longer, one of his generals advifed him to capitulate 
kk tiiki^* The go^ernor^ ' being c6nfc!otts that he Kkd been 
iht ft)£e occafion of die war, rejeded the propofal. Here^ . 
upon the general taxtcA in the night with nis ten thoufand , 
Men> into thie camp of the Mogols, who, detefting his trea« 
Aery, flew them all, and entered the city by the gate out 

wmch they had marched. 

Gayer Khftn finding the town taken, rtdted with twenty Gonnmit 
thoufand hieti tntb the caftfe, which being too confined for ^^^O* 
fo great a number, he endeavoured to free himfelf by con- 
m&iiai fallies. Thefii attacks extremely incommoded thft 
^nerty foir fotne time \ but the princes redoubling their 
^fibHs, took it at lad fword in hand, and cut all me gar- 
rifon to pieces. The governor, perceiving all was loft, 
rfttirfed ihto his apartitoent with two men, who being at 
Ifength killed, and arrows failing. Gayer defended himfelf 
for fome time with great ftones, which his wife fupplied 
him with. At laft he was taken, loaded with chains, and 
fiUm itfter j>ttt to death by Jenghiz Khan*s orders ^

met to trade. It produced many learned men. It was 
near Esfijab and J(-k.el, and four parafangs from Shalj. 
Thcfe two latter were cities of the Turks Taraz ilands 
on the river Arj, about feventy mileji to the north-eafl o£ 
OtrSr. 

Bifijab* EsfijSb was reckoned a large city, though not fo big by 
two pans in thicc as Ik nkat. It had a (:;dtie formerly; 
bur it was not Handing in the tunc of ^ibu lleda. Both 
tlic city and fuburbs were inclofed, the former with a dou- 
ble wall, the latter with a Ungle ope, three parafangs in 
compafs. The inhabitants were accommodated witE de« 
* lightful gardens in the adjacent plain^ which is weU wa- 
tered \ and from them to the ncareft monntsiins is a fiiace ' 
of three parafangs*". Esfijab ilands upon the nordi baak 
of the Sir, or near that river. 

$fildfdgu»» Balafagun, according to Abu'lfeda^ was a city beyond 
, ^ the river Sihun, in the borders of the Turks' doroiniofifl* 

In one place he makes it near Kafhgar, and Farab or 
Otrar in another, which is a fort of contradiction % thofe 
two places lying at a great diftance afunder. By the po- 
litiou given il in his tables, it was about feventy-tave 
leagues north* eaftward of the latter. Aby'lghazi Khfta 
obferves, tliat it was called by the Mogols, Khambalig» 
or Oo9d Town* It was ^e- capital of Turkeftan for a loog 
time ; hut at prefent feems not to be in exiftence. 

MikkStm Ecnkat is a great place of trade, belonging to Al Shafh^ 

or Tafhknnt, being a league in length. The fortrefs is 
without tlie city, but the fame wall defends both. Its 
diltri£l or liberties are inclofed with a wall, as are its gar- 
dens and otttobuildings« It is well fupplied with numing 
" ' waters. 

Jtt Sha/h, Al Shafli was formerly a magnificent city, M^e£t ta 
9rTaJ^ Samarkand, near tlic Sihun, from whence the water 
flowed to every houfe. It Is four ftages from Khojend,^ 
and five from Targana or Andukand 5 it is at prefent called 
Talhkunt but much reduced from it's former, fplendor, 
having been often dcftroycd and rebuilt, yet is the winter 
refidence of the khan of the KaiXats, who pofiefies the eait 
FenakunU part of Turkeftan. 

now Shah' Fenakunl was a ftrong city on the eaftern bank of the 
rukhya* Sir, in the time of Jendirz Khdn. That prince fent fifty 
thoufand men againil it, under two c:cncr:ils ; and thougn 
foitan Mohammed had detached thither ten thoufand meUf

yet 
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yet it was taken after a fiefi^e of three days. All the 
garrifon were put to the fword, aud tlie inhabitants carried 
into Ihivery °. It was fo completely ruined on tltis ocea- 
iion, that tlK^re renrainLul no vcin;-;es of it till i392> when 
Timur Beg ordered it to be rebuilt and peopled; and, as 
that conqueror gave it to h'it\ fon Mirza Shahrokh, it was 
from him called Shahrokhiya.. At prefent it is a mifer- 
able place, containing about two hundred cabins, depen- 
dent on TaOikunt, from v/hcncc it lies aUout iixteca 
leagues to tlie eafl, or rather perhaps to the fouth. 

Tunkat, orToukat, is a city and ni.ai of the province 7unk4U^ 
of ll;ik. Bt-Fore the time of Jcnghlz Khan it w.is iiiclofcd \* 
with a wall, in which were many gater.. it ilootl on a 
river, from whence water llowed into the tuv, n, and 
through us territories. It had a caftle for its defence, and 
was adorned with the palace of a prince. While it was in 
the hands of tliC Arabs and Perfians it had a wall, extend- 
ing from the mountain Shabaleg to the eifd of the valley o£ 
AI Shafhy built to hinder the irruptions of the Turks. 
This ci^ was the. nurfery of many learned men and 
called Dar Al Ilm^ that iS| the Palace of the Sciences^ on 
account of its academy of arts and fciences* It was a 
place fo adapted to pleafurCf that ^it became a faying. 

That God never made a more delicious dwelling than * 
at Tonkat."' Jenghi^ Khan held a general diet here in 
die year 1224^ wnich was fo nunterous^ that its p!ain» 
tjiough feven leagues in lengthj was fcarce able to contain 
the number of people who were aflembled on that oc- 
cafion *J. 

To the cities before defcribed it is necoAary to add that City tf 
of Turkeftan, which We omitted to mention among the "ittrktfiigi 
to\N ns of. this country, becaufe we find no ancient place 
of that name in the Oriental authors ; though poflibly it 
dien exidcd under fonie other denomination, being men*, 
tloned often by AbuMglias^i Khan, in the earliefl times of 
hishiilory. It Hands on a river that comes from the 
north-eaft, and falls into the Sir a little below the tswn; 
though built of brick is yet a very pitiful place, and re- 
markable for nothing but an agreeable fituatlon : however, 
in this condition it enjoys the honour of bein^ the ca- 
pital of Turkcftan, and is the refidence of the khan of tlie 
Mankats, who policies the wedern part of this country %

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CHAP. VI. 

The Hifiory of the Seljukisns of Iratiy or Perjta^ 

at iurge^ and of Herman. 

SECT. L 

ne Authority on which the Seljuk Hijlory is grounded* 

Stijultian TJES^^^^ theempirc'j which the Tarks eflabliflied 
dfM^U4» J3 in Tartary, their native country, they founded four 
' great monarchies in the fcmth of Afia. The three firft 
were poflefled by the priiices of the fame family, called 
Seljuk, and Turks, of the fame tribe or tribes. The 
fourth, by princes of the Umiiy of Othman, or Ozman, 
with their refpetlive followers. Of thefe we propofe to 
give the hiftcry in ordcx, and are fufficiently furniihed 
with materials for fetting the Otliti m H ailuirs in a very 
proper light. We could wiil), for tlic reader's fake, that 
we were but l;a!f ai> well provided to treat of the Seljuk 
dvnailics. ILe misfortune is, that although ii.anv Per- 



fi ^Ti iiiicl Arab authors have compiled their hiftor

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but few eopics in the original language have as yet appeared 
in this part of Europe, and none of them been triuiflate4 
into any European tongue. 
OritMtal ' It is true that two or three Oriental hiftorians have beei^ 
kj^trimu tendered into Latin, which fpeak of the Seljuk affairs, as 
: Abul-Far^, Ebn Amid called Al Maktn, and the I^eb- 
tarlkh of Am!^ Yahia ; hut although diefe fumifli us widi 
&e origin of thofe monarchies, and a fucceffion of their 
kings^ Mrith many fa£^s and their dates, not to be found 
in uie weftem writers, yet they are all too general to give 
fuch a light into their hiftoVy) aa might bie fufficient to 
fatisfy the curious. The two firft authors likewife haYing 
digeited their writings in the form of anriaIS| the Selpk 
hiftory is given mixed with tibat of other ilatesj and not in 
one continued feries, as it is in the Lebtirikh } but then 
this latter, befides its great concifenefs, treats only of the 
firfl Seljilk monarchy, and Al Maktn of no more uianthe 
fix firft princes of that line. 
TAf iMf- As for the Greek or Byzantine hiftorians (both t]v)fe 
tern^wfi* who wrote by way of annals, or fuch as publilhed the 
Stf Mi*^^ ^^^^^ particular emperoxs}^ tjxey give fuch imperfe&» 
4^tmvn «;pi|f|2f^{|^ 211^ erroneous accounts of all tranfa^lions 

whick 
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yrbicL Happejocd without the baiinds of the Roman em- 
fiic, that fcarce ax&y thing true, or of confequcnce, is to 
0^ expected from them* 

However, it U not to be fuppofed, that the Byzantine jgt o/uji. , 
9nd other wederh hiftorians aure of no ufe in wcitine the 
la&oty of the Tarks ; on the coiitrary, as the latixr Uwek 
emperors maintained wars againft the Seljuks as well 9% 
the Othmans, fo thofe wars, related fomettmes in detail^ 
ibmetimea very fupeifidallfi make a part of their hillory ; 
and hence it is (hat we fometimes meet with traniadUons 
not to be found in the Oriental authors* Tu^ki'i 

Althpugh in relating theaffwrs of the Turks, we ou^t AyhrLmM^ 
to give the preference to Turkifli authors, as every nauon 
mim neceflarily be beft acquainted with their own tranf- 
anions, yet we are not to cxpccl: abfolute perfedion and - 
^ata&nefs from them : for they fometimes di£er in the 
account they give of the origin of their monarchies, as 
i^cU as in the actions and reigns of their princes^ with 
td^Ct to their b^pnning and length.

SECT* II. 

fke Qyigin of the Scljukians, and their EnlranLe uUq 

OELTUK, or Saljuk, the founder of the Scljuk dy- Si'l'^hU 
^ nafty of Iran, or Peril a at laree, according to the Leb- dcjunt, 
lankh, derived his origin from Afrafiab, and was the 
tliii iy-fourth dcfcendent from that prince in a direct male 
line. 

But Mlrkhond, in his account of tlie genealogy of 
Jenghiz Khan, fayi^, lliat Scljuk w as of Mogf)l rac<, and 
ciefccnded from Loikiii Salji, Ibn of Alankiiwa. 

^'Ir. Guigucs, in his <.*i^y concerning the origin of the 
lluns and Turks, cxtracl:ed f om tlic Cliiudc hifloriaiis, 
feems to liiiiik, that the Seljuks were derived from a Itock 
difFcrcnt from both the former. He relates, that the 
children of Tumwcn Ilkhpn, or Tumena Khun, who, 
dcfccnded fronx Buzenjir, the fon pf Alankawa, imitating 
the example of their father, formed an empire, which 
extenvied from the Cafpian fea to Korea : that this empire, 
being too large to continue long entire, at length became 
' divided into two, the eaftern and the weftern; each of which 
had its own khan : that the empire' of^ the weftern Turks^ 
which extended as far as the river Sihun, or Str, was often 

foroiidaUe 
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formidable to the kings of Perfia ; particularly Hormoz^, 
fon of Koiru Anuftiirwan, with whom they liad confider- 
able wars : that, in procefs of time, other Turks, of the 
hord of Whcy-ke, deftroycd the empire of the weftern 
Turks, and founded anew kingdom ; and it is from thcfc 
Whey-ke, that, in the opinion of Mr. Guigues, the four 
' Seljuk dynaities, which reigned in the fouthcrn Afia, were 

defcended. 

According to this hypothefis, the Seliiik trihe could not 
be defcended from either Afrafiab Kium, or Alankawa. 
But as this is oiiiv a eoiijcciare of JNIr. Guigues, uiiJ he 
has produced no ai L^uiments to lupport it, we fhall leave ii, 
and return to the accoMnt given by Mirkond. This author 
informs us more particularly as to the family of Seljuk, 
that he was the fon of Dekak» chief officer of Bigu, 
prince of thofe Turkilh tribes which inhabited the plain 
of Khozar, or Kipchak, to the north of the Cafpian iea. 
Dekak was fo renowned for his extraordinary wifdom and 
valour, that his fubjecls gave him the furname of Tazialig, 
which fignifies a, Strong Sow and bard to manage. A£tet his 
death, the king took care to educate Seljuk, who was very 
young ; and, not doubting but the fon of fuch a father 
would make a very brave man, fumamed him Ba&flii | 
that is, Chie/f or Captain. As he advanced in years, the 
Iblt^ heaped favours on him : but, forgetting his duty to 
(6 good a prince, he one day prefumed to enter the le- 
cret apartment of the palace, in which were his women 
' and children. 

Mf /«r» Bigu, being informed of this infolence, was refolved to 
iMfi punim him feverely. But Seljuk, getting fome intimation 
of his defign, thought it bed to avoid his anger by 
efcaping in time. Accordingly, having aiiembled all his 
friends and people, who were attached to his family, he 
retired, with his effcfls ; and (crolTmg the Sihun, or Sir), 
approached Samarkand (B). Belli Khan, governor of that 
city, diilikng fuch neighbours, refoived to oblige them to 
remove at a diftance : but Seljuk, having augmented his 
forces, worfted him in feveral engagements. In one 
eipeciaUy lie obtained a confiderable advanta<^re^ by means 
of an ambufcade } which was fo well conduclcd that he 
acquired great reputation throughout the country. This 
fuccefs laid the £rii foundation of his greatnefs, and em-

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lioldened him to prefent himiieif before Bokhara ; wh^re 

■ he was very well received 

Mirkhond mention ^ nothinf^ of the death of Seljuk; j^gg^t^gg 
which we learn from two other authors, Jb.bn Amid and ^i^iufim% 
Ebn Shohnah ; who differ in their uecount of him, both 
from that hiilorian and from one another. Ebn Amid 
relates, that Dakak, Seljuk's father, being a wife as well 
as a ftrong man, was alfo eonlulted by the king of the 
Turks, and carried with liim in his wars : that he was the 
firfl: of his family who embraced Mohammedifm : that his 
fon Seljuk, being of age, when he died, the kinj^ made 
him general of all his forces : but that, altcrwards, ap- 
prehending danger from his crafty difpolition, he rcfolved 
to kill him \ which defign cominc^ to the knowlegc of 
^ Seljuk, he lied to Harun Saliab Cuuawlaw, king oi <.>ha- 
bia, and recjueded aiiiiiancc Irom him,, to enable him to 
c<:>!Hji:cr die cuuiiU"y ut ilv.: infidel Turks: that H.iitiji 
furniihed him with a nuiacious army, to execute hit dc- 

■ fign J but that, in a battle with thofe infidels, Seljuk was 
llain, when he was one hundred and fcven years old ^ 

. According to Yhtx ShoHnah, Seljuk's father was named StHUt . 
Dok&ky or ]Jk>kmak, which» in Tuxktih, fignifies ^ Hammer y t^l"/^ 
but at prefent is pronounced Tdcmak. Seljuk was chief 
of one of the principal families <^.Turkeft^n ; and» as he 
^a^ always £ol|pwed b^ a great number of relations, and 
othiprs> who were in his intertft, the king grew jealous of 
the great authority which lie had dcquir^^ and obliged 
bim to depart? his dominions* 

: Seljuk retired into the countries of the Mohammedans^ 
where he embraced their religion. His iirft fettlement was 
at a place called Joud^ which depended on the city of 
Bokhara, In Mgwara'lnahr. From whence he continually 
xnade incurfions upon the infidel part of the Turks *, whom 
he harraiTed during the whole courfe of his lite : in the du« 
vadonof which Ebn Shohnah agrees with Ebn Amid $ but 
mentions nodung about his death. 

The Perfian hiitorians unanimoufly agree, that Seljuk ISs fi»i« 
had four fons -, but differ as to their name ■, m hich, ac- 
cording to the Lebtarikh, were Michael, Ifrael, Mufla, and 
> Yunos but Mirkhond calls the lalt Bigu, and not Yuno?. 
Ebn Shohnah gives him only three fons. Alp Arflan, Mi- 
kael, and MulTa. While Ebn Amid feems to allow him 
only one $ that is^ Michael^ from whom the founders of

mud Ebtt SabektekinpifRcd die Jihdn, widi forces, tx> die 
ailiftance of Warar KJban, kine of Maw&ra'lnahr, Mika£l 
went to falute that prince ; who, admiring his courage^ 
and the great fubmiiBon which his family paid hiih) in- 
treated mm to rematii about his perfon, and, at his retumi 
to accept of the government of IClKirafin, in order to de- 
fend it againft the invafion of foreieii enemies. On Mi» 
kacFs declining the foltan's oficr, Mahmud enraged, fent 
him in chains to prifon, and, returning to Khorafan, dill 
kept Mm in confinement. However, the foldiers and family 
of Mikael followed the foltan, and fettled in the ^ain of 
Khorafan. This is Altabari's account of the manner ia 
which the Seljukians iirft entered Perda * : but other a»» 
thors reprefent this event verv differently. 

Mirkhond relates, that Mikael died very young; and 
Bbn Shohnah fays exprelly, that he departed this life in 
Mawara'lnahr, in the war which he waged with the Infi- 
dels ; and tliat, for this reafon, he is dignified in the ge- 
nealogy of the Seljukians with the title of Shedid, orSha- 
Heirsof did; that is, Afartyr. According to the Lebtarikh, arid 
, Stljuk, Mirkhond, Mikael left two for.-^, Mohammed and Dawd, 
who were afterwards caiied To^yrol Be;^ and JafFarBeg: 
but Ebn ShoiMiah adds to thcfc a third, whom he places 
before the other two, as the eideil, called Ycbcpu : but 
polhbly this is Begu, whom he has omitted among the fons 
of Seljuk, and reckoned to Mikael, However, that be, 
we are told by Mirkhond, that SeljGk took great care ta 
, ' educate his two grandforts; and, by bis will, left them 
fole heirs to all his cifcc^s and growing power. The young* 
princes, having arrived at the age fit to bear afhis, were 
mafters of fo much addrcfs, as Well as valour, that in a 
fliort Ijmce they greatly enlarged their fmall territories, by 
the defeat of leveral princes of Mawara*lnahr ; who be-* 
came their vaiVals, 1 he news of thefe vi6lories reaching 
the cars of Mahmud (firft foltan of the Gaznah family, ' 
who reigned in Khorafan), he defircd them to fend fome 
faithful perfon to him, in order to treat about an afiaur of 
importance.

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Ifrael, the uncl^ of the youn^ princes, ofFered to repair I/raeTjaJ- 
to tiie fokan; who received him with great civility and *vtnturti 
honour : but one day, being defirous to know what number 
of troops he was able to furnifh him, in cafe of necefTity j 
Ifrael replied, that if the foltan would fhoot one of the 
two arrows, which he held in his hand, into their camp^ 
forty tliuufaiul liorfe would immediately fet out, for his 
fervice : that if he (hot the other into the Ordu of Bilk- 
han (L), he might commiiiul hfty thoufand : and the lol- * 
tan a Iking, how many could be had, if there was very 
predme ocealion ; Ifrael told him, that if he would fena 
his bow into Turkeftan, two hundred thoufand Turks 
would come to his aifillaim. Thi« difcoiirfc fo alarmed 
Mahmud, that, to prev^t danger, heimed Ifrael, and fe- 
oured him in a caftle, wkcve lie died* and dtmtk. . 

Hiftofians dtfler about tile time when the Sdjuktans firil The Stlji^ 
pafled the Jihun, to enter into Perfia* Some fey, it was fiuuu* 
m the reign of Mahmud, the firft UAAa of the Gazni race, 
and by his permiflion $ others, in that of his fon Afaflnd. 
Of the firft opinion are Abu'l-Faraj, die Lebt^h^ and 
M Maldn. 

The Lebf Srtkh relates, that, on their having demanded 
leave to erofs the river, Arflan Jazeb, governor of the city 
T^, in Khprafin, was of opinion, that their requeft ihould 
not be granted, left thefe- four families of. the children of 
Seljuk, which were already pretty numerous, fliould draw 
others to their party; but that Mahmud, who confided too 
much in his own power, rejected the governor's counfel 
and not only granted their demand, but alfo permitted 
them to fettle in the neighbourhood of Nefla and Bawerd. 
This colony increafed fo much in aihorttime, by the con- 
tinual accelfion of Turks, who joined them (as the govcr* 
nor Jaz^ had forefeen), that the inhabitants of Khora^ 
fin b^an to be in fear, and refolved to get rid of thofe 
new gueftsy whom diey dreaded as dangerous neigh* 
hours (M}«

Their TranfaBions in Perfta^ and founUng of their firft 

Monarcly in that Country* 

Stafrof A BOUT the time that the Scljuk TiurVs entered Pcrfia, 
Pfrfifl, the provinces of Khoraf an^ Sableftan, Gaznab, Per- 

oitAis Oan Irak^ Tabreilan^ Jorjan> and part of Indiji,. were im- 
J^f^e. Mas^Od, third foltan of the Gazni race. The reft of 
Perfia was in ^e hands of Abii'lganjar, by otbers called 
Kalijar, one of the princes of the familyof Buyah, or Bow** 
yah ^ who had reigned in Pars (or JProper Periia), and 
Kerman, both the Perfian and Arabian Iraks^ Mazande-i 
ran, and Jorjan, Diyarbekr (or part of Mefopotamia), and 
in Baghdad : to the jurifdi£kion of which city, the domi- 
nions of the khalif, once fo very extenfive^ were now al- 
moft wholly confined* 

As to the provinces of Mawararnahr and Khorafan, it 
Is doubtful what power they belonged to. From fome. 
circumftances in the liiftory of the Gazni foltans, they 
ihould be in the poiTeifion of Mas'ud, third foltan of that 
race ^ : by other circumftances^ Mawaralnahr^ or at leaft 
a good portion of it, feems to have been in fubje^lion 
partly to the khan of Turkeilan, and partly to feveral 
princes of its ovt^n. Ebn Amid makes it fubje^ to its own 
monarch* PoiTibly all thofe different princes might have 
bad a ihare it it j and the confufion wliich the country 
jnuft have been in, from fo many contending powers, 
doubtlefs greatly favoured the quiet entrance of the Sel- 
juks into that province ; but it is not probable they had 
conquered the whole before they entered Perfia, as Mfrk- 
hond, in his genealogy of Jen crhiz Khan, alTcrts ; no*: onlf 
becaufe he clfcwhere brines proof to the contrary, but be- 
caufe fuch a fuppofitinii is quite inconfiftent Vv itli the fub- 
miffion whicli tlie lame author tells us they ofiered to 
Mas*ud, on their arrival in Khorafan. 
He]ra4ii* According to this hiftorian, as foon as they had 5n- 
A.D. 1030. veiled Nefef and Abiwerd, thev fent an exprefs to that 
" . foltan (who afcended the throne in 421,) to demand a 

^fl^/tfar/ place of fettlcment ; offering to fwear obedience and fide- 
tmrntm' lity to him : but Mas'ud received the ambafrador very iil ; 

andj among other levere thingSj faidy tliat he never heard

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of the Seljiik family, akhoiigh he was liimfclf a Turlc by - 
tlLfceiit, unci therefore ought to be well acquainted with all 
the illuftrious houfes of that nation. When the Seljukians 
were told with what contempt the foltan had treated both 
their ambaflador and family, they prepared for war ' ; and, 
according to Mirkhond, as related by Texeira, whilil Ma* 
^ud was fubduing the provinces of Jorjan and Tabreftan, 
in the year 426, raifed fome commotions in Khorafan \ , 
but remained quiet upon his return. 

Although their affairs were not -fettled, vet the folt&n Bift&t f4* 
would march into India^ againft the adyice ot his generals, M^* 
In his abfence they made incurfions throughout the country, 
£rom Khorafan to Pars (or Proper Perna), with fo much 
fuccefs, that thejr obliged AllaoMdawla £bn Cacawiyay and 
Abufalem to quit their governments of Ray and Ifpahan, 
which the Seljuks feized^ with other parts of Perfia. By Hejra4if, 
this time Mas'ud returned from his Indian expedition to AD. 1036. 
Gaznah ; and, two years after, fet out again for Jor)an» ' 
In his way, being informed, that Nur Takkin, governor 
of Balkh, oppreiTed them, he moved towards him, thpugh 
in a hard froft 5 but, when advanced about half way, turn* 
ed back againft Dawd Seljuk, who was marching with con- 
iiderable forces to afiift Nur Takkin; and, though this lat- 
ter fell on his rear, and took moft of his baggage, vet he' 
proceeded till he met Dawd \ by whom being dcteated, 
he fled to Gaznah ; where he put to death many of the 
Turks who ferved under him \ becaufe they had miibe- 
haved in the battle ^. 

Texeira appears to have omitted the mofl: remarkable *taU Tvjh 
circumfl;ance, relating to the eftablifliment of the Seljuk and N^fi^ 
monarchy. Ebn 'Amid is moi"e particular. This author * 
writes, that Mas'ud, furnamed Abufayd (foon after Mah- 
mud's death), fent an army againll. the Seljuk Tr.rks; who 
were defeated, and fome of them taken prifoners. Not 
lontr after this event Mlkacl Ebn Seljuk dying, his foldiers 
put themielves under the command of his fon Mohammed 
Abutalib, furnamed Togrol Beg; who attacking Mas'ut!*s 
army, routed it, and purfued themtoTus; which he be- 
fieged and took. This is the firft city which fell into the 
hands of the Selii'kiaTis ; who aflemblcd there, and forti- 
fied it. They afterwards fubciued Nifliabur. 

Meanwhile Mas'ud fled into India, where he remained Conquer^ 
^ long time j fo that Khorafan being defertf,d by him, the ^Mir^^fft 
Seljuks made ufe of the oppgrtunity, and conquered it.

He aftcwards put 
fi^* , Khorafan under new regulations ; and fupprefied the dtf- 
• orders which had reigned in that country for a long time. 

The fame year, foltan Mas'ud Gazni aflemblea alJ his 
forces to drive the Seljukians out of his dominions ; bat 
the two brothers, having alfo coiie<^ed dietr tioops> after 
an exceeding bloody battle^ gained ifo complete a vi£iory, 
thatMas'ud found he had no farther bufinefs in Khorafan. 

The Oriental authors divide the Seljukians into three 
dynaiUes or races of princes^ reigning in the fouth of Afia, 
and which were contemporary, not fuccedive, namely, 
thofe of Iran or Perfm at Large ; thofe of Kerman, a pro- 
vince of Perfia ; and thofe of Rum or Afia Minor, of 
which we propofe to treat in order.

Although tile Seljuks had gained pofl*e(non of almoft all Heira43T. 
Khorafan, yet Ma>,'ud, a brave prince, refolved to exert his A.D. 1039. 
utmoft endeavours to recover it out of their hands. Ac- - 
cordingly, in the year 431, having raifed a confiderable I^JI]^ 
army, he marclied againft Togrol Bck, and put him to * 
flight, killing a great number of his men, and taking many 
prifoners* Next year Togrol Bek returned to NifliabOr, 
from whence Mas'ud fled to Gazna ; and then the Selju- 
kians became mailers of all Khoraf Sn ; on which occafida 
an incredible multitude of people were flain. 

Thcfc fuccefles were followed by the patent of invefti- Hejra 433. 
ture ient to the two brothers, Togrol Bek and Jafiar Bek, AJ>. lo^i* 
by the khalif Kayem^ | and hj the redu£lion of the pro- ' 
vinces of Jorjan andTabreftan, in the year 433 which 
Togrol Bek undertook, and then fubdued all the Perfian 
Irak for, in 434, Ebrahim Neal Al Seljuki took Hama* 
dan. He was followed by Togrol Bek, who reduced Rey. 
Then, dividing the provinces betwen them, Ja [Tar Beg had 
for his (hare Oorafan, and Togrol Bek the Perfian Irak, 
with the other provinces which he had conquered $ fixing 
his feat at Hamadan. 

Mas'ud, after his retreat to Gazna, raifed frefh forces; 
the command of which he gave to his fon Maedud, whom 
he fent towards Balkh, to defend that frontier. Then car- 
rying his blind brother Mohammed with him, he marched- 
again into the Indies, where he continued till the winter 
following, and made great progrefs i but being obliged to 
advance towards thfc city of Balkh, to defend himfelf 
againft the Seljukians, who every day increafed in power, 
as he was about to pafs the river Sind, which is the Indus, 
Yufef Ebn Puftekkin, one of his generals, dcpofe !, nnd 
t^fterv. ards murdered him in the fame year 433 ; when he Max^ild 
had reigned thirteen years with great mnfinificenee. murdired, 

Maedud his fon, who was then at Ballvh, fucceedcd him Hcira 435. 
in the kingdoms of Mawara'hirJir, Khoralan, and India, as A.D. 10439

On the other fide> great numbers of Turks 
breaking out pf Turkeftan into the territories of Gauma- 
fer and Kandahar, to plunder, were routed by Maediid's 
Kara^M garrifons «. By this time the power of the Seljukians was 
JitbdMaiw fo well eftabliihed in that large province, that, after the 
foltan's death, they found it no difficult matter to annex 
to their other conquefts the province of Balkh, with all the 
country of Karazm**. 
TurimM The fame year a detachment of fixteen hundred and 
ima,fiM* fifty Gaz horfe, under four commanders, made an irrup* 
tion into the county of Amid and Miyafarkin, then po£^ 
fefled byprince Abunafr Ebn Marwan. From thence dicf 
went to Nafibin, where they cut down the trees : he then 
proceeded to Mufol, whofc lord, Karwas Ebn Moktadirt 
was forced to purchafe a peace ; but after deftroying the 
other cities of Diy;irhc]:r and Aljazirah, they returned to 
Mufol, and took it, killing, ennaving^, and plundering the 
inhabitants. When they had been iu rc fur Ionic time, the 
Arabs aflemblcd on nil fides, and at length drovi: them out 
of the city : they afterwards defeated them m feveral

Affairs of In the fame year 435, Jalal Addawlat, king of Baghdad, 
Ferjla, dying vvithcuit children, his nephew Abu Kalanjar (2S^), fon 
of foltan O'ddawla, fuccccded him in the poft of emir al 
omra, tl].it is, generalilFimo of the troops of the khaiifat; 
and findin*^ Toj^rol Bek grow powerful in Perfia, formed 
A.D. T047« ^^i' alliance wiili him in 4.39, by marrying his fon to the 
I foltan's niece, the tlaughter of Daw d. ul Saljuki ; but the 

following year he died, and was fucceeded by ieeoiiJ 
of his four fons, lihofru Firuz, who happened to beat 
Shir^z, where he ailumed the name of Malek Rahlm.

About this time Dawd the Seljuk, called alfo JafFar Bek^ 
brother of Togrol Bek, who commanded in Khoraian 
made war upon Ferokzad £bn Mas'ud, eighth foltan o^ 
the Gazni race, hut the foltan defeated him ; and then 
\ marching into Khorafan, overthrew the king of Turkef-^ 
. tan's general, who came to meet him. At lalt Alp Ar-

had been deprived of all authority by the l*>uy^li ^ir [){Iem 
princes, in whofe hands he was kept, io, by this rebellion 
of Bnfaliri, nothing remained to Malek, who luccecded 
Heira 447. Abu Kalanjar, but the naked title of king of Baghdad 
A.I>. X055. Authors place thefc events in the year 447 ; but tlicjr 
^ feem to have hid a beginning forae years earUer. How- 

iin^td. certain that the. khalif, being informed 

that Bafafiri dcligned the fame year to feize on the impe^ 
rial caftle^ wrote to Togrol Bek, who was then in the diil- 
tndt of Rey, entreating him to come to his affiftance. 

Bafafiri was at -Wafet, whence ibme of his foldiers de«^ 
fertmg» came to BaghdM $ and having plundered his 
hce, iet it on fire. 

Tugrof Bek anrived in that capital in the month of Ra- 
inadan» bringing with him eighteen elephants; at whidt 
time Bafafiri, who was at Rahaba, on the Euphrates^ 
wrote to Moftanfir Billah, lord of EgTpt, had pnyers put 
Up in his name, and furnifhcd him with money. 

As foon is Togrol Bek arrived at BaghdM, he feizied 
Malek al Rahim, for whom prayers were n& longer offered* 
Thus ended the dominion of the Buyiansy which had con* 
tinned one hundred and twenty-fevcn years ; and diat of 
Heiri 44^' the Seljdks began in the fame citf, where Togrol Bek rcfid« 
^°5^- ed, in the imperial caftle. Next year, the khalif married 
' Kadija, the fiftcr of Togrol Bek, who gave her a porticm of 

a hundred thoufand crowns in gold : and Togrol Bek, hav- 
ing remained between three and four months at Baghdad, 
marched towards Muiol, carrying with him battering rams,

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:iTitl other engines of war. He went alfo and befieged 
Takrit, when the cities of Kufa, Walct, and Ayucttamri, 
renouncing their allegiance, caufcd prayers to be made in 
the name of Moftanfir iSi'ilah, khalif of l^gypt. 

In 449 the khalif Kayem Beamr'iilah honoured Tugrol Btfyam 
Bek with the imperial veil, and crowned liim king of '^'^^ ' 
Baghdad. He likewife adorned him with the collar and ^'^^W** 
fafacdets, appointed him ruler over his court, and mone^ 
to be coined in his name ^* 

7 hus the foh&iiat of Baghd&l» or poft of emir al omraih 
of the khalifs, pafied from the houfe of the Buyahs to that 
of the Seljuks : and thus his power was thoroughly efta-> 
bliihed ; nor was there any peribn left» in both the Iraks. 
and Khorai^n, who gave hun the leaft oppolition* 

The year following Togro! Bek. marched to Mufol» and Hejra4soii 
from thence to Nafibin, with a defign to fubdue thofc 'o|S* 
places. There went with him his brottier IbralUmy whom IJTTTT* 
Bafaiin, by his emifiaries^ excited to revolt 5 giving him il'^'^daL 
hopes of oDtaininff the kingdom^ and promifnTg aiUitance* 
Ibrahim, upon mis, exaaing an oath of fidelity from 
the foldiers, departed with a great army to'Rey, and re- 
belled p. 

Bafafm entered Baghdad on the 8th of Dhu'ihaijah, Bafa/irV$ 
with the name of the Egyptian khalif infcribed on his ftan- ^»*^J* 
dardsi and on the 13th prayers were put up in the princi- 
pal mofque in his name. Then ordering a bridge to be 

laid acrofs the Tigris, he palTed over to the e.ftcm fide of 
t.he city, called Rufafah, where the fame ceremony was 
performed. Afterwards, feizint^ Ebn al iVIoflcm, th ; kha- 
lifs wxzir, he ordered him to be drefled in a woollcri 
^Own, with a high red bonnet, and a leathern collar about 
his neck ; jwid, in this manner, to be led through the » 
ftreets of Baglullid, tied upon a camel, with a man laftiing 
him all the way behind; then being fowed up in a frefh 
\>\\\Vs hide, with the liorns placed over his head, he waa 
hung up on hooks, and beaten till he died. 

As for the khalif, he went to the camp, where a tent Thi khalif 
w.is fet up for him on the eaft fide of the city. Mean time 
the mob pillaged the imperial palace of effefts to animmenfc 
value. On Friday, tlie 4th of Dhu'lhujjah, there wt>s nei- 
tlier fernion nor prayers in the temple of the kii^iif ; \\ iiile, 
in all uthcr mof^ues, the harangue w'4> made in the name

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of Moflanfir Bi'llah, lord of Egypt. Thus the fovcrcignty 
of the khalif was fupprefled for that day. 

Kayem Bcamrniah was conveyed to Haditha \ and being 
put in fettersi was left in cuilody with the governor of the 
town. 

Heira45i. In the year following, Bafafiri iendiifg for the great 
A.i>. 1059. chancellor Abu Abdallah £bn Damiyan, with the preachers 
— — and princes c«f the family of Hafiiem, required fecurity, 
and an oath of fidelity to, Moftanfir Bi'llah, lord of Egypt. 
IhraHm At this pieriod, Togrol Bek marched againft his brother 
^iotid I Ibrahim, defeated, and having taken him priibuer, ftrangled 
lum with a bow-(lring. He likewife put to death a great 
number of Turkmans, who had joined him. 

Having thus re-eftabliflied his power, he marched to 
Bagjbdad againfl Bafafiri, and fent the khalif his compU* 
ments, with five thoufand crowns in gold, and fix thou« 
fand fttitsof cloaths for his wife. As he drew near the city» 
on the Iith of Dhu'lkaada, Mahras, lord of Haditha^ 
came to meet him, bringing with him Kayem Beam^ 
ri'llah. • 

end Bagh' As foon as he arrived at Baghdad, his foldiers pillaged 
dad piUag' that part callcci Karkha ; an? having collecled a great 
id,^ ■ quantity of tents, chariots, anil other moveables, fentthera 
all to the kl r Hf, witJi his wazir Abdalmalec Al Kanderi^ 
nnd Aftad Abubckr. Then r. tent lacing erected, the kha- 
lif entered it; and, after two cl:>.ys reil, on t^ie 25th of the 
fame moT'th, went into Baj^luiad, from whenec he had 
been ablent a whole year-, aecompsnied by 'J'ogrol Bek, 
who held the bridle of his mule till he had palled through 
the (Innc ^ate*'. 

7%e khalif Mirkhond relates, tliar ]?e conducted the khalif to the 
fifiorid* imperial palace on foor, Aumetimes holding the llirrup, 
fometlines the bridic, of lus mule; and that, to reward 
Top-roi's refpe£^:, he gave him tliC title of Roenoddin, in 
thete words ; *' Erkcb ya Rociioddin : APjunt on horfe^ 
lack^ you who are tb( moji firm pillar^ or Ju^port, 'of the 
religion 

Ma^pi Some time before this, Bafafiri was gone to Wafet ^ 
Jmnu gQii having collected a large quantity of corn, fent it on 
'board fome barks : but wheii lie iieard what had happened 
at Baghdad, he adiranced to Nomaniya. Tlie foltan fent 
ag^nil; him part of his army, under the command of He*

mar* 
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mftimakSn^ and other generals ; following himfelf, with 
die reft of hi&i forces, in the end of Dhu'£aada. Bafafiri 
being killed in the battle, bia bead was brought to Togrol 
Bek, who ordered k to be carried on a pike through the 
ftreets of Bi^bdad. Then proceeding to Wafet, he fettled 
the affiiirs of that city, and returned to Bagdad in the year Hejra 45s. 
452; where the kbaliif made him rich prefents^ and re- AJXioCob 
ceived him with great honour. He went afterwards to ' '■ ' 
Jabal) leaving his wazir Abdalmalec Al Kanderi as his 
Heutenant ; and having reftored peace to that cotintryi re» 
turned to Baghdad. 

Having rehted matters thus far from the hiftorians of Omk 
the Eaft, it is time to turn wcftward, and fee what is to be ■ 
met with farther, concerning the Seljukian Turks, in the 
Greek authors \ whofe want of that exai^neis found in the 
Orientalsj in marking the dates of actions, makes it diffi- 
cult to range them in chronological order, or deliver them 
from the confufion in which they feem placed. We are 
told by Cedrenus, and Nicephorus Bryenniu9, that, after 
Tagrolipix found himfelf fecure in the throne of Perfia^be 
made war on the neighbouring princes; and marclung 
againfl PiflaGrius before mentioned, after defeating him 
in fevcral battles, flew him, and brought the country of 
the Babylonians in fubjcftion. 

He then lent his nephew KutUi Mufes againfl K irn^cfr^ , Kuflu Mm* 
king of the Arabians ; but being defeated, he took llicitcr dtf^im 
in Media, and halted at Baas, or Baafprakan. From 
thence he fent to Stephen, the Roman governor, to de- 
mand a paiTage; and being denied, routed his troops, and 
took him prifoncr. Then marcliing to Brifciuni, on the 
borders oi i'crfia, fold him for a flave. When he returned 
to Tagrolipix, alter cxeuiing his ill fuccefs againft the 
Arabs, he advifed him to invade Media, which he faid v/as 
inhabited by women ; but that prince, extremely offended 
at bis defeat, would not lillen to him; but raifui;? frefh 
iurccs, wcut a^uiulL Uic Ambii in perion, and \va:3 hkcwiic 
Worlted. 

At his return he marched againfl: Kutlu Mufes, who, T!tesfr»m 
fearing the foltan's difpleafure, had fled with his followers ; 
and taking refuge in Pafar, a city of the IChorafmians, re«^ 
voked \ "mile be, with part of Ids army, beilcsed Pafar, 
wbich, beine ftrongly fortified, made an obiunate.de- 
fence* He lent another detachment, confining of twentv 
thoufand men, under the command of AiTan,- fumamed 
the Deaf^ his brother's fon, to fubduc Media} where be 

C c 4 com« 
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ottmnitted dreadful ravages : bttt being, in the end, drawif 
into an ambufh by the Roman generals, he was cut off, 
with his whole army. 
Hiokt ktnu Tagrolipix, not difcoanged at this misfortune^ fent an- 
other army into Media, near a hundred thoufand ihong, 
commanded by Abraham Alim, his half-brother ; who ra^ 
vaged the country without oppofition, the Romans retiring 
into their fortreiTes y and then laid (lege to Artze, n place, 
on account of its great trade, eftecmed the moft wealthy 
in thofe parts ; but not being able to mafter it, they re- 
duced it to afhes. More than a hundred and fiftv thoufand 
of the inhabitants are faid to have periihed, either by the 
fword, or in the ilamcs. 
^omaa Abraham afterwards hearing that the Romans, under the 

mtrmSoMtu, Qf Leparites, governor of Iberia, had taken the 

field, marched againll them. X he two armies engaging with 
great fury, the viclory continued long doubtful, but at 
leiigUi inclined to the Romans, although their [r^neral was 
• taken prifoner-, a circumflance which prevented them irom 
purfuiDg the flying enemy. 

Hereupon the emperor difpatched ambaiTadors, with 
rich prefents, and a large fum, to redeem Liparites, and 
conclude an alliance with Tagrolipix, who geuerouily re- 
turned them, with the monev, to Liparites, and fet him 
at liberty without ranfom ; oniy requiring him, at his de- 
parture, no lonptr to bear arms againil the Turks. 
t%94mpiri |sfot long after this event, the foltan fent a fharif, a per- 
unmdfd, -.fon of great authority, with ihc chara<f^er of ambafTador, 
to Cooftantinople ; who, having arrogantly exhorted the 
emperor to fubmit to his mafter, and acknow lcgc himfelf 
his tribatary, was, by Monomachus, difmifled with con- 
tempt, and driven out of the city. 

Tagrolipix, offended at the reception of his ambainidor, 
while the emperor was engaged in a war witfi the Patzi- 
nacse, a Si^thian nation, entered Iberia $ and having de- 
folated the country as far as Koyma, returned from thence 
" into Media, and laid fiege to Mantzikhiert, a place de» 
fended hj a numerous garrifon^ and fortified with a triple 
wall, and deep ditches* However, as it was fituated in an 

r country, he hoped to reduce it in a ihort time : but, 
he had continued before it thirty days, was obhged 
to retire, pretending fome urgent atfairs had called him 
home. 

Bifcord aHfing^ in the fequd, between the foltftn and 
Abraham Alim or Halim, whom he fought to deftroy,

Abraliam fled to his nephew Kutlu Mufes, and joined in Abraham 
the rebellion. The foltan, meeting them not tar from dUmJUa»% 
JPalar, defeated them in battle; and Abraham being taken, 
was put to death. Kutlu Mufes, with his coufm Malek, 
fon of Abraham, folluwLci by fix thoufand men, fled to the 
borders of the Roman empire •, from whence he fcn.t for 
protedtioii i(i tlic emperor Monomachus. a little before his 
death, -which happened in 1054 : but while he waited for 
an anfwer, he marched into Ferfarmcnia, as far as the city 
Karfe, which he took, though the caltlc held out: but . , 
hearing that Tagrolipix was advancing, he fled to the 
Arabs, who were the foltan's enemies. 

The foltan turning into Iberia, laid it waftc, Iparlng ibtriars"' 
nciihcr fex nor age ; bur upon the approach ot Mu hicl vaguU 
Acokuhus, who was fent againft him at the head of a 
confiderable army, he retired to Taurus, leaving thirty 
thoufand men under Samukh, to infeft the frontiers of the 
empire, which tihey perfonned with great fuccefs, the 
borders being left unguarded through the aivarice of Mo- 
nooKichuSi who died about this time. The Turks pre- 
pared to invade the empire on his death, but were prevent* 
ed by the care of Theodora, his fuccelTor \ but being ea» 
couraged by the remiflhefs of Conftantine Dueasi who 
aicended the throne in 1059, extended their conquefts 
on all fides 

Thus far the Byzantine hiftorians. Let us now retutn Hqra 453. 

to the Oriental writers,^ According to them, in 453, Jaf- - A D. io6i« 

far Beg, Togrol's brother, died in Khorafln, and left for ^ 

his fucceflbr his fon Alp Arflan, afterwards heir alfa to his ^^-f"* 
lincle, wh6died without children ^. * 

The fame year rogrol Bek demanded the daughter of 7«jfwr#* • 
Kayem Beamri'ilah in marriage % but the khalif giving him mrriff^i 
a denial, it occafioned many meilages and threatenings on 
the part of the foltan, who next year forbad the khaliPs 
officers to meddle with the public money. In confc* 
quence of this prohibition his counfellors advifed him to 
let the fohan have the princefs 9 a meafure which he at 
length confcnted to, though much againft his inclination. 
On this compliance Togrol Bek, being greatly rejoiced, 
revoked i\\c order he had given for feizing the khalif's 
treafures, aud fcnt him vcrv rich prefents. 

Tn 4t;5 the khaliPs daug]\tcr wns condut^lcd to the foltan, Htjra 4.5^* 
who received her with great dcmonltrations qf joy, and A.D. 1153.

■ uncle Togrol Bek, thus nnibea ia his perfon the two King- 

Sttsmdfd^ doms of Khorafaa and Irak^ with their dependencies ; k> 

thatj whenheheganhisreign, he was fole monarch of all 
"^r^ ihe countries lying between the rtvers Jihun or Amu, and 

the Dijlat or Tigris \ that is, of all Iran or Perfia, in its 

greateu extent, in the conqu^ of which he bore a confi- 

derable fhare. 

Togrr l Bek left him in full power at Baghdad, where 
the khahf Kayem lived in dependence on the SeljakianSy 
tail the fecond year of Malec Shah, when he died ^. 
|Kf mmUf . The name which tliis foltin took after he had embraced 
Mohammedifm, was Mohammed, or Abu Shejah Mo- 
hammed, for he was before called Ifrael ; aud that of Alp 
Arflan, which Hgnifics in Turkifli, the Couragimts Lin, 
• ' is a fuiname. The khalif Kayem Bcamri*llah, on accoimt 
. of his own power and merit, as well as that of his prede- 
ccflbr, pjave him tlic title of Azzaddin, or Adhadoddin^ 
.which fignifies the Protfcfor of thr RcIlg'iQn. 
mud^va- At the bcc^h^ning of his reign he condemned to death 
mirst Kandnri, furnamcd Amid Al Molk, wazir to Togrol Bek, 
« • for abulcs committed by him in his oiiice d'lring his un« 
cle's life *, and raifed to diat employment Nadhain A I Moilc, 
who was the greateft man of his time, and adminiftered 
the afi'airs of the kingdom, in the reign of this prince and 
his iucceiior, with the greateft integrity*. 
Kctolmijk According to the Vaflaiya, at the beginning of his reign 
TiMs, Alp Ariiun made war upon Kotohnilh, fon of Ifrael, his 
coufin-german, who relKlled agaiait him in the province 
of DaniL L.ui ^ hut thij icvi lt was foon fupprcficd hy an 
Kuitdbja une.xpeclcu accident: for lv«.)tol:i ill^ advancing at the head 
of his tiuups to give the ibltan baLtle, his hone luudculy

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fell under him, and, throwing his rider, broke liis neck j 
upon which his army fubmitted, and were pardoned i*^. 

The war with Kotolmifh was no fooner terminated, Rebeilion^ 
than Kara Arllan raifcd new diflurbances in Plrs and Arjldn, 
Kerman. The foltan, to fupprefs this rebel, employed 
Fadlhovieh, one of his moft valiant commanders, who de«- 
fetitcd him, and was rewarded for his fervice with the go- 
vernment of Pars. 

But this ambitious governor, as foon as he faw the fol- 
tan on his march to Khorafan, refolved to feize his pro- ■^f^^** ' 
vince. In order to cE^Ol this purpofe, he fortified a caftle, ^ 
(ituated in a very advantageous place, where he retired 
with a fine body of troops, and a great deal of money, 
Tvliich he had aimafied by a thouiand extortione in Ms eo- 
vemmeat. Nezim Al Molk received orders from Us 
prmce to attack this caftle, and bring him the traitor alive 
or dead* All who had a knowl^ of the place advifed him 
againft this fiege, becaufe- they deemed it impregnable ; 
but the vazir, refolving to gratify his mafter» m?efled 
the- caftle wiih his forces, and went him&lf round it to re- 
connoitre. 

. During this tour he did not obferve .one man of the be* fmnft 
lieged upon the ramparts $ a circumflance which indicat* r§iu*diy 

ing the greateft coimdence of their fecurity, he was fo '"^ 
mortified, that, but for the difgrace, he would inftantly 
have raifed the fiege. However, he refolved to do his « 
iitmoft, and had alrencly colled^ed provifions and (lores 
for a whole year's blockade, when one morning,- at break 
of day, he was furprifed to hear that the governor defired 
to capitulate. 

The joy occafioned by this incident induced him to grant 

them honourable conditions; the chief of which was, 
that the governor fhould remain in the pinre, doing ho- 
mage to the foltan, and p n ini: him a ccrtaui tribute an- 
nually, befides the ufuai prcieiUs. When matters were 
fettled, the wazir, who was in pain to know what could 
have obliged Fadlhovieh to make fuch a fudden furrender, 
was informed by one of the beiu ;^cd, that it was owing ' ' 
to a fudden failure of .the ^rings, which were very nu- 
merous in the place. 

An attempt having been made to difpoflefs the fokan of Difaricf^ 
the province of Kerman, he marched thither with his {^j****** 
army : being obhged to pafs through the great Defert of ^ 
Kubiiiidijan, which feparates that province from Khora-

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fin, his troops, who had entered it with great relu£\ance, 
perceiving their provifions to fail daily, began to murmur, 
and were upon the point of revesting, when they canne to 
an old mined caftle, which feemed to be the retreat of 
Owls and wiM beafts; but on examining it, they found com 
enough to fupply the whole army.^ Yet this plenty being 
of no ufe wtuiottt drink^ God» to complete the mirade (as 
our author airens)» fent fo heavy a rain» that every body 
had water enoueh to ferve hb occafions'^ 
Hcjni 4.$7* In 45^ the toltan marched a^inft Khazan, who had 
AJ>. 1064.* revolted in the country of Khowarsizm, and having routed 

"Z his army* confiftine of thirty thoufand men, very £ew of 

Mrbom efcapcd the flaughter, hebeftowed the govenunent 
of that province on Malec Shih, his eldeil fon. In his re- 
turn from this expedition through Klhorafan, he paid a 
vifit to the fepulchre of AH Riza, the eighth imam, who 
was buried at Thus (thence eailed Ma0iad)> where there 
is continually a gieat refort of people^ who go thither out 
of devotion. 

Jffembfytf ' After he had performed this pilgrimage, he tcx>k the 
tk$/^n, road ofRadekan, where he encamped with his army in a 
mod agreeable place. From hence he difpatdied couriers 
through' ail the -provinces of his empire, to fununon the 

governors and great lords to a general alTembly of the 
cdates. Thefe being all aflembled, he declared his fon 
Malec Shah for his uicceflbr, and only heir to his domi- 
nions. Then he ordered his fon to fit on a throne of 
gold, preparf*d for that jiurpofc, and made all thg officers 
of the empire tike an oath ot fidelity to hiiii. 

Immediately after this ceremony, lie zicquainted ^ill the 
chiefs and generals of his arj^.ncs, that he deiigned to at- . 
tempt the conqueft of Turkeitan, the country whence he 
drew his original, and where, as he pretended, his an- 
ccilors formerly reigned ; but this expedition was not un- 
dertaken till feveral years after 

Let us now turn ourfelves weftwardj and fee wlut the 
Turks were doing on that fide. 
7'hf Turks Upon, the death of Conftantine Ducas, which happened 
MttvadK thi in the year 1065, the Turks, underftanding that the Ro- 
Mmwi man empire was c^-ovemed by a woman, uiVcidLti Pvlefopo- 
'HM** tamia, Cilicia, and Capp.idocia, deftroving nil with fire 
and iwoid. The emprefs was not in a condition to op- 
pofe them, the grcaicr part ui her ainiy iiaviiig been dif-

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banded in her hufband's life-time, and the troops which 
were ftill on foot being undifciplined, and altogctlier unfit • 
for fei vice. Eudocia, therefore, to fccure at once the 
empire from foreign, and hcrfelf from domeilic enemies, 
married Romanus Diogenes, who was thereupon pro- 
claimed emperor, As he wus a man of great activity and 
experience in war, he no fooner faw himfelf veRed with 
the fovereif n power, than taking upon him the command 
of tiie anay, he palled over into Aiia, where, on his 
arrival, he was informed, that the Turks, having fur- 
prifcd and plundered tlis city of Neocxfarea, were retir- 
ing with a rich booty. The emperor following them at 
the head of a chofen body of light-armed troops, came up 
with them on the third day, kiUed a great number of the 
enemy, and recovered the fpcnl. He then purfued his 
march to iUeppo^ which he retook, together with Hiera* 
polis^ where he built a ftrong caftle \ 

On his return he defeated a numerous bodv of Turks^ 
who attempted to cut off his retreat ; after wnich defeat 
&e Turks abandoned feveral cities on his approach* 

In 463..Alp-Arllan marched to Akhlat with forty diou* Hejni 46$; 
fand horte to meet the Romans, who had a great army; A.O.io/o.' 
but they were defeated, atid their general, who was a no- ~ 
Ueman, being taken, the foltin ordered hift »H>fe to be ^';.^^^7^ 
cutoffs y,^^ 

This, by the circumftances of the hiftory, muft have 
been Philaretus, who had been left to guard the banks of 
the Euphrates. The Byzantine hiftorians farther relate^ 
that the Turks, after this vidVorjr, advanced into Cilici^^ 
and finprifed Iconium, the principal city of that province % 
but that, hearing of the emperor's approacfaj they, aft^r \ 
having plundered it, retired in hade. However^ the Ar- 
menians attacking them in the plains of Tarfus* put them 
to fHeht, ?nd ftripped them of their hoofy. 

Ill rlie Ipring folIo\ring, the einpcr^r marched again into *ff,gg^^ 
Alia, at the head of a conlidcrable anny, which he had ftror 
raifed and difciplined during the Mnnter. But, contrary g^^^i 
to the advice of Nicephorus Bryennius, who exhorted him ^^^^^^ 
to wait for the Turks in Cappadocia, he marched to Maze- ** 
kerta ; and, dividing his army into two parts, fent one 
of them to Kleat, a fmall town belonging to the Turks, 
between wliom and the Romans feveral llcirmiflies happen- 
ed, in one of wluch, Bafilacius, one of the emperor's cliief 
o£cers> was killed. At length Romanus^ reioiving to

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- comf to a general engagement, advanced with his armyi 
in three bodies, of which he commanded the center**. 

Ebn Amid informs us in general, that the foltan having 
met the Roman emperor on the 26tli of the month Dhul- 
kanda, 4^53, in a phcc called Zalira, gave him battle on a 
Friday, and defeated his forces ; of which an incredible 
number were killed, and ilic emperor himfelf was taken*- 
But the beft account we have from tlie Orienr.il authors, 
of this rcin.irk.;bK h.ittlc, is that given by Abu'l-l\ii aj. l:i 
the year above mentioned (fays this autlior), Ronianus 
Diogenes, the Roman emperor, marched with an army of 
one hundred thoufand men to Malazkerd, in the territory 
of Khaliit. The foltan, who was then at Khunaj, in the 
province of Adherbijan, hearing of this imriion, made 
Kaile to meet him» though able to aflemble no more than 
fifteen thoufand horfe. When the armies were in lights 
he fent to dbe emperor to defire peace ; but his anfwer 
was, that he would come to no accommodation, unlefs 
lie futrendered the city Ray orRey. The foltin, provoke 
cd at this arrogance, on Fridav afternoon put up prayers 
i to God, with tears in his eyes, before his army, who wept 
to fee dieir monarches diftrefs. ' 
^fitlJatt Before he engaged, he gave thofe leave to return who 
Wmveiy* were afraid to ftay. Then calling away his bow and ar- 
rows, he took his fword, with an iron fceptre, grafptii^ 
his horfe's tail in his hand ; and all his foldiers followed his 
example. He drefled in white, and fprinkling himielf widi 
perfumes, If I am (lain, faid he, this will fore me for 
a winding flieet." 
9%r em^' After a bloody battle the Greeks were put to flight, and 
f«rlcMi. a multitude of them killed : their emperor was tucen pri" 
ibner, by a flave named Shadi j and being difcovered by 
the ambafiador, Shadi, lighting off his horfe, paid him 
reverence, and then brought him to Alp Arflan. The 
foltan, patting him three times with his luuidy faid, Did 
not I fend to you with propofals of peace, and you would 
not hearken to me ?" The emperor replied, Do not re- 
proach me, and do what yon think proper then afked 
the foltnn, " W!int would you have done to me, if I had 
fallen into your imam's ?" " 1 ihould have inilidtcd lome in- 
famous kind of puniflmicnt on you," nnfwered die em- 
peron " And what, faid the foltHn, do yon think I fnali 
do to you " Either put me to death, replied Romanus, 
carry me tlurough your dominions for a ipeciacle to youT

fubjeccs, or elfe (what is beyond my hopes), fparc me, on 

payment of a ranfom, and appoint me your deputy." This 

laft is the way, faid the foltan, that I intend to deal by Sftf^Jh 

you.** Accormngly he fet him at liberty, on condition 

of paying a mlllioii of crowns in gold, and dilmilini^ ull 

the Moluimmedan prifoners in his empire. 

When matters were thus concluded, the foltan made 
the emperor (it on the throne with him : then caufed a tent 
to be erefted for his ufe, fending him ten thoufand pieces 
of gold, for his fubiiftence. He likewife releafed many 
Roman lords, prefenting them, as well as the emperor, 
with veib| by way of honour. At parting, he fent an 
army to efcorte him to a place of fafety, and accompanied 
him on hh way the fpace of a league. 

When Romanus arrived at the caftle of Dawklya, and empe- 
was told that Michael liad afcended the throne, he aflum- 
ed a religious habit, and difpatched a courier to inform the 
new emperor what kind of peaee he had made with the. 
foltan. Then coUedling two hundred thoufand crowns in 
gold, he fent them to the foltim (F), folemnly proteiUsg, 
Uiat it was not in his power to do more. 

After this fignal vi£lory, Alp Aril an, according to the Conqurji of 
liebtarikh, marched into Gurjcftan, or Georgia; which Gforgia* 
having conquered, he deprived the ^rreat lords of their li- 
berty, and obliged them to wear iron ring > in their ears, 
as a mink of ilavcry : to avoid which ignominy, many of 
them turned MoJiammedans. However, the eountrvwas 
not fo thoroughly lubdued, but that there remained a great 
number of ftrong forts in the mountains, which required 
much time to reduce ; and as the foltan was called away by 
other afiairs, he left his fon Malec Shah to continue the 
wan 

The moft famous fiege undertaken by this prince was Famous 
that of a place called, in the Perfian, Miriam Nifliin, that 
is, the Place or Dwelling of Mary \ on account of a mona- 
ftery and church dedicated to the Virgin Mary, fituated 
ill the middle of a lake. Malec Shah chofe for the attack 
the belt of his troops, whom lie put into boats, with lad- 
ders and gr:ippling irons for fcaling the walls : bui juil j^,.g^jr^i 
when they were going to make the aOault, there arofe fo jj^j.„i '^^j 
furious a iiovm on the lake, and the iky was darkened to tanH^aki,

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fuch a de^ee, that nothing could be done. This ftonn 
was followed by fo violent an earthquake, that both the 
beliegers and the befieged, Turks and Chniiians, cxpe£i- 
cd to be fwallowed up together. However, lIic latter fuf- 
' fered moft by it ; for part of their walls falling into die 
lake, vviicn the elements were fettled again, the Turks, 
without any difficulty, forced the place, and ruined ihc 
monaftery ^ 

Beira 465. The affairs wliich called the foltaii away from Georgia, 
A.IX 107a* ^gfg m3 preparations for die cohqueft of Tmkeft&a : he 
i^^prjprr fct out, at length, with that view, ' in the year 46c, at the 
Ufusl^* head of two hundred thoufand men, towards^ Maw&rll- 
nahr* When he reached the Jihi]tn« or Amu, he laid a 
bridge over that river, for the paiTage of his army, which 
being very nuinerous, was (wenty days in palling. Here 
%trwm flaying to reduce certain caftles, ne nrft attacked that of 
AfijiUr of Bersem, or Barzam, in which Tufef Kothual, an 
intrepid Karazmian, commanded. This governor defended 
the place vigoroufly for feveral days ; but being at laiita^ 
ken, the ibltan ordered him to be brought into his pre- 
fencc, and gave him very injurious language, for daring 
* to hold out fo long againll fuch an army as his. Yulcf, 

who rather expected that the foltan would have praifed his 
valoiu*, being provoked at fuch outrageous treatment, an- 
fwered with a great deal of warmth, and at laft loft all rc- 
fpe^. AVliereupon Alp Arilan ordered his hands and feet 
to be bound to four pofts, that he might be put to a cruel 
death. 

Iz/ow^^ Tufef, upon hearing his fentcnce pronounced, took out a 
knife which he had concealed in one or his boots, exclaiming, 
O wicked man, is this the treatment which a pcrfon of 
, my merit deferves ?" Then advancing to flrike at the kiii^, 
the guards woiJd have fallen upon him : but that Y^r'mzty 
who hnd not his equal either for (Irength, or {kiootm^ 
with the bow, prevented tlsem from Hopping hi-n ; and 
let fly an arrow at Yufcf, which, however, milled Hm. 
Tufef, hereupon, full of fury, ran at the foltan with all 
his force, and wounded him mortally. He afterwards de- 
fended himfelf a long time againfl: that prince's guards, 
till one of the pages of tlie foltan's chamber killed him 
with a club

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Alp Arflan lived for fome liours after this misfortune : nis rejlge* 
^hcn, finding himfelf near his end, he faid to thofe about ^ion thtrt* 
him, I now call to mind two pieces of advice, which 
formerly were given to me by a wiic old man, my mailer; 
the firft was. Never to defpife any perfon ; the fecond^ 
never to have too great an opinion of oat's felf : never- 
thclefs I have offended againit thcfe two ir.iponant rules 
thefe two lall days of my life ; for yefteiday, beholding 
from an eminence the great number of my troops, I ima-* , 
gined that there was not any power on earth able to refiit 
me I nor any man who dared to attack, nie : and to-daj, 
forbidding my guards to i^op the aflaifin^ who was max«> 
ing at me ^th the knife in his hand^ I believed I had both 
ilren^th and Ikill enough to defend myfelf. But I now 
perceive that no force nor addrefs can withftand deftiny*'." 

This prince reigned nine years iiz months and twelve t&idft^ 
dzj8, and lived rorty-four years and three months ; for 
he was born in 421, and died in 465. He was buried at 
Mard; one of the four cities of Khorafan> with this epi* • 
tSLpii : ^< All you who have beheld the grandeur of Alp Ar« 
ilan rai fed to the very heavens, come^to Maru^ and you 
will fee him buried under the dud." 

He was very brave and liberal; juft> patient^ witty, andeha* 
ftnd fincere ; conftant in prayer, and giving alms : he 
greatly feared God, and was a ftrenuous advocate for Mo- * 
iiammedifm His fhape and mien fo very engaging, that 
lie gained the refpe6b and affe^lion of all who approached ' 
him. He had very long whilkers, and wore coii^n^only a 
very high turbant, ma 'c in form of a crown. His power 
"Was fo great in Afia, that there have been fcen at the foot 
of his throne, thou fan ds of princes^ or fons of pxiaccs^ 
faying their court to hixu»

Titles an J Alp Arflan was no fooner dead than he was acknoW— 
NuMui,' fcged hwful ht ir and fuccefibr of his father, at the head 
of the armies which he had commanded. The khalif alfa 
fent him his confirmation of the title and power of foltan ; 
adding to this honour even the quality of emir al niujuc- 
nin. Commander of the Faithfuly which, till then, tlic kha- 
Kfs had rt;fervcd to themfclves, without conferring it oa 
any IMoliammedan prince whiitever. 

He was likcwife proclaimed throutdiout Iiis dominions' 
by the ranie ot J.ilal-oddawla Wavtlilii), that is, the Glory 
. ef the State iiKd RcHgiGiu It was on account of this title 
Jalal, that the reformation of the Perfian kalendar^ whicK 
was made in his rcign^ called Tarikh Jalafi^ that ts^ 
the Jalalean Kalendar 
yi/ iwf&f ^ 1^,) -13 Marubil, fgn of Dawd, or JafRir Bck, heard 
6f Al Arilan's death, he left Rey, in order to obtain the 
crown : but Mailek Shah meeting him on the fourth dar 
of Shaabsln, near Hamadan, his forces were defeated, and 
himfell taken prifoner* Kaderd, a fon of Jafar Bek alfo, 
another of his uncles, raifed a (till more dangerous rebel- 
lion a^inft him. He was governor of the province of 
Kerman, and adranced with a confiderable force even as 
farasKurj, orGurj. Thefbltan fentthe troops of Kho- 
nfan, which had always been vidikorions in his father's 
i<eigh, to oppofe him. The two armies, after haraffing 
each other for three days and nights, came to a genera! 
engagement; which proved one of the moft bloody that 
uUeairi-' ^^^^ "*PP^"c^ Pcrfia. At length the vi£tory declared 
Amr» in f^lvour of Malek Shah ; and Kaderd being taken pri* 
foner, was lent under a ftrong guard to a caltle in Kho* 
rafan. On this fignal fucccfs, ixdiich eftablifhed the new 
foItan*s authority, the troops grew fo infolent, that their 
principal commanders infilled on having their pay doubled^ 
thrcatc!iing otlicrwifc to fct Kndcrd on the throne. 
ffeirptn' Malek Shah, perceirmg tliat the name o£ a competitor 
/Mtd* was fulhcient to give occafion to his^ troops to revolt, cant- 
ed Kaderd to be poironed the lame night in prifon. Next 
moniing, when the officers of the army came to know 
the foltan's anfwer, the wazir, who probably had a hand 
ill what was done, told tlicni, liiat lie had not been able 
•as yet to prefent tlieir petition to the foitan, becaufe he

mentation of pjv-, u licn tlicy founii the perfon was dead 
who only could have tavuuicd dicii" mutiny'". 

In 468, Akfis, the Karazmian, one of Malck Shah's Hejra 4.6g. 
I^neralsy marched to Damafcusj and, beficLing it, con- ^ J?*'°^|' 
itrained the inhabitants, by famine, to capitulate. He ^'^'^^^ 
likewife reduced moil part of Syria, and caufed the ora^ Ahh/uh* 
tion to be made, in uie name of AI Moktadi, khalif of Sjria, 
Baghdad (F), although that dignity had been enjoyed by 
the khalifs of ^ypt. Next year he marched into £gypt \ 
a vifit which fo mtimidated Al MoftanGr Bi'llah, the Idialif^ 
tJiat he refolved to fljr. But the citizens of Al Kahera . 
(or Kayro)^d Sawdan advancing againfl; him, defeated ' 
his troops, though much fupcrior m number. On his re- 
turn to Damafcus, he put great numbers to the fword at 
Ramla and Jerufalem. 

Maiek Shah, fufpe^ing that Akfis had been flain in his A.D 1077. 
Egyptian expedition, wrote to bis brother Taj-oddawlah - 
Tatafli, in 470, to attempt the conqueft of Syria. When t^^{'^ 
Taj arrived at Diyarbekr, he found Akfis, lord of Damaf- 
cus, was alive; who, hearing that the other was advancing 
againll him, offered to pa-y an annual tribute. Malek 
Siiah, accepting iiropofal, wrote to his brother to re- 
tire to Manbej. He went from thence to Halcp, then 
poflefred by Sabak Al Amin Ebn Mahmud Ebn Nafr Ebn 
Mardas : but, not being able to take the place, returned 
by Harran to Diyarbekr j a motion which put Moflem Ebn 
Korais, lord of Nafibin and Senjar, upon his guard 

In 471 iMalck Shah undertook the conqucfi; of the Hejra 471, 
country beyond the river Jihun or Amu, whofe khan, -A^D.iojS, 
called Solyniaa, he took prironcr, aTicr liaviiie defeated IT T"^ 
ills army : and lent hini gu.irdc.l 10 lipahan, then tiie rd lnahr 
capital of his dominions. In this war, Nezam Al Molk congiundt 
gave the waterman, who had ferried the foltan's forces 
oyer the Jihun, an aflignment, inftead oCmoney, on the 
revenue^ of the city of Antioch* The men having made 
their cbmplaint to Malek Shah, he aiked the wazir, why

, defiil, and nuke an ailiarice, by marrying his daughter to 

Mas*ud, Ibrahim s fon; who fuccedcd him in 481 p. 
Hejra 47;. In 472, the ^rmy of Mefr, or Egypt, coming to bcficgc 
AjX 1079. Damafcus, Afsis fcnt for afliftance to Taj-oddawla ; on , 
"7rr"T7^ vhofe approach the Egyptians retired. Hereupon Afsisj^ 
4fM/iatM» gQjj^ijjg feized, and flain, by his order.

This 
HaiTan was a native of Marwa^ and had been fecretary to 
Abdolrezak, at Haram. Afterwards going to IBgypt^ he 
met with a Batanift, who brought him over to their pcr- 
fuaiion^ and, by confcnt of the people made him grand 
mafter, and head of the He had many followers ; 

nnd, growing confiderable, Malek Shah fent him a rhreat- 
eiung mefl*age9 requiring his obedience. The confequencc -

where being arrivedj he went a-hunting on the £ird of 
Shawal ; and, eating fome of the flefh of the game, re- 
turned fick. A vein being opened, but little blood iflued j 
fo that his illnefs increaicd to a burning fever j and he 
died ahout the middle of the fame month, having furvived 
his wazir but eighteen days. He lived thirty-fcven years 
and five months i of which he reigned twenty, and ibme 
months over. 

kldiek Soltan Malck Shah wns very handiome, both in fliape 

Sha/Cscna- ^nd features, bcfidcs hciiig exceeding polite in his beha- 
rafftr* viour. To give his due chara(f^er; he w^as an excellent 
prince, wife, liberal, courageous, had fine parts, and 
was remarkable for his fincerity and piety. He reduced 
the taxes, and reformed many abufes ; repaired bridges, 
high-roads, and canals ; ere£led the temple of Baghdad, 
called the Masjcd of the Soltan j alfo the Hauifean college, 
near the chapel of the prelate Abu Hanifah, iu the quar- 
ter of tlic city called Rciafa, and endowed it nobly. He 
likewife built markets and towns, lie made great con- 
quefts, reducing under his power all the country from the 
borders of Turkeftan to the Holy Land, and Yamraan. 
He made the roads fecure, and every thing plenty in all 
places. He was a terror to bad men, and a fupport to the 
mnocent, the widow, and the poor, who had always juf-

In fhort, IVialek Shah 
is acknowlcged to have been thcgreateft prince among the 
Seljukians ; whether we confider his conquefts, the ex-' • 
tcni oi hib dominions, or his magnificence, libcralitj, and 
other virtues. 

His ambition feems to have been very moderate ; for he Provmem 
af^ofed of great part of his dominions, in his life-time, 
among his relations and domeftics. He gave to his coufm ^/^'^^ 
Solvmini fon of Kotolmtih^ the country of Rum, or what s/uiL 
Ixe nad taken from the Creek emperor, extending from the 
Euphrates a great way into Ana Mixior ^ of whidi part 
Azzeram was then the capitaL .He efts(bixlhed^ or re^ 
ftorecl, foltan Shah, fon of his uncle Kaderd, in Kerman^ 
or the Penman Caramania ; of which he was the fecond 
Seljnk foltan. He gave part of Syria to his brother Tebs (R) 1 
Karazm to Tuflitekkin ; the country of Halep, or Aleppo^ 
ito Akfankor ; that of Mufol to Chaghirmiih, or Jagarmlfli ) 
^ and Mardin to Katmur. 

Some of thefe ftntes hecnme reunited in time to the do- 
Aiinions of the family of Maiek Shah, and others remain- 
ed in the families of thofe to whom -he gave them \ 
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The Reign -of Earklardk* 

TV^ALEK SHAH left Fourfons, Barkiarok, Mohammed, Teurth fth. 

Sanjar, and Mahmud; which laft he appointed for BmrH* 
his fucceiTor, though but five vears and ten mondis old. YiaimJalzi 
"Thi« meafute'Was efFe^ied by the management of his wife np^f^^^ 
Turk^n Khatun,. and the waasSr Ts^'o't Molk $ who» con- 
cealing the foltan's deaths carried hie corpfe out of Bagh^ 
dSd ; and, by diftributing money, prevailed on the army 
to taJce the oath to her fon« The khalif alfo ordered hia 
same to be publiihed in the pulpits; -and, fending him the 
enfi^ns of inveftiture, he was cloathed with the foltan's 
kaftani or veftj the crown put on his head^ and the fword

While Mahmud was crowned at Baghdad, Abul Mod* 
laflfer Kaflem, callcid Elarkiarok, was ac]piow)«^ for le- 
gal Tucceflbr at Ifpahdn, where he then refided ; wH& 
whom many joinea, as being the eldeft fon of Maiek Shl&ji 
and becaufe ne was tlioiight more capable of governing 
tlic (late than a child and a womaiv 

Turkan Khatun, who was a woman of great fpirit as 
well as underdanding^' marched thither from Nahrawan, 
with fuch diligence tiiat fiie furprifed him in that city, 
ftaken ; but which flic took i but fonic domcllics of the late Nezam Al 
tjca^es. j^jjjj^ ^^^^^ rxit2Xi% to cflia his efcape out of his mother- 
in-law's hands, and he retired to Shiraz ; where Takafli Tek- 
kin, who had been made atabek, that is, lieutenant-geno- 
ral of Pars, or Proper Pcrfia, by Malek Shah, refidcd. 
frodamed That prince not only gave liim prorcclion, but conduced 
fitl^ij* him to Key, one of tlie capitals of Irak ; where he caufed 
hini to be acknowk^Tcd the ri;i;!itful fucceiibr. At the fame 
time the foltana caufed her Ion MaJimud to be crov^med 
at Ifpahan, the other capit al, and fent troops to purfue 
Barkiarok ; but many of tlicm defcrting to his flandard, he 
defeated the reft. Among the prifoners taken on t!us oc- 
cafion was Tajo'l Molk Kiami j who being brought to the 
foltan, the friends of his prcdecefTor flew him. He was a 
Pcrlian, endowed with many virtues, and exctdlencies of 
every kind ; but all his good qualities were obfcured by the 
murder of Nadham *. 
Mahmud After this fuccefs Barkiarok marched to Ifphalian, and 
t^figas* befieged his brother, with an army of twenty thoufand 
roen# Tmkan Katun, finding the people ready to revolt, 
came to an accommodation ; bv which Mahmud and flie 
' were left in pofleilion of Ifphlhan, and its dependencies, 
condition he divided^ with Barkiarok die treafnre of hb 
£ftther, which was in that city, 
i^trs 7ibih ioVAxkj, having received for his (hare lliFe biindred

arms towards H amada n , where one of his uncles, named

feated and liain. The fame year Takafh Sh^h, fon 0$ — — 

Arflan Shah, another of BarkiaruL s uncles, declared war 

againfthim; and, havinfr much greater force, obliged 

him to retire towards Ifpahan, wliere he was very kiiuliy 

received by his brother foltan Maiimud, whofe mother 

then was dead. 

But thofe of Mahmiurs partVj judging the opportunity Siizfd i 
of advancing lub ati-uic. ought not to be neglected, fcized ^ute/c^f^ 
his brother •, and, it is faid, orders were a£lually giveu 
to deprive him of Hght, whea Mahmud, being taken wiA 
the fmall-pox, died in a few: days. Bsirkiarock was im- 
sn^dately fet at Hhcrtjf and diluted emperor, hy the yegf 
peQoIe who juft before would have arafiaated him. BeiBg 
by UU3 upexpe£):ed accident ieated a fecond tiaie on ilie 
throne, he chofe for his Mrazir» or prime miitifteF Mowtad Motviad 
AX Molk (fon of Nezam AlMolk), mentioned in the former made 
vcign ' Dut» in, a little time, through fome dflbttft, the 
foUin difiniiTed him^ and put his brothei: Takr Al Mblk 
in his place. 

In 487, Barkiacok marching to Baghdad, had his- name Hejr. 487* - 
mentioned in the pulpits, and title of Rockn'ddin given A. 0.1094,' 
him by^ the khalifr; he alfo aflumed that of amir al 
flammeoiQ* which, no prince before Maiek Shah had been ^/^^^^ 
honoured widL Having fettled his affairs, he applied 4^ 
himfelf entirely to war. His firft expedition was againft 
Takaih hia coufin-german^who fome time before had driven 
him to great extremity ; and, after feveral battles fought Z?/*^/ ««- 
between them, Takafh was at length flain. He then 
marched into Khorafan, w:herc Arflan Shah, the father of 
Takafh, who commanded in that province, had a confi- 
derable body of troons ; but he was delivered from his * ' ^ * 
enemy by another of his fons, who committed rh^.t parri- 
cide, in order to feize his father's j^ovcriiment : yet was 
difappoiiited ; for Barkiarok, being thus become mafler of 
his dominions^ gave it to hi$ brother Sanjar^ and returned 
to Irak ^. , 

Barkiarok had flill another uncle to vanquifh before he rafa/b 
could be at reft ; and that was Taj-oddawla Tata^h, fo- uMj^ 
vereign or king of Damafcus> and moil parts of &yria«. . ^

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Tliis afplring prince, as foon as he heard of his brodier 
Malek Shah's death, ordered the kotbah to be made in 
his name ; and fent to Moktadi, to deHre that the fame 
might be done at Baghdad *, but the khalif refufing) he 
inarched to Rahaba (or Rabba), on the Euphrates, and 
took it. Hereupon Kafmar-oddawla (or Ak Sankar), 
A.D. 1093. j^honi Malek Shah had made governor of Halep, after he 
had taken it from his brother Taj-oddawla), fubmitted 
to this latter *. But, in ^$6^ joining Barkiarok, Taj-od- 
dawla fought feveral battles with hiin> who at length 
was flain. 

lj«}r. 4?S. By tliefe means Tatafh becoming lord of Halep, lie 
A.D.1095. prep.iri^l to march into Ira!:. Accordinj^ly, in 488, Bar- 
kiarok met him near Rev : whe^c a bloody battle was 
f^ntul fought, in which his rebellious uncle was flain. Tay-od- 
jfafff, dawla, before the engagement, had fent Yufef, fon oi 
Ortok, the Tiirkmin, before mentioned, to get him pro- 
claimed ioltati at Baghdad ; but Yufef, hearing of his 
mailer's death, fled to Halep 
Anothtr Barkiarok, whofe reip;n was a feries of rebellions, was no 
icr ireed from one ledition. but another arofe. iMo%vi- 
ad, from ihc time of his being turned out of the wazirftiip, 
did his utmoiL to rcvcnee his difgrace, by fomenting nc\r 
troubles. He bcg.ui by exciting Anzar to revolt, 
who was formerly llave to Malek Shah, and had great 
ia&acncc in the province of leak. He enabled him to fet 
a Gonfiderable army on foot ; and .Anzar might have given 
th^ foltaa much tiouble, if he had. not been taken w hj 
an.aflaffin, in the city of Sawa, where he was already ad- 
Mciammul yanced to give his Ibvereign battle. Motrtad afterwards 
ukgih applied himfelf to Mohammed, brother of Barkiarok, who 
had given him but a fmall fliare of his Cher's domxnxons, 
in the province of Adherbijan, and never eeafed itiging 
him till he had taken tiji arms againft his biother* Mo- 
hammed (furnamed Gayatho'ddin; andSanjer were Malek- 
Shah's children by the fame mother. Mohammed, after 
his death, followed the interefl of his brother Mahmud) 
and, after the battie, which the latter loft, obtained, from 
Barkiarok, Hamkha, and its dependencies, ibr his fupport: 
to which place he retired S 
Heir. 49». This prince in 492, difputed the fovereignty with h'r^ 
A D.ioyS. brother ; and, although he had only a fmall army at firit, 
~ yet it foon became formidable, by the great credit and in-

of the court) heing incenfed againft Mojared al Molk 
Kiamiy fuperintendant of the finances) by whofe frugal - 

management they found their falaries curtailed) attacked , 
his houfe, and obliged him to fly for refuge to the foltan.- 
The foltan refufifig to deliver him up, they took the palace 
by afTauIt ; and, cutting Kiami in pieces, would have' 
treated Barkiarok in the fame manner, if he had not efcap- 
cd by a back-door, abandoning Irak to his brother. 

Mohammed, thus poflefTed of a great dominion without AJfifiedbp 
ftriking a ilroke, made Mowiad al Molk his wazir ; and 
fent an ambafludor to Baghdad, to get his name mention- 
ed in the kotbah, or oration, made in the pulpits on 
Fridays : but, in 493, Barkiarok, had it fupprclTed. Then, Hejr. 495. 
aflcnibling a great army, he marched to meet Moham- A.D. 1099. 
jned : who, defeated liini at Mahdan ; Barkiarok efcaping — 
•with only fifty horfe Qu^itting Rey, he iled to Khiize- 
flan ; where Ayyaz, formerly Have to Malek Shah, ruled 
"with almod ablolutc power ; by whofe afliftance the foltan 
found hlmfelf foon at the head of a formidable armv 
■with which, in 494, ho defeated Mohammed's forces ia 
feveral engagements. 

In 495 they fought another battle ; but, as Barkiarok Hcjr. 495. 
had fifty thoufand troops> and Mohammed ooly fifteen AJXnoi. 
thoufand, the latter was put to flight. Hereupon, tak- 'T^^^T^ 
ing his way to Khorafan, to feck fupport from king Sen- brQthiru' 
jar, he halted at Jarjan. Here Senjar coming to him ' 
widi his forceS) they went to Damegan ; where the army 
Isud wafte. the country to fuch a degree, that the inha- 
bitants, for want of food, eat one another ^« Afterwards, * * * 
marching againft Barkiarok) they were put to flight; 
and their mother being made captive, was exchanged for 
the priibners taken before by Senjar. 

Next year foltan Barkiarok bedeged Mohammed in If- 
pahan % but was obliged to depart, for want of forage 
and provifions. Mohammed hereupon raifed troops, and ^ 
met his brother ; but, being defeated) was obliged to fly * 
into Armenia 

It is obfervable, that the kotbah was interchangeably 
made at Bugluhul, in the names of thofe two foltans, as . 
often as they h.ad the advantage over each other. Of fueh 
^eat importance was that ceremony tliought to be by the 
Mohammedan princeS) as long as the race of the khs^ifs

Vht trmter Oar readers, doubdefs, will be curious to know what 
Mtwiad became of Mowiad, the author of the£e troubles; we 
m^nW fjj^i therefore inform them. In one of the battles, in 
which Bttrktarok had the advantaie, he happened to be 
tiken jgikmcti but, infteid of being puniihed,^ a» he 
d^emd» he> by his ^AAn&f fo gained tlie pmcipal lords 
of die C0«re».tfaa£ die humane fokiii* at tfaor interoefEon^ 
pMrdoncdluaft» aad afterwaids node liim Us priine vazir. 
HoweveTf 1ml did not long enjoy that poft i for one day 
Bariejarok, zeftiKiiig to left, ofoheard one of die mude- 
men of hit bed<]Bmber» who thought him afieep, laying, 
to aaodicr, Tliefe Sdjukkm princes aie ef a natute 
vcvy dificreat from that of mou other princes. They 
neither know how to make tfaemfehres feared, nor to ie« 
vengc the hi^uries done to them ; for inftance, (added 
hsj) this Mkiwiad, who has been the cau& of £b many 
eyih» is ponmoted by the foitan to the employment of 
waziTy as a reward for all his treafons. 
pMi It Barkiarok, ftung by thefe reflexions on his condu£b, 

not long after fent for the wazir, and ordered him to fit 
down : then, without faying any thing farther, with one 
ilroke of his fcymitar he cut his head, with fo much 
dexterity, that it remained on his ihoulders till the body 
fell- This feat being performed, he faid to his courtiet% 
.Sec now if the princes of my houfe do not know how 
to make tlicmieives fearedj and take vengeance on their 
enemies.'*

A.D<xi04* the fokan and hi'^ brother often ikirmifhed, without com- 
^he empire ^ general engagement. At length, in 498, a treaty 

rfljiVfo/- concluded, whereby Moliammed remained mader of 

the provinces of Sham or Syria, Divarbekr Al Jazirch or 
• Mcfopotamia, Mufol, Adherbijan, Armenia, and Georgia. 
The reft of the empire, viz. Pars, Irak, Kerman, Kho- 
ralan, Alawara'Inahr, and part of Ulndoilan, were to be 
pofiefTed by Barkiarclv. It was alio agreed that Barkiarok 
(hould not go to meet Mohammed with drums, nor be 
named in tiic puipki* in the countries which were ceded to 
^ him\ 

"irhe civil wars, which for fo many ycarii together had 
al3i6ted the Seljukian dominions, being thus at length ter^- 
iniiiated^ by a partition of the empire between the brothers,

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let us now turn our eyes towards Syria, and fee what was 
doing there, and in the neighbouring countries, during 
thatintervaL 

As foon as the news of the death of Taj-oddawla, king Affairs of 
of Syria, came to the ears of his fon Redwan, at Da- Sjrim, 
tnafcus, he repaired ixnmediately to Halep, and took pof- 
feilion of it, with the title of Tahro'l Molk. His brother 
Dek^ak Shanis Al Molk foiloiving him from Diyarbekr 
with part of his own and his father's army, there remained 
mrith him. Soon after, receiving letters from Sikbtekktn Hefra 4* f, 
Al I(adtm» Tai«oddawla's lieutenant of the caftle of Da«> '^94* 
mafcuss he went away without Redwan's knowlege ; and, 
though clofely ^purfued, got thither, and took pofleflion of f/wof/^ 
the city. Dekak appointed Subtekkin his lieutenant, to tJif^* 

fovern his ftate, but foon after fubltituted atabek Tegtek^ 
Tri, who had been governor before both of it and Miya- 
ferkin, under Taj-oddawla, and preceptor to Dekak him- 
felf. He was taken prifoner al the battle wherein that 

frince loll his life ; and efcaping, was received with great 
lonour, and promoted by his pupil, as hath been related : 
a circnmflance which Subtekkin refented fo highly, that 
Dekak put him to death. 

In 489, Dekak marching with his troops towards the ^ffra 
fea-coaft, his brother Redwan, who wifhed to recover Da- 
mafcus, hallened with a great nrmv to furprift^ it in his 
abfence. The citizens iliutting the gates againil: him, he 
beHeged the place ; but Dekak returning, he was obliged . 
to retire. Upon this he wrote to Mofla Ali, khalif of 
Ei^ypt, promifing to have his name publiflied in the pul- 
pits of Halep, provided he would aflilt him to reduce Da- 
mafcus ; which propofal Mofta AH agreeing^ to, the kot- 
bah was accordingly made in his name : but failing to fend 
him troops, he foon loft that honour again 

Syria was thus fcarce reduced under the pcM cr of the The Crw 
Seljukian Turks, who took it from the Arabs, when fiie/«^» 
found herfelf invaded by an army of Franks or Europeans. 
This was the famous Crufadc or War of the Crofs, more 
conunonly called the Holy War, wherein almoft all the 
Chriilian princes, influenced by a mad zeal for devotion, 
excited bv the artifices of the pope (more with a view to 
cany on ins own ambitioiis defigns than to ferve die iff'* 
terells of religion^ ^ich was the mtence)* entered into « 
league of confederacy to refcne me fepikhre o£ Chrifl: af

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Jet-ufalem from the Mohammedans, and drive them out of 
the Holy Land. 

But their progrefs in the profecution of this extravagant 
undertaking, we have fpecified in the hiftory of the Ara- 
bian khalifs. to which we muft refer the reader K 
Heira 49!. But to retum to the afiairs of Perfia ; Barkiarok, after the 
A.P.iio4« agreement made with his brother Mohammed, advanced 
Markiarok Baghdad, to vifit his great benefa£tor Ayyaz^ who 

Hfg^ exercifed fovereign authority in that city : but bemg affli£b* 
* ed both with a confumption and the piles, he died at If- 
pahan, in the thirt\ -fifth year of his age, and thirteenth 
of his reign ; appointing for his fucceifor his fon Maiek 
Shah, then but four years and eight months old. He 
Appoints a caufed him to be clotned with a kaftan or veft, and ap- 
Jucctgor. .pointed Amyr Ayyaz his at^bek or governor, in the pre* 
fence of his great officers, who all promifed to obey his 
♦ ' commands 

TIic firfl ftcp taken in favour of the infant prince was 
to e' t the kolbah made at Baghdad in his name \ to which 
was added the furnanie of jalal-oddawla, that is, tht Or^ 
natner t of the State. 
Hejra 4.99, Alniiit the time that Barkiarok was on his w iy towards 
A.D.1105. B iglulatl, foltan Mohammed marched from Adherbijan to 
take Mufol from Jagaruudi. The people of the country, 
on his approach, rofe in their prince's defence, and killed 
. the folcan a great many men ; but when the Hc^e had 
Lifted three months, Jagarmiih, hearing of I'aikiarok's 
death, fent to offer obedience to Mohammed, who rc- 
Ci;ii ed idm with open arms.

The Reigns of Mohammed and Saajar, 

Fifikfel' A FT Ell this accommodation, the foltan, who already 
tdtttMo- poffeifed one part of the Scljukian empire, prepared 

itammtdt to wreft the other part from hid nephew Alalck Shidi, and 
unite it to his own. According to Ebn Amid, he, on in- 
telligence of his brother's death, repaired without delay 10 
Baghdad, where Ayyadh or Ayyaz had affembkd twenty- 
five thoiifand horfe to oppofe him $ but an accommoda- 
' don taking pl^cc, Mohammed entered that city, and took

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poireffion of the foltanat : the khahf Al,Moaadher BHlah 
prefenting him with tlie kafuin, and delivering into his 
hands the conunand of the palace. Yet when his aiFairji 
were fettled, he feized Ayyadh, and put him to death™. 

Meanwhile M'ohamnicd obtained the title of G?.v^th or Ohtnhstkt^ 
Mogayatlio-ddin ( A) ; and in his patt:nts was dignified tmptn^ 
with that of Emir AI Mumenia, or Commander of the 
Faithful \ by wliich, in etYc6l, the temporal power of the 
khalif over the Mofhms was conferred on him. 

In the courfe of tlie lame year he marched againft Say- 
foVldiii Sadeka, prince of HcUa, who was deieditd aiui 
flain, atlci he had cajuycd iiiupuv. Ci Lwenty-two jeais aad 
lived fifty-l^x. 

Molianimed, having finilhed this expedition, return- Afatf$ 
cd to Baghdad. While he remained in that capital, he P'^f^^rrgi^ 
vas informed that Ahmed, furnamed Atthaih, a pretended 
prophet, had not only gained over a great number of fol- 
lowers by his impolluresy but alfo feized the fortrefs of 
Dizghodeh) after corrupting the minds of the garrifon 
vrith his impious tenets, lliis important place had been 
Built by Malek Shih» near Ifpahan^ to awe the inhabit- 
antSj who were very fubje£l to revolt. On this advice 
the foltan hafted thither, and formed the blockade of the 
caftle^ which v^s fo ftrong, both by lituacion and art, that 
there was no reducing it except by famine. 

The place not having been furniflied with provifions, Ctfm^/i 
Atthafli foon found himfelf obliged to fend a man to in- w«sl\ 
form Saad AI Molk, furnamed Awji, the foltan's waztr, 
whom he had alfo infe6led with his opinions,, that he 
could not hold out above two or three days longer. The 
waztr anfwered, that he only defired him to Itnnd his 
ground eight or ten days nmc, for that, within fiich time, 
he would &nd means to rid liim of that dog, meaning die 
foltan. 

This prince, who was of a very faiignine complexion, 
and ufually fell into great diforders occafioned by cxcefs 
of blood, was accuftomcd to lofe fome every month. Awji 
hereupon went to the furgcon, who, for the reward of a 
tliouland zecchins, and a purple veft, prom i fed to ufe a 
poifoned lancet tlic firft time he bled the foltan. 

One of the grooms of tlie prince's chamber Iiaving got f^if tftafim 
intimation of the plot, he difcovcred it to his wife, and ihz 
to her gaiUnt, wuu cunuiiunicaied it to uic lultaii liimfelf.

The wazlr was imme- 
diately feized, atid punifhed as he deferved \ the furgeon 
was only fentenced to be bled with the fame inftrument 
which he Jiad prepared to bleed the foltan* 
flffiM The rebels, finding that their treafon was difcovered, 
pm^Ud, and being no longer able to refill, furrendered at difcre- 
tion* Atthaih their chief was conduced to Ifp^an^ tied 
upon a camel ; there, after the prophet had been ezpolbd 
for fome days to the dcrifion of the people, he put to 
a cruel death, and his body was burned, with a great 
number of his difciples, who had joined in the revolt. It 
is reported, that this impo{lor,\v!m was well verfed in aftro- 
logy nnd geomancy, finding himfelf hard prelTedby the be- 
fiegcrs, wrote to the fnltan, that he had found by his horo- 
fcope, that in a lew days he fliould be furrounded \s itli a 
great number of ftars inthemidflof Ifpiihan^even in the pre-* 
ience of the foltan •, and when he was led through tlie city, 
accompanied with great crouds of fpedtators, to the place of 
execution, being afked concernincr the accomplilhment of 
his prediclion, he anfwered, that nothing could be a 
clearer verification than tlie condition he then was in ; 
but that he found the great number of flars which he 
• hoped to fee, were not to ferve, -as he liad believed, to do 
him honour, but to cover him with (hame and confufion.*' 
Coaquejis Soltan Mohammed having fettled his dominions in 
mJkaa* peace, marched into liuidolluii, where he made con/I- 
derable progrcfs. The author of the l^arikh Ghuzideh 
relates, that this princw, v^'lio was very i^ealous lor rcli* 
gion, having found in one of the temples which he had 
.demolifhed, an image of flone weighing four hundred 
quintals, he ordered it to be removed, as an obje£b of ido-i 
latry. The Indians ofiercd its weight in precious ftones, 
and other things, for its ranfom, but Mohsmimed reje£lin^ 
their proposals, field to his officers, " I would not liave it 
Imported hereafter that Azar (A) ^as a mak^ of images^

time he ordered that huijc ma is of llonc to be tranfported 
to Ifpahan, where, aft^r having been Ihewn as a trcphy 
of his vidlory, it was condemned to ferve for one of the 
(leps of the great gate belonging to the flately college 
which he ereded, and which contained his fepulchre 

Authors having furniihed us with no farther tranfac- 
tions of this foltin's reign in the eaftern part of his empire^ 
let us look weftward^ and lee what is doing on that fide. 

In 500, the year aiter Jagarmiih, prince of MufoJ, had Hejra 500, 
iubmitted to Mohammed, as hath been before related, Al AJ>.tio6. 

iaweli Sakawwa> lord of Roha, or Orfa, marched againft — ; — • 
im with a thoufand men ; and rufhing into the middle of 
his troops, though double iI c num'ot- r, put them to flight, J'^^^*** 
none remaining but Jagarmifh himfelf, who, being difabled 
from riding by a paraljrtic diforder, was carried in a litter. 
Intelligence of his being taken coming to the citizens, they 
gave the command to his fon Zenghi. Afterw ards Al 
Jaweli, befieging Mufol, had JagarmtHi expofed to the 
people daily on a mule, offering to fet him at liberty in 
cafe they would furrender the city. On their noncom-^ 
pliance he imprifoned him in n place^under-groundf where 
■ one morning they found him dead. 

After his death his fubje£ls wrote to Kilcj Arfian, fon Solfd^i 
of Solyman, fon of Kotolmilh, prince of Koniya (B) and Arjlcn 
Akfara, offering to deliver the city to him, on whofe ap- ^'(^wntd, 
proach Al Jaweli raifed the ficge. Kilcj Arflan, after 
having honoured Zenghi and his attendants with kaftans, 
ordered the name of fohan Mohammed to be fupprefled in 
the pulpits, and his own mentioned iiiltead of it. Then 
he marched againft Al Jaweli, who was at Roha, but was 
defeated at the river Khabur, into which the fohan enter- 
ing, defended himfelf with his bow againfL the enemy ; 
but his horlc cu rving him out oi his ciepth he was drown- 
ed. His body appearing fome days after, he was buried 
at Shcmful!ia. Al Jaweli, on this fuccefs, returned and 
took Mufol ; but in 502, Maudud, fon of Altun Takafh, iieii a 501. 
with the army of foltan Mohammed, recovered it, and took A.D. iio8, 
pofleifion** ■ ' ' ■

Others fay, the forts of 
Akad and Minatter were reduced; bnt that Mefiafa and 
Akkad bought theirpeace, by agreeing to pay tribute^ 
„4 Bejy. yet foon revolted* The Franks likewife fubdued Beyrn^ 
tai» or Berytits^ after a long' fiege ; the ambafladors of the 
]^yptiart khaHf making a vigorous defence. The fame 
year died Koraja, prince of Hems^ and was fucceeded by* 
liis fon Sam Sam Herohan.

From thence 
he removed to Sarxij, where tney did the fame; not 
thinking of the Franks till Juflin, lord of Tel Bafher, 
came on him fuddenly, -while the horfes were difperied 
over the pnflures, of which he took many^ and killed s 
good number of his men. 

Next year, the Mofiems uniting their forces, invaded 
the acqiiifitions of the Franks, who were defeated near 
Tiberias.

felves till the fprzng following, and went himfejf to Da-

The fame year died Fahro'ddawla Redwan, fon of Ta- 
jo'ddawla .Tatafli, prince of Halep, and was fucceeded- 
by his fon Tajo'ddawla, furnamed Aliras ; who feeing flain 
the year foBowinj^, the city aiid caftl^ of Halep feU iota 
the haods of Lillui page to Tajo'rrns^ fon of Jalalay yrho 
afterwards refigned them to ibltan Shah, fon of Reih^. 
Hejra 509. !„ 509 Dhahero'ddin Atabek TcgtakkSn, prince of Da- 
mafcus, went to Baghdad, and oficfcd his fervice to Mo- 
Jfairj 9/ Bi'llah, and Gayatho'dd?n Mohammed^ who re- 

JT^r/tf* ceived him with great honour. Next year he returned ^ 
and LulU| prince of Halep, was killed near Balis, in go* 
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ing to the caflle of JafFar. After this event Abu Meali 
Ebn Malki, fecretary of war, fuccceded in the command 
of the fortrefs of Halep, which, the year fcllov/ing, fell 
into the hands of Amir Bulgari Ebn Arik^ who held it 
five years 

The year 511 was fatnl to Soltan Gayatlio'cldia Mo- Hcjra r:??. 
hammed, who died in the lall month of it, after he had A.D. 1117. 
hvcd thirty-fix years, and rclgncd thirteen. When he ■ 
perceived death approaching, he fent for his fon Mahmud ^^f^^J^ 
Abu'l Kaffem, but fourteen years old, whom he had de- ^^^^ 
dared his fuccefTor, killed him, and wept ; then ordered 
him to afcend the throne but die young prince declin- 
ed it, faying, it was an unlucky day. The fokun an- 
fwered, You fay true ; hut it is fo to your father, not 
to you, who gain an empire."' 1 lien mounting tlic tlirouc, 
he was adurned with the crown and bracelets 

Sokan Mohammed was eminent for gravity, juftiee, clc- //;^ ^/^^^ 
mency, apid eloquence He left in the treafury eleven radtr. 
millions of gold, befides as much in furniture and other 
efie£fc8. Hiftorians do not inform us what methods he 
made ufe of to fill his coffers \ but by the following (lory, 
related in the Nighiariflan, it may be judged, that they 
were not more equitable than thofe wmch odier princes 
have employed for the fame purpofe. 

Dhia Al Molk, fon of the famous Nezam Al Molk, 7/,^ 
aflailinated in the reign of Malec Shah^ apprehending zirU 
himfelf injured by fome ill offices of Alao'ddawla Said, f^^^ «^ ■ 
or prince of Hamadin, to be revenged on him, told the j? 
foltan, that if he would permit him to call Alao'ddawla to f"^** 
an account, he would engage to bring five hundred thou^ 
land crowns of gold into the treafury. The foltan granted 
his requeffc $ but as the Said, who had many friends at 
courti vas quickly informed of what was doing ngainlt 
lum, he made fuch hade, that he was at Ifpahin before 
the wazir knew any thing of the matter; and finding 
means to throw himfelf at the foltan's feet, reprefented 
the injuftice he would commit in giving up a prince of the 
houfe of his prophet, info the hands of an infidel and he- 
retic, fuch as the wazir. He added, that if the dciirc 
of fo much money was what had induced him to confcnt 
to his minlfler's injurious propofal, he would p:iv down 
eicrht hundred thouiand crowns, which were three hun- 
dred thouland more than tlie malicious wazir had o^ered,

then notice (hould be given him to come and take it away. 
The officer, offended at this treatment, began with com- 
plaints, and finding them difregarded, proeeeded to me- 
naces ; but the .S?id, ailuming an air of authority, told 
him, ^* If you do not br eafy, I will order you to be hanged . 
up inftantly, before the houfe where you lodge ; after 
which I hare only to add a hundred thoutand crowns more 
to the fum which I have promifed the folt;i:i ; for with 
that mioneyhe might buy a tlmufand fluve.s, the word of 
whom would be better than yon." The ofticer, who was 
one of the foltan's llaves, hearing the Said talk in th^t 
manner, thought ic bell to bear all patiently, ^nd waited 
at the inn forty days, in wliich time time Alao'ddawla 
raifed the fum in queftion, without eithev borrowing mo- 
uey on iutereii:, or feHing any of his efPcvSls. 
Vttparal' On the cafh being paid into the royal treafury, the wa» 
• fj^f/*' zir was delivered into the hands of the Said, to do with him 
■^W^* juft as he fhould think proper : but that prince fet, on this 
occaiion^ an example of virtue, the moft eminent and rare 
fo be found among men; for mftead/>f taking vengeance 
on his enemy, or even of making him pay the fum which 
, ht hadbeen obliged to give the foltan, he treated him widk 
fo much honour andeenerolity, that Dhia AI Molk after- 
Ivards became his beft friend*. 
Sixth fot"' After the death of Mohammed was known, Sanjar, fbn 
fan, te- of Hike Shah, who had governed the great province of 
i*''* KhorafSn for twenty years, under the two preceding 
reigns, raifed a powerful army ; and marched into the pro- 
vince of Perfian Irak, where hi=; nephew Mahmud Abu*I- 
kaffcm, furnamcd MogayathoMdin, had taken the title of 
foltan : but the latter being defeated, in a bloody battlC} 
he retired to the caille of Saveh^ a place of great jftrcngdi 
and importance*

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Mahmud, finding his affairs entirely ruined, was ohli^- Dii^i/eiihi 
rd to fue for peace to hi'^ uncle, and fent *:o him his wazir cnf i-e, 
Kemalo'ddin Aii, a very eloquent perfon, who, by his 
addrefsj cffeclcd an aceommodation. Mahmud then went 
to vifit Saiijur ; and was fo well received, that he obtained 
of him the invelliture of the province of Irak, on the 
following conditions : that the name of Sanjar fhould 
always be mentioned in the public prayers before that of 
Muliaiud ; that this latter fhould not have the fourth veil, 
or curtain (C), in his apartments that the trumpet fhould 
not be founded when he went hi or out of his palace; 
and lallly, that he fliould retain the officers whom liis 
unele had edablidK'd in his province. 

Mahmiid, according to Kondemir, was obliged to re- 
ceive thclc conditions with thanks, and refolved to ipend 
iiis time in hunting, without meddling witli affairs of flate. 
However that may be, this feems from the conrfe of the 
hiftory^ to have been an adlual partition of empire, which ^ 
took phce foon after, if not from the time when the agree- 
ment was made ; by virtue whereof Mahmud and his de- 
fcendents were to enjoy the fhare allotted him, with the 
title of feltan, in as abfolute a manner as Sanjar enjoyed 
his* Accordingly we £nd that Mahmfid was fucceeded in 
his dominions by four or five princes, who claimed under 
him, during the reign of Sanjar ' in E^horafan : nor dw» 
it appear that he gave any oppofition to their fucceffion | 
or that they applied to him for their con fent. At the fame 
time it muftrbe confefled, that the hiilories and extra6^s 
wiiich have come to us relating to thefe foltans, are very 
defe£live ; and, to add to the misfortune, that of Ebn 
Amid, which was one of our chief refources, defcends no 
lower than the reign of foltan Mohammed^ Sanjar's pre- 
^ieceiTor 

This foltan is called^ Moa7o*ddin Abu'lharcth, andMoa- />^flM 0/ 
7oMdin Borhan. The firft remarkabe event that wc find ^^'^^'d* 
in liis reign is the death of Kotlibo'ddin, founder of a new ** 
inonurchy, in the year 1^21. liis father Buftekkin was 
flave to Bnlkatekkiii or Maikatekkui, m Iio was one of Ma- 
lek Sl.ah's principal ihives, and pofldibd the employment 
<jf teflitdar, that is, great butler, or cup-bc'arcr j on 
whofc deatli the foltan gave it to Budckkin ; and, becaufe

Hfii :i 511. the government of that province. His fon Kothbo'd- 
A.D tixj', din fucceeded him in all his places. As he was a man of 
* fpirit and v alour, his credit increafcd fo much during the 

reigns of Barkiarok and Sanjar, that he obtained the title 
Firfi Ka- of Karazm Sh3h, that is, king of Kharazm, which dc- 
roKmShak^ fcended to all his poller ity, ia that great monarchy of 
.which he was the founder, and which proved at length the 
ruin of the Selj'Qkian dynaily of Iran, to which they owed 
their rife. However, ICothboMdin, though very powerful, 
never departed from his obedience to the foltiUis } and, for 
thirty years, did his duty of cup-bearer at court every 
fecond year, being relieved every other year by his fon 
*Atfiz«. 

Heira s*4» In year 524, Sanjar paflcd the Jihun, into Mawa- 
A,D. 11*9. ra'Inahr, to reduce Ahmed Ebn Solyman, governor of

fb!huld* obliged to furrender after a vigorous fiege, the foltan 
* ilpared his life, only depriving him of the government, 
which he beftowed on one of his Hayes : but Ahmed, find- 
ing means to get into Sanjar's favour, was in a little time 
relrored. After this event, Bahram Shah, foltan of the 
Gazni family, whofe kingdom extended from the province 
of Gazna, to the eafl of Khorafan, a great way into In- 
doftan, refoIvC(! alfo to fhake off the yoke of the Seljukian^;. 
IT jra 530. In 530, the foltan entered his dominions with a large 
A.iJ 1 135. army but Bahram, not being able torcfift fo ^reut a force, 
fent anibaffadors to pay tlic tribute, and do homage ior his 
crown, bv which means he diverted the ftnrni y. 
Atfiz, Ka' Upon the death of Kothbo'ddin, his fon Atfiz, called 
razmShih, alfo Takafii, fucceeded both in his employments and the 
title of Karazm Shah, though no more, in reality, than 
governor of that piovince, like his father. He obtained 
great credit with Sanjar by his fervices, efpeciallv in com- 
ing up feafonably to refcue him out of an ambulcade con- 
trived by Ahmed, governor of Sam.ukanil : but afterwards 
growing out of favour at court, he retired to his govern- 
ment, where the people were inclined to revolt. Tlie 
foltan, at his departure, faying to thofe about him, " I fee 
the back of a man, whofe face it is likely I never (hall fee 
again," they advifed to have him anreiled : but Swjar 
would not confent) alleging, that be ftould vklate the

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•acknowlegments due both to him and his father for tl:cir 
fervices, if he ihould do any thing to ofi'end him on a bare 
iufpicion. 

Atfiz verified tlie fohan's prognoflic 5 for he no fooner rebels with 
arrived in Karazm, than he put himfelf at the head of the 
rebels : fo that Sanjar %vas obliged to reduce by force an 
enemy whom iie had fiift'ercd to efcape, by having more 
ic j^ard to the maxims of gratitude than thofe of policy. 
iI(A\cver, the expedition did not give him much trouble; 
for advancing in 533, with fuperior forces, he defeated 
the rebels*, and 11 Kilij, fon of Atflz, being taken, was 
put to death. The troubles in izm being thus elTec- 
tuaily fLipprciled, Sanjar gave the government of it to his 
nephew Solyman Shah : but as he left him onlj a few 
forces, he was foon obliged to refign it to Atziz 5 who 
advancing with a confiderable army, re-entered Karazm* 
This year is reckoned as the commencement of the dynafty 
of the Karazm Shihs, or fovereinis in a proper fenfe . 

Two years after .this tranfa^ion, Samarkand rebelled 
again, in oppofition to the governor ; who, being affli6ted ' 
with'the palfy, was not able to ^€t. The foltan marched Auothtr 
agsunft them ; and, after a (lege of fix months, the city rebelUom 
furrendered : but Sanjar fpared the inhabitants, according 
to his ufual clemency ; and difplacing the feeble father, 
gave the government of the place to his fon. 

During the foltan^s refidencc at Samarkand, he was fo- 
licitcd by fome lords of his court to bend his arms again^ 
Gurjafb, king of Kai^katay } alleging the glory that would 
arife from the concjueft of a country deemed in a manner 
inaccei&ble. Sanjar, prevailed on by their lAftances, 
marched on that lide ; but Gurjafb advancing with his 
forces, cut in pieces thirty thoufand of the foltan's troops, 
and fcizcd his camp, where was all his equipage, with his 
haram, or women j among whom was Tarklian Khatun, 
his principal queen. Sanjar, in this diflrefs, felecled 
three hundred of his bravcft men, and made his way 
through the middle of his enemies, in order to reacli i er- 
med, where he arrived with only twelve or fifteen fol- 
lowers. The reft of his ieattcred troops repairing tliither 
by degrees, he palled into Khorafan, quite aftiamed of his 
expedition ; which convinced his people that he was not 
iiivmcible, as before they thought him to be

mind of Atfiz \ Sanjar receiving advice, from feveral parts^

of the condu£^ of Atfiz ; who, on his arriv?! in Karazm^

Submiti at i,)g j^;iade a vigorous defence, he had the ::ood fortune to 
efcape, and the city was taken by fiorm. banjar followed 
him to the city of Karazm, which he might foon have 
reduced ; but w hether weary of the fatigues attending tlie 
camp, or through his averfion to fhed bloocf, he liifencd 
to projiofiils of peace, negotiated by a darwiih, or monk ; 
by whole jnanagement Atfiz was obh'ged only to repair to 
the bank of the Jihun, oppofite to the foltan's camp, and 
there prollrating himfelf, kifs the earth. Atfiz came to 
the place appointed ; but, without alighting off his horfc, 
only ftooped forward, and bowed his head to falute the 
foltan who, notwithftanding this arrogance, fent him 
the pardon he had promifod : after which all hoftiltdes 
ceaied, till the time of the death of Atfiz, which happen- 
ed in 551, the year before that of the foltin \ 
Hejra 544. of the moft remarkable events in this foltin's reign,

As AH was born in the dominions of Sanjar, and 
had formerly been loaded with favours by him, that prince 
put him to death for his ingratitude ; but loon after lent 
Hufleyn to govern Gaur under his authority. 

In 548, the foltan was led, againil his inclination, to Hejra 548. 
chaftife the Turkmans, who refufed to pay the ufual tri- ^ D«»«5l* 
bute of fiieep j when his army was defeated, and himfelf -^^^ foitam ' 
taken prifoner by tliat rabble, to the great dilhonour of the 
houfe of Scljiik which was fo much reverenced by all the the lurk* 
Tuikiili naiiun. Thefe Turkmans, not knowing what to 
do with the perfon of fo great a prince, placed him in the 
day-time on a throne, and fhut him up at night in an iron 
cage. He fpent four jears in this confinement $ till the 
foltana Tarkhan Ehatun, who governed in his ahfence> 
happening to die in 551, he refolved to deliver himfelf 
out of the hands of the Turkmans* 

To effect this intention, he employed Amir Elias, one E/capa 
of his confidants, who carrying on a correfpondence with frMagtau 
Amir Ahmed Komaj, governor of Termed, engaged him 
to provide boats ready in the river, againft the ioitan pair- 
ed, by in hunting. This ftratagem uicceeded to Senjar's 
wifhes : the governor, after having entertained him mag- 
nificently at his caf!^ic, alTembled a body of troops, who 
conduclL*d him to Maru, then the caj)ital of Khorafan^ 
where he ufuaily reiided. But the foltan found that city^ 
and all the country through which he pafled, in fo bad a 
condition, on account of the incurfions which the Turk- 
mans had made d'.rmg^is abfence, that he fell into a deep 
melancholy, and afterwards into a didemper, of which Hejra 5$t* 
he died in the year ^^2 ^, 

According to tlie l.cbtar^kh, this foltan lived fcventy- 
two years, and reigned fixty-two, in which muil be in- ^ 
eluded the twenty jears, which, the fame author fays, he ^^^^ 
reigned in IChorafan, before the death ot Mohammed his 
predeccfibr. 

He extenHcd his empire from Katay to Kotan, to the Extenjivi 
extremity of Syria and Egypt, and from the fea of Kiio- <^«M«w«i'- 
zar, or the Cafpian, to Yamman, or Arabia 1 <lHx. 

He fought nineteen battles, of which he ^^ liiRd icven- Hiseha- 
teen: was much feared by his enemies^ lamous for raSir* 
liberality and cJcniency to his fubje^ls. He was diligent 
in matters of government, but hated kingly pride, wear-

Grita^U' All the Oriental hiftoriahs praife this prince for his va* 
kvidt lour and juflice, magnanimity and goodnefs. He was io 
well beloved by his lubje6ifcs> that they continued to pub- 
lifli his name in the temples for a whole year after his 
death, as if he had been iliil alive, and on the throne. 
They gave him alfo the furname of £{kander Thani,' that 
is, Alexander the Second: and his name of Sanjar has pa^ 
cd for that of Alexander among his pofterity. 
Afahfh ijfm It is remarked that this foltaa eftablifhed Said £bn Zen- 
nafiiiu who had been his governor, lieutenant-general of all 

his dominions, under the title of Atabek ; which epithet 
Cgnifying, Father of the Prince^ and given to the tutors or 
governors of the Seljukiaxi princes^ became afterwards a 
title of dignitj. 

Sj^^iff* After Senjar's death, Mahmud, his fifter's fon, by Mo. 
^^ain* "^^^^^^^ Khan, dcfcended from Bagra Khan, fuccet ded 
fhrajdnt Kliorafan. But at the end of five years, one of his 
lords revolted, and, after fevcral battles, feized his domi- 
nions, and deprived him of fight. The foltan of Kharazm, 
whofe dynafty rofe during the reign of Sanjar, taking ad- 
vantage of thefe divifions in Khorafan, fubducd one part 
of that great province, while tlie other remained \i\ pof- 
feffion of the rebels. So that the Scljukian ioUans, who 
flill reigned in both the Iraks, no longer had any footing 
in Khorafan ^. 

We muft now return to thefe foltan s ; the firft of whom, 
MogayathoMdIn Mahmud Ebn Mohammed, though be- 
ginning his reign at the fame time with his uncle Sanjar^ 
and dying twenty-feven years before himi is yet reckoned 
Ikis fttcceSbr : Mahmud, Sanjar's fiftei's fon, before meo- 
tioned, not being inferted in the lift of foltans*

and Arabian Iraks, with the countries wcftward, wherCf 
though according to Kondamir he was only Sanjar's go- 
vernor and lieutenant-general, yet he feems to have a£lcd 
independently of him : nor does it appear that his uncle 
exercifed any power within his dominions. It is true, 
none of the authors before us give any account of this 
foltan's tranfa<flions, after his agreement with Sanjar. 
DM k rbclot's extra£ts from Khondemir, and other Oriental 
autliors, end there ^ Texeira was in fuch hafte to finiih Defe^ of 
his abftra£l of Mirkhond, that he would fcarce alhnv him- mthon* 
felf time to confult the hiftory of the Seljukiau iolLans, or 
even to know their names. The Lebtankh only fiiv tliat 
Mahmud married two of Sanjar's daugiitcrs, and iought 
two battles with his brother Mallud, whom he defeated 
both times. In fhort, the particulars collected by Abu'l- 
Faraj relate almoft folely to the affairs of Mefopotamia 
and oyria ^ which, in efie£^, arc all the materials we have ' 
towards compofme the hiftory of this foltftn's reign*

Among the reft 
he ordered Na&> commander brought up by his hther 
Ortok, to have his eyes plucked out, and tongue cut oF: 
' he condemned another, whom he had made governor of 
Halep, firft to be deprived of light, and tlien to have lus 
hands and feet chopped off, an operation which occAfion- 
ed his death. 

Solyman was brought before him drunk; but he was 
rcftrained from killing him by natural afFe£lion. The fon 
afterwards fled to Damafcus ; and Ugazi made Solyman, 
fon of his brother Abdo*ljabbar, governor of Halep, and 
named him Badro'ddawla $ after which appointment he 
returned to Mardin. 

In the fame year the foltan gave Mayaferkin to the Amir 
Ilgazi Ebn Oilok ; and the cirles of Mufol, Mefopotamia, 
and Scnjar, to tlic Amir Kofaymo'ddawk Okfenkar Al 
Borfaki.

Zenghi (H), fon of Okfankar, or Akfankar, who was '~ 

cftabliOied in the government of the city of Baghdad, by //l/'*'^ 
foltan Mahmud. His brother EzzoMdln Maflud dying the 
fame year, Omado'ddm became pofTeifed of Mufol, and its 
dependencies. Next year he took Halep, with its caille ; 
and the year following the city of Hamah ^ 

In 524 Al Amir Beahkamillah Abuali, lord of Egypt, E\!ppttam 
was.afiaffinated by the Batanifis, as he returned fi r r.i tak- ^^*''/ 
ing a walk. The fame year there were feen at. Baghdad -/^-^f 
fcorpions with wings, and a double ftlng. 

Next year proved fatal to foltan Mahmiid, who died at The fiUa* 
Hamadan, in Shawal» or the tenth month, having lived ^^'« 
about twenty-feven years, and reigned thirteen/ 

He poflelTed a handfome perfon, and was very generous*, 52 5» 
but the love of women, and hunting, by degrees, impaired "3^* 
his charaftcr. It is reported, thnt his lumting equipage jjif^/^ 
was fo magnificent, that he keptimir hundred greyhounds raSitm 
and blood-hounds, each of whicli \vore a collar let with 
jewels, and a covering edged with gold and pearls. He 
laid out fo much in this expcnce, that he often wanted 
money to pay his troops, and for other occalions ' : yet 
he did not lleece Ids fubjeQs to recruit his coffers : he like- 
wife reftrained his favourites from doing them any injury. 
He was merciful, good-natured, and prudent. He for-

He was fkilied in 
grammar, poetry, and chronology | wa* very eloquent^ 
and wrote a fine hand. 
Eighth fof- M.iluiiud left for his fucccflbr his brother Togrol, fur- 
ttrnTo^roi, named Rocno'tkiin : but his brother Maflud dii'puted the 
crown with him ; cUid fcveral battles were fought bcLwecn 
them, in the fpacc of three or four years, which he reijrn- 
ed. Accoi'ding to Kondemlr, he was the fecond foltan oi 
a branch of the Seljfikians who reigned in Perfian and 
Arabian Irak : a circumftance which confixms our remark^ 
that the agreement made between Sanjar and Mahmnd 
contained a divifion of the SdjiUtian empire of Ink» or 
Periia at large* However^ it does not appear lliat the 
Oriental hiftorians confi|ler them as two feparate numar- 
chieSf but as one and ^ the fame; making Mahmddy the 
predeceflbr of Togrol^ the iuccdSbr of oanjar; thoygh 
tx>th died fome years before him, as hath been already <^ 
ferved ^, 

JSrrnjpi This foltan, according to Abu'l-Faraj, before he came 
Jtvf> to the throne, poffefTed the province of Arran and Nat- 
chiawan in Armenia : but the authors before us give no 
account of the tranfa£^ions of his reign, excepting Abu'l- 
Faraj, whofe memoirs, as in the preceding reign, are 
confined to Mefopotamia and Syria. 
Bsifms«C* This annalilb informs us, that, in the year 526, foltrn 
AJXxisi. Senjar wrote to Omado'ddin Zenghi (atabek of Irak Arabi) 
■ and Dobays Ebn Sadekah (lord of Hellah), commanding

The armies met in Hadra Al Bnramnkey ; when Zenghi 
attacking the right wing of the khalit, where Jamil Od« 
dawla AkbaJ, was ported, put them to flight: at the fame 
time the khalif, fupported by Nafr Al Khadem (the eu- 
nuch), who commanded his left-wing, fell on the right- 
wing of Omado'ddin and Dobays ; and, after a fharp con- 
flict, obtained a complete vi<tlory. About the fame time 
the atabek Al Shalud recovered Moarrah Al Noman, in 
Syria, from the Franks 

. Next year the klialif feiit in acrimonious mcfTaec to Zeng-

Ai Moftarlhed, incenled 
at tibis infolty departed from Baghdad with thirty dhuDufand 
men % and approaching Mofol, Sjenghi marched out of the 
city with part of his forces, leaving the reft under the 
command of his deputy Nasiro'ddin, whom the l^alif be- tvho he- 
fieged % and, while he prefled the place clofely widiout, a Aj'iiAi* 
gang of bricklayers wimin agreed to betray it to him : but ^ 
they being difcovered, and executed, he retired, after 
having befieged it three months to little purpofe, and, next 
year, a peace was concluded between him and the atabek. 

Soltan Togrol died at Hamadan, in the firii month of 
the year 529 \ having lived twenty-five years, and reigned 
three. He was juft and valiant, good-tempered and li- 
beraL He undemood the art of governing, and did no- 
thing unbecoming a prince 

Maflud, fumamed GayathoMdin Abu'lfetah, was at Hejra ^79*. 
Baghdad when his brother Togrol died: and while his A.D. 1154.. 
friends fent a courier to invite him to Hamadan, then the ^ 
capital of the Seljukians of Irak, the court party difpatched *<S''" 
another to Dawd, fon of Togrol, with the fame view: but 
the uncle happening to get the ftart of the nephew, Mafiud 
was unanimoufly faluted foltan by the grandees. 

He was fcarce feated on the throne, before he found him- NtHthfoU 
felf obliged to make war on AI Moftarflied, the twenty- ^ ^^-^^ 
ninth khalif of Baghdad, of the family of Al Abbas. It tacks thg 
feems, that, in the reign of Togrol, Dobays Ebn Sadekah, khatiff 
who was governor general of Irak Arabi for the khalif, 
plotted with that foltan to furprife him in Baghdad ; but 
Togrol falling ill of a fever, hindered the execution : Al 
Moftarihed's army alfo was vid:orious. This war lafted 
till MaflBd came to the crown \ when the khalif, at the 
perfuafion of fome court lords, had lus name fupprefled in 
tlie^Wc prayers, and even deprived hsm of the title of 

MafTi^d, being informed of diis injury, fetoat inftantly nuhois d$* 
from Ray, where 1^ refided, at the heid of a powerful fuiid^ 
ifmjy for the Arabian Lrftk \ horn whence the ualif . ad- 
vanced, accompanied by a great number of his gnmdees. 
The two armies came to a battle in the feventh monUi of 
the year 529 $ when the khaliPs lefb-wing deferting to the 
folt^, he was furrounded and taken, while his right-wing^ 
after a ilt^ oppofition, fled. i\fter this defeat, Baghdad

tan having had another war on his hands, carried Moftarw

meflengers pafled between him and tr f t n, relating to 
peace. At length it was agreed, that A\ Moitarihed, be- 
fides paying yearly four hundred thoufand crowns in gold» 
(hould remain in Baghdad, and notraife any other troops 
befides his ordinary guards. 
mnd affiajji • After this agreement that prelate was fufFered to ride on 
horfeback with the covering of a faddle cnrricd before him, 
in token of honour. In lliort, he was ready to return to 
Baghdad, when news being brought that an ambnilndor 
was arrived from foltan Sanjr.r, the people iollowed Miif- 
fud to meet him, and among the relt fome of thofc who 
had the care of the khalif. Twenty-four Bataniils took 
this opportunity to get into his tent, and murder him, hv 
giving him about twenty wounds j then cutting olt his 
nofc and ears, they left liim naked, where he remained 
till the citizens of Maragha burled him. Many believe, 
with great reafon, fays Khondemir, that MalTiid contrived 
tliis murder ; and entered into d uegociatiou wuii iiim, 
only to cover hh defign. 
i>t^f Not long after this cataftrophe, as DobaysEbn Sadekah 
•^■"^ was (looping, with his fingers on the ground, before his 
tent, near the. city of Khunej, a young Armenian, em- 
ployed by the fohin, cut off his head : for Maffud was 
jealous ot his- power, and had only made ufe of him as an 
inftrument to oppofe Al Moftarfhed ^. 
iTejra 530. In the year following, the kings and lords of the pro^ 
AD. 113$ * vinces afTembline at Baghdad, threw oflF their obedience to 
7Ae pro. ^^^^^^ Maflud. In confequence of this revolt, Dawd (or 
nnmtttrt' I^^vid), fon of foltan Mahmud marched from Adherbijan^ 
tw/r. followed by OmIdoMdin Zenghi, from Mufol to Baghdad, 
where he was prayed for in the pulpits. The foltan no 
Iboner received intimation of this ftep, than he advanced 
and befieged that city ; but finding that he could do no-» 
thing againft it, refblved to return to Hamadan. He was 
a^ually on the road, when Tarentay, lord of Wafct, ar* 
riving with a great number of barks, he returned to the 
fiege.

Killed bj he was invefting the caftle of Jabar, fome flares flew him 
JUivtu in the night, and fled to the caftle. The befieged, elated 
by this incident, called out to inform the army, tlint their 
commander was fiain ; accordingly, entering his teiit, they 
found hini brcathii'^ his hft. He \\'as more than fixty 
years old when he died j behaved with great gravitv botn 
toward) his army and his fubjccls ; and was perteciiy 
ikilled in the art of governing. The city of Mufol, before 
he took it, was for the moft part deftroyed, and the ad- 
jacent country, which now abounds with fruits and odori- 
ferous plants, was the moll barren in the world. 
Heira 544. Nuro'ddin Mahmud, \\ ho was in the camp when his 
AJ). 1149. father was ilain, drawing the ring oil' his fmger, w; nt di« 
^ re£lly to Halcp, and took poffclTion of it; while ins bro- 
^utn-^ ther, Sayfo'ddin Gazi, haftenin|[f from Shahrnzur, which 
Juries m iiad been ailigned him, entered I\iutol> and thus became 
Sjria^ lord of that city, with Al Jazireh, or Mefopotamia. He 
died after he had reigned three years, and was fuccecded 
by his brother Kotbo'ddiri Maiidud. His elder brother, 
Nuro'ddin Mahmiid^ who pofiefled Halep and Hamah,

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In Syria, marching into Al Jazireh, took Senjar without 
any oppofition from Kotbo'ddin : but peace afterwards 
being concluded between thciii, NuroMriin rcfigiicd Sen- 
jar for Hems and Rahaba in Syria. Tiie fame year he 
invaded the Franks about Antioch, and defeated them, 
after a bloody battle, in which the prince of that city was 
flain (G). His fon Baymond ^Boamund) fuccceding, who 
being but an nnfant, his mouier governed the kingdom 
during his minority. 

. In 546 Ni^ro'ddin invaded the territories of Jdflin, or Uc]rt 54.^. 
Jofcelin (H), which lay to the north of Halep 1 and being A,D,ii$u 
met by that wife and vaKant knight, w^s defeated, after 
an obixinate battle, and his armour*bearer taken, whom ^'^^rLim. 
Juflin fent with NWddin's arms to king Maffud Ebn ^J'-^'-^""* 
1Sjc\} Arflin, lord of Koniya and Akfara $ faying, This 
is your £bn-in-Iaw'8 armour-bearer ; after him tomething 
more will come to you." Nuro'ddin, greatly incenfed at 
Juflin's conduct, refolved to be revenged on him. Ac- 
cordingly, fending for fome of the chiefs of the Turk-' 
mans, he, by large gifts, engaged them to feize Juflin, 
knowing he was not able to contend with him in battle. 
The Turkmans therefore, keeping a watchful eye upon 
him, furprifed him one day as he was hunting, and brought 
him bound to Nuro'ddin, who immediately went and took Getshlm 
the caftles of Ayn Tab, Azaz, Kures, Al Rawandan, y*'*^ 
BorjoM Refas, Doluk, Maraih, Nahro'l Jawr, and others 
belonging to Jufl ui 

The year following, viz. 547, foltan MalTud died at Ha- Maff&d 
madan, after he had lived forty-five years, and reigned 
eighteen and a half*. 

• niis prince was a great lover of pious and learned men ; fjij cha-^ 
humble and affable ; and for religion, clemency, Jullice, raStr* 
and bravery, fuperior to all the Seljukians. He often de- 
feated armies at tjie firfl onfet, and killed lions with one 
Uroke. He frequently, when a boy, was in battles, and 
fought himfelf. He always came of viftor in the wars 
with his brothers. The people lived in great eafe during 
his reign He difregarded treafures, giving them among

ahnoft always wanted money, and left none in the treafury. 

Seljuk do- Maffifid was the laft of thefe foltans who had any power 
mimms* in the Arabian Irak; for upon hisdemife Moktafi, thirty- 
firft khalif of Baghdad, of the family of Abb? s , deprived 
the Seljukians of all authority in that city. For this rea- 
fon.Ebn Shohnah makes this dyniO:y to end in the year 
547 \ which "was alfo fatal to the race of the Gazni foltans. 
Hejra 543. In the time of Maflud alfo a new dynafty of ntabeks 
A.D. X14S. arofe, which feized part of his dominions; for the Saiga- 



rians, or family of Salgar, invading Pars, or Proper Per- 
^SnT^ aflumed the title of kings. They began to reign in 
the year 543^ fixing their reiidence at ShlzaZj in that 

province. 

Wefl ouM deprive tliis reign of 6nc of its greateft orna- 
mentSy Ihould we omit to mention the famous Mowiado'd- 
din Abu Ifmii! Ebn All, funramed Togray, who was 
eftecmed the moft excellent wnEcr of his time, both in verfe 
anul profe. A celebrated poem of his called Lamiyal Al 
Ajem (becautc the laft confonant of each rhime is a Lam, 
or L), has been publihcd by Dr. Pococke, with a Latin 
^fmmm tranflation, under die title of Carmen Togray. Accord- 
ing to Ebn Shonah, he wasfirft emplored at court by foltan 
Jmitt Shah^ and Maffi&d made him k» wazfir : hot being 
mVen pridraer m the battle wMcIi ^t prince hsnAt wim 
broilier Maismdd> in 5 1^, Be left his head ; tfie Ibldba 
sieging, that he knew him to be m infideiy and a 
^eied man ^ But Ebn Kfislftan lays he waa put to 
Jieatb by Mafamffid^s wazir, for na other eaufey b«t iftat 
they feared him on account of his excdkat virCuies

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fuooeeded kis uacle MaiTiid ; but his reign was of no long 
pmtmuance ; and indeed he was wholly unworthy of the 
crown, for he regarded nothing but indulging his appc- 
'tite, and left his affaire entirely to his minifters. 

Notwithflanding his inc^acity, he grew jealous of the Iidepofed 
authority of Khafbek, furnamed Beiingheri, who had been Kafiik> 
in great efteem with Maflud, and pafled for one of the 
mofl valiant men of his tinae. Malek Shah wanted to 
have him arrefted ; but as the whole court thought fuch 
a proceeding unjuft, HalTan Kaudar, who was one of 
Khafbek's bell friends, refolved to prevent the biow j and, 
under pretence of giving the foltan a grand entertainment, 
kept him three days in a continual debauch, in the midit 
of which he fcized his pcrfon, and confined him in the 
caflle of Hamadan. After which ftep, they fent for his 
brother Mohammed, who was then in Khuzeflan, and fet 
him in his place. Some time after, Malek Shah, finding 
means to efcape oitt of 'prifon, fled to the province from 
whence his brotlier had been called to the throne ; where 
he remained till the death of MohanimeJ, in tlie end of 
the year 554 ; when, haflening to Ifpahan, he re-afcended 
the throne *, but enjoyed it only a few days, dying in the 
beginning of the year 555, at the age of thirty-two *• 

It is proper to remark, that as the kkalif Moktafi owed Kkaitf 
Us elevation to the credit and authority of Maflnd, he A^^^jf, ' 
had no ihare in the government of his date during the f^^*9^ 
life of that foltan but, after his death, he refumed the ^ 
authority, and quite excluded that of the Selj^kians $ for 
be would not allow Malek Shah to have any power or 
command in the foltanat of Baghdad } but remained fole 
mafter in his dominions, which comprehended Babylonifh 
Irak and Arabia : in ihort, it was under this Uiahf that 
the power of the Seljnkians, who had been mafters of all 
the forces and pofleflions of the khalifs, began to decline, 
and, by degrees, became extincl:. On this occafion Abu'l- 
Faraj obferves, that Al Moktafi was the firfl who reigned 
in Irak Arabia without a foltan, and governed his armies, as 
well as his fubje£ls, according to his own will, fince the 
time that the mamluks, or flaves, firil ufurped power over 
the khalifs, under Al Moftanfir y. 

As Khafbek, who was the chief inflrument of the ad- FJevintk 
vancement of Mohammed, furnamed GayathoMdin, infifted /o^'^'" 
upon having the entire government of the (late at his own ^^^'^^'^'^

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difpofal s and as tliat lofd's credit^ as well as riches> render* 
edhim powerful, Mohammed foon perceived that he could 
never reign peaceably while fuch a perfon was alive. Tor 
diis reafon he refolved to get rid of him, according to the 
advice of one of his minifters ; who, alludine to the youth 
of the prince^^and age, of Khaibek, told him, that no 
new branches (hoot from the root of the vine, till the M 
ones were cut away. 

Upon his death the foltan became poflefied of all the 
wealth which he had amafied, during the time that he 
had the management of the treafury. It is remarkable, 
that he had in his wardrobe an infinite number of very 
precious moveables^ among which were thirteen thou&nd 
icarlet and purple vefls. 

However, the death of Khaibeck had nearly ruined 
Mohammed ; for that great lord had made powerful 
friends at court, who were refolved to revenge it. With 
that intent the atabek Ildighiz, and Akfankar, lord of 
Maragha, having revolted, depofed Mohammed, and pro- 
claimed his uncle Solyman Shah, fon of Mohammed I. 
The voin^ unexperienced foltan was fo terrified at ihis 
revolt, tliat not knownig whether to fight or accommo- 
date matters, he fled to Ifpalian, while Solyman bhah 
took peaceable pofTeHion of his capital Hamadan. 

The new prince might have preferved the crown with 
as much eafe as he obtained it, if he had not been entirely 
deftitutc of advice, and very unhappy in his condu^)-. 
Among other weak nations, he took tiie employment of 
the great chamberlain from Mohammed Karazm Shah, 
and gave it to Alp Argun ; he likewife difchargcd his 
wazir Fakro'ddin Kaflii, and put Abu'nejib m place. 
Thefe two great ofliccrs, to revenge their difgrace, plotted 
to reftore Moham.mcd ; but as that aim could not be 
effecSlcd wiiiK lit cirpofmg So]vni;in Shah, and the militia 
feemed to be aitaLn^d to him, they contrived a ftratagcm 
which fucceeded to admiration. 
FSis w kis Mohammed Karazm Sh^h told his fifter, who was the 
foltan's wife, as a great fecret, that there was a plot con- 
triving to bring back his nephew, and that her hufband'a 
perfon was to be feized that very night. The too credu* 
lous and timid foltatiy without flaying to enquire into the 
matter, immediately mounted his horfe> with a few of 
his intimsites, and took the road to Mazanderan, a pro« 
vince on the Cafpian fea. 

Next day every perfon was ftrangely furprifed to heat 
pf the foltaa's flight* The fol^iqrs immediately mutinied^ 

and 
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anil running to the palace, plundered it. Mohammed no MchammU 
fooner received advice of liis uncle's fiiglit, w hich was fo ntumu 
like his own, than Jje made haile to Hamadan, and re- 
afccnded the vacant throne. 

Solyman Shah, perceiving too late tliat he had been 
duped, refoived to attempt the recovery of his dominions, 
by tlic .liiliiance of his friends. The klialif Moktafi, arid 
the atabek lidighiz, joined their troops to thofc whieli he 
afJfcmbled in Ma/andcran : but being met by his nephew 
on the banks of the river Arras, or Axaxes, was defeated, 
and obliged to retire to Mufol. Mohammedy after this 
Ti£iory, Mras inclined to have attacked the khallf, who 
gave protedlion to his uncle : but confidering that he had 
another eucniy, his brother Malec Shah» to fear, he wa$ 
obliged to make up matters with Moktafi, who gave him 
his own daughter in marriage. 

This princefs, named Kerman Khatun, departed with dmk* 
a rplendid equipage, and the foltin went to meet her ; 
but a he£lic fever, which attended him, put an end to his 
life, on the road to Hamadan, in the year 554, after a 
reign of feven years, aged no more than thirty-two* 

This foltan has always been efteemed as a moft accom- ^'Vf** 
plifhed prince, who poiTefied all the virtues military and 
civil. He was a great patron of men of learning, piety, - 
and merit ; in which, fay the' hiilorians^ he was die very 
reverfc of his brother Malek Shah. 

It is faid that this prince quitted life with much rCt 
hi£lancc ; that, before he expired, he ordered his troop?, 
his court, and all his treafurcs, to pafs before him, as it 
■were in review ; and that, after he had confidercd nil thefe 
thinr", he faid, ** How is it pnfiible tliat a power as great 
as nnne is notable to leHen the weight of my difordcr one 
linple crrain, nor to prolong my life hut for a moment ?" 

He left his dominions to his brother MRlek Shah, who ^"^/ne^fj^ 
furvived him only a few days. He was fucceeded by his 
Diicle Solyman Shah, the other competitor of Moham- 
med ^ 

Solynran Shah, furnamed Moazo'ddin Kaflem, was the 
fon of fokan Mohammed, fon of Malck Shah I. This 
prince being at ^lufol when his two prcdecclTcrs died, ihc 
4,n'cat lords, after fomc debate, frnt for Kirn, and plaeed 
lain on the throne : hui as he i^avc liimfelf ui> entirely to 
Voluptuouincfs, and the company of women, without at-

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tciuling to the affairs of the kiiic^.iom, they feized and im- 
prifoned him, at the end of fix months; advancing in his 
Jlejra 555. room, his nephew Arllan, in the year 55 5. Setting afidc 
A.IXit6o« his bad condudl, iur which he was dcpoicd, he did not 
^ , want ferae good quaHties : lie was very famihar with thofe 
fTf^fi^ So- 21^0^^ ^'""^ i -^''^^ cxLcllcd in his behaviour, perfon, and 
i^mdn eloquence, lie died in the fecond month of the year 556, 
Skaht at the age of forty-five. This is all the account we have of 
l*fi^ ^ SulymSn's fhort reign, which is taken from the Iiebtarikh \ 
for D'Herbelot fays nothing of it. AbuU-Faraj docs not 
mentipn the foltans of Periianliak, after tl^e death of Mo- 
hammed II. when the khalif threv off the Seljuk yoke, 
and refumed the dominion in Irik ilrabia. 
7%inH9ih Arilan was the fon of Togrol, fon of Mohammed, fon 
of Malek Shah I. and funiamed Abul Modhafier Zey- 
^9^* noMdIn, according to Kondemtr } but the Iiebtarikh ftjies 
him Rokno'ddawla. He is commonly called hf hiftonana 
Malek Arfl&n. He was proclaimed ioltan in Hamadan^ 
the influence of the atabek Ildighiz : but from the be- 
ginning of his reigUt Kimar, governor of Ifpahan, and 
• Enbanej or Inanj, governor of Ray, revolted again (l him; 
letting up for foltan one of his cpufins, named Moham* 
med Seljuk Shah; with whom, at the head of a great 
/i//>r(f// f armyi they advanced to Hamadan. Arilan advanced to 
nktiUm. meet chem s(8 far as Kazvin , where he obtained the vid^ory; 

for the new foltan was killed in the battle, and his two 
ftfpporters fled to Ray, and from thence to Mazanderan. 

Arilan had no fooner terminated this war than he 
found himfelf engaged in another; for the prince of the 
Abkhaz, fituated between Georgia and CherkaiTia, who 
was a Chriftian, entering Adherbijan, ravaged that pro- 
J>ffeaii the vince as far as Kazvm. The foltan, turning nis viftorious 
^kiid$i, arms on that fide, defeated him near the nrong caflie of 
Kak, which he had taken and fortified ; but, being afitCF* 
wardo forced by the Seljuk troops, it was dcmolifhed 

Towards the end of the year 559, foltan Arfliin miidc a 
progvefs to Ifpahan : the atabek Zenghi .Salgari, who com- 
manded in that city, went out to meet him, and took the 
oath 01 allegiance. The foltan confirmed h.iin in his go- 
.vernnicnt, of which he extended, the boundii as far as the 
province of Fars or Pars, 
Hejra 561. ' Enbanej, who ftill ftood out in Mazanderan, in 5^1 
A.D.1165. made alliance with the Karazm Shah, by whom being 
^ . afFifted with a great body of troops, he entered Perhaa 

j^hmS^^ ^^^^ ravaged the country ab^ut Abher and Kazvin : 
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|iut Arflani acoompaiiie4 vith tke atibek Ildighiz, attack- 
*#ng him by fiirpriee» obliged him to fly to his old retreat* 
Two years after this event, the fame rebel, invading the 
country about Ray, defeated Mohammed, the fon of II- 
dighiz, who was fent againft him, In confequenpe of this 
defeat, Ildighiz took & field in perfon j and, advancing 
to that city, made (everal propofitions to Enbanej, who 
agreed to go with him, and make his fubmiflion to the 
£;>ltan : but the night before this ceremony was to be per- 
formed, Enbanej was killed in his apartment. The foltaii, 
on this occafion, gave the government of Ray to the fon of ffg ii 
Udighiz, wrho foon ^ter married the only daughter of En- 
banej the fruit of wlich marriage was itutluk, fumamed 
£nt>anej. 

In 568 the mother of the foltan, a princefs of great vir- 
tue, died in the houfe of Ildighiz ; and this great man did 7^ ff^j^ 
not long furvive her. The foltan himfelf, afflidled at two 
fuch great lofTes, fell fick of a languiOiing illnefs, under 
which he laboured till the year 571, when he died ; after Hejra 571, 
be had lived forty-three years, and reigned about; fifteen. A.D. 1175, 

He was a prince not only v aliant and generous, but alfo ~~ 
patient, and good-natured to iuch a degree, that he would Ha cha" 
not fuffer any body to be fpnkcn ill of in his prefence j roQtr* 
nor ever treated any of bis dcnit fties with leverity or con- 
tempt ; being equally eminent for modeily and clemency. 
He was very nice in his diet and apparel; for he had very 
rich vefts, of every kind and colour, wrought with gold, 
fuch as no king before hirn ever wo^'C. His converfation 
was familiar, and perfe£):Iy fincere 

Togrol, fon of foltan Arflan, called alfo RocnoMdin 
KalTem, was the laft loliari of the Seljuk dynaily of Iran, Fourteenth 
or rather Pcriian Irak. He fucceeded, and governed bis /^'^^^'^f* 
dominions very bappilv, under the direction of his ma- 
ternal uncle tiie vaiiaiiL Aiohammed, fon of tiie atabek 
Ildighi2. 

At the beginnii;ig of his reign Badanjar attacked the pro-» 
vince of Adherbijan \ and Mohammed, fon of foltan Tog* 
rol £bn Mohammed, invaded that of Perfian Irak : bu^ 
Mohammed £bn Ildighiz, widi his brother Kizil ArflSn« 
marching againft them at the head of a great army, iomK 
dbfiged uem to fue for peace. 

In the tenth year of his reign there was qne of thofe 
great conjundions of the feven planets^ which very r^ely Hejra %tu

Aiivari, iurnamcd Hakim, or the Philofophcry foretold, 
from this phenomenon, that fuch violent winds would 
blow, and fuch dreadful hurricanes arife, that moft of 
the houfcs in the country would be blown down> and the 
mountains thcmfelves (haken. Thefe predt£^ions had fudi 
an effe£^ on many people, that they took (belter in cat- 
verns, as a retreat from fuch horrible calamities. 
ITanity of Notwithftanding all this denunciation, to the utter con- 
fufion of the aftrologers, there didinot blow, during the 
whole time afligned, any wind to hinder the farmers mm 
threfliing and winnowing their corn^ Yet the Iiebtaiikh, 
to fave the crtdit of thefe pretenders to foreknowlege, 
would perfuade us, againft the teftimony of other hifto- 
riens, that they from thence prognollicated the great de- 
vaftation which attended the irruption of the Moguls under 
Jenghiz Khan, into the countries of Turan and Irak, 
twenty-nine or thirty-years after 
The lords In the fame year 581, the atabek Mohammed^ fon of 
4ti/^rii Ildighiz, dying, a breach happened between the foltan 
and Kizil Arflan Atabek, brother of the deceafed •, for 
this ambitious lord, taking upon him to difpofe of all tilings 
without Togrol's orders, gave great umbrage, both to that 
prince and his whole court. The atabek, perceiving the 
fohan to be difpleafed with him, in order to prevent 
the confcqucncc, 'rrhcd of a fudden with a great army 
towards Haniacian, from whence Togrol, having no forces 
to oppofe him, retired. Ki^il Arflan entered the city 
without refiftance ; and, after he had continued there for 
fomc time, content with having oncred this infult to the 
foltan, withdrew again to Adlicrbijan. 
fej'f 'he After his return Togrol re-entered his capital, but the 
icy.iiui atabek did not let him remain long in t|uiet 5 for drawiiig 
fcvcral difcontcntcd lords of Irak to his party, he per- 
fuadcd them to fend proper perfons to inform the ioltaa 
that they were ready to come and aik his pardoiu To- 
grol, well plcafcd with tlicir fubmiflion, appointed a day 
to receive it, when he was to piay at mall in the great 
fquare of the city. The lords did not fail to appear be- 
fore him ; but inflead of a(king forgivenefs, feized his per- 
fon, and imprifoned him in the ftrong caftlc named Kala^ 
AX Naju, or the Caftleof Refuge,

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As foon as this fcheme was executed, Kizil Arflan left JividglUf 
Adhcrbijan, and came to Hamadan, with a defign to fet ^iw wwm; 
Sanjar, Ion of the late Solyman Shah, on the throne ; but 
on receiving advice from Baghdad that the khalif ihould 
fay, the atabek had a good pretence to become foltan 
himfelf,'' he refolved to aflu.me that title, and ordered 
money to be coined in his own name. This condudi 
changed the face of affairs *, for FakroMdin Kutluk, his 
nephew, and feveral other great lords, who thought them- 
felves his equals, entering into a confpiracy, ikw hiixij and • 
divided TogroFs dominions among them. 

At this juncture the foltan efcaped from his confinement, He reeo- 
bv tlie intrigues of Hofiamo'ddin, general of his troops; ftir* ibmm* 
among; whom there wt^re many attached to his intereft. 
As r<K)ii as he was at liberty, he raifed an army, and de- 
feating the rebels, punilhed them as they dcferved. 

Yet did not this feverity put an end to their trcafons; a.D. 119?. 

for, in 588, Firmah, widow of the atabek Mohammed, fon — - 

of Ildighiz, who lived in the haram, amono; the foltaii's i^uuuk 
women, was nrevailed on by her fon Kii:;i ^ r nbanej to h 
poilon tlic luluLii : but that prince having noLicc c: her de- 
fign, prevented the blow, by making her take the dofe 
•which (he had prepared for him. He afterwards ordered 
Kutluk to be feizcd \ and would have fecured' his own 
Efej if he had not reflored him to his liberty : an inftance 
of lenity which was the caufe of all the evils which after- 
wards befel him* 

In Ihorty this ungrateful wretch was no fooner releafed jninfj 
from prifon than he fent to' perfuade Takafh, fifth king Takajb i ' 
of Karazm^ to conquer Ferfian Irak. Takaih came, and 
joining his forces, went and took the caftle of Thabrek : 
but after remaining for fome time about Ray, retired on 
the foltan*s approach, leaving Tafaj to take care of his new. 
conquefts. But the next year Togrol recovered all, and 
puniihed Tafaj, whom he took prifoner. 

In 590 Kutluk, ading in concert with Takafli, marched Hefra {90* 
with a powerful army into Ferfian Iran ; but being c'e- AjXii9s* 
feated by Togrol, was obliged to fly into Karazm with his '- 
ally. The foltan, now thinking he was delivered from all J^^^* 
his enemies, abandoned himfelf to women and wine, with ^^"^^ ' 
boundlefs exccfs| and though he was told that Takaih 
was raifing a formidable army to invade his dominions, 
et, intoxicated with his fuccefs and delights, he continued 
is debauches, and neglc£led affairs to fuch a degree, that 
grandees of the court wrote to 1 akaih| to aiiurc him 

that 
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that he might eaiilj furphfe Togrol ia the midSt of Iiis 
revels. 

Takafti, followinp^ tlieir advice, made fucli expedition, 
that he arrived at 



the gates of Rny while the foltan 



as 
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Itiil intoxicated. However, he put himfelf at the head of 
his troops, and marched towards the enemy, repeating 
feme particular verfes out of the Sh^h Namch, fpoken by 
a warrior, bi siting of what he would do: but raifing his 
mace, as ii he was going to ftrikc, in conformity to the 
words he had pronounced, he difcharged fuch a blow on 
one of the icre-legs of his liorfe, that the bcaft fell under 
him, and he himfelf was throv.-n upon the ground. Kut- 
luk feeing him fall, immediately r.m up, and v. iih one blow 
of his fcyiT.itar put an end to his iiic, and the power of the 
Seliuks in Irak 

'I'akafh, not content with the downfal of this prince, 
whofe dominions he joined to his own, fent his head to the 
khalif at Baghdad^ and ca^fed liis body to be faftened to a 
^bbet^tRay^ 

This prince had a great many noble qualities : lie 
not only remarkable for his courage, for wHch he was 
compared to Roftam and Isfandiar, but alfo for his 
wit and knowlege. He excelled in Ppetr^, and often 
difputed with the learned \ had a majeftic mien, and was 
Yery handfome. He furpafled all the Seljukia^ in good* 
nefs and juftice, as well as in managing his arms both en 
foot and on hoHebstck s. 

The Seljukians of Irak were, in general a race of very 
accomplifhed princes, eminent for their coura^, liberality, 
juftice, and other virtiies, both civil and military. They 
owed Uieir ruin chiefly to their great bounty and induU 
gence to their favourites \ particularly in veiling with too 
much dignity and power their governors, fuch as Karazm 
ihahs and atabek% by whom their own was at length ex« 
tinguifhed. 

Thus we have completed the hiftofy of the firft and 
principal Seljukian dynafty, compiled almoft wholly from 

the Oriental hiftorians-, on which occafion it may be 
proper to obierve that, of the fourteen foltans whereof this 
monarchy confds, none but the two firft are mentioned 
(under the corrupt names of TangroHpix and Axan), by 
any of the Byzantine hiftorians, excepting Anna Com*

KERMAN, the country from whence tKxs race of Ki 
foltans takes its denominnlion, is a province of Iran, mnarcf^% 
or Vcrfia at large, the fame with ancient Karamaiua. It 
has on the weft Pars or Proper Perfia ; on the north 8e- 
jeftan or Siftan ; on the eaft Mekriin ; and on the luuth 
the Straits of Harmuz or Ormus. The principal citj^ is 
called Kerm;i:i orSirjan, fituated near the borders of Pars. ' 
Befides which wc meet with fevcral others, as Tuberan, 
Gabbis, Barfir or Berdafir, Maftih or Mafrih, Bemnafif 
or Kermafin, Bam, Giroft or Sireft, &c. To which may 
be added the pom of JaflDe$> Mma» and Gomr^n or Ban* 
der Abh&fi \ with the iflands of Harmikz and Kefliom, 
nHlrich lie off the fouthem port of it^ at preftnt called Mo- 
goiUn.

emperors, being the fuccefTors of the Roman emperors, 
preferved the title of emperors of the Romans, although 
they had changed the feat of their empire from Rome to 
Conftantinople \ and confequently were more properly fo-

ExUKtof It is not to be prefumed, from the denomination which 
this dynaily or race of fohans bears, that they were lords of 
all the then Ronian empire. Ko: tliat was a glory referved 
for the Othman or Ozm in Turks, who rofe out of the ruins 
of thefe Seljukians ; and fucceeded them firft in their do- 
minions, which were confined in general to Afia Minofy 
or rather a part of it, during the reigns of all the fohans 
of the Selpk race, excepting two or uafSt^ who extended 
their conqttefts beyond its bounds, t6 tlie esdt and fimtfa^ 
which yet condaued as part of the Rikaeteiiiaimcby, bat 
little longer than their refpe£tivt Mves.

Euxine Sea and Propontis, on the weft by the Archipdago, 
on the fouth by the Mediterranean Sea and Syria, on we 
eaft by the country of the Lazi or Kurti and the river 
Euphrates. It is utuated between the 36th and 42d deg. 
of latitude, and between the 44.th and 58th deg. of longi* 
tudcy reckoning from Ferro ; being in length, from weft 
to cafl, about fix hundred and forty miles,, and in hreadth> 
from fouth to north, three hundred and fixty miles. 

At the time when the Seijuk Turks firil invaded Afia ProvwciU 
Minor, it was divided much in the fame manner as in for- 
mer times, into twelve l irge j^rovinces : allthefe excepting 
four are maritime $ and, begmning with the mod eafteirn^ 
lie round the peninfula in the following order : Pontus, 
Papiihigonia, and Bitliynia, along the Euxine Sea; Myfia, 
in which is Eolis ; Ionia and Caria are wafhcd by the Ar- 
chipelago ; Lycia (containing INIylia), Pifidia (including 
Pamphylia, and Cilicia), by the Mediterranean. The four 
inland ;f ovinces are Lydia, Phrygia (contiininir T.vcaonia 
and Ifauria) ; Cappadocia (including Armenia IVimor and 
Cataoni) ; and Galatia : the three firft run eallward, in 
the fame parallel, from Ionia to the river Euphrates ; and 
the fourth lies to the north of Phrygia and part of Cappa- 
docia. 

There is fcarcc any piece of hiOiory amonc^ Europeans Sdjukian, 
in greater coaiulion tlian this of the Seijukian foltans of hiftoryi - 
Rum j or any which deferves more to be fet in a clear 
light, on account of the great connection between the af- 
fairs of thok ioJuns, and tliofe of the latter Roman or 
Greek emperors, as well as the Othman Turks, their fuc- 
ceflbrs, reigning at prcfent. This confuCon is owing to 
the imperfe<5tion of the Greek account of their affairs, full 
of chaun« and errors ^ from whence alone Leunclavius, 
Knowlesy and all other weftem writers hitherto, have 
compiled their hiftories of this dynafty. 

It may be prefumed, that the defe^ of the Greek au«* Us bad 
thors might be fupplied, and their errors conre£^ed, from 
the Oriental^ efpecially thofe of Rilm,, or the countries 
rubje£fc to tUs tnird branch of the Seljukiansy if any of 
them yet remain : but the misfortune is, that very few 
particulars of the eaftern monarchies have come to our 
hands ; and fewer iUll of the general hiftories have been 
tranllated. 

We are informed by the Greek hiftorians, that the KtuktiA 
Turks penetrated very earlv into the Roman empire. They itrvadfsthi 
tell us, that Tagrolipix, to they call Togrol Bek, having f^omaM$m»

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flain Pifarcs, or BafaHri, and fubdued the Babylonians, 
Jthatis, the people of Irak Arab i, named alfo Babeli, fent 
his nephew Kutl^ Miife;? againft tlic Arabians-, but be- 
ing defeated, he lied into Baas, or Baafprakan, in Perfar- 
menia, and, forcing Iiis pnflage through the country, re- 
turned into Perfia j where, for fear of the foltan, who 
was enraged at his ill fucccfs, he retired to the city of 
Pafar, and rebelled againft him, while he was engaged in 
an expedition againfl the Arabs. 

Tagroiipix having iinilhed that war, marched agalnft 
Kutiu Mufcs ; and while he kept him bclieged in Pafar, 
' fent part of his army, under the command of Allan, or 
Hafian, furnamed the Deaf, another of his nephews, to 
fubdue Perfarmenia ; but he mifcarrylng in that defign, the 
folian difpatched his half-brother Abraliam AUm, or Ha- 
lim, with a great force on the fame expedition, which 
fuccceded better than the former: for Abraham burned 
Art2e, or Arzcrum, and took the Roman general prifoner. 
Tagrolipix generouliy gave the general his libci\y ^ and 
fome time after, fent an amhaflador to fummon the em- 
peror Monomachus to become his tributary. The emperor, 
for this infixlty treating the ambaifador with contempt, the 
foltan invaded Iberia, at a time when the Romans were at 
war with the Patzinakae Scythians, which happened in the 
year of Chrift 1050* 
Mils Not long alter this period, dlfcord arifing between tfe 
againjl To* foltan and Abraham Alim, the latter fied to Kiitlu Mufes, 
groiM, and joined in the rebellion : but the foltin defeated them 
both near Pafar before mentioned i and Abraham^ being 
taken prifoner, was put to deadi. Kutlu Mufes> with his 
• cdttiin Malek, fon of Abraham, followed by fix thoufand 
floen^ fled to tlie borders of die Roman empire, from 
whence he fc2t to implore prote£lion of Monomachus, a 
Htde before his death, which happened in 1054 1 but in- 
* ftead of waiting for an anfwer, he marched into Per£ur« 

menia, and took Karfe, now Kars *, when hearing that 
Tagrolipix was advancing towards him, he fled to the 
Arabs, who were the foltan's enemies^ 

Here Kutlu Mufcs remained during the life of Tagro- 
lipix 5 but as foon as Axan,fo the Greeks call Alp Arllan, 
had afccndcd the throne, he returned from Arabia with 
confiderable forces, and advancing to Rey, laid claim tQ 
the fovercignty : but v/hile the two armies were on Ae 
point of engaging, the khalif of Babylon fuddenly appeared, 
and interpofing his authority, which he ftill retained in 
fyiritualsj brought the contending psutips to this agree- 

mem; 
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meat I that the foltan ihould hold Perfia^ and that Kutlu 
Mufes, and his children, who were five in number, 
though not particularly named, fhould pofTefs all the 
countries which they were able to take from the Roman 
emperor $ and that Axan ihould afiift them with troops 
for that j)urpore. 

The fohan having, 1:1 purfuance of this agreement, fur- Co»q»^/^f 
nilhedKutluMufes with forces, that prince, and his five ^^JJ^^ 
fons, invaded the Roman empire; and in the reign of Mi- thiGrfiiu 
chaei Ducas and his fuccefTor, fubdued all Perfarmenia, 
Lycaonia, Cappadocia, and I^ithynia. 

According to Cedrenus and Zonaras, who hzvc been 
followed by all the wellern hiftorians, Kutlu Mufes lived 
at leafl: fixteen years after that battle j for they fay, that 
he actually commanded a body of troops which came to 
the a Oi {la nee of Bocaniates, when he ufurped the empire^ 
in the year 1078, 

This account, given by tlic G'reclcs, of tlie conqueds 7?:eir trrtf 
made in* Afia Minor by the Seljukian Turks, Under tlic prowd, 
command of Kutlu Mufes, it muil be confeffed, contains 
feveral errors. It will be luilicicat for our purpofe to take 
notice, that thofe writers were mifinformed as to the 
event of that battle, which, according to the Oriental hif- 
torians, was fought in the year of the Hejra, 4.55, and 
proved fatal to Kutlu Mufes, who was killed by a fall 
from his horfe, as he was going to engage Alp Arflan, 
3gainft whom he rebelled, in the province of Dama^au in 
Perfia.

. Afia Minor, of which territory Arzer&m was the capital^. 
A.D.I07Z. The Greek writers are not acquainted with this grant, 
■ nor with the foltin who made it : but the moft authentic 

Marly pro- of them agree very welt witk-the account of this conqueft^ 
grersoftki and the commencement of the rei|f| ofSolyman, as deli* 
vered by the Oriental authors whom we follow ; for they 
cell us> that foon after the death of -the emperor Romanus 
Dioeenes, the Turks broke into the territories of the empire. 
Michael Ducas, his fuccefTor, being alarmed at this irrup* 
tion» fent agaii>il them Ifaac Comnenus ; who, after hav- 
ing gained a few advantages, was defeated^ and taken pri- 
foner on the frontiers of Cappa<iocia, near Caefarca. His 
brother Alexis, on > return^ having pafTed the river San- 
garius, was attacked by a party of Turks, who had already 
made incurfions, through Bitliynia, as far as Nice. 

Another army was K>on difpatched againit them under 
the command of John Ducas» the emperor^s uncle, and 
Cciifar; but while he endeavoured to reduce Urfel, who 
had revolted, the Turks took the opportunity of purfuing 
their conquefts. He himfelf was afterwards taken by Ur- 
fel; and both of them by Artuk, who then commanded 
the Turkiih forces, at Trikeum, near the above mentioned 
river. About the L\mc Um^. a new nrmy ;iclv?incc(i irom 
Perfia under Tutak, who ravaged the country about A ma- 
fia. To him Urfel, after having been difmifTed by Ar- 
tuk, applied for alTiftance ; but Tutak betrayed him, for a 
fum of money, to Alexis Comnenus, who had been ap- 
pointed general irt Afia. In his return Alexis was at- 
tacked near Hcraclea, in I^ithvma, by a party of Turks, but 
clcaped by his extraordinary couragt: and addrefs. About 
the lame time Ifaac Comnenus, ncwlv made governor of 
AiiLioch, was {lain in an engagement with a party of 
Turks, who had made an irruption into Syria ''.

or Kotolmifli, defiring his afliftance againft Nicephorus Sofymdn 
Botaniates, general of the armies of the Eaft, who had ^'^^ 
revolted J and bciny joined by Khiyfolfculcs, a Turkiih 
commander, who, in the rdgn of Diogenes, had taken 
part with the Romans, had marched from Phrygia into 
Bithynia, with a defign to redace the city of 'Niceii Soly* * 
man, being gained by the empeior, feized, all the pafles, 
and watched the mo:ipns of Botaniates, who having but 
three hundred followers, took bye-roads, and travelled by 
night to avoid the Turks, and reach that city before they 
knew of his march; but they, getting int( ]]' ;ence'of it, 
fent a party of horfe to harra(s his men. Thefe, however^ 
he repulfea \ but fearing to be furrounded, he fent Khry« 
fofkoles, who, for a fmall fum of money, prevailed upon 
ihem to retire, and leave the way to Nice open. When 
he approached that city, to his great furprize, he perceived 
a numerous army drawn up in order of battle before the 
fuburbs, whom he took to be enemies ; but his aftonifh- 
ment was redoubled when he ibundthey had proclaimed 
him emperor*. 

Botaniates bemg in poifeflion of the empire, raifed A.D. 107?. 
forces to oppofe Nicfnihoriis Brycnniu'-', who afp'rcd to ~ — * 
the throne and having demanded luccour of Mafur and ^^^Jjg^ 
Solyman, ions of Kutlumes, prince of Nice in Bithy- t\a^i'vin 
nia, they fent him two thouland men, and promifed a ty Mdi- 
flronger reinforctmient ; but after he had, bv the condu6l />^"-f to 
of Al exis Comnenus, who fuceeeded him, quelled the ^^ijim^- 
rebellions of Bryennius and Bafilaeius, he had likewife that 
of Nicephorus Meliflen us to fupprcf?. This lord, during 
the two former rebellions in Europe, declaring Idmfelf 
emperor, had alTembled fome Turkiih troops in Afia Minor, 
with which he over-ran the country ; putting all tlie towns 
he took into the hands of the Turks. By thefe means, in 
a little time, they became mailers of all Phrvgia and Ga- 
latia ; in Ihort, lit: reduced Nice in Eithynia, and iiruck 
terror through the whole empire K And thus, probably, 
that famous city came to be polTefled by Solyman, who 
afterwards made it the feat of his new empire, 

Botaniates, greatly alarmed at thefe fuccefles, fent an 
army againlt the enemy under the command of John, an PM^*^ 
eunuch, who encamped near Fort Baiileum, about forty

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ftadia from Nice ; and marching alon[i; a lake, advanced tD 
Fort St. George, which he took. He then determined to 
invefl Nice ; but hearing of the fohan's approach to relieve 
the place, the eunuch retired, aiid the l urks purfuqd and 
harafied him extremely^ 

We are informed by the princefs Anna Comncna (K), 
tlvat when Botaniates obtained the empire, the Turks were 
polfcHhd of the countries between the i-uxine Sea and the 
Heliefpont, between the JE^c?.n Sea and Sea of Svrin, ..:id 
between tlic gulfs which nrc a.ong the cc-aiis ol i^ciinphy- 
lia and Lilicia. As he had gained the empire by help of 
the l urks, fo lie employed their power to overeome Kice- 
phorus Brycnnius, who afpired to the throne " ; but thofe 
adventurers, who were ready to join with any party to 
ierve their own purpofe, afterwards aflifted ms compc* 
titors, Meltflcnus and Alexis .to dethrone him* At length 
he reftgned the crown to Alexis in 1081. During thefe 
difputes the Tuii^s topk Cyzicuiri^ and rav^;ed the coun<* 
try of Anatolia ^. 
A.D. loSi* At the time when Alexis, afcended the throne^ Soly* 
— — ^ man, who commanded in Anatoliai h&d fixed his feat 
Ifitt tht uiq^ Bithynia> and daily made inroads with his 
rpai/e0t, ^^Yk&^^£j^f ^ t],^ Bofphqrus» then called Damalis} but 
Amalisy by ordering armed barks to fcour the coaftf 
obliged them foon to absm^on it. Purfuing his advantage 
by land, he retook Bofphorus, Thynia, and Bithyniai 
whereupon the foltan fued for peace ; which was granted 
tlic Turks, on condition that they kept on the banks of 
' the river Draco, without ever paung the bordiers of Bif* 
thynia* 

/ But while Alexis was engaged in war with Robert and 

i his fon Boemund in Illyrium, Apelkaflem (L), governor 

of Nice, in the abfence of Solyman, ravaged the EsJl^ 
with the coaft of Propontis and the fea. 
Heira The occafion of Soiyman's leaving Nice was Ais: one

Sharfo'ddawla £bn KoraySj lord of Halep and Mufol, 
advancing with troops to take Antioch from Solyman, 
was defeate4 and flain 'f. In the year following, foltaii Hejra 47S# 
Tajo'ddowla, lord of Damafcus, hearing of Sharfo'd- A.D. ioS5« 
dawla's misfortune, marched with his forces, accompanied ^ 
by Ortok and Turkman, to attack Solyman, who fought 
feveral battles with them under the walls of Halep, in the. 
laft of which he was ilain, and his forces were routed. 

This event is confirmed by the Greek hlftorian Anna 
Comnena, though fhe differs in the manner of his death. 
•She fnys thatTiitufe (fo the Greeks call Tatafh, furnamcd 
TajoMdawIa), brother of the great foltfiTi (C), who pof- ■ 
fcffed Mefopotamia, with tlie cities of jerufilcm, Halcp, • 
and Baghdad (D), having a great defire to be matter of 
Antioch, advanced with his forces againil Solyman \ who , 
being defeated, and finding he could not rally his troops, 
withdrew from the field ; but the officers of the other 
party informing him, that his uncle Tutufe fent for him, , 
and fearing to truft himfelf in his hands, he fell upon his 
own fword and expired. His foldiers, who had efcapcd 
from the battle, immediately joined the army of Tutufe'(E). 

But noiwithltanding the majority of writers is againfi: 
us in this point, yet we have very ^a-eat reafon to fufpecfl; 
their authority in favour of Ebn Amid and Anna Comnena;. 
if it be only confidcrcd rhai die hilLorians whom D'Herbe- 
lot confulted, iccm to have been very liiiie acquainted 
with the affairs of the Seljukians of Rum \ and that all 
that he has produced relating to the death in queftion, is 
• a iiaked date, it^ithout any concurrent circumftances to • 
fupport it \ whereas £bn Amid} and Anna Comnena> not

INTERREGNUM. 

usurpation Solyman, according to Khondemir, and the other Per- 
cjgmr- fian hiftorians, left for fuccefTor his fen Dawd, (or David), 
furnamed Kilij Arflan (F), who afcended die throne 
in the year 5G0, immediately after liis father's de- 
ceafe*. But it appears from the hiftory of Anna Com- 
nena, that the fuddcii and violent death of Solyman was 
_ attended with an interregnum, or ufurpation of the go- 

vernors In the dominions of Rum ; and that KhliziaiUan 
(as the Greeks corruptly name Kilij Arflan was in Perlia 
till about the year 1003, when he returned to JKce j in 
which cafe there muft nave been an interregnum of nine 
years. 

As there has been nothing tranfmitted to us from the 
Eaft, relating to the affairs of d&e Seljukians in R\un» from 
the death of Solyman to the 'deceafe of this warlike fol^ 
t&fii excepting his laft expedition, in which he died) our 
ible recourfe muft be to the Greek hiftorians^ pardcularly 
the princefs before mentioned \ who has given a pretty 
full account of the proceedings of the Turks againft the 
Roman empire during that period. 
Apilialfem When the news of Amir Solyman's death readied the 
JtiziiHiiu ears of his governors in Afia Minor, they divided his ter- 
ritories among themfelves, ApelivafTem became lord of 
Nicei famous for the palace of the foltans. He had be- 
fore given Cappadocia to his brother Pulkas \ but, being 
naturally a£live, he thought it unbecoming the dignity of 
fbltan to lit idle, and made incurfions into Bithynla as far 
as the Propontls. The emperor, finding he could not be 
brought to a treaty, fent a powerful army, under the com- 
jnand of Taticius, to befiege Nice, which encamped at a 
place twelve miles diftant from that city. 

The night following, a peafant brought advice, that 
Profuk, fent by a new foltan called Barkiarok, was ap- 
proaching at the head of fifty thoufand men ; Taticius, 
not able to reHfl fuch a force, retired towards Nicomedia, 
ApeikalTem purfued and attacked hiin at Prenefte \ but 
' the Frenchj who were In the army headed by Taticius,

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couchine^ their hmces with their ufu?.l alertnefs, fell on 
tliem like lightning, and, defeating them, gave Taticius- 
leifure to retreat. 

Apelkaflem, with a defign to conquer the iflands, built t^tfittthg 
fhips, intending to take the city of Scio (G), feated on the 
fea fide ; but the emperor fent and burnt them in the har- 
bour. At the fame time Taticius attacked the Turks at 
Alykas, called alfo Cypariihum •, and after tkirmilhing 
with them for fifteen days, at length totally defeated them. 
The emperor on this occalion, wrote an obliging letter to 
Apelkaffem, defiring him to defift from his fruitlefs at- 
tempts, and invited him to come to Conftantinople. That 
prince, underllanding that Profuk had taken many lelTer • 
towns, and intended to befiege Nice, accepted of the in* 
vitaition, and was received with extraordinary honours* 

The politic emperor took the opportunity while Apel- ^^^tnfii. 
kaflem was at Conftantinople, to ouild a fort by the fea ' 
fide, to fecure Nicomedia, the capital of Bithynia (H) *, 
making the Turks, who would have oppofed that defign, 
believe that he had their foltin's order for it, whom all 
the while he amufed with diverfions. When the fortrefs 
was finifhed, he loaded him with prefents, gave him the' 
title of Moft Augufl, concluded a peace with him, and 
ftnt him home by fea. The fight of that fabrick in his paf- 
iage gave him much difpleafure ^ but he thought it better 
to diflemble his refentment than complain. 

Profuk foon after bcfieged Nice ; and, having attacked r^^' 
it vigoroufly for three mpnths, ApelkalTem follicited fuc- ^ 
cour from the cnrx ror, who fent him the flower of his . 
troops, but with orders to a£l for his intcreft ; both parties' 
being his enemies. The Roman troops having taken the 
city of St. George, were admitted into Nice, and difplayed 
their flandards : hereupon Profuk, believing die emperor- 
had entered the city, raifed the iiege, and retired 

It will be proper to obferve in this place, that as foon ^^^*.^J ^ 
as the great foltan (I), who reigned in Khoralan, was ^recoven 
informed of tlie fucceis of Tutus againft Solyman, he m^mftUiUm 
was alarmed ; and, fearing he might grow too powerful, 
fent a chaufii to the emperor Alexis, to propofe an alliance 
with him by way of anarriagc j offering,, on tliat occaiioni

TJic cnipcrur, dcilrous to recover the places without 
tlie marriage, prevailed on the chaufli to mni ChriRian ; 
after which converiion, as he had a written order from 
the foltan, for the Turkifli garrifons to quit all the mari- 
time places as foon as the marriage was agreed on, he 
went to Sinope, and ihewing the order to Karatik the go* 
' , vernor, obliged him to depart without taking any thing 
away^ and left it in the hands of Balaflenes for tne enw 
peror. Having by the like artifice removed the Turks out 
« of other towns, and put in Roman garrifonSj he fcturned 
to Conftantinople, where he was baptized, and received 
the title of duke of Ankhialus, with confidmUe rewardt *• 
Mkf If The foltan was exceedingly mortified when he under* 
^ggida^ • Hood thefe particulars ; ncvertheleid> he lent a letter to 
l'"** the emperor, afliiring him, that, provided he gave his 
daughter in marriage to his fon, he would alfift him with 
troops to prevent ApelkaiTem's incurfions, and wrefk An- 
tiocn out of his hands. At the fame time he fent Puian 
with forces againii Apelkafiem. The emperor wrote an 
^nfwer, which, without granting his demand, flattered 
his hopes- Meanwhile Pufan attacked Nicefeveral 
but being repulfed by means of the emperor's fuccours, 
MfVtrvfd a retired to Lopadion, on the river Lampe. As foon as he 
/mwdtimt' ^rjig gone, ApelkaiTem, loading fourteen mules with gold, 
iet out for Perfia to obtain the foltan's confirmation in the 
government : but the foitan, who was then at Spaka (K), 
xefufing to fee him, ordered him to return to Puian ; fay- 
ing, he would confirm wlutever the other agreed to« 
After a long and fruitlefs folicitation he fet out on his way 
home, but had not proceeded far, when he was met by 
two hundred men, who, by the foltan's order, ftrangled 
liim. The ambaflador wha ctrricd the emperor's letter, 

Srocceded on his journey ; but hearing, before h.e reached 
[hnrnfTin, that the folta > himfclf was aflaifinated (L), he 
returned to Conflantinople.

S E C T. III. 

Reign of Solidn Kilij Aijldn L 

^^ICE having thus, after ,111 ufurpatlon of federal years, A.D.X095, 
^ been rcdored to the heirs of Solyman, Kilij, or Klig 
Arlluii the eldefl:, \vLr ;:i the Greeks call Khliziatllan, or Second hi- 
Kliziafila:., alTumcd the reins of government. His firft ta»iS^ \ 
care was to repeople the city, by recalling the wives and* ^^f^^* 
children of the old inhabitants, as he deligned to honour 
it with the chief refidence of the foltans. Then, difplac- 
Fulkas, he made Mahdmet governor : after which ap- 
pointment, he marched tqwards Melicene. What was the 
occafion of his departure, what part of his domintons he 
went to, or what he did for fome time after, we are not 
able to explain \ the Gretk writers, to whom we are ob- 
liged for all diis (bltin's hiftory, excepting the lafl: tran^ 
a&ion of his reign, treating no farther of the Turklfh af- 
fairs than as they concerned themfelves \ for this reafon the 
reader will not b^ furprifed if he meets frequently with 
chafms in the hiftory, and fometimes the matters abruptly 
introduced. 

The emperor Alexis, having been informed that Elkan, Elhan 
prince of the Satrapas(M), had. taken Apoloniade ajul Cy- fakenprp, 
zlcum, maritime e I ties, and ravaged the fea-coalt 5 fent-^**"'* 
Kupherbene, to befiege Apoloniade, and he reduced the 
exopolis, or out-town. The Turks defended the citadel 
vigoroufly till fuccours arrived \ on which the Roman ge- 
neral withdrew, and put his men on board the fhips : but 
Elkan having feized the mouth of th^ river and the bridge, 
fhey were forced to difembark, and moft of them were . '

tzakmt. cians (N), he received advice that the Ton of Apelkaflem^ 

f ovemor of Nice (called Satrapa by the old, and Amira! 
y the modern Perilans (O), was' inclined to befiege Ni- 
Mnedia* At the fame time Tzakas, a Turk, retolving 
to keep up a naval force, employed a native of Sm ynia for 
that pUTpofe \ who having built him feveral veilels, and 
forty barks, he went and took Clazomene and Phocea, 
without much refillance} then fending a threatening mef- 
fage to Alopius, governor of Mitylenc, he fled : butTza- 
ki^, finding the inhabitantis of Metymne, a city of theifle 
fcated very high^ prepared to receive him, he pafied on to 
the ifland of Khio, which he eafily reduced. 
J^/f/fj/f The emperor, on the receipt of this intclh'gence, fent a 
tf:c R9- fleet again (1 him, which was defeated : then he equipped 
majUi another under Conftantlne Delafl'cnus, his relation-, who, 
defirous to retake Khio while Tzakas was abfent, ma^ie a 
breach in the wall, which obliged the Turks to implore 
• mercy : but while the general delayed taking poUeflion, to 
prevent the foldiers from putting them to the fword, the 
bcfieged repaired the breach in the night. Tzakas arrived 
from Smyrna at the fame jun61:ure on the other fide of the 
iflc, and marched at the head of eight thoufand men, at- 
tended along the coaft by his fleet *, then, going on board, 
he encountered the Cireek fliips in the night : nis own be- 
ing joined together by chains, fo that they eould not be 
feparated. Opus, who commanded the Grecian fleet, 
furprifed at this nev.- fort of difpofition, durll not advance. 

Tzakas followed him flowly, and at length landing, be- 
gan the attack. The French, on their approach, advanced 
boldly agaiiiit tlieai with their lances: but the Turks, hav- 
ing difcharged arrows at their horfes, nbliged them to re- 
tire in diforder to the camp, and take refuge on brvird their 
fhips. Tlie Romans, difmayed by this defeat, lied like- 
wife, and ranged themfelves along the walls of the town. 
This fuccefs emboldened the Turks to go and feize fome

time Delaflenus retired to Boliii\is, a town Atuated on a 
cape of the ifles and Tzakas, knowing Ms valour, fent to 
propofe an accommodation* 

Next day they met; and Tzakas demanded, that what profofa 
the emperor Botaniates had given him fhould be delivered P*^^* 
into his hands, and a marriage take place between his fon 
and a daughter of the emperor ; in which cafe he promifed 
to reilore all the iilands he had conquered. It feems this 
Turk had been taken prifoner when young in Afia, and 
prefeated to Botaniates, who honoured him witii the title 
of Mod Noble, and with rich prcfcnts ; on wl^ich he took 
an oath of fidelity to him, but thought himfeif not bound 
by it to Alexis. DelalTenus referred him for an anfwer to 
John, the emperor's brother-in-law, who was expelled 
with forces in a few days; but Tzalcns, not caring to wait 
his coming, returned in the night with his fleet to Smyrna, 
in order to raifcfreOi forces for the conqucft of the ifland. 
Delairenus afterwards took Boliilus, and the city of Khio 
' itfelf ^ 

Mean time Tzakas, while the emperor was at war witli nu^mtnts 
the Scyt!iians, incrcafed his fleet with an extraordinary hUJUits. 
nun)ber of fhips, collcf):cd from fcvcral ports, wherewith 
he refoived to plunder all the ides which refufed to fubmit, 
and r-.ivagc ail the wellern coafts. Mc endeavoured to ex- 
* cite the Scvthians to Aibdue the Cherronelus, and to oblif^e 
the fuceoiirs to return which came from the making 
great offers to engage the Turk to efpoule his caufc *. 
After thefe cflbrts, he afljumed the name of king at Smyr- 
na, which he made his regal feat ; and fitted out a fleet to 
ravage the iflcs, and penetrate as far as the very capital of 
the empire. 

At the beginning of fpring the emperor fent an urniy farrenJers 
and a fleet to Mitylenc ; the former under the conduct of MnjUnt* 
John Dukas, and the latter commanded by Conitantine 
Dclaflc-nus. The place was governed by Galabatzes, bro- 
ther of Tzakas, who came alfo in perfon to defend it. 
Dukas batLcred the walls for three months, and often 
fought the enemy from morning all night w itliout any ad- 
vantage ; but at lafl Tzakas thought ht to furreii^J^i lue 
city, pn condition that he might have liberty to return to 
Smyrna. This was granted him : but as he endeavoured 
to carry off the inhabitants of Mitylene, contrary to the

treaty, Dclaflenus attacked him by fea, and took feveral 
barks; Tzakas himfelf ^vith. difficulty efcapiiig in one of 
the fmallcll veflels. Dukas afrcrwards retook oamos, and 
tlic other ifles which tliat Turk had fcized. 
Heisjlam Tzakas, as foon as he returned to Smyrna, ordered 
iht/oU barks to be built, and gallics of two and three tire of oars, 
bell do b otlier light vefrels, with a defiun to fend them out 
as corfairs. Hereupon the emperor difpatched Dclaiicaus 
with a powerful fleet, and at the fame time wrote letters 
to incite the foltan (i'j Iiis fon-in-law, whom he 

reprefcntcd as afpiring to the empire of the Turks. The 
foltan immediately advanced with his forces, and was at 
Avido, which Tzakas had bcfieged, ainioft as foon as Dc- 
laflenus. Tzakas having no fliips with him (for hx$ fleet 
was not yet equipped), and findinj^ himfelf unable to op- 
pofe both the emperor and the foltan^ refoived to meet the 
latter^ not knowing how much he was incented againft him. 
The foltan received him with a great ^ew of friend{hip> 
and kept him to dine with him ; but as foon as he found 
him overcome with hquor, drew his fword, and killed him 
with one hlow 

C»i tf The emperor was fcarcely delivered from this enemy, 
•^pt before he found himfelf obliged to march againft the Ko- 
SithttiL continued to make incurfions into his territo* 

ries : mean while the Turks took that opportunity to ra- 
vage Bithynia. When the war therefore was over, he 
^ applied himfelf to fecure the country inclofed by the fea 
between the river Sangarius and a place called Cele, 
which was expofed to their frequent incurfions. Having 
found a deep canal^ which had been formerly dug by the 
emperor Anaftafius to drain the marfh of Baanom, he 
ordered it to be cleanfed and extended ; but confidering 
that in time it might become fordable, .he built on the fide 
of it an exceediiig ftrong citadel, thence called the IroB 
Caftle, which fcrved for the defence of Nicomedia. 
A.D.fo96 ^^^^'^ emperor had fcarce refted from this fatigue, when 
■ M . Peter the Hermit, author of the crufade, or holy war, 
arrived at Conltantinonle at the head of eighty thoufand 
men, devoted to the reeovcry of Jerufalem from the 
Turkr.. The emperor j J.vifcd him to wait till Godfrey of 
13ulIoin, and the other princes, arrived : but Peter, conh- 
(Icuc of own iucccfs, paii'cd the fea, and encamped

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near a fmall city called HelcnopoUs. From hence ten 
thoiifand Normans, who were among theni, made an in- 
curfion as far as Nice, committing the moit horrible cruel- 
ties ; but the garrifon of that city fallying out upon thepi, 
they were oblii{cd to retreat. U'hcy afterwards took. Xeri- 
gordn i but Elkan, being fent with fome troops by tiic 
ibltan, recovered that place. 

That general, knowing the Franks to be very covetous, Cru/aJersi 
coiUiived a fclicnie for their dcilra'f^ion. He lirll i a icl f''"*'' 
hi.-> atnbijfciulc and ih.:ii commiHioncd two artful pcrfuns '''' 
to publiili .11 Peter's army, that the Normans had taken 
Nice, aiid fcized an immcafe booty. On this report they 
ran without any order toward that city and falling into 
the ambufcade which had been l»d for them near Dragon, 
were cut in pieces* The number ilain on both fides was' 
fo great, that their bodies being heaped together formed 
a mountain. Peter retired with a fmall number of his 
men to Helenopolis, where the Turks befieged, and would 
have taken himi had not the emperor fent fome troops to 
iclieve the place ^. 

Soon after the reft of the weftem princes arriving, all A.1>. io^» 
crofled the ftrait at Civitot, except Boemond, who march- ' 
ed through Bithynia towards Nice, which the confederates 
infefted. The foltan fent fome troops to annoy die 
Chriftians ; but they were defeated, as was the next day 
the foltan himfeif j who, perceiving the multiude-of ene- 
mies he had ti> deal wltb, allowed the inhabitants of 
Nice to a£t as they thought beft for themfelves. The em- 
peror Alexia, who was encamped at Mefampele, near the 
town of Pclekane (for he did not care to join the Franks, ' 
whom he confidered as a treacherous faithlefs people), 
finding that the foltan fuppUed the city with both men 
and proviHons by means of the lake, he advifed them to 
attack it on that fide ; and having provided proper veiTels, 
for the purpofe, the lake not being deep, filled them with 
men under the command of Bitumites, and put off from* 
the fide oppofite to the iile of Khio. 

The Turkifh commanders were fo alarmed at this un- A.H. T097: 
cxpeclicd u;^ht, the Franks making a general aflault at the — ' 
fame time, that, on Bitumites promifmg a general pardon, ^^^^^^ 
with honours to the foltan's fifU r and liis wife {faid to be 
the daughter of Tzakas), they lurrenciercd the city, and 
he fent oil tlid garrifon, by tae way of the iake^ to thQ. 
emperor. '

Prefcutif^ 
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Prcfcntly after the army began its inarch for Andocb 
in Syrb ; and with it the emperor Cent a body of troops 
commanded by Tatlcius. Being arrived in two days at a 
place called Ijeuka^ they feparated and allowed Boemond 
to proceed, as he defired. The Turks difcovering him 
in the plain of Dorylxum, vigoroully attacked him, and 
killed forty of his hcd men ; whereupon, being alfo hiiiilclf 
dangeroully wounded, he retreated to tlie ;irmy. As tliey 
adv inced in eompanies, they met, near a place cniicJ 
Ebraik, the l(;lta:i Timifman (Q^) a'^d Haffan, at thtucad 
of ei^^hty thculand men. The biittie was very obiiinate, 
when iioemond, perceiving the Turks fought with more 
vigour than their enemies, fell with the right wing like 
a lion on the foltan Khzialtian, or Kilij AriJaii, and put 
them to flight. .Soon after this encounter they met the 
Turks near Auguitopolis, and defeated them a fecond time. 
Then they continued their march to Antioch without 
farther moleflation. 
Tfieem{>t- The emperor thought this a good opportunity to recover 
r§r reco' other places from the Turks. Tzakas had feized Smyn.a -, 
Wf/ liangnpermcs was in jioHellion of Ephdiis ; other robbers 

MmjfrsMp , were .mailers of dificrent places ; Khio, Riiodes, and le-* 
vcral other iflands were in their hands, from whence they 
fcoured all the adjacent feas. To prevent thefe depreda- 
tions> be fitted out a large fleet, under the command of 
John DttkaS) wbo carried with him the daughter of Tza* 
kas, to convince the piratear that the city was taken. Being 
come to AvidO) he gave the command of the fleet to Kaf 
paces, in order to attack Smyrna by fea, while he befieged 
It by land. The inhabitants immediately furrendered upon 
ternis, and Kafpaces was made governor, but did not long 
enjoy his poll} for having ordered , a Turk, who had 
ftolen a fum of money, to be brought before him, the fel- 
low, thinking they were carrying him to execution, in 
d^fpair ^drew his (word, and dabbed the governor in the 
belly. The foldiers and feamen were Co enraged at this 
murder, that they put ten thoufand inhabitants to th^ 
fword* 

M^kefis,, From Smyrna Dukas marched to Ephefus, where, after 
a bloody battle which lafted the beft part of a day, he de- 
feated 'rangripermes and Maraces. The remainder of the 
Turkiih forces fled up the Maeander to Pplybotum* Dii«

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kas purfuetl them, and in the way took S^.nlls and Phi- 
ladelphia by aflault : Laodicea fubmitted to him. Then 
pafhag by Koiiie, he forced Lain ijj. He luir.id at Poly- 
botum a ^^i-cat multitude of Turk:,, but defeated them cil- 
, tirely, carrying ofFmuch plunder and many prifoners. 

In die nicuu Lime the emperor Alexis prepared to afllfl: A.D. 109s, 
the Franks, who were beficged by the Turks in Antioch ; ^ 
and being arrived at FilomcUon, qut in pieces a great nui u- 
bcr of their troops, and recovered feveral places out of 
their hands. But hearing that Ifmael^ fon of the foltan of 
KhorafTan, was advancing at the head of a great army, he 
thought it moft prudent to return with his prifoners and 
plunder, after he' had given notice to the inhabitants in 
and about Polybotum to provide for their fafet^. Ifmael 
advancing, laid Ccge to the fort of Paipert, which the fa- 
mous 7^ heodorus Gaurus had taken but a little while be- 
fore, with a i\ci\gn to obferve the paflage of the Turks, 
and make incurfions upon them. 

About that time there arrived at C :intinopIc an army ^rmy of 
of Normans, one hundred thoufand foot, and Hfty thou- NvrmuMs, 
fand horfe, commanded by the two brothers of Flanders, 
The emperor advifed them to take the fame road which 
the other Franks had followed j but tlieir deflgn was not. 
It feems, to join the confederates of tlie Crufade, but to 
inarch into tiie EaU, and conquer Khorafi an itfclf. Hav- 
ing pafTed the Straits of Civitot, they reduced Ancyra., 
After they had croHcd the Halys, they advanced to a little 
city belonging to the Romans ; where the priefts coming 
to meet them with the crofs and gofpcl in tlieir hands, they 
were fo inhuman as to put them all to the fword. The 
Turks, v/ho were well fkilled in tlic art of v.-nr, r-^^k care to 
carry olT'aH the proN ifions in the country through which • ? 

they palled ; and in the neighbourhood of Amaiia, after 
defeating, hemmed them in fo clofely, that tliey had no 
jDpporiUiiity to forage for their horfes. 

The Normans in defpair rniljed upon their enemy; but Jlamhjtki 
the Turks, iuftead of engaging them at a diftance witli the Turki* 
bow or lance, came to clofe fight with their fwords, end 
made a dreadful flaughter. Upon this they aflicd tlie 
couTit of St. Giles andTzitas, whom the emperor had fent 
witii them for their afliftance, if there was not fomc counr 
try belonging to the empire near at hand, which they 
mii:ht retreat to j and being informed tii;u ihcre \\ as, im- 
mediately .;b.didoned their camp and baggage. Hying to the 
maritime parts of Annv n-.i and Pauraca. The horfe lea\^- 
ing the infantry behiuJ, iliey were all llain by the Turks, 
Mod. Vol. III. li h excepting 
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excepting a few, whom they referved as it were to (hew in 
KhoraiTan. The count and Tzitas returned, with the 
horfc which efcaped, to Conftantinople ; from whence the 
emperor fcnt the count by fea to 1 rlpoli in Syria, where 
he propofed to continue the fiege, but died foon nftcr lie 
landed, leaving his pofrcHmns to his nephew Wilham 
A.D. 1206. tlie fourteenth ind.iclion Gregory, governor of Tre- 

bizond, who h ul revolted two years before, intended to 
GntJn ^^^^^^ himieit in the callle of Kolonia, which was ren- 
dcred impregnable, and to implore the protc^llon of Ta- 
nifman, the Turk ; but being purfued by John Comncnus 
the emperor's nephew, and his coufin, was taken and 
fent to Conilantinople ^, 

We muft now nnit the Greek hiflorian, to clofe this 
reign with a:; u^^ unt of the lail acbion and tieath of KiJij 
Arllan, whicli the Greeks were llrangers to j and although 
it is the only matier relating to this foltan which has been 
communicated to us from the oriental authors, yet it ferves 
to give us a greater idea of his power than all me tranfao^ 
tions akeadv recited. 
Ml&t The inhabitants of Mufol having been befieged by Al 
jji*' Jaweli, who had taken their prince Jagarmtfli prifoner^ 
^ fent to offer Kilij Arllan, lord of Konia or Ikoiiium and 
Akfaray the pofleiEon of their city, in cafe he would come 
to their relief. Hereupon KiJij Arflan» haftening with 
his forces, took pofleifion of Mmol, Jaweli retiring on his 
approach. He pitched his camp in a place called Al Mo- 
greka, where Jenji, fon of Jagarmiih, with his friends, re- 
pairing to him, he honoured mem all widi kaftans or vefls. 
Then fitting on a throne, he ordered the name of foltail 
Mohammed to be fupprefTed in the pulpits, and his own 
to be mentioned in place of it. 
hdnimui* This ceremony being performed, he Qoarched againft Ai 
Jaweli, who was at Roha ; but being met by him at the 
river Khabur, was- put to flight. Kilij Arflan plunged 
into the river, with an intent to crofs it} but while he de- 
fended himfclf with his bow againft the enemy, his horfe 
carrying him out of his depth, he was drowned. Some 
days after hK body was found floating on the water, and 
buried at Ai Sliamfania. Tliis event is placed, by our au- 
thor, in the year 500 of the Hejrar^, which anfwers to that 
of Chriit 1 106.

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SECT. IV. 

The Reign of SoUdn Sojjart. 
* 

'TpHERE is no mentiott of a foltan with the name of 7hirdj'ol* 
^ Sayfan among the Oriental hiftorians ; but with re- ^aj* 

Srd to this dynafty^ there are fufficient grounds to believe f^* 
at there were more princes in the fuccelBon than thofe 
of whom they give us the names. It is confefled alfo, 
that fome of them reckon fifteen fokans % and if (b, the 
chronological chafm, which has been remarked between 
die reign of Kilij Arflan 1. and RocnoMdin Solyman, 
leaves room for introducing one here. ^ Although Abu'l" 
Faraj agrees with Khondemir in namine the firfl: ten fol- 
tans, yet, as he does not tell their nunmer or rank in the 
fiicceflion, ivnd but barely mentions fome, and that only 
occafionaUy» K> he may pofTibly have omitted the name of' 
one or more^ efpeciaUy in the interval we are fpeaking of 
which appears^ from his dates of fa£ls, to be very wide, at 
the fame time that they help to fill up the chafm, by giv-i 
ing a much greater length of reign to the princes he men-^ 
tions, than the other Oriental authors have afligned them. 
In this particular he agrees with thofe Greek hiftorlans 
whom we have chofen to follow in our accoimt of the fol- 
tans. In fhort, as the eallern hiilorians afford us fcarce 
any memoirs relating to the firll foltans of this dynafty, it 
is but juit that we ihould he goveriKfi by tiie authority of 
the Byzantine writers, to whom wc are almoit wholly in- 
debted for our materials. 

It is true, we find Khliziaftlan orKiiij Arflan, Ij oken of ^ 
by Anna Comncna, as foltan of Kogni or Iconium, till* 
the very lall a£^ion of this reign ; hut tlien the ludden 
tranfition, in the account of that aclion, from Khliziaftlan 
to Sayfan, as foltan of Koinii, {hews that the hiltorian was 
all the while fpeaking of tlie fame perfon ; for tliere could 
not be tv.^o foltan.s of Kogni ?.t rhc l.imc tune ; nor do we 
find any farther mention of Khliziallhn. It cannot be 
thought that by this latter is meant Kilij Aril an, the former 
foltan, according to the Greek cuftom of prolonging the * 
rei^s of princes^ becauie he is faid to be in the vigour of his 
jbudi ; and as the fame quality is afcribed to Sayfan, it is 
a farther proof that thofe two names are given to the fame 
, p<^r£:>n« However that be, Sa^lan muft have been the fon 
^the former folt^. fince he is called the brother of Ma- 

Hba fat 
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fut or Maffud^ who vh& the fon of Kilij Arflan, according 
to the unanimous coiifent of the Oriental hidorians. 

Having premifed thefe few remarks, which arc neceflary 
both to jultify the innovation wc have introduced, and ob- 
viate what at ficft hght appears to be a very great difficulty, 
if not a fort of contradidion, we ihall proceed to the 
hiltory. \ 

Crttksi 'I'he coaft of Afia having, by the late wars, been ruined, 
their bar- fjom Smyrna to Attalia, and thofe once populous and 
* ftately cities become heaps of rubbifli, the emperor fent 
Fiiokales to rcllorc them. That nobleman liril rebuilt En- 
dromit or Aciromitiuni (wli'icli had been ib totally dcflroy- 
cd by Tzakas, that there remained no ligns of its habita- 
AJXiie6] tionsj, and pcupied it with peafants and llrangcrs (A). Af- 
■ terwrrds, being informed that the Turks were allem- 

bling near Lampis, he fent thither fome troops, who cut 
part of them in pieces, and took a great number priloners, 
uf:ng their viclory fo cruelly, that they boiled children to 
death. The Turks \\].o remnined put on mournings 
and went over the country to excite ^eir companions to 
vengeance. 

take PhiU' fame time FiloLalcii reduced Philadelphia wlth- 

iUi^Aia, out any treublc but foon after Haflan, one of the chief 
commanders, who governed almoft abfolutely in Cappado- 
cla, hearitv? of the barbarities exercifed by the Romans, 
c.ivnc nt iivL head of twciUy-four ij.ouljind men, and be- 
lieved the place. Filokales, who abounded in flratngems, 
not having forces to take the field, forbad the inhabitants 
either to op^en the gates, appear on the walls, or make the 
leafl: noife. HaiTan having been before the town three 
days, and feen no perfon appear, concluded that the be-^ 
iieged had neither forces nor courage enough to make fil- 
lies : hereupon he divided his army, fending ten tlMmfiuul 
men to Kelbianai another party towards Smyrna, aod a 
third towards Cliara and Pergamus, with oitlmto ravage 
the country \ and he himfelf followed with another party. 
As fbon as Filokales faw the Turks thus divided^ he fent . 
troops to attack them feparatelv; they acconKngly came 
up with, and defeated the two nrft detachments, killing a 
great number of the men I 'but could not overtake eithcrof 
• the others. / 
A.D.iieS. Some time after this event| Aniir Sayfan marched 
— ^— from the Eaft, with a defign to rava^ Fluhdclphia and 
Say/an the maritime cities. The emperor, on this advice^ fent

manded at that time at Philadelphia, with a ftroAg gar<« 
lifonf and Mottailras at Pei^mus* The ariYiy fent by 
the ibltan of Khorafln advanced in two bodies ; one m 
them crofled Mount Stna^and the other marched into Afia 
Mini^. Gauras went out to meet thefe latter) and com- 
ing up with them at Kelbiana, routed them* When the 
foliin» who had fent them, heard of this defeat, he dif- 
patched ambafiadors to the emperor ; who, after he had 
put feveral queftions to them concerning, their mafter, 
concluded a peace. 

He had not been long at reft, before he was alarmed A.D.1109] 

with a*3Qew irruption of fiftjr thoufand Turks from Anato^ — 

lia, and cvch from Khorafan. The emperor, on this in- ^^"^ _ 
teliigence, pafled the ftrait from Conftantinople to Dama- J^^^^iJ; 
lis ; and, though affli£led with the gout, drove the cha- 
riot with his own hands. In three days he arrived at 
Aigyla, where he embarked for Civitot. 'As foon as 
he landed, he was informed that the commanders of the 
enemy had divided their forces into feparate bodies; one 
wastofcoiir the coi ntry about Nice ; and Monolikus un- 
dertook to ravage the lea-roaft : other parties had done the 
like about Prufa, Apolioniade, and Lopadion5and liad taken 
Cyxiciis by affanlt, the governor 'making no rcfillance. 
The two principal foltans, Kontogma and Amir Moham- 
med, were gone to Pocmanene, by the country of the Len- 
cians, with an inhnitc number of women and chtfdrcn, 
whofe lives they had favcd : and Monolikus having crofled 
Barenc, was turned towards Pareon, having pafled^by 
Avido, Endromit, and Cliara, with a great number of 
ilaves, but without flicdding blood. 

Alexis ordered ivaiiiirzcs, governor of Nice, to follow Aitathdly 
the Turks with five hundred men, to watch their motions, Kaw^%^» 
but to avoid fighting. The governor came up with all'the 
foltans, and, forgetting his orders, attacked them with 
great impetuofity. The enemy having heard of the em^- 
per<Mr*8 march, and concluding that he had fallen upon 
them with all his forced, betook themfelves to flight ; but 
being made fenftble of their miftake by a prifoner, they 
ralMed theil' forces ) and having met with Kamitzes, who * 
tlayed to divide the fpoil, inilead of getting into Pocma- 
nene, attacked him at break of day : Ibis foldicrs atl fled, 
excepting the Scythians, the Fitnch, and a few Bomansi 
who fought valiantly; but mod of them being at length 
flain, and hit own horfe killed^, he fet his back againit an 
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.oaky andmftoagedhb fword fo effectually,, that he killed 
or wounded all who came within his reach. The Turksy 
Turprifed at hisvalour, and being defirous to preferve him^ 
Amir Mohammed alighted off his horfe, and putting afide 
thofe who fought with him, faid, ** Give me your handy 
and prefer life to death." Kamitzes^ unable to refift fuch 
a multitude, gave his hand to Mohammed, who ordered 
him to be tied on horfeback, that he might not efcape. 

The emperoi difcovering the road which the Turks had 
takeny took another. He psdS^i by Nice ^ then crofTed 
Maiagna and Bafilicus, two very narrow pafles of the 
mountain Olympus. He afterwards marched to Aletines, 
and thence to Acrocus, with deflgn to cct before the 
enemy. There beinc informed that they ^^■crc incimpcd 
in a valley full of reeds, where they thought themleves in 
no danger, he fell upon them with his forces, killed a 
vaft number, and took a great multitude prifoners. The 
rcil thought to efcape, by lying concealed among the thick 
reeds : the ' foldiers could not come at them for that 
rcufon, and the marfhinefs of that place : but Alexis hav- 
ing ordered the reeds at one end to be fired, the Turks 
flew from the flames into the hands of the Romans, who 
killed one h^ilf, and carried off the other. 

Amir Mohammed, havmg been joined by the Turk- 
mans, and fome other people oi Aiin Minor, appeared at 
the fame inftant to give the emperor battle j and though 
Alexis opened a way for himfelf, by defeating thofe he 
purfued, yet Mohammed came up with the rear, com- . 
manded by Aphelas and Tzipureles^ who running full 
fpeed agMnft the Turks, Mohammedi who well knew how 
to make ufe of an advantage, finding them at a diftance 
from their foldiers, (hot at their horfes» which fi^ing^ 
they were furrounded and ilain* Nererthelefs, his ttoop$ 
were put to flight hj thofe left to guard the baggage and 
the horfes i in wliich confufion Kamitzes made his 
efcape 

Not lonp after this event, foltan Solym&n ordered its 
troops of Khorafan and Halep to oyer>run and plunder 
all Afia Minor. The emperor, in order to prevent 
thefe ravages, intended to carry the war to the gates of 
Kogni, or Koniyah, where Khliziaftlan commanded : but 
while forces were raifin^, he was feized violently with the 
gout, which hindered his defign. Mean while Khiiziaft-. 
Jm ravi^ed the country in a moft dreadful manner* The

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TurkSi who judged the emperor's diforder to be only a 
pretence^ to cover his want of courage, ridiculed him 
over their cups, and aded comedies, wherein they repre- 
•fented Alexis lying in his bed) fiirrounded with phyficians. 
The emperor at length, landing at Civitot^ came to Fort 
St« George, near the lake of Nice \ then proceeding three 
days march, he encamped near the bridge of Lopadion, 
on the rivulet of Karyceum. The Turks, who had ravag- 
ed the plain which is at the foot of the Leudennian 
mountains and Kolerecia, on the news of his approach, 
retired with their plunder. The emperor followed them 
to Poemanene, and then fent fome light troops after 
them : thefe overtaking them at Keliia, killed many» and 
recovered part of the Ipoil. 

Alexis jretuming, went to take the air at the pafs of ^^^^r r/ir#M 
Maiagna, on the top of mount Olympus, whither the '^"Jj*' * 
emprefs came to him from the Prince's Iflc (H) : there ^*'*'^* 
being informed that the Turks were at hand, he marched 
towards Nice ; but the enemy,' without waiting for him^ 
fled. However, being overtaken by two of his generals, 
who from the top of the Germinian mountains obferved 
their motions, they were defeated. 

The emperor being arrived at Fort St. Ceort^^e, pafTed 
OB to the town of S:ic;vdei!m, and thence to Heicnopolis, 
where the eiiiprers waited for a wiml to return to Con- 
Itantiiiople. Prefently news being brought of another 
kiuption of the Turks, Alexis marched to Lopadion, and 
tJieiiee to l^iio ; where being informed that the enemy 
V ere at Nice, lie retired to Mifkura ; but underftanding • 
Uiterwards that they were only flying parties, who appeared 
about that city and Dorylcum, to obferve his niutions, 
aiui not lliiuking lumfelf yet fulhcicnily ftrong to follow 
them to Koj^ni, he turned towards Nicomedia. ^i\vz 
enemy judging, by this motion, that he had no deCgn to 
attack them, took their former pods, and renewed their 
iwcurfions ; a circumttance which gave occafion to his 
enemies at court to reproach him with doing nothings 
after having raifed fb conliderable an army. 

.When the fpring was pail, Alexis judged it time to put Umuut t/ 
Us firft defign in ^execution, and march to Kogni : from A^^V* 
Nice he pafled to Gaita^ and the Imdge of Pithicus$ then 
having in three days advanced to Armenocaftra and 
Leucas, he arrived in the vail plain of Doryleumj when 
Jie reviewed his army^ and contrived a new method of

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drawing up his forces in order of battle. He found that 
the Turks did not fight like other people, joining their 
buclJers and bodies clofe together ; but divided their 
troops into a main body and two wings, like three dif- 
ferent armies : that when one was attacked, the others 
moved to its afli (lance with extreme order : that they did 
not make ufc of ianecs, like the French, but endeavoured 
to enclofe their enemies, and kill them with arrows : that 
their ufual way of fighting was at a diftance ; and, whe- 
t ler purfuing or purhied, they made ule of the bow, 
wiiicli they drew with fuch force and dexterity, that 
they never failed to pierce either the maij who attacked 
them, or his horfe. 
AUx':t's ' For this rcafon the emperor oi\Lred his army to be 
drav/n up in fuch a manner, that his folJiers ftiould op- 
e^^*"**' pofe their bucklers to the iide, wiiich was expofcd to iliw 
Turkifii arrow Si anJ that otiiers fliould direct their liralts 
to that fide which the Turks uncovered in uUng their bows. 
Having arrived at Santabaris, he divided. Ins forces, in 
order to execute fevcral different defigns« He Cent Ka<- 
ttilties, with one ptftyj to Polyhate and Kedretun, whem 
Pulkheas was governor ; and Stypootes with anodier to 
attack Amerion. When Kamitzes arrived at Kedreum, 
Pulkheas and hsslbldiers were fled; then, marching to 
Folyhotum, he flew the garrifon, and retsook the fpoiL 
Stypeotes had the like fuccefs at Foenumene. 
Has ft* The emperor, being ready to march from Cedreum to 
€9urft to Folybote and Kogni, was informed that foltsb Solymio 
^vuMMhiu fct foe to all the, forage through Afia Minors and 
diat another' army of Turks was coming to oppofe him ^ 
he confulted God, to know whether he fliould march to* 
wards Kogni, or give battle to the Turks, who were couIf* 
ing from Filomilion. Having written thefe two queltioDS 
on two pieces of paper, he laid them in the evening on 
the altar, and fpent the night in prayer. In the morning 
the biftiop entered, and taking up the firft paper which 
came to hand, unfolded it, and read it aloud, whereby he 
was determined to go to Filomilion. Mean time Bardas, 
having pafTed the bridge of Zompi, defeated a large body 
of Turks in the plain of Omorion ; while another pillaged 
his camp. Being prefTed hard afterwards by a third party, 
the emperor came up timely to refcue him. Alexis, having 
palled Mefonacte, near the lake of Forty Martyrs, arrived 
at Filomilion, winch he took by ftorm. From hence he 
' detached divers parties to ravage the towns and villages 
sbout Kogni \ tliefe brought away a great number of 

Turksj 
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vTurkSy and a prodigious quantity of plunder : tfaey vete 
followed by innnite crouds of peafantSj who came to take 
refuge in uie emperor's dominions. 

The emperor returning) in ordet of battle, for a long Tiiris Af« 
time met ^ith no Turks, althougli Monolykus kept on tatkAim. 
one fide of him with fome troops. But being arrived in 
the plain between Polybote and the above mentioned lake» 
the enemy appeared* Monolykus, who was a man in 
years, and of great experience, began the attacjc, and 
continued it all the day, without makinnr any imprefllon 
on the Roman ranks* Next day foltan Khliziaftlan arriv- 
ed ; and tiiough he was no lefs furprifed at the new dif* 
pofition of the Roman army than Monolykus, yet being 
in the heat of youth, he reproached that old min with his 
puiillanimity. At the fame inilant the foltan attacked the 
rear, and fcnt two bodies to fall on the van, and.one uf 
the wings. 

The Turks fought with great intrepidity. Andronlcus So! tact's 
Porphyrogenitus, the emperor*s fon, who commanded the narrow 
left wing, was killed. Nircr-b-onis J>ryennius, who was 
at the head of the right, fearing the van would be de- 
feated, advanced to its aliiitance \ upon wliich the Turks, 
with foltan Khliziaftlan, turned their backs, and reaicend- 
ed the hills. As thole who efcaped lied different ways, 
the foltan, with his cup-bearer, got into a chapel, upon 
n mount planted with cyprefs, where they w^ere followed 
by three iScythians and a Greek, who took the cup-bearer; 
but KliHziaftlan, not being known to them, had the good 
fortune to efcape. In the night the Turks alTembled on 
the tops of hills, lighted a grqat number of fires, and 
howled like dogs. 

Next day the baggage, women, and children, being Propofes a 
placed in the middle, the army marched towards Amprus; ^rgatj, 
but on the way, the foltan, having aiTembled all his 
forces, inclofed, and attacked them courageoufly ; how* 
ever, he could not break xHmx ranks, which ftood as firm 
as a vail. Being vexed and afliamed that he was not 
able to obtain any aVivantage againil the emperor, he held 
a council in the night, and at break t>f day fent to treat of 
peace. 

Alexis, who was then in the plain between Augufto* Pfoee 
polls and Aoronium, caufed his army to halt, and went '^"^ 
to the place of interview, with his relations and chief, 
officers, guarded by fome foldijsrs. The foltan came pre* * 
fently after, accompanied by all his officers, with Mono- 
lykus dt their head $ who, zs fooa as they came in fight, 

alighted 
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flighted and faluted the emperor. The foltan would have 
done the fame, but Alexis prevented him ; however, when 
he was near, he alighted, and kified the foot of that princcj 
who prefented him his hand, and ordeted a horfe to be 
brought for him s .then, taking off his mantle, he put it on 
the £ltin* After this ceremony, entering on Uie fubte^- 
of peace, Alexis agreed that he ifliould remain in pofiemon 
of all ihc territories which the Turks pofleflcd before the 
reign of Diogenes, and the battle in which he was taken 
prifoner. Next day the foitan and his ofEcers figned the 
treaty, and the emperor made them rich prefents. 
AD*tii6] While this affair was tranfa£ting, Alexis having difco^ 

• vered that Mafut had confpired to alTaflinate foltan Say- 

Majut cttt^ fan (O), his brother, he advifed. him to ftay with him till 
Mgai^ its P^^^ blown over ; but trnfting in his own power, 
trttAtrg, he refolved to return, nor would fo much as accept of a 
^ guard to efcort him to Kogni, although he had been 
difconcertcd by remarkable dream : he thought a great 
fwarm ot ilic> lurrounded him \^'hile at dinner, and 
fnatched the bread out of his hand ; and that, when he 
went to drive them away, they changed into lions. Next 
morning he a(ked a Roman foldier the meaning of his 
dream ; who told him, that the infults of the fiie<? and 
lions feemed to denote a confpiracy of enemies. Never- 
thelefs, the foltan would believe nothing, but continued 
his journey with more obftinacy than before. 
«4»r/Ar- However, he lent his fpies abroad, who indeed met 
^JttM Ud ^^^^^^ Matut at the hend of an arniv; but having efpoufed 
* his intereil, they went h....,, -aAA Sayfan that they 
had fecn nobody on tht road ; fo tiiaL the fokaii, proceed- 
ing without any miftrull, fell into the fnare. As foon as 
he came in fight, Gaxi,. fon of the commander Kaflan 
Katuk, whom Sayfan had put to death, fet fpurs to his 
horle, and gave him a ilroke with his lance, which Say- 
£in fnatching out of his hands, faid, with an iur of con- 
ismpt, I did not know that Mmen carried arms.** Pulk* 
heas, who was in his train, and held a conrefpondence 
with his brother Mafut, pretending great zeal for hb feiw 
vice, advifed him to retire to Tyganion (P), a fmall city

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near Filomiiion, where he was very kindly received by 
the inhabitants, who knew he liad made peace with 
the emperor, .under whole obedience they were. 

Mafnt came prefently after, and invefted the place, on 
the walls of which Sayfan appeared, and reproached 
his fubjcdls with their perfidioufnefs ; threatening Lhcm 
with the approach of tlic Romans, and a punifliment fuit- 
able to their crime. Thcfe menaces were fupported by 
the vigorous reiiuauce made by the befieged. It was then 
that Pulkheas difcovered his treachery ; for, coming down 
from the wall, on pretence of encouraging the inhabitaius to 
dciciid the place, he aflured them, that there was a pow- 
erful army on the road to affift the befiegers, and that they 
had no other way to prevent being plundered than to fiir- 
renderatdifcretion. The citizensi following his counfel^ 
delivered Sayfan up to his enemies ^ who having had no 
inftrument'with them fit for* thepurpofe, made ufe of a 
candleftick, made red-hot, which was held before his eyes 
till he was deprived of fight. When he was brought to 
Kogniy he declared to his fofter-father that he cotild fee. 
The fofter-father told this circumftance to his wife, who 
kept the fecret fo well, that it became public in a few days ; 
fo that coming to the ears of Mafut, it put him in fuch a 
rage, that he forthwith ordered Elgam, one of his com- 
manders, to go and ftrangle his unhappy brother ^ 

Although this account of Sayfan is but lamely intro« 
duced, and, for want of fome diilinguidiing marks, he 
may feem to be a different perfon from KhHzia{llan, yet, 
from the circumftances of the whole, we prefume, mat 
they appear clearly enough to be the fame foltan, under two 
different names ; or rather that, through inadvertence in 
compiling from two different memoirs, the name of IChli- 
2iaJllan has been put in fome plv^-cs for that of Sayfm.

iif fertion is conformable to the author of the Nighiariftan^ 

who makes the number of foltans to be fifteen, contrary 
to the general opinion of the Perfian hiilorians: thefe 
Kiftorians conned: the beginning of MalTud's reign, as the 
third fohan, with the year of the Hejra 500, or of Chrift 
1 106 : but in cafe he was the fourth, it muil fall lower of 
courfe : and on a fuppofitlon that he fucceeded his brother 
Sayfan, after putting him to deaths according to the teiU- 
mony of Anna Comnena, his reign will commence in the 
jcar of Chrift 1 1 1 6. 

D'Hcrbclot has imparted nothing more from the Orien- 
tal authors than the fingle circumftance infcrtcd r.hor?*, 
which fcrves only to contradi£l the fyftt- m he has adopted, 
and fupport ours. Nor has Abul-Faraj mentioned more 
than two fadls relating to this prince : but the Byzantine 
hiftorians have fupplied us pretty well on their iidc with 
materials for a hiifory of his reifj:n. 
A-I>'iiso* The emperor John Comnenus, who fucceeded Alexis, 
""""^ finding that the Turks inftead of keeping their treaties 
^^tahs' ^^^^ with his father, facked fcveral cities of Phrygia, 
SmatMii ^^^^^^^^ againll, and defeated them; after which a£iion, 
he took Laodicea, and inclofed it with walls; tliea re* 
turned to Conllantinople ; but foon aficr departed, in or- 
der to recover So/opoHs, i!i tlic func country. As the city 
was defended by a {Irong garrifou, and fuiiuLiiuled with 
precipices, he ordered Come troops to hover at a iliftance> 
and (hoot at the inhabitants. This ftratagem drew them 
into the plain, as the emperor expelled, and while they 
purfued the Romans who fled, they were cut off by an 
ambuicade ; b^ which mmsis the city fell indo \m hands. 
He reduced likewife a fort called the Spar-hatFki and Ce*- 
vcral other le/Tcr places, which the enemy had feized \ 
A.D.ii«4. Some time after this event, he marched into Paphlago-

On this ad- a D fT?tl 

vice the emperor took the field again. When he came . 

before the city, he was informed. that Tanifman was dead, 

pnd that Mohammed^ who was at variance with MaiTxid, 

governor of Kogni^ was in poffeiiidfi of tt. Hereupon 

he made an alliance with Maflvd, and having received a v 

remforcement from him, marched againft Mohammed: 

but the latter, by his perfuafions, prevailed on the foltan 

to withdraw his troops ; fo that the emperor was obliged 

to make ufe of his own forces* With thefe he retook WCj*« 

Kaftamona, and then befieged Gangra, a very powerful 

city of Pontus, which had been fubdued not long before 

by the enemy. Having battered the walls for fome time 

in vain with his engines, he removed them to a little emi^ 

nence, which commanded the place: and, by beating 

dowji the houfes, obliged the inhabitants to furvender: 

then leaving two thoufand men in garriCbn, he returned 

with many prifoners to his capita!. 

He had not been long at home before he marched againft ^ff^^^^^^f 
Iieon, king of Lefler Armenia (A), who had taken feveral ^'"'"^'"^^ 
places, and befieged Seieucia. The emperor gained the A.D.ii2a] 
pafs into that country without oppofition ; and not c6n- ■ ■ ■ 
tent with reducing Adana and Tarfus, refolved to con- 
quer the whole kingdora. lie took, either by force or 
capitulation, a great many lorts ; and, among the rell, 
Boka, ftrongU^ fitnated on a llcep rock, "rhcn lie pro- , 
cecded to Anazarba, a very popuious city, and inclul'ed 
with itrong vv.dls. Ai:cr haticriiig the hrli wall, and en- 
tering by the breaches, much blood was fpilt in forcing 
the feeond '.vail ; the principal Armenians, who had fled 
there for refuge, making a very vigorous defence : but the 
place was taken at lait. 

After this ciploit, he marclied into Syria, where he andSjrim* 
took Pifa on the Euphrates, Serep, Kaferda, and Iftria; 
but was obliged to raife the fiege of Sezer, and return to 
Antioch. From thence he marched back, in order of 
b i;tlc, and, in the wav, lent part ot his army to ravage 
tiiC country abuut Ku^nii, m icpriiai iui invading his ter- 
ritories during his abiciice

— difperled the Turks, who ravaged the country adjoining 

PifitUi ikt to tlie river Sangarius. He then marched to .Aimenia, to 
• P"' ^ iBCiirfioiis in that province, and curb 

2^)^ the infolence of Conftantine GauTas> who had fetzed on 
Trebizondy and ere^^ed a kind of tyranny. Mbhammed, 
before mentioned, at that time commanded at Csefarea \ 
and, having reduced Iberia, with part of Mefopotamia, 
was grown very rich. He boaited of being defcended 
from Arfaces, and the modern &mily of the Tanifmans, 
who were the greateft enemies the Romans had in the 
Bail in that age. The emperor fuiFered great. inconveni- 
encies in the enemies country, from the fevcre cold, and 
want of provifions, which deflroyed moH of the horfes in 
AJ).i 1 3S. army. Of this difafter the Turks took advantage ; but 
being at length repulfed, the emperor returned to Neoc^e- 
farea, where he had feveral ikirmiihes with them, but did 
not recover that city ; a mifcariiage, which was owing, in 
a great meafure, to John Comnenus, his brother Ifaac's 
fon ; who, refenting that his uncle ihould order him ts 
give one of his horfes to an Italian, who had lofl: his own, 
joined the Turks, and chnfipin? his religion, married, as 
it wn? f:iid, the daiir;]itcr oi Maflud, at Kogni. 
Jiefoq^ers In the courie of the lame year he marched intoPhrygia, 
j^mepUuif to Attalia, a famous city (B), in order to reprefs the in- 
curiions of the Turks, who had, amongit the reft, feized 
thePalus Pugufianus. This is a lake of vail extent, with 
many ifles in it; whofe inhabitants, by trading with the 
enemy, • had become fo much their friends, that they join- 
• ed in oppofing the emperor. But by means of veffels, and 
engines, with which he battered the ifles, he reduced 
them at lail, though not without the lofs of fome barks 
and men 

Hejra 537, While thefe things happened in the Weft, it may be 
AJ). 114.x. prefumed that MafTud was extending his dominions in the 
£aft; but we are informed of none of his exploits on tliat 
iateTua- but one, by Abu'l-Faraj, who tells us, that, it the 
hii^uh^ ' ^ ^ Hejra 537, Mohammed, fon of Daniflunand^ 
lord of Malatiyah, and of the borders, dying, kin^MalTdd^ 
lord of Eoniya and Ak£uraf took pofleflion or his terri-

It is now necefiary to return to the afBurs of the Greeks: 
John Comnenus dying in 1 143, was fucceeded by his fon

from their fears. Near FilomeHon he engaged the enciiiy, 

and was wounded in the heel by a foldier whom he had 

pierced with his Ixact \ for he expofed himfelf to danger 

even more than his fadier. From thence he pufhed on A.D.fT44« 

dircftly for Cogni, at which time MaiTnd was gone to en- — — 

camp at Tazara, formerly called Golonia (?)• When he 

encamped hefore the city, the wife of John Comnenus, ^ejislcQ- 

before mentioned, fpokc very ably from the wall, in b^' i^jm^ 

half of her father Maff'ud. The emperor retired^ after 

having reconnoitered the place, and was forced to fight > * 

feveral battles on the road» and open a way back for%is 

army. 

In the year 1 146, Cbnrade, emperor of Germany, and ^ 
other Chriftian princes who had token the crofs, arrived ^^"^'y ^J- 
at Conflantinople, in their way to Syria, intending to pafs ^j^L^^J^" 
through Lefler Afia. The Greeks were in fuch hafte to; 
get rid of them, that their whole marine was employed to- 
convey them over. The emperor Manuel took fome care 
about their fuhfiftence j but, at the fame time, ordered, 
ambufcadcs to be laid for them in the difficult palTesi by ♦ 
which means a great number of them perifhed. The in-^ 
habitants of cities in their march, inftead of receiving and 
fupplying them freely with proviHons, flnit their gates, " . •«* 
and extorted froir them exorbitant prices for fuch pro- 
vifions as they thought fit to fupply, in balkets loM'er- 
cd ilov/n from the top of their walls. There were even 
fonic, wlio fpoiled the flour, and mixed it with lime. 
But our author is not pofitive that all this was done by " 
the emperor's order, as was pretended ; although it 
was certain that he had commandctl bafe fiiver to be coined, 
to pay them for the goods they fold. In a word, there is" 
no xmicliicf which Manuel did not contrive againft them;' 
that rheir pofterity might, by the misfortune of their an- 
celtoi , be deterred from ever fetting foot on lioman 
ground. 

The Germans and French had i^ot marched far into A.D.1147. 
Afia, before they were met by the i u/]vil]i arniv, com- . 
manded by one Pamplan; who, excited by the letters j^jlZ^ 
Manuel^ and animated by his example, attacked and de- ^* 
jcated t^m* Thej afterwards appeared at the Meander,

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to oppdfc their paffagc but Conrnde, fpurrlng his horfc 
into the river, his army followed ; and pafiiiig over, fell 
on the Turks v^ ith i'uch fury^ that fcarce any efcaped. 
The flaiTgliter iviiglit be judged by the valt mountains of 
bones in that place, wliieh our author Nicetas had himlelf 
beheld with alloninimeiit. The fame hiftorian tells us, 
that, rafter this glorious vi^lorvj the Germauo met with 
no enemy to oppofe them, during the remainder of their ' 
march. But wc arc acquainted by the wcilerii writers, who 
are heft iniuniicd, that the dirappearance of the enemy 
lafted only till the Franks came to Iconiuin, the capital of 
, the Turkilh dominions in LeHcr Afia. This city they 
clofely invefted ; but it was fo flrongly fortifieil both by 
* nature and art, as well as bravely defended by the Turks, 
tliat though they lay a long time before the place, they 
made no progrefs in its redudlion. At length provifions 
ntams ^iiili"g i" t^^^ir camp, fuch a mortality enfued among the 
^gfiff^ foldiers, that the emperor Conrade was glad to raiil the 
Cege, and return home. The caufeof this mortality, and 
mifcarriage of the whole, expedition, is generally afcribed^ 
fcy the faid writers, to the treachery of the Greek whom 
^ they charge with having betrayed the defigns of the 

thriftians to fokan MafTud, or Mahmud ^ 
AJl tisu Xhefe are all the tranfa£lions mentioned by the Greeks^ 
"j: — ~r* during the reign of Maflud : to which we have only one 
mZt^J more to add, from Abu'l-Faraj, namely, that, in die year 
^ 6£ tibe Hejra 546, Juflin (G), having taken Nuro'dAn's 

tfrmour-bearer prifoner, fent him to Maflud, who was 
Nuro'ddin's famer-in-law, with a threatenihg meifage. 
This fa£t is of little importance, but as it ferves to fettle 
the length of this foltan's reign ; which is thus brought 
down with certainty to this period and, from circum- 
ftaiices tliat may be produced from the Byzantine hiftoi. 
nans, it is probable that he lived two or tluree years 
longer*
